Notice  of  Appeal 

Appellant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc., 
says  that  it  is  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  commission,  rendered  May  1,  1936,  effective 
September  11,  1936,  denying  its  application  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  to  establish  a  new  radiobroadcasting  station 
at  LOGAN ,  Utah,  and  granting  the  application  of  Jack 
Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant 
Wrathall,  to  establish  a  new  radiobroadcasting  station  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  which  application,  because  of  the 
frequency  requested  and  the  distance  between  Logan  and 
Salt  Lake  City,  was  in  conflict  with  the  application  of  the 
appellant. 

WHEREFORE,  appellant  gives  notice  of  its  appeal  and 
assigns  in  support  the  reasons  hereinafter  given.

2  Reasons  for  Appeal 

1.  The  commission  erred  as  a  matter  of  law  in  granting 
the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et  al.,  in  that  the  granting 
of  such  application  results  in  such  a  concentration  into  the 
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city  of  Salt  Lake  City  of  the  radio  facilities  of  the  State 
of  Utah  as  to  violate  the  requirements  of  Section  307  (b) 
of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  by  the  Act 
approved  June  5,  1936. 

2.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  and  refusing  to 
consider  the  evidence  concerning  the  need  for  radiobroad¬ 
casting  facilities  at  Logan,  Utah. 

3.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
the  appellant  as  upon  the  state  of  facts  revealed  by  the 
original  application  and  in  ignoring  and  refusing  to  con¬ 
sider  the  state  of  facts  shown  to  prevail  at  the  time  of 
hearing  some  months  later. 

4.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
appellant  upon  the  basis  of  matters  alleged  in  the  formal 
application  and  in  refusing  to  consider  actual  proof  of 
other,  different  facts  existing  at  the  time  of  the  hearing 
upon  the  application,  such  action  being  contrary  to  the 
commission ’s  rules  of  practice  and  particularly  to  that  rule 
which  provides : 

“The  attention  of  the  applicant  is  directed  to  the  fact 
that  while  his  application  is  part  of  the  record,  it  is  not  a 
part  of  the  testimony  and  he  should  be  prepared  at  the 
hearing  to  introduce  testimony  to  prove  the  allegations 
contained  in  his  application.  ’  ’ 

5.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
the  appellant,  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  evidence 
in  the  record  that  one  H.  R.  Duvall,  a  nominal  stockholder 
at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  application,  was  an  Amer¬ 
ican  citizen;  in  that  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  pro¬ 
vides  that  the  station  license  required  thereby  shall 

3  not  be  granted  to  or  held  by  any  corporation  of  which 
any  officer  or  director  is  an  alien  or  of  which  more 

than  one-fifth  of  the  capital  stock  is  owned  of  record  or 
voted  by  aliens,  etc.,  and  does  not  require  that  proof  of 
citizenship  is  a  condition  precedent  and  provides  only  that 
the  fact  of  alien  ownership  shall  prevent  the  granting  or 
continuation  of  licenses. 

6.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
the  appellant  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  evidence 
in  the  record  of  the  citizenship  of  one  H.  R.  Duvall,  to  whom 
some  of  the  stock  of  the  appellant  had  been  issued  as  a 
nominal  matter  at  the  time  of  filing  the  application,  and  in 
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failing  and  refusing  to  consider  that  at  the  time  of  hearing 
upon  such  application,  the  stock  had  been  transferred  to 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  a  licensee  of  the 
commission  possessing  all  qualifications  with  regard  to 
citizenship  required  by  the  Communications  Act  of  1934 
and  the  rules,  regulations  and  practice  of  the  commission. 

7.  The  finding  of  the  commission  that  the  record  does  not 
show  in  what  manner  the  financing  of  the  applicant’s  broad¬ 
casting  station  would  be  accomplished  is  arbitrary,  capri¬ 
cious  and  contrary  to  the  evidence. 

8.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
appellant  upon  the  ground 

“It  may  also  be  noted  that  in  the  application  filed  by  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  a  number 
of  questions  were  answered  by  the  statement  ‘not  yet 
known’.  The  record  does  not  reveal  that  applicant  has 
supplied  the  information  called  for  by  the  aforementioned 
questions.  It  is  imperative,  in  passing  upon  applications 
for  licenses,  that  the  applicant  furnish  the  commission  with 
all  of  the  information  called  for  by  the  questions  contained 
in  the  application”, 

whereas  in  truth  the  only  questions  answered  “Not 
4  yet  determined”  were  questions  relating  to  the  exact 
location  of  the  transmitter  proposed  by  the  appel¬ 
lant,  because  in  the  application  the  appellant  proposed  to 
conduct  an  electrical  survey  to  determine  what  would  be 
the  best  and  most  efficient  location.  The  practice  followed 
by  the  appellant  in  this  instance  in  not  answering  the  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  the  location  is  one  consistently  followed 
at  and  encouraged  by  the  commission  as  to  the  most  effi¬ 
cient  use  of  radiobroadcasting  facilities,  and  by  consistent 
administrative  interpretation  the  commission  has  approved 
and  encouraged  such  practice. 

9.  The  commission’s  finding  that  there  is  no  legally  en¬ 
forceable  agreement  in  evidence  by  which  the  appellant 
could  command  sufficient  funds  to  construct  and  operate  its 
proposed  station  is  arbitrary,  capricious  and  contrary  to 
the  evidence. 

10.  The  commission’s  failure  to  find  that  the  appellant 
has  the  necessary  legal  and  financial  qualifications  for  the 
exercise  of  a  construction  permit  was  arbitrary,  capricious 
and  contrary  to  the  evidence. 
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11.  The  Commission  erred  in  permitting  one  Dan  Shields 
to  testify,  but  not  under  oath,  after  the  closing  of  the  rec¬ 
ord  and  at  the  time  of  oral  argument,  and  to  state  facts 
during  the  course  of  such  oral  argument  outside  the  record 
and  without  opportunity  to  the  appellant  for  cross  exam¬ 
ination  or  rebuttal. 

12.  The  commission  erred  in  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al.,  without  having  found,  and  in  the  absence  of 
evidence  to  show,  that  the  service  now  available  at  Salt 
Lake  City  is  inadequate. 

13.  The  commission  erred  in  finding  that  there  is 

5  need  for  additional  broadcasting  service  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  solely  upon  the  ground  that  substantial  por¬ 
tions  of  the  broadcasting  given  in  that  community  are  of 
network  programs  and  in  failing  and  refusing  to  consider 
whether  or  not  the  non-network  programs  offered  by  exist¬ 
ing  stations  adequately  supply  local  needs  and  require¬ 
ments. 

14.  The  commission  erred  in  predicting  a  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  radiobroadcasting  service  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area 
upon  an  alleged  survey  offered  in  evidence  by  Powers,  et  al., 
which  survey  was  a  compilation  of  hearsay  testimony  con¬ 
cerning  which  no  opportunity  was  offered  the  appellant  to 
cross  examine  the  witnesses  having  knowledge  of  such  facts, 
or  to  meet  the  actual  facts  by  rebuttal. 

15.  The  commission  erred  and  vras  arbitrary  and  capri¬ 
cious  in  failing  to  find,  as  the  evidence  required,  that  exist¬ 
ing  radiobroadcasting  stations  have  available  ample  time 
to  adequately  supply  all  needs  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  area 
for  radiobroadcasting  service. 

16.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  make  a  compari¬ 
son  of  the  needs  for  additional  radiobroadcasting  service 
at  both  Salt  Lake  City  and  Logan,  Utah,  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  available  frequency,  1500  kc.,  should  be 
forthwith  assigned  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  additional  service 
or  should  be  assigned  to  the  appellant  for  service  to  Logan, 
Utah,  or  should  be  reserved  for  use  at  Logan. 

17.  The  commission  erred  in  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al.,  in  that  it  appears  from  the  record  that  a 
substantial  financial  and  ownership  interest  in  the  license 
when  issued  will  be  given  one  Dan  Shields,  not  a  member 
of  the  applicant  partnership,  such  action  being  con- 
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6  trary  to  the  rule  of  law  and  the  administrative  in¬ 
terpretation  continuously  in  force  at  the  Communi¬ 
cations  commission. 

18.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  lind  that  there  is 
no  valid  and  enforceable  partnership  agreement  among  the 
applicants,  Power,  et  al. 

19.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  follow  its  rules  of 
law  and  interpretation  in  that  in  granting  the  application 
of  Powers,  et  al.,  it  granted  the  application  of  a  corpora¬ 
tion  yet  to  be  formed. 

20.  The  finding  of  the  commission  that  the  applicants, 
Powers,  et  al.,  have  sufficient  assets  to  insure  construction 
and  maintenance  of  a  station  of  the  kind  and  class  applied 
for  is  contrary  to  the  evidence  and  without  evidence,  and 
is  arbitrary  and  capricious. 

21.  The  commission  erred  in  denying  the  application  of 
the  appellant. 

22.  The  commission  erred  in  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al. 

j Review  Requested 

Wherefore,  appellant  prays  an  order  of  this  Court  re¬ 
versing  the  order  of  the  Federal  Communications  commis¬ 
sion,  setting  aside  the  granting  of  a  construction  permit  to 
Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant 
Wrathall  and  the  denial  of  a  construction  permit  to  appel¬ 
lant  and  remanding  this  case.

3.  The  commission  erred  in  predicting  a  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  radiobroadcasting  service  in  the  Salt  Lake  City 
area  upon  an  alleged  survey  offered  in  evidence  by  Powers, 
et  al.,  which  survey  was  a  compilation  of  hearsay  testi¬ 
mony  concerning  which  no  opportunity  was  offered  the  ap¬ 
pellant  to  cross  examine  the  witnesses  having  knowledge  of 
such  facts,  or  to  meet  the  actual  facts  by  rebuttal. 

4.  The  commission  erred  and  was  arbitrary  and  capri¬ 
cious  in  failing  to  find,  as  the  evidence  required,  that  exist¬ 
ing  radiobroadcasting  stations  have  available  ample  time 
to  adequately  supply  all  needs  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  area 
for  radiobroadcasting  service. 

5.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  make  a  comparison 
of  the  needs  for  additional  radiobroadcasting  service  at 
both  Salt  Lake  City  and  Logan,  Utah,  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  available  frequency,  1500  kc.,  should  be  forthwith 
assigned  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  additional  service  or  should 
be  reserved  for  use  at  Logan. 

6.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  and  refusing 

17  to  consider  the  evidence  concerning  the  need  for 
radiobroadcasting  facilities  at  Logan,  Utah. 
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7.  The  commission  erred  in  permitting  one  Dan  Shields 
to  testify,  but  not  under  oath,  after  the  closing  of  the  record 
and  at  the  time  of  oral  argument,  and  to  state  facts  during 
the  course  of  such  oral  argument  outside  the  record  and 
without  opportunity  to  the  appellant  for  cross  examination 
or  rebuttal. 

8.  The  commission  erred  in  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al.,  in  that  it  appears  from  the  record  that  a 
substantial  financial  and  ownership  interest  in  the  license 
when  issued  will  be  given  one  Dan  Shields,  not  a  member 
of  the  applicant  partnership,  such  action  being  contrary  to 
the  rule  of  law  and  the  administrative  interpretation  con¬ 
tinuously  in  force  at  the  Communications  commission. 

9.  The  finding  of  the  commission  that  the  applicants, 
Powers,  et  al.,  have  sufficient  assets  to  insure  construction 
and  maintenance  of  a  station  of  the  kind  and  class  applied 
for  is  contrary  to  the  evidence  and  without  evidence  and  is 
arbitrary  and  capricious. 

10.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  follow  its  rules 
of  law  and  interpretation  in  that  in  granting  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  Powers,  et  al.,  it  granted  the  application  of  a  cor¬ 
poration  yet  to  be  formed. 

11.  The  commission  erred  in  failing  to  find  that  there  is 
no  valid  and  enforceable  partnership  agreement  among  the 

applicants,  Powers,  et  al. 

18  12.  The  commission  erred  as  a  matter  of  law  in 

granting  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et  al.,  in 
that  the  granting  of  such  application  results  in  such  a  con¬ 
centration  into  the  city  of  Salt  Lake  City  of  the  radio  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  State  of  Utah  as  to  violate  the  requirements  of 
Section  307  (b)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934,  as 
amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  5, 1936. 

13.  The  commission  erred  in  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al. 

Review  Requested 

Wherefore  appellant  prays  an  order  of  this  Court  re¬ 
versing  the  order  of  the  Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission,  setting  aside  the  granting  of  a  construction  permit 
to  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and 
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Grant  Wrathall,  and  ordering  that  the  application  for  such 
construction  permit  be  denied.

Q.  Does  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
hold  a  license  to  any  broadcasting  station?  A.  They  own 
the  license  of  station  KDYL. 

Q.  That  is  located  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  In  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  affairs,  finances,  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation?  A. 
I  am. 

Q.  I  show  you  Great  Western  Exhibit  No.  1,  and  will  ask 
you  whether  or  not  that  is  a  true  and  correct  statement  of 
the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Intermountain  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Corporation  as  of  December  1,  1934?  A.  It  is. 

Mr.  Ewing:  May  I  understand,  is  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation  on  record  as  being  interested  in 
the  stations  at  Logan  and  Provo,  or  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Corporation? 

394  Mr.  Segal:  I  do  not  know  what  the  record  is  in 
shorthand,  but  I  intend  to  show  what  it  is. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  it  should  be  on  record  that  they  are 
interested  in  and  sponsors  for  this  station  before  you 
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introduce  any  financial  statement  of  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Mr.  Segal:  Who  is  introducing  the  financial  position  of 
the  company.  I  have  not  offered  it. 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Directing  your  attention,  Mr.  Fox,  to  application  for 
construction  permit  filed  by  the  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association,  Incorporated,  and  to  that  portion  of  the 
application  which  indicates  that  the  stock  of  the  company 
as  of  the  date  of  the  application  was  held  by  H.  R.  Duvall. 
A.  H.  R.  Duvall. 

Q.  Who  is  she?  A.  An  associate  in  my  office. 

Q.  At  the  present  time  who  owns  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Incorporated,  to 
whom  has  that  stock  been  issued?  A.  H.  R.  Duvall. 

Q.  I  mean  as  of  the  present  time?  A.  The  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Q.  Has  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
made  any  payment  for  that  stock?  A.  It  has  made  available 
$1,000  cash  and  $15,000  in  stock  to  be  used  for  the  stock  of 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association. 

Q.  What  price  is  to  be  paid  or  fixed  for  the  stock  of 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association.  A. 
395  The  necessary  ratio  to  construct  a  station  in  Provo 
and  Logan? 

Q.  That  is,  by  ratio  you  mean  the  necessary  amount  of 
stock  per  share  to  meet  the  total  installation?  A.  Per  share. 

Q.  And  who  makes  that  payment?  A.  The  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Mr.  Segal:  Now,  I  offer  this  financial  statement  of  the 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  in  evidence. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection? 

Mr.  Pratt:  No  objection  as  far  as  we  are  concerned. 

Examiner  Hill:  It  mav  be  admitted.

(The  document  referred  to  was  marked  44 Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association  Exhibit  No.  1”,  received  in  evi¬ 
dence,  and  made  a  part  of  this  record.) 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Now,  I  direct  your  attention,  Mr.  Fox,  to  the  total 
operating  license  and  good  will  carrying  the  item  of  $97,000 
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there.  What  is  the  significance  of  that  item?  A.  That  item 
was  an  original  entry  made  bv  our  accountant  at  the  time 
in  setting  up  our  books.  It  has  been  carried  along  from  year 
to  year,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  is  nothing  more  than,  I 
would  say,  just  a  general  item  that  does  not  mean  any¬ 
thing  in  our  set-up. 

Q.  And  it  is  not  counted  by  your  or  your  backers  in  your 
operations  as  one  of  your  assets?  A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  persons  do  you  have  in  your  technical  staff  at 
KDYL,  howT  many  are  in  that  staff?  A.  We  have 

396  four  regular  engineers  or  operators,  one  extra  part- 
time  operator,  and  one  announcer  who  carries  a 

license  as  a  first-class  radio  announcer. 

Q.  So  that  that  makes  a  total  of  six  men  associated  in 
your  organization  that  are  licensed?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  With  regard  to  the  other  departments  of  your  station, 
give  me  a  brief  outline  of  the  number  of  men  in  each  de¬ 
partment.  A.  We  have  five  announcers.  We  have  several 
copy  men,  and  a  number  of  office  help,  and  a  program 
manager. 

Q.  I  think  that  gives  us  a  sufficient  outline  for  my  pur¬ 
poses.  A.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  from  25  to  30  staff 
employees. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Examiner.  Maybe  I  do 
not  understand  this  situation.  Are  we  going  into  station 
KDYL  and  its  effect  upon  the  whole  thing,  or  are  we  going 
into  Provo  and  Logan  applications  of  the  Great  Western? 
If  we  are  going  into  the  Great  Western  situation  and  the 
applications  at  Provo  and  Logan,  why,  what  effect  does  it 
have  as  to  how  many  people  are  on  the  staff  of  KDYL? 

Examiner  Hill :  I  understand  that  these  cases  were  all 
consolidated  and  were  to  be  heard  and  covered  bv  one  set  of 
proof. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  am  not  putting  in  anything  at  this  time  about 
KDYL.  I  am  confining  myself  to  Provo  and  Logan. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  withdraw  the  objection. 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

397  Q.  Now,  I  believe  it  has  been  testified  that  Provo 
is  about  44  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Logan  is 

approximately  88  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City,  is  that  right? 
A.  I  believe  that  is  right. 
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Q.  Now,  to  what  extent  has  the  staff  that  you  have  de¬ 
scribed  been  trained  in  your  organization?  A.  Well,  I 
would  say,  that  they  have  been  with  the  organization  for 
a  period  of  from  three  to  seven  or  eight  years. 

Q.  Now,  in  the  establishment  and  the  operation  of  the 
proposed  Great  Western  station  at  Provo  and  Logan,  to 
what  extent  do  you  intend  to  draw  on  the  staff  that  you  have 
outlined?  A.  If  given  the  privilege  of  a  license  to  operate, 
in  those  towns,  we,  of  course,  would  train  the  staff  that  we 
would  use  in  Provo  and  Logan  in  our  regular  operations 
of  KDYL. 

Q.  By  that  you  mean  assign  executives  from  your  present 
staff?  A.  We  would  draw  on  our  present  staff  for  such 
assistance  as  necessary,  and  train  other  available  help  that 
is  needed  through  our  organization. 

Q.  To  what  extent  would  you  be  able  upon  that  basis  in 
the  use  of  vour  Salt  Lake  Citv  organization  to  effect  econ- 
omies  of  operation  at  Provo  and  Logan?  A.  I  would  say 
a  matter  of  experience  enters  into  it,  knowledge  of  opera¬ 
tion,  and  necessity  to  function  a  radio  station. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think  that  is  all  of  the  direct  testimony. 

Examiner  Hill:  Anv  cross  examination  on  behalf  of 
KSL? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  We  have  none. 

Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Ewing,  have  you  any  cross  examina¬ 
tion? 

398  Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  sir. 

Cross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  as  I  understand,  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  is  merely  a  subsidiary  of  the  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Company  which  controls  station  KDYL, 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  As¬ 
sociation,  the  subsidiary,  to  build  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  is  that  correct?  A.  Well,  it  is  the  inference  that 
could  be  taken. 

Q.  Who  is  the  president  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association?  A.  The  Great  Western  Broadcasting  As¬ 
sociation,  the  stock  is  in  the  hands  of  H.  R.  Duvall. 

Q.  It  is  a  corporation?  A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Who  is  the  president  of  it?  A.  H.  R.  Duvall. 

Q.  Who  is  the  vice  president  ?  A.  That  is  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Segal. 

Q.  Don’t  you  want  to  tell  who  the  vice  president  is?  A. 
The  papers  have  been  left  entirely  in  his  charge. 

Mr.  Segal:  Answer,  if  you  know. 

The  Witness:  I  don’t  know. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  don’t  know  of  any  other  officer  of  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association  other  than  Miss  Duvall? 
A.  That  is  all  I  know. 

Q.  And  still  you  are  putting  money  in  the  stock 

399  of  a  concern  you  do  not  know  who  the  officers  are? 
A.  My  attorney  was  authorized  to  carry  that  on. 

Q.  But  you  are  responsible  for  the  money?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  still  you  put  money  into  a  corporation  without 

knowing  who  the  officers  are?  A.  Because  I  trust  my  at- 

tornev. 

•> 

Q.  And  still  you  come  before  this  Commission  to  show 
what  a  good  business  man  you  are,  and  what  a  fine  staff 
vou  have,  and  vet  you  want  the  record  to  show  that?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Now,  because  you  have  got  25  or  28  employees  at 
KDYL,  do  you  wish  to  convey  the  idea  there  are  no  other 
technicians  in  Utah  by  which  an  independent  station  could 
be  operated?  A.  No. 

Q.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  other  technicians  avail¬ 
able?  A.  I  think  there  are  some  amateurs. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know,  and  haven’t  they  worked  for  you? 
A.  I  don’t  know  of  any. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  that  worked  for  KSL  that  are 
out  of  a  job  now?  A.  I  don’t  know  of  any. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  the  statement  of  a  witness  on  the  stand 
that  he  worked  for  KSL?  A.  Yes,  I  heard  him  say  that 
he  worked  for  three  days  for  KSL. 

Q.  Anyhow,  you  say  you  think  there  are  other  techni¬ 
cians  available?  A.  Yes,  certainly. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  that  is  all. 

400  Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Shinnick,  have  you  any 
questions? 
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Cross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  did  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  prepare  the  application  filed  for  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  did  prepare  this  application?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Who?  A.  Mr.  Segal. 

Q.  Did  you  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  those  appli¬ 
cations  before  they  were  filed?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  an  examination  of  avail¬ 
able  frequency  was  made  before  it  was  settled  upon  in  that 
application?  A.  I  left  that  entirely  to  Mr.  Segal. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Nothing  further. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  further  questions  by  anyone  of  Mr. 
Fox? 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Fox  some  more 
questions. 

Examiner  Hill:  Get  through  with  your  cross  examina¬ 
tion. 


Recross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Company, 
owners  of  station  KDYL  are  now  applicants  for  an  in¬ 
creased  power  for  KDYL?  A.  Why,  yes. 

401  Q.  How  much  increased  power  do  they  want?  A. 
They  have  applied  for  5  kilowatt — 5000  watts. 

Q.  You  are  now  on  1000?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  If  you  had  a  5000  watt  station,  wouldn’t  you  reach 
Logan  and  Provo? 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  objected  to  as  being  a  matter  of  en¬ 
gineering  opinion.  I  don’t  know  whether  Mr.  Fox  is  famil¬ 
iar  or  is  not  familiar  with  that  fact.  That  is  certainly  a 
technical  question. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  just  want  to  find  out  what  the  necessity 
is  for  a  100  watt  station  at  Logan  and  Provo,  if  KDYL  is 
going  to  increase  its  station  to  a  5000  watt  station. 

Mr.  Segal :  Mr.  Fox  maybe  does  not  know,  and  can  not 
state  whether  it  will  cover  Logan  and  Provo. 
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Examiner  Hill:  He  may  state,  if  he  knows. 

The  Witness:  I  can  only  answer  I  don’t  know. 

i 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  heard  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Jones  on  the  stand 
yesterday,  Mr.  Winston  Jones,  Logan?  A.  I  don’t  re¬ 
member  who  you  are  referring  to, — that  technician  with 
the  glasses? 

Q.  Yes,  and  he  said  that  you  could  hear  KDYL  in  Logan 
now,  but  not  as  well  sometimes  as  others, — you  heard  that 
testimony?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  view  of  that  testimony,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  now  a  1000  watt  station,  probably  you  believe 
402  that  if  you  got  a  5000  watt  station  you  could  cover 
both  Provo  and  Logan?  A.  That  is  all  problemati¬ 
cal.  I  can  not  answer  it.  I  don’t  see  how  Mr.  Jones  could. 

Q.  By  making  an  application  to  increase  your  power  of 
KDYL  to  5000  watts,  and  at  the  same  time  set  up  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  corporation  to  apply  for  100  watt  stations  at  Provo 
and  Logan,  you  are  simply  trying  to  protect  your  station 
by  making  two  horns  to  the  dilemma? 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  objectionable.  The  question  is  a 
compound  one  and  indefinite. 

The  Witness:  I  can  not  answer  it.  I  do  not  get  your 
drift.  I  do  not  seem  to  get  your  drift,  and  you  can  not 
seem  to  get  mine. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  I  am  trying  to  find  out — I  can  not  understand  why 
your  company  would  set  up,  or  would  make  an  application 
to  increase  its  power  to  5000  watts,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
come  in  and  ask  to  set  up  a  100  watt  station  to  its  subsid¬ 
iary  corporation,  88  miles  from  KDYL,  and  another  sta¬ 
tion  of  100  watt  40  miles  from  KDYL.  I  am  trying  to  find 
that  out. 

i 

Mr.  Segal :  The  engineer  will  testify  later.  Mr.  Fox  is 
president  of  the  company,  and  the  testimony  is  he  has  no 
engineering  background. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  understood  that  the  witness  stated 
that  he  could  not  answer  the  question.  If  he  can  not,  he  can 
not. 
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By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  can  not  tell  us  why  you  are  going  both 

403  routes  ? 

Mr.  Segal :  I  object  to  that  question.  That  has 
within  it  an  implication  that  is  not  in  this  case.  The  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association’s  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  it  has  not  been  testified  to,  intend  to  carry  the 
KDYL  program.  This  is  an  implication  that  by  the  effort 
to  increase  their  power  and  at  the  same  time  at  that  sta¬ 
tion,  that  the  program  would  be  identical,  and  there  is  no 
such  testimony. 

Examiner  Hill :  He  can  answer  the  question.  Read  the 
question. 

(Thereupon  the  pending  question  was  read  aloud  by  the 
reporter.) 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  What  is  your  answer,  Mr.  Fox?  There  is  nothing  to 
be  ashamed  of.  A.  Why,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  one  has  no 
bearing  on  the  other.  Do  you  want  to  know  why  I  am  ap¬ 
plying  for  permits  for  Provo  and  Logan? 

Q.  And  at  the  same  time  applying  for  increased  power 
at  KDYL?  A.  I  am  applying  for  the  applications  for 
Provo  and  Logan  for  the  reason  that  it  is  good  business, 
and  the  opportunity  could  be  made  available  to  support  a 
station  in  both  cities,  and  in  the  interest  of  public  conven¬ 
ience,  necessity,  and  interest. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know —  A.  (Interposing)  Regarding  my 
increased  power  for  KDYL,  that  is  another  matter.  I  am 
applying  for  that  for  I  believe  we  are  justified  in  asking 
for  it. 

404  Q.  Then,  if  you  had  a  station  at  Logan,  and  one 
at  Provo,  and  increased  the  power  of  KDYL  to  5000 

watts,  that  would  certainly  carry  Provo  and  Logan?  A.  I 
assume  it  -would. 

Q.  Then  wouldn’t  you  be  in  competition  with  yourself; 
wouldn’t  there  be  a  conflict  there?  A.  Not  necessarily,  no. 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  mean  to  convey  the  idea  that  a 
100  watt  station  at  Provo  and  a  100  watt  station  at  Logan 
would  become  purely  local  stations  for  local  business;  is 
that  the  idea?  A.  Well,  that  depends  on  how  we  operate 
it. 
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Q.  Well,  would  you,  if  you  had  a  station  at  each  place, 
as  you  have  applied  for  it,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Com¬ 
mission  increases  your  power  from  1000  to  5000  watts, 
would  you  run  the  same  program  in  all  three  places?  A. 
I  don’t  think  so,  no. 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  would  cover  one  with  your  na¬ 
tional  broadcast  over  KDYL,  and  at  the  same  time  you 
would  run  local  broadcast  in  each  of  the  small  stations? 
A.  I  am  not  making  any  statements  as  to  how  we  would 
operate  our  program.  That  would  be  entirely  left  to  the 
time,  if  granted  a  permit, — that  is  left  to  the  future  to  de¬ 
cide  on  the  operation. 

Q.  Is  there  any  purpose  of  a  set-up  to  run  a  telephone 
line  from  KDYL  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  put  the  National 
Broadcasting  program  in  Logan  and  Provo  in  any  man¬ 
ner?  A.  There  has  not  been  so  far. 

405  Q.  Is  your  intention  to  do  so?  A.  I  never  gave 
it  that  much  consideration. 

Q.  You  have  not  decided  not  to  do  so?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  you  have  not  decided  to  do  so  ?  A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  could  easily  do  it.  A.  It  could  be  done,  but  not 
very  easily. 

Q.  But  if  you  had  a  telephone  line  from  KDYL  to  Provo, 
from  Salt  Lake  City,  you  could  then  if  you  did  not  get  a 
5000  watt  station,  you  could  still  put  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  stations  into  Provo  and  Logan?  A.  If  you  will 
connect  it  with  the  line,  and  providing  it  was  agreeable  to 
the  network. 

Q.  But  that  is  indefinite  as  yet?  A.  Absolutely. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  is  the  population  of  Logan  and 
Provo  ? 

The  Witness :  Logan  is  approximately  between  ten  and 
twelve  thousand. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  And  Provo  is  about  15,000?  A.  Somewhere  around 
there.  Those  towns  are  between  ten  and  fifteen  thousand. 

Mr.  Segal:  Provo  is  14,756. 

The  Witness:  Logan  is  smaller,  I  think. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  will  have  it  correct  in  a  moment.  Logan 
is  9979. 
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By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Now,  going  into  this  National  Broadcasting 

406  matter,  KDYL, — I  assume  that  we  can  go  into  that 
question? 

Mr.  Segal:  I  assure  you  that  Mr.  Fox  will  be  on  the 
stand  for  KDYL  before  the  hearing  is  over,  and  he  will  be 
subject  to  cross  examination  on  that. 

Mr.  Ewing:  With  that  understanding,  the  cross  exam¬ 
ination  is  concluded. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  cross  examination  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission? 

Cross  Examination 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion  is  a  Delaware  corporation,  is  it  not?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  authorized  capital  stock  is?  A. 
It  is  100  shares  of  no  par  value. 

Q.  And  how  did  Miss  Duvall  get  to  be  elected  president 
of  the  organization?  A.  It  was  handled  entirely  by  Mr. 
Segal. 

Q.  Now,  your  charter  to  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  that  was  incorporated  over  there  by  incorpora¬ 
tor  who  are  residents  of  New  Jersey,  was  it  not — I  mean 
Delaware?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Segal :  For  you  information,  those  are  the  standard 
employees  of  the  Corporation  Trust  Company. 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Those  people  who  are  named  as  organizers  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  G.  S.  Peables,  L.  H.  Herman  and  Walter  M.  Zee, 
they  have  no  connection  with  your  organization? 

407  A.  None  whatever. 

Q.  They  are  not  interested  in  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association  so  far  as  you  know?  A.  No. 

Q.  And,  if  I  understand  you  correctly,  the  whole  thing 
is  owned  by  H.  R.  Duvall  ?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  And  do  you  state  that  you  furnished  the  money  to 
Miss  Duvall?  A.  Yes,  sir,  through  my  attorney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  estimated  total  installation  cost 
would  be  of  the  organization?  A.  I  assume  that  that  instal- 
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lation  cost  would  be  around  five  thousand  to  six  thousand 
dollars  per  station. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  say  has  now  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Miss  Duvall?  A.  There  is  available  approxi¬ 
mately  $16,000. 

Q.  I  know,  but  available  from  what  source  ?  A.  In  cash, 
you  mean,  from  the  guarantor?  The  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  will  guarantee  the  financing  of  the  two 
stations. 

Q.  How  will  that  be  guaranteed, — that  is  one  thing  I  do 
not  understand.  Who  guarantees  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Company  will  get  the  necessary  funds  to 
establish  and  operate  these  stations  sufficient  to  put  them 
on  their  feet?  A.  I  assume  I  would  be  the  guarantor.  I 
am  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Company. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  Miss  Duvall  was  the  In- 
termountain  Broadcasting  Corporation?  A.  No, 
408  Duvall  vras  the  Great  Western. 

Q.  Let  me  get  that  straight.  The  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation  is  your  present  organization?  A. 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  the  organization  that  you  are  president  of? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  the  new  organization  is  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  the  point  I  was  trying  to  get  at  was,  how  will 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  get  the  funds 
with  which  to  inaugurate  this  program  and  establish  these 
stations?  A.  Well,  transfer  the  stock. 

Q.  To  whom?  A.  To  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration. 

Q.  That  is  the  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  Miss  Duvall  holds  that  stock  now?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  do  you  have  anything  to  indicate  that  you  have 
any  right  to  call  on  Miss  Duvall  to  produce  that  stock  and 
transfer  it  to  you?  A.  Only  through  the  legal  matters  in 
the  hands  of  my  attorney,  Mr.  Segal.  That  is  all  entirely 
in  his  hands. 

Q.  Suppose  that  Miss  Duvall  would  say  to  you,  “I  own 
this  stock,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  sell  it,”  how  would  you 
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get  it  back, — that  is  the  point?  A.  A  transfer  would 

409  be  made  or  proposed  to  be  made  on  call. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  in  this  record  that  you  know 
of  that  will  indicate  that  that  will  be  done  ?  A.  I  don ’t  think 
there  is  anything  in  the  record. 

Q.  Now,  on  your  estimate  of  the  amount  of  funds  that  you 
thought  it  would  take  to  establish  the  two  stations,  you  say 
that  was  six  or  eight  thousand  dollars  ?  A.  Apiece. 

Q.  Now,  another  question  that  occurs  to  me,  Mr.  Fox, 
with  reference  to  your  method  and  plan  of  operation  at 
Provo  and  Logan,  taking  the  two  stations  together,  rather 
than  separate  them.  Now,  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you 
had  not  yet  made  any  arrangements  or  any  plans  as  to  the 
program  that  you  would  run  in  those  particular  stations? 
A.  No  definite  plans  other  than,  if  given  a  permit  to  con¬ 
struct  the  stations  in  either  town,  or  both,  it  is  only  natural 
that  we  would  endeavor  to  operate  in  the  interest  of  the 
community  and  the  public  in  general,  serving  them  such 
programs  as  are  most  available  and  to  the  best  of  our  abil¬ 
ity. 

Q.  Just  what  would  be  the  difference,  if  any,  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  you  would  furnish  at  Provo  and  Logan,  and  the  service 
that  you  now  give  on  your  station  at  Salt  Lake  City?  A. 
Well,  the  only  difference  that  there  may  be, — we  are  not 
making  any  definite  plans  on  that.  We  have  not  committed 
ourselves  as  to  that.  We,  of  course,  as  you  know,  are  oper¬ 
ating  a  network  station,  and  I  would  assume  that  our  pro¬ 
gram  and  the  arrangements  would  be  of  a  constructive  char¬ 
acter  that  is  consistent  with  any  successful  operation, 

410  I  mean  by  that  operating  the  station  both  from  a 
public  standpoint,  and  a  commercial  standpoint, 

and  to  successfully  operate  for  the  public  interest,  it  has 
got  to  be  successful  commercially. 

Q.  I  don’t  know  that  that  means  a  great  deal  to  me,  but 
we  will  let  it  go  at  that.  Now,  then,  what  is  the  character  of 
the  country,  and  the  character  of  the  business  and  the  com¬ 
mercial  interests  around  these  two  towns  of  Provo  and 
Logan  in  a  general  way?  A.  I  have,  of  course,  been  to  both 
cities  a  number  of  times.  They  are  rather  aggressive  little 
towns,  and  I  believe  they  are,  I  am  quite  sure,  interested  in 
having  stations. 
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Q.  What  is  the  distance  between  the  towns?  A.  Between 
the  two  towns? 

Q.  Yes,  approximately?  A.  One  is  45  miles  south  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  and  the  other  is  80  miles  approximately 
north,  so  that  the  distance  between  the  two  towns  must  be 
about  130  or  140  miles. 

Q.  So  far  as  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion  right  now  is  concerned,  the  only  asset  it  has  is  the  $1000 
which  I  understand  you  put  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Duvall, 
that  is  the  fact?  A.  That  was  the  necessary  cash  they 
needed  for  the  present. 

Q.  Without  stating  as  to  the  elements,  that  $1,000  was 
for  organization  and  counsels’  fees  and  expenses  necessary 
to  organize  the  company?  A.  Yes,  sir,  exactly  that. 

411  Q.  So  that  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  no  cash  to  its  credit  in  any  bank  at  the 

present  time:*  A.  I  have  definitely  committed  myself,  Mr. 
Berry,  to  finance  the  two  stations  if  given  a  permit. 

Q.  And  in  what  way  has  that  committal  been  evidenced? 
A.  In  the  statement  that  was  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Q.  Well,  now,  you  mean  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  the  statement, — you  say  that  is  on  file?  A. 
That  is  the  corporation  papers  that  have  been  filed  for  the 
Great  Western. 

Q.  I  am  sorry,  but  I  do  not  get  it.  A.  In  other  words, 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  shows  cash  of 
$1,000,  and  other  securities  of  $15,000,  and  I  have  pledged 
other  securities. 

Q.  Where  have  you  pledged  them,  and  how?  A.  I  have 
set  aside  so  much  stock  for  this  purpose. 

Q.  You  mean,  that  you  have  set  it  aside  out  of  your  own 
private  papers,  or  in  your  bank  book,  or  where?  A.  As  I — 
Q.  That  is,  going  back  to  what  I  asked  you  as  far  as  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  is  concerned,  it 
has  no  assets  of  its  own  now  except  its  charter?  A.  That  is 
all,  it  has  its  charter. 

Q.  Now,  this  statement,  Mr.  Fox,  prepared  December  31, 
1934,  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  who  made 
up  that  statement?  A.  Our  bookkeeper  and  auditor. 

412  Q.  Now,  to  get  it  into  the  record  so  that  I  will 
understand  it,  is  there  anything  on  any  piece  of 
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paper  or  any  contract  of  any  kind  that  you  know  of  that 
provides  that  the  shown  on  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting 
Corporation  balance  sheet  of  December  31,  1934  would  be 
available  or  are  available  for  the  purpose  of  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association  under  its  charter?  A. 
There  has  been  nothing  prepared. 

Q.  So,  then,  is  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion, — I  assume  that  is,  of  course,  a  corporation  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  it  has  the  word  “ Incorporated’ ’  on  the  back 
of  it?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  a  copy  of  that  company’s  charter  on  file  here  that 
you  know  of  ?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  have  a  copy  of  that  charter  available  so  that 
you  could  file  it  without  any  expense  to  you  ?  A.  I  have  not 
got  a  copy.  I  could  send  for  it. 

Mr.  Segal :  If  it  is  helpful  for  the  purpose  of  the  case,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  file  it  as  an  exhibit. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  company  is  that? 

Mr.  Segal:  The  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Inter¬ 
mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  assume  that  thev  are  on  file  with  the 
Commission.  Haven’t  they  been  operating  for  some  time? 

Mr.  Segal :  Yes.  Mr.  Fox,  it  is  not  necessary  to  produce 
a  copy. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  assume  that  thev  are  on  file. 

* 

413  Mr.  Berry:  Yes,  I  assume  they  are  on  file. 

Mr.  Segal:  May  we  stipulate  that  if  they  are  on 
file  that  the  Examiner  may  consider  them  as  a  part  of  this 
case  ? 

Mr.  Berry:  That  is,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  I  thought 
if  he  had  a  copy  he  could  file  it  without  expense,  if  he  could 
put  it  in.  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  have  a  question  or  two  on  redirect. 

Redirect  Examination 
By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  I  think  it  is  necessary  to  call  your  attention 
to  what  appears  to  be  an  inconsistency  in  your  testimony. 
As  I  recall  it  you  testified  on  direct  examination  that  the 
stock  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  had 
been  issued  to  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,

and  you  told  Mr.  Berry  on  cross  examination  that  it  was 
still  in  the  name  of  Miss  Duvall.  Which  is  correct?  A.  It 
is  in  the  name  of  Miss  Duvall. 

Q.  Now,  in  regard  to  this  5  kilowatt  application,  is  that 
a  joint  arrangement  that  is  effectuated  between  yourself 
and  the  station  at  Superior,  Wisconsin,  and  with  the  sta¬ 
tion  in  Pittsburgh?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  it  requested  5  k.  w.  day  and  night?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  have  any  separate  or  independent  application 
pending  for  5  k.  w.  daytime  only?  A.  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  all. 

414  Recross  Examination 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  It  would  be  a  5  k.  w.  station  regardless  of  who  you  had 
associated  with  you?  A.  Yes,  but  probably  you  do  not  un¬ 
derstand  the  set-up  of  a  5  k.  w.  station.  It  is  handled  jointly, 
Mr.  Ewing,  with  other  stations  on  our  same  frequency. 

Q.  I  understand  that.  A.  And  there  are  three  other  sta¬ 
tions. 

Q.  I  thank  you  for  your  information.  But  the  thing  I 
was  interested  in  is  that  an  independent  station  of  the  Utah 
Educational  Society,  so  far  as  Salt  Lake  City  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  territory  is  concerned,  and  an  independent  station 
outside  that  area  for  the  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  at  Logan.  Those  two  do  not  conflict  so  far  as  the  ter¬ 
ritories  are  concerned  that  they  cover.  Now,  I  want  to 
verify  that.  Are  there  any  mountain  ranges  between  Provo 
and  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  there  any  mountain  ranges  that  you  go  over  from 
Provo  to  Salt  Lake  City  ?  A.  You  go  over  a  small  moun¬ 
tain,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  just  go  over  a  small  piece  of  hill?  A.  It  is  a  small 
mountain. 

Q.  It  is  not  high?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  one  valley  almost  runs  into  the  other?  A.  There 
is  on  one  side  of  Provo  a  mountain,  and  a  range  on  the  en¬ 
tire  side. 

415  Q.  On  the  east  side?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  to  the  north,  between  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Logan,  you  follow  the  mountains  along  the  road  about  60 
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miles  to  Brigham  City?  A.  It  is  quite  mountainous  on  that 
one  side.  The  mountains  are  on  the  side. 

Q.  On  the  east  side?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  go  pretty  nearly  north  from  Salt  Lake  to  Brig¬ 
ham  City?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  come  to  Odgen  about  35  miles  north  from 
Salt  Lake,  and  then  strike  out  in  the  Salt  Lake  valley?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  then  you  go  up  Salt  Lake  valley  to  Brigham  City 
about  25  miles?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  to  get  to  Logan  and  swing  east,  you  cross  a  range, 
and  then  you  come  down  into  Cache  Valley?  A.  That  is 
right. 

Q.  And  in  this  Cache  Valley  there  is  Logan?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  which  would  you  prefer  to  have,  which  would  be 
the  best  for  your  business,  to  have  a  5000  watt  station  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  KDYL,  or  have  little  100  watt  stations  at 
Provo,  one  at  Provo  and  one  at  Logan? 

Mr.  Segal:  That  looks  like  matching  pennies  to 

416  me.  I  do  not  believe  that  has  anv  bearing  on  this. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  do  not  think  that  is  a  matter 
before  the  Examiner. 

Q.  Were  the  applications  for  the  Great  Western 

417  Broadcasting  Company  at  Logan  and  Provo  made 
with  the  thought  that  you  would  protect  KDYL  in 

some  manner? 

Mr.  Segal:  Oh,  that  is  objected  to.  I  think  we  are  wan¬ 
dering  far  afield  and  delaying  the  hearing  by  going  into  a 
seance  on  Mr.  Fox’s  thoughts.  The  question  is  public  in¬ 
terest  and  not  what  people  think. 

Examiner  Hill :  Yes,  I  think  what  he  thought  about  it,  Mr. 
Ewing,  would  not  cut  any  figure.  The  question  is  what 
would  be  in  the  public  interest. 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right,  Mr.  Examiner. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Who  are  the  officers  of  the  Inter-Mountain  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Company,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  S.  S.  Fox,  President,  F.  B. 
Provol,  Vice  President,  Philip  G.  Laskv,  Secretary. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  officers?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  many  stockholders  are  there  there  ?  A.  There — 
Mr.  Pratt:  I  object  to  it  as  immaterial  and  a  waste  of 
time. 
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Mr.  Ewing:  No,  it  is  not. 

Mr.  Segal:  The  wasting  of  time  is  not  an  objection.  We 
have  been  doing  it  for  hours. 

Examiner  Hill :  Objection  overruled. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  objected  to  that  because  the  applicant  here 
is  the  Great  Western  and  not  the  Inter-Mountain. 

The  Witness :  There  are  six  stockholders. 

418  By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Six  stockholders?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  any  of  those  stockholders  interested  in  any  oil 
distributing  company  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  No. 

Mr.  Ewing :  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Is  that  all? 

Mr.  Ewing:  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  further  questions? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  You  may  be  excused,  Mr.  Fox. 

(Witness  excused.) 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  the  case  of  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association. 

422  Examiner  Hill:  All  right.  Are  you  ready  to  pro¬ 
ceed  in  the  next  case,  gentlemen? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  With  regard  to  the  application  of  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  there  was  received  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  on  the  24th  of  January,  depositions  of  Frank  C.  Car¬ 
man,  Louella  Price  Stein,  Virginia  Pace,  Jacob  Trapp, 
Edwin  Rosewear,  Arthur  E.  Johnson,  J.  W.  Ogilvie,  and 
Henry  Schubach,  which  were  taken  pursuant  to  orders  of 
the  Commission  for  the  purposes  of  this  hearing. 

I  offer  those  in  evidence  subject  to  the  usual  reservation 
of  the  right  to  object. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection? 

Mr.  Segal :  I  am  sorry,  Mr.  Examiner,  that  in  making  a 
study  of  these  depositions  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  the 
Utah  practice  to  attach  into  the  file  of  the  deposition  itself 
certain  exhibits.  Now,  I  knew  of  the  existence  of  the  very 
fantastic  compilation  concerning  the  programs  of  KDYL 
that  are  just  filled  with  errors  and  a  lot  of  hearsay  in  con¬ 
nection  with  some  alleged  survey  that  was  made  up  there, 
but  I  could  not  find  them  at  the  commission  because  I  did 
not  realize  that  they  were  bound  into  the  depositions  and, 
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consequently,  I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  all 
of  these  exhibits  that  are  attached  to  the  deposition  itself. 

Now,  with  regard  to  the  deposition  itself,  I  should  like  at 
this  time  to  renew  the  various  objections  and  motions  to 
strike  that  were  made  by  Harold  E.  Wallace,  Esq.,  who  ap¬ 
peared  for  KDYL  at  the  taking  of  these  depositions,  and  I 
should  like  an  opportunity  in  connection  with  such  pro¬ 
posed  findings  as  may  be  submitted  to  suggest  to  the 

423  Examiner  the  respects  in  which  the  exhibits  attached 
to  the  depositions  are  improper. 

Mr.  Pratt:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  should  like  to  join  in  the 
objections  and  motions  to  strike  which  have  already  been 
made  with  reference  to  these  exhibits,  both  at  Salt  Lake 
City  at  the  time  of  their  taking  and  at  this  time  by  Mr. 
Segal. 

I  should  like  also  particularly  to  object  and  move  to  strike 
the  exhibits  of  Henrv  Schubach  which  was  not  authorized 
by  the  order  to  take  depositions  which  was  issued. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  The  situation  with  respect  to  the  deposi¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Schubach  was  just  this: 

The  original  request  for  order  to  take  depositions,  listing 
the  names  of  the  proposed  deponents,  did  not  contain  the 
name  of  Frank  C.  Carman.  Subsequently,  the  commission 
was  requested  by  telegraph  to  substitute  the  name  of  Mr. 
Carman  for  Mr.  Schubach.  The  Commission  granted  this 
substitution,  among  other  things. 

However,  Mr.  Schubach  appeared  as  a  deponent  and  his 
deposition  was  taken,  and  while  I  may  not  be  in  a  technical 
position  to  argue  against  this  purely  technical  motion,  I  do 
make  this  statement  of  what  occurred  for  whatever  use  the 
Commission  may  wish  to  make  of  it. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  should  like  the  Examiner  to 
observe  that  this  is  a  copy  of  the  original  telegram  (indi¬ 
cating).  The  telegram  was  addressed  to  Orman  W.  Ewing 
by  John  B.  Reynolds,  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Berrv:  Was  the  witness  cross  examined  out  there? 

•/ 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  understand  he  was. 

Mr.  Pratt:  These  depositions  contain  the  deposi- 

424  tions  both  of  Carman  and  of  Schubach  and  I  think 
one  or  the  other  or  both  should  be  stricken  because  of 

the  irregularity  in  the  taking. 
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Examiner  Hill :  Gentlemen,  I  am  not  going  to  pass  on 
that  now.  That  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Examiner’s 
report  because  I  do  not  have  time  to  go  through  these  depo¬ 
sitions  and  see  the  objections. 

Mr.  Pratt:  This  telegram  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Ewing, 
who  undoubtedly  at  that  time  was  in  a  position  of  represent¬ 
ing  both  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Association  and  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company. 

Examiner  Hill:  These  objections  will  be  noted  in  the 
record,  and  the  Examiner  will  cover  them  in  his  report. 

(The  depositions  submitted  by  Mr.  Shinnick  were  there¬ 
upon  received  as  noted  above.) 

Mr.  Ewing:  May  the  record  show,  if  you  please,  Mr.  Ex¬ 
aminer,  that  I  only  represented  them  in  the  form  of  a 
friend  because  of  the  terriffic  distance  between  Salt  Lake 
and  Washington ;  that  thev  had  their  own  attorney  at  Salt 
Lake,  and  have  their  own  attorney  here. 

Examiner  Hill:  The  record  will  contain  your  statement. 

All  right,  are  you  ready  to  proceed  further,  Mr.  Shinnick? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Yes,  I  will  call  as  the  witness  on  behalf 
of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  Mr.  Grant  Wrathall. 

Grant  Wrathall  was  called  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the 
Utah  Broadcasting,  Company,  and  being  first  duly  sworn, 
testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination 

425  (On  behalf  of  Utah  Broadcasting  Co.) 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  to  the  reporter  your  name?  A. 
My  name  is  Grant  Wrathall. 

Q.  Your  age  and  residence?  A.  28,  and  I  am  at  present 
living  here  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  but  my  legal  residence  is 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

Q.  What  is  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company?  A.  The 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  is  a  partnership. 

Q.  Who  are  the  partners?  A.  The  partners  are  Frank 
Carman,  Jack  Powers,  David  Smith,  and  myself,  Grant 
Wrathall. 

Q.  Who  is  Mr.  Carman,  briefly?  Will  you  tell  us  briefly? 
A.  Mr.  Carman  is  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah  in  business  and  he  holds 
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a  degree  of  Master  of  Science  of  Communication  Engineer¬ 
ing.  He  is  also  a  licensed  broadcast  operator,  and  a  musi¬ 
cian  of  15  years  experience. 

Mr.  Segal:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  ordinarily  do  not  object  to 
a  lot  of  hearsay  when  it  does  not  encumber  the  record,  but 
this  man  Carman  testified  out  in  Salt  Lake  and  now  we  are 
having  hearsay  testimony  on  the  same  subject  matter  that 
he  has  already  testified  to.  This  witness  testifying  about 
Mr.  Carman’s  musical  ability  and  experience  in  music  and 
wiiat  not,  it  is  obviously  hearsay  and  it  has  already  been 
gone  into  by  Carman  himself.  It  could  go  on  indefinitely. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  Do  you  know’  the  matters  you  have  testified  of, 

426  of  your  ow’n  knowledge?  A.  I  have  personally  known 
Frank  Carman  all  my  life. 

Q.  You  have  knowm  the  other  members  of  this  partner¬ 
ship?  A.  I  have  not  know’n  Powders  and  Smith  as  long  as 
I  have  known  Carman. 

Q.  How’  long  have  you  knowm  each  of  those  two?  A.  I 
have  just  known  Smith  and  Pow’ers  for  about  two  years. 

Q.  From  your  personal  knowledge  as  to  each  of  those 
gentlemen,  will  you  state  w’ho  they  are?  A.  Mr.  Smith,  is 
manager  of  the  D.  G.  Smith  ranch  Company.  They  own  a 
ranch  in  Koosevelt,  Utah,  but  he  lives  in  Salt  Lake. 

Q.  What  has  your  education  been,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  I 
am  a  graduate  from  the  University  of  Utah  w’ith  a  degree  in 
electrical  engineering  and  a  major  in  communications  engi¬ 
neering. 

Q.  Are  you  a  member  of  any  technical  society?  A.  Yes, 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers  and 
also  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers. 

Q.  When  did  vou  graduate  from  the  University  of  Utah? 
A.  1932. 

Q.  What  have  you  done  since  that  time?  A.  Since  that 
time  I  have  wrnrked  for  the  United  States  Government  in 
the  forest  service,  and  I  have  also  w’orked  a  vear  w’ith  Com- 
mander  T.  A.  M.  Craven,  a  Consulting  Engineer  here  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

427  Q.  Have  you  had  any  experience  in  the  conduct  or 
operation  of  a  radio  broadcast  station?  A.  Yes.  My 

first  year  in  college  the  University  of  Idaho  operated  sta-

tion  KFUT,  and  during  that  time  I  was  first  Assistant  Tech¬ 
nician  in  that  station.  It  was  a  100  watt  station  on  full  time 
operation. 

Q.  Are  you  a  licensed  operator?  A.  Yes,  I  have  been  a 
licensed  operator  for  some  time. 

Q.  How  long  ?  A.  Three  years. 

Q.  Will  you  state  for  the  record  what  you  know  of  your 
own  personal  knowledge  as  to  the  finances  of  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company?  A.  The  partners  themselves  of 
the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  have  a  total  of  in  excess  of 
$2500  in  cash,  and  Mr.  Smith,  coming  from  a  well-to-do 
family — 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  object. 

Mr.  Segal:  This  is  so  speculative.  Can  we  not  have  a 
statement  of  the  finances? 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  I  think  it  would  be  better  just  to 
show  what  the  finances  are. 

The  Witness :  Mr.  Smith  has  in  his  name,  issued  in  his 
name — 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  object,  because  it  is  hearsay. 

The  Witness :  It  is  not. 

Examiner  Hill :  If  he  is  stating  it  of  his  own  knowledge. 

Mr.  Segal :  May  I  just  make, — 

The  Witness :  If  they  would  just  let  me  finish  the  state¬ 
ment  I  think  it  would  clear  things  up. 

428  Mr.  Pratt:  We  don’t  want  the  statement  finished. 

Mr.  Segal:  We  are  proceeding  quite  steadily  on 
a  layman ’s  understanding  of  hearsay.  I  have  not  made  any 
point  of  it  but  what  difference  does  it  make  whether  it  is 
heresay  or  not  if  the  witness  gets  on  the  stand  and  says  he 
knows  it  of  his  own  personal  knowledge?  That  does  not 
test  the  question  of  hearsay — the  manner  in  which  the 
knowledge  came  to  him — if  he  wants  to  say  he  has  seen  it,  or 
has  custody  of  the  funds,  he  may  do  so,  but  for  him  merely 
to  characterize  that  as  of  his  own  personal  knowledge  as  a 
layman,  without  the  legal  significance  of  that — 

Examiner  Hill :  That  can  all  be  brought  out  in  evidence. 
The  witness  is  on  the  stand. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  What  is  the  partnership  worth  of  which  you  are  a 
member?  I  refer  to  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Co. 
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Mr.  Segal :  I  object  to  that  as  a  conclusion. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  A  partnership  should  know  what  the  part¬ 
nership  assets  are. 

Examiner  Hill:  Let  the  witness  state  what  the  financial 
responsibilities  are  of  the  different  parties  if  he  knows  of 
his  own  knowledge. 

The  Witness :  As  I  was  saying  before,  Mr.  Smith,  to  my 
exact  knowledge  has  in  his  name  a  trust  fund  of  quick  assets 
which  consist  of  bank  stock  and  other  security  which  can  be 
converted  into  more  than  $18,000  worth  of  cash  instantly. 

Examiner  Hill :  How  much  of  that  is  in  bank  stock? 

The  Witness :  I  cannot  say  the  exact  ratio. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Who  would  buy  any  bank  stock,  now, 

429  anvhow  ? 

•/ 

Mr.  Segal:  And  what  are  the  terms  of  the  trust? 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  would  like  the  trust  agreement  in  evidence. 

The  Witness :  The  terms  of  the  trust — 

Mr.  Pratt :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  would  like  to  move  to  strike 
the  last  answer  of  the  witness  as  far  as  he  has  gone,  because 
it  is  patently  hearsay.  If  we  have  the  terms  of  the  trust 
agreement,  whatever  it  is,  let  it  be  produced  in  evidence. 

Examiner  Hill:  Of  course  the  agreement  would  be  the 
best  evidence  that  can  be  produced. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Here  we  have  a  lay  witness  who  is  an  expert 
engineer,  testifying  as  to  the  technical  meaning  of  a  trust 
and  what  it  is  supposed  to  do  that  makes  money  available 
for  this  purpose.  We  don’t  even  have  the  trust  agreement, 
but  we  are  attempting  to  get  a  construction  of  it  through  a 
lay  witness. 

The  Witness :  Could  that  trust  agreement  be  submitted 
later? 

Mr.  Hill :  It  would  be  agreeable  to  the  Examiner,  if  there 
is  no  objection. 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  think  the  party  ought  to  be  ready  to  pre¬ 
pare  his  case  and  present  it  here.  He  has  had  plenty  of 
time  and  plenty  of  notice. 

The  Witness :  To  me  it  is  just  merely  a  matter  of  your 
taking  my — 

Examiner  Hill :  Did  you  offer  to  submit  the  Trust  Agree¬ 
ment? 

The  Witness :  It  will  be  submitted,  yes. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection? 
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430  Mr.  Pratt:  Yes,  I  object. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  am  going  to  permit  him  to  file 
within  ten  days  a  copy  of  the  trust  agreement. 

Mr.  Berry :  I  understand  the  Examiner  excludes  then  his 
comments  on  it  until  it  is  filed?  That  is,  his  interpretation 
of  it? 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  the  trust  agreement  will  speak  for 
itself  as  to  what  it  contains. 

Mr.  Berry :  I  just  wanted  to  understand  just  how  you 
ruled. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  go  ahead. 


By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  What  is  the  aggregate  of  other  funds  available  to  the 
partnership  ?  A.  I,  myself,  have  at  least — 

Mr.  Pratt:  Let  us  see  now.  Did  I  understand  the  wit¬ 
ness  to  testify  that  all  the  property  under  this  trust  agree¬ 
ment  is  available  for  the  purposes  of  this  partnership  or 
for  the  purposes  of  this  station? 

The  Witness :  That  is  what  I  stated,  yes. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  go  ahead. 

The  Witness :  What  is  the  question? 

(The  pending  question  was  read  by  the  reporter  as 
follows:) 

“Q.  What  is  the  aggregate  of  other  funds  available  to 
the  partnership?” 

The  Witness:  I  have  in  real  estate,  which  consists  of 
land  and  buildings  and  livestock,  what  I  consider  to  be 
worth  nearly  $4000. 


431  By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  Then  what  is  the  total  aggregate  of  all  funds 
available  to  the  partnership?  A.  $18,000  in  quick  assets, 
$2500  cash,  and  that  is  the  total. 

Q.  Does  the  partnership  own  any  equipment  that  might 
be  used  for  broadcast  purposes?  A.  Yes,  the  partnership 
does  have  equipment  which  we  very  conservatively  value  at 
$800,  and  this  equipment  consists  of  high  grade  meters, 
transformers,  inductances,  resistances,  capacities,  rack  and 
panels,  tube  sockets,  relays,  and  other  equipment  which  can 
be  used  in  a  high  grade  transmitter.

Q.  What  radio  equipment  do  you  propose  to  install?  A. 
We  will  install  a  100  watt  composite  built  transmitter  which 
I  understand  has  been  0.  K.’d  by  the  Commission.  We  will 
also  install  a  100  foot  steel  vertical  radiator.  That  is  the 
radio  equipment. 

Q.  Will  you  install  the  antenna?  A.  The  antenna  has 
been  installed — I  mean,  I  have  mentioned  the  antenna. 

Q.  Where  do  you  propose  to  get  this  equipment  ?  A.  This 
equipment,  as  I  have  stated,  is  a  composite  built  transmitter 
and  will  be  built  bv  myself  and  Mr.  Carman.  The  antenna 
itself  will  also  be  built  by  Carman  and  myself  and  Smith 
and  Powers. 

Q.  Have  you  ascertained  what  this  equipment  will  cost 
you?  A.  The  transmitter  we  know  will  not  cost  in 
432  excess  of  $3000  if  we  build  it  ourselves,  and  on  the 
antenna  we  have  placed  a  value  of  $12,000.  By  the 
way,  I  might  add — 

Mr.  Pratt:  $12,000? 

The  Witness:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Pratt.  I  meant  $1,200 
and  not  $12,000,  for  the  antenna. 

The  steel  in  this  antenna  that  we  will  buy  for  $150,  and 
the  balance  of  the  $1,200  is  labor. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  What  studio  equipment  do  you  expect  to  install?  A. 
We  will  install  and  equip  two  acoustically  treated  and 
sound  treated  studios,  also  a  turn-table  room  and  a  record 
library. 

Frank  Carman  owns  a  $1500  piano  which  will  be  installed 
in  one  of  the  studios,  and,  of  course,  these  studios  will  be 
equipped  with  all  the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  and 
draperies  which  make  up  a  modern  studio. 

Q.  Have  you  ascertained  what  that  will  cost  you?  A.  We 
have  placed  a  value  of  $1700  on  the  studio  equipment.  That 
does  not  include  the  piano  which  Mr.  Carman  owns,  by  the 
way. 

Q.  Where  do  you  propose  to  locate  your  transmitter?  A. 
The  transmitter  will  be  located  in  the  exact  business  center 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  atop  the  Walker  Bank  Building.  The 
Walker  Bank  Building  is  the  highest  building  in  Salt  Lake 
City  and  this  building  enjoys  the  reputation  of  being  a  land 
mark  building  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area. 
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Q.  What  is  the  street  address  of  that  building?  A.  I 
don’t  know  the  exact  street  address,  but  it  is  2nd  South 
and  Main  Streets.  I  should  mention  that  the  studios 

433  will  also  be  located  in  this  building  on  the  top  floor. 

Q.  Have  you  already  made  tentative  arrangements 
for  this  location?  A.  Yes,  we  have  made  arrangements. 
Frank  Carman  has  interviewed  the  manager  of  this  build¬ 
ing. 

MrCallister:  Then  we  object,  if  you  Honor  please.  Ap¬ 
parently  this  is  hearsay.  The  deposition  was  taken  in  Salt 
Lake  City  and  this  gentleman  is  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
it  would  be  at  least  hearsay  once  removed. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  think  a  member  of  the  partnership  can 
testify  as  to  wdiat  the  partnership  is  doing. 

Mr.  Callister:  Did  you  make  the  arrangements  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 

The  Witness :  No,  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Callister :  Then  I  submit  it  is  hearsay. 

Examiner  Hill :  Has  that  already  been  covered  by  the 
depositions  ? 

The  Witness :  Yes,  it  is  in  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Segal:  It  is  already  covered  in  the  depositions  and 
he  is  going  over  it  again. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  see  no  occasion  to  go  over  it  again. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  What  staff  do  you  propose  to  employ,  or  is  that  cov¬ 
ered  in  the  depositions?  A.  No,  that  is  not  covered  in  de¬ 
tail  in  the  deposition  and  I  welcome  the  opportunity  to  pre¬ 
sent  that  now. 

The  President  and  General  Manager  is  Frank  C.  Carman. 
The  advertising  manager  and  salesman  is  Jack  Powers.  The 
program  and  Musical  Director  is  Laura  Snow.  She, 

434  by  the  way,  is  a  graduate  from  the  University  of 
Utah  and  holds  a  master’s  degree  in  English  and 

education. 

The  chief  announcer  is  David  G.  Smith,  one  of  the  part¬ 
ners.  The  stenographer  is  Virginia  Pace.  I  am  a  part  time 
announcer. 

James  B.  Keyser  is  the  salesman.  He  is  manager  of  the 
J.  B.  Keyser  Sound  System  Company  of  Salt  Lake.  The 
second  salesman  is  Donald  Vincent,  who  holds  a  bachelor’s 
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degree  from  the  University  of  Southern  California.  He  is 
at  present  employed  by  a  radio  station  in  Los  Angeles. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shinnick)  Who  do  you  propose  to  employ 
as  operators?  A.  The  operators  are  Frank  Carman,  my¬ 
self,  and  E.  R.  Yeats,  whom  I  forgot  to  mention  in  the 
line-up  I  have  just  given.  By  the  way,  I  might — 

Q.  These  men  are  all  licensed  operators?  A.  They  are 
all  licensed  operators,  and  I  would  like  to  state  that  Mr. 
Yeats  was  formerly  Chief  Consulting  Engineer  with  the 
Baldwin  Radio  Manufacturing  Company.

In  this  music  hall  is  a  large  auditori¬ 
um  type  studio  which  has  been  sound  proofed  for  radio 
broadcast,  but,  to  my  knowledge,  it  never  has  been  used  by 
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either  station  in  Salt  Lake  for  such  a  purpose  although  the 
talent  is  there  and  the  studio  is  there. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  Is  there  any  particular  reason  for  utilizing  these 
quarters  as  a  remote  control  studio?  A.  Yes,  there  are 
many  reasons,  but  the  main  reason  is  that  right  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  is  located  the  State  University  which  naturally  affords 
all  kinds  of  talented  programs  to  be  broadcast  from  that 
point,  both  musical  and  relating  to  science,  and,  well,  almost 
any  program  one  would  desire  can  be  originated  from  that 
point. 

We  expect  to  use  that  studio  extensively.  It  has  been 
stated  that  we  cannot  use  that  studio  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses,  so  the  programs  originated  there  will  be  purely  sus¬ 
taining  programs. 

Q.  What  use  do  you  propose  to  make  of  the  time  allotted 
to  you  if  you  are  granted  a  license?  A.  The  motto  of  our 
station  will  be — 

Mr.  Segal :  Now,  we  are  getting  into  mottoes,  Mr.  Exam¬ 
iner. 

The  Witness:  You  bet  we  are  getting  into  mottoes.  The 
motto  of  this  station  will  be — 

438  Mr.  Pratt :  I  object  to  mottoes. 

Mr.  Segal:  We  have  had  more  speculation  about, 
what  are  you  going  to  do  with  this  and  what  are  you  going 
to  do  with  that? 

Examiner  Hill:  What  was  the  question? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  It  is  quite  natural  to  deal  in  speculation 
when  he  does  not  have  a  license. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Let  us  have  the  definite  facts. 

Examiner  Hill :  What  was  the  question  ? 

(The  pending  question  was  read  by  reporter  as  follows:) 

“Q.  What  use  do  you  propose  to  make  of  the  time  allotted 
to  you  if  you  are  granted  a  license?” 

The  Witness :  I  think  all  stations  should  have  some  back¬ 
bone,  and  I  say — every  station  should  be  built  around  some 
definite  purpose,  and  our  station  will  be  built  with  one  pur¬ 
pose  in  mind,  and  that  is  serving  the  people  of  Salt  Lake 
City  and  the  people  of  Salt  Lake  City  alone,  and  because  of 
that  we  expect  to  operate  with  one  thought  in  mind,  the 
people  of  Salt  Lake  first. 
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By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

i 

Q.  You  mean  that  you  propose  to  serve  the  people  of  the 
city  of  Salt  Lake  in  the  same  manner  that  they  are  now  be¬ 
ing  served  by  existing  broadcast  facilities?  A.  No,  we  ex¬ 
pect,  instead  of  broadcasting  chain  programs  and  phono¬ 
graph  records  and  transcriptions  from  the  hour  of  six  to 
ten  P.  M.  almost  exclusively,  this  time  will  be  devoted  to 
local  talent,  in  which,  if  our  intentions  are  carried  out,  and 
I  don’t  see  why  they  should  not  be,  almost  this  entire 
time  will  be  consumed  by  local  talent.  In  other 

439  words,  we  will  concentrate  on  local  talent  in  those 
hours. 

Q.  Do  you  intend  to  make  your  facilities  available  for 
use  by  the  local  organizations?  A.  Yes.  The  station  will 
hold  an  open  forum  to  any  organization  of  repute  that  has 
a  message  for  the  people  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  which  we 
think  will  serve  a  public  interest  and  listener  interest  by 
being  broadcast. 

Q.  Any  particular  type  of  organization?  A.  We  don’t 
restrict  our  list  to  any  organization.  We  include  every¬ 
thing,  civic,  religious,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  clubs — well, 
you  get  the  idea,  just  anything  that  has  a  message  to  pre¬ 
sent  and  has  a  reputation  which,  of  course,  we  will  require. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  you  can  create  and  maintain  lis¬ 
tener  interest  for  your  station?  A.  I  know  we  can  create  a 
listener’s  interest  and — 

Mr.  Pratt :  That  is  also  speculation,  Mr.  Examiner. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  take  it  it  is  put  in  to  prove  that  the  young 
man  has  faith  in  himself  and  his  associates.  That  is  all  it 
proves. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Favor  of  that. 

The  Witness:  Will  you  read  the  question,  please?  I  did 
not  get  a  chance  to  answer  it. 

Mr.  Pratt:  All  right. 

(The  pending  question  was  read  by  the  reporter  as  fol¬ 
lows:) 

4  4  Q.  Do  you  believe  that  you  can  create  and  maintain 
listener  interest  for  your  station?” 

The  Witness:  I  know  we  can  create  a  listener’s  in- 

440  terest  and  keep  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  Gentlemen,  the  question  here  is  to 
show  how  you  expect  to  do  that. 
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The  Witness :  It  is  generally  recognized  that  phonograph 
records  and  transcriptions  have  reached  the  point  where 
they  are  not  objectionable,  and  by  combining  those  with  the 
personalities  in  the  station,  the  station  can  create  a  public 
interest  and  compete  with  any  network  because  they  have 
the  added  advantage  of  a  local  interest  combined  with  good 
programs. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  In  selecting  the  frequency  for  which  you  applied,  did 
you  make  any  survey  to  determine  and  satisfy  yourself  that 
you  should  apply  for  1500  kilocycles?  A.  Yes,  this  survey 
was  made  and  that  was  with  one  idea  in  mind,  to  protect  the 
service  already  in  Salt  Lake,  without  any  exception.  We 
could  have  taken  1200  or  1210,  which  would  satisfy  all  the 
Commission’s  requirements,  but  there  is  some  question  that 
there  might  be  interference  with  the  station  there,  so  we 
eliminated  that,  and  I  have  been  under  the  understanding 
that  1370  should  also  be  eliminated  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  night  separation  on  100  and  500  watt  stations  is  40 
miles — that  should  be  58 — while  the  distance  from  Salt  Lake 
to  Ogden  is  not  in  excess  of  38  miles. 

Q.  Did  you  make  a  similar  survey  with  respect  to  any 
frequency  or  frequencies  that  would  be  peculiarly  suitable 
for  use  by  a  broadcasting  station  located  in  Logan?  A.  Yes, 
but  I  did  not  finish  mv  other  statement.  I  got  down  to 
1370. 

441  There  is  still  1410  left,  and  1500.  Of  course,  the 
1410  was  out  of  the  question  because  of  KLO,  and 

that  left  1500.  No-w,  will  you  repeat  that  question? 

Mr.  Segal:  Do  I  understand  that  these  people  project  a 
station  in  Logan  also? 

The  Witness :  No,  this  is  a  survey. 

Mr.  Segal:  We  are  getting  a  lot  of  testimony  about  a 
number  of  places  where  these  frequencies  can  and  cannot  be 
used,  and  the  frequencies  he  does  not  want.  Why  don’t  you 
stick  to  1500  at  Salt  Lake,  -which  is  this  application? 

Examiner  Hill :  I  think  we  should. 

442  Mr.  Shinnick:  I  think  the  testimony  is  pertinent, 
Mr.  Examiner,  because  there  is  a  pending  application 

from  Logan. 
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Examiner  Hill :  Is  there  any  question  of  interference  be¬ 
tween  Logan  and  this  station? 

Mr.  Segal :  Neither  one  of  them  have  a  station,  but  both 
of  them  can  not  be  granted. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Not  on  1500. 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Exactly,  and  we  propose  to  show  it. 

Mr.  Segal :  They  would  interfere  with  each  other  if  they 
were  granted.  Do  we  have  to  go  into  that?  It  is  apparent 
that  the  towns  are  only  88  miles  apart,  and  of  course  1500 
is  applied  for  by  both  of  them. 

The  Witness :  Let  me  state  that  this  exhibit  I  have  pre¬ 
pared  will  eliminate  any  trouble  between  stations  in  Utah. 

Mr.  Segal:  Let’s  get  the  exhibit  in. 

The  Witness :  That  is  what  he  was  going  to  introduce. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  Have  you  made  any  graphic  representation  of  the  re¬ 
sults  of  your  survey?  A.  I  have,  yes. 

Q.  I  show  you  this  graph  and  ask  you  what  it  is.  A.  On 
this  graph  I  have  plotted  the  different  stations  in  the  West 
on  these  local  channels,  and  for  each  channel  I  have  used 
a  different  color  of  ink  which  should  produce  a  picture  read¬ 
able  by  anyone.  The  full  circles  are  stations  already 
443  in  operation,  and  the  dotted  circles  are  stations  that 
might  some  day  be  in  operation,  in  Utah  or  the  sur¬ 
rounding  territory. 

Q.  You  prepared  that  graph  yourself?  A.  I  did. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  offer  in  evidence  as  Exhibit  No.  1,  in 
duplicate,  the  graph  made  by  the  Witness. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Does  this  have  the  two  applicants  on  1500? 

The  Witness :  No,  this  is  just  a  survey  of  my  own,  where 
I  placed  the  stations  on  there  to  suit  myself. 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  see,  to  suit  yourself? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal:  Is  this  November  11,  1928,  or  what? 

The  Witness:  It  is  up  to  date.  It  was  up  to  date  two 
weeks  ago. 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  don’t  see  the  purpose  of  it,  your  Honor. 

Examiner  Hill :  Does  that  include  the  location  of  the  sta¬ 
tions  that  are  there  at  the  present  time? 
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The  Witness :  Yes,  at  proposed  locations  in  Utah  on  the 
different  local  channels,  on  any  State  which  might  come 
there  for  a  local  facility. 

Mr.  Fisher :  In  Utah  or  throughout  the  West. 

The  Witness :  This  has  been  planned  to  take  care  of  any 
station  in  Utah  or  surrounding  States  which  have  a  popula¬ 
tion  which  would  indicate  that  they  could  support  a  local 
station.  I  put  that  population  at  6,000. 

Mr.  Segal :  Let  me  ask  a  question  about  the  exhibit  before 
I  indicate  whether  I  object  to  it  or  not. 

444  In  the  central  portion  of  this  exhibit  are  a  number 
of  circles,  and  you  have  dotted  lines  of  various  colors. 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal :  Those  dotted  lines  indicate,  I  take  it,  projected 
stations  ? 

The  Witness :  They  are  proposed  stations,  yes. 

Mr.  Segal:  Do  any  of  them  have  applications  pending? 

The  Witness :  These  do  not  represent  corporations  or  sta¬ 
tions.  They  just  represent  locations  of  stations  on  the  dif¬ 
ferent  frequencies. 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is,  possible  persons  to  whom  we  could 
suggest  that  they  should  apply  for  the  frequency  indicated 
by  the  color?  The  town  that  is  the  center  of  the  dotted 
circle  ? 

The  Witness :  Yes,  this  is  just  a  guide  for  use  in  Utah. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think  I  have  some  clients  that  might  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  this.  May  I  borrow  it? 

The  Witness :  I  wish  vou  would. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection? 

Mr.  Callister:  We  object  to  it.  It  is  incompetent,  irrele¬ 
vant,  and  immaterial. 

Mr.  Fisher :  It  does  not  prove  anything. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  don’t  think  it  is  important,  one  way  or 
the  other.  It  may  be  tiled. 

(The  map,  in  duplicate,  referred  to  was  thereupon  marked 
1 *  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  Exhibit  No.  1,  Docket  2612, 
et  al”.) 

445  By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  I  hand  you  another  graph  and  ask  you  to  state  what 
that  graph  represents.  A.  This  is  a  graph  which  shows  the 
same  thing  in  the  State  of  Utah,  and  on  these  points  where 
I  propose  to  locate  these  stations,  I  have  designated  the 
city  and  the  frequency  I  propose  to  be  used  there. 
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Up  in  Logan,  you  could  operate  on  1200  without  inter¬ 
ference;  Salt  Lake,  1500  kilocycles;  Provo,  1420;  Price, 
1370;  and  I  have  located  one  for  Rock  Springs.  Rock 
Springs  is  1370. 

Mr.  Fisher:  You  say  1500  for  Salt  Lake? 

The  Witness:  Yes. 

At  Richfield,  I  have  located  a  station  at  1310.  At  Cedar 
City,  one  to  operate  on  the  same  channel  as  the  Salt  Lake 
station,  on  1500;  at  St.  George,  at  1420;  and  1200  can  be 
shifted  anywhere  in  the  State,  just  so  it  is  not  too  close  to 
Logan. 

Bv  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  You  prepared  these  graphs  yourself?  A.  Yes,  I  did. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  offer  as  Utah  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Company’s  Exhibit  No.  2,  the  graph  to  which  the  Wit¬ 
ness  has  just  testified. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection? 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object  to  it  as  irrelevant,  incompetent, 
and  having  nothing  to  do  with  this  hearing  whatsoever. 

Mr.  Pratt :  The  same  objection. 

Mr.  Segal :  It  is  a  very  interesting  document,  nev- 
446  ertheless.  I  don’t  object. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  It  is  very  interesting  as  to  why  we 
would  like  this  frequency. 

Examiner  Hill:  For  Mr.  Segal’s  benefit,  I  am  going  to 
admit  it. 

(The  map,  in  duplicate,  referred  to  was  thereupon 
marked,  “Utah  Broadcasting  Company  Exhibit  No.  2, 
Docket  2612,  et  al.”) 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  is  there  anything  further? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Yes,  I  will  be  through  in  just  about  three 
or  four  minutes,  Mr.  Examiner ;  certainly  by  half  past  four. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  Referring  to  exhibit  No.  1,  will  you  state  the  radius 
of  the  various  circles  appearing  thereon?  A.  Those  circles 
have  a  radius  of  185  miles,  which  is  the  Commission’s 
standard  for  separation  on  local  channels. 

Q.  Is  there  anything  else  in  connection  with  these  ex¬ 
hibits  which  in  your  opinion  would  be  of  value  to  the  Com¬ 
mission?  A.  I  don’t  propose  anything  to  the  Commission, 
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because  I  think  the  Commission  does  or  should  know  a  great 
deal  more  than  anything  I  could  propose  to  them. 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  I  show  you  a  publication  and  ask  you 
to  state  what  it  is.  A.  This  is  the  Editor  and  Publisher, 
Fourth  Estate,  and  it  is  edited  by  a  well  known  New  York 
firm,  recognized  the  country  over,  R.  E.  Folk  &  Company, 
the  Consumers  Census,  354  Fourth  Avenue,  New 

447  York. 

Q.  Will  you  turn  to  page  221?  A.  Yes,  I  have 
turned  to  page  221. 

Q.  Will  you  state  what  appears  principally  on  that  page  ? 
A.  Upon  that  page  vre  have  a  condensed  market  survey  of 
Utah,  and  I  have  particular  reference  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Segal:  Before  we  go  any  further  with;  this  line,  I 
am  going  to  do  a  bit  of  objecting. 

Editor  and  Publisher  is  the  trade  organ  of  the  newspaper 
industry,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  it  gets  out  tw’o  or  three 
year  books  such  as  are  gotten  out  by  trade  publications 
for  various  industries. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  particular  year  book  which  the 
Witness  has  in  his  hand,  called  the  Market  Guide,  the 
method  of  preparation  is  exactly  as  follow’s : 

The  various  naw’spapers  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
country,  together  with  their  respective  chambers  of  com¬ 
merce,  are  permitted  to  write  up  ballyhoo  for  the  particular 
locality  involved,  and  that  is  shipped  in  to  the  publisher  and 
printed  in  the  publication. 

Mr.  Pratt  has  introduced  in  evidence  the  Census  Bureau 
reports,  of  which  this  Commission  may  take  notice,  down  to 
1930.  I  shall  bring  them  down  to  date.  Editor  and  Publish¬ 
er’s  report  of  what  the  newrspapers  around  the  country 
soliciting  advertising  by  means  of  the  book  which  the  Wit¬ 
ness  holds  in  his  hands  may  I  say  is  certainly  not  proof  of 
anything.  It  is  just  like  the  chamber  of  commerce  bulletins 
that  are  brought  in  from  time  to  time. 

448  The  Witness :  May  I  say  that  this  same  bulletin  is 
used  by  the  research  and  statistical  department  at  the 

Home  Loan  Bank  Board  for  all  their  information,  w’hich 
results  in  Government  publications? 

Mr.  Segal:  Let  us  go  over  there  and  try  the  case  there. 
I  want  to  try  this  case  before  the  Commission,  though. 
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Examiner  Hill:  The  objection  will  be  sustained,  to  the 
newspaper  article. 

The  Witness :  There  are  certain  facts  on  there— 

Mr.  Pratt :  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Witness ;  wait  until  you  are 
asked  another  question. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  I  hand  you  this  document  and  ask  you  what  it  is. 
A.  This  shows  a  map  of  the  State  of  Utah  and  a  table  of 
population.  This  is  taken  from  the  1930  census  of  metropol¬ 
itan  markets  as  published  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  Segal:  If  it  is  going  to  be  offered  as  an  exhibit,  I 
join  in  the  offer  to  get  it  in  and  over  with. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 

(The  document  referred  to  was  thereupon  marked  “Utah 
Broadcasting  Company  Exhibit  No.  3,  Docket  2612,  et  al.,,) 

Mr.  Shinnick :  It  is  offered  for  the  purpose  of  showing  a 
map  of  the  State  and  the  census  in  one  page.  That  is  all. 

453  Cross  Examination  (On  behalf  of  Station  KDYL.) 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  I  believe  you  testified  yesterday  you  would  submit  or 
ask  your  attorney  to  submit  for  this  record  a  copy  of  the 
trust  agreement  that  involved  the  assets  of  Mr.  Smith? 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  And  does  that  trust  agreement,  if  you  know,  set  forth 
the  itemization  of  the  assets  that  are  involved? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object,  Mr.  Segal. 

Mr.  Segal :  Let  me  withdraw  it. 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  that  trust  agreement  sets  forth 
the  assets  that  arre  involved? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner.  We  will  let  the 
trust  agreement  speak  for  itself. 

Mr.  Hill :  Yes,  I  think  the  agreement  will  speak  for  itself. 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  intended  to  be  a  preliminary  ques¬ 
tion.  When  the  agreement  comes  in  and  lists  a  lot  of  as¬ 
sets  we  will  not  know  whether  they  are  worth  anything,  and 
I  wanted  to  go  into  that  with  this  witness. 
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454  Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object  to  this  line  of  cross  exam¬ 
ination  as  to  what  the  trust  agreement  contained. 
Let  it  speak  for  itself. 

Mr.  Callister:  Your  Honor,  he  has  already  testified  it  is 
$18,000,  and  we  are  entitled  to  know  what  that  consists  of. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  I  will  let  him  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion. 


By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  any  of  those  assets  consist  of? 
A.  No,  I  am  not  sure. 

Q.  You  made  a  statement  yesterday  describing  those  as¬ 
sets  as  quick  assets.  What  is  your  understanding  of  that 
expression?  A.  Assets  that  can  be  converted  into  cash  on 
short  notice. 

Q.  But  you  state  to  us  today  that  you  do  not  know  what 
those  assets  are?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  But  you  still  believe,  or  want  us  to  understand,  that 
you  know  they  can  be  converted  into  cash  on  short  notice? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Regardless  of  your  knowledge  of  what  they  may  be? 
Do  you  know  whether  bank  stocks  constitute  any  portion 
of  those  assets?  A.  I  stated  that  some  of  the  parts  of  the 
assets  were  bank  stock  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  the  banks?  A.  I 
455  don’t. 

Q.  Or  what  their  condition  might  be?  A.  No. 

Q.  Now,  you  and  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Carman  and  one 
other  are  partners,  are  you  not,  in  this  enterprise?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  have  with  you  a  copy  of  the  partnership  agree¬ 
ment?  A.  No. 

Q.  Is  there  a  written  partnership  agreement  outlining 
your  various  duties,  contributions,  and  rights?  A.  There 
is  not,  no. 

Q.  When  was  this  partnership  formed?  A.  It  was  formed 
in  November  of  1934. 

Q.  Was  there  filed  in  any  office  in  the  State  of  Utah  a  list¬ 
ing  of  the  name  “Utah  Broadcasting  Company”,  indicat¬ 
ing  who  constituted  the  members  of  the  partnership?  A. 
I  am  not  sure,  but  I  think  there  was.  At  least,  that  was  my 
understanding. 
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Q.  Do  you  have  a  copy  of  that  listing?  A.  No,  I  have  not. 
Q.  At  the  time  the  partnership  was  formed,  was  it  at  a 
meeting  of  the  four  of  you,  or  did  you  have  counseel  present 
also  ?  A.  It  was  a  meeting  of  three  only. 

Q.  Which  of  the  four  was  missing?  A.  Powers  was  miss¬ 
ing.  #  b  i  b 

Q.  Did  he  afterward  indicate  his  desire  to  participate  in 
the  partnership  and  to  guarantee  the  debts  of  the 

456  partnership?  A.  There  was  a  meeting  held  between 
Smith  and  Powers  and  Carman  afterward. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  that?  A.  I  w^as  not. 

Q.  So  that,  so  far  as  Powers  was  concerned,  you  were 
not  present  at  any  time  wThen  he  entered  into  the  partner¬ 
ship?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  you  do  not  know  what  reservations  he  may  have 
made  with  regard  to  his  participation?  A.  Definitely  not; 
I  have  no  definite  understanding. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  contributed  the  $800  worth  of 
equipment  that  is  involved  in  the  partnership  assets?  A.  I 
do,  yes. 

Q.  Who  contributed  that?  A.  Frank  Carman. 

Q.  And  are  the  others  of  you  contributing  $800  each  to 
match  that,  or  what  is  the  arrangement  about  that  contri¬ 
bution?  A.  He  is  just  giving  his  equipment. 

Q.  Is  there  any  parallel  consideration  being  given  by  the 
others?  A.  There  is  not,  no. 

Q.  Is  there  any  arrangement  among  the  four  of  you  as 
to  the  proportion  which  you  will  be  liable  for,  or  contribute 
funds,  or  is  there  a  specific  agreement  that  each  of  you 
will  be  responsible  for  one  quarter?  A.  I  cannot  follow  such 
a  long  question.  I  wish  you  would  state  that  over  again. 

Q.  Is  there  any  agreement  among  the  four  of  you 

457  that  in  any  way  modifies  the  arrangement  that  each 
of  you  will  be  responsible  for  all  of  the  debts  of  the 

partnership  ?  A.  That  is  generally  understood  in  a  partner¬ 
ship. 

Q.  You  have  no  other  agreement  beyond  that,  have  you? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Now,  you  sav  that  there  is  a  cash  asset  of  $2500?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  where  is  that?  A.  That  is  owned  between  four 
partners. 
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Q.  Is  it  deposited  anywhere  in  the  partnership  name,  in 
the  name  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company!  A.  It  is  not. 
Q.  In  any  bank?  A.  No. 

Q.  Or  any  fund?  Where  is  this  $2500,  in  what  propor¬ 
tion  is  it,  and  in  what  amounts  ?  A.  To  my  knowledge,  Smith 
has  $1,500  and  Powers  has  $1000. 

Q.  You  are  not,  however,  familiar  with  the  Powers  Trans¬ 
action,  are  you,  or  the  possibility  that  there  may  be  some 
restriction  on  that  deposit?  A.  I  cannot  answer  that  ques¬ 
tion.  I  don’t  quite  make  the  sense  of  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  in  what  bank  Smith’s  $1500  is?  A.  No. 
Q.  Or  where  Powers’  $1000  is?  A.  No. 

458  Q.  You  are  relying  on  what  information,  then,  to 
make  the  statement  that  that  $2500  is  available?  A. 

That  is  right. 

Q.  You  are  relying  on  what  information  for  that?  A.  In¬ 
formation  gathered  at  the  meeting  mentioned. 

Q.  That  is  just  what  these  fellows  told  you.  A.  And  a  per¬ 
sonal  phone  call  with  Frank  Carman. 

Q.  With  regard  to  the  Smith  $1500,  he  merely  told  you  he 
had  $1500  in  some  bank  or  other?  A.  Well,  yes,  that  is  it. 
There  was  no  definite  papers. 

Q.  And  Powers  merely  told  you  about  the  $1000  over  the 
telephone?  A.  No,  that  is  not  right. 

Q.  What  were  you  referring  to  in  your  mentioning  of  the 
telephone  call?  A.  That  w^as  a  recent  telephone  call  which 
I  made  to  Frank  Carman  to  check  up  on  these  finances. 

Q.  That  is,  you  called  Carman,  and  did  Carman  call  you 
back,  or  did  that  all  take  place  in  one  phone  call?  A.  That 
all  took  place  in  one  phone  call,  yes. 

Q.  You  called  Carman  and  then  Carman  told  you  that 
Powers  had  told  him?  A.  No,  that  is  not  at  all. 

Q.  What  did  Carman  tell  you  about  the  $1000?  A.  Well, 
Frank  Carman  is  President  of  the  corporation. 

Q.  Now,  this  is  not  a  corporation.  A.  I  mean  the  parnt- 
ership.  He  gave  me  this  report  as  President  of  the 

459  partnership. 

Q.  Well,  there  was  a  phone  call;  who  placed  it?  A. 
I  placed  the  phone  call. 

Q.  And  you  inquired  of  Carman  about  the  finances?  A. 
Yes. 
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Q.  And  in  reply  to  your  question  Carman  told  you  that 
Powers  had  $1000?  A.  That  was  agreed  before,  and 
through  personal  correspondence  between  the  two  of  us, 
and  this  deposition  did  not — it  could  have  proved  it  fur¬ 
ther,  so  I  phoned  him  to  make  inquiries,  and  that  is  why  the 
phone  call  was  made. 

Q.  But  it  was  over  that  phone  call  that  you  obtained 
from  Carman  the  information  concerning  the  Powers 
$1000?  A.  Not  the  phone  call,  no;  it  was  through  corre¬ 
spondence  and  the  phone  call.  The  phone  call  I  considered 
a  final  check. 

Q.  Had  the  correspondence  indicated  the  existence  of  the 
$1000?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  was  correspondence  from  Carman  or  from 
Powers?  A.  From  Carman. 

Q.  Carman  wrote  you  that  Powers  had  $1000?  A.  Yes, 
that  is  it. 

Q.  And  on  receipt  of  that,  and  after  thinking  it  over,  you 
called  him  up  and  asked  him  if  he  was  right?  A.  On  his 
final  check,  yes. 

Q.  Now,  you,  yourself,  own  real  estate?  Does  that 
460  consist  of  farm  property?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  is  located  where  ?  A.  In  Tooele  County. 

Q.  About  how  far  from  Salt  Lake?  A.  Approximately 
35  miles  from  Salt  Lake. 

Q.  Is  that  irrigated  land,  or  what  type  of  land  is  it?  A. 
200  acres  of  the  land  is  down  by  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  and 
is  not  irrigated.  In  fact,  they  have  too  much  water  there 
now.  That  is  a  hay  ranch  where  hay  is  raised  for  livestock. 
The  other  three  quarters  of  an  acre  is  in  Grantsville,  Utah, 
where  there  is  a  house;  and  the  other  120  acres  is  near 
Stockton,  Utah.  That  is  Tooele  County,  also.  That  is  irri¬ 
gated  land. 

Q.  How  much  of  this  land  is  under  cultivation?  A.  The 
ranch  is  under  cultivation  in  Stockton. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  the  hay?  A.  I  don’t  know  whether  you 
consider  hay  under  cultivation  or  not.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Out  west  the  way  we  grow  hay  is  just  to  let  it  grow, 
is  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  don’t  want  to  be  technical, 
but  my  friend  Segal  wants  to  go  to  New  York  and  I  don’t 
see  why  it  makes  any  difference  whether  they  raise  hay  or 
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sugar  beets.  It  is  in  the  record  it  is  worth  so  much,  and 
I  object  to  the  question. 

Examiner  Hill :  The  witness  is  on  cross  examination, 

461  and  he  has  a  right  to  go  into  the  value  of  the  prop¬ 
erty.  It  has  been  testified  to  by  Mr.  Segal. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  offered  this  property  for  sale  or  re¬ 
ceived  offers?  A.  Yes,  we  have  received  offers. 

Q.  About  how  long  ago?  A.  Just  recently,  to  be  exact, 
last  November. 

Q.  What  was  the  extent  of  that  offer?  A.  It  amounts  to 
more  than  $5000.  In  fact,  it  is  quite  in  excess  of  $5,000. 

Q.  Is  it  your  plan  that  if  your  anticipations  with  regard 
to  revenue  of  this  proposed  broadcasting  station  shall  not 
be  fulfilled,  that  you  will  sell  this  property  of  yours?  A. 
Well,  as  a  last  resort  I  think  I  woud  sell  the  property. 

Q.  And  contribute  all  of  the  proceeds  to  the  operation  of 
the  Broadcasting  Station?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  members  of  the  partnership  are 
licensed  operators?  A.  Two. 

Q.  And  they  constitute  you  and  who  else?  A.  Carman. 

Q.  Carman  and  you  are  licensed  operators?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  have  both  been  amateurs  for  a  number  of 
years,  have  you  not  ?  A.  I  have  not  been  an  amateur.  Car¬ 
man  has  been  an  amateur  since  1924,  I  think. 

462  Q.  It  was  Carman,  was  it  not,  who  worked  three  days 
at  KLO?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Aside  from  that,  he  has  never  worked  at  a  broadcast¬ 
ing  station,  has  he?  A.  No,  but  he  is  generally  recognized 
as  capable. 

Q.  Yes,  I  understand,  but  he  has  never  worked  in  a  broad¬ 
casting  station?  A.  He  has  not. 

Q.  How  about  you?  Have  you?  A.  I  have.  I  testified 
that  I  worked  in  KFUT  for  one  school  year. 

Q.  Where  is  KFUT  ?  A.  It  is  located  in  the  physics  build¬ 
ing  of  the  University  of  Utah. 

Q.  Is  that  a  broadcasting?  Station?  A.  It  was  at  that  time. 

Q.  How  long  ago?  A.  The  year  I  worked  was  the  last 
year  of  operation  of  the  station? 

Q.  How  long  ago?  A.  The  year  1926-1927  is  when  I  op¬ 
erated,  and  I  think  it  was  August,  1927,  that  the  license  of 
this  station  was  forfeited. 
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Q.  That  is,  it  was  the  school  year  of  1926,-1927  that  you 
worked  there,  terminating  some  time  in  June  of  1927  ?  A. 
That  is  right. 

Q.  Approximately  7-%  years  ago?  A.  Yes. 

463  Q.  What  were  you,  the  operator  of  the  station? 
A.  I  was  assistant  Technician. 

Q.  You  are  planning  to  obtain  a  salesman  named  Keyser 
from  California?  A.  I  am  not  so  sure  of  that.  I  have  got 
a  list  that  Frank  sent  me.  I  will  look  it  up  for  you. 

Q.  I  was  just  trying  to  quote  your  testimony.  A.  (After 
examining)  Oh  yes,  that  is  right.  No,  he  is  not  from  Cal¬ 
ifornia.  Vincent  is  from  California. 

Q.  I  did  not  get  that  down,  I  am  sorry.  Is  Keyser  work¬ 
ing  in  a  broadcasting  station  now?  A.  No  he  is  the  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Keyser  Sound  System  Company.  I  imagine 
that  is  a  public  address  system. 

Q.  Vincent  is  the  one  who  is  working  for  a  broadcasting 
station,  is  that  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Tell  me  whether  this  is  right,  that  aside  from  three 
days  that  Mr.  Carman  spent  at  KLO,  and  aside  from  your 
operating  experience  dating  back  in  1927,  and  aside  from 
Vincent’s  present  employment  at  a  broadcasting  station, 
there  is  no  one  connected  with  your  enterprise  who  has 
had  any  experience  in  the  actual  operation  or  management 
of  a  broadcasting  station?  A.  That  is  right,  yes. 

Q.  I  believe  yesterday  on  direct  examination  you 

464  gave  some  testimony  to  the  effect  that  you  had  an 
opinion  that  transcriptions  and  phonograph  records 

were  objectionable  during  evening  hours.  A.  No,  I  did  not 
say  that. 

Q.  Did  you  testify  that  you  planned  to  minimize  the 
number  of  transcriptions  and  phonograph  records  used  at 
your  projected  station?  A.  No,  I  said  I  think  phonograph 
records  and  transcriptions  make  a  very  good  program  if 
used  in  the  right  way. 

Q.  To  what  extent  do  you  propose  to  take  advantage  of 
that  type  of  musical  material?  A.  I  think  we  said  in  the 
application,  the  first  six  months  of  operation  would  be  70 
per  cent  transcription  and  phonograph  records,  and  after 
six  months  of  operation,  50  per  cent. 

Q.  And  during  the  first  six  months,  therefore,  you  pla* 
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to  use  30  per  cent  of  your  time  with  live  talent?  A.  That 
is  right. 

Q.  And  thereafter,  50  per  cent?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  To  what  extent  do  you  propose  to  use  paid  live  talent? 
A.  Of  course,  when  the  station  begins  operation  the  paid 
talent  must  be  restricted  somewhat,  but  the  members  of  the 
corporation  are  not  after  money  alone;  we  are  just  after 
something  that  we  are  interested  in  and  as  a  profession 
for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  We  are  willing,  if  the  station  pays, 
as  we  make  money  off  it,  the  live  talent  budget  will 

465  increase  naturally. 

Q.  Now,  then,  it  is  correct  to  say,  is  it  not,  that 
the  reduction  in  about  six  months  of  the  phonograph  per¬ 
centage  from  70  to  50,  and  the  subsequent  increase  of  the 
amount  you  will  pay  for  live  talent,  will  be  contingent  upon 
this  station  producing  revenue  over  and  above  the  neces¬ 
sary  operating  costs?  A.  Naturally.  We  cannot  go  in  the 
hole  just  for  the  sake  of  paying  for  talent.  I  think  there 
is  talent  there,  though — 

Q.  I  understand  your  views  on  that.  A.  Well,  let  me 
finish. 

Q.  I  think  it  would  be  easier  if  you  just  answered  the 
question.  They  are  contingent,  are  they  not,  upon  your 
making  revenue  in  excess  of  your  necessary  operating  ex¬ 
penses?  A.  Not  necessarily,  no. 

Q.  Have  you  agreed  among  yourselves  to  what  extent 
the  four  of  you  will  provide  funds  to  maintain  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  station  at  a  loss  in  order  to  reduce  the  per¬ 
centage  of  phonograph  records,  and  increase  the  percentage 
of  paid  live  talent?  A.  Yes,  we  have  backing  that  can  be 
drawn  upon  if  he  is  given  an  interest  in  the  station. 

Q.  At  the  present  time  he  has  no  interest?  A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  made  an  esimate  of  the  amount  of  revenue 
that  you  expect  from  the  operation  of  this  station,  gross? 
A.  Yes  w’e  have  made  just  a  rough  study. 

466  Q.  What  gross  revenue  do  you  expect?  A.  Well, 
the  station  should  sell  one-sixth  of  the  time,  and  we 

have  in  this  estimate  set  the  price  at  $50  an  hour  on  an  av¬ 
erage,  supposing  that  one-sixth  of  the  time  would  be  sold. 

Q.  On  that  basis  have  you  made  a  distinction  between 
your  day  and  evening  rate,  or  have  you  followed  Mr.  Callis- 
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ter’s  example,  and  calculated  those  both  as  the  same.  A.  No, 
we  will  make  a  distinction  between  the  day  and  night  rates. 

Q.  Will  you  charge  60  per  cent  of  the  night  rate  as  the 
day  rate?  Is  that  your  plan?  A.  No. 

Q.  What  will  be  your  difference  between  day  and  night 
rate?  A.  It  is  not  definitely  decided,  but  I  can  give  you 
just  an  approximation  on  that.  I  think  we  have  those  fig¬ 
ures  here  somewhere.  The  time  from  6:00  P.  M.  to  10:00 
P.  M.  is  $50.00  an  hour,  and  from  10:00  P.  M.  to  1 :00  P.  M. 
is  $40.00.  From  6 :00  A.  M.  to  6 :00  P.  M.  is  $30.00. 

Q.  Now,  with  regard  to  your  phonograph  records,  what 
source  of  phonograph  records  have  you  developed,  or  have 
you  just  planned  to  buy  those?  A.  On  a  trip  to  New  York 
I  went  to  one  of  the  wholesale  electric  radio  companies,  and 
they  told  me  if  I  would  submit  them  a  list  of  records  they 
would  fill  this  list,  they  would  guarantee  85  per  cent  of  ful¬ 
fillment  of  this  list,  for  9  cents  apiece,  if  the  records  had 
been  released  for  a  period  of  two  months. 

467  Q.  So  that  you  plan  to  purchase  your  records? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  your  transcription  source  is  what?  A.  There  are 
over  30  transcription  companies  that  transcriptions  can  be 
purchased  from. 

Q.  You  mean  a  general  transcription  service,  or  just  spe¬ 
cific  programs?  A.  Just  a  general  service  where  they  have 
libraries  and  you  can  draw  on  the  library  for  your  progam. 

Q.  You  say  there  are  30  such  companies?  A.  I  think  there 
are  more  than  30  companies. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think  that  is  all  I  have. 

Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Ewing,  do  you  have  any  cross  exam¬ 
ination? 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  only  have  a  question  or  two. 

Cross  Examination  (On  behalf  of  Utah  Radio  Edu¬ 
cational  Society.) 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  have  lived  in  Salt  Lake  how  long? 
A.  I  have  lived  in  Salt  Lake — 

Q.  Most  of  your  lifetime?  A.  Yes.  I  have  spent  some 
time  in  Idaho  on  a  survey.  During  the  last  three  years  in 
Salt  Lake,  considerable  time  was  spent  up  in  Idaho. 

Q.  What  kind  of  a  survey,  civil  engineering?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  So  you  have  had  some  experience  at  Civil  engi- 

468  neering  also?  A.  Yes,  I  have  had  three  years  of 
what  could  be  called  amateur  civil  engineering.  It 

is  not  really  civil  engineering,  but  it  is  one  phase  of  civil 
engineering  work. 

Q.  Who  were  you  working  for?  A.  The  Bureau  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Roads. 

Q.  Helping  to  run  a  survey  for  roads?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  would  not  be  amateur,  in  my  opinion.  Going 
back  to  Salt  Lake,  do  you  know  how  big  the  blocks  are  in 
Salt  Lake  City?  A.  It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  blocks 
in  Salt  Lake  City  are  660  feet  long. 

Q.  And  contain  ten  acres?  A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Well,  would  it  not  contain  10  acres  if  it  was  660  feet 
square? 

Mr.  Callister:  Just  a  minute  that  question  has  already 
been  asked  and  answered. 

Mr.  Ewing :  He  said  he  did  not  know. 

The  Witness :  That  could  be  figured  out. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Is  not  660  feet  twice — doesn’t  it  make  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  mile?  A.  Yes,  that  is  right. 

Q.  Of  course  it  does. 

Hqw  wide  are  the  streets  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  The  main 
streets  of  Salt  Lake  City  are  100  feet  wide. 

Q.  Sure  they  are.  Then,  will  you  kindly  figure  it 

469  out  there  for  me,  how  far  it  would  be  from  2nd 
South, — over  to  State  Street,  that  would  be  one  block, 

wouldn’t  it?  2nd  South  and  Main,  I  mean.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  to  21st  South,  how  many  blocks  would  it  be? 
A.  I  figured  that  yesterday  and  it  came  to  2.73  miles.  That 
is  figuring  19  blocks.  It  would  be  more  than  that,  but  so 
slightly  more  that  you  could  call  it  2.73  and  still  have  some 
left  over. 

Q.  Then  you  know  where  the  Associated  Oil  Tanks  are 
by  the  Rio  Grande  Railroad,  and  State  Street,  below  21st 
South?  A.  Yes,  I  can  see  that  in  my  mind  now. 

Q.  And  that  would  be  more  than  2.73  miles,  would  it  not? 
A.  It  would  be  slightly  more,  yes. 

Q.  How  far  would  it  be  from  there  to  the  South  City  line, 
to  33rd  South?  A.  It  is  approximately  1-1/4  miles  to  a  half. 

Q.  All  right.  Is  Salt  Lake  City  in  a  basin  ?  A.  It  is  on  top 
of  a  basin,  I  have  always  understood.  Yes,  it  is  in  a  basin. 
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Q.  What  do  you  mean,  a  basin?  A  great  geological  basin, 
100  miles  wide,  or  do  you  mean  a  little  hole  right  here? 
A.  It  could  be  considered  in  the  hole,  yes. 

Q.  It  is  not  a  hole  when  you  measure  above  sea 
level  ? 

470  Mr.  Callister:  If  your  Honor  please,  that  has  al¬ 
ready  been  asked  and  answered. 

Mr.  Ewing :  That  is  all  right,  it  is  darned  important  here. 

Mr.  Segal :  Yes,  I  think  we  should  get  it. 

Mr.  Ewing :  To  show  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  not  in  a  basin. 

By  Mr.  Ewing  *. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  elevation  above  sea  level  of  The 
Great  Salt  Lake  ?  A.  It  is  approximately  4200  feet,  I  would 
say. 

Mr.  Pratt:  May  the  answer  be  stricken  as  hearsay? 

Mr.  Ewing:  How  far  above  the  level  of  Great  Salt  Lake  is 
Salt  Lake  City? 

Examiner  Hill :  Objection  overruled. 

The  Witness :  I  would  say  50  feet ;  maybe  100  feet. 

Mr.  Ewing :  A  gradual  rise  from  the  Salt  Lake  proper  up 
to  Salt  Lake  City? 

A.  Yes;  on  that  question,  some  parts  of  Salt  Lake  City 
are  much  higher  than  others. 

Q.  Let  me  get  at  that.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  From  the  West,  rising  toward  the  mountains  through 
Salt  Lake,  at  every  point  you  are  going  up  hill  towards  the 
mountains?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  finally  get  up  on  a  bench?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  That  is  called  the  Provo  Bench,  is  it  not? 

471  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  next  one  is  called  the  Ogden  Bench,  is 
it  not?  A5  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  is  where  the  old  Lake  Bonneville  has  sunk 
away  at  two  different  periods  and  left  two  benches,  is  that 
right?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  we  are  on  a  third  bench  now,  and  the  lake  is  about 
gone,  is  that  not  right?  A.  I  understand  it  is  going  down. 

Q.  The  mountains  run  north  and  south,  don’t  they,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  so  ?  A.  I  would  say  they  run  practically  north 
and  south  as  a  general  average. 
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Mr.  Fisher:  Now,  Mr.  Examiner,  this  is  all  very  inter¬ 
esting,  but  I  object  to  it  as  not  being  relevant  and  having 
nothing  to  do  with  this  case  whatsoever.  We  will  be  here  all 
day  discussing  the  topographical  situation  with  reference 
to  Utah. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  do  want  to  hear  about  it. 

Examiner  Hill:  There  has  been  some  testimony  about 
the  location  of  the  city  and  the  territory  surrounding  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  And  now,  is  it  not  a  fact  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  built 
into  a  nook  in  the  mountains?  In  other  words,  does  the 
mountain  come  up  to  the  south  to  the  east  of  Salt  Lake  City 
and  then  jog  west  and  go  north  again?  A.  Yes,  Salt 

472  Lake  is  enclosed  when  you  consider  north  and  south 
and  East. 

Q.  Practically?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  part  of  the  city  sets  out  beyond  the  line  of  the 
mountains  so  it  is  over  the  valley  and  part  sits  in  the  nook 
in  the  mountains  ?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  And  there  isn’t  any  basin  there,  is  there,  unless  you 
want  to  call  it  Salt  Lake  Basin?  We  all  know  it  is  a  great 
basin,  there  is  no  drainage  from  it.  A.  You  are  right. 

Q.  But  there  is  no  little  basin  there  at  Salt  Lake,  is 
there?  A.  No. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Why,  of  course  there  isn’t.  I  think  that  is 
ah. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Fisher,  any  cross  examination? 

Mr.  Fisher:  Just  a  couple  of  questions. 

Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Station  KSL) 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  with  reference  to  this  property,  I  don’t 
want  to  go  into  it  too  intensively  again,  but  you  kept  refer¬ 
ring  to  these  different  farms.  How  many  of  you  own  that 
property  that  you  spoke  about?  A.  Both  my  parents  died 
recently,  and  it  was  left  to  four  brothers. 

Q.  You  kept  speaking  about  “We”.  There  are 

473  several  heirs,  is  that  it?  A.  Yes,  but  I  can  produce 
papers  which  will  show  that  that  property  can  be 

disposed  of  by  myself. 
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Q.  Yes,  but  there  are  several  heirs  that  would  participate 
in  any  of  the  proceeds  from  the  property?  Would  that  not 
be  correct?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then,  as  I  understand  your  testimony,  you  would  only 
own  one  quarter  of  the  property  that  you  here  testified  to? 
A.  I  could  own  the  whole  thing  on  short  notice. 

Q.  You  mean  by  the  rest  quit-claiming  or  something  like 
that,  or  waiving  their  interest?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  But  as  far  as  the  matter  stands — the  property  was 
left  to  all  of  the  heirs?  A.  No,  the  property  is  in  the  par¬ 
ents’  names  now. 

Q.  They  are  both  dead,  are  they  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  there  was  no  will?  A.  No. 

Q.  So,  eventually  it  would  go  equally  to  all  of  the  chil¬ 
dren?  Is  that  the  law  of  Utah?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Equal  distribution?  A.  Sure. 

Q.  And  that  is  the  status  right  now?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  It  has  not  been  distributed  to  any  of  the  children  yet? 
A.  No. 

474  Q.  And  the  estate  has  not  been  probated?  A.  No. 
Q.  In  reference  to  any  indebtedness,  is  there  any 

indebtedness  on  any  of  these  properties?  A.  There  is  not. 

Q.  None  whatever?  A.  There  might  be  $5.00  or  $6.00  or 
something. 

Q.  No  mortgage  indebtedness?  A.  No,  there  is  not. 

Q.  But  the  property  would  eventually  go  to  all — you  are 
sure  there  are  only  four  heirs?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Four  children?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  With  reference  to  the  $2500  again  and  not  to  repeat 
too  much,  as  I  understand  that  is  being  put  up  by  two  of  the 
other  parties?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  So  far,  you  have  not  agreed  to  put  any  specifiec 
amount  in,  is  that  correct?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  With  reference  to  this  trust  deed  or  trust  agreement 
on  which  there  has  been  some  testimony  here — Mr.  Smith, 
does  he  live  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  was  he  there  present  at  the  time  that  these  deposi¬ 
tions  were  taken?  A.  No. 

475  Q.  Where  was  he  then?  A.  I  don’t  know  where 
Smith  was. 

Q.  You  know  that  his  deposition  was  not  taken,  don’t  ' 
you?  A.  He  might  have  been  there,  but  I  know  he  did  not 
appear. 
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Q.  You  know  that  he  did  not  appear  personally  as  a  wit¬ 
ness  at  that  time  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  depositions  were  taken  on  behalf  of  your  ap¬ 
plication,  were  they  not  ?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Now,  your  Honor,  with  reference  to  any 
trust  agreement,  I  wish  to  object  to  its  introduction  into  evi¬ 
dence  here.  Here  is  a  witness  that  comes  in  reference  to 
the  trust  agreement,  and  there  is  no  witness  that  could  have 
testified  with  reference  to  it.  It  would  only  be  hearsay  if 
produced  by  this  witness,  and  I  cannot  see  that  would  have 
any  effect  whatsoever  at  this  hearing.  It  certainly  is  not 
proper  testimony  from  this  witness.  It  is  a  trust  agreement, 
he  has  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and  it  would  be  hearsay.  That 
witness  was  present  and  could  have  testified  to  it. 

The  Witness :  I  did  not  say  the  witness  was  present.  He 
may  have  been  on  his  ranch.  He  is  very  busy  on  his  ranch 
and  that  is  considerable  distance  from  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Fisher:  He  is  one  of  the  partners  and  had  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  testify  and  I  am  going  to  object  to  any  testimony 
in  reference  to  any  trust  agreement  or  the  introduction  of 
this  trust  agreement  by  this  witness  and  ask  that  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  take  that  into  consideration  in  arriving  at  his 
476  decision  and  making  his  report  in  this  case. 

Examiner  Hill:  The  Examiner  will  do  that. 

Mr.  Pratt:  We  join  in  the  motion  and  objection,  Mr. 
Examiner. 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  Then  you  intend  to  charge  somewhere  around  $50  an 
hour  on  an  average  for  your  commercial  time?  A.  That  is 
night  time? 

Q.  Night  time?  And  I  remember  $30  or  $40  in  the  day 
time.  And  you  are  hopeful  from  that  source  in  six  months 
or  so  to  make  sufficient  to  cut  down  the  number  of  electri¬ 
cal  transcriptions  and  phonograph  records,  is  that  correct? 
A.  Yes,  that  is  it. 

Q.  How  many  hours  a  day  do  you  expect  to  operate  your 
station?  A.  That  is  set  forth  in  the  application. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  what  it  was  ?  A.  It  was  near  18. 

Q.  Around  18,  the  same  as  the  other  parties  testified?  A. 
It  is  within  an  hour  of  18  hours,  one  way  or  the  other. 
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Q.  Starting  out  you  expect  to  run  70  per  cent  of  that  time 
with  phonograph  records  and  electrical  transcriptions?  A. 
Yes. 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  think  that  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Pratt? 

477  Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Applicant,  Paul  Q.  Callister.) 

By  Mr.  Pratt : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  isn’t  it  true  that  Salt  Lake  City  is 
located  in  a  kind  of  a  basin  right  in  the  top  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains?  A.  No,  it  is  not  right  in  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
or  is  not  right  in  the  basin,  no. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  think,  Mr.  Examiner,  we  should  object  to 
any  cross  examination  by  either  attorney  of  the  witness  on 
geology.  They  have  not  qualified  as  geologists. 

Mr.  Pratt:  The  attorney  admits  he  is  not  qualified,  but 
the  witness  is,  and  I  would  like  to  have  some  answers  to 
questions  on  the  subject. 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead  with  the  examination. 

By  Mr.  Pratt : 

Q.  Who  signed  the  application  which  you  are  prosecut¬ 
ing  here,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  I  signed  the  application. 

Q.  And  who  filled  out  all  of  the  technical  detail  in  it  ?  A. 
I  typed  it,  and  Frank  gave  me  most  of  the  transmitter  speci¬ 
fications. 

Q.  Mr.  Frank  Carman,  one  of  the  applicants?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  am  interested  in  knowing  who  was  most  active  in 
promoting  the  idea  of  a  new  radio  station  on  the  part  of  the 
partnership,  who  of  the  partners?  A.  Frank  Carman  and 
myself  have  been  interested — in  fact,  we  have  lived 

478  radio,  I  would  say,  for  10  years,  and  I  would  say 
Frank  Carman  and  myself  were  the  instigators. 

Q.  I  am  interested  in  knowing  also  a  little  more  about 
your  proposed  programs  and  service.  You  testified  among 
other  things  yesterday  that  you  would  have  an  open  forum, 
I  thought?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Will  you  tell  us  a  little  bit  more  about  what  that  will 
be  composed  of?  A.  As  I  said,  I  thought  I  went  over  that 
yesterday,  but  I  will  say  the  same  thing  again.  We  will  have 
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an  open  forum,  open  to  any  reputable  organization,  or,  I 
might  even  add  now,  we  would  not  have  any  objections  to 
an  individual  taking  part  in  this  forum  in  airing  his  views. 
Of  course,  we  will  naturally  have  some  control  over  what 
would  go  out  over  this  forum,  but  we  believe  in  every  organ¬ 
ization  and  firm  and  individual  of  Salt  Lake  that  might  have 
some  constructive  ideas  for  the  city,  we  believe  he  should  be 
heard.  That  is  the  idea  of  this  forum,  to  advance  in  any 
way  possible  the  civic  life  of  the  city. 

Q.  Would  you  confine  this  open  forum  business  to  dis¬ 
cussions  of  civic  problems  alone?  A.  No,  it  would  be  open 
to  anything,  religious,  education,  sports,  and  club  interests ; 
just  general  city  interests;  The  Board  of  Education  inter¬ 
ests,  which  would  naturally  mean  the  different  school  inter¬ 
est;  just  anything. 

Q.  Would  you  hold  the  station  open  for  this  open  forum 
service  to  anyone  who  applied  for  the  right  to  be 
479  heard?  A.  Well,  we  would  represent  it  as  that  with 
certain  restrictions,  of  course.  We  will  censor  and 
0.  K.  all  that  goes  over  these  broadcasts  in  a  way. 

Q.  Does  that  then  leave  the  matter  open  for  free  and  open 
discussion?  A.  I  said  any  reputable — of  course,  on  the  face 
of  the  proposed  program  that  they  offer,  if  it  appears  on  the 
face  that  there  is  some  question  as  to  its  worth  to  the  city, 
and  I  think  we  could  judge  that,  we  naturally  would  tell 
the  people  that  propose  this  program  where  it  would  have 
to  be  amended,  but  we  will  be  free  to  any  American  thought 
that  they  may  want  to  present. 

Q.  Who  will  pass  upon  the  programs,  and  approve  the 
speeches  that  will  be  made?  A.  Our  staff.  Almost  anyone 
on  our  staff  that  I  have  listed  as  graduates  would  be  able  to 
pass  on  these  proposed  programs. 

Mr.  Pratt:  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  Mr.  Berry,  any  questions  on 
behalf  of  the  Commission? 

Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  the  Commission.) 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  if  the  application  were  granted,  what 
is  the  first  matter  that  you  would  direct  your  attention  to, 
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in  view  of  the  fact  that  you  state  here  that  you  have  no 
articles  of  partnership  and  nothing  drawn  up?  What  would 
you  do?  How  would  you  get  your  matters  into  operation? 

A.  We  would  put  in  an  application  to  amend  the 

480  application  to  organize  a  corporation. 

Q.  Then  your  organization,  as  you  plan  it,  is  not 
yet  perfected?  A.  No,  only,  a  oral  way.  We  are  close  friends, 
and  we  all  trust  each  other. 

Q.  I  see.  But,  if  one  should  happen  to  die,  unfortunately, 
or  anything  should  happen  to  the  finances  of  one  or  the 
other  between  now  and  then,  of  course,  that  would  disrupt 
the  organization?  A.  Yes,  you  are  right,  but  we  are  all 
young  fellows  and  I  don ’t  see  why  we  should  die. 

Q.  I  am  hoping  you  will  not.  I  am  suggesting  that  to 
your  mind  in  view  of  questions  I  am  going  to  ask  you  later 
on. 

How  would  you  enforce  the  articles  of  this  partnership 
if  the  Commission  should  grant  the  application?  Have  you 
got  anything  to  show  anybody  is  bound  by  any  particular 
item?  A.  Well,  Frank  Carman  is  the  President,  and  I  think 
my  understanding  is  the  corporation,  any  member  can  be 
bound  by  any  act  of  the  corporation  by  any  member. 

Q.  We  are  discussing  the  partnership  feature  now.  A. 
Oh,  the  partnership. 

Q.  A  man’s  interest  in  a  corporation  is  simply  evidenced 
by  certificates  of  stock  he  holds  in  it.  A.  The  stock  would 
be  distributed  25  per  cent  to  every  member,  and  one  mem¬ 
ber,  Frank  Carman,  would  be  President. 

Q.  That  is,  after  your  organization  that  is  to  take 

481  place?  A.  That  is  the  contemplated  organization. 

Q.  The  point  I  am  making  now,  is,  how  would  you 
enforce  the  obligations  assumed  by  the  different  partners  if 
you  have  nothing  in  writing?  Suppose  one  of  them  should 
die,  suppose  one  of  the  partners  should  come  up  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  say,  “I  did  not  have  anything  to  do  with  that; 
that  was  Mr.  Wrathall’s  affair?” 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Mr.  Examiner,  it  has  not  been  shown  that 
this  witness  is  qualified  as  an  attorney  at  law,  and  he  is 
being  asked  questions  of  a  highly  technical  legal  nature.  I 
submit  he  should  not  be  asked  those  questions. 

Mr.  Fisher :  He  ought  to  know  his  liability. 
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Mr.  Berry:  Yes,  we  want  to  know  what  is  his  liability. 
On  the  face  of  it  it  does  not  appear  there  is  anything  bind¬ 
ing  anybody  to  anything,  and  I  want  the  Commission  to 
know — 

Examiner  Hill:  The  objection  is  overruled.  Go  ahead. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  As  long  as  the  record  will  show  clearly 
that  there  is  not  expected  from  this  witness  any  legal  opin¬ 
ion — 

Mr.  Berry:  No,  I  do  not  expect  him  to  give  any  legal 
opinion  that  would  be  binding  on  him  or  his  counsel  either, 
but  I  would  like  to  know  how  this  is  going  to  be  enforced 
or  how  this  responsibility  would  be  enforced  if  there  should 
be  any  question  about  it,  in  view  of  the  fact  there  is  no 
evidence  in  writing  of  any  kind  that  the  Commission  or  any¬ 
body  else  would  be  interested  in  it  might  look  to. 

The  witness:  What  was  that  question  you  asked? 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

482  Q.  Do  you  have  an  office  at  Salt  Lake  or  anybody 
there  to  attend  to  the  matters  and  receive  mail  of  the 
organization?  A.  I  gave  in  the  application — no,  we  have 
not  an  office  in  Salt  Lake.  I  gave  the  office  here  as  my  for¬ 
mer  address  in  Washington. 

Q.  I  beg  your  pardon?  A.  I  gave  the  mailing  address  as 
my  one-time  residence  in  Washington. 

Q.  Well,  the  Walker  Brothers  Bank  Building — did  you 
ever  have  an  office  there  at  2nd  South  and  Main  Streets, 
Salt  Lake?  A.  No,  we  did  not.  If  you  have  reference  to 
that  letter,  it  was  sent  to  the  wrong  address.  That  was  the 
proposal  for  the  transmitter,  the  proposed  site,  I  should 
say. 

Q.  With  reference  to  your  transmitting  site,  you  have 
here  under  question  15  (d),  where  it  asks  the  number  and 
types  of  tubes  in  the  last  radio  stage,  you  have  “2-203  nor¬ 
mal.’ ?  What  does  that  mean?  What  kind  of  tubes?  A. 
That  “normal”  means  the  norman  current  on  there.  That 
does  not  have  any  reference  to  the  tube. 

Q.  What  is  the  make  of  them,  I  mean?  What  are  they 
going  to  be?  A.  We  had  thought  of  using  Svlvania  tubes, 
but  I  understand  that  corporation  has  been  dissolved,  so 
we  will  install  B.  C.  A.  tubes  in  the  transmitter,  that  is,  in 
the  last  radio  stage. 
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Q.  In  case  the  applicatin  should  be  granted,  that 

483  do  you  want  the  commission  to  understand  would  be 
the  character  of  tubes  that  you  are  going  to  use?  A. 

I  have  a  letter  that  I  was  going  to  answer  in  which  that  was 
asked  of  me.  I  am  going  to  send  in  a  notarized  statement 
that  R.  C.  A.  tubes  will  be  used  in  the  last  stage. 

Q.  The  R.  C.  A.  tubes,  then,  you  are  willing  now  have  go 
down  on  the  record,  and  not  defer  the  matter  to  reply  to  the 
letter?  A.  That  would  be  all  right. 

Q.  You  are  willing  to  bind  yourself  now  here?  A.  Yes, 
that  is  right.  It  is  0.  K. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  service  is  now  available  there  at 
Salt  Lake?  A.  I  know  that  they  have  two  stations,  there, 
yes,  but  our  survey  has  indicated  that  the  evening  hours 
from  6 :00  to  10 :00— -I  have  those  figures  if  you  would  like 
me  to — 

Q.  I  want  to  know  all  the  information  you  have  got  about 
it.  A.  Yesterday  I — KDYL,  from  6:00  to  10:00,  what 
the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  considered  the  hours  that 
probably  the  men  folks  and  the  women  folks  and  the  whole 
family  would  be  listening  in,  from  6 :00  to  10 :00,  KDYL  at 
that  time  broadcasts  87.5  per  cent  of  paid  national  broad¬ 
casting  company  time  from  January  6th  to  January  12th, 
including  the  12th.  There  was  87.5  per  cent  that  was  all 
paid  N.  B.  C.  time. 

Q.  Now,  without  going  into  all  the  programs,  how 

484  about  KLO  ?  A.  I  have  made  no  study  of  KLO. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  about  whether  that  comes  in 
there  or  not?  A.  It  does  not  give  service  in  Salt  Lake  to 
anyone.  ■ 

Q.  Have  you  introduced,  as  I  understood,  some  tentative 
plans  you  had  as  to  program  material?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Just  very  briefly,  in  wdiat  respects,  do  you  say  that 
your  program  differs  from  the  service  that  is  already  being 
furnished  to  Salt  Lake  and  vicinity  by  the  two  stations  that 
are  already  there?  Just  very  briefly.  A.  Well,  these  two 
stations  there  are  highly  commercialized  and  they  seem  to 
give  more  thought  to  the  national  interests  than  to  the  local, 
as  indicated  by  the  programs  we  have  introduced  here,  and 
the  local  station  is  intended  to  give  local  service  only.  In 
fact,  we  have  no  thought  at  all  of  considering  and  relying 
upon  any  national  programs  that  are — I  mean  nationally 
sponsored  programs — as  a  basis  for  any  programs  on  the 
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station.  In  fact,  the  station  proposes  to  operate  only  as  a 
station  to  serve  the  city. 

Q.  You  are  going  to  devote  your  entire  time  to  Salt  Lake 
and  vicinity?  A.  Salt  Lake  City  proper,  I  said. 

Q.  I  mean  Salt  Lake  City.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  made  any  survey  to  determine  the  prospec¬ 
tive  income,  the  prospective  business,  that  you  might  rea¬ 
sonably  anticipate?  A.  Well,  we  made  the  survey 

485  out  there,  and  we  contacted  157  merchants  in  this 
survey. 

Q.  What  character  of  merchants?  Of  course,  merchants 
means  dry  goods  stores,  wholesalers,  and  so  forth  but  who, 
just  in  a  general  way,  were  they?  What  was  the  character 
of  the  business?  A.  It  was  just  a  cross-section  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  Salt  Lake.  We  just  picked  out  a  certain  area  and 
contacted  everyone  in  that  area  in  the  business  part  of 
town. 

Mr.  Berry :  That  is  all,  I  have. 

Examiner  Hill :  Anything  on  redirect? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  other  questions? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  You  may  be  excused. 

(Witness  excused.) 

Examiner  Hill:  Who  do  you  have  next,  Mr.  Shinnick? 
Mr.  Shinnick:  That  concludes  the  case  of  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company. 

Mr.  Segal:  How  about  closing  the  case  of  Mr.  Ewing’s? 
Examiner  Hill:  I  understand  this  case  is  closed,  Mr. 
Shinnick? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  That  is  right. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Ewing,  yesterday  there  was  some 
additional  testimony  to  be  offered  on  behalf  of — 

Mr.  Ewing :  Somebody  over  there  took  the  words  out  of 
my  mouth.  Mr.  Leahy  is  still  on  his  way.  I  called  him  at 
9:30,  and  everybody  knows  Bill  sleeps  until  court  starts 
and  always  gets  there  on  time.  I  think  he  is  perhaps  lost 
again.  He  did  not  know  we  were  in  this  part  of  the 

486  building  and  I  forgot  to  tell  him.  I  have  been  watch¬ 
ing  the  door  intently,  and  hoping  he  would  arrive 

any  minute,  because  I  am  as  anxious  to  close  as  you  are. 
All  I  can  do  is  ask  a  further  indulgence  in  that  respect  until 
he  arrives. 
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Examiner  Hill :  Will  yon  see  if  you  can  get  in  touch  with 
him  over  the  telephone  and  find  out  whether  he  is  coming 
or  not?  We  cannot  hold  this  open  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  sir. 

(Short  intermission.) 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

Examiner  Hill :  We  can  put  Mr.  Barron  on  while  we  are 
waiting  for  Mr.  Leahy. 

John  H.  Barron,  Jr.  was  called  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  and  being  first 
duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Direct  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  the  Commission) 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  Will  you  give  your  name  and  occupation  to  the  re¬ 
porter?  A.  My  name  is  John  H.  Barron,  Jr.;  Radio  Engi¬ 
neer,  Broadcast  Section,  Engineering  Department,  Federal 
Communications  Commission. 

Examiner  Hill :  Gentlemen,  I  understand  Mr.  Barron  is 
being  offered  as  an  expert  witness.  Is  there  any  objection 
on  the  part  of  anyone  to  waiving  proof  of  his  qualifications 
to  testify? 

Mr.  Segal:  We  admit  his  qualifications. 

487  Mr.  Fisher :  So  do  we. 

Mr.  Pratt:  No  objection. 

Examiner  Hill:  Let  the  record  show  the  proof  of  his 
qualifications  is  waived. 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Mr.  Barron,  you  have  examined  the  application  of  the 
Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah? 
A.  I  have. 

Q.  State,  will  you,  with  reference  to  Quota  due  Utah,  that 
is,  both  due  and  assigned,  and  also  the  quota  of  the  Fifth 
Zone,  due  and  assigned,  day  and  night?  A.  The  night  quota 
due  Utah  is  1.54,  and  assigned,  3.30.  The  night  quota  due 
the  5th  zone  is  36,  and  assigned,  44.33. 

The  day  quota  due  Utah  is  2.78,  and  assigned,  3 :30.  The 
day  quota  due  the  5th  Zone  is  65,  and  assigned,  55.69. 
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Q.  With  reference  to  the  particular  application  of  the 
Utah  Radio  Educational  Society,  in  the  event  that  applica¬ 
tion  were  granted,  would  that  involve  any  increase  in  the 
quota.  A.  Yes,  this  would  increase  the  quota  units  of  both 
Utah  and  the  Fifth  Zone  by  .5  units  day  and  night  each. 

Q.  With  reference  to  interference,  does  it  involve  any 
question  of  interference,  and,  if  so,  state  the  stations  with 
which  the  interference  is  likely  to  result  and  the  actual  and 
recommend  separations.  A.  There  are  no  stations  located 
within  the  United  States  which  are  at  less  than  the  average 
recommended  separation;  therefore,  no  interference  is  ex¬ 
pected  with  any  United  States  Broadcast  Station. 
488  However,  there  is  one  station  in  Canada  which  is 
somewhat  below  the  recommended  night  time  separa¬ 
tion.  This  is  station  CFCT  in  Victoria,  British  Columbia, 
on  1450  kilocycles  with  a  power  of  50  watts,  which  is  775 
miles  distant.  The  recommended  night  time  separation  is 
1000  miles.  That  is  the  only  existing  station  with  which 
there  is  any  question  of  interference. 

There  is  an  application  pending,  submitted  by  station 
KIEM,  Eureka,  California,  No.  5-P-B-3270,  which  requests 
assignment  to  this  same  frequency  with  power  of  500 
watts,  and  unlimited  hours.  The  distance  between  these 
two  points  is  640  miles,  and  recommended  night  time  sep¬ 
aration  is  1000  miles. 

Mr.  Ewing:  What  was  that  mileage  between  them? 

The  Witness :  Eureka,  California,  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Ewing:  What  was  the  distance? 

The  Witness :  640. 

Mr.  Ewing :  Thank  you,  sir. 

The  Witness:  That  concludes  the  interference  questions 
with  respect  to  this  application. 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  And  that  covers  pending  applications,  too,  what  you 
have  just  answered?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  covers  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  Ap¬ 
plication?  A.  Yes. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  did  not  get  the  figures  of  the  quota, 
Mr.  Barron.  Is  Utah  over  or  under  quota? 
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The  Witness:  It  is  over.  It  is  over  at  night  by 

489  1.76,  and  in  the  day  time  by  .52. 

Examiner  Hill :  If  this  application  was  granted,  then 
it  would  be — 

The  Witness:  It  would  increase  night  and  day  each,  .5 
units. 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  How  about  the  present  service  to  Salt  Lake  and  Vicin¬ 
ity?  A.  The  only  consistent  service  of  high  class  type  avail¬ 
able  in  Salt  Lake  would  be  from  the  two  local  stations, 
KDYL  and  KSL. 

In  regard  to  the  pending  applications,  there  are  other 
applications  pending  from  the  state,  but  none  others  involv¬ 
ing  interference.  I  have  a  list  of  those  which  are  pending 
here  and  can  submit  that  in  duplicate. 

Mr.  Berry:  All  right,  we  will  offer  that  as  Commission’s 
Exhibit  No.  1. 

Mr.  Segal:  No  objection. 

(The  document  referred  to  was  thereupon  offered  in  evi¬ 
dence  as  ‘ 4  Commission  Exhibit  1,  Docket  2612  et  al,  Witness 
Barron.”) 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  With  reference  to  the  application  of  Paul  Q.  Callister 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  Mr.  Barron,  the  quota  figures  that 
you  have  already  given,  of  course,  obtain  with  reference 
to  this  application  also?  A.  Yes,  the  quota  figures  for  the 
state  and  zone  that  I  gave. 

Q.  Now,  as  to  the  increase  if  this  application  should 
be  granted,  what  does  that  involve?  A.  This  appli- 

490  cation  is  for  a  100  watt  station,  and  such  assign¬ 
ments  are  not  charged  to  quota  if  the  Commission 

finds  that  no  objectionable  interference  will  be  caused. 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  objected  to.  The  statute  says,  if  it 
will  not  interfere  with  the  fair  and  efficient  service  of  any 
existing  station  and  we  shall  contend  at  the  proper  time, 
that  that  relates  to  interference  with  the  listening  audience 
of  KDYL  and  that  the  application  is  charged  to  the  quota. 
I  think  it  is  a  question  of  law. 
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Mr.  Berry:  I  agree  with  the  gentleman,  but  we  will  get 
the  Engineering  Division’s  opinion  merely  as  an  opinion 
from  the  Engineering  Division.  If  he  is  mistaken  as  to  law, 
it  can  be  called  to  the  Commission ’s  attention. 

The  Witness:  The  quota  charge  for  this  assignment,  if 
it  is  charged  to  quota,  is  1/10  of  a  unit  each,  night  and  day. 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  Then,  as  to  the  equipment,  is  there  any  question  as 
to  the  proposed  equipment?  A.  No,  the  equipment  is  satis¬ 
factory  and  complies  with  all  rules. 

Q.  As  to  the  location  of  the  transmitter,  is  there  any  ques¬ 
tion  on  the  examination  of  that  site?  A.  Yes,  there  is  a 
question  involved  there.  The  recommended  location  for  100 
watt  transmitters  is  in  the  center  of  the  business  district. 
There  is  a  question  of  what  type  of  district  this  transmitter 
is  to  be  located  in.  The  engineering  department’s  standards 
are  that  population  within  a  radius  of  .4  miles  of  such  a  sta¬ 
tion  should  not  exceed  of  1  per  cent  of  the  popula- 
491  tion  within  the  service  area.  The  figures  as  stated  in 
the  application  indicate  that  there  would  be  3000 
within  that  radius.  However,  this  was  subsequently  cor¬ 
rected  by  testimony  to  be  about  1000,  and  in  the  latter  event 
it  would  comply  with  the  percentage  figure. 

Q.  Does  this  application  involve  any  question  of  inter¬ 
ference?  A.  There  is  one  station  below  the  recommended 
separation  and  that  is  station  KLO  in  Ogden,  Utah,  on  1400 
kilocycles  with  power  of  500  watts.  The  separation  be¬ 
tween  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden  is  35  miles  air  line,  and 
the  recommended  separation  for  this  assignment  is  58  miles. 

Howuver,  in  view  of  the  high  attenuation  in  this  area 
and  the  fact  that  this  frequency  is  much  higher  than  the 
average  on  which  this  separation  is  calculated,  I  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  there  would  be  objectionable  interference  within  the 
.5  millivolt  contour  of  station  KLO. 

Q.  What  do  you  have  to  say  with  reference  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  on  1370,  under  applica¬ 
tion  B-5-P-B-3318,  whether  that  would  involve  any  ques¬ 
tion  of  interference.  A.  No,  it  does  not  involve  any  ques¬ 
tion  of  interference  with  any  existing  station,  but  it  does 
involve  a  question  of  interference  with  pending  application 
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from  Salt  Lake  City  for  this  same  frequency,  B-5-P-167, 
the  distance  between  Logan  and  Salt  Lake  City  being  ap¬ 
proximately  65  miles,  air  line,  and  the  recommended  sepa¬ 
ration  being  185  miles. 

Q.  The  list  that  you  have  already  filed  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  pending  applications,  of  course,  will  apply  also 
on  this  application,  and  also  your  answer  as  to  pres- 

492  ent  service?  A.  As  to  the  pending  application,  yes. 
That  is  a  list  of  the  applications  pending  from  TJtah. 

As  to  service,  it  is  a  different  situation,  as  we  are  consider¬ 
ing  the  City  of  Logan  here.  There  are  no  stations  located 
in  Logan. 

Q.  I  made  reference  to  Salt  Lake  itself.  I  was  confused 
on  the  question  myself  in  asking  the  question.  It  should 
have  been  with  reference  to  Logan  instead  of  Salt  Lake. 

Mr.  Pratt:  But  the  answer  is  correct? 

Mr.  Berry:  Yes,  the  answer  is  correct. 

The  Witness :  There  are  no  stations  located  in  Logan,  and 
the  nearest  station  to  there  is  KLO  in  Ogden,  a  500  watt 
station  on  1400  kilocycles,  having  unlimited  hours*  The  dis¬ 
tance  is  35  miles,  and  this  station  probably  renders  some 
degree  of  service  to  Logan,  although  not  a  highly  satisfac¬ 
tory  service. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  is  the  recommended  separation? 

The  Witness:  It  does  not  involve  any  question  of  inter¬ 
ference  in  this  application  here.  It  is  just  a  question  of 
service.  The  nearest  cleared  channel  station  is  KSL  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  50  kilowatts,  65  miles  distant.  That  is  1130 
kilocycles  and  unlimited  hours,  and  probably  some  fair 
degree  of  service  is  also  available  from  that  station,  al¬ 
though  not  highly  satisfactory  at  all  times.  These  two  sta¬ 
tions  represent  about  the  only  ones  available  there  in  the 
day  time. 

At  night  there  would  be  intermittent  service  available 
from  various  distant  cleared  channel  stations  located  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  United  States.  That  would  be  an  in¬ 
termittent  service,  however. 

493  Examiner  Hill:  That  same  character  of  service 
would  be  available  to  Salt  Lake  City,  would  it  not? 

The  Witness :  It  would,  yes,  and,  in  fact,  all  these  cities 
under  consideration. 
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By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Do  you  have  anything  else  on  that  application?  That 
is  all  I  had  on  that?  A.  No,  there  are  no  other  engineering 
questions  involved. 

Q.  Now,  the  application  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association,  Inc.,  at  Provo,  Utah,  No.  2563  on  the 
Docket;  state  if  you  will,  what  that  involves  with  reference 
to  quota  increase,  if  any?  A.  The  same  quota  considera¬ 
tions  apply  in  all  these  100  watt  stations,  that  is,  the  charge, 
if  it  is  charged  to  quota,  for  an  unlimited  time  assignment 
is  1/10  of  a  unit  night  and  day  each. 

Q.  And  there  is  no  question  of  interference,  you  say?  A. 
I  did  not  say,  but  there  is  none  involved  in  connection 
with  this  application  with  any  existing  station.  However, 
it  does  involve  a  question  of  interference  with  two  pending 
applications.  The  first  one  is  for  the  new  station  at  Logan, 
which  has  been  withdrawn. 

The  Witness :  Do  you  want  me  to  give  you  the  figures  on 
that,  Mr.  Examiner? 

Examiner  Hill:  No,  there  was  a  motion  made  to  dis¬ 
miss. 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  That  is  the  only  application  now  pending,  that 
494  proposes  a  station  at  Logan,  as  I  understand,  on 
hearing  here.  A.  No,  there  is  one  other. 

Examiner  Hill:  The  last  one? 

The  Witness:  The  question  of  interference  is  involved 
with  the  application  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City 
on  this  same  frequency.  That  is  application  1-B-5-P-340. 

Examiner  Hill :  That  is  Docket  2715,  is  it  not  ? 

The  Witness :  Yes.  That  is  not  one  that  is  in  this  hear¬ 
ing. 

Mr.  Segal:  Cache  Valley? 

The  Witnes :  This  list  does  not  show  the  record,  but  it  is 
for  a  station  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  1210  kilocycles,  100  watts. 

Examiner  Hill :  Is  there  any  question  of  interference  be¬ 
tween  these  pending  applications  in  Docket  No.  2715  and 
2564,  Great  Western  at  Logan  and  Jack  Powers  and  others 
at  Salt  Lake  City? 

The  Witness:  Yes,  there  is.  I  gave  that  testimony  on 
one  of  these  applications. 
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Examiner  Hill:  You  refer  to  the  application  number  and 
we  have  it  here  by  docket  number.  That  is  what  I  wanted 
to  get  clear  in  my  mind. 

Mr.  Berry:  That  is  docket  2715  you  are  asking  about, 
Mr.  Examiner? 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Berry:  That  is  right. 

The  Witness:  Those  two  cities  are  65  miles  apart,  and 
the  recommended  separation  for  both  of ;  them  op- 

495  erating  on  the  same  frequency  is  185  miles.  This 
last  application  that  I  referred  to  is  not  being  heard 

now,  but  it  is  pending. 

In  connection  with  the  testimony  I  was  giving,  the  dis¬ 
tance  is  35  miles  between  Provo  and  Salt  Lake  City,  and  the 
recommended  separation  for  the  day  assignment  is  80 
miles. 

That  is  all  the  engineering  questions  in  this  particular 
application,  with  the  exception  of  the  question  of  service. 
There  are  no  stations  located  in  Provo  and  the  nearest  sta¬ 
tions  are  in  Salt  Lake  City,  about  35  miles  air  line.  Those 
are  stations  KSL  and  KDYL  which  probably  render  a  fair 
degree  of  service  to  Provo.  In  addition,  there  is  intermit¬ 
tent  service  at  night  from  distant  cleared  channel  stations. 

That  is  all  the  engineering  on  that  application. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  other  questions,  Mr.  Berry? 

Mr.  Berry:  Yes,  just  a  minute. 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  With  reference  now  to  the  application  of  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  the  partnership  composed  of  Jack 
Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Mr.  Grant 
Wrathall,  doing  business  under  the  style  of  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company,  does  that  application  involve  any  in¬ 
crease  in  night  quota  or  day  quota  there?  A.  It  involves 
the  same  quota  considerations  as  all  these  100  watt  applica¬ 
tions  do.  The  testimony  is  already  in  the  record  on  that. 

Q.  And  is  there  any  question  on  the  equipment  or  trans¬ 
mitter  site  in  that  application?  A.  No,  this  site  is  approved 
and  the  transmitter  is  satisfactory  and  complies  with 

496  all  rules.  No  interference  is  expected  with  any  other 
existing  station.  It  involves  a  question  of  interfer¬ 
ence  with  the  pending  application  from  Logan.  I  already

gave  that  separation  testimony  with  respect  to  the  Logan 
application. 

Q.  Now,  with  reference  to  the  question  that  was  asked  of 
one  of  the  witnesses  on  the  stand  as  to  the  information 
about  some  of  the  equipment  that  was  not  set  out  in  the  ap¬ 
plication,  without  attempting  to  review  that  evidence,  if 
that  amendment  was  made  in  the  equipment  would  that  be 
satisfactory  to  the  engineering  division?  A.  Yes,  it  was 
just  a  question  of  finding  out  what  manufacture  of  tubes 
would  be  used  so  that  if  the  application  was  granted  they 
could  be  described  in  the  construction  permit.  The  appli¬ 
cant  neglected  to  state  that  in  the  application  and  a  letter 
was  written  requesting  that  data  but  no  reply  was  received. 
It  was  specified  that  R.C.A.  tubes  would  be  employed,  and 
those  tubes  are  approved  and  are  satisfactory. 

Q.  That  is  all,  unless  you  think  of  something  else  that 
should  be  stated?  A.  I  think  that  covers  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  cross  examination,  Mr.  Segal  ? 

Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Station  KDYL) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Mr.  Barron,  you  are  familiar  with,  or  can  you  make 
yourself  readily  familiar  with,  the  assignments  to  the  1290 
kilocycle  frequency?  A.  Yes,  I  have  that  data. 

497  Q.  Those  stations  all  operate  with  an  evening 
power  of  1000  watts,  do  they  not?  A.  All  the  sta¬ 
tions  which  operate  at  night,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  if  each  of  those  stations  were  to  increase  its 
power  from  1000  watts  to  5000  watts,  would  you  expect  any 
material  enlargement  of  the  coverage  of  any  of  them?  I 
am  speaking  specifically  of  KDYL.  A.  That  depends  on 
whether  there  is  an  interfering  signal  present  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Area  from  other  stations.  If  there  is  an  interfering 
signal  present  there  would  not  be  any  greater  service  area 
in  point  of  miles. 

Q.  It  would  be  expected,  would  it  not,  with  the  existence 
of  a  one  kilowatt  station  in  Texas  and  another  one  in  Wis¬ 
consin,  that  there  would  be  an  interfering  signal  in  the  Salt 
Lake  area?  A.  Yes,  after  sundown  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  So,  you  would  not  expect,  then,  if  the  application  for 
5  kilowatts  were  granted,  there  would  be  any  increase  in  the 
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night  time  coverage?  A.  Not  under  the  conditions  stated. 

Q.  Now,  with  regard  to  the  day  time  coverage,  Mr.  Bar¬ 
ron,  would  an  increase  in  power  from  1000  watts  to  5000 
watts  on  that  frequency  and  in  that  area  represent  any  very 
substantial  increase  in  the  miles  of  radius  ?  A.  I  would  ex¬ 
pect  that  such  an  increase  would  increase  the  radius  of  the 
.5  millivolt  contour,  representing  good  rural  service,  from 
approximately  27  miles  to  37  miles. 

Q.  So  that  it  would  increase  the  radius  of  coverage  to 
about  37  miles  in  the  day  time  with  5  kilowatts?  A. 

498  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  wonder,  Mr.  Ewing,  if  I  could  bor¬ 
row  your  copy  of  your  depositions  for  a  moment? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  indeed.  (Handing.) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  You  have  already  given  the  testimony,  have  you  not, 
about  that  California  application  on  1450?  A.  Yes,  I  have. 

Q.  Now,  in  the  course  of  your  duties,  Mr.  Barron,  at  the 
Communications  Commission,  do  you  frequently  examine 
applications  for  licenses?  A.  Yes,  at  times. 

Q.  And  in  the  course  of  your  duties,  do  you  have  occasion 
to  become  familiar  with  the  current  cost  of  transmitting 
equipment  of  standard  make,  such  as  R.C.A. — Victor,  and 
Graybar?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  is  the  cost  of  the  Graybar  1  kilowatt  transmitter 
at  the  present  time,  approximately?  A.  It  is  $16,000,  f.  o. 
b. 

Q.  F.  O.  B.  what?  A.  It  would  be  New  York,  I  think. 

Q.  That  is,  the  1  kilowatt  Western  Electric,  as  it  is  gen¬ 
erally  called,  costs  about  $16,000  in  New  York?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  then,  in  addition  to  that,  there  are  what  items? 
A.  There  are  your  freight  charges  and  installation  and  the 
construction  and  erection  of  the  antenna,  and  any  buildings 
which  may  be  necessary,  and  a  counterpoise. 

499  Q.  Generally  speaking,  in  the  establishment  of  the 
broadcasting  station,  are  the  costs  in  addition  to  the 

bare  transmitter  itself,  of  a  substantial  character?  A.  Yes, 
they  are. 

Q.  Will  you  tell  us  upon  what  basis  it  is  that  you  are  able 
to  from  time  to  time  estimate  this  coverage  of  various  sta¬ 
tions  ?  Just  how  do  you  do  that  ?  A.  It  is  based  on  a  study 
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of  the  Sommerfeld  Theory  of  Propagation  of  radio  waves 
which  was  published  several  years  ago  and  interpreted  by 
various  other  scientists  in  connection  with  surveys  which 
were  made  by  the  field  personnel  of  the  then  Federal  Radio 
Commission  in  order  to  use  that  theory  in  determining  at- 
tentuation  in  various  types  of  terrain  in  different  parts  of 
the  country. 

Q.  Have  the  curves  that  you  used  in  that  record  been  cor¬ 
roborated  over  a  period  of  time  by  practical  tests  and  ex¬ 
perience?  A.  They  have,  yes. 

Q.  There  is  considerable  testimony,  to  which  I  need  not 
make  reference  now,  in  the  depositions  concerning  a  pro¬ 
posed  station  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  which 
is  designed  and  intended  to  render  coverage  to  the  State  of 
Utah.  You  are  familiar  with  that  application,  are  you  not? 
A.  I  am. 

Q.  Applying  the  data  that  you  have  just  outlined  to  me, 
will  you  give  us  wdiat  the  predicted  coverage  of  that  station 
is,  as  to  three  classes  of  persons ;  first,  as  to  persons  resid¬ 
ing  in  cities  such  as  Salt  Lake ;  second,  as  to  persons 
500  residing  in  the  residential  area  of  towns  and  citie 
and,  third,  as  to  people  living  out  in  the  country; 
what  the  radius  of  service  is  that  will  be  afforded  day  and 
night  should  this  application  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational 
Society  be  granted?  A.  Yes.  I  will  have  to  assume,  of 
course,  an  attenuation  factor  for  this  area  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  and  that  is  that  the  conductivity  is  six  times  ten  in 
the  minus  14th  units.  I  think  that  would  be  reasonable  for 
this  general  section  although  we  have  no  surveys  from 
there. 

Q.  Let  me  interrupt  you  to  ask  whether  it  is  not  true  that 
you  have  examined  geological  maps  of  the  area  and  listened 
to  the  testimony  describing  the  area  as  it  has  been  given  in 
this  hearing?  A.  Yes,  I  have  done  both. 

Q.  And  have  you  taken  these  things  into  consideration 
in  arriving  at  the  factors  and  constants  that  you  are  now 
testifying  to?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  We  will  go  on  from  that  point.  Q.  That  is  the  best  in¬ 
formation  I  could  give  from  available  knowledge.  For 
steady  coverage  in  industrial  areas  a  signal  of  at  least  10 
millivolts  per  meter  is  required.  A  1  kilowatt  station  op- 
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erating  on  1450  kilocycles,  I  would  estimate  to  give  such 
service  to  approximately  seven  miles. 

In  residential  sections  of  cities  a  signal  intensity  of  2  mil¬ 
livolts  per  meter  is  usually  satisfactory,  and  that  figure  for 
the  condition  mentioned  is  approximately  13  miles. 

In  rural  sections  a  field  intensity  of  .5  millivolts 

501  per  meter  is  considered  satisfactory,  which  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  24  miles.  The  .5  millivolt  per  meter  con¬ 
tour  represents  the  extent  of  the  good  primary  service  area 
of  the  station  in  any  event,  although,  of  course,  it  can  he  re¬ 
ceived  at  distances  outside  of  the  .5  millivolt  contour  pro¬ 
vided  the  noise  level  is  sufficiently  low. 

Q.  In  the  summer  time,  with  the  presence  of  atmospher¬ 
ics,  vou  would  get  a  noise  level  then,  would  vou  not?  A. 
Yes.* 

Q.  Now  you  are  not  able  to  tell  us  off  hand,  are  you,  by 
any  chance,  about  what  percentage  of  the  area  of  the  State 
of  Utah  would  be  covered  by  a  circle  having  a  radius  of  24 
miles?  A.  Yes,  I  think  I  can  estimate  that.  It  would  be  a 
rather  low  percentage.  I  don’t  believe  it  would  be  more 
than  about  10  per  cent,  if  that  much;  that  is,  with  a  signal 
intensity  of  the  value  I  stated  there. 

Q.  Knowing  the  attentuation  and  the  frequencies  in¬ 
volved,  it  is  true,  is  it  not,  Mr.  Barron,  that  the  area  that 
would  be  covered  by  the  proposed  station  of  the  Utah  Radio 
Educational  Association  would,  all  of  it,  be  within  the  area 
alreadv  covered  bv  both  KSL  and  KDYL?  A.  I  would  ex- 
pect  so  if  the  antenna  efficiencies  of  the  stations  were  about 
the  same. 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  all  I  have,  Mr.  Barron. 

Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Ewing,  do  you  have  any  questions  ? 
Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  so. 

502  Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society) 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Going  back  to  that  cost,  would  you  disagree,  Mr.  Bar¬ 
ron,  with  the  figures  in  that  application  if  I  told  you  they 
were  put  there  by  the  Western  Electric  Company,  them¬ 
selves,  as  a  cost  of  the  station?  A.  I  don’t  know.  It  de¬ 
pends  on  how  different  they  are  from  those  I  gave.

Q.  Well,  it  is  a  little  bothersome  to  have  that  testimony 
here  after  employing  those  people  to  complete  the  appli¬ 
cation  so  it  would  be  proper. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  am  looking  for  the  application  here.  (After 
examining)  You  and  the  Western  Electric  Company  are 
correct.  The  figures  are  the  same.  (Handing) 

The  Witness :  Yes,  the  price  here  says  $15,000.  I  think 
that  is  close  enough  for  an  estimate. 

o 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Well,  Mr.  Barron,  I  believe  we  have  got  it  in  the  depo¬ 
sitions  here  that  the  proposed  total  cost  of  the  station  is 
$20,000.  Would  a  $5000  cost  cover  construction?  A.  Well, 
are  you  going  to  have  construct  the  buildings  with  that 
money  ? 

Q.  No,  sir,  just  the  antenna.  There  are  plenty  of  build¬ 
ings.  A.  Well,  you  might  squeeze  by  on  it,  but  it  would  be 
pretty  close.  I  think  it  would  tend  to  run  over  that  amount 
quite  a  bit. 

Q.  Well,  the  application  is  not  so  far  off  with  the 
503  testimony  of  $15,000  for  the  transmitter  and  $20,000 
for  the  entire  thing  as  to  be  absurd  in  any  way  ?  A. 
No.  I  did  not  want  my  testimony  to  indicate,  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Commission,  that  there  was  any  fault  to 
find  with  the  figures  stated  in  the  application.  There  was 
no  such  intention. 

Q.  I  see.  Now,  you  gave,  I  think,  according  to  your  esti¬ 
mate  from  an  engineering  standpoint,  that  KDYL  would 
reach  27  miles,  and  by  increasing  it  to  5000  watts  it  would 
reach  37  miles.  Just  what  do  you  mean  by  that?  That  is 
the  certain  coverage?  A.  No,  sir,  that  is  the  estimated 
number  of  miles  at  which  this  station  would  lay  down  a 
signal  intensity  of  .5  millivolts  per  meter.  That  is  the 
standard  accepted  by  the  engineering  department  as  repre¬ 
senting  good  rural  service. 

Q.  That  is  the  standard  at  a  fixed  point  of  signal  service? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  the  station  might  be  heard  a  considerable  distance 
further  than  that,  is  that  true  ?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Then  on  this  proposed  station,  with  the  1450  kilo¬ 
cycles,  it  is  24  miles,  but  that  would  be  the  standard  and  it 
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might  be  heard  as  much  as  48  miles  distinctly?  A.  At  times 
that  is  possible,  yes. 

Q.  Would  it  increase — what  is  the  increase  caused  as  be¬ 
tween  daylight  and  darkness?  A.  I  don’t  know  as  I  under¬ 
stand  what  you  mean. 

Q.  There  is  a  difference — you  spoke  of  after  sun- 

504  down?  A.  That  was  in  connection  with  the  service 
which  station  KDYL  would  render  at  night,  and 

there  are  other  stations  operating  on  this  frequency  that 
are  expected  to  interfere  with  KDYL  after  Sundown  at  Salt 
Lake  but  not  prior  to  that  time. 

Q.  Not  prior  to  that  time.  They  would  increase  after 
sundown,  the  coverage  increases?  A.  Not  the  coverage  of 
station  KDYL  within  the  area  we  are  considering  here,  but 
the  interfering  signal  from  the  other  stations  on  the  chan¬ 
nel  would  increase  at  night. 

Q.  The  interference  increases  at  night,  but  the  coverage 
does  not  increase?  A.  In  this  area  we  have  under  consid¬ 
eration  that  is  true,  yes. 

Q.  You  will  pardon  me,  because  there  is  so  very  little 
that  I  know  about  this  matter  that  I  must  expose  my  igno¬ 
rance  in  asking  these  questions.  A.  I  want  to  give  you  an 
answer  as  best  I  can.  It  is  kind  of  hard  to  give  a  brief  an¬ 
swer  to  some  questions  that  might  take  a  book  to  answer 
the  whole  thing. 

Q.  We  showed  an  exhibit,  a  map  of  Utah,  in  the  direct 
testimony  in  this  case,  showing  that  from  Salt  Lake  City 
north  approximately  50  miles  to  Brigham  City  and  from 
Salt  Lake  South  approximately  40  to  45  miles  south,  in  the 
proposed  area,  that  would  cover  some  75  per  cent  of  the 
population.  Now,  is  it  true  that  we  would  not  reach  those 
people  at  all  if  we  were  granted  this  application,  if  the  per¬ 
mit  was  granted  and  we  built  the  station?  A.  What  is  the 
greatest  distance,  75  miles? 

505  Q.  The  greatest  distance  is  about  50  miles.  A. 
You  would  get  some  degree  of  servicing  there,  yes. 

Q.  And  it  would  increase  at  night  time?  A.  At  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  50  miles  the  service  might  be  somewhat  worse  at 
night.  You  usually  start  getting  fading  around  that  dis¬ 
tance,  causing  distortion  in  the  reception,  but  when  the  con¬ 
ditions  were  favorable  it  could  be  received  that  far  at  night 
and  also  sometimes  in  the  day  time. 
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Q.  But  as  we  went  out  from  Salt  Lake  toward  the  limit  of 
that  area  the  signal  would  become  lessened  and  there 
would  be  danger  you  would  not  get  coverage  out  toward  the 
edge  of  it?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Of  the  50  mile  area?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Of  course,  the  applicant  understands  that  he  could 
not  get  over  these  mountains  with  that  size  of  station.  If 
Salt  Lake  City  were  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain  range,  say, 
6000  or  7000  feet,  how  far  over  that  range  would  you  esti¬ 
mate  that  a  1000  station  would  cover  or  reach?  A.  I  think 
it  would  reach  those  that  were  located  on  the  tops  of  the 
hills  about  the  distance  I  gave  in  answering  Mr.  Segal’s 
question,  but  the  ones  that  are  located  down  in  the  valleys 
and  shielded  from  Salt  Lake  City  with  an  intervening 
mountain  range  would  not  receive  such  satisfactory  signals 
and  it  might  cut  those  figures  in  half  in  such  cases. 

Q.  You  mean  the  waves  would  go  up  and  hit  the  top  but 
would  not  go  down  the  vallev  because  thev  would  hit 
506  the  next  mountain?  A.  No;  when  there  is  a  moun¬ 
tain  between  the  transmitter  and  the  receiving  point 
it  is  usually  found  that  the  signal  in  receiving  locations  is 
very  much  lower  than  it  would  be  if  there  was  just  a  flat 
plane  there,  due  to  the  absorption  caused  by  the  waves 
passing  through  that  mountain. 

Q.  I  see.  Then  the  area  that  would  be  covered  to  the 
east,  of  course,  on  the  assumption  that  the  mountain  range 
is  to  the  east,  would  be  much  more  limited  than  it  would  up 
and  down  the  valleys,  north  and  south?  A.  Yes,  for  the 
listeners  who  are  located  in  the  bottoms  of  those  valleys 
with  intervening  mountain  ranges.  Of  course,  if  there  are 
any  living  on  the  top  I  think  they  would  receive  a  lot  better 
signal. 

Q.  Well,  suppose  you  move  the  transmitter  up  on  top  of 
the  maoutain,  would  you  get  any  further  coverage?  A. 
You  probably  would  in  some  directions,  but  lesser  in  others. 
The  top  of  a  mountain  is  usually  not  so  highly  satisfactory 
due  to  the  fact  that  you  cannot  get  good  ground  conditions 
for  the  transmitting  antenna. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  that  the  main  thing  is  to  get  your 
transmitter  into  a  position  where  there  is  no  mountain  be¬ 
tween  that  and  the  receiver?  A.  Well,  you  want  to  locate 
your  transmitter  as  near  to  the  bulk  of  the  population  that 
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you  want  to  serve,  and  then  you  just  have  to  take  a  chance 
on  the  rest  of  it.  I  don ’t  think  you  should  attempt  to  locate 
it  in  a  sparsely  settled  area. 

Q.  Ogden,  KLO,  is  a  500  station  is  it  not?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  said  it  was  31-1/2  miles  air  line  from 

507  Ogden  to  Salt  Lake  ?  A.  35, 1  think.  Yes,  35. 

Q.  We  do  get  in  Salt  Lake — I  have  heard  KLO  in 
Salt  Lake  but  not  often.  What  would  the  coverage  be  on 
this  same  basis  here,  applying  the  same  rule  to  KLO  as  you 
did  to  these  other  stations;  what  is  the  coverage  of  KLO, 
the  500  watt  station  at  Ogden?  A.  We  estimate  the  15  mil¬ 
livolt  contour,  and  that  represents  good  rural  service — of 
course  it  can  be  received  further  than  that,  but  that  is  the 
standard  adopted  by  the  engineering  department — at  22 
miles. 

Q.  In  other  words,  it  would  come  within  2  miles  of  what 
the  1000  watt  proposed  station  would  come?  You  said  that 
would  be  24  miles?  A.  Yes,  that  is  right. 

Q.  And  within  5  miles  of  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  when  you  said  10  per  cent  of  the  area  of  Utah 
would  be  covered,  do  you  think  it  would  be  even  covered 
that  much?  A.  No,  I  imagine  that  is  a  little  high.  That  is 
just  a  rough  guess  made  by  looking  at  a  map. 

Q.  The  area  that  they  marked  on  that  exhibit  would  be 
less  than  10  per  cent?  A.  I  imagine  so. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes.  I  think  that  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Pratt? 

Mr.  Pratt :  No  questions. 

508  Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Fisher? 

Mr.  Fisher:  No  questions. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Shinnick? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  No  questions. 

Mr.  Berry :  I  want  to  ask  him  just  one  more  question. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right. 

Redirect  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  the  Commission.) 

By  Mr.  Berry : 

Q.  Mr.  Barron,  with  reference  to  obstruction  of  radio 
signals  by  hills  and  elevations  and  mountains,  of  course 
that  depends  upon  the  distance  that  the  obstruction  is  from 
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the  transmitter,  does  it  not,  as  to  the —  A.  Not  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  what  we  are  talking  about  here,  and  that  is  the 
service  areas  involved. 

Q.  And  you  assume  also  that  the  mountain  is  a  very  high 
mountain,  do  you  not?  A.  Well,  any  obstruction  in  the 
path  of  a  radio  wave  usually  causes  attentuation  and  a  les¬ 
ser  signal  on  the  far  side. 

Q.  That  is  all.  I  thought  the  existence  of  the  elevation 
had  something  to  do  with  it.  A.  We  get  into  that  argument 
in  connection  with  interference  caused  by  the  sky  wave 
transmission,  which  is  at  a  considerable  angle  with  the  hori¬ 
zontal,  but  that  is  not  involved  in  connection  with  the  esti¬ 
mation  of  service  areas  as  is  given  in  this  testimony. 

Mr.  Berry:  I  am  confining  myself  to  this  testimony  be¬ 
cause  there  is  some  of  this  testimony  that  I  would 
509  not  remember  exactly  as  to  what  the  testimony  was. 
That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  other  questions  of  this  witness  ? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill:  You  may  be  excused. 

(Witness  excused.) 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  Mr.  Ewing,  are  you  ready  to 
proceed  in  your  matter? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  apologize  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances.  I  don’t  know  what  to  say  any  more  than  that 
something  has  happened  that  as  delayed  him  because  he 
certainly  told  me  he  would  be  here. 

Examiner  Hill:  Well,  we  have  been  waiting  two  days 
for  him  to  get  here,  and  I  don’t  feel  like  we  should  hold  this 
matter  open  longer.  I  don’t  imagine  that  you  insist  on  do¬ 
ing  that. 

Mr.  Ewing:  No,  I  don’t,  Mr.  Examiner.  We  can  ad¬ 
journ  now  for  noon  and  if  he  is  not  here  for  two  o’clock  we 
will  have  to  pass  it  up. 

Mr.  Segal:  May  I  make  the  suggestion  that  Mr.  Ewing 
rest  his  case  with  the  understanding  then  expressed  by  Mr. 
Pratt  and  Mr.  Fisher  and  all  of  us  that  if  Mr.  Leahy  ever 
does  get  here  we  will  not  object  to  his  reopening  the  case  at 
that  time. 

Mr.  Ewing:  We  would  certainly  be  agreeable  to  that.  It 
is  magnanimous. 

Mr.  Segal:  We  are  magnanimous  people.

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  gentlemen. 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

Mr.  Segal :  Let  me  start  with  KDYL  rebuttal  now, 
510  then. 

Examiner  Hill:  Very  well. 

Mr.  Segal:  Mr.  Fox. 


S.  S.  Fox  was  recalled  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  Station 
KDYL,  and  having  been  previously  duly  sworn,  testified 
further  as  follows: 

Further  Direct  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Radio  Station  KDYL). 

Mr.  Segal:  May  I  at  this  time  ask  the  Examiner’s  atten¬ 
tion  in  the  nature  of  judicial  knowledge  to  certain  pub¬ 
lished  census  memoranda  that  have  been  issued  by  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Census  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  which  are 
filed  for  the  purpose  of  reference  as  KDYL  exhibits  A,  B, 
C,  D,  and  E  ? 

These  are  releases  covering  population  bulletins  of  1930, 
1931  and  1933  census  of  manufacturers,  the  final  results  in 
the  wholesale  trade  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  the  wholesale 
census  results  for  Utah,  both  for  1933,  and  the  final  retail 
sales  results  Tor  1933  for  the  State  of  Utah. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection  to  the  introduction  of 
these  exhibits? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  They  may  be  admitted. — 

(The  documents  submitted  were  thereupon  received  in 
evidence,  not  in  duplicate,  as  KDYL  Exhibits  A,  B,  C,  D, 
and  E,  Docket  2612,  et  al,  Witness  Fox.) 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  would  like  to  look  at  those  for  a  minute. 
Examiner  Hill:  All  right. 

511  Mr.  Ewing:  They  are  for  1933  and  1934? 

Examiner  Hill :  I  understand  he  is  bringing  it  up 
to  date  from  the  time  of  these  other  exhibits  which  have 
already  been  admitted. 

Mr.  Ewing:  My  only  objection  to  them  is  that  they  do 
not  reflect  the  condition  of  Utah  at  the  present  time.  Utah 
is  usually  about  a  year  behind  the  rest  of  the  country  in  get- 
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ting  back  on  its  feet,  and  what  applied  there  in  1933  would 
not  have  a  very  distinct  bearing  on  what  applies  in  1935. 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  cannot  agree.  They  are  official  figures  of 
the  Government,  and  I  cannot  agree  that  Utah  is  a  year  be¬ 
hind  the  rest  of  the  country  getting  on  its  feet.  I  don’t 
think  that  is  true. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  don’t  mean  to  say  that  of  Utah  alone;  I 
mean  the  Western  territorv. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  want  to  object  to  that.  I  think  Colorado  is 
quite  up  to  snuff. 

Examiner  Hill:  This  is  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Census? 

Mr.  Segal :  Yes. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  I  am  going  to  admit  the  ex¬ 
hibits,  gentlemen. 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  in  connection  with  the  testimony  you  have 
given  in  another  case,  I  believe  you  outlined  the  station 
staff  that  you  have?  A.  I  did. 

Mr.  Segal:  There  will  not  be  any  objection  if  Mr.  Fox’s 
testimony  in  the  Great  Western  case  will  be  consid- 
512  ered  in  connection  with  this  also? 

(No  response.) 

By  Mr.  Segal  : 

Q.  In  order  that  we  may  have  some  idea  of  the  operat¬ 
ing  expense  in  your  station,  Mr.  Fox,  will  you  just  briefly 
state  what  some  of  the  salaries  are  that  are  paid  at  your 
station  to  that  staff  ?  A.  Assistant  Manager,  $450  a  month. 
The  sales  department  is  paid  on  a  straight  salary  basis,  and 
the  present  salaries  being  paid :  On  man  gets  $225. 

Q.  Is  that  a  week  or  a  month?  A.  A  month.  One  man 
gets  $300,  one  man  $375,  and  some  additional  commissions 
are  paid  for  extra  business  secured. 

Q.  There  has  been  a  considerable  discussion  in  the  depo¬ 
sitions,  Mr.  Fox,  concerning  the  available  time  for —  A. 
Just  a  minute.  Do  you  want  to  go  further  with  salaries? 

Q.  I  am  sorry.  Yes.  Announcers  receive  from  $175  to 
$225.  Technicians,  first  class  operators,  receive  from  $175 
to  $225;  program  manager,  $200;  auditor  $200;  various 
other  employees,  such  as  office  help,  $75.00  to  $150.00. 
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Q.  During  the  taking  of  the  depositions  there  was  consid¬ 
erable  discussion  concerning  the  available  time  over 
KDYL.  Do  you  have  in  the  language  that  is  used  in  your 
station  an  expression  called  4 4 Preferred  time?’ ’  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  what  do  you  understand  that  term  to  be 

513  and  how  do  you  use  it?  A.  We  class  preferred  time 
as  between  the  hours  of  6 :00  and  10 :30. 

Q.  P.  M.  ?  A.  P.  M. 

Q.  Have  you  made  an  arbitrary  selection  of  certain  pe¬ 
riods  from  the  logs  of  KDYL?  A.  I  have. 

Q.  And  for  what  purpose  have  you  selected  the  logs?  A. 
I  took  the  logs  as  a  matter  of  fact,  from  the  standpoint  of 
general  business  operation  throughout  the  year,  showing 
the  first  15  days  in  July,  the  last  15  days  in  August,  the  first 
15  days  in  September,  the  last  15  days  in  November,  and 
the  first  15  days  in  January ;  in  my  opinion  this  covers  what 
is  supposed  to  be  our  slack  season  and  also  our  busiest 
season. 

Q.  Did  you  analyze  your  logs  to  discover  from  those  logs 
what  time  was  not  sold  to  NBC  Commercials?  A.  I  have 
made  a  record  of  same. 

Q.  Do  you,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  give  N.B.C.  sustaining 
programs  any  right  of  way  over  local  programs,  either  sus¬ 
taining  or  commercials  ?  A.  Our  arrangements  with  the  N. 
B.  C.  are  that  we  have  complete  control  as  to  whether  we 
desire  to  accept  a  program  or  refuse  it. 

Mr.  Callister:  Just  a  minute,  if  your  Honor  please.  I 
would  like  to  inquire,  Mr.  Segal,  is  there  a  contract  between 
you  and  N.  B.  C.  ? 

Mr.  Segal :  I  will  ask  that  question  now. 

514  By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Is  there  a  contract  between  you  and  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company?  A.  No. 

Q.  Showing  you  KDYL  Exhibit  3, 1  will  ask  you  whether 
that  is  an  analysis  that  you  prepared  from  the  logs  show¬ 
ing  the  unsold  network  evening  time  for  the  first  15  days  in 
July?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  And  is  the  time  that  you  have  listed  in  there  available 
for  local  use  ?  A.  It  is  available. 

Q.  And  was  at  that  time?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  offer  exhibit  3  in  evidence. 
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Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection. 

Mr.  Callister :  It  may  go  in  subject  to  examining  the  wit¬ 
ness  and  subject  to  a  motion  to  strike. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  think  that  goes  without  saying. 

Mr.  Callister:  All  right. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 

(The  document  referred  to,  marked  KDYL  Exhibit  3, 
Docket  2612  et  al,  witness  Fox  was  received  in  evidence.) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Do  KDYL  Exhibits  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  represent  a  similar 
analysis  for  the  last  15  days  of  August,  1934,  in  the  case  of 
exhibit  4,  the  first  15  days  of  September,  1934,  in  the  case 
of  exhibit  5,  the  last  15  days  of  November  in  the  case  of  Ex¬ 
hibit  6,  and  the  first  15  days  of  January,  1935,  in  the 
515  case  of  exhibit  7  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  were  those  prepared  by  you  in  the  same 
manner  and  on  the  same  standards  as  KDYL  exhibit  3  ?  A. 
They  were. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  offer  exhibits  4  to  7  inclusive. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  They  may  be  admitted. 

(Documents  marked  KDYL  Exhibits  4,  5,  6,  and  7, 
Docket  2612  et  al,  Witness  Fox,  were  thereupon  received  in 
evidence.) 

Mr.  Segal :  May  I  offer  exhibit  1  at  this  time  ? 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection  to  exhibit  1  ? 

Mr.  Callister:  No,  with  the  understanding  that  they  may 
go  in  subject  to  motion  to  strike. 

Mr.  Segal:  Exhibit  1  was  offered  by  Mr.  Rawlings  in 
Salt  Lake  City  in  connection  with  the  deposition. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 

(Document  marked  KDYL  Exhibit  1,  Docket  2612  et  al, 
Witness  Fox  was  received  in  evidence.) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  have  you  caused  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the 
various  local  community  enterprises  that  are  being  broad¬ 
cast  over  KDYL  and  have  been  broadcast  in  recent 
months?  A.  This  list  comprises  various  local  organiza- 
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tions,  civic,  fraternal,  educational  parties,  boy  scouts, 
Chamber  of  Commerce — 

Q.  Don’t  itemize  them.  A.  All  right. 

516  Q.  Is  that —  A.  This  list  indicates  the  various  or¬ 
ganizations  who  have  applied  to  us  for  gratis  time 

and  received  it. 

Q.  By  ‘ 4 this  list”  you  are  referring  to  the  document  you 
hold,  marked  KDYL  Exhibit  8?  A.  No.  8. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  offer  Exhibit  8  in  evidence. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection? 

Mr.  Callister:  No  objection,  subject  to  the  same  motion. 
Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 

(The  document  referred  to,  marked  KDYL  Exhibit  8, 
Docket  2612  et  al,  witness  Fox,  was  received  in  evidence.) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  You  will  remeber,  Mr.  Fox,  the  National  Association 
of  Broadcasters  conducted  a  survey  into  the  use  of  stations 
for  educational,  civic,  and  religious  purposes?  A.  They 
did. 

Q.  At  that  time  did  you  cause  an  analysis  to  be  made  for 
the  first  six  months  of  1934  of  such  enterprises  that  were 
being  handled  at  KDYL?  A.  There  was  a  break  down  of 
our  various  types  of  broadcasting ;  they  were  classed  as  ed¬ 
ucational,  religious,  agricultural,  and  so  forth. 

Q.  And  did  you  submit  those  to  the  National  Association 
of  Broadcasters  for  use  ?  A.  They  have  been,  yes. 

Q.  Was  that  list  correct?  A.  It  was. 

517  Q.  I  show  you  KDYL  Exhibit  9,  which  is  headed 
1 1  Statement  for  the  National  Association”,  and  so 

forth.  Is  that  a  correct  break  down?  A.  That  is. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  offer  exhibit  9. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Now,  Mr.  Examiner,  it  seems  to  me — of 
course,  I  am  a  boy  from  the  sticks  and  I  cannot  keep  up — 
these  exhibits  have  no  dates  on  them  as  to  when  they  are. 
It  might  be  10  years  or  ten  days. 

Mr.  Segal :  In  that  connection,  exhibit  9  has  been  just  tes¬ 
tified  to  as  covering  the  first  six  months  of  1934. 

Mr.  Ewing:  What  about  Exhibit  8? 

Mr.  Segal:  Let’s  take  it  on  cross  examination.  He  will 
tell  you. 

Mr.  Callister:  Which  one  are  you  offering  now? 
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Mr.  Segal:  9. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  objection  to  9? 

Mr.  Callister :  I  object  to  it  on  tbe  first  ground  that  it  is 
immaterial,  and  on  the  further  ground  that  it  is  hearsay. 
I  will  submit  it  to  the  Examiner  for  his  perusal  to  ascer¬ 
tain.  (Handing) 

I  have  no  objection  if  it  goes  in,  if  the  Examiner  will  take 
into  consideration  the  preparation  of  it,  and  what  it  con¬ 
tains.  I  don’t  want  it  to  go  into  any  statement  of  facts. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  gentlemen,  I  will  allow  this  to 
be  filed  and  I  will  reserve  ruling  on  the  admissibility  of  it  for 
the  present. 

(The  document  marked  Exhibit  9,  received  in  evidence, 
subject  to  later  ruling  by  the  Examiner.) 

518  By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Now,  have  you  tabulated  the  programs  that  are  car¬ 
ried  over  KDYL  and  originated  by  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  as  regular  features  of  an  agricultural, 
educational,  religious,  or  civic  Character?  A.  Those  are 
regular  releases  from  the  N.  B.  C.  network. 

Q.  And  are  they  properly  and  correctly  tabulated  in 
KDYL  Exhibit  10?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  activity  at  your  station,  Mr. 
Fox,  with  regard  to  an  effort  to  make  sales  of  time  to  local 
merchants?  To  what  extent  are  thev  solicited?  What  is 
the  method  of  solicitation  and  how  extensive  and  inten¬ 
sive,  is  it?  Just  describe  it?  A.  I  consider  KDYL  a  very 
aggressive  commercial  station. 

Q.  Just  state  what  is  done?  A.  We  have  at  all  times 
from  three  to  six  people  soliciting  radio  advertising  in  the 
city  of  Salt  Lake.  These  men  work  on  an  intensified  plan 
with  a  card  system  which  covers  every  recognized  firm  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  whose  credit  can  be  passed  on  through  our 
auditing  department. 

Q.  Approximately  how  many  firms  do  you  find  who  are 
buyers  either  of  radio  or  newspaper  advertising  in  the  city 
of  Salt  Lake?  A.  After  some  nine  years  of  intensive  sell¬ 
ing  in  the  community  of  Salt  Lake,  my  estimate  of  firms 
who  are  classed  as  radio  buyers — 

Mr.  Callister:  Just  a  moment.  That  is  his  opin- 

519  ion.  It  may  go  in  as  opinion. 
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Mr.  Segal :  It  goes  in  on  the  same  basis  as  all  the  rest  of 
the  testimony  of  these  witnesses. 

The  Witness :  I  find  there  are  approximately  between  500 
and  550  potential  users  of  advertising. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Now,  with  regard  to  their  use  of  KDYL,  to  what  ex¬ 
tent  has  KDYL  obtained  advertising  from  them?  A.  (Wit¬ 
ness  produces  a  paper.) 

Q.  The  document  which  you  have  handed  me,  Mr.  Fox, 
is  a  breakdown  of  the  firms  in  Salt  Lake  City  which  have 
used  KDYL,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  they 
have  spent  with  you  during  the  year  1934?  A.  Correct. 

Mr.  Callister :  May  I  inquire,  are  these  original  sheets  of 
entry  or  copies  ? 

The  Witness :  This  is  from  our  books,  our  ledgers. 

Mr.  Callister:  Did  you  keep  those,  Mr.  Fox? 

Mr.  Fox :  No,  our  auditor. 

Mr.  Callister:  Then  I  object  to  it  as  hearsay,  if  your 
Honor  please.  The  gentleman  who  copied  this  is  not  here 
subject  to  cross  examination.  This  is  a  copy  from  the  orig¬ 
inal  book  of  entry  and  I  say,  therefore,  it  is  hearsay.  The 
man  who  copied  it  is  not  here  for  cross  examination. 

Examiner  Hill :  Can  the  witness  testify  it  is  true  and  cor¬ 
rect? 

Mr.  Callister :  He  did  not  do  it. 

Examiner  Hill:  It  does  not  make  any  difference 
520  who  copied  it,  if  it  is  a  true  and  correct  list  of  the 
advertisers. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  am  not  going  to  offer  it  as  an  exhibit.  I 
am  just  using  it  to  refresh  his  recollection. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Do  you  know  all  the  various  names  listed  on  those 
sheets?  A.  I  know  every  one. 

Q.  And  do  you  know  whether  they  broadcast  during  the 
year  on  your  station?  A.  Exactly. 

Q.  How  many  of  them  broadcast  over  KDYL?  A.  There 
was  352  local  advertisers  served  over  KDYL  in  1934. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  I  direct  your  attention  to  Callister 
Exhibit  No.  7,  which  is  headed  “Prospective  Buyers.” 
Have  you  examined  a  copy  of  that  list,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Will  you  very  quickly,  with  this  pencil  which  I  now 
hand  you,  place  a  check  mark  opposite  the  name  of  each 
of  those  on  that  exhibit,  who  is  using  or  has  used  the  ad¬ 
vertising  facilities  of  KDYL?  A.  Do  you  want  me  to  check 
it? 

Mr.  Pratt:  At  what  time? 

Mr.  Segal :  At  any  time. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  object.  If  he  can  do  that  during  the  noon 
hour,  he  can  do  so  and  bring  it  in. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  object  on  this  ground,  that  at  one  time  KDYL 
was  not  an  N.  B.  C.  chain  station,  which  it  now  is,  and 
521  and  there  may  have  been  some  difference.  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  question  if  the  time  is  limited. 

Mr.  Segal :  Suppose  I  limit  it  to  the  period  during  which 
KDYL  has  been  a  network  station. 

The  Witness :  That  covers  some  six  years. 

Mr.  Segal:  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  rise  to  move  that  if  the  re¬ 
spondent  here  wishes  to  show  his  records  since  it  has  been 
a  network  station,  that  the  best  evidence  would  be  his  office 
records,  and  that  he  be  required  to  put  them  in  here  and 
not  all  this  hearsay  stuff. 

Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Segal,  just  what  is  this  ? 

Mr.  Segal :  This  is  a  list  that  was  put  in  evidence  by  Mr. 
Callister  of  persons  whom  he  believed  wTere  available  for 
patronage  of  a  100  w^att  station.  Mr.  Fox  is  about  to  mark 
that  list  and  show  the  persons  on  that  list  who  have  used 
KDYL  as  an  existing  facility  during  the  period  KDYL  has 
been  a  network  station. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  might  be  all  right,  but  what  does  that 
really  prove?  KDYL  might  have  them  and  another  sta¬ 
tion  may  go  in  there  with  a  less  rate  and  get  them.  It  would 
have  no  probative  value. 

Examiner  Hill :  The  Commission  will  understand  that. 

Mr.  Callister:  They  will  understand  that;  there  may  be 
many  factors  that  might  enter  into  it  so  it  would  be  of  no 
value. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think,  though,  that  sufficiently  proving  that 
to  get  them  they  have  to  get  them  awray  from  an  existing 
station  sufficiently  proves  my  point. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  will  overrule  the  objection. 
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Mr.  Ewing:  I  will  object  further  on  the  ground  that 
they  had  an  opportunity  to  abstract  their  records  and 
could  have  brought  them  here  without  much  cost,  and,  fur¬ 
ther,  that  the  list  that  they  give  shows  no  time  and  they 
may  be  simply  spot  advertisements. 

Examiner  Hill :  As  I  understand  it,  this  list  was  filed  by 
another  station. 

Mr.  Segal :  By  another  applicant. 

Examiner  Hill :  This  witness  proposes  to  show  how  many 
on  this  list  have  used  his  station? 

Mr.  Callister:  All  right.  Let  it  go  in.  It  will  not  hurt 
anything. 

Examiner  Hill:  Objection  overruled. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Are  you  in  position  to  do  this  quickly?  A.  Do  you 
want  me  to  do  that  on  this  one  ? 

Mr.  Segal:  Yes. 

(Witness  starts  to  comply.) 

Mr.  Callister :  Is  this  the  copy  he  marked? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  It  is  true  and  correct? 

The  Witness:  Yes. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  We  are  speaking  now  of  Callister  Exhibit  7,  is  that 
correct  ? 

The  Witness :  That  is  correct. 

Q.  Now,  while  we  are  going  through  this  thing,  I 
523  can  do  two  things  at  once;  has  there  been  any  dif¬ 
ference  with  regard  to  the  check  marks  you  have 
placed  on  Callister  Exhibit  7  with  regard  to  the  period 
when  you  were  a  Columbia  outlet  and  the  period  when 
you  were  an  N.B.C.  outlet?  In  other  words,  are  there 
any  substantial  number  of  check  marks  there  relating  to  ac¬ 
counts  that  you  carried  before  you  went  on  N.B.C.  A. 
Why,  there  may  have  been  an  improvement  in  business, 
generally  speaking,  in  the  last  year. 

(After  discussion  oft  the  record  it  was  agreed  that  the 
copy  of  Paul  Q.  Callister  Exhibit  7  on  which  the  witness 
had  made  check  marks  to  indicate  certain  information 
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might  be  substituted  for  a  copy  of  the  exhibit  previously 
marked,  which  was  done.) 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  on  the  N.  B.  C.  network?  A. 
It  will  be  three  years  in  September. 

Q.  Am  I  to  understand  that  during  that  three  year  period 
your  number  of  local  accounts  has  increased  or  decreased? 
A.  If  they  have  increased  I  would  say  that  it  would  be  a 
very  small  percent. 

Q.  Does  KDYL  have  any  newspaper  connection?  A. 
None. 

Q.  Has  KDYL  given  free  time  to  the  Musician’s  Union 
from  time  to  time  for  the  boosting  of  its  affairs?  A.  Any 
time  they  asked  for  it. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  might  say  that  these  questions  are  all  ad¬ 
dressed  to  allegations  made  in  the  depositions. 

Q.  Has  there  been  a  regular  annual  affair  through  which 
the  union  has  used  the  facilities  of  KDYL?  A. 
524  There  has  been  for  a  number  of  years.  I  cannot  re¬ 
call  whether  they  have  had  an  affair  in  the  last  year 
or  two.  I  cannot  say  they  have  conducted  it.  It  was  mainly, 
I  think,  some  affair  they  used  to  give  for  their  own  benefit. 

Q.  Does  KDYL  make  time  available  for  the  Farm  Bu¬ 
reau?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  there  time  available  for  the  use  of  the  Utah  Amer¬ 
ican  Federation  of  Labor  on  your  station,  Mr.  Fox?  A. 
There  is,  based  on  what  they  want  to  use  the  facilities  for. 

Q.  KDYL  makes  a  charge  for  political  time,  does  it  not? 
A.  It  does. 

Q.  Did  KDYL  turn  down  an  announcement  offered  it  by 
a  candidate  for  some  municipal  office,  running  on  a  Labor 
ticket?  A.  Mv  recollection  of  that  is  very  hazy.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  dates  back  several  years,  and  if  it  did,  it  was 
evidently  due  to — 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  object  to  what  it  was  evidently  due  to. 

Examiner  Hill :  Yes.  If  he  remembers  he  can  state,  but 
if  he  does  not — 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  If  there  was  such  a  situation,  it  was  several  years 
ago?  A.  Several  years  ago  and  I  cannot  recall  it. 

Q.  What  is  the  situation  in  the  Salt  Lake  area  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  transcription  programs  of  the  World  Broad- 
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525  casting  System?  A.  KDYL  has  the  franchise  for 
playing  the  World  Broadcasting  Transcriptions  for 

the  State  of  Utah. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  Dr.  Reherd  of  Westminster  College? 
Do  you  know  him?  A.  No,  I  do  not  know  the  man. 

Q.  Has  Westminster  College  made  use  of  the  facilities  of 
KDYL?  A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Has  the  college  requested  those  facilities?  A.  Not  to 
my  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Dr.  Goshen  ?  A.  Quite  well. 

Q.  Has  he  made  use  of  the  facilities  of  your  station?  A. 
On  a  few  occasions. 

Q.  About  how  long  ago  ?  A.  I  recall  that  he  had  six  pro¬ 
grams  on  the  air  in  the  early  stages  of  the  N.R.A.  drive. 
These  broadcasts  were  by  remote  control  from  his  pulpit, 
and  that  is  about  all  I  know  about  that.  He  has,  I  believe,  a 
period  on  our  station  on  one  or  two  other  occasions.  I  can¬ 
not  recall  just  what  the  nature  of  his  broadcast  was. 

Q.  Was  there  any  arrangement  with  regard  to  compensa¬ 
tion  in  that  regard?  A.  Regarding  the  times  he  has  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  station,  they  were  arranged  through  a  local 
sponsorship  at  the  time. 

Q.  What  type  of  sponsorship  was  it,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  The 
cost  of  the  pick-up  arrangements,  and,  if  I  am  not  mistaken, 
at  the  time  he  was  on  the  air  it  was  through  a  sponsorship, 
I  believe,  of  the  Utah  Power  &  Light  Company. 

526  Q.  And  was  Dr.  Goshen  compensated  personally 
for  his  services  in  connection  with  that  program?  A. 

On  those  particular  programs,  I  do  not  know,  unless  he  was 
from  the — 

Q.  Just  state  what  you  know.  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  Dr.  Jacob  Trapp  of  the  First  Unitar¬ 
ian  Society  of  Salt  Lake,  who  testified  by  deposition?  A. 
Yes. 


Q.  And  has  he  made  use  of  the  facilities  of  your  station 
from  time  to  time?  A.  He  used  our  station;  I  believe  he 
used  it  a  number  of  times  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

Q.  Has  KDYL  conducted  what  it  calls  a  Church  of  the 
Air?  A.  Yes,  it  had  a  church  of  the  Air  on,  I  believe,  for 
about  a  year  straight,  a  year  to  a  year  and  a  half. 

Q.  And  what  was  the  nature  of  that  program?  A.  That 
was  rather  a  non-sectarian  program  to  permit  the  various 
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religious  groups  the  use  of  our  facilities,  and  we  gave  them 
15  minutes  on  a  Sunday  afternoon. 

Q.  Was  it  rotated  among  the  various  ministers  in  Salt 
Lake?  A.  Yes.  In  order  to  secure  their  cooperation  and 
get  them  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  we  had  to  go  through 
a  considerable  amount  of  effort,  and  in  most  cases  quite  a 
number  of  disappointments. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  disappointments?  A. 

527  Well,  they  were  not  prepared  to  use  the  medium,  the 
facility,  they  had  not  preparations  made,  and,  after 

allotting  the  time  for  them  we  found  that  it  was  rather  dif¬ 
ficult  to  keep  the  momentum  going.  However,  we  tried  our 
best  and  succeeded  for  about  a  year. 

Q.  And  then  what  happened  to  the  program?  A.  It  grad¬ 
ually  faded  off  the  air  due  to  the  lack  of  cooperation  from 
their  standpoint. 

Q.  Has  KDYL  ever  enforced  any  policy  of  giving  pre¬ 
ferred  treatment,  either  to  the  Catholic  Church  or  the  L.  D. 
S.  Church  in  allotting  time  for  these  programs?  A.  KDYL 
is  strictly  an  open  station  for  all  religious  groups. 

Q.  Have  you  made  an  analysis,  Mr.  Fox,  from  your  sta¬ 
tion  logs  of  the  extensive  tabulations  that  were  made  in  the 
depositions  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  and  at¬ 
tached  to  them  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  exhibit  1? 
Just  answer  that  question  yes  or  no.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  find  that  the  listings  contained  in  that  depo¬ 
sition  of  purported  programs  over  your  station  checked  ac¬ 
curately  with  the  logs  ? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  suggest,  Mr.  Examiner,  if  he  wishes  to 
check  the  accuracy  of  any  exhibits  attached  to  the  deposi¬ 
tions  against  his  logs,  they  are  the  best  evidence.  I  am  not 
responsible  for  any  check  he  may  make  or  may  not,  or  the 
system  he  uses  in  making  the  check.  He  has  his  logs,  and  if 
they  don’t  agree  with  the  statement  appearing  in  the  depo¬ 
sitions,  he  can  submit  his  logs. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  make  that  same  objection  and  again 

528  state  that  the  proper  way  to  put  in  this  testimony 
and  these  exhibits  is  to  bring  here  their  records,  and 

if  they  are  ashamed  of  them  they  should  not  be  allowred  in 
any  way  to  bring  hearsay  evidence  in  here. 

Mr.  Segal:  All  right,  strike  the  question. 
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Mr.  Ewing :  I  ask  them  now  and  demand  that  their  rec¬ 
ords  be  brought  here  from  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Callister :  If  your  Honor  please,  this  is  merely  pre¬ 
liminary.  Mr.  Segal  is  attempting  to  put  them  in  here.  He 
has  them  in  his  hand  and  is  trying  to  shorten  the  time.  I 
don ’t  think  you  know  that,  Mr.  Ewing.  He  has  the  original 
logs  in  his  hand. 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right,  introduce  them. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  was  just  trying  to  pull  a  short  one  here. 

Examiner  Hill:  Gentlemen,  it  is  12:30.  P.  M.  Suppose 
we  take  a  recess. 

Mr.  Segal :  Let  me  get  this  one  exhibit  in  and  I  think  I 
will  be  through  and  he  can  be  cross  examined. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Is  KDYL  Exhibit  11  the  original  log  of  the  station  for 
the  period  from  January  6th  to  January  12th,  1935,  inclu¬ 
sive?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  offer  those  in  evidence. 

Mr.  Callister :  No  objection. 

Mr.  Segal:  May  I  have  leave  to  withdraw  this  original 
upon  substitution  of  photostatic  copies? 

529  Examiner  Hill :  That  may  be  done. 

(The  documents  marked  KDYL  Exhibit  11, 
Docket  2612  et  al,  Witness  Fox  were  thereupon  received  in 
evidence  permission  being  granted  to  substitute  photo¬ 
static  copies  in  duplicate  therefor.) 

Mr  Segal :  Let  the  record  show  at  this  time  that  I  am 
returning  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  depositions 
which  I  was  permitted  to  borrow  yesterday. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  how  long  have  you  been  identified  with 
KDYL?  A.  Since  the  Fall  of  1926. 

Q.  Has  that  been  an  active  identification  with  the  station 
at  all  times?  A.  Absolutely. 

Q.  Has  the  station  been  a  profitable  enterprise  ? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Now,  I  object  to  that.  The  records  would 
be  the  best  evidence,  the  corporation  records.  They  can  in¬ 
troduce  the  records  to  prove  it  has  been  a  losing  proposi¬ 
tion  if  they  wish  to. 
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Examiner  Hill :  I  will  overrule  the  objection.  Go  ahead 
and  answer  the  question. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object  to  the  form  of  the  question.  I 
have  no  objection  to  his  testifying  that  the  station  has 
earned  a  profit,  but  the  word  4  ‘  profitable ’  7  is  susceptible  of 
several  interpretations. 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  All  right,  has  the  station  been  operated  at  a  profit? 

A.  In  recent  years. 

530  Q.  How  recent?  A.  Oh,  as  a  matter  of  the  last 

two  or  three  vears. 

•/ 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  with  regard  to  the  various  types  of 
programs  that  are  generally  classified  as  civic,  religious, 
agricultural,  community,  and  so  forth,  do  you  recall  any  oc¬ 
casion  in  your  administration  of  KDYL  that  it  ever  turned 
down  any  such  program?  A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  With  regard  to  advertising  programs,  have  adver¬ 
tisers  been  turned  down  from  station  KDYL  for  local  pro¬ 
grams  or  announcements?  A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  all  the  testimony. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  we  will  take  a  recess  until  two 
o’clock,  gentlemen. 

(Whereupon,  at  12 :35  p.  m.  a  recess  was  taken  until  2 :00 
p.  m.  of  the  same  day.) 

531  AFTER  RECESS. 

(The  hearing  was  resumed  at  2 :00  o’clock  P.  M.  following 
the  taking  of  recess.) 

Examiner  Hill :  We  are  ready  to  proceed. 

S.  S.  Fox  resumed  the  stand  as  a  witness  and  having  been 
previously  duly  sworn,  testified  further  as  follows: 

Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society) 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right,  Mr.  Examiner,  I  want  to  renew 
my  objection  to  those  bales  of  exhibits  that  were  put  in 
which  cannot  be  anything  else  than  hearsay  because  they 
have  not  been  identified. 

Examiner  Hill :  What  exhibits  do  you  refer  to? 
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Mr.  Ewing:  8  and  9.  I  have  not  counted  them  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Let  us  see  what  they  are. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  take  it  he  objects  to  each  and  every  one  of 
them.  ; 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  believe  now  that  we  have  introduced  the 
log  these  others  should  be  ignored. 

Mr.  Segal:  Exhibit  9,  the  one  you  have  in  your  hand 
there,  has  not  been  admitted  in  its  entirety,  but  only  insofar 
as  the  facts  have  been  identified  by  the  witness.  As  for  ex¬ 
hibit  8,  the  list  of  persons  who  broadcast,  the  witness  testi¬ 
fied  he  knew  they  had  been  on  the  air. 

Examiner  Hill:  My  idea  about  9  is  that  it  contains  a 
lot  of  statements  and  conclusions. 

Mr.  Segal :  Only  in  so  far  as  it  gives  the  break-down  of 
the  organizations  that  used  the  station,  and  so  forth. 
532  I  only  offered  the  document  because  I  did  not  want  to 
break  it  up.  These  the  witness  testified  he  knows 
about  and  there  have  been  a  lot  of  percentages  which  have 
been  collected  and  testified  to  be  accurate. 

Examiner  Hill :  He  goes  ahead  and  testifies  what  the 
station’s  policy  is. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  think  a  general  statement  of  policy  has 
been  given  by  each  of  the  applicants. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  reserved  the  ruling  on  it  on  9.  I  don ’t 
remember  just  what  8  was. 

Mr.  Segal :  8  was  admitted. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  submit  that  anyone  picking  that  up  would 
not  know  what  it  was. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  will  have  to  be  considered  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  his  testimony  in  respect  to  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  to  try  to  get  the  record  straight,  I 
will  go  slow  because  this  is  all  more  or  less  new  to  me  and 
I  want  to  be  extremely  fair.  You  testified  that  the  Assis¬ 
tant  Manager  of  KDYL  received  $450  a  month,  did  you? 
A.  Correct. 

Q.  Is  that  right?  But  you  testified  that  that  was  Mr. 
Lasky  yesterday,  did  you  not?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  So,  Mr.  Lasky  gets  $450  a  month?  And  may  I  ask 
what  your  salary  is?  A.  $1200. 

Q.  $1200  a  month?  A.  Yes. 
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533  Q.  $1200  a  month?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is  a  better  job  than  I’ve  got.  Now,  there 
was  a  secretary — Mr.  Lasky,  as  I  recall,  was  assistant  man¬ 
ager  and  Vice  President  ?  A.  No,  Mr.  Lasky  has  been  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Assistant  manager. 

Q.  Is  there  a  Vice  President  in  between  there  that  re¬ 
ceives  a  salary?  A.  No,  there  are  no  other  salaries. 

Q.  Yon  testified,  I  think,  yesterday,  that  there  are  six 
stockholders  in  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  other  than  the  stockholders,  are  there  other  offi¬ 
cers?  Can  a  person  be  an  officer  of  your  company,  the 
Inter-Mountain  Broadcasting  Company,  without  being  a 
stockholder?  A.  No. 

Q.  What  other  of  the  stockholders  receive  salaries  be¬ 
sides  you  and  Mr.  Lasky?  A.  None  other. 

Q.  He  acts  as  Assistant  Secretary  and  Manager  for  $450 
a  month?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  none  of  the  other  stockholders  are  on  salary?  A. 
No. 

Q.  Now,  what  other  officers  of  the  concern  are  there  on 
salaries,  not  the  employees,  but  officers,  besides  you 

534  and  Mr.  Lasky?  A.  None  other. 

Q.  All  right.  Then  who  is  the  next  officer  down 
the  line  from  you  and  Mr.  Lasky?  A.  Vice  President? 

Q.  Well,  whoever  it  is.  A.  I  am  the  President;  Mr.  Lasky 
is  the  Secretary;  Mr.  F.  B.  Provol  is  Vice  President. 

Q.  Does  Mr.  Provol  receive  a  salary?  A.  No. 

Q.  Then  which  is  the  next  lowest  salary  below  Mr. 
Lasky ’s  $450  a  month?  A.  The  next  salary  is  sales  man¬ 
ager. 

Q.  What  does  he  recieve  a  month?  A.  $375.00. 

Q.  And,  then,  coming  down  the  line  to  the  next  salary 
below  the  sales  manager?  A.  The  next  salary  would  be  in 
the  sales  department,  $300. 

Q.  $300  a  month?  Now,  this  sales  manager,  what  is  his 
name?  A.  Fred  Horwitz. 

Q.  What  does  he  do  ?  A.  He  sells,  and  manages  the  sales¬ 
men  indirectly,  through  me. 

Q.  How  many  salesmen  have  you?  A.  Right  now  we 
have  three. 

Q.  And  he  receives  $375  a  month  for  taking  care  of  the 
salesmen?  Now,  the  next  man  that  you  mentioned,

535  what  is  his  name,  the  assistant  sales  manager?  A. 
There  is  no  assistant  sales  manager.  You  mean  in 

the  sales  department? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  He  is  just  another  salesman. 

Q.  And  his  salary?  A.  His  salary  is  $225.00. 

Q.  And  then  the  next  salary  down  the  line  from  $225.00? 
A.  Well,  there  is  the  chief  technician  that  gets  $225.00. 

Q.  "What  does  the  assistant  Chief  Technician  get?  A. 
All  the  other  technicians, — there  are  two  others, —  get 
$175.00.  Then  there  is  one  that  draws  $125.00. 

Q.  Then,  coming  on  down —  A.  The  announcers;  there 
are  three  that  draw  $175  and  one,  $200. 

Q.  Then  you  get  down  to  the  operators?  A.  I  just  gave 
those,  the  technicians. 

Q.  They  are  the  technicians?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  you  have  an  auditor  and  book  keeper?  A.  The 
auditor  gets  $200,  the  book  keeper. 

Q.  To  make  time  we  will  lump  the  rest  of  them?  A.  The 
rest  of  them  are  in  various  capacities  ranging  from  $75.00 
to  $150.00. 

Q.  So  that  you  have  a  total  of  some  26  or  27  employees? 
A.  Between  25  and  30. 

Q.  And  the  total  payroll  runs  what  per  month, 

536  $12,000  or  $13,000?  A.  No,  the  total  payroll  runs 
around  $5600. 

Q.  What  does  it  cost  you  to  operate  the  station  per 
month?  A.  The  station  all  told  costs  on  an  average  of 
about  from  $12,500  to  around,  I  would  say,  $13,500  or 
$14,000. 

Mr.  Callister:  Mr.  Ewing,  we  have  not  found  out  what 
Paul  Segal’s  salary  is. 

Mr.  Ewing:  We  will  get  to  it.  Suppose  we  find  that  out 
now. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Mr.  Examiner,  just  a  minute. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  think  it  would  be  most  interesting. 
Examiner  Hill:  There  has  not  been  any  proof  to  show 
Mr.  Segal  has  been  regularly  employed  as  an  artist  or  as  a 
technician. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  discussed  this  with  Mr.  Fox  this  noon  and 
we  decided  we  would  satisfy  Mr.  Ewing’s  curiosity  about 
anything.  There  is  no  use  objecting  to  this  thing.  It  is 
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as  remote  as  it  can  be,  but  if  Mr.  Ewing  wants  to  spend  the 
afternoon  at  it — 

The  Witness :  I  will  answer  any  question  you  ask. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  want  to  interpose  an  objection  to  cross  ex¬ 
amination  upon  matters  which  are  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
direct  examination,  and,  second,  to  matters  which  are  im¬ 
material  and  irrelevant  to  the  issues  in  this  hearing,  and 
incompetent. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  has  not  been  the  practice  here  to  limit 
the  cross  examination  to  the  direct  examination,  the  matters 
brought  out  on  direct  examination,  but  I  think  the 
537  special  attorney’s  compensation,  unless  he  is  regu¬ 
larly  employed,  would  not  throw  any  light  on  this 
hearing. 

Mr.  Ewing:  We  are  all  admitting  that  Mr.  Segal  is  a 
very  fine  radio  lawyer  and  we  assume  under  the  Washing¬ 
ton  schedule  of  pay  for  attorneys  that  the  salary  is  big,  but 
we  assume  also  that  the  station  can  bear  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Now,  does  the  stock,  after  that  load  is  put  on,  still  pay 
dividends  ? 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner;  it  is  incompetent, 
irrelevant  and  immaterial. 

Examiner  Hill :  What  was  the  question? 

(The  pending  question  was  read  by  the  reporter  as 
follows:) 

“Q.  Now,  does  the  stock,  after  that  load  is  put  on,  still 
pay  dividends ?” 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think  it  ought  to  be  answered.  Mr.  Ewing 
wants  to  know. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  will  overrule  the  objection. 

The  Witness :  Do  you  want  me  to  answer? 

Examiner  Hill :  Yes. 

The  Witness :  It  has  paid  dividends  in  the  last  two  years. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  may  qualify  that  question  by  saying  it  was 
shown  here  yesterday  that  this  applicant  has  money  to  put 
into  other  radio  concerns,  and  I  wanted  to  find  out  if  they 
paid  dividends. 

Examiner  Hill :  He  has  answered  the  question. 
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; 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  In  two  years,  how  much  dividend,  Mr.  Fox? 

538  A.  They  paid,  I  think,  4  per  cent  dividend  in  1933 
and  $1.00  a  share  in  1934. 

Q.  $1.00  a  share  and  there  are  100  shares,  you  said?  A. 
No,  there  are  12,650  shares  issued. 

Q.  So,  it  paid  $1.00  a  share  in  1934?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Segal:  What  was  the  per  share  rate  in  1933? 

A.  The  per  share  rate  would  be  40  cents.  4  per  cent  would 
be  40  cents.  Yes,  40  cents  in  1933  and  $1.00  in  1934. 

Q.  You  have  built  a  lucrative  business — 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  objected  to.  That  is  a  very  small 
profit  for  a  broadcasting  station  investment.  I  don’t  think 
the  witness’  testimony  should  be  characterized. 

Mr.  Ewing :  All  right,  I  will  withdraw  the  question. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  you  have  testified  that  the  preferred 
time  was  from  6 :00  to  10 :00  P.  M.?  A.  6 :00  to  10:30. 

Q.  6:00  to  10:30?  A.  That  is  considered  preferred  time. 
Q.  Is  all  that  time  taken  up  by  National  Broadcasting? 
A.  No. 

Q.  What  did  you  introduce  there?  A.  I  introduced  the 
number  of  hours  available  for  other  sponsorship. 

Q.  Other  sponsorship?  A.  That  means  local  or  spot  na¬ 
tional  or  anybody  else  who  will  buy  it. 

Q.  May  I  see  that  exhibit?  Do  you  remember  the 

539  number?  A.  There  are  several  of  them. 

Mr.  Segal :  A  whole  string  of  them  running  from 
3  to  7 ;  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  “The  evening  hours  during  the  period  from  6:00  to 
10 :30  p.  m.  not  sold  to  network  accounts,  the  last  15  days  of 
August.”  Why  did  you  limit  it  to  August?  A.  I  did  not 
limit  it  to  August.  I  gave  you  about  five  months. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  what  the  months  were?  A.  Yes;  July, 
August,  September,  November,  and  January. 

Q.  Why  did  you  skip  December?  A.  Why  did  I  skip  the 
other  seven  months? 
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Q.  Because  they  did  not  come  in  between.  A.  I  gave  a 
pretty  definite  outline  of  what  radio  consists  of,  both  in  the 
dull  times  and  in  the  busy  times. 

Examiner  Hill:  As  I  remember,  the  witness  testified 
that  would  cover  an  average  period. 

The  Witness:  I  think  anybody  familiar  with  the  radio 
business  would  appreciate  that. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Well,  you  gave  five  months,  and  in  the  middle  of  them 
was  December.  Now,  why  did  you  not  take  them  straight 
through  for  the  six  months,  and  why  did  you  cut  out  Decem¬ 
ber?  Was  it  because  there  was  no  available  time  in  Decem¬ 
ber?  A.  No,  there  is  just  as  much  available  time  in  De¬ 
cember  as  there  is  in  any  other  month,  as  there  is  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  Take  November ;  there  is  much  in  December  as 
540  there  is  in  November.  You  see,  if  you  understand 
anything  about  chain  operation,  our  broadcast  sched¬ 
ule  is  the  same  as  far  as  the  chain  is  concerned  during  the 
season  of  the  year,  starting  about  in  October  or  November. 
We  do  not  change  any  and  if  there  is  a  program  added  there 
is  one  lost.  It  is  practically  the  same. 

Q.  Did  you  say  it  included  the  month  of  January,  1935, 
these  exhibits?  A.  January,  up  to  the  15th. 

Q.  Up  to  the  15th?  A.  Yes,  the  first  to  the  fifteenth,  I 
brought  here. 

Q.  See  if  I  can  help  you  along  a  little.  I  don’t  see  Janu¬ 
ary  15th. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  will  be  glad  to  get  it  for  you.  (Handing) 

Mr.  Ewing :  Thank  you. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Suppose  we  take  January  6th ;  I  want  to  ask  you,  if  I 
may,  something  about  that. 

According  to  the  exhibit  A  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany,  it  started  in  the  morning  at  6 :30  on  January  6th,  and 
he  gave  out  “6:30,”  “Early  Birds,  Studio  presentation.” 
And  it  says,  “When  you  hear  the  signal  it  will  be  exactly 
7 :00  o’clock  correct  time,  Mountain  Standard  Time.” 

Q.  Then  at  7 :00  o  ’clock,  N.  B.  C.  Balladeers ;  ten  sec¬ 
onds  to  7 :15. 
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7:15,  N.  B.  C.,  Renaissance  Quintet,  10  seconds  before 
7 :30. 

541  What  does  that  mean?  A.  10  seconds  before  7 :30? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  don’t  know.  I  did  not  write  that 

out,  Mr.  Ewing. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  am  going  to  ask  you  now ;  the  Balladeers, 
7 :15,  how  long  did  they  stay  on? 

A.  The  Balladeers  were  on  the  air  from  7 :00  to  7 :15,  and 
the  Renaissance  Quintet  was  on  from  7 :15  to  7 :30 ;  and  the 
so-called  program  that  you  have  on  “ Early  Birds”  was 
not  on  the  air  that  morning,  but  the  N.  B.  C.  Melody  Hour 
was  on,  and  not  the  Early  Birds ;  so  your  log  is  incorrect. 

Q.  You  heard  the  stenographer  in  Salt  Lake  City  say 
that  she  took  this  with  a  stop  watch  on  the  6th  of  January, 
did  you  not?  A.  She  could  not  have  taken  that  program 
with  a  stop  watch  if  it  was  not  on  the  air.  She  simply  took 
that  out  of  the  newspaper  and  made  an  error. 

Q.  You  think  that  those  two  stenographers  that  testified 
to  alternating  and  taking  this  stuff  in  shorthand  with  a 
stop  watch  were  not  telling  the  truth?  A.  No,  they  made  a 
number  of  errors. 

Q.  I  know,  but  they  might  make  an  error  and  still  tell  the 
truth?  A.  They  probably  meant  well;  they  probably  did 
not  get  up  early  enough  in  the  morning  to  get  that  program 
and  took  it  out  of  the  newspaper  evidently. 

Q.  The  Early  Birds  were  not  on  on  that  date?  A.  No,  it 
was  not  on. 

Q.  WThat  was  on?  A.  The  Melody  Hour,  over  N.  B.  C. 

Q.  Is  that  sustaining  time  ?  A.  That  is  a  sustain- 

542  ing  30  minute  program,  6 :30  to  7 :00,  a  30  minute 
program. 

Q.  What  is  it,  phonograph  records  ?  A.  Oh,  no,  that  is  a 
chain  program.  N.  B.  C.  means  chain. 

Q.  National  Broadcasting?  A.  Yes,  National  Broad¬ 
casting. 

Q.  Then  the  Balladeers,  that  is  National  Broadcasting? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  Renaissance  Quintet,  that  is  national?  A. 
Yes,  sir,  N.  B.  C.  Wherever  it  says  “N.  B.  C.”  that  is 
National. 
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Q.  7 :45,  Alden  Edkins,  N.  B.  C. ;  what  was  Alden  talking 
about?  A.  Alden  Edkins  is  over  N  B.  C.  You  want  to  ask 
me  what  he  was  talking  about? 

Q.  Yes,  what  were  they  talking  about?  A.  I  am  very  1 
sorry,  I  did  not  get  up  that  early  on  Sunday  morning. 

Q.  Was  it  religious  or  labor?  A.  I  don’t  think  it  was 
religious. 

Q.  It  was  not  religious?  A.  I  don’t  think  it  is  classed  as 
a  religious  program. 

Q.  There  has  been  a  lot  of  testimony  here  about  free 
time  for  religious  and  agricultural  program.  I  do  not  know 
what  it  is,  and  I  wanted  you  to  tell  me.  A.  If  you  want  me 
to  analyze  or  construe  it  for  you,  ’when  you  get  to  that  same 
day,  around,  let  us  see — 

543  7 :45.  A.  You  asked  what  a  religious  program  is. 
When  you  get  to  4:00  o’clock  on  the  afternoon,  be¬ 
tween  4 :00  and  4 :30  you  will  find  an  N.  B.  C.  Catholic  Hour 
program  which  is  called  “Religious.” 

Q.  What  about  this  fell  Edkins?  What  kind  of  a  broad¬ 
cast  was  that?  A.  The  Alden  Edkins  and  others,  I  cannot 
answer  that.  I  would  have  to  go  back  to  N.  B.  C.  ’s  files  to 
find  out  what  that  program  is.  I  do  not  listen  to  all  these 
programs,  neither  can  I  tell  you  what  they  are  all  about. 

Q.  It  was  not  religious,  you  said?  A.  I  don’t  think  it 
was. 

Q.  It  was  not  agriculture?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  it  was  not  labor?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  it  was  not  educational?  A.  I  don’t  know  whether 
it  was  or  not.  Mr.  Ewing,  don’t  forget  this  happens  to  be 
a  Sunday  log  that  you  are  referring  to  now,  so  don’t  expect 
things  on  Sunday  that  you  would  get  ordinarily  during  the 
week.  Bear  that  in  mind  before  you  go  much  further. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  by  that  that  Sunday  would  naturally  be 
all  National  Broadcasting?  A.  Oh,  no,  but  Sunday  does 
not  go  in  for  a  great  many  types  of  programs  that  you 
might  find  during  the  weeks. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  it  mostly?  Is  it  mostly  National  Broad¬ 
casting  on  Sunday,  or  do  the  local  people  do  some 

544  broadcasting  and  advertising  on  Sunday?  A.  That 
is  a  matter  of  elements  that  enter  into  it.  There  is 

no  basis  of  reasoning  who  uses  it  and  who  does  not.  It  is 
just  how  we  are  called  upon  to  serve. 
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Q.  Well,  let  us  go  on  with  this  one,  Mr.  Fox.  Then  we 
come  down  to  8 :00  o  ’clock ;  station  KSL,  30  seconds  before 
8:00.  A.  You  are  referring  now  to  KDYL  log  there?  That 
was  checked — does  it  say  “KSL”  there? 

Q.  No,  KDYL;  “Untouched  by  Jealousy  of  Common 
Clay.”  What  was  that?  A.  That  was  not  on  our  station. 
The  girl  must  have  got  a  little  confused  in  writing  that 
sheet.  At  8 :00  o  ’clock  we  had  the  Radio  Pulpit  which  would 
be  considered,  I  imagine,  from  the  title,  a  religious  pro¬ 
gram. 

Q.  Let  us  see  if  we  can  check  up.  It  says  N.  B.  C.  at 
8:01,  Radio  Pulpit,  by  Dr.  S.  Parkes  Cadman.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  are  still  convinced  that  this  “Untouched  by  Jeal¬ 
ousy  of  Common  Clay”  and  those  things,  do  not  come  on? 
A.  Oh,  no;  they  were  not  on  our  station.  Here  is  our  log 
and  we  had  the  Radio  Pulpit  on  between  8 :00  and  8 :30. 

Q.  This  was  an  advertisement  for  the  Egyptian  Theater 
in  Ogden.  A.  Egyptian  Theater?  That  was  on  our  sta¬ 
tion  at  8 :00  oclock. 

Q.  It  says,  “First  Run  Picture,  Judith  Allen  in 
545  Men  in  White.  ’  ’  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Was  that —  A.  That  announcement  was  on 
our  station. 

Q.  That  announcement  was  on  your  station?  A.  But  not 
the  program. 

Q.  How  long  did  it  take  ?  A.  Twenty  words. 

Q.  Twenty  words?  That  is  a  flash?  A.  Yes,  it  is  a  flash 
there. 

Q.  According  to  this  exhibit  it  took  30  seconds.  Then 
was  the  rest  of  that  time  from  8 :00 —  A.  You  see,  there  are 
20  seconds  between  the  chain  programs.  Let  me  get  you 
a  little  familiar  with  the  operation  of  the  radio.  There  are 
20  seconds  between  chain  programs  and  that  announcement 
came  in  the  20  second  break. 

Q.  All  right.  That  was  a  local  announcement,  was  it 
not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is  one.  That  is  the  first  one  that  day,  is  it  not? 
A.  No,  I  think  there  was  one  on  this  day  at  7 :45. 

Q.  What  was  it  about?  A.  It  was  also  a  20  word  an¬ 
nouncement  for  the  Merchant’s  Salvage  Company. 

Q.  The  Smart  Shop?  A.  That  is  it,  the  Smart  Shop. 

Q.  So  this  is  No.  2  for  20  seconds?  A.  Yes. 
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546  Q.  No.  1  was  20  seconds? 

Mr.  Segal :  Are  you  going  to  count  in  the  spot  an¬ 
nouncements  ? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  when  you  introduce  them  by  the  bale  I 
am  going  to  check  them  up. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Now,  let  us  get  down  to  this  Radio  Pulpit  by  Dr.  Cad- 
man.  A.  Radio  Pulpit,  yes,  sir.  That  is — 

Q.  That  is  National  Broadcasting?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  denomination  is  Dr.  Cadman? 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  object  to  that  as  immaterial. 

The  Witness :  I  am  sorry,  I  cannot  answer  all  those  ques¬ 
tions. 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  is  not  immaterial. 

The  Witness :  I  do  not  know  what  denomination  he  is. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Just  a  minute.  I  want  my  objection  on  the 
record.  I  object  to  all  of  this  detailed  cross  examination 
upon  matters  which  are  immaterial  to  the  issues  in  this 
case.  It  is  recognized  and  every  one  knows  that  KDYL  is 
an  N.  B.  C.  outlet.  If  Dr.  Cadman  broadcasts  on  the  N.  B. 
C.  chain  it  is  quite  probable  that  KDYL  carries  the  broad¬ 
cast,  but  whether  or  not  Dr.  Cadman  is  a  Presbyterian  or 
Methodist  or  some  other  denomination  is  totally  immaterial 
to  the  issues  here. 

Examiner  Hill:  He  already  answered  the  question  and 
said  he  did  not  know. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  want  to  object  to  any  further  cross  examin¬ 
ation  of  this  kind. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  want  to  enter  into 

547  that  objection  on  the  further  ground  that  he  is 
reading  from  some  exhibit  that  has  been  put  in  before 

and  I  don’t  see  that  anything  can  be  gained  by  going  over 
a  day’s  program  already  in  evidence  in  an  exhibit  and  ask¬ 
ing  what  each  thing  is. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  occurs  to  the  Examiner  that  this  is  just 
a  question  of  the  difference.  Both  these  exhibits  are  in,  as 
I  understand  it,  or  copies  of  them. 

Mr.  Segal:  We  have  the  actual  log. 

Examiner  Hill :  And  they  are  subject  to  comparison. 

Mr.  Fisher:  And  one  is  a  deposition  that  should  have 
been  cross  examined  upon  at  that  time. 
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Examiner  Hill:  I  don’t  want  to  shut  off  anything  that 
has  not  been  shown,  or  if  there  are  any  of  the  exhibits  that 
are  wrong,  or  in  error  in  any  way,  I  think  that  is  entirely 
proper  to  show  wherein  they  are  incorrect. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  those  depositions  there  are 
filled  with  testimony  to  the  effect  that  these  people  furnish 
for  the  people  of  Utah,  the  agricultural  interests,  the  labor 
people,  the  religious  people,  and  the  educators,  the  kind  of 
material  that  those  people  want,  and  stuff  that  educates 
them,  and  that  they,  therefore,  do  not  need  any  local  people 
to  do  that.  I  am  simply  trying  to  show  that  what  they  count 
as  being  educational,  and  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
comes  from  New  York  City  and  not  from  Utah. 

Examiner  Hill:  Well,  don’t  these  exhibits  already  show 
that,  that  they  have  offered? 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  don’t  know  whether  they  do  or  not. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  understand  they  are  all  marked 
“N.B.C.”  where  they  are. 

548  Mr.  Segal :  Yes,  take  a  look  at  it.  Let  me  interrupt 
to  see  if  I  can  help  Mr.  Ewing  out. 

Mr.  Fox,  do  you  originate  any  programs  for  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company? 

The  Witness :  No. 

Mr.  Segal:  Will  that  not  help  you  out?  All  the  N.B.C. 
programs  come  from  out  of  town,  either  San  Francisco, 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  or  Chicago. 

Mr.  Ewing:  There  seems  to  be  some  question  about  doing 
this  this  way.  Maybe  we  can  do  it  another  way*  a  shorter 
way.  Haven’t  we  got  an  exhibit  here  showing  the  number 
of  hours?  Possibly  I  have  got  it. 

Mr.  Fisher :  Are  you  speaking  of  one  of  the  exhibits  put 
in  today? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  showing  the  number  of  hours.  I  have  it 
here.  It  was  read  into  the  record  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object,  if  it  was  read  into  the  record  at 
Salt  Lake  City.  That  was  the  time  to  cross  examine  on 
those  depositions,  not  now. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Who  would  you  cross  examine? 

Mr.  Fisher :  Right  there  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Pratt :  Did  Mr.  Fox  testify  at  Salt  Lake  City? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  submit  that  you  cannot  ex- 
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amine  a  witness  who  takes  advantage  of  putting  the  records 
in,  and  you  cannot  put  him  on  the  stand  to  examine  him. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  go  ahead  with  the  questions  and 
make  the  objections  as  you  come  to  them. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  want  to  know  if  the  testimony  in  the  deposi¬ 
tion  related  to  Mr.  Fox,  and  I  would  like  to  know  if 

549  Mr.  Fox  testified  at  the  taking  of  the  deposition. 

Mr.  Segal:  I  can  answer  that  question  a  lot  more 
quickly  than  Mr.  Ewing.  The  attorneys  for  KDYL  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  while  Mr.  Ewing  was  there,  put  on  witnesses 
and  they  rambled  on  in  these  general  statements.  Mr. 
Rawlings  asked  these  witnesses,  “Do  you  know  whether  it 
is  a  fact  that  during  such  a  month  KDYL  broadcast  56 
hours  of  this,  that  and  the  other! ”  And  the  witness  in  most 
cases  said,  “I  don’t  know’  w’hether  that  is  a  fact  or  not.” 

Now,  the  data  to  which  Mr.  Ewing  has  reference  is  in  the 
questions  of  the  attorneys,  and  we  are  going  to  rebut  a  great 
deal  of  w’hat  the  attorney  had  in  mind  in  his  questions.  I 
am  not  objecting  but  I  do  w’ant  to  be  helpful  in  this  thing. 
Mr.  Ewing :  I  want  you  to,  Mr.  Segal. 

Examiner  Hill:  Gentlemen,  let’s  ask  the  questions,  and  if 
you  have  objections,  interpose  your  objections,  and  we  will 
pass  on  them,  but  go  along  with  the  case. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  heard  the  testimony  at  Salt  Lake  City!  A.  Yes. 
Q.  Do  you  remember  Mr.  Rawiings  asking  the  question  of 
Mr.  Thompson — he  said,  “Do  you  know  there  were  given 
over  to  church,  civic  and  the  charitable  institutions  14  hours 
during  the  period  from  January  1st  to  June,  1934!  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  to  political  non-paid  broadcasts,  50  hours?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  to  farm  broadcasts,  132  hours  and  10  min- 

550  utes?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  public  health,  free  of  charge,  5  hours  and 
35  minutes?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  16  hours  and  15  minutes  to  music  appreciation,  and 
11  hours  and  45  minutes  to  the  United  States  Government? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now  I  want  to  ask  you,  Mr.  Fox,  did  that  all  come  over 
the  National  Broadcasting?  A.  I  have  not  a  record  of  that 
break  down  with  me,  Mr.  Ewing.  That  is  a  breakdown  of 
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our  logs  by — I  can  definitely  tell  you  that  it  did  not;  it 
could  not  have. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  am  not  trying  to  gum  this  record,  Mr.  Ex¬ 
aminer. 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead  with  the  questions,  gentlemen. 
Go  ahead  with  the  questions  and  answers,  and  if  there  is 
any  objection  it  will  be  interposed  and  then  we  will  pass  on 
it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  I  want  to  find  out  if  that  is  national  Broadcasting 
time!  A.  Not  entirely. 

Q.  How  much  is  National  Broadcasting  Time?  A.  I 
could  not  answer  that  unless  I  saw  the  breakdown  of  the 
logs  that  were  made  for  that  report.  Those  are — 

Q.  Well,  all  right.  That  was  only  a  year  ago,  January? 
A.  It  was  from  January  to  June  in  1934. 

Q.  What  church  and  civic  and  charitable  institu- 
551  tions  broadcast  over  KDYL  from  January  until  June, 
1934?  A.  I  regret  to  state  I  have  no  knowledge  of 
that  here  with  me. 

Q.  Yes,  you  have,  the  break-down.  A.  I  can  give  you  the 
breakdown  of  the  hours.  I  cannot  give  the  names. 

Q.  The  names  of  the  organizations  are  here.  A.  Oh,  yes. 
“The  following  list  is  illustrative  of  the  types  of  organiza¬ 
tions  accomodated  wdth  gratis  facilities  during  the  period 
of  January  1,  1934,  to  June  1,  1934.” 

Do  you  want  me  to  enumerate  the  names? 

Q.  I  want  to  find  out  what  part  of  that  was  church  for 
these  14  hours,  whether  it  was  local  church  organizations,  or 
national  broadcasting?  A.  Let  us  see.  You  want  church 
now?  I  see  the  Catholic  Church;  I  see  churches  of  various 
denominations.  I  see, — I  imagine  ‘  ‘  Churches  of  various  de¬ 
nominations  ’  ’  is  what  you  are  trying  to  get  at. 

Q.  Do  you  have  the  National  Catholic  hour  on  KDYL? 
A.  We  have  it  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Q.  That  is  a  half  hour  on  each  Sunday?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  in  six  months  there  would  be  26  Sundays,  and 
that  would  be  13  hours  alone?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  have  14  on  there.  Now,  what  did  you  do 
with  the  other  hour?  A.  Probably  churches  of  various  de¬ 
nominations  would  probably  cover  that.  That  is  the  rec¬ 
ord. 
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552  Q.  And  13  hours  of  the  14  hours —  A.  Pardon  me ; 
does  it  not  say, ‘  ‘  Religion,  51  hours  ?  ’  ’  Where  do  you 

get  the  14  hours? 

Q.  This  says  here  to  church,  civic  and  charitable  institu¬ 
tions,  14  hours.  A.  It  says  “and  Chari ty”;  it  does  not  say 
religious;  civic  and  charity,  Religion  51  hours  and  15  min¬ 
utes,  entirely  two  separate  items. 

Q.  All  right,  that  does  not  appear  here.  I  am  glad  you 
cleared  it  up.  But,  we  have  13  hours  in  the —  A.  Catholic. 

Q.  Yes.  Now,  can  you  account  for  the  others,  Mr.  Fox? 
A.  I  imagine  from  this  record  that  churches  of  various  de¬ 
nominations  would  cover  the  rest  of  the  church  and  religious 
programs. 

Q.  What  about  this  Dr.  Parkes  Cadman?  Does  he  broad¬ 
cast  right  along  on  church  stuff?  A.  No,  not  right  along. 

Q.  Every  Sunday?  A.  Not  every  Sunday. 

Q.  National  Broadcasting?  A.  Not  every  Sunday. 

Q.  Did  he  broadcast  during  those  months?  A.  I  could 
not  answer  that. 

A.  Do  the  logs  which  you  have  introduced  go  back  that 
far?  A.  No.  The  record  of  logs  that  I  have  with  me,  as 
I  stated  before,  were  over  a  period  of  five  different 

553  months,  and  they  were  on  this  last  half  of  the  year, 
not  the  preceding,  when  this  breakdown  was  sub¬ 
mitted. 

Q.  Well,  we  have  accounted  for  13  hours  of  this  51  hours. 
Now,  can’t  you  help  me  account  for  the  rest  of  it?  A.  I  am 
sorry,  I  cannot. 

Q.  Well,  they  still  have  the  National  Catholic  Hour  don’t 
they?  A.  Yes,  that  I  know  to  be  a  regular  Sunday  feature. 

Q.  These  exhibits  you  have  introduced  here,  will  you  take 
your  logs  and  refer  during  the  last  five  months —  A.  On 
such  portion  of  the  logs  as  I  have  here,  if  I  can. 

Q.  Take  the  first  month,  for  instance.  A.  Well,  you  see, 
on  January  6th,  there  happens  to  be  a  Radio  Pulpit  from 
8:00  to  8:30,  and  the  Catholic  hour  from  4:00  to  4:30. 

Q.  Wait  a  minute;  that  first  one,  how  much  time  was 
given  to  that?  A.  30  minutes. 

Q.  And  that  is  a  national  broadcast?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  then  the  Catholic  Hour,  that  is  a  national  broad¬ 
cast?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  30  minutes?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  All  right,  then,  go  on  and  find  the  next  church 

554  broadcast?  A.  I  don’t  see  any  more  on  that  day. 

Mr.  Segal:  The  rest  of  them  were  week  days  in 
that  exhibit? 

The  Witness:  Yes.  It  would  be  rather  difficult  to  break 
down  this —  Just  a  minute,  maybe  I  have  the  record  with 
me.  (Witness  examines  papers.) 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

Mr.  Ewing:  They  said  51  hours  in  six  months,  and  these 
logs  would  indicate  there  were  national  broadcasts,  two  of 
them,  of  a  half  hour  on  Sundays,  which  would  give  26  hours 
in  six  months. 

Mr.  Segal :  No,  I  think  he  testified  Dr.  Cadman  is  not  on 
every  Sunday. 

The  Witness:  (After  examining  papers)  I  have  not  got 
the  information  you  want. 

j 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Well,  where  can  we  get  it,  Mr.  Fox?  A. 'What  you 
really  want  to  know  is  how  much  local  religion  we  had  on  the 
air?  Is  that  what  you  refer  to?  That  is  what  you  want  to 
know. 

Q.  That  is  right.  A.  How  much  local  religion  you  have 
on  the  air  instead  of  network? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  have  not  got  that  information  with  me. 
Do  you  want  to  know  where  I  can  get  it?  The  only  way 
would  be  to  break  down  our  logs  and  send  it  to  you. 

Q.  That  is  the  reason  I  started  in  on  these  radio  logs  over 
here  because  you  have  not  furnished  it.  Suppose 

555  we  take  up  this  log  again  and  see  what  we  can  find 
in  the  way  of  church.  On  January  6th  did  you  find 

any  other  church  broadcast?  A.  No. 

Q.  On  January  6th,  besides  the  Catholic  Hour  and  Dr. 
Cadman?  A.  No,  I  don’t  find  any. 

Q.  Then,  would  you  say,  going  back  to  this  evidence  that 
was  read  into  the  record  at  Salt  Lake  City,  51  hours  of  free 
church  time,  that  at  least  half  of  it  was  National  Broadcast¬ 
ing,  the  two  we  have  read? 

Mr.  Segal:  Let  me  interrupt  there  to  point  out  again  to 
Mr.  Ewing  there  was  no  such  evidence  in  Salt  Lake.  He  is 
cross  examining  about  something  that  does  not  exist. 
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Mr.  Ewing :  That  is  right,  Mr.  Segal ;  it  was  read  into  the 
record  by  the  attorneys. 

Mr.  Segal :  It  was  a  question  that  was  asked  of  one  of  your 
witnesses,  this  man  Thompson  who  came  in  two  or  three 
times  and  testified. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  they  asked  him  if  he  knew. 

Mr.  Segal:  And  he  said  he  did  not  know,  and  there  isn’t 
any  evidence  about  it,  and  why  bother  Mr.  Fox  about  the 
question  the  attorney  asked  out  there? 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  is  a  very  pertinent  question  here  because 
the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  proposes,  it  bases  its 
application  upon  its  willingness,  to  set  aside  and  dedicate  to 
the  public  25  per  cent  of  its  time  for  educational,  religious, 
labor,  and  agriculture. 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  a  speculative  enterprise  involving  a 
lot  of  unidentified  and  unnamed  religious  projects. 
556  Why  don’t  you  go  into  what  has  been  done  on  this 
station,  using  specific  instances,  and  get  it  over  with. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  am  trying  to. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  cannot  furnish  the  information,  Mr.  Fox? 

Mr.  Callister :  If  your  Honor  please,  he  has  answered  he 
does  not  have  it  with  him.  I  want  to  leave  tonight  if  I  can. 

Examiner  Hill :  Yes,  I  think  the  Examiner  thoroughly  un¬ 
derstands  that  the  witness  stated  he  did  not  have  it  with 
him,  and  the  only  way  he  could  get  it  would  be  from  his 
logs. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  can  refresh  Mr.  Ewing’s  recollection  on  that. 
During  the  hearings  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  deposition  it  was 
suggested  to  Mr.  Glade  and  Mr.  Fox  that  they  bring  with 
them  to  Washington  their  logs  for  the  period  January  1  to 
January  13th,  and  they  have  both  done  it. 

Mr.  Ewing :  The  depositions  will  show  that  I  asked  more 
than  once  for  the  logs,  and  went  back  to  the  time  that  had 
been  mentioned  here.  This  was  read  into  the  record  three 
or  four  times  in  these  depositions,  how  much  free  time  they 
had  given  to  that,  and  you  will  find  it  in  the  depositions,  Mr. 
Examiner,  and  they  said  if  we  wanted  them  we  knew  how  to 
get  them  legally,  and,  of  course,  we  could  not  get  a  sub¬ 
poena  for  those  records  in  Salt  Lake  and  get  it  out  there 
from  Washington  in  time  to  get  them  here. 
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Mr.  Segal :  How  many  logs  do  you  want  ?  I  will  consent 
to  a  continuance  for  six  months  and  bring  all  the  logs  for 
seven  years  back. 

557  Mr.  Ewing:  I  want  the  logs  from  January  1,  1934, 
to  get  the  information  in  the  Examiner’s  hands  to 

show  whether  the  church  broadcasts  during  that  time  were 
national  or  whether  they  were  local,  please,  sir,  and  I  would 
appreciate  it  very  much  if  the  respondent  would  agree  to 
furnish  them. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  will  be  glad  to  do  it  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  here  so  that  they  may  be 
effecticely  used  in  the  study  of  this  case,  write  your  ticket. 
We  will  even  bring  the  carpets  out  of  the  station,  I  don’t 
care. 

Mr.  Callister :  It  seems  to  me  that  they  would  not  prove 
a  great  deal.  One  month  would  not  be  indicative  of  what 
the  station  is  carrying.  They  have  those  logs  here.  It  is  a 
lot  of  matter  that  is  voluminous,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Commission  provide  that  cumulative  evidence  should 
not  be  introduced,  and  that  is  what  they  would  be.  If  we 
are  to  be  bound  by  the  rules,  I  think  the  Examiner  should 
make  a  ruling  on  the  matter. 

Examiner  Hill:  Can  I  ask  the  question  of  the  witness? 
What  period  of  time  does  this  exhibit  cover  which  shows 
51  hours  and  whatever  it  is  ? 

The  Witness:  It  covered  a  report  that  all  stations  were 
requested  to  make  out  and  send  to  the  National  Association 
of  Broadcasters,  entering  into  the  Congressional  Hearing 
on  allocating  Radio  Broadcasting  Facilities  for  Educational 
Purposes.  That  was  some  time  ago. 

Examiner  Hill:  Covering  what  period  of  time? 

The  Witness:  This  covers  from  January  1st  until  July 
1st,  six  months. 

558  Mr.  Segal:  What  year? 

The  Witness :  1934.  All  stations  filed  that  report. 

Mr.  Segal :  Yes,  he  understands. 

The  Witness :  You  understand? 

Examiner  Hill:  That  is  what  you  want? 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  want  to  find  out — 

Examiner  Hill:  You  want  these  51  hours  accounted  for? 

Mr.  Ewing :  That  is  right,  Mr.  Examiner.  I  want  to  show 
whether  it  was  National  Broadcasting. 
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Examiner  Hill :  In  making  up  this  breakdown  or  making 
up  this  list,  don’t  you  have  on  file  a  breakdown  showing — 

The  Witness:  We  have  a  breakdown  that  this  was  made 
from. 

Examiner  Hill:  Could  not  this  be  easily  furnished? 

The  Witness :  I  think  that  could  be  sent  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  understand  Mr.  Segal  is  agreeable  to 
sending  it? 

The  Witness :  Is  that  what  you  want,  the  breakdown? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  gentlemen,  let  us  go  to  some¬ 
thing  else.  He  agreed  to  furnish  it. 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Farm  interests  and  farm  broadcasts,  132  hours  and 
10  minutes  free  of  charge  for  the  same  time ;  does  your  ex¬ 
hibit  here  show  that?  A.  It  indicates  the  various 
559  sponsors  of  that  particular  type  of  broadcast.  On 
looking  over  this  sheet  I  would  say  that  it  infers  farm 
organizations ;  the  Utah  Agricultural  College. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean,  “Farm  organizations”?  A.  I 
think  they  are  various  farm  groups  that  are  using  our  facili¬ 
ties. 

Q.  National  Broadcasts  are  they  not,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  major  portion  of  them  are. 

Mr.  Segal:  As  I  understand  it,  we  are  going  to  furnish 
that  breakdown,  are  we  not? 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  maybe  I  can  help  you  out  this  way :  Do  you 
know  of  any  farm  organization  in  the  State  of  Utah  other 
than  the  Utah  Farm  Bureau?  A.  There  may  be  farm  in¬ 
formation  and  farm  talks  put  on  by  the  Agricultural  College 
in  Utah. 

Q.  No,  you  said  this  says  Farm  Organizations.  The  Ag¬ 
ricultural  College  is  not  a  farm  organization,  is  it?  A.  No. 

Q.  We  have  direct  testimony  here  in  the  depositions  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Anderson,  the  President  of  the  Farm  Bureau  of 
Utah,  that  he  has  never  asked  you  for  any  free  time  and 
you  have  never  given  him  any  and  he  has  never  contacted 
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you  and  do  not  know  you.  A.  We  usually  don’t  give  any 
time  unless  they  ask  for  it. 

Q.  That  is  right.  A.  But  we  never  turn  down  any  desir¬ 
able  organization  that  does  ask  for  it. 

560  Q.  That  is  not  what  I  am  trying  to  get  at.  When 
you  put  in  the  record  that  you  are  giving  away  132 

hours  for  agriculture,  I  am  trying  to  find  out  whether  it  is 
a  National  Broadcast  or  not,  but  I  assume  from  this  that  it 
must  be.  A.  I  believe  if  you  will  go  into  the  matter  of  agri¬ 
culture  you  will  find  out  the  major  programs  of  interest  for 
all  communities  when  they  involve  agriculture  are  such  that 
come  over  the  networks,  that  the  local  organizations  have 
never  requested  any  time  because  they  evidently  are  not  so 
organized  as  to  present  their  arguments  on  the  radio,  or  at 
least,  their  desired  topics  of  discussion. 

Q.  I  think  maybe  that  is  right.  A.  I  think  I  covered  that 
very  clearly.  I  think  that  is  very  representative. 

Q.  Of  course,  you  would  not  deny  them  the  right  to  be 
heard  if  they  wanted  to  be?  A.  No,  we  would  not  deny 
them  the  right  to  use  our  facilities  if  they  are  self-equipped 
to  take  advantage  of  it,  but  it  seems  that  they  are  not,  be¬ 
cause,  as  you  say  in  your  own  testimony,  your  man  said  he 
never  asked  for  any  time. 

Q.  Well,  if  somebody  comes  along  and  organizes  an  asso¬ 
ciation  and  offers  to  give  them  a  part  of  25  per  cent  of  the 
time  free  every  day,  you  would  not  blame  them  for  wanting 
it,  would  you?  A.  I  don’t — 

Examiner  Hill:  Gentlemen,  I  don’t  think  that  is 
proper. 

561  Mr.  Callister:  This  is  pretty  argumentative,  is  it 
not,  your  Honor? 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  let’s  get  down  to  the  facts  in  this 
case. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  The  132  hours,  then,  you  are  willing  to  agree,  is  mostly 
National  Broadcasting?  A.  I  believe  I  said  I  think  the 
major  portion  of  it  is. 

Q.  What  about  the  music  appreciation  of  16  hours  and 
15  minutes?  A.  I  think  that  comes  under  the  heading  of 
educational  music,  Mr.  Ewing. 
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Examiner  Hill :  In  making  up  this  breakdown  or  making 
up  this  list,  don’t  you  have  on  file  a  breakdown  showing — 

The  Witness:  We  have  a  breakdown  that  this  was  made 
from. 

Examiner  Hill:  Could  not  this  be  easily  furnished? 

The  Witness:  I  think  that  could  be  sent  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  understand  Mr.  Segal  is  agreeable  to 
sending  it? 

The  Witness :  Is  that  what  you  want,  the  breakdown? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  gentlemen,  let  us  go  to  some¬ 
thing  else.  He  agreed  to  furnish  it. 

Mr.  Ewing :  All  right. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Farm  interests  and  farm  broadcasts,  132  hours  and 
10  minutes  free  of  charge  for  the  same  time ;  does  your  ex¬ 
hibit  here  show  that?

hours  for  agriculture,  I  am  trying  to  find  out  whether  it  is 
a  National  Broadcast  or  not,  but  I  assume  from  this  that  it 
must  be.  A.  I  believe  if  you  will  go  into  the  matter  of  agri¬ 
culture  you  will  find  out  the  major  programs  of  interest  for 
all  communities  when  they  involve  agriculture  are  such  that 
come  over  the  networks,  that  the  local  organizations  have 
never  requested  any  time  because  they  evidently  are  not  so 
organized  as  to  present  their  arguments  on  the  radio,  or  at 
least,  their  desired  topics  of  discussion.

Examiner  Hill:  Gentlemen,  I  don’t  think  that  is 
proper. 

561  Mr.  Callister:  This  is  pretty  argumentative,  is  it 
not,  your  Honor? 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  let’s  get  down  to  the  facts  in  this 
case. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  The  132  hours,  then,  you  are  willing  to  agree,  is  mostly 
National  Broadcasting?  A.  I  believe  I  said  I  think  the 
major  portion  of  it  is. 

Q.  What  about  the  music  appreciation  of  16  hours  and 
15  minutes?  A.  I  think  that  comes  under  the  heading  of 
educational  music,  Mr.  Ewing. 
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Q.  Is  it  national  broadcasting?  A.  I  could  not  say 
whether  all  of  it  is  or  not. 

Q.  Is  most  of  it?  A.  I  think  the  major  portion  of  it  is. 

Q.  Now,  educational,  66  hours  and  15  minutes;  was  that 
National  Broadcasting?  A.  My  answer  will  go  for  all  of 
these  questions  the  same  unless  I  could  see  the  breakdown 
of  the  log,  and  then  I  could  give  you  a  definite  statement  on 
percentages. 

Q.  Well,  I  think  that  covers  it.  A.  That  is  all. 

Q.  I  think  that  covers  it.  Then  it  is  counted  as  educa¬ 
tional,  farm,  church,  and  so  forth,  but  it  comes  over  the  Na¬ 
tional  Broadcasting  Network.  A.  If  it  happens  to  be  any 
of  the  subjects  which  you  mentioned,  and  it  does  come 
562  over  the  network  it  naturally  is  classed  as  such, 
whether  it  comes  over  the  network  or  not. 

Q.  Then  you  did  not  wish  the  attorneys  to  impute  by  read¬ 
ing  into  the  record  at  Salt  Lake,  the  fact  that  this  was  all 
local  stuff?  A.  Oh,  no,  I  don’t  think  they  had  that  intention 
of  indicating  that  it  was  all  local. 

Q.  All  right,  Mr.  Fox,  I  think  we  have  pursued  that  far 
enough. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  think  so,  too. 

Examiner  Hill:  Let’s  don’t  have  a  debate  about  that. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  meant  by  that  that  he  had  given  us  the  fact 
that  it  was  National  Broadcasting  Time. 

Mr.  Segal:  No,  no,  he  did  not  give  you  that  fact. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  While  we  are  on  this  matter  of  the  Church  of  the  Air, 
there  seems  to  be  some  difference  as  between  your  testi¬ 
mony  and  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Goshen.  The  church  of  the 
air  is  made  up  of  all  the  Protestant  Churches.  A.  I  believe 
I  can  amplify  matters  by  permitting  me  to  give  you  the  en¬ 
tire  story  of  the  church  of  the  Air,  and  then  it  will  eliminate 
a  lot  of  time. 

In  the  interests  of  the  church  groups  in  Salt  Lake  City 
we  endeavored  to  supply  them  with  our  facilities  if  they 
wanted  to  take  advantage  of  them,  so  we  created  a  period 
for  all  denominations,  wrote  them  all  a  letter,  and  then 
only  through  our  own  efforts  finally  developed  a  certain 
amount  of  following.  A  great  many  took  advantage  of  our 
offer,  and  a  great  many  of  them  had  no  prepared  program 
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or  felt  so  inclined  that  they  did  not  care  to  use  the 
media. 

Q.  You  said  on  the  witness  stand  before  noon,  that 

563  it  was  a  disappointment.  Did  you  mean  a  disap¬ 
pointment  to  you  or  a  disappointment  to  the  preach¬ 
ers?  A.  It  was  a  disappointment  to  us  to  find  out  that 
offering  free  time  for  that  specific  purposes  was  not  read¬ 
ily  responded  to. 

Q.  How  long  a  time  did  you  give  them,  15  minutes?  A. 
15  minutes. 

Q.  Did  you  switch  that  time  to  a  different  time  every 
Sunday  to  make  it  fit  in,  or  was  it  a  definite,  fixed  time  ?  A. 
It  was  a  definite,  fixed  time. 

Q.  Now,  Dr.  Goshen  says  in  his  testimony,  Mr.  Fox,  that 
you  have  never  given  him  any  time  at  all,  free?  A.  Then 
Mr.  Goshen  did  not  take  advantage  of  our  offer. 

Q.  He  said  you  never  offered  him  any.  A.  As  long  as  you 
are  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  Goshen,  I  might  as  well  make  a 
statement  myself. 

Mr.  Callister:  If  your  Honor  please,  this  is  apparently 
nothing  but  arguments  back  and  forth  between  counsel. 
Now,  the  witness  is  making  a  statement.  I  am  a  party  to 
the  action  and  I  am  objecting.  There  is  no  question  before 
the  witness.  They  are  just  talking  back  and  forth. 
Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  I  think  the  objection  is  well  taken. 
Mr.  Segal:  It  seems  a  couple  of  old  friends  from  Salt 
Lake  are  having  a  reunion  on  our  time. 

The  Witness:  All  right. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Well,  did  Dr.  Goshen  ever  have  any  free  time  on 
your  station,  ever  use  any?  A.  I  believe  he  has. 

564  Q.  Let’s  find  out  something  about  this  labor  busi¬ 
ness  now.  Mr.  Thompson  testified  that  he  had  been 

refused  free  time  for  the  labor  unions  on  KDYL.  Is  that 
right?  A.  I  imagine  that  was  based  on  what  he  wanted  to 
use  it  for. 

Mr.  Segal:  Well,  give  him  the  details. 

The  Witness :  I  have  no  recollection  of  the  details.  All  I 
can  say  is  that  nobody  has  been  refused  free  time  on 
KDYL,  when  they  showed  the  proper  reason  for  using  it 
or  the  proper  subject  to  discuss. 
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Mr.  Callister:  You  Honor,  supposing  he  had  been  re¬ 
fused  time,  it  would  not  make  any  difference  anyway,  would 
it,  so  far  as  that  is  concerned?  If  I  make  a  demand  he  does 
not  have  to  give  me  time  if  he  does  not  want  to.  If  a  com¬ 
petitive  labor  union  comes  along,  they  can  pay  for  the  time 
if  they  want  to. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  don’t  think  the  Examiner  is  called 
upon  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  am  just  submitting  that  it  does  not  tend 
to  prove  anything. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Your  Exhibit  here  does  not  show  any  free  time  to  the 
labor  organizations  at  all,  does  it,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  I  don’t 
think  that — I  will  have  to  look  at  it. 

Q.  I  can’t  find  any.  A.  Where  it  says  labor  organiza¬ 
tions?  (After  examining  papers)  I  imagine  labor  organi¬ 
zations  would  come  under  Civic,  would  it  not?  I  don’t 
think  they  do  have  a  separate  classification,  is  my  es- 
565  timation. 

Q.  There  was  considerable  said  at  Salt  Lake  about 
National  Broadcasts  of  Labor.  You  remember  that,  per- 
hapsp.  Now,  do  the  labor  people,  the  Utah  State  Federation 
of  Labor,  buy  any  time  from  you?  A.  They  have  bought 
time  from  us  in  the  past ;  not  in  the  last  couple  of  years. 

Q.  On  page  256  of  the  depositions,  Mr.  Thompson  says 
that  they  gave  up  doing  business  with  you,  because  you 
censored  and  blue  penciled  statements  of  National  Leaders 
on  economics,  and  so  forth,  and  that,  therefore,  they  could 
not  use  the  radio.  Is  that  true  or  not  true?  A.  I  have  no 
record  of  what  you  are  referring  to,  but  if  we  did,  it  must 
have  been  of  a  libelous  nature,  and  did  not  pass  our  own 
censorship. 

Q.  He  says  that  they  came  from  National  magazines.  A. 
I  know  nothing  about  the  statement.  I  would  have  to  look 
at  it  to  analyze  it.  I  have  no  record  of  that  with  me. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Scott?  A.  Some¬ 
what,  yes. 

Q.  And  you  testified  somewhat  to  it  yesterday,  did  you 
not,  about  something  that  the  radio  station  of  Salt  Lake 
refused  to  give  him  time  on,  they  took  it  to  the  Tribune, 
the  press  was  stopped,  and  it  was  taken  off?  A.  I  don’t  re¬ 
call  the  incident. 
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Q.  You  said  it  was  libelous?  A.  I  assume  it  must  have 
been  if  it  was  turned  down. 

Q.  On  both  the  direct  and  cross  examination  of  Mr.  Scott 
he  says  it  was  not  libelous.  A.  That  is  his  opinion. 

566  Q.  Well,  would  you,  Mr.  Fox,  to  satisfy  certain  of 
your  advertisers  who  are  members  of  the  Associated 

Industries,  and  very  much  opposed  to  organized  labor, 
would  you  cater  to  those  people  and  refuse  to  give  time  if 
they  asked  you  to?  A.  That  entirely  depends  on  what  they 
wanted  to  use  or  facilities  for  and  whether  we  thought  it 
was  in  the  public  interest,  necessity  and  convenience. 

Q.  They  said  in  that  case,  Mr.  Fox,  that  they  had  a  labor 
candidate  before  the  people  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  both 
the  newspapers  and  radio  stations  refused  to  allow  them  to 
broadcast  or  advertise  in  order  to  help  their  candidate? 
A.  There  must  have  been  a  good  reason  for  it. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  us  the  reason  ?  A.  I  don ’t  even  recall  the 
incident. 

Q.  It  was  only  a  year  ago  last  fall  ?  A.  I  do  not  remember 
it. 

Q.  You  do  not  remember?  A.  No,  sir;  if  I  did  I  would  be 
very  plain  spoken  about  it. 

Q.  All  right,  sir.  Dr.  Goshen  said  he  had  never  heard  but 
one  partisan  speaker  on  either  one  of  the  radios  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  How  long  did  your  church  of  the  air  run?  A. 
Maybe  I  can  find  out  if  I  have  any  record  of  their  acknowl¬ 
edgment  of  the  time,  as  long  as  we  are  on  the  subject.  I 
have  here  a  file  of  letters  from  all  types  of  denominations 
and  churches  that  have  thanked  us  for  using  our  facility, 
and  I  will  be  glad  to  look  to  it  and  see  if  I  can  find  it. 

Q.  What  I  asked  about  the  church  of  the  air  was,  how 
long  did  it  run?  A.  I  think  it  ran  over  a  year  that  I 

567  know  of. 

Q.  How  long  has  it  been  discontinued?  A.  It  has 
been  off  the  air  probably  two  years. 

Q.  And  during  that  time  since  it  went  off  the  air,  have  you 
made  a  free  offer  to  the  partisan  churches  of  Salt  Lake?  A. 
We  have  made  a  general  offer  of  our  facilities  for  all 
worth-while  organizations,  fraternal  organizations, 
churches,  and  what  not,  of  civic  interests  and  local  interests, 
to  use  our  facilities,  and  in  our  own  community,  I  think  that 
is  thoroughly  recognized. 
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Mr.  Callister:  If  your  Honor  please,  I  make  a  motion  to 
strike  that  answer  on  the  ground  it  is  not  responsive  to  the 
question  asked,  and  on  the  further  ground  it  is  his  own 
conclusion  and  opinion. 

Examiner  Hill :  Yes  sir,  the  last  part  of  his  statement  is  a 
conclusion  of  the  witness,  of  course. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox —  A.  Pardon  me,  did  you  not  ask  me  about 
some  church? 

Q.  What  was  the  denomination? 

Mr.  Callister:  Your  Honor  please,  I  hope  he  is  not  going 
to  read  the  letters  into  evidence. 

The  Witness:  I  was  going  to  find  the  particular  letter 
he  wanted, — the  Methodist  Church,  or  whatever  it  was,  be¬ 
cause  I  think  I  cover  every  church  in  the  city  here.  But,  so 
long  as  you  don’t  want  them  here — 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead. 

568  By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Does  the  IJtah  Oil  Refining  Company  use  your  facili¬ 
ties  at  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  They  do,  from  time  to  time. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  me  how  many  other  of  the  big  companies 
and  distributing  companies  advertise  over  KDYL?  A.  That 
would  be  a  rather  large  amount  of  detailed  investigation 
for  me  to  off-hand  tell  you.  I  have  a  record  of  every  firm 
here. 

Q.  Can  you  estimate  it?  A.  Do  you  refer  to  distributors? 

Q.  Well,  those  doing  a  wholesale  gasoline  business,  like 
the  Associated  and  the  Texas  and  the  Utah  Oil.  A.  You  are 
referring  now  to  just  the  oil  business,  gas  business? 

Q.  Gasoline  business.  A.  I  can  tell  you  who  uses  it, 
off  hand.  We  get  some  business  out  of  Utah  Oil.  There 
are  some  small  independent  distributors  there  such  as  own 
a  few  stations  that  may  use  some  little  copy.  To  be  frank 
with  you,  I  think  the  field  is  very  limited. 

Q.  Did  anybody  ever  ask  you  ask  you,  from  the  Utah  Oil, 
or  from  KSL  to  refuse  time  to  the  Sinclair  Consolidated 
Oil  Company  in  recent  weeks  or  months?  A.  No. 

Q.  I  want  to  read  this  short  letter  into  the  record  and  ask 
you  if  you  can  tell  me  about  it  ? 
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Examiner  Hill:  Wait  a  minute;  let’s  see  what  that  letter 
is. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Sinclair  Oil  Corporation,  45  Nassau  Street, 
New  York;  January  27,  1935;  to  Mr.  Orman  W. 

569  Ewing,  3932  Huntington  Street,  N.  W.,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Mr.  Fisher :  May  it  please  your  Honor,  this  is  not  a  letter 
to  the  witness.  I  object  if  it  is  a  letter  to  Mr.  Ewing  from 
some  third  party  who  is  not  here  to  be  cross  examined. 

Mr.  Ewing:  This  is  a  letter  to  me  as  a  member  of  the 
Utah  Radio  Educational  Society. 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  does  not  make  it  admissible. 

Examiner  Hill :  No,  sir,  letters  are  not  admissible  in  evi¬ 
dence,  gentlemen,  unless  it  is  a  letter  writen  by  the  station 
or  one  of  the  parties  here  against  interest  or  something  of 
that  kind. 

The  Witness :  I  think  I  might  answer  Mr.  Ewing — 

Mr.  Fisher:  Don’t  answer  any  questions  you  are  not 
asked. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  I  will  show  you  this  letter —  A.  I  know  already  what 
is  in  it,  but  I  did  not  see  your  letter. 

Q.  What  does  the  letter  say.  A.  I  will  tell  you  what  the 
letter  says. 

t 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  object. 

Examiner  Hill:  Objection  sustained.  There  are  other 
parties  besides  these  two  in  this  hearing,  you  know. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Did  the  National  Broadcasting  or  KDYL  refuse  time 
to  the  Sinclair  Consolidated  Oil  Company  within  the  last 
two  months  or  three  months?  A.  I  will  explain  that 

570  to  you,  Mr.  Ewing.  The  time  that  was  requested 
from  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  for  the 

Sinclair  Oil  Program  that  you  have  reference  to,  had  al¬ 
ready  been  booked  and  used  by  the  U.  S.  Tobacco  Company, 
which  is  very  consistent  in  the  radio  business.  We  can¬ 
not  accept  any  program  that  is  offered  to  us  when  some 
other  sponsor  already  has  the  time. 

Q.  You  mean  from  National  Broadcasting?  A.  That  is 
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what  you  asked  me.  That  was  a  chain  program  that  you 
just  referred  to. 

Q.  I  asked  you  if  either  KDYL  or  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  had  refused.  A.  KDYL  had  refused  temporarily. 
It  could  not  move  another  account  that  already  had  the 
time  booked. 

Q.  All  right;  what  the  letter  says  is  that  they  want  the 
time  for  local  broadcasts. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Ewing,  I  have  ruled  that  letter  out. 
If  you  are  going  to  state  the  contents  of  it,  the  letter  would 
be  the  best  evidence. 

Mr.  Ewing :  He  said  he  knew  what  it  was,  Mr.  Examiner. 

Examiner  Hill :  Letters  are  not  admissible  here. 

Mr.  Ewing :  He  said  he  knew  what  was  in  it.  Let  me  ask 
this  question ;  I  will  withdraw  the  other  question. 

Examiner  Hill :  He  knows  and  he  is  probably  willing  for 
it  to  go  in,  but  there  are  other  parties  here  objecting. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Did  the  Sinclair  Oil  Company  ask  either  the  National 
Broadcasting,  or  KDYL  for  time  at  Salt  Lake  City,  local 
time,  since  they  bought  and  took  over  the  Independent 
Oil  Company  two  months  ago? 

571  Mr.  Segal:  Just  a  moment,  that  is  objected  to  as 
calling  for  hearsay  as  to  what  Sinclair  may  have 
asked  N.  B.  C.  I  am  going  to  start  objecting  effective  at 
3 :30.  This  is  getting  silly. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  don’t  know  whether  the  witness  can 
answer  that  or  not.  He  may  have  had  direct  knowledge  of 
what  had  been  done. 

The  Witness :  Mr.  Ewing  asked  me  whether  they  had  been 
refused  local  time.  I  will  say,  no,  they  have  not  been  re¬ 
fused  local  time.  They  have  been  refused  the  spot  on  the 
N.  B.  C.  time  that  comes  through  our  station  at  that  par¬ 
ticular  time  on  the  network. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  And  you —  A.  They  can  buy  plenty  other  KDYL  time 
if  they  want  it. 

Q.  Did  they  apply  for  a  half  an  hour  a  day  on  KDYL  for 
a  local  broadcast?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  it  was  not  refused  them?  A.  No. 
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Q.  All  right.  A.  I  wish  they  had  given  me  the  business. 
I  would  not  refuse  it. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  you  heard  the  testimony  at  Salt  Lake 
City  that  during  the  three  months  of  October,  November 
and  December,  1934,  the  total  paid  to  the  Union  musicians 
by  the  two  stations  w~as  $609  f  What  part  of  it  was  paid  by 

KDYL? 

572  Mr.  Callister:  That  is  objected  to  as  immaterial. 

It  does  not  make  any  difference.  It  would  not  tend 

to  prove  what  was  paid  to  them,  the  $600  and  some  odd  to 
the  local  union. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  is  the  purpose  of  this  testimony, 
Mr.  Ewing?  A.  The  testimony  is  to  show  that  the  Federa¬ 
tion  of  Labor  in  Utah  does  not  stand  well  with  KDYL. 

Mr.  Segal:  Well,  if  that  is  the  imputation,  I  insist  that 
Mr.  Fox  be  permitted  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  will  make  an  objection.  I  feel  like  I  have 
some  rights.  I  would  like  to  get  away  from  here  in  a  few 
days  if  I  can.  I  think  the  questions  will  keep  us  here  from 
now  on. 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  has  been  testified  to  in  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Callister:  If  it  is  in  the  deposition,  why  go  into  it 
here  ? 

The  Witness :  I  would  like  to  answer  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead  and  answer  it. 

The  Witness:  Mr.  Ewing,  if  you  were  a  little  more  fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  operation  of  a  radio  station,  the  question 
would  not  be  asked  by  you  because  we  employ  at  times  a 
number  of  musicians  that  are  union  but  who  are  not  secured 
through  the  Union  headquarters.  You  probably  are  not 
aware  of  that. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Well,  their  rules  require  that  all  musicians  be  hired 
through  the  Union  headquarters. 

Mr.  Pratt :  I  object  to  Mr.  Ewing  testifying. 

Mr.  Segal :  I  suppose  we  are  going  to  have  the  sta- 

573  tion  enforcing  the  rules  of  the  union  now. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Did  you  employ  union  musicians  in  accordance  with 
the  rules?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  During  the  months  of  October,  November,  and  De¬ 
cember  of  1934?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right.  I  call  the  Examiner’s  attention  to 
the  testimony  of  the  President  of  the  Musician’s  union  at 
Salt  Lake  City  that  they  did  not. 

Mr.  Segal:  Why  call  his  attention  to  it?  He  is  going  to 
read  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  That  is  in  the  line  of  argument.  There 
are  too  many  statements  going  in  here  by  counsel  on  both 
sides.  Just  ask  the  questions  and  let  the  witness  answer 
them  or  let  them  be  objected  to. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Fox,  you  said  at  the  close  of  your  direct 
testimony  that  your  business  had  been  profitable  in  recent 
years.  How  long  have  you  been  part  of  the  N.  B.  C.  net¬ 
work?  A.  2%  years. 

Q.  And  before  that?  A.  Columbia. 

Q.  How  long? 

Mr.  Pratt :  Objected  to  as  immaterial. 

The  Witness :  About  four  years. 

Examiner  Hill:  Objection  overruled. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  How  far  back  would  the  profitable  years  go? 
574  Two  and  one-half  years?  A.  I  think  two  years. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  further  questions? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  sir.  I  understand  Mr.  Fox  agreed  to 
break  these  exhibits  down  and  give  you  the — 

Mr.  Callister:  I  will  break  them  down  for  you. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  want  to  take  up  exhibit  8. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  I  think  we  might  get  through  this  quickly  if 
you  will  tell  us,  are  those  mostly  spot  advertisements? 
A.  No,  this  exhibit  show’s  names  of  letters  of  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  various  efforts  we  have  given  these  organiza¬ 
tions  gratis  in  the  use  of  our  facilities. 

Q.  I  ask  you,  are  they  spot  announcements?  A.  No.  Some 
of  them  are  spot  and  some  are  programs;  mostly  all  are 
programs. 
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Q.  Some  of  them  are  political?  A.  Political?  I  think 
some  would  be  classed  as  political  wherever — they  speak 
for  themselves,  however,  if  they  are  political. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  time  that  covers?  A.  That  is  for 
the  last  three  or  four  years. 

Q.  The  last  three  or  four  years?  That  is,  referring  to 
exhibit  8?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Fisher,  any  cross  examination? 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  have  none. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Pratt? 

Mr.  Pratt:  No  cross.  Mr.  Callister  will  have  some 

575  questions. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  Mr.  Callister. 

Cross  examination  (on  behalf  of  applicant  Paul  Q. 

Callister) 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Who,  in  your  employ,  prepared  these  exhibits,  that  is 
KDYL  Exhibits  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  Mr.  Fox?  These  are 
the  exhibits  here  that  have  been  introduced  in  evidence  by 
you;  who  prepared  those  exhibits,  Mr.  Fox?  A.  These  were 
prepared  by  my  attorney. 

Q.  Which  ones  were  prepared  by  your  attorney?  A.  These 
(indicating).  | 

Q.  Exhibit  8 —  A.  Prepared  by  the  attorney  from  mate- 
iral  that  I  furnished  him,  all  these. 

Q.  W’here  is  the  material  that  you  furnished  him?  A. 
These  are  checked  with  the  logs. 

Q.  Have  you  those  logs  with  you?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  All  those  logs?  A.  Yes,  every  one  that  you  see  there. 

Mr.  Segal:  Hold  on.  Let  me  make  sure  we  understand. 
Do  you  mean  by  that  that  I  figured  those  hours  and  added 
them  up  ? 

The  Witness:  No,  you  typed  them.  I  gave  the  time  for 
the  breakdown  of  the  logw  in  each  case,  and  the  log  is  right 
here  and  it  can  be  checked  against  it. 

576  By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  I  am  referring  to  exhibit  9 ;  was  that  prepared  also  in 
Mr.  Segal’s  office?  A.  No,  sir,  this  was  prepared  in  our 
own  office. 
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Q.  Who  prepared  that?  A.  This  was  prepared  by  Mr. 
Lasky. 

Q.  Mr.  Lasky  prepared  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  did  not  prepare  it?  A.  No. 

Q.  You  had  nothing  to  do  with  it?  A.  No. 

Mr.  Callister:  At  this  time,  if  your  Honor  please,  I 
make  a  motion  to  strike  if  your  Honor  will  recall,  at  the 
time  they  were  admitted  in  evidence  you  said  I  might  make 
a  motion  to  strike. 

Examiner  Hill:  Exhibit  9  is  not  admitted  in  evidence. 
The  Examiner  reserved  ruling  on  it. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  make  a  motion  to  strike  on  the  ground  it 
was  not  prepared  by  the  witness,  and  I  understand  the 
party  -who  did  prepare  it  is  not  here  and  counsel  would  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  cross  examine  the  witness.  On  that 
ground  it  would  be  hearsay. 

Examiner  Hill:  All  right,  sir,  the  motion  will  be  noted 
and  the  objection  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Examiner  in  his 
report. 

By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  I  will  hand  you  exhibit  No.  8  and  ask  where 
577  that  was  prepared.  A.  This  was  prepared  here  in 
the  attorney’s  office,  taking  the  names  of  the  letters 
that  I  have  on  record  here  with  me. 

Q.  You  have  those  letters  with  you?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  I  understand  from  exhibit  8 — pardon  me,  Mr. 
Fox — this  is  a  list  of  civic  organizations  that  have  broad¬ 
cast  over  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  list  was  since  you  have  been  operating  on  the 
National  Broadcasting  Chain?  A.  Yes;  we  had  one  of  the 
two  chains,  either  Columbia  or  N.  B.  C. 

Q.  And  you  have  been  on  the  chain  for  a  period  of  some 
six  years?  A.  Yes,  over  six  years. 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  I  show  you  here  what  purports  to  be  a  certi¬ 
fied  copy  of  the  application  of  Radio  Station  KDYL,  dated 
the  17th  day  of  January,  1935,  and  ask  you  if  you  signed 
that  application?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Before  you  signed  the  application  I  will  ask  you  if 
you  read  the  following  statement : 

“S.  S.  Fox,  being  first  duly  sworn,  upon  his  oath  af¬ 
firmed  according  to  law  deposes  and  says  that  he  is  the 
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President  of  the  above-named  applicant,  and  that  the  facts 
stated  in  the  foregoing  application  and  exhibits  attached 
thereto  are  tru  of  his  own  knowledge,  except  as  to  such 
statements  as  are  therein  stated  to  be  on  information 

578  and  belief,  and  as  to  such  statements  he  believes 
them  to  be  true.” 

You  read  that,  did  you?  A.  I  have  signed  many  of  them. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  did  you  read  that  statement?  A.  I 
signed  it. 

Q.  You  read  it  when  you  signed  it?  And  the  statements 
therein  contained  in  this  application  are  true,  are  they  not? 
You  may  look  it  over  (Handing).  A.  I  assume  them  to  be 
true.  It  is  a  formality  gotten  out  by  my  office  and  I  signed 
it  and  it  went  in.  I  assume  it  is  correct.  They  have  always 
been  correct. 

Q.  I  refer  you  to  page  3,  line  (b),  where  it  says  “ Aver¬ 
age  number  of  hours  sold  per  month  before  6:00  P.  M.” 
and  ‘ 4 after  6:00  P.  M.”  and  ask  you  to  state  how  many 
hours  were  sold  after  6 :00  P.  M.  per  month.  A.  It  says  in 
here,  148  hours. 

Q.  And,  Mr.  Fox,  what  period  of  time  do  you  consider  to 
be  the  best  preferred  time  on  radio  stations?  A.  Between 
6 :00  and  10 :30. 

Q.  Between  6:00  p.  m. — the  time  you  close  your  station 
is  at  1:00  o’clock,  is  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  According  to  your  figures  as  set  out  in  the  application, 
the  station  operated  some  210  hours,  is  that  right?  A.  If 
that  is  what  it  figures,  I  guess  that  is  what  it  is. 

Q.  That  left  a  balance  of  52  hours  that  were  not 

579  sold?  A.  That  is  62  hours. 

Q.  Now,  I  show  you  another  application  of  station 
KDYL,  dated  the  26th  day  of  July,  1934.  I  think  this  was 
signed  by  Mr.  Lasky.  You  know  Mr.  Lasky’s  signature? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Lasky  was  Vice  President  of  the  Company 
at  that  time  ?  A.  Secretary. 

Q.  Secretary?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  turn  to  the  attached  programs;  one  dated  Sun¬ 
day,  July  29th,  and  I  will  ask  you  if  you  can  tell  me  from 
that  program  how  much  time  was  used  by  local  advertisers 
or  for  local  broadcasting,  if  any?  A.  You  refer  to  the  night? 
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Q.  I  refer  to  the  whole  program.  A.  Whether  there  was 
any  sponsored  local  programs  there? 

Q.  Any  time  used  for  any  local  interest  whatsoever,  ad¬ 
vertising  or  any  kind  of  local  program.  A.  On  July  29th, 
Sunday,  it  seems  like  it  was  all  network  stuff. 

Q.  Now,  I  will  refer  you  to  Monday,  July  30th;  will  you 
tell  me  what  portion  of  the  time  was  used  for  local  time?  A. 
W7ell,  on  July  30th,  6:30  was  a  local  program,  7:30  was  a 
local  program ;  9 :00  o  ’clock  was  a  local  program ;  10 :45  was 
a  local  program ;  10 :50  was  a  local  program ;  2 :00  o’clock  P. 
M.  was  a  local  program,  4:00  o’clock  P.  M.  was  a  local  pro¬ 
gram  ;  5 :30  was  a  local  program ;  6 :00  o  ’clock  was  a 
580  local  program;  and  6:15  was  a  local  program. 

Q.  The  balance  of  the  time,  however,  was  all  na¬ 
tional  Broadcasting,  was  that  right?  A.  12:00  o’clock  mid¬ 
night  was  a  local  program. 

Q.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  shorten  the  time,  the  rest 
of  the  programs  are  about  the  same  kind,  character  and  de¬ 
scription,  are  they  not,  Mr.  Fox;  mostly  all  National  Broad¬ 
casting?  A.  The  major  portion  of  our  program  material  is 
National. 

Mr.  Callister :  At  this  time,  if  your  Honor  please,  I  offer 
in  evidence  the  certified  copies  of  the  applications  of  radio 
station  KDYL. 

Mr.  Segal:  No  objection. 

Examiner  Hill :  They  may  be  marked. 

(The  documents  referred  to  were  received  in  evidence, 
marked  “Paul  Q.  Callister  Exhibits  Nos.  16  and  17,  Wit¬ 
ness  Callister.”) 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Mr.  Fox,  I  direct  your  attention  to  the  exhibit  of  Paul 
Q.  Callister,  being  exhibit  No.  7,  and  which  you  have 
marked  certain  checks  opposite  various  companies  that  are 
broadcasting  over  radio  station  KDYL.  I  understood  you 
to  say  they  have  broadcast  over  that  station  since  the  sta¬ 
tion  has  been  a  chain  station.  Is  that  right?  A.  No,  I 
would  not  say  that.  I  think  many  of  those  firms  broadcast 
on  the  station  from  its  very  inception. 

Q.  From  its  very  inception.  A.  I  would  say  that  some 
of  them  have. 
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581  Q.  How  long  has  the  station  been  on  the  air?  A. 
Well,  since  I  took  the  station,  since  the  fall  of  1926. 

Q.  Are  any  of  those  firms  still  broadcasting  today?  A. 
A  great  many  of  them. 

Q.  So  that  that  list  includes  parties  who  have  broadcast 
over  your  station  since  1926?  A.  At  various  times,  as  you 
understand. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill:  Mr.  Pratt,  any  questions? 

Mr.  Pratt:  No  questions. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  further  cross  examination? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill:  Anything  on  redirect? 

Mr.  Segal :  Just  a  question  or  two. 

Eedirect  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Station  KDYL) 

By  Mr.  Segal: 

Q.  Please  make  this  very  brief  because  I  only  want  about 
two  sentences  on  it,  but  what  was  the  Wind-up  of  the  broad¬ 
cast  of  Dr.  Goshen’s  over  your  station  that  has  been  testi¬ 
fied  to  so  much  in  these  depositions?  A.  Dr.  Goshen  has 
been  frequently  offered  time  over  our  station  and  his  only 
reply  was  that  he  wanted  to  be  paid  for  it. 

Q.  Now,  directing  your  attention  to  Mr.  Callister ’s  ex¬ 
hibit  7,  which  you  have  just  had  before  you,  are  any  of 
those  concerns  with  the  check  marks  after  them,  small  con¬ 
cerns?  A.  The  major  portion  of  them  that  are  not 

582  checked —  j 

Q.  That  are  checked ;  those  are  the  ones  I  am  talk¬ 
ing  about.  A.  The  ones  that  are  checked. 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  would  say  the  major  portion  of  them  are 
small  concerns. 

Q.  With  regard  to  the  ones  unchecked,  what  is  the  type 
of  business  that  they  are  in?  A.  I  would  say  that  they  are 
either  too  small  or  of  a  nature  that  they  do  not  advertise 
on  radio. 

Q.  Now,  I  want  to  ask  you  one  question  that  is  more  par¬ 
ticularly  applicable  to  the  Great  Western  case.  You  will 
remember  there  was  some  confusion  in  your  testimony  con¬ 
cerning  the  Great  Western  Case  yesterday  as  to  the  owner- 
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ship  of  the  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Company?  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  hearing  yesterday  did  you  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  examine  the  records  in  that  regard?  A.  I  secured 
the  stock. 

Q.  And  when  you  obtained  the  stock  certificate,  to  whom 
was  it  made  out?  A.  It  was  made  out  to  the  Inter-Moun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Q.  And  has  the  Inter-Mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
paid  for  any  of  that  stock?  A.  No. 

Mr.  Segal :  That  is  all. 

Recross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society) 
By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  I  just  want  to  ask  a  question  or  two.  Did  you 

583  pay  Dr.  Goshen  for  broadcasting,  or  did  some  of 
your  advertisers  pay?  A.  I  have  never  paid  him. 

Q.  Well,  was  he  paid  to  broadcast?  A.  I  don’t  know.  I 
could  not  answer  whether  he  was  or  not. 

Q.  Did  somebody  sponsor  him?  A.  There  were  six  pro¬ 
grams  that  went  over  our  station  where  the  cost  was  car¬ 
ried  bv  the  Utah  Power  &  Light. 

Q.  And  they  sponsored  his  time?  A.  They  sponsored  the 
time  and  the  cost. 

Mr.  Ewing :  That  is  all. 

Recross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  applicant  Paul  Q.  Callister) 

By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  Just  one  question,  if  I  may.  Mr.  Fox,  the  rate  card 
that  is  attached  to  the  deposition  of  Paul  Q.  Callister,  that 
is  the  rate  card  you  gave  me  in  your  office  while  in  Salt 
Lake  City?  A.  That  is  our  local  rate  card. 

Q.  And  it  is  prevailing  today  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Can  you  recall  offhand  just  what  the  rate  is?  A.  I 
have  a  card  here,  I  think. 

Q.  You  have  it?  I  would  just  like  to  introduce  it.  A.  I 
don’t  know  whether  I  have  it  here  or  not  in  my  other  port¬ 
folio. 

Mr.  Callister :  Then  I  will  ask  the  Examiner  to  pay  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  the  rate  card  prevailing  in  Salt 

584  Lake  City  as  to  KDYL. 
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By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  May  I  ask,  Mr.  Fox,  the  rate  card  for  KDYL  and 
KSL,  as  far  as  time  is  concerned,  both  stations  have  the 
same  price?  A.  There  is  practically  the  same  price.  It 
varies  a  little,  I  think,  on  one  or  two  items. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  off-hand  what  is  the  prevailing  price  on 
your  station  for  a  half  hour,  say,  of  preferred  time?  A. 
Our  1  to  13  time  rate  is  $30.00. 

Q.  That  is  preferred  time?  A.  That  is  preferred. 

Q.  For  how  long?  A.  That  is  from  1  to  13  times,  a  pro¬ 
gram  from  1  to  13  times.  A  15  minute  program  is  $30.00. 
However,  the  price  is  discounted  on  26  and  52  time  rates. 

Q.  That  is  set  out  in  the  card?  A.  Yes,  it  is  stated  in  the 
card. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all. 

Recross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society) 
By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  What  is  the  rate  after  6:00  o’clock,  $35.00  for  15 
minutes?  A.  $30.00  for  15  minutes,  between  6:30  and 
10 :30. 

Q.  You  have  no  rate  as  high  as  $35.00  for  15  minutes?  A. 
No.  Our  one  time  rate,  1  to  13  times,  is  $30.00  on  our  rate 
card.  It  is  listed  right  on  our  rate  card  and  they 
585  never  pay  more  than  our  rate  card. 

Mr.  Ewing:  That  is  all. 

Examiner  Hill :  You  may  be  excused. 

(Witness:  excused.) 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is  all  the  testimony  that  the  respon¬ 
dent  KDYL  has  to  offer  in  connection  with  the  applications 
of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society,  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting,  and  Callister. 

Examiner  Hill :  Mr.  Fisher,  I  believe  you  had  one  wit¬ 
ness? 

Mr.  Fisher :  I  have  one  witness  on  behalf  of  ours,  and  I 
am  pretty  near  sure  I  can  get  him  through  in  a  half  hour  on 
direct.  I  don’t  think  there  will  be  a  lot  of  cross  and  I  would 
like  to  get  finished  if  I  can.  Are  you  ready  to  proceed? 

Examiner  Hill :  All  rierht. 
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Mr.  Fisher :  I  will  call  Mr.  Glade.  This  is  on  behalf  of 
the  Salt  Lake  applications,  the  three  applications  from  Salt 
Lake,  and  in  rebuttal  of  those  applications. 

Earl  J.  Glade  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness  on  behalf 
of  Station  KSL,  and,  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  testified 
as  follows: 

Direct  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Station  KSL) 

By  Mr.  Fisher ; 

Q.  Just  state  your  name  and  occupation.  A.  My  name  is 
Earl  J.  Glade,  and  I  am  general  manager  of  KSL. 

Q.  Just  briefly  for  the  record  state  how  long  KSL 

586  has  been  in  existence,  and  a  brief  outline  of  it,  and 
your  duties  with  it ;  bring  those  two  down  to  date  just 

as  briefly  as  you  can.  A.  KSL  was  licensed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce  on  April  21,  1922.  It  has  had  a  succes¬ 
sion  of  changes  in  letter  calls.  It  was  first  known  as  KZU 
and  changed  later  apparently  by  the  Department  of  Com¬ 
merce  to  KFPT  and  then  subsequently  to  KSL. 

Q.  About  when  was  it  changed  to  KSL,  just  roughly? 
You  don’t  need  to  look  it  up?  Ten  years  ago,  was  it?  A. 
I  would  say  about  nine  years  ago,  Mr.  Fisher. 

Q.  Nine  years  ago?  A.  We  were  licensed  as  a  1  kilowatt 
station  at  first,  operating  on  360  meter  wave  length.  How¬ 
ever,  in  1928  were  advanced  to  5  kilowatts,  and  then  on  Oc¬ 
tober  16,  1932  we  were  advanced  to  50  kilowatts  on  1130 
kilocycles. 

Q.  And  since  1932  you  have  been  operating  with  50  kilo¬ 
watts?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  On  1130  kilocycles?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  your  connection  with  the  station  just  briefly, 
Mr.  Glade? 

You  have  been  with  it  almost  continuously?  A.  Yes,  sir. 
I  have  had  charge  of  the  station  personally  for  about  12 
years  and  am  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  corpo¬ 
ration  with  its  present  directorate. 

Q.  You  have  seen  it  grow  from  a  1  kilowatt  sta- 

587  tion  to  a  50  kilowatt  station?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  located  in  Salt  Lake  City  all  that 
time?  A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  There  has  been  some  talk  here  about  local  rates,  Mr. 
Glade.  I  hand  you  KSL  Exhibit  1  for  identification  and  ask 
you  to  identify  that?  A.  This  is  our  local  rate  card  No.  9. 

Q.  In  effect  at  this  time?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  has  that  been  in  effect,  approximately?  A. 
The  date  of  the  card  is  February  15,  1934. 

Q.  About  a  year  now?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  is  that  the  local  rates  that  you  are  charging  for 
local  advertisers  at  this  time?  A.  It  is. 

Mr.  Fisher :  At  this  time  I  wish  to  introduce  it  as  KSL’S 
Exhibit  1. 

Mr.  Callister:  No  objection. 

Mr.  Segal:  No  objection. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 

(The  rate  card  was  thereupon  received  in  evidence, 
marked  KSL  Exhibit  1,  docket  2612  et  al,  witness  Glade.) 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  What  is  your  local  rate  for  one  hour,  just  briefly?  A. 
The  local  rate  for  class  A  time,  which  is  6 :30  to  10 :30  P.  M., 
for  one  hour  is  $90.00. 

588  Q.  How  much  for  class  B  time?  A.  Class  B  time, 
which  is  6 :00  to  6 :30  P.  M.,  and  10 :30  P.  M.  to  12 :00 
P.  M.,  is  $75.00. 

Q.  $75.00  an  hour?  A.  Yes.  Class  C  time,  from  7 :00  A. 
M.  to  6 :00  P.  M.,  $60.00. 

Q.  That  is  by  the  hour?  Is  there  a  further  breakdown 
with  reference  to  quarters  of  the  hour,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  Yes 
sir,  the  charge  under  the  respective  periods  is,  Class  A 
time,  $32.00,  class  B  time,  $26.00 ;  and  class  C  time,  $20.00, 
respectively. 

Q.  For  a  quarter  of  an  hour?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  On  your  50  kilowatt  station?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Glade,  I  think  there  was  some  testimony  in 
the  depositions  with  reference  to  listening  in  to  your  pro¬ 
grams  during  the  week  of  January  7th  to  13th  by  some 
ladies,  I  think,  on  behalf  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  had  occasion  to  check  your  programs  with 
reference  to  the  number  of  enterprises  and  institutions  that 
used  the  programs  during  that  time?  A.  Yes  sir,  I  have. 
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Q.  And  have  you  prepared  a  detailed  exhibit  showing 
their  names!  A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have. 

Q.  And  what  they  were  during  that  time?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  hand  you  herewith  KSL  exhibit  2  and  ask  you 

589  to  identify  that.  A.  Yes  sir,  this  is  a  list  that  I  pre¬ 
pared. 

Q.  Of  the  firms  and  organizations  which  were  on  your 
station  during  that  time?  A.  Yes,  sir,  of  the  Utah  firms, 
enterprises  and  institutions  using  KSL  facilities  during  the 
week  of  January  7th  to  13th,  1935,  inclusive. 

Q.  Did  you  prepare  that  yourself,  under  your  own  direc¬ 
tion,  and  know  the  facts  of  your  own  personal  knowledge? 
A.  Yes  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  How  many  firms  are  contained  on  that  list  ?  A.  There 
are  104. 

Q.  And  that  is  made  under  your  supervision  and  control  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Fisher:  At  this  time  I  wish  to  introduce  that  as 
KSL  Exhibit  2. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  It  mav  be  admitted. 

w 

(The  document  referred  to  was  received  in  evidence, 
marked  KSL  Exhibit  2,  Docket  2612,  et  al,  witness  Glade.) 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  Do  you  happen  to  remember,  with  reference  to  the  tes¬ 
timony  at  that  point,  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of  the  depo¬ 
sitions,  by  the  girls,  as  to  how  many  firms  they  heard  over 
the  air  during  the  same  period?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

590  Q.  How  many  were  there?  A.  They  stated  that 
there  were  60  such  firms. 

Q.  That  was  the  testimony  that  is  in  the  record  in  the 
depositions?  A.  It  was. 

Q.  Now,  have  you  had  experience  with  the  various  firms 
in  Salt  Lake  with  reference  to  obtaining  advertising,  the 
possibilities  of  firms  that  can  take  advertising?  A.  Yes, 
sir,  I  have. 

Q.  What  would  you  say  in  your  years  of  experience  with 
reference  to  how  many  of  these  are  available  in  Salt  Lake 
territory?  A.  I  would  say  there  are  approximately  550. 

Q.  Around  550?  A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  And  how  many  of  that  number  have  you  had  over 
your  station?  A.  I  could  only  estimate  that,  Mr.  Fisher, 
but  I  believe  the  number  would  come  well  within  400 ;  pos¬ 
sibly  450. 

Q.  Over  400  of  the  550  possible  in  the  area?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  About  how  long  a  time  would  you  say  that  was  ?  How 
long  would  you  estimate  that  for?  A.  I  would  estimate  the 
last  three  or  four  years ;  it  is  only  an  estimate,  however. 

Q.  Within  the  last  year,  say,  approximately  how  many  of 
these  550  that  you  estimated  that  you  have  had  on  your  sta¬ 
tion  ?  A.  I  believe  the  number  would  go  upward  of  300. 

Q.  Approximately  50  per  cent  of  them?  A.  Oh,  I 

591  would  say  that. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Glade,  have  you  had  occasion  to  break 
down  the  programs  of  your  station  with  reference  to  the 
division  of  time  between  national  programs  and  local  pro¬ 
grams?  A.Yes,  sir,  I  have.  That  is  referring  more  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  week  of  January  7th  to  13th,  inclusive, 
which  was  under  review. 

Q.  Was  that  the  week  that  they  listened  in  on  your  pro¬ 
grams?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  in  breaking  this  down,  I  say  “National” — you 
have  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  over  your  station? 
A.  We  do,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  had  occasion  to  make  a  break  down  with  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  number  of  hours  of  advertising  during  the 
week?  A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  I  hand  you  herewith  exhibit  No.  3,  and  ask  you  to  tell 
what  that  is.  First,  identify  it.  A.  This  is  an  approximate 
division  of  time  between  KSL  national  and  KSL  local  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  week  commencing  Monday,  January  7,  1935. 

Q.  Have  you  figured  that  yourself,  and  those  figures  are 
in  accordance  with  your  own  knowledge  and  from  the  actual 
programs  broadcast?  A.  Yes  sir,  these  compilations  were 
made  by  me  personally  from  the  radio  log  of  the  station. 

Mr.  Fisher:  At  this  time  I  wish  to  introduce  as  KSL’s 
exhibit  3. 

592  Mr.  Segal :  I  want  to  say  that  I  have  no  objection. 

Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection? 

(No  response.) 

Examiner  Hill :  It  may  be  admitted. 
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(Document  referred  to  was  thereupon  received  in  evi¬ 
dence  as  KSL  Exhibit  3,  Docket  2612  et  al.,  Witness  Glade.) 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  With  reference  to  that,  just  briefly  give  the  summary, 
how  many  hours  of  that  per  week  were  used  by  the  chain? 

Mr.  Callister :  We  object  to  that.  The  exhibit  itself  speaks 
for  itself. 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  is  true,  but  I  wanted  to  ask  a  further 
question  upon  it. 

Mr.  Callister :  Pardon  me. 

Examiner  Hill :  All  right,  answer  the  question. 

The  Witness:  There  were  69-1/4  hours  of  national  Net¬ 
work  broadcasting  and  non-network  national  broadcasting, 
and  52-3/4  hours  of  local  program  presentations. 

Q.  By  local  you  mean  hours  consumed  by  the  station  with 
local  programs?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Having  no  affiliation  with  Columbia  or  any  other 
chain?  A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  my  meaning. 

Q.  Would  you  say  that  was  a  fair  average  of  your  sta¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Glade,  or  not?  A.  I  think,  Mr.  Fisher,  that  the 
division  is  more  nearly  equal  than  that,  taking  our 
593  programs  by  and  large  throughout  the  year. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  move  that  that  be  stricken. 

Mr.  Fisher :  If  he  knows. 

Mr.  Ewing :  We  have  got  better  evidence  than  just  a  con¬ 
clusion. 

Mr.  Segal:  Your  evidence  does  not  seem  to  be  much 
good.  Those  ladies  slept  late  in  the  morning. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Your  Honor,  if  he  knows  this  fact,  I  think 
he  can  testify. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  will  overrule  the  objection.  Go  ahead. 
By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  On  January  19th  you  have  a  note  at  the  bottom  here. 

What  are  the  hours  there?  A.  On  Januarv  19th  the  KSL 

•/ 

log  shows  60  hours  of  network  and  62  hours  of  non-network 
presentations. 

Q.  That  would  be  about  50  per  cent  of  each,  would  it  not? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  would  you  say  with  reference  to  the  average 
throughout  the  year?  A.  I  would  say  that  the  division  is 
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more  nearly  equal  than  that  indicated  by  the  exhibit  which 
shows  the  approximate  division  of  time,  to  which  I  made 
reference  a  few  moments  ago. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Glade,  just  on  these  national  programs  that 
you  refer  to  as  69  hours  one  week,  and  60  hours  the  other 
week;  those  are  not  all  commercial,  are  they?  A,  No,  sir;  I 
included  all  of  the  National  sustainings  in  making  this  com¬ 
pilation. 

Q.  And  by  “sustaining,”  you  mean  free  programs 

594  upon  the  air?  A.  Free  programs,  for  which  KSL  is 
not  paid. 

Q.  And  for  which  you  do  not  charge  anyone  either,  is  that 
correct?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Could  you  approximate  how  many  hours  of  that  type 
you  placed  over  the  air  on  those  particular  weeks?  A.  I 
could  not  do  that  accurately. 

Q.  But  there  are  several  hours?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Those  would  be  available  for  local  programs,  would 
they  not?  A.  Free  programs,  for  which  KSL  is  not  paid. 

Q.  And  for  which  you  do  not  charge  anyone  either,  is  that 
correct?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Could  you  approximate  how  many  hours  of  that  type 
you  placed  over  the  air  on  those  particular  weeks?  A.  I 
could  not  do  that  accurately. 

Q.  But  there  are  several  hours?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Those  would  be  available  for  local  programs,  would 
they  not,  if  you  had  local  programs  to  fill  them?  A.  Yes, 
sir;  such  programs  as  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Or¬ 
chestra  which  is  on  the  air  two  hours  each  Sunday,  and 
which  we  feel  should  not  be  sold  under  any  consideration. 

Q.  Not  what  you  feel,  but  you  do  not  sell  it  under  any 
consideration?  A.  Right. 

595  Q.  That  is  what  is  called  a  sustaining  program 
from  the  chain?  A.  Right. 

Q.  That  is  two  hours  a  week?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  had  occasion,  Mr.  Glade,  to  make  what  we 
call  a  listening  test  with  reference  to  your  programs  for  a 
period  of  a  week  or  so?  A.  Yes  sir,  we  have. 

Q.  When  was  that  made  and  tell  about  the  circumstances 
of  that,  please  ?  A.  Approximately  3  months  ago. 

Mr.  Callister :  May  I  inquire,  did  you  make  the  test,  Mr. 
Glade? 
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The  Witness:  I  framed  the  announcements  and  directed 
their  presentation  over  the  air,  and  I  employed  the  people 
who  made  the  actual  compilation  and  directed  the  entire 
activity. 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  Just  go  on  and  explain  what  the  activity  was. 

Mr.  Fisher :  I  think  I  can  qualify  this. 

The  Witness:  We  were  asked  bv  the  Columbia  Broad- 
casting  Svstem  to  collaborate  with  that  institution  in  the 

W  9/ 

making  of  what  is  called  a  listeners’  survey,  and  we  were 
instructed  bv  them — 

Bv  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Don’t  say  what  it  was.  What  did  you  do?  A.  We  did 
this:  We  prepared  three  brief  announcements  to  be 

596  made  during  the  day  time  and  two  brief  announce¬ 
ments  to  be  made  during  the  night  time  for  a  period 
of  two  davs.  which  we  did. 

*  7 

Q.  One  week.  A.  During  which  we  offered  a  little  card 
souvenir  in  return  for  mail  that  might  be  forwarded  to  us 
in  response  to  the  announcement. 

Q.  And  were  the  letters  received  by  the  station  under 
your  direction?  A.  They  were. 

Q.  And  these  parties  were  hired  to  count  them  and  com¬ 
pile  them?  A.  They  were. 

Q.  And  in  pursuance  thereto,  did  you  compile  a  map  with 
reference  to  the  number  of  letters  received  from  each  state 
in  the  United  States?  A.  We  did. 

Mr.  Fisher :  At  this  time  I  wish  to  have  marked  for  iden¬ 
tification  KSL  exhibit  4. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  will  make  my  objection  that  it  tends  to 
prove  nothing. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Was  this  map  prepared  under  your  direction  and  con¬ 
trol?  Are  you  familiar  with  the  facts  contained  in  this  map 
which  we  are  now  asking  to  admit  in  evidence?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  What  facts,  may  I  inquire,  Mr.  Fisher?

Mr.  Segal:  Mr.  Examiner,  it  appears  perfectly  plain  to 
me  that  if  an  advertiser  got  all  that  for  $90.00  an  hour,  it 
does  not  look  very  good  for  the  100  watter  at  $50.00. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  move  they  all  be  sworn  if  they  are  going  to 
testify. 

Examiner  Hill :  This  is  just  to  show  what  mail  was  re¬ 
ceived? 

Mr.  Fisher :  At  that  particular  time. 

Examiner  Hill :  In  answer  to  the  request?  It  has  been  the 
custom  to  admit  that  character  of  testimony.  Speaking 
strictly  in  a  legal,  technical  sense,  it  probably  should  be  ex¬ 
cluded,  but  it  has  been  our  custom  here  to  admit  it. 

Mr.  Pratt:  We  have  no  objection.

Q.  And  with  reference  to  the  11  western  states,  were 
there  answers  received  from  every  county  in  those  states?

Q.  Will  you  just  briefly  give  the  parties  that  own  KSL? 
A.  Yes,  sir.  The  corporation  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  L.  D.  S.  owns  50.14  per  cent. 

Q.  Right  there ;  the  Church  itself,  does  own  a  ma- 

602  jority  of  stock?  A.  Yes  sir,  it  does.  The  Salt  Lake 
Tribune  owns  19.55  per  cent. 

Q.  They  own  not  to  exceed  20  per  cent  of  the  stock?  Is 
that  the  newspaper  in  the  town?  A.  Yes  sir,  that  is  the 
leading  inter-mountain  daily  newspaper. 

Q.  Go  ahead;  what  other  interests  own  stock?  A.  The 
balance  of  the  stock  of  the  station  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Ma¬ 
thilda  Baer,  an  esteemed  Jewish  lady.  She  owns  5.67  per 
cent.  Spencer  P.  Felt,  the  manager  of  the  United  Filters 
Company,  owns  4.72. 

Q.  While  we  are  on  it,  what  is  his  religion?  A.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints  church. 

The  Raddatz  Corporation,  owners  and  operators  of  the 
Tintic  Central  Mining  Company  and  the  Blue  Blaze  Coal 
Company  own  4.72  per  cent.  Incidentally,  the  Raddatz 
family  are  Episcopalians. 

Mr.  William  R.  Wallace,  Vice  President  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company,  owns  4.72  per 
cent. 

Mr.  Ewing:  His  religion? 

The  Witness:  I  think  Mr.  Wallace  now  is  rated  as  a 
Christian  Scientist,  Mr.  Ewing. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  wonder  if  anybody  could  find  out. 

The  Witness :  Your  guess  is  as  good  as  mine. 

Mr.  George  A.  Holt  owns  3.40  per  cent. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  What  is  his  religion,  so  we  will  have  it  all? 

603  A.  Mr.  Holt,  I  think,  is  a  member  of  the  L.  D.  S. 
church. 
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The  Salt  Lake  Tribune,  I  should  state,  while  I  am  stating 
this,  is  controlled  by  the  Kearns  family.  You  all  recall 
former  Senator  Kearns,  that  is,  the  late  Senator  Kearns. 
He  represented  Utah  in  the  Senate  here.  That  is  a  Catholic 
family. 

Q.  Then  the  Catholic  interests  in  the  station  would  be 
the  same  as  the  newspaper  interests,  or  about  20  per  cent? 
A.  Yes,  sir.  The  Utah  Woolen  mills  own  2.83  per  cent. 
Then  there  is  a  miscellaneous  holding  of  a  group  of  us. 

Q.  Which  includes  yourself?  A.  Yes,  sir.  That  is  4.25 
per  cent. 

Q.  That  makes  up  the  whole  100  per  cent  ?  A.  Makes  up 
the  100  per  cent,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  just  briefly,  don’t  go  into  details,  the  number  of 
your  employees;  how  many  have  you,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  We 
have  41  members  on  our  staff,  four  of  whom  are  in  the 
executive  division,  12  in  the  commercial  division,  16  in  the 
production  and  program  division,  and  9  in  the  technical 
division. 

Q.  Making  41?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  other  part  time  employees  have  you  had 
on  the  station  for  instance,  in  the  last  year  or  so,  approxi¬ 
mately  ?  A.  During  the  past  year  we  gave  part  time 
604  employment  to  approximately  600  people. 

Q.  And  then,  in  addition  to  that,  how  many  free 
performers  have  you  had  on  the  station  in  the  last  year  or 
so,  in  other  words,  talent  from  Salt  Lake  and  vicinity?  A. 
Approximately  2000  others  who  appeared  in  various  choral 
groups,  orchestras,  glee  clubs,  schools,  and  that  type  of 
organizations. 

Q.  Making  a  total  of  over  2600  in  that  community  who 
participated  in  the  affairs  of  your  station?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  list  includes  the  chorus  from  the  church  that 
broadcasts  every  Sunday?  A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  one  of  a 
number  of  them. 

Q.  Now,  just  briefly,  in  order  not  to  prolong  it,  will  you 
just  state  some  of  your  entertaining  features  of  the  station, 
the  high  lights,  and,  by  the  way,  only  local  programs? 

Mr.  Callister:  We  submit  that  the  logs  are  the  best  evi¬ 
dence  of  that. 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  think  he  has  the  right  to  explain  some  of 
the  outstanding  features.  That  has  been  brought  in  here 
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as  a  matter  of  local  programs,  and  that  is  all  we  are  catch- 
ing. 

Examiner  Hill :  He  can  state  of  his  own  knowledge. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  With  the  qualification  that  it  is  his  own 
personal  estimate  of  what  constitutes  an  outstanding 
feature. 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  don’t  mind  his  estimate  of  what  are  the 
things  he  wants  to  testify  about.  I  don’t  mean  he 

605  should  say  they  are  the  finest  things  in  the  world. 

Mr.  Callister:  Would  you  object  if  I  asked  him 
one  or  two  questions  ?  I  want  to  leave  tonight. 

Mr.  Fisher:  The  rest  of  my  testimony  is  rather  brief, 
just  some  of  the  outstanding  programs,  but  if  he  wants  to 
break  in  here,  that  will  be  all  right.  You  will  know  what 
that  is  and  you  can  waive  it. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  will  waive  it. 

Mr.  Segal:  There  are  two  or  three  questions  I  wanted 
to  ask  Mr.  Glade  also. 

Mr.  Callister :  May  I  just  ask  three  or  four  questions  out 
of  order,  if  your  Honor  please?  I  will  appreciate  it. 
Examiner  Hill :  That  is  all  right. 

Mr.  Fisher :  It  is  all  right  with  me. 

Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  applicant  Paul  Q.  Callister) 

By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  you  are  possibly  the  oldest  radio  man  in 
Salt  Lake  City  or  the  State  of  Utah?  It  that  right?  A.  I 
presume  that  is  what  they  say,  Mr.  Callister. 

Q.  And  you  were  formerly  manager  of  Radio  Station 
KLO  in  the  year  1932,  were  you  not?  A.  I  was  managing 
director.  I  financed  and  built  the  station,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  at  that  time  it  was  a  100  watt  station,  was  it  not? 
A.  It  started  as  a  100  watt  station. 

Q.  It  is  now  500  watts  ?  A.  It  is  now  500  watts. 

606  Q.  And  you  made  an  application  to  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  to  have  that  transfer¬ 
red  to  Salt  Lake  City,  did  you  not?  A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  I  show  you  here  a  certified  copy  of  a  letter  dated  July 
13,  1932,  bearing  the  signature  of  Earl  J.  Glade,  and  ask  if 
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that  is  your  signature?  A.  (After  examining)  Yes  sir,  I 
believe  it  is. 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  I  will  read  you  paragraph  7,  which  reads 
as  follows: — 

Mr.  Fisher:  Just  a  minute.  If  there  is  any  purpose  of 
putting  this  letter  of  Mr.  Glade’s  into  this  record,  we  object 
to  it,  because  Mr.  Glade  cannot  bind  the  corporation  that  is 
now  the  owner  of  KSL  by  any  statement  he  may  have  made 
as  the  owner  of  any  other  station. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  will  ask  another  question : 

By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  Were  you  also  connected  with  KSL?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  an  officer  of  that  corporation?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  am  not  trying  to  bind  him,  I  am  trying 
to  show,  if  your  Honor  please — 

Examiner  Hill:  Was  he  the  manager  of  the  station  at 
that  time  ? 

The  Witness:  Yes,  sir,  I  was. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  about  KSL,  were  you  the  man¬ 
ager? 

The  Witness:  Yes  sir,  I  operated  the  stations  con¬ 
currently. 

607  Examiner  Hill :  I  am  inclined  to  overrule  the  ob¬ 
jection,  Mr.  Fisher. 

Mr.  Fisher:  It  is  all  right  with  me,  except,  as  I  say — 

Mr.  Callister :  I  am  going  to  offer  them  in  evidence,  Mr. 
Fisher. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  This  is  reading  from  paragraph  7,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

“While  national  chain  programs  are  possibly  more 
desired  here  in  the  great  isolated  inter-mountain  empire 
than  anywhere  else  in  America,  and  it  is  urgently  impor¬ 
tant  that  both  of  the  other  stations  carry  all  of  them  that 
they  consistently  can,  KLO  being  a  local  station,  can  do  a 
tremendous  local  service  by  giving  special  opportunity  for 
local  expression  which  is  also  cordially  appreciated.  In 
the  proposed  new  location,  this  opportunity  will  be  greatly 
extended  and  thousands  more  of  our  people  served  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  our  present  following.” 
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That  is  true,  is  it  not,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  With  the  exception, 
may  I  say,  just  a  little  facetiously,  that  I  only  have  one 
“thousand”  and  you  read  three.  Yes  sir,  you  have  appar¬ 
ently  read  the  paragraph  correctly. 

Q.  And  that  is  true,  that  a  local  station  could  serve  thou¬ 
sands  more  people  there  as  you  have  indicated  in  that 
letter?  A.  I  think  that  is  true. 

Mr.  Fisher :  Thousands  more  there  than  at  Ogden. 

608  Mr.  Callister :  Thousands  in  Salt  Lake  City,  in  the 
attempt  to  move  the  station  to  Salt  Lake  ? 

Mr.  Segal:  That  is,  there  are  more  people  in  Salt  Lake 
than  Ogden? 

Examiner  Hill:  Were  these  two  stations  there  at  the 
time  this  letter  was  written? 

Mr.  Callister :  Yes,  sir,  both  stations. 

Now,  I  show  you  also  another  letter  dated  July  28,  1932, 
and  ask  if  you  signed  that  letter  on  or  about  the  date  it 
bears?  A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  my  signature. 

Q.  At  that  time  you  were  manager  of  KLO  and  also 
KSL?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  to  read,  commencing  with  the  second 
paragraph  on  page  2,  down  to  the  third  paragraph. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Is  this  a  similar  letter? 

Mr.  Callister:  The  same  kind. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Again,  as  I  say,  we  want  to  object  to  this 
type  of  testimony  upon  the  grounds  that  he  cannot  bind  the 
corporation  that  is  the  licensee  of  KSL.  Your  Honor  that 
is  an  attempt  to  do  that  here. 

Mr.  Callister :  It  is  elementary  that  an  admission  against 
interest  is  always  admissible.  Here  is  a  man,  manager  of 
both  stations — 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  is  not  an  admission  against  interest  of 
KSL. 

Mr.  Callister:  He  is  the  manager. 

Mr.  Fisher:  That  does  not  matter.  He  can  have 

609  ideas  about  each  station,  maybe,  absolutely  distinct 
from  what  the  corporation  says. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  will  submit  it  to  the  Examiner  and  ask 
him  to  read  it  and  see  if  they  are  admissible. 

Examiner  Hill:  The  Examiner  may  be  wrong  about  it, 
but  he  believes  they  should  be  admitted.  The  witness  is 
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manager  of  both  stations  and  in  charge  of  both  stations, 
and,  of  course,  to  some  extent  is  responsible  for  the  policies. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  If  you  will  read  from  the  second  paragraph  down  to 
and  including  the  third  paragraph  on  page  2 — 

Examiner  Hill:  However,  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  of 
reading  the  letters  into  the  record. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  have  to  ask  a  question  about  it. 

The  Witness:  (Reading:)  “I  believe  we  can  then  im¬ 
mediately  get  the  station  on  a  net  work  for  an  hour  or  two 
a  day  to  carry  the  surplus  which  KSL  cannot  take.  You 
realize  how  that  will  help  ‘pep  up’  our  KLO  programs. 
“KLO  has  the  active  support  in  this  proposal  of  KSL.” 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  That  is  true,  is  it  not,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all.  I  offer  those  exhibits. 
Examiner  Hill :  Any  objection? 

(No  response.) 

(The  documents  were  received  in  evidence  as  Paul  Q. 
Callister  Exhibits  18  and  19,  Docket  2612  et  al,  witness 
Glade.) 

610  Cross  Examination 

(On  behalf  of  Station  KDYL) 

By  Mr.  Segal : 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  personnel  of  Station  KDYL? 
Do  you  know  the  persons  in  charge  of  its  management  ?  A. 
Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

Q.  I  want  to  read  to  you  from  a  statement  attached  to 
the  application  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society: 

‘  ‘  That  KDYL  is  a  vassal  station  to  KSL  and  these  news¬ 
papers  interests,  accepting  such  business  as  is  undesirable 
to  KSL,  and  doing  the  bidding  and  doing  the  wishes  of 
KSL  in  the  conduct  of  its  business,  even  unto  refusing  its 
facilities  to  those  who  are  not  advertisers  in  those  news- 
papers,  that  are  not  in  the  good  graces  of  those  in  control 
of  these  newspapers  and  the  radio  facilities,  unless  the 
users  agree  to  conform  to  their  requirements,  preach  their 
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philosophy,  and  submit  to  their  dominating  censorship 
which  is  rigid.  ’  ’ 

Does  that  correctly  express  the  relationship  that  exists 
between  KSL  and  KDYL?  A.  I  would  say  it  certainly 
does  not,  in  any  degree  whatsoever. 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  I  think  we  were  just  getting  down 

616  to  the  matter  of  local  programs  yesterday.  I  do  not 
want  to  prolong  the  hearing,  but  I  want  you  to  briefly 

touch  upon  the  high  spots  of  the  local  programs,  that  is, 
those  not  having  anything  to  do  with  the  national  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  because  I 
think  that  is  the  thing  the  Examiner  wants  to  know  about. 
First  of  all,  with  reference  to  general  entertainment,  what 
are  the  high  spots  of  that  over  KSL?  A.  I  might  answer, 
Mr.  Fisher,  by  saying  that  KSL  maintains  a  production 
and  program  department  that  produces  such  features  as 
the  following — I  shall  only  hit  the  high  spots  very  briefly: 

We  have  the  KSL  Hostess  Club  that  broadcasts  every 
Wednesdav  morning  in  the  Home  Economics  Studio  of  the 
station,  which  is  equipped  wth  the  home  economics  appa¬ 
ratus  that  vou  would  find  in  a  verv  modern  kitchen,  such  as 
refrigeration  facilities — 

Q.  You  have  all  of  that  in  your  studio?  A.  Yes.  We  in¬ 
vite,  as  a  rule,  about  30  or  40  socially  representative 
women,  who  listen  in  on  the  broadcast  and  see  the 

617  foods  that  have  been  brought  there  and  which  are 
discussed  over  the  air. 

Q.  They  are  prepared  and  served?  A.  Yes,  they  are  pre¬ 
pared  and  served  each  Wednesday  morning.  There  is  a 
different  group  present  on  each  occasion. 

Q.  How  long  has  that  program;  is  that  an  hour  or  so? 
A.  That  is  a  30-minute  presentation. 

Q.  30  minutes?  A.  Yes.  Of  course,  you  understand  the 
ladies  stay  as  our  guests  for  the  whole  morning  period  and 
are  taken  through  the  station  and  all  of  the  different  fea¬ 
tures  are  explained  to  them. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  is  that  program,  approximately? 
A.  That  is  about  11 :15,  as  I  recall. 

Q.  Every  Wednesday  morning?  A.  Yes. 

Then  there  is  the  feature  called  “Good  Morning  Judge”, 
which  is  now  in  its  second  year.  It  is  written  and  pro- 
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duced  entirely  in  the  KSL  plant  and  employs  a  cast  of  ten 
artists. 

The  Electric  Hour,  featuring  a  concert  orchestra,  chorus, 
male  quartet  and  a  dramatic  group,  will  compare  favora¬ 
bly  with  any  similar  broadcasts  on  any  network. 

Q.  When  is  that  and  how  many  participate  in  the  pro¬ 
gram?  A.  That  broadcast  is  on  Thursday  night  at  7  o’clock 
and  approximately  35  artists  participate. 

There  is  the  KSL  dramatic  serial  called  4  4  Mary  and 
John”.  This  is  somewhat  comparable  to  4 4 One  Man’s 
Family”.  It  is  in  its  third  successive  year  and  in- 
618  creasing  in  popularity. 

Then  we  have  the  KSL  Players,  a  cast  of  nine 
artists,  all  with  extensive  professional  dramatic  experience, 
who  are  featured  on  Monday  nights  and  are  directed  by 
Louise  Hill  Howe,  who  is  an  outstanding  dramatic  artist. 

The  Night  Boat,  conducted  by  Don  Fitzgerald,  features 
native  Hawaiian  singers.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  has  the  active  co¬ 
operation  of  Don  Blanding,  the  famous  Hawaiian  poet,  and 
full  permission  to  use  his  work. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  move  to  strike  the  testimonv  which  re- 
lates  to  permission  to  use  Mr.  Blanding ’s  works.  I  do  not 
think  the  witness  is  qualified  to  state  that.  It  is  hearsay, 
pure  and  simple. 

Examiner  Hill :  If  he  can  state  it  of  his  own  knowledge — 

The  Witness :  Mr.  Blanding  told  me  personally  that  the 
station  might  use  his  works,  which  we  consider  a  very  fine 
privilege. 

Mr.  Fisher:  It  is  only  for  that  purpose. 

The  Witness :  The  KSL  Midnight  Hour,  now  in  its  fifth 
year,  featuring  the  Tabernacle  Organ,  Richard  Condie, 
tenor,  and  William  Hardman,  violinist.  We  have  our  own 
pipe  organ  in  our  studio  and  have  two  organists  Gene  Hal- 
liday  and  Gus  Farney,  who  present  several  periods  weekly. 

Incidentally,  your  Honor,  I  might  state  he  recently  took 
a  two  weeks’  holiday  and  KSL  received  upwards  of  6,000 
letter  asking  where  he  was  and  urging  that  he  be  returned 
to  the  air. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  You  mean  he  went  off  the  air  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks?  A.  Yes. 
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619  Q.  How  long  had  he  been  with  the  station,  approx¬ 
imately?  A.  Approximately  four  years. 

At  an  installation  cost  of  about  $1500,  we  are  now  pre¬ 
senting,  seventeen  times  a  day,  on  the  hour,  through  a  1250 
cycle  note,  the  most  accurate  time  every  brought  to  West¬ 
ern  America  for  the  general  public.  This  signal  is  han¬ 
dled  automatically  and  comes  as  an  impulse  from  Arling¬ 
ton,  Just  a  cross  the  Potomac  here,  and  we  are  assured 
by— 

Q.  Not  what  you  are  assured,  Mr.  Glade,  but  what  you 
know. 

Mr.  Ewing:  What  do  you  call  it? 

Mr.  Fisher:  Time  signals. 

The  Witness :  At  any  rate  it  is  esteemed  the  most  accu¬ 
rate  time  signal  ever  made  available  to  the  Western  Amer¬ 
ican  public. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Is  it  the  only  one  in  that  part  of  the  country?  A.  Yes. 
I  understand  only  three  stations  in  America  have  this  ser¬ 
vice  in  addition  to  the  Government  station,  and  those  are 
WOR,  in  Newark,  WGN  in  Chicago  and  KSL. 

Q.  Novr,  with  reference  to  education,  there  has  been  con¬ 
siderable  testimony  here  with  reference  to  education.  Do 
you  have  special  features  in  education  over  your  station 
of  a  local  nature,  irrespective  of  the  national  hookup?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  What  are  those?  A.  The  once  a  week  program  of  the 
Utah  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teacher,  now  in  its 

620  third  successive  year,  with  Mrs.  Ralph  D.  Evans  of 
the  P.  T.  A.,  directing. 

We  have  a  dramatized  Saturdav  afternoon  feature  for 
Boy  Scouts,  depicting  the  allurements  of  scout  craft. 

We  have  frequent  basket  ball  and  foot  ball  rallies  for 
the  institutions  such  as  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  Col¬ 
lege,  the  University  of  Utah  and  B.  Y.  University,  as  well 
as  the  various  high  schools  in  the  state. 

Now  in  its  fourth  successive  year  of  presentation,  the 
Utah  State  Agricultural  College  features  members  of  its 
faculty  in  practical  talks  to  farmers  twice  each  week  over 
KSL. 
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Q.  When  are  those,  approximately?  A.  The  periods  are 
around  1  o’clock.  Our  experience,  your  Honor,  is  that  out 
west  the  farmer  comes  into  his  home  for  a  hot  meal  in  the 
mid-day  and  it  is  then  that  he  wants  information  of  that 
type. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Salt  Lake  Telegram,  KSL  is 
presenting  twice  weekly  a  series  of  piano  lessons  for  chil¬ 
dren. 

For  the  third  successive  year  KSL  is  presenting  a  course 
in  class  room  organization  and  management  in  collaboration 
with  the  extension  division  of  the  University  of  Utah.  This 
course  was  given  year  before  last  by  Dr.  L.  John  Nuttall, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  last  year 
also  by  him,  but  this  year  will  be  given  by  Dr.  John  T. 
Whalquest,  identified  with  the  University  of  Utah.  The 
subject  is  the  Activity  School,  a  presentation  of  the  place 
and  function  of  activity  in  education. 

621  Q.  How  often  do  you  have  those  courses?  A.  Once 
a  week. 

Q.  Throughout  the  entire  winter?  A.  For  25  presenta¬ 
tions. 

Q.  And  for  how  long  a  period  each  time?  A.  Thirty 
minutes. 

May  I  say,  your  Honor,  that  yesterday  at  11:30  o’clock 
mountain  time,  KSL  presented,  on  the  University  of  Utah 
Campus  — 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Do  you  know  of  your  own  personal  knowl¬ 
edge  that  was  presented  yesterday? 

The  Witness :  It  was  scheduled,  and  I  presume  it  was 
presented. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Just  say  it  was  scheduled,  then,  if  you  did  not  hear 
it  back  here.  A.  That  is  a  pertinent  question.  At  any  rate 
we  presented  this  program — 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is,  it  was  scheduled  to  be  presented? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  From  where?  A.  From  Kingsbury  Hall  on  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Utah  Campus.  That  features  a  concert  or- 
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chestra,  a  chorus,  a  male  quartet,  a  dramatic  sketch  and 
comedians. 

Q.  On  this  same  educational  matter,  what  would  you 
say  with  reference  to  preparation  of  these  programs;  in 
your  experience  in  preparing  the  programs,  must  they  be 
thoroughly  prepared?  A.  Obviously,  a  presentation  over 
the  air  must  square  with  the  proprieties  of  broacast 

622  presentation  and  it  must  be  worthy  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  which  it  represents.  We  are  very  insistent  upon 

that. 

Q.  Now,  as  to  civic  matters  of  a  local  nature,  do  you  broad¬ 
cast  those  and  do  you  hold  your  facilities  for  those  and 
is  there  any  charge  for  them?  A.  There  is  no  charge 
whatever.  On  January  21st,  KSL  broadcast  Governor 
Blood’s  address  to  the  legislature  by  remote  control  from 
the  State  Capitol.  Every  day  at  3:45  KSL  gives  a  re¬ 
sume  of  the  activities  at  the  State  Capitol  during  the  period 
which  the  legislature  is  in  session,  of  those  various  acti¬ 
vities. 

KSL  broadcast  on  January  22nd  from  the  Utah  State 
Capitol  the  address  of  former  Governor  A.  0.  Eberhadt 
of  Minnesota,  special  representative  of  the  Federal  Hous¬ 
ing  Administration. 

This  year  KSL  formally  opened  the  Provo,  Utah  Radio 
Show.  Provo  is  about  45  miles  south  of  Salt  Lake.  We 
sent  our  artists  there  and  collaborated  very  directly  with 
the  radio  dealers  in  the  city. 

KSL  recently  formally  dedicated,  by  a  75-mile  remote 
control  broadcast  from  Logan,  Utah,  the  Logan  Garment 
Company’s  magnificent  new  plant.  This  was  made  a  civic 
occasion.  The  mayor  and  officers  of  the  city  were  there, 
and  there  was  an  outstanding  program  featuring  a  14-piece 
orchestra,  male  chorus,  girls’  trio  dramatic  comedy  group, 
were  included  in  the  broadcast. 

Q.  That  is  all  talent  over  your  station?  A.  Yes. 

KSL  broadcast  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the 

623  dedication  of  the  Pioneer  Monument  at  the  Plaza  in 
the  Salt  Lake  suburb  known  as  Sugar  House.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Blood  was  there  and  spoke  and  there  were  other  state 
celebrities  who  made  addresses  and  there  was  band  music 
rendered.  Sugar  House  was  the  site  of  the  first  beet  mill 
in  western  America. 
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KSL  cooperates  daily  with  the  Salt  Lake  Police  Force 
in  broadcasting  information  for  the  department*  We  fre¬ 
quently  help  the  police  departments  of  outlying  towns  and 
cities. 

KSL  also  cooperates  with  the  Salt  Lake  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  receives  thousands  of  letters,  many  of  which 
we  answer  ourselves,  but  any  special  inquiries  asking  about 
Salt  Lake  City,  we  turn  over  to  the  Salt  Lake  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  we  have  the  finest  cooperation  from  that 
body.  | 

Q.  Do  you  make  a  custom  of  going  around  to  different 
communities  and  putting  on  programs  and  bringing  them 
to  your  station?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Just  as  you  cited  the  one  for  Provo?  A.  Yes.  We 
have  extended  the  facilities  of  our  station  on  frequent  occa¬ 
sions  to  cities  within  the  natural  market  area  of  Salt  Lake 
and  Ogden.  Of  course,  that  means  the  intermountain  em¬ 
pire  there. 

Q.  Can  you  name  some  of  those  towns,  while  we  are  on 
that?  A.  For  instance,  we  have  broadcast  for  Spanish 
Fork,  Utah,  and  we  have  had  series  of  broadcasts  from 
Provo,  Utah.  I  recall  going  personally  to  Logan,  Utah, 
from  which  point  we  broadcast  by  remote  control  from  the 
tabernacle  in  that  city.  We  have  had  bands  from 
624  such  cities  as  Evanston,  Wyoming,  and  Ogden,  Utah. 

I  remember  particularly  the  Union  Pacific  band  came 
to  the  station  to  broadcast.  ; 

Q.  Those  are  the  civic  programs  you  charge  nothing  for? 
A.  Exactly. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Do  you  maintain  constant  remote  control 
studios  in  any  outlying  towns  ? 

The  Witness:  For  the  past  three  years  we  have  had  a 
remote  control  pickup  in  Ogden.  I  might  state,  your  Hon¬ 
or,  that  $10  per  month  per  mile  is  a  pretty  high  remote 
control  circuit  charge  and  we  have  to  be  careful  out  our 
way  because  it  is  a  country  of  magnificent  distances. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Do  you  maintain  any  permanent  station  ? 

The  Witness :  No. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  You  cannot  utilize  it  for  some  special 
event  ? 

The  Witness :  If  it  were  for  some  special  event,  we  would 
put  in  our  own  circuit.  We  have  broadcast  from  Elco, 
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Nevada,  the  animal  Elks  Dav  Show  there.  That  is  224 
miles.  On  another  occasion  Senator  Borah  had  us  come  to 
Boise,  Idaho,  and  broadcast  from  Boise,  which  we  were  very 
happy  to  do. 

Bv  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  Now,  with  reference  to  charitable  organizations,  is 
there  any  charge  for  that  type  of  programs?  A.  No,  sir. 
We  carry  every  week  numerous  announcements  for  such 
organizations  as  the  Elks  Club,  the  Eagles,  Moose,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Dr.  Molay,  Disabled  American  Veterans, 
American  Legion,  and  I  remember  particularly  the  cam¬ 
paign  of  the  Community  Chest  this  year.  We  not 
625  only  did  the  broadcasting  for  them  but  we  helped 
them  di recti v  in  the  work. 

V 

A  week  ago  we  had  the  entire  Kiwanis  Club  of  Salt  Lake 
City  as  guests  in  our  studio,  to  hear  the  address  of  their 
International  President,  which  was  broadcast  over  KSL. 

We  recently  canceled  two  local  programs  at  a  loss  of  $64 
to  the  station,  to  clear  for  a  network  broadcast  celebrating 
the  15th  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  United 
States  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  we  presented 
with  our  compliments  to  the  Salt  Lake  Junior  Chamber. 

We  recently  entertained  the  entire  Sales  Managers  Club 
of  Salt  Lake  and  their  ladies  at  the  studios,  featuring  and 
broadcasting  an  address  by  Fred  Greene,  President  of  the 
club. 

We  also  recently  had  the  entire  advertising  club  of  Salt 
Lake  City  as  our  guests  at  a  broadcast  for  them. 

We  also  recentlv  entertained  the  members  of  the  School 
Principals  Association  of  Salt  Lake  City,  who  were  present 
in  a  body  at  one  of  the  Hostess  Club  broadcasts. 

Q.  Now,  the  matter  of  religion,  do  you  broadcast  religion 
as  a  general  matter  over  your  station,  and  if  so,  state  how 
many  hours  and  the  types  of  religion  which  are  permitted 
to  use  the  station?  A.  KSL  is  representatively  owned  and 
representatively  operated.  There  is  positively  no  discrim¬ 
ination  whatever  as  between  religions. 

Q.  How  many  hours  a  week,  approximately,  do  you  give 
to  religion?  A.  I  have  not  summed  that  up.  May  I  answer 
that  as  I  go  through? 
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Q.  Yes,  briefly.  A.  We  have,  for  instance,  one  hour 

626  each  Sunday  morning  which  is  devoted  to  12  differ¬ 
ent  congregations.  Two  of  these  congregations  ap¬ 
pear  each  Sunday.  However,  I  forgot  to  state  that  these 
are  national  broadcasts.  This  is  the  only  national  broad¬ 
cast  I  have  mentioned  in  the  discussion  here. 

Q.  How  many  local  broadcasts  of  religion  do  you  have? 
A.  They  represent  the  Congregational,  Unitarian,  Epis¬ 
copalian,  Baptist,  Presbyterian,  Lutheran,  Methodist,  Dis¬ 
ciples  of  Christ,  Roman  Catholic,  Christian  Science,  Jewish 
and  Reformed  Christian. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Where  does  that  come  from? 

The  Witness:  From  various  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  is  network? 

The  Witness:  We  have  originally  in  KSL  some  of  the 
broadcasts  for  the  whole  network.  When  Bishop  Kearney 
and  Monsignor  Hunt  appeared  some  time  ago  they  spoke 
from  KSL.  The  broadcast  now  comes  from  various  parts 
of  the  nation  and  they  are  national. 

We  have  the  Christian  Scientists  on  for  15  minutes  each 
Sunday.  We  had  Dr.  Ayer  on,  I  believe,  for  15-minute 
presentations. 

By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Is  he  a  local  minister  out  there?  A.  He  is  a  Minister 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  yes. 

For  three  years,  at  the  request  of  the  Salt  Lake  Min¬ 
isterial  Association,  we  presented,  gratis,  broadcasts  in  the 
morning  for  40-day  periods  during  the  lenten  season, 

627  and  every  Protestant  denomination  in  the  city  had 
an  opportunity  to  use  the  facilities  of  the  station. 

Q.  When  did  that  stop?  A.  A  year  ago.  However,  they 
made  no  request  whatever  this  year.  Had  they  made  a  re¬ 
quest  this  year  they  would  have  been  given  the  facilities 
as  usual.  In  fact,  I  might  state,  your  Honor,  we  have  never 
had  a  congregation  come  to  us  and  make  a  request  for  our 
facilities  where  we  did  not  make  those  facilities  available 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

We  have  a  30-minute  broadcast  each  Sunday  evening  for 
the  Catholic  Church.  May  I  say  that  the  Catholic  Church, 
at  their  own  insistence,  pays  a  very  nominal  fee,  not  much 
more  than  a  bookkeeping  charge.  They  pay  that  because 
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they  insist  they  want  to  feel  at  liberty  to  proselyte  during 
that  period.  They  want  to  guarantee  the  time  which  wTe 
give  them. 

The  Latter  Day  Saints  also  have  a  30-minute  period  and 
they,  too,  pay  for  the  period. 

Q.  Is  that  the  only  regular  period  of  the  Latter  Day 
Saints  throughout  the  entire  week?  A.  Yes,  although  in 
Utah  and  Idaho  the  total  population  is  about  1,000,000,  and 
of  that  population  60  per  cent  are  members  of  the  Latter 
Day  Saints’  denomination.  The  only  period  they  have  each 
week  is  the  30-minute  period. 

Q.  Do  you  have  any  Baptists  out  there;  you  have  not 
mentioned  them?  A.  The  Baptists  have  representation  on 
the  national  broadcast. 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

628  By  Mr.  Fisher: 

Q.  Now,  go  ahead  with  religion.  A.  May  I  say,  your 
Honor,  that  for  two  years  we  had  the  Reverend  Dr.  Baird, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbvterian  Church,  a  verv  esteemed 
gentleman,  who  was  a  wonderful  broadcaster.  Incidentally, 
we  used  to  have  three  doctors  in  a  row.  First,  there  was 
Monsignor  Hunt,  representing  the  Catholic  Church,  then 
Dr.  Baird  representing  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
late  Dr.  Talmadge  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church.  We  were  loyal 
to  them,  although  we  had  to  take  a  terrible  panning  from 
the  public,  as  they  felt  they  had  too  much  preaching  in  suc¬ 
cession,  but  they  insisted  on  that  time. 

Q.  How  much  time  did  each  take  ?  A.  30  minutes.  That 
meant  an  hour  and  a  half  of  solid  preaching. 

Q.  Then,  how  much  of  your  total  time,  approximately, 
does  religion  have  each  week,  as  near  as  you  can  give  it? 
A.  We  also  have  the  Watch  Tower  people  on  for  fifteen 
minutes  on  Sunday. 

Q.  Is  that  Judge  Rutherford?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  He  pays  for  that,  does  he  not?  A.  He  surely  does.  At 
any  rate  we  are  trying  to  be  absolutely  fair  to  all  of  them. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  How  long  have  you  had  that  Watch  Tower 
program? 

The  Witness :  About  two  years.  There  is  a  local  demand 
for  it.  They  come  there  and  insist  on  the  representation, 
and  we  accommodate  them. 
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Mr.  Shinnick :  Is  there  any  local  demand  for  astro- 

629  logists? 

The  Witness :  No.  We  have  turned  them  down. 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  Have  you  used  any  of  them?  A.  No.  One  time  at  the 
Capital  Theatre  there  was  some  sort  of  clairvoyant  that 
got  on  a  remote  control  broadcast  without  our  knowing  what 
was  happening.  She  made  some  few  remarks,  but  she  was 
promptly  taken  care  of. 

For  two  years  we  broadcast  the  mid-night  mass  on  Christ¬ 
mas  Eve  from  the  Cathedral  of  the  Madgalene.  i 

Q.  Now,  as  to  farm  programs,  have  you  had  them,  and 
if  so,  what  types  ?  A.  Yes.  Twice  a  week  we  have  releases 
of  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  featuring  members 
of  the  faculty.  They  stress  practical  agricultural  subjects 
designed  directly  to  help  the  agricultural  section. 

Twice  daily  KSL  gives  the  most  accurate  and  compre¬ 
hensive  Government  weather  reports  available  for  Utah, 
Montana,  Idaho,  Nevada  and  Wyoming.  These  are  re¬ 
ceived  in  advance  of  their  publication  through  the  Denver 
and  San  Francisco  offices. 

KSL  handles  through  its  own  staff  the  important  farm 
flashes  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  American  Farm  Bureau  that  are  sent  to  Salt  Lake  di¬ 
rectly  by  Morse  Salisbury,  Radio  Chief  of  the  Bureau  here 
in  Washington. 

Mr.  Ewing:  What  do  you  call  that? 

Mr.  Fisher:  Morse  Salisbury’s  National  program. 

The  Witness:  KSL  cooperates  with  the  Ogden,  Utah, 
Livestock  Show  in  aiding  that  organization  to  its  brilliant 
success.  ! 

630  KSL  also  cooperates  summer  and  winter  liberally 
with  the  Utah  State  Roads  Commission  in  releasing 

to  outlying  areas  accurate  information  with  respect  to  road 
conditions.  Of  course,  in  the  rough  geographic  terrain  out 
west  that  is  a  very  vital  helpful  service. 

May  I  repeat  that  KSL’s  incomparable  time  signal — 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Might  I  suggest  the  witness  refrain  from 
using  such  phrases  as  “brilliant  success”  and  “incompar¬ 
able  time  signal”? 

Mr.  Fisher:  That  is  his  opinion. 
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(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

The  Witness:  We  naturally  had  to  take  the  report  from 
the  engineers  of  the  State  Roads  Commission,  and  we  take 
that  to  be  authentic. 

Examiner  Hill :  The  Examiner  understands  the  informa¬ 
tion  is  received  from  the  Engineering  Department  or  some 
other  department  of  the  State  Roads  Commission. 

The  Witness:  Y  es.  KSL  broadcasts  that  information. 

Bv  Mr.  Fisher : 

«/ 

Q.  Just  proceed.  A.  KSL  broadcasts  for  activities  at 
state  fairs. 

KSL  is  now  presenting  broadcasts  for  the  Salt  Lake  Milk 
Producers’  Association  and  through  commercial  broad¬ 
casts,  for  such  firms  as  Clover  Leaf  Dairy,  Sego  Milk  Com¬ 
pany,  Borden  Milk  Company,  Morning  Milk  Company,  the 
Utah  Cooperative  Poultry  Producers’  Association,  the 
Utah-Idaho  Sugar  Company,  the  Utah  Woolen  Mills,  and 
is  aiding  the  farmer  directly  in  disposing  of  his  products 
at  a  good  price. 

631  For  two  years  KSL  broadcasts  daily  at  noon  the 
complete  grain  and  live  stock  market  and  vegetable 
market  report.  We  rushed  the  report  from  the  Utah  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the 
State  Capitol  by  messenger  for  a  quick  release  on  the  air. 
For  several  months  we  handled  the  livestock  broadcast  by 
a  35-mile  remote  control  from  the  stockyards  at  Ogden. 

Q.  Did  you  give  the  prices  of  the  various  articles  in  that 
broadcast!  A.  We  did. 

Q.  Did  you  finally  discontinue  that!  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When?  A.  About  eight  months  ago. 

Q.  Was  there  any  interest  shown  in  that  program?  A. 

It  vras  simply  a  matter  of  lack  of  interest.  I  know  that  no 

member  of  the  Utah  State  Farm  Bureau  has  ever  come  and 

thanked  us  for  the  service  we  rendered  and  the  monev  we 

* 

spent. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  continue  that ;  that  was  for  two  or 
three  years?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  just  briefly  with  reference  to  sports ;  do  you  spe¬ 
cialize  in  sports  of  a  local  nature?  A.  Yes.  Gordon  Owens 
featured  ring-side  broadcasts  from  McCullough’s  arena  in 
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which  such  athletic  stars  as  Strangler  Lewis,  Gus  Sonner- 
berg,  Jim  Londos,  Man  Mountain  Dean,  and  all  that  type  of 
personality  are  on  our  broadcasts. 

632  In  A1  Foreman’s  once  a  week  sport-casts  we  have 
athletic  celebrities  from  all  over  the  country  such  as 
Jack  Dempsey,  Max  Baer,  Primo  Camera,  and  so  on. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  University  Foot  Ball  Conference 
will  not  permit  the  broadcasting  of  football  games,  although 
we  have  tried  to  get  them  on  the  air. 

KSL  recently  broadcast  a  special  program  for  the  Utah 
Annual  Ski  Tournament,  which  is  an  affair  of  major  signi¬ 
ficance  in  the  field  of  sport  in  Utah. 

Q.  With  reference  to  municipal  affairs  and  the  famous 
choir  of  KSL,  what  have  you  to  say?  A.  KSL  broadcasts 
over  both  of  the  national  networks  for  a  period  now  in  its 
sixth  year,  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Choir  of  300  voices 
and  the  organ.  This  broadcast  is  carried  by  an  average  of 
74  stations  at  the  present  time. 

Q.  But  that  is  a  locally  produced  program?  A.  Yes. 
There  have  been,  as  I  recall,  only  two  weeks  during  this 
period  when  they  were  not  on  the  air  and  that  was  when 
the  choir  went  to  the  World’s  Fair  at  Chicago,  when  they 
appeared  at  the  Ford  Symphony  Gardens,  and  at  that  time 
we  were  permitted  to  substitute  the  Ogden  Tabernacle 
Choir. 


Q.  That  consisted  of  over  300  voices?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  those  are  all  volunteers?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  is  a  part  of  the  2500  you  gave  in  your  former 
testimony  of  volunteer  talent? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is  paid  for,  is  it  not? 


The  Witness : 


No,  it  is  a  gratis  program. 


633  By  Mr.  Fisher : 


Q.  Over  74  stations?  A.  Of  the  Columbia  Network. 

Q.  Any  other  features?  A.  The  Salt  Lake  Oratorio 
Society,  consisting  of  350  members,  including  orchestra  as 
well  as  chorus,  conducted  by  Albert  Southwick,  KSL  pro¬ 
gram  director,  we  always  broadcast  on  the  occasions  of 
their  appearance. 

We  also  have  an  organization  known  as  the  “Singing 
Mothers”,  a  group  of  200  young  matrons,  which  is  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  National  Women’s  Relief  Society,  which  is 
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directed  by  Charlotte  Sackett,  and  which  broadcasts  at  in¬ 
tervals  over  KSL. 

We  feature  periodic  broadcasts  of  the  85-piece  symphony 
orchestra  of  the  McCune  School  of  Music  and  Art. 

KSL,  your  Honor,  was  again  chosen  to  represent  the 
Mountain  Time  Zone  in  ushering  in  the  New  Year  this  vear 
over  the  102  stations  of  the  Columbia  Network,  coast  to 
coast.  We  provided  Milt  Taggart  and  his  vagabonds,  a 
band  that  we  have  sponsored  for  about  five  years. 

KSL  features  numerous  remote  control  pickups  for  dance 
music,  such  as  Melody  Lane  for  the  Vagabonds,  the  Music 
Hall  for  the  Copper  Kings,  the  Old  Mill  Club  for  Frank 
Cookson  and  his  orchestra. 

Our  children’s  period  is  conducted  in  the  KSL  Concert 
Hall,  'which  will  commodiously  seat  1200  listeners.  The 
Saturday  program  features  an  orchestra  of  thirty  pieces, 
with  soloists,  dancers,  comedians,  and  so  on. 

We  have  had  on  numerous  occasions  as  many  as 
634  1200  listeners  at  performances  in  the  concert  hall. 

As  added  features  to  our  children’s  period  we 
have  frequently  had  3,000  children  in  attendance  at  Satur¬ 
day  morning  shows  at  the  Capital  Theatre.  There  were 
fully  this  many  in  attendance  at  our  recent  Robin  Hood 
show. 

Q.  Now,  with  reference  to  a  few  matters  here.  Do  you 
know  Dr.  Trappe  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  He  has  been  on  your  station?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  During  the  last  year  has  he  asked  to  come  on  the  sta¬ 
tion?  A.  He  never  made  any  approach  to  me  personally. 

Q.  If  he  had  made  such  request  would  he  have  come  to 
you?  A.  I  presume  he  would. 

Q.  And  he  has  not  asked  you  during  the  last  year?  A. 
No,  sir. 

Q.  And  do  you  know  Dr.  Goshen?  A.  We  had  Dr.  Goshen 
on  the  air  years  ago  when  he  was  in  the  Pantages  Theatre, 
and  I  contacted  the  late  Mr.  F.  A.  Tindv,  who  was  Chairman 
of  Dr.  Goshen’s  Finance  Committee  and  urged  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  broadcast,  but  Mr.  Tindv  told  me  the  Finance 
Committee  had  decided  not  to  continue  the  broadcast  be¬ 
cause  they  feared  it  would  interfere  with  the  attendance  at 
the  Pantages  Theatre. 
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Q.  But  in  the  last  year  or  so  you  have  had  no  request 
from  him?  A.  No,  he  has  never  been  in  our  station, 

635  but  had  he  come  he  would  have  been  welcome. 

Q.  Who  is  Dr.  Reard?  A.  He  is  President  of 
Westminster  College. 

Q.  Has  he  made  requests  for  your  facilities?  A.  He  has 
never  made  a  request  of  KSL  for  any  facilities.  Had  he 
done  so  he  would  have  been  accorded  every  cordiality  and 
courtesy. 

Q.  With  reference  to  Exhibits  10  to  15,  which,  I  believe, 
relates  to  the  Utah  Radio  Society — or,  it  might  have  been 
that  Mr.  Callister  put  them  in  with  reference  to  different 
fraternal  societies,  civic  organizations  and  schools  which 
might  use  this  100-watt  station  if  the  application  for  a 
license  is  granted;  have  you  had  occasion  to  investigate 
those  exhibits?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  looked  them  over  and  know  what  they  contain? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  With  reference  to  Exhibit  10,  how  many  of  those 
organizations  have  used  your  station  within  the  last  year 
or  so?  A.  24  out  of  40. 

Q.  24  out  of  40  have  used  your  station?  A.  The  list,  of 
course,  has  been  compiled  very  hurriedly.  For  instance, 
Salt  Lake  City,  we  do  not  have  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  We  have  a 
Young  Men’s  Mutual  Improvement  Association.  There  are 
a  number  of  others  in  the  same  position. 

Q.  But  on  the  list  itself,  24  out  of  40  have  used  your  sta¬ 
tion?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  how  many  of  those  shown  on  Exhibit  11, 

636  which  relates  to  civic  organizations  have  used  your 
station?  A.  13  out  of  23. 

Q.  13  out  of  23?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  on  Exhibit  12,  relating  to  charitable  service?  A. 
10  out  of  20. 

Q.  And  as  to  the  fraternal  programs  shown  on  Exhibit 
13?  A.  I  think  all  of  them. 

Q.  Everyone  of  those  organizations  at  one  time  or  another 
has  used  your  facilities  ?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  Exhibit  No.  14,  civic  service  programs?  A.  Eight 
out  of  fourteen.  ; 

Q.  And  Exhibit  15,  other  civic  service  programs?  A. 
Eight  out  of  fifteen. 
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Q.  What  was  the  figure  on  Exhibit  11?  A.  Thirteen  out 
of  twenty- three. 

Mr  Fisher :  I  think  that  is  all,  Mr.  Glade. 

The  Witness :  I  might  state  with  reference  to  labor  that 
KSL  has  presented  William  Knerr,  the  Utah  State  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Labor  and  associates  at  the  Utah  State  Capitol 
without  charge  every  time  they  have  requested  our  facili¬ 
ties. 

In  view  of  the  fact  this  matter  came  up  after  the  taking 
of  the  depositions — 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  A  year  ago  last  November?  A.  Yes.  About  two  years 
ago,  for  a  period  of  two  years,  the  Salt  Lake  Federa- 
637  tion  of  Labor  was  regularly  on  our  station.  They 
paid  a  modest  charge  for  the  service.  However,  when 
Mr.  Thompson,  the  President  of  the  Utah  State  Federation 
of  Labor  came  into  the  office  he  apparently  took  over  the 
responsibility  of  directing  the  broadcast  work  and  sent 
word  to  me  through  the  representative  that  did  the  con¬ 
tacting,  that  the  broadcasts  would  not  be  paid  for.  Now, 
may  I  say  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  that  notice 
we  still  continued  to  broadcast  for  a  period  of  20  weekly 
presentations,  and  while  the  Federation  of  Labor  owes  us 
now  approximately  $500  and  has  for  the  past  two  years, 
we  have  never  pressed  them  for  payment  and  I  do  not 
know  that  we  ever  shall. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Is  any  part  of  that  $500  charged  for  the 
20  broadcasts  after  you  were  notified? 

The  Witness :  I  think  part  of  it  is. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  You  spoke  of  a  modest  charge ;  can  you  tell 
me  how  much  that  was? 

The  Witness :  As  I  recall  it  vras  the  $25  rate ;  it  may  have 
been  less  than  that. 

By  Mr.  Fisher : 

Q.  The  minimum  rate?  A.  Yes. 

To  my  knowledge  Mr.  Thompson  has  never  personally 
been  to  the  station  and  has  never  made  a  request  during  the 
last  two  and  a  half  years  for  our  facilities.  Had  he  made 
a  request  he  would  have  been  shown  every  courtesy. 
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Q.  Just  one  further  question  on  labor:  Was  there  some¬ 
thing  about  a  program  a  year  ago  last  November  that  was 
asked  to  be  put  on?  A.  Mr.  Thompson  brought  up 

638  the  matter  of  our  having  turned  down  a  certain  poli¬ 
tical  broadcast  which  our  entire  staff  feared  was 

slanderous,  and  that  was  the  matter  that  he  mentioned.  We, 
however,  have  never  desired  to  do  anything  other  than  pro¬ 
tect  the  station  from  copyright  infringements  and  from  libel 
and  slander.  We  have  never  changed  the  intent  of  any  pre¬ 
sentation. 

Q.  You  check  over  their  programs,  all  of  them,  to  see 
they  are  in  the  public  interest?  A.  You  understand  our  lia¬ 
bility,  and  while  we  are  careful  about  it  and  are  not  too 
censorious  we  make  sure  there  is  nothing  slanderous  or 
libelous  and  that  there  is  no  copyright  infringement. 

Q.  You  do  not  allow  anyone  the  facilities  of  your  station 
without  checking  what  they  say?  A.  We  have  been  liberal 
with  certain  of  the  ministers. 

Q.  But  you  are  listening  to  their  programs  all  of  the  time ; 
you  have  someone  listening  to  them?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Who  does  the  checking? 

The  Witness:  Mr.  Evans,  who  is  our  Production  Man¬ 
ager,  and  his  assistants.  We  have  two  continuity  editors 
who  read  them  and  they  bring  them  to  the  station  and  I 
decide  whether  it  is  necessary  to  make  reference  to  legal 
counsel  on  it. 

We  have  12  points  of  remote  control  pickup  -that  are 
regularly  used  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  county,  and  we  install 
an  average  of  3  temporary  remote  control  pickups  for  spot 
jobs  each  week. 

Mr.  Fisher :  I  think  that  is  all. 

639  Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Glade,  I  want  to  thank  you;  you 
are  the  best  witness  we  have  had. 

May  we  take  a  five  minute  recess? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  have  just  one  or  two  questions. 

Cross  Examination. 

By  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  You  are  here  in  the  capacity  of  an  intervener  in  these 
proceedings,  are  you  not?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Why  did  you  intervene?  A.  Naturally,  your  Honor, 
we  feel  that  we  have  to  protect  ourselves  as  best  we  can. 
May  I  state  in  answer  to  the  question  that  Utah  is  in  a 
very  unique  position;  it  is  a  state  of  extractive  industry, 
not  a  manufacturing  state,  and  for  that  reason  in  the  moun¬ 
tain  empire  we  have  no  national  advertisers ;  we  have  to  de¬ 
pend  in  large  part  upon  the  local  business  firms  for  reve¬ 
nue  to  support  our  station  and  obviously  we  are  directly  in¬ 
terested  in  the  number  of  intermediaries  that  will  utilize 
the  available  business  and  there  is  onlv  a  certain  amount 
of  business  available,  of  course. 

Q.  You  do  not  intend  by  your  testimony  to  indicate  that 
the  facilities  of  your  station  which  are  offered  to  local  or- 
ganizations  constitute  an  offer  of  all  of  the  facilities  that 
these  organizations  might  desire  to  use?  A.  No,  sir.  I  do 
not  intend  that  to  be  the  idea.  I  am  trying  to  convey  the 
impression  that  KSL  has  striven  assiduously  to  serve  the 
local  public.  W7e  are  not  content  to  be  a  mere  release  point 
on  a  national  network.  KSL  has  its  own  production 
640  department  and  its  own  facilities;  we  have  a  prac¬ 
tical  plant  that  can  do  this  thing  very  effectively. 

Q.  Did  you  intervene  because  of  the  pendency  of  any 
particular  application,  or  was  your  intervention  occasioned 
by  the  multiplicity  of  pending  applications?  A.  I  think 
the  latter  would  be  true.  It  looked  rather  formidable  when 
seven  applications  were  filed  for  our  state,  and  we  felt  that 
would  mean  a  complete  break-down  of  the  set-up  of  the 
past  12  years. 

Q.  Then  I  take  it  you  would  not  have  intervened  if  there 
had  been  an  application  for  a  100-watt  station  in  Salt  Lake 
City?  A.  The  attack  would  not  have  been  as  formidable  as 
it  was. 

May  I  state  this  in  amplification,  if  I  am  not  making  my¬ 
self  persona  non  grata  around  here :  In  the  State  of  Utah 
there  have  been  small  stations  before.  Mr.  Rarell  operated 
KSUR  at  the  University  of  Utah  which  was  a  100-watt  sta¬ 
tion,  but  that  was  taken  off  the  air  by  the  Commission  be¬ 
cause  they  could  not  maintain  a  schedule  of  operation.  The 
majority  of  them  would  come  down  and  utilize  our  facilities 
because  they  realized  it  took  just  as  much  time  to  prepare  & 
program  for  a  100-watt  station  as  for  a  50,000-watt  station. 
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They  could  not  maintain  the  facilities  and  hence  lost  the 
license. 

The  same  thing  was  true  with  the  young  Mr.  Jones  who 
appeared  at  Mr.  Ewing’s  insistence.  He  operated  a  station 
in  Logan  for  which  an  application  is  now  being  made ;  but 
he  could  not  maintain  a  schedule  and  KFXD  was 

i 

641  transferred  to  Jerome,  Idaho. 

Practically  all  of  these  young  men  have  been  my 
students.  I  was  a  professor  of  finance  at  the  University  for 
14  years,  concurrently  with  the  building  of  Utah  and  I  have 
been  in  direct  touch  with  these  developments. 

Q.  You  did  not  mean  that  KSL,  with  its  present  position 
in  the  radio  field  in  Utah  and  in  the  mountain  zone  is  afraid 
of  competition  from  a  100- watt  station?  A.  No,  sir.  I  be¬ 
lieve  our  attitude  has  been  very  generous  in  this  matter. 
We  have  striven  to  cooperate  with  some  of  these  young 
men. 

Q.  It  is  because  of  that  attitude,  Mr.  Glade,  that  I  am 
asking  the  questions.  A.  We  do  not  want  anyone  to  get  the 
notion  we  are  trying  to  strike  an  imperious  attitude ;  we  are 
trying  to  do  the  job  the  responsibility  for  which  has  been 
localized  on  us  by  the  Federal  Radio  Commission. 

Q.  From  your  knowledge  of  Salt  Lake  City  would  you 
state  that  one  station,  even  with  24  hours  a  day,  would  be 
able  to  afford  facilities  for  all  who  might  desire  them,  both 
business  and  civic  organizations?  A.  I  do  not  think  it 
would. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  That  is  all,  Mr.  Glade. 

Examiner  Hill:  Are  you  ready,  Mr.  Ewing? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Yes,  sir.  We  are  going  to  have  quite  a  ses¬ 
sion,  Mr.  Examiner. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  you  and  I  have  known  each  other 

642  ever  since  my  boyhood,  have  we  not?  A.  We  have. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  this  question :  Do  you  understand 
what  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  is  really  trying  to 
do,  its  purpose;  do  you  think  you  understand  that?  A.  I 
think  I  understand  that. 

Q.  Do  you  understand  they  are  trying  to  get  a  permit  to 
install  in  Utah  a  different  type  of  radio  facility  from  what 
is  there  now?  A.  I  understand  that  that  is  your  intention. 
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Q.  And  that  their  contention  is  that  the  community  in  the 
state,  especially  those  people  within  50  miles  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  need  a  station,  a  facility  which  would  serve  for  the 
local  people  and  local  farmers  and  aid  in  the  development 
of  the  local  communities?  A.  Yes,  sir,  I  understand  that  is 
your  intention. 

Q.  Now  you  said,  and  in  order  that  the  record  may  be 
clear,  let  us  show  that  the  Latter  Day  Saints  Church  is 
commonlv  called  the  Mormon  Church,  that  thev  are  one  and 
the  same — and  you  understand,  Mr.  Glade,  that  I  have 
never  known  what  religious  intolerance  is.  A.  I  appreciate 
that. 

Q.  So  you  will  forgive  me  for  such  questions  as  I  ask 
you  about  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  The  church  owns  51  per  cent  of  KSL,  does  it  not?  A. 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  called  the  Radio  Service  Corporation?  A.  Yes, 
sir. 

643  Q.  What  is  the  capital  stock  of  the  Radio  Service 
Corporation?  A.  150,000  shares. 

Q.  150,000  shares?  A.  $150,000. 

Q.  Then  you  do  not  mean  150,000  shares.  A.  1500  shares. 
Q.  And  the  total  capital  is  $150,000?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  who  is  president  of  that  corporation?  A.  Syl¬ 
vester  Q.  Cannon. 

Q.  And  what  position  in  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  does  he  hold? 
A.  Presiding  Bishop. 

Q.  That  is  the  highest  office  in  the  Mormon  Church?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  WTio  is  vice  president?  A.  John  S.  Fitzpatrick. 

Q.  WTiat  is  his  business?  A.  He  is  publisher  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune. 

Q.  WTio  is  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  corporation? 
A.  David  A.  Smith. 

Q.  And  he  also  holds  a  high  position  in  the  L.  D.  S. 
Church?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  W7hat  is  his  position?  A.  Assistant  to  Mr.  Cannon. 

Q.  Now,  who  are  the  directors,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  The  Di¬ 
rectors  are  Harold  Raddatz,  Manager  of  the  Blue  Blaze 
Coal  Company  and  the  Tintic  Central  Mining  Corn- 

644  pany;  William  R.  W7allace,  Vice  President  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Manager  of  the  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company; 
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Bryant  S.  Stringham,  Manager  of  the  Utah  Woolen  Mills; 
George  A.  Holt,  a  Utah  capitalist;  Spencer  Felt,  Manager 
of  the  United  Filters  Company,  and  myself,  Earle  J.  Glade. 

Q.  Now,  of  all  of  those,  is  it  not  true  that  all  of  them 
are  members  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  except  Mr.  Wallace, 
who  has  a  background  of  membership  in  the  church  and 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  who  is  a  Catholic,  and  that  is  all?  A.  No. 
Mr.  Raddatz  is  an  Episcopalian  and  I  forgot  to  mention 
Mrs.  Baer. 

Q.  Is  she  a  director?  A.  No. 

Q.  How  many  directors  have  you?  A.  Nine. 

Q.  One  is  a  Catholic  and  one  an  Episcopalian —  A.  And 
one  a  Christian  Scientist. 

Q.  But  he  comes  from  a  Mormon  family,  Mr.  Wallace, 
does  he  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  rest  are  all  members  of  the  church?  A.  Yes, 
sir. 

Q.  Now,  on  this  stock  distribution,  51  per  cent  belongs 
to  the  church  itself,  19  per  cent  to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick’s  con¬ 
cern,  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune,  which  is  the  big  daily  paper 
of  Utah,  and  I  did  not  get — was  it  a  Mrs.  Baer  who  owns 
five  and  six-tenths  per  cent?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Felt  7.2  per  cent?  A.  Yes. 

645  Q.  And  Mr.  Raddatz  4.72  per  cent?;  A.  I  think 
that  is  right. 

Q.  That  would  have  a  total  of  about  17  per  cent,  would 
it  not,  5.67,  7.20  and  4.72?  A.  I  think  it  would. 

Q.  And  without  counting  Mr.  Wallace,  because  I  think 
Mr.  Wallace  if  there  was  any  difference,  perhaps  would  go 
with  the  Mormon  Church,  because  he  was  born  and  raised 
a  Mormon,  was  he  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  outside  of  19  per  cent  belonging  to  the  Kearns 
interest  and  51  per  cent  to  the  church  itself,  all  but  about 
17  per  cent  is  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  L.  D.  S. 
Church?  A.  I  think  that  is  right. 

Q.  So  17  per  cent  is  not  in  the  hands  of  people  belonging 
either  to  the  Catholic  or  Mormon  Church?  A.  There  are 
some  minor  holdings  of  3  or  4  shares  of  stock. 

Q.  Mr.  Stringham  runs  the  Utah  Woolen  Mills?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  they  are  included  in  the  list  as  advertisers?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  They  use  the  station?  A.  They  do. 
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Q.  Now,  you  state  that  Mr.  Wallace  is  Vice  President  of 
the  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company;  is  it  a  generally  known 
fact  that  the  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company  is  merely  a 

646  subsidiary  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Indiana? 
A.  That  is  not  so  generally  known  in  Utah,  but  prob¬ 
ably  it  is  known  to  you  gentlemen  here. 

Q.  Of  course  the  Examiner  can  refer  to  Moody’s  Records, 
whch  show  that  76  per  cent  belongs  to  the  Standard  of 
Indiana?  A.  Surely.  It  does  not  have  any  connection 
whatever  with  the  ownership  of  our  station. 

Q.  I  have  not  said  so,  but  I  am  going  to  ask — we  have  a 
letter  from  the  Signal  Oil  Company,  and  I  wanted  to  ask 
you.  Mr.  Wallace,  is  he  Vice  President  of  your  company? 
A.  No. 

Q.  He  is  a  director?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  the  Signal  Consolidated  Oil  Com¬ 
pany  within  the  last  60  days  have  taken  over  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Oil  Company  of  Utah?  A.  I  knew  of  that,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  that  time  has  Mr.  Wallace  asked  you  or  attempted 
to  use  any  influence  to  induce  KSL  or,  indirectly  KDYL, 
to  refuse  the  use  of  those  facilities  for  local  broadcasts  to 
the  Signal  Consolidated  Oil  Company?  A.  No,  sir.  I  have 
not  even  seen  Mr.  Wallace.  He  has  been  out  of  the  state  so 
much.  He  never  has  spoken  to  me  about  it  at  all.  I  will 
say  that  if  we  can  get  that  business  we  will  put  it  on  to¬ 
morrow,  if  it  is  available.  That  gives  me  a  very  good  lead 
and  I  will  get  them  if  they  are  at  all  gettable. 

647  (Discussion  off  the  record.) 

The  Witness :  May  I  say,  Mr.  Ewing,  that  we  broadcast 
for  Associated  Gad  &  Oil  and  that  we  broadcast  for  the 
Washeth  Mountain  Oil.  We  have  fully  six  different  oil 
companies  on  our  station,  Mr.  Ewing. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  There  is  a  strong  competition,  is  there  not,  in  Utah, 
between  the  gasoline  companies,  distributing  companies, 
refineries,  and  so  forth?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  carries  on  clear  to  the  advertising  end  of  it, 
does  it  not?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now  you  made  the  statement  yesterday,  Mr.  Glade, 
that  you  had  employed  during  the  year — did  you  mean  dur- 
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in g  the  year — 600  people,  singers,  and  what  not?  A.  I  made 
a  statement  they  vrere  given  part-time  employment,  yes  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  pay  everybody  that  comes  to  sing  for  you?  A. 
Anybody  that  does  a  professional  job  is  always  paid,  yes, 
sir. 

Q.  But  do  you  use  professional  singers  or  do  you  use 
Hill  Billy  music,  as  Mr.  Herrick  referred  to  it,  in; Salt  Lake? 
A.  We  use  both  types.  However,  on  all  of  our  sponsored 
programs  we  have  professional  music  and  artists,  and  they 
are  all  paid. 

Q.  You  heard  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Herrick  that  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Musicians’  Union  in  Salt  Lake  showed  that  they 
had  received  from  radio  companies  during  the  three 

648  months,  the  last  three  months  of  1934,  a  total  of 
$609;  let  me  ask  you  was  that  all  paid  by  KSL?  A. 

Yes,  but,  Mr.  Ewing,  that  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  money 
that  we  spent  with  artists.  We  spent  fully  $18,000  in  that 
year.  As  you  understand,  the  unions  do  not  have  any  vocal 
soloists. 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  mentioned  the  Electric  Hour.  We  do  not 
handle  that  broadcast  directlv  at  all  as  far  as  talent  is  con- 

i 

cerned ;  that  is  handled  through  the  sponsor. 

Q.  So  these  600  people  you  have  given  them  employment 
although  they  may  have  been  employed  by  the  advertizers  ? 
A.  Yes. 

0.  In  doing  that  is  it  done  from  the  fact  that  you  recog¬ 
nize  the  great  opportunity  to  develop  local  musical  and 
entertaining  talent?  A.  Yes.  We  recognize  that  and  give 
it  every  encouragement  that  we  can ;  in  fact,  all  that  is  done 
in  Salt  Lake  Citv,  KSL  does. 

Q.  Thank  you.  Now,  you  spoke  this  morning  about  the 
Home  Economics  Hostess  Club,  a  30-minute  program  every 
Wednesday  morning;  do  they  pay  for  that  service?  A.  That 
is  paid  for  by  a  sponsor.  The  Chapman  Bakeries  pay  for 
the  presentation,  and  we  make  a  quasi-social  function  of  it 
and  have  them  come  to  the  station  and  enjoy  our  hospi¬ 
tality  and  broadcast  it  at  the  same  time. 

Q.  But  the  program  is  sponsored  by  the  baking  company? 
A.  This  one  happens  to  be. 

Q.  Now,  this  cast  of  “Good  Morning  Judge” — 

649  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  How  long  does  that  program  run?  A.  Three  times  a 
week  for  a  15-minute  period. 

Q.  Is  it  sponsored  by  some  advertiser?  A.  No,  sir;  that 
is  a  presentation  which  KSL  makes. 

Q.  That  is  45  minutes  a  week  of  free  time?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  use  it  as  a  sustaining  program?  A.  We  do. 

Q.  Now,  this  mid-night  hour,  what  time  is  that;  is  that 
at  mid-night?  A.  It  is  called  the  Mid-Night  Hour  because 
formerly  it  was  given  exactly  at  mid-night.  Now  it  is  pre¬ 
sented  from  10 :30  to  11 :30,  from  the  tabernacle  each  Mon¬ 
day  evening. 

Q.  That  consists  of  what?  A.  It  consists  of  music  on  the 
organ  of  the  tabernacle  played  by  Frank  Aspen,  and  either 
a  vocal  soloist  or  violinist. 

Q.  Does  it  go  out  over  the  network?  A.  It  does  not. 
That  is  a  sustaining  program  which  KSL  presents. 

Q.  That  is  30  minutes?  A.  One  hour. 

Q.  It  is  a  local  sustaining  program?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  And  it  is  every  Sunday  night?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  At  the  same  hour?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  going  back  to  the  other  two  periods  that 
650  I  have  covered,  Home  Economics  and  Good  Morning 
Judge,  they  come  on  at  the  same  time  every  day? 
A.  Every  day — 

Q.  They  do  not  come  every  day,  but  the  days  they  come 
on  they  come  at  the  same  time  all  of  the  time?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  recognize  the  benefit  of  developing  talent  and 
giving  the  local  people  the  benefit  of  radio?  A.  We  surely 
do.  That  is  the  thing  we  have  been  doing  for  nearly  13 
years. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  that  a  necessity?  A.  We  consider 
it  a  very  vital  part  of  the  social  structure. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  it  a  duty  on  the  part  of  KSL  to  use 
their  facilities  for  that  purpose?  A.  We  surely  do. 

Q.  And  do  you  consider  that  the  people  of  Utah  have 
to  some  extent  an  inherent  interest  in  the  air  over  the  city 
and  the  state  and  that  they  are  entitled  to  something  of  that 
kind?  A.  We  understand  that  very  definitely  and  recog¬ 
nize  and  respect  the  fact. 

Q.  Now,  let  us  get  to  Peter  Spraynozzle ;  is  not  his  cor¬ 
rect  name  Sam  Keefer?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Is  he  a  member  of  the  Utah  State  Legislature  now? 
A.  He  is. 

Q.  Is  he  a  farmer?  A.  No,  sir.  He  has  been  iden- 

651  titled  with  farm  activities  and  with  the  Utah  State 
Farm  Bureau. 

Q.  But  is  it  not  true  that  the  most  farming  Sam  ever 
did  wTas  hard  rock  farming  on  a  sidewalk  somewhere?  A. 
That  may  be  true. 

Q.  In  other  words,  he  has  used  his  knowledge  and  study 
of  the  thing  to  make  a  living,  has  he  not?  A.  He  has. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  of  any  farm  he  owns  in  Utah,  do 
you?  A.  No,  sir.  ; 

Q.  Now,  while  we  are  on  that  subject,  may  I  go  back  and 
call  your  attention  to  what  the  Farm  Bureau  president 
said  about  it  when  your  attorney,  Mr.  Judd,  asked  the 
president  of  the  Utah  Farm  Bureau  if  he  was  acquainted 
with  Mr.  Keefer  and  he  said  “Yes,  sir”.  That  is  on  page 
383.  Now,  on  page  384  he  asked  him  if  he  had  been  a 
worker  of  the  Utah  Farm  Bureau  and  he  said  no  and  then 
he  asked  if  Mr.  Keefer  was  interested  in  the  functions  of 
the  Farm  Bureau  at  all,  and  he  said  he  was  not  and  vras 
not  a  part  of  it;  I  assume  you  are  aware  of  that  fact?  A. 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  Peter  Spraynozzle,  is  he  not  more  of  a  comic 
speaker  than  an  intellectual  speaker?  A.  He  is  a  humor¬ 
ist,  but  he  has  a  fine  philosophic  quality  and  he  is  in  demand 
by  various  farm  organizations  throughout  the  state. 

Q.  Do  you  not  think  his  talks  on  the  radio  are  more  enter¬ 
taining  than  educational?  A.  Yes,  but  he  has  been  able  to 
achieve — for  instance,  for  the  truck  drivers  running 

652  into  the  Idaho  area,  he  has  been  able  to  achieve  some 
real  benefits  right  over  the  air. 

Q.  There  is  considerable  contention  out  there  between 
the  hauling  of  farm  produce  by  truck  and  the  hauling  of  it 
by  railroad,  is  there  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  we  understand  that  Peter  Spraynozzle  has  cham¬ 
pioned  the  cause  of  the  truck  haulers?  A.  Particularly  of 
the  farmer. 

Q.  But  so  far  as  you  know,  Mr.  Glade,  he  is  not  directly 
connected  with  any  farm  organization?  A.  I  think  that  is 
true. 
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Q.  Now,  these  time  signals  that  you  spoke  about  that 
come  from  Arlington,  how  long  does  that  take?  A.  Well, 
they  come  on  the  air  seventeen  times  a  day  and  naturally 
take  about  a  quarter  of  a  second.  But  it  is  the  1250-cycle 
note  which  comes  on  the  air  regardless  of  whatever  else  is 
on  the  air,  giving  the  time  to  an  accuracy  of  1/100  of  a 
second  that  makes  it  valuable. 

Q.  Does  that  go  on  every  radio  listening  in  on  KSL?  A. 
It  surely  does. 

Q.  And  very  frequently?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  will  say  it  is  a  fine  thing. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  May  I  ask  a  question  at  this  point? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Surely. 

653  Mr.  Shinnick:  Does  the  Navy  Department  ap¬ 
prove  the  installation  used  in  transmitting  the 
signal? 

The  Witness:  Yes,  sir.  There  was  a  lot  of  formality 
about  that.  It  took  about  six  months  to  put  it  across.  It 
has  been  properly  checked  and  counter-checked,  all  of  that 
apparatus.  I  have  letters  from  the  commandants  of  various 
of  the  Naval  bases  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the  commander 
of  the  Pacific  Battle  Fleet,  thanking  us  for  the  service,  be¬ 
cause  that  is  no  question  KSL  is  a  powerful  radio  factor  on 
the  Pacific. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  It  is  a  powerful  station? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  That  comes  on  17  times  a  day  and  takes  how  long?  A. 
One-fourth  of  a  second.  The  first  part  of  the  note  is  the 
correct  time.  So  it  takes  just  a  tiny  fraction  of  a  second. 

Q.  With  regard  to  the  time  it  takes.  It  is  almost  infini¬ 
tesimal?  A.  We  do  not  make  any  announcement  what¬ 
ever.  For  instance,  even  when  the  President  of  the  United 
States  was  making  his  address,  while  he  was  speaking  it 
came  right  over  his  address. 

Q.  It  takes  about  a  quarter  of  a  second  and  is  given  17 
times  a  day?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  let  us  get  over  to  the  Parents  and  Teachers 
Weekly  Congress ;  what  day  do  you  hold  that  Congress?  A. 
On  Wednesday  afternoons. 
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654  Q.  And  how  long?  A.  The  period  of  the  presenta¬ 
tion  is  for  15  minutes.  However,  the  members  of  the 

Association  are  there  in  the  studios  and  they  fraternize  for 
about  an  hour. 

Q.  Is  that  a  sponsored  program?  A.  No,  sir.  | 

Q.  That  is  free  time?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  15  minutes?  A.  Yes.  During  that  time  we  feature 
such  addresses  as  those  I  mentioned  the  other  day,  Dr. 
Skidmore,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the 
State  of  Utah,  Dean  Bennion  and  Dr.  Nuttall.  I  have  the 
entire  list  for  the  past  month. 

Then  we  also  discuss  problems  apropos  of  the  Child- 
Parent-Teacher  Relation  and  other  relevant  themes. 

Q.  Did  I  ask  you  whether  or  not  the  Peter  Spraynozzle 
broadcast  is  sponsored?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  By  whom?  A.  By  the  Utah  Woolen  Mills. 

Q.  Utah  Woolen  Mills?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  Parent  Teacher  Congress  is  a  15-minute 
broadcast?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Once  a  week?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  is  free;  that  is  not  sponsored?  A. 

655  That  is  correct. 

Q.  Now,  let  us  talk  about  these  Boy  Scouts  pro¬ 
grams  on  Saturday  afternoon ;  how~  much  time  do  you  give 
to  that?  A.  As  a  rule,  that  is  a  15-minute  presentation. 

Q.  Is  that  sponsored?  A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  free?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Once  a  week  on  Saturday  afternoon?  A.  That  is 
right. 

Q.  For  15  minutes?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  takes  in  all  Boy  Scouts  from  all  of  the  churches? 
A.  Every  troop  that  wants  to  come  to  KSL  is  privileged  to 
come.  By  the  way,  we  have  troops  going  through  KSL 
practically  all  of  the  time.  We  set  aside  an  engineer  and 
an  executive  of  the  station  to  take  them  not  only  through 
the  studios  but  to  Salt  Air  and  show  them  the  plant.  We 
have  done  everything  we  could  to  help  the  Boy  Scouts,  as 
they  are  naturally  interested  in  radio. 

Q.  After  all  of  the  things  you  do,  is  the  concern  still  pay¬ 
ing  6  per  cent  dividends  ?  A.  I  can  answer  that,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  much  time  do  you  give  to  basket  ball  at  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  College,  the  University  of  Utah  and  such  activities 
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of  the  Colleges?  A.  Those  programs  come  on  intermit¬ 
tently. 

656  Q.  Seasonally?  A.  Seasonally,  yes.  If  they  desire 
a  30-minnte  or  one  hour  broadcast,  we  accommodate 

them.  We  have  made  every  effort  to  take  care  of  them. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is,  if  you  not  have  a  sponsored  pro¬ 
gram  on  at  the  requested  hour? 

The  Witness:  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  want  it  for  the  record  that  you  do  not 
remove  a  sponsored  program  to  take  care  of  things  of  that 
kind? 

The  Witness :  We  have  had  to  do  that  on  occasion. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  There  has  been  some  testimony  about  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  broadcasting  to  the  farmers ;  do  they  broad¬ 
cast  one  day  a  week  at  1  p.  m.,  or  how  often  it  is?  A.  It  is 
twice  a  week  for  15-minute  periods.  Our  experience  is  that 
the  public  will  not  stand  for  ordinary  spoken  presentations 
for  longer  than  15  minutes. 

Q.  That  is  30  minutes  a  week,  is  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Let  us  find  out  a  little  about  the  Agricultural  College; 
it  is  the  Utah  State  College,  is  it  not,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  Yes, 
but  it  is  subsidized  also  bv  the  Federal  Government. 

Q.  That  is  what  I  wanted  you  to  tell  us ;  and  as  a  matter 
of  fact  it  is  subsidized  to  the  extent  they  practically  run  it; 
is  that  not  true?  A.  Thev  have  a  lot  to  do  with  it. 

Q.  And  thev  also  have  an  extension  department?  A. 
Yes. 

657  Q.  And  that  extension  department  extends  down  to 
where  the  county  agents  all  come  under  the  extension 

department?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  county  agents  tell  the  farmer  how  to  farm, 
or  attempt  to  do  so  ?  A.  They  advise  with  them. 

Q.  And  that  is  the  way  the  Agricultural  Department  of 
a  centralized  Government  reaches  out  to  the  farmer, 
through  the  extension  departments  of  the  Agricultural  col¬ 
leges?  A.  That  is  one  of  the  ways. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  do  not  see  the  use  of  going  into  all  of 
that  detail.  The  question  before  us  is  about  the  programs. 
Mr.  Ewing :  There  is  something  I  think  you  will  be  inter-

Q.  Does  the  Agricultural  College  ever  call  a  real  farmer 

in  and  let  him  make  a  broadcast?  A.  I  cannot  sav  that 

•/ 

directly.  I  thought  you  were  going  to  say  call  them  into 
the  institution.  They  are  doing  that  all  of  the  time. 

659  Q.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  that  the  farmer, 
the  listener,  the  fellow  who  raises  the  beans  on  the 

farm  does  not  have  anything  to  say  about  those  programs  ? 
A.  No,  I  do  not  think  he  does,  directly. 

Q.  That  is  what  I  was  trying  to  get  at.  Now,  you  spoke, 
Mr.  Glade,  about  the  remote  control — 

Examiner  Hill :  Have  you  had  any  protests  about  these 
programs  ? 

The  Witness:  Never.  In  fact,  every  expression  we  have 
had  has  been  one  of  gratitude.  The  last  address  of  this 
type  that  I  heard  was  on  cheese  making  and  it  struck  me 
as  being  of  vital  import  to  anyone  interested  in  the  making 
of  cheese. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  I  do  not  wish  to  convey,  Mr.  Glade,  that  they  resented 
it.  I  tried  to  find  out  if  you  knew  just  what  attitude  they 
took  toward  it  and  I  wanted  to  discern  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  people  connected  with  the  agricultural  colleges  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  here,  what  they  would  tell 
in  a  highly  scientific  manner,  to  discern  from  that — that  is, 
to  distinguish  between  that  and  the  opportunity  of  the 
farmer  to  tell  about  his  own  affairs  locally.  I  think  the 
record  should  show  that. 

Now,  you  pay  $10  an  hour  a  month  for  a  remote  control 
wire?  A.  That  is  not  right. 

Q.  Then,  what  did  you  mean  ?  A.  I  made  that  statement 
as  being  recognized  as  the  regular  line  charge  for 

660  service,  $10  per  month  per  mile,  and  if  it  were  80 
miles  you  would  have,  of  course,  $800  for  regular 

service  16  hours  a  dav. 

Q.  So,  if  you  broadcast  from  Logan  for  a  month  it  would 
cost  you  $80?  A.  No.  You  might  get  a  special  rate  if  you 
were  to  rent  a  loop  simply  for  a  certain  definite  period.  It 
costs  about  $85,  as  I  recall,  for  a  loop  for  an  hour  from 
Logan  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  Then,  you  have  broadcasts  from  Logan?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  from  Ogden?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  And  from  Brigham  City?  A.  No. 

Q.  You  never  broadcast  a  Peach  Day  service?  A.  We 
have  done  a  lot  of  work  for  them  over  the  air — yes,  we 
broadcast  from  Brigham  City  on  the  Peach  Day  Celebra¬ 
tion. 

Q.  Sure  you  did.  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  Now,  going  south  from  Salt  Lake  to  American  Fork — 
A.  From  Provo  and  Pleasant  Grove,  but  not  American 
Fork. 

Q.  And  Spanish  Fork?  A.  Once  from  Spanish  Fork, 
from  the  high  school. 

Q.  So  there  is  a  call  for  this  local  service  and  you  have 
met  it  as  best  you  could  by  remote  control?  A.  Yes.  It  is 
very  expensive.  It  cost  $75  an  hour  to  broadcast  from 
Spanish  Fork  and  you  have  to  have  facilities  to 
661  handle  the  line  organization.  The  average  station 
cannot  do  it. 

Q.  But  the  people  of  those  local  communities  do  feel  the 
need  of  radio  service;  in  other  words,  they  are  radio- 
minded?  A.  They  certainly  are  radio-minded  out  West. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  you  about  this  letter  which  is  dated 
July  28,  1932,  written  to  Mr.  Harold  Lafont  of  the  Federal 
Radio  Commission  and  signed  by  you ;  did  that  refer  to  the 
removal  of  KLO  from  Ogden  to  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Yes, 
sir,  it  did. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  read  a  little  of  it : 

‘‘Of  course,  if  the  Commission  will  approve  either  of 
the  transmitter  moves  proposed  it  will  naturally  be  a  great 
help  economically.  ’  ’ 

Did  you  propose  to  set  it  up  in  Salt  Lake  City  as  an  in¬ 
dependent  500-watt  station?  A.  That  was  the  proposal  at 
the  time. 

Q.  I  read  further: 

“I  believe  we  can  immediately  get  the  station  on  a  net¬ 
work  for  an  hour  or  two  a  day  to  carry  the  service  which 
KSL  cannot  take.” — 

Mr.  Fisher :  This  was  all  gone  into  yesterday,  your  Hon¬ 
or. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  beg  your  pardon  ? 

Mr.  Fisher:  These  very  same  words  were  read. 

Examiner  Hill:  Yes,  that  was  read  by  Mr.  Callister,  but 
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at  the  same  time,  Mr.  Fisher,  he  has  the  right  to  use  that 
in  asking  the  questions. 

662  By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  I  quote  further: 

“You  realize  how  that  will  help  out  our  KLO  programs”. 

Well,  now,  after  all,  Mr.  Glade,  is  it  not  a  fact  that  you 
yourself  recognized  the  need,  that  you  now  recognize  it 
and  did  recognize  it  here,  for  a  local  independent  radio 
facility  at  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Yes,  but  I  might  state  there 
is  quite  a  background  that  ought  to  be  recited  in  connection 
with  this  matter. 

I  was  invited  by  Ogden  interests  to  build  that  station.  I 
went  to  Ogden  and  financed  and  built  the  station  and  en¬ 
deavored  to  operate  it  along  the  lines,  your  Honor,  which 
Mr.  Ewring  has  in  mind,  I  might  state  I  had  the  active 
hostility  and  the  open  fighting  of  the  Ogden  Standard  Ex¬ 
aminer,  wdiich  made  it  impossible  to  run  the  station.  In 
view’  of  the  fact  I  had  lost  about  $10,000  on  it  and  all  of  the 
effort  I  had  spent  on  it  I  felt  possibly  I  might  reclaim  some 
of  that  if  I  could  get  it  out  of  the  matter.  I  did  exactly 
the  same  thing  that  Mr.  Ewdng  is  suggesting  should  be 
done.  I  v*ent  to  the  chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Lions  Club, 
the  Labor  Unions,  the  churches  and  implored  and  suppli¬ 
cated  them  to  get  on  the  station.  The  first  month,  they  did, 
but  after  that  thev  v’ould  not  have  it. 

Q.  And  did  the  Ogden  Standard  Examiner  fight  you 
every  step  of  the  way?  A.  It  did. 

Q.  And  today  they  own  the  station?  A.  That  is  true. 
However,  they  are  now  selling  it  because,  in  spite  of 

663  the  fact  they  have  had  all  of  the  cooperation  of  that 
newspaper  and  all  of  the  help  of  the  sale  of  that 

paper,  they  could  not  make  it  go,  operating  as  a  local  in¬ 
dependent  station  of  the  type  you  have  in  mind. 

Examiner  Hill:  What  is  the  population  of  the  town? 

The  Witness :  40,000.  It  is  the  second  largest  city  in  the 
state. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  felt  you  would  bring  it  to  a  city  of  150,000  and 
make  a  success  of  it?  A.  I  felt  after  those  people  did  not 
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want  it,  and  after  all  the  money  I  had  spent  on  it,  that  I 
would  try  to  recoup  as  best  I  could. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  You  are  speaking  of  Logan? 

The  Witness :  No,  Ogden. 

I  want  to  tell  you  this  in  all  friendliness,  Mr.  Ewing,  that 
if  you  do  not  discipline  this  thing  and  charge  money  for  it 
and  be  very  definite,  it  is  not  appreciated.  As  an  instance 
of  that,  KSL  has  gone  to  Ogden  and  has  signed  up  a  furni¬ 
ture  company  there  for  $1,000  a  month  and  KLO  could  not 
get  them.  KSL  did  that.  Cheap  radio  advertising  is  mighty 
expensive  at  any  price. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  you  are  so  fair  in  this  thing,  we  are  get¬ 
ting  real  information  for  the  Commission  now.  Speaking 
of  that,  do  you  know  how  many  members  there  are  of  the 
Utah  Farm  Bureau?  A.  I  think  it  is  between  15,000  and 
20,000. 

Q.  The  deposition  shows  20,000.  A.  That  would  be 
664  right. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  the  figures  that  Mr.  Thompson 
put  in  as  to  the  number  of  labor  unions  there  were  in  Utah, 
36,000;  would  that  be  right?  A.  Something  like  that. 

Q.  Would  the  figure  of  a  family  of  five — would  that  esti¬ 
mate  be  high  in  Utah?  A.  In  Utah  I  think  it  would  be 
about  right.  I  think  it  would  be  too  high  for  the  nation,  but 
for  Utah  it  would  be  about  right. 

Q.  So,  if  you  take  those  figures  there,  you  have  56,000 
members  of  the  Farm  Bureau  and  labor  unions  in  Utah, 
and  if  the  average  family  is  five,  that  would  total  280,000 
people  out  of  506,000;  that  would  be  about  right? 

Mr.  Fisher :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  do  not  see  the  significance 
of  any  facts  going  to  show  how  many  labor  union  people 
there  might  be  in  the  State  of  Utah.  I  do  not  think  we 
should  take  up  your  time  with  such  matters  as  that.  I  do 
not  see  the  relevancy  and  probative  value;  furthermore,  it 
is  an  argument — 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  is  not  claimed  that  1,000  watts  would 
serve  the  State  of  Utah. 

Mr.  Fisher :  No,  but  about  75  per  cent  of  them. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  think  those  figures  are  not  far  wrong?  A.  They 
may  be  ambitious,  but  I  think  they  are  about  right. 
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Q.  Do  you  not  believe  that  a  station  such  as  proposed 
here,  on  account  of  that  connection  would  have  listeners 
who  would  support  it  and  do  you  not  believe  that  would 
attract  sufficient  advertising  matter  to  sustain  the  sta¬ 
tion? 

665  Mr.  Fisher:  We  object  on  the  ground  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  on  numerous  occasions  ruled  that  no 

group  should  have  a  radio  station,  and  there  is  a  ruling  on 
it  in  the  City  of  New  York  which  states  that  the  city  has  no 
more  right  to  the  facilities  than  everyone  else.  I  do  not  see 
anything  to  be  gained  by  an  answer  to  the  question. 

Examiner  Hill :  As  I  understand  the  question,  he  asked 
if  the  fact  that  these  people  were  interested  in  the  station, 
that  their  support  would  not  be  sufficient  to  make  a  success¬ 
ful  station  from  the  standpoint  of  business? 

Mr.  Fisher :  But  that  is  not  their  proposal.  They  would 
not  go  out  to  an  indivdual  organization — 

Examiner  Hill:  I  understand  he  is  speaking  from  the 
advertising  standpoint. 

Mr.  Ewing:  It  has  been  shown  in  the  depositions  that 
the  Federation  of  Labor  has  made  arrangements  tenta¬ 
tively  to  furnish  one-third  of  the  money  and  take  a  one- 
third  interest  in  this  station,  and  there  is  some  tentative 
arrangement,  or  at  least  it  has  been  talked  about,  as  to  the 
Farm  Bureau  joining  with  them. 

Mr.  Fisher :  I  think  most  of  it  is  tentative. 

Examiner  Hill:  The  depositions  will  speak  for  them¬ 
selves. 

Mr.  Fisher :  It  has  all  been  gone  into  the  deposition. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  would  like  an  answer. 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead. 

The  Witness :  I  can  answer  it  by  saying  it  would  depend 
entirely  on  the  program  structure.  But  let  me  say  that 
laboring  men  and  farmers  would  be  the  very  first  to  register 
their  protestation  against  lecturing  and  talking ;  they 

666  want  entertainment. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Do  you  understand,  Mr.  Glade,  that  in  working  out  the 
setup  for  this  proposed  station  that  they  were  the  ones 
that  asked  that  25  per  cent  free  time  be  given  to  the  labor 
people  and  the  farmers,  agriculture,  religion  and  educa¬ 
tion? 
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Mr.  Fisher:  We  object.  He  does  not  know  what  some¬ 
one  else  asked  for. 

Examiner  Hill :  I  sustain  the  objection. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  think  it  is  a  vital  point. 

Mr.  Fisher:  It  is  for  you  to  prove. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  would  influence  them? 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object  to  what  would  influence  them. 

Examiner  Hill :  What  he  thinks  is  not  controlling  in  this 
matter  at  all,  Mr.  Ewing.  The  question  is  a  question  of 
fact  and  the  Commission  will  pass  on  whether  the  public 
interest  will  be  served  or  any  particular  class  of  that  public 
interest. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  will  withdraw  the  question  and  ask  him  if 
he  thinks  public  interest  would  be  served  by  that  arrange¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  is  objectionable,  Mr.  Examiner. 

Examiner  Hill :  The  objection  is  sustained. ;  That  is  a 
question  for  the  Commission  to  decide  and  not  Mr.  Glade. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  will  withdraw  the  question,  then. 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

The  Witness.  I  withdraw  it,  your  Honor.  This 
667  was  a  protracted  period  ago,  and  I  withdrew  it.  All 

I  wanted,  if  I  might  make  the  statement,  your  Honor, 
was  to  try  to  arouse  the  people  of  Ogden  to  the  value  of 
that  institution  and  I  had  done  more  that  my  part  in  that 
regard.  I  had  made  over  700  trips  to  Ogden,  there  and 
back,  in  an  endeavor  to  help  that  situation,  and  KSL  had 
big-brothered  it  all  down  the  line.  It  ran  remote  controls 
and  did  everything  that  could  be  done.  We  have  often  run, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Columbia  System,  as  many  as 
ten  national  programs  over  KLO,  to  see  if  we  could  not 
enliven  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Ogden ;  but  I  have  never 
seen  such  apathy  in  my  life.  KSL  is  doing  a  lot  of  work  for 
that  city  right  now. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  sold  that  station?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  sold  it  to  whom?  A.  Harry  Anderson,  who  was  an 
intermediary  for  Mr.  Glassman,  the  owner  of  the  Standard 
Examiner. 
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Q.  And  who  had  been  its  worst  enemy?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Glassman,  the  Manager  and  owner,  not — 

Examiner  Hill :  That  does  not  enter  into  this  case,  Mr. 
Ewing;  we  are  not  trying  that  issue  now. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  How  much  free  time  a  week  does  the  time  given  to 
fraternals,  Kiwanis  and  clubs  of  that  kind  amount  to,  Mr. 
Glade?  A.  I  cannot  remember  that  offhand,  your 

668  Honor — it  is  2.3  per  cent  of  our  time. 

Q.  About  how  many  hours  a  week  would  that  be? 
A.  We  are  on  the  air  122  hours  a  week. 

Q.  Is  that  regular,  intermittent,  or  what?  A.  I  could  say 
it  would  go  up  and  down,  your  Honor.  In  some  weeks  we 
would  have  during  the  week,  as  when  we  had  the  Kiwanis 
Club,  a  rather  protracted  presentation.  We  have  made  re¬ 
mote  control  broadcasts  from  the  Elks  Club,  where  we  had 
a  one  hour  program  from  the  club  itself.  So  it  would 
depend — 

Q.  Every  week?  A.  No,  but  just  on  occasions  where  they 
have  a  big  affair,  athletic  events,  or  something  of  that 
nature. 

Q.  Now,  this  2.3  per  cent,  over  what  period  did  you  place 
that?  A.  Six  months  up  to  November  28,  1934. 

Q.  Six  months  prior  to  November  28,  1934?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Was  any  of  that  time  sponsored?  A.  No,  sir.  We 
have  the  Elks  Club,  Moose  or  Masons  asking  us  for  our 
facilities  at  different  times  and  we  endeavor  promptly  to 
make  them  available. 

Q.  Are  you  always  able  to  make  them  available?  A.  On 
occasion  it  is  possible  we  have  not  the  exact  period  they  ask 
for  available  but  they  are  always  ’willing  to  cooperate  with 
us. 

Q.  Now,  this  note  I  have  here  4 4 one  hour  12  cong.”;  can 
you  tell  us  what  that  means?  A.  One  hour  is  pre- 

669  sented  each  Sunday  morning  to  12  different  congre¬ 
gations  of  major  faiths. 

Q.  I  think  you  testified  that  that  came  over  a  national  net¬ 
work?  A.  Yes.  That  was  the  only  national  account  I  spoke 
of  during  my  testimony  this  morning. 

Q.  You  did  say,  too,  that  the  Mormon  and  Catholic 
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broadcasts  at  Salt  Lake  go  out  over  a  network?  A.  No,  sir, 
they  do  not. 

Q.  Does  either  one  of  them?  A.  No.  sir. 

Q.  Not  even  occasionally?  A.  Oh,  I  see  what  you  mean. 
We  did  originate  a  program  for  the  Columbia  Church  of 
the  air  featuring  Bishop  Kearney  from  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
that  went  over  the  entire  network. 

Q.  Is  he  still  there?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  still  continue  that  arrangement?  A.  We  were 
invited  on  occasions  to  make  a  local  presentation  by  Co-  - 
lumbia. 

Q.  In  return  for  that  do  the  Protestant  churches  else¬ 
where  occasionallv  make  brocasts  that  come  over  the  net- 

•/ 

work  in  that  church  arrangement?  A.  We  have  not  had 
our  turn  yet,  but  undoubtedly  Dr.  Trappe  or  Rabbi  Gordon, 
or  others  of  the  prominent  ecclesiasts  will  have  their  turn. 
They  pass  these  opportunities  all  over  the  United  States 
and,  obviously,  Salt  Lake,  being  a  relatively  small  city,  has 
to  take  its  turn. 

Q.  But  so  far  nobody  has  had  their  turn  except  the 
670  L.  D.  S.  Church  and  the  Catholics?  A.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Fisher:  This  is  the  national  hookup  you  are 
talking  about  now? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  We  are  talking  about  where  they  exchange 
and  it  goes  out  over  the  network. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Baird,  who  was  my  preacher,  was  he  allowed  to 
broadcast  on  that  arrangement  up  to  the  time  he  left  Salt 
Lake?  A.  Yes,  and  he  was  a  splendid  broadcaster. 

Q.  And  how  long  has  he  been  gone,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  It 
seems  to  me  he  has  been  gone  about  two  years  now. 

Q.  Was  Dr.  Lilly  allowed  the  same  arrangement?  A.  He 
has  never  been  down  to  see  us,  however. 

Q.  Do  you  know  why?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  why  the  apathy  exists  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Ministerial  Association  of  Salt  Lake  City  to¬ 
ward  their  opportunities  in  this  respect?  A.  I  am  sure  I  do 
not  know.  I  had  never  heard  there  was  any  apathy  toward 
us. 
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Q.  No,  but  you  have  spoken  of  an  apathy,  and  so  did  Mr. 
Fox,  on  the  part  of  the  Protestant  preachers,  that  they 
have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered.  A.  That 
was  particularly  true  of  Ogden. 

Q.  Well,  now,  Judge  Rutherford — that  is  a  na- 

671  tional  broadcast  from  New  York  also,  is  it  not?  A. 
No,  that  is  an  electrical  transcription  furnished  us 

by  Dr.  Swizell  of  Salt  Lake  City  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
local  group  of  Bible  students  affiliated  with  the  Watch 
Tower,  and  they  bring  it  to  us. 

Q.  Is  that  not  the  same  Dr.  Rutherford  who  sells  from 
house  to  house  a  tract  to  the  people?  A.  Yes,  it  is  the  same 
Doctor. 

Q.  Do  you  call  that  a  religious  broadcast?  A.  It  surely 
is,  it  is  direct  preachment  from  the  Bible. 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q;.  Do  you  think  that  is  acceptable  to  the  Catholics  or 
the  Latter  Day  Saints  or  the  Protestants  in  Utah  as  a  reli¬ 
gious  broadcast?  A.  No,  it  certainly  is  not. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Is  this  not  Dr.  Rutherford’s  private 
racket  ? 

The  Witness:  You  are  trying  to  inveigle  me  into  a  very 
bold  statement.  We  feel  as  you  gentlemen  do,  but  we  have 
been  trying  to  be  fair  in  this  matter  of  representation. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  When  we  sum  it  all  up,  Mr.  Glade,  the  only  definite 
broadcast  so  far,  at  least  in  the  last  two  years,  has  been 
the  Catholics  for  30  minutes  and  the  L.  D.  S'.  Church  for 
30  minutes?  A.  No,  there  is  the  Christian  Scientists  and 
also  Dr.  Ayer  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  You  have 

672  the  whole  group  of  12  different  denominations. 

Q.  How  many  times  has  Ayer  broadcast  since 
Baird  left  two  years  ago?  A.  It  seems  to  me  it  was  either 
ten  or  twelve,  as  I  recall. 

Q.  15-minute  presentations?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  When  did  they  stop?  A.  About  a  month  ago. 
Q.Voluntarily  on  his  part?  A.  Yes.  I  think  in  fairness 
I  might  also  add  that  since  my  connection  with  KSL  over  a 
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period  of  13  years  there  has  never  been  a  congregation  or 

group  which  has  come  to  ask  us  for  our  facilities  where  we 

have  not  made  the  grant  without  compensation. 

Q.  Well,  now,  I  would  like  to  do  a  little  recapitulation 

here ;  you  will  go  along  with  me,  Mr.  Glade,  please,  and  I 

will  ask  vou  if  these  are  correct : 

•/ 

We  have,  starting  off  in  the  morning,  the  Home  Econo¬ 
mics,  and  that  is  for  30  minutes  and  is  sponsored;  that  is 
right,  is  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  you  have  15  minutes  free  on  Good  Morning 
Judge?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  Then  you  have  on  Sunday  night  the  Midilight  Hour, 
and  they  broadcast  for  30  minutes  the  music  of  the  L.  D.  S. 
pipe  organ?  A.  No,  That  is  a  one  hour  broadcast  featuring 
the  tabernacle  organ. 

673  Q.  That  is  free  time?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  you  have  Peter  Spraynozzle;  who  talks 
for  the  farmers  but  who  does  not  farm,  and  he  broadcasts 
a  sponsored  program  on  agriculture  which  is  paid  for  by 
the  Utah  Woolen  Mills?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  we  have  15  minutes  free  time  once  a  week  for 
the  Parents  and  Teachers  Weekly  Congress?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  that  correct?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  And  then  once  a  week,  on  Saturday  afternoon,  there 
is  free  time  of  15  minutes  for  the  Boy  Scouts?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  then,  seasonally,  you  have  some  broadcasts  of 
activities  of  the  different  basket  ball  teams,  and  so  on,  from 
the  two  universities,  or  more?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now — 

Examiner  Hill:  That  has  all  been  gone  into  and  those 
questions  have  all  been  answered,  Mr.  Ewing. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  was  just  summing  it  up.  I  was  just  about 
through. 

Examiner  Hill :  That  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission, 
Mr.  Ewing,  to  sum  it  up. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  thought  perhaps  we  would  want  a  copy  of 
the  record  and  I  would  like  to  have  it  show  the  total — 
Examiner  Hill :  It  is  in  the  record  already. 

674  The  Witness:  If  your  Honor  please,  practically 
40  per  cent  of  our  time  is  unsponsored.  I  have  not 

had  time  to  recite  in  minute  detail  all  of  the — 
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Examiner  Hill :  We  want  to  get  through  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  ;  so  let  us  proceed. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  This  Salisbury  broadcast,  what  is  that?  A.  He  is 
Radio  Chief  in  Washington  for  the  Agriculture  Division 
and  sends  us  releases  from  time  to  time  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment — 

Q.  Are  they  on  records?  A.  No.  They  send  us  the  broad¬ 
cast  material,  the  scripts,  the  broadcast  scripts,  and  we 
have  them  presented. 

Q.  Someone  offers  them?  A.  Yes,  some  member  of  our 
staff. 

Q.  That  is  on  agriculture?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  it  comes  out  of  Washington?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  It  does  not  originate  in  the  brain  of  any  member  of 
the  Farm  Bureau  of  Utah  ?  A.  No. 

Q.  Now,  you  spoke  of  Morning  Milk  and  Bordens;  are 
those  local  broadcasts?  A.  They  are  all  local  sponsored 
broadcasts,  but  I  made  the  point  in  my  direct  testimony  that 
they  help  the  farmer.  Radio  has  made  the  Morning  Milk 
Company;  our  station  made  it,  that  is,  has  provided  the 
consumption  of  milk  all  through  the  valley. 

675  Q.  That  is  a  big  industry  in  Cash  Valley?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Borden’s  is  a  national  concern,  is  it  not?  A. 
Borden’s  is  a  national  concern,  but  the  Morning  Milk 
Company  is  a  local  concern. 

Q.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at,  Mr.  Glade,  is  that  those 
are  sponsored  local  programs?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  much  time  is  spent  on  milk  programs  every 
morning?  A.  I  would  say  during  the  week  we  have  on  milk 
programs  alone,  all  of  which  are  sponsored,  I  w’ould  think, 
at  least  four  hours. 

Q.  A  day?  A.  No,  during  the  week.  We  have  a  15- 
minute  strip  for  the  Segal  Milk  Company  and  two  presenta¬ 
tions  a  week  for  the  Morning  Milk  Company,  and  an  eve¬ 
ning  presentation  for  the  Segal  people  and  an  evening  pre¬ 
sentation  for  the  Borden  Company. 

Q.  All  right.  They  are  all  sponsored?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  why  did  you  discontinue  broadcasting  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Products  Market?  A.  There  was  no  interest  in  it. 
I  do  not  recall  when  any  member  of  the  Utah  State  Farm 
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Bureau  ever  came  to  me  and  said,  “We  appreciate  the  ef¬ 
fort  you  are  making  the  money  you  are  spending.” 

Q.  How  long  did  it  take,  that  program,  when  you  had  it? 
A.  About  7  minutes. 

676  Q.  Seven  minutes?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  discontinued  it  when?  A.  About  a 
year  ago. 

Q.  Now,  as  to  the  Salt  Lake  Choir,  they  broadcast  every 
Sundav,  do  tliev  not?  A.  Thev  do. 

Q.  Over  a  network?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  There  was  a  trade,  was  there  not,  within  the  last  year, 
between  KSL  and  KDYL,  where  they  took  NBC  and  you 
took  Columbia  ?  A.  It  was  not  a  trade. 

Q.  There  was  an  exchange?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Why  was  that?  A.  We  left  the  NBC  Network  for 
very  definite  reasons.  One  of  them  was  that  we  found  we 
could  serve  the  entire  West  better  with  the  Columbia  Net¬ 
work,  for  this  reason:  In  the  mountain  tier  of  states — let 
me  go  back — 

Examiner  Hill :  I  do  not  think  that  has  anything  to  do 
with  this. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Just  answer  the  question  about  what  he 
calls  a  trade. 

The  Witness :  There  was  such  a  trade,  yes.  ; 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  The  exchange  was  what  I  was  trying  to  get  at.  Did 
the  fact  that  you  broadcast  for  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  and 
particularly  the  choir,  which  would  be  attractive  to 

677  any  broadcasting  company’s  network,  did  that  have 
something  to  do  with  that  exchange?  A.  Nothing  at 

all  to  do  with  it.  It  was  carried  first  by  the  National  and 
then  by  the  Columbia.  They  were  both  very  glad  to  get  it. 
Q.  But  that  is  free?  A.  Yes.  : 

Q.  But  it  is  sustaining,  is  it  not?  A.  All  of  the  cost  or 
charge  is  borne  by  us  and  the  L.  D.  S.  Church.  But  it  is  a 
free  program.  Naturally  there  is  a  lot  of  expense  attend¬ 
ant  upon  getting  it  ready. 

Q.  But  it  is  a  very  fine  sustaining  program,  is  it  not? 
A.  The  fact  it  is  carried  by  74  stations  and  the  further  fact 
that  it  is  in  its  sixth  year,  it  seems  to  me  is  all  that  need  be 
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said  about  that.  Station  WJSV,  here  in  Washington,  car¬ 
ries  it  tomorrow  morning. 

Q.  Now,  Dr.  Trappe,  a  Unitarian  whom  you  spoke  about 
this  morning,  has  he  been  offered  free  time  and  does  not  use 
it?  A.  I  will  not  say  recently.  He  has  appeared  on  our 
station.  If  Dr.  Trappe  will  come  to  me  and  indicate  that 
he  will  appreciate  it,  we  will  accommodate  him ;  but  he  has 
never  been  to  me  with  such  a  request.  Frankly,  your  Honor, 
the  time  in  radio  is  so  valuable  that  is  seems  to  me  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  station  does  not  need  to  go  around  impor¬ 
tuning  people  to  use  the  facilities  when  they  are  already  in 
very  good  use. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  him  testify  in  Salt  Lake?  A.  I  was 
there. 

678  Q.  And  did  you  hear  Dr.  Goshen  testify?  A.  I 
was  there. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  pay  him  to  broadcast  on  your  station? 
A.  No.  However,  he  asked  me  for  compensation. 

Q.  You  spoke  about  wdien  he  spoke  in  Pantages  Theatre 
which  is  now  the  RKO?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  When  the  RKO  took  it  over  did  it  discontinue  his  ser¬ 
mons?  A.  It  did. 

Q.  And  prior  to  that  time,  did  he  fill  the  theatre?  A.  He 
had  a  rather  fair  attendance  in  the  theatre. 

Q.  How  many  people  would  that  theatre  hold? 

Mr.  Fisher:  This  is  all  very  interesting,  Mr.  Examiner, 
but  I  do  not  see  the  relevancy. 

Examiner  Hill:  Gentlemen,  that  has  not  a  thing  in  the 
world  to  do  with  this  proposition,  as  I  see  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Now,  you  spoke  of  Knerr  and  that  he  had  been  offered 
time  for  the  benefit  of  the  Federation  of  Labor.  What  is 
Mr.  Knerr ’s  business  ?  A.  As  I  understand  it,  he  is  Labor 
Commissioner  for  the  State  of  Utah. 

Q.  He  is  on  the  industrial  board  of  the  state?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  At  perhaps  a  pretty  good  salary?  A.  I  assume  so. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  him  to  be  an  officer  of  the 

679  Federation  of  Labor?  A.  No,  but  he  spoke  on  labor 
problems. 

Q.  Lots  of  people  do  that. 
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Now,  this  $500  that  you  say  the  Federation  of  Labor 
owes  you,  was  it  the  Salt  Lake  City  Federation  or  the  Utah 
State  Federation  that  owed  you  that  money?  A.  It  was 
really  both  of  them,  Mr.  Ewing*. 

Q.  There  was  some  misunderstanding  between  the  two  as 
to  the  payment  of  the  bill?  A.  Yes,  there  apparently  wTas 
some  misunderstanding. 

Q.  Was  it  not  contracted  by  the  State  Federation?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  has  not  the  State  Federation  been  making  some 
payments?  A.  They  have,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  you  heard  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Scott  about  that 
spot  ad  they  wanted  during  the  city  election  in  Salt  Lake  a 
year  ago  last  fall?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  the  city  elections  come  in  the  off  years  ?  A.  That  is 
my  remembrance. 

Q.  Why  did  you  refuse  it;  was  it  truly  libelous?  A.  We 
felt  that  it  was. 

Q.  Was  it  not  in  behalf  of  their  candidate?  A.  I  do  not 
recall  the  details  of  it  now,  but  as  I  recall  it  was  an  attack 
on  the  other  candidate. 

Q.  They  had  their  own  candidate  in  the  field,  did  they  not? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  they  asked  for  time  in  support  of  him? 
680  A.  We  never  would  have  refused  any  non-slander- 
ous  presentation  on  behalf  of  their  own  candidate, 
but  they  were  making  an  attack  on  others  that  made  us  feel 
it  was  libelous  and  slanderous. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Glade,  they  testified  here  in  the  depositions 
that  the  same  thing  was  taken  to  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  and 
was  accepted  and  the  cost  of  the  advertising  space  paid  for, 
and  after  the  presses  had  run,  they  were  stopped  and  the 
issue  that  had  been  printed  was  killed  and  the  ad  taken  out 
and  they  refused  to  allow  it  to  appear.  Now,  did  KSL  have 
anything  to  do  with  that?  A.  Nothing  whatever,  no,  sir. 

Examiner  Hill:  I  do  not  see  what  connection  that  had 
with  the  station  unless  KSL  owned  the  newspaper. 

Mr.  Fisher:  The  newspaper  interests  own  an  interest  in 
KSL. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  has  been  answered,  anyway. 
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By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Has  KSL  ever  been  sued  for  libel?  A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  This  charge  in  the  depositions  that  proposed  speeches 
on  economics  and  social  affairs  taken  from  national  maga¬ 
zines  have  been  blue-penciled  and  censored  by  KSL;  is  that 
true?  A.  We  made  some  friendly  suggestions  as  to  modifi¬ 
cation  of  copy,  where  the  copy  was  so  vitriolic  it  would  not 
even  make  friends  for  the  people  who  were  using  it.  We 
just  made  some  suggestions. 

Q.  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  whether  or  not 

681  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  interests  that 
control  KSL  to  hide  behind  the  word  ‘ ‘libelous ”  in 

order  to  keep  out  matter  that  they  do  not  want. 

Mr.  Fisher :  I  object  to  that  question.  It  is  argumentative 
and  would  not  prove  anything  if  answered. 

Examiner  Hill:  That  has  been  gone  into  two  or  three 
times. 

Mr.  Ewing :  I  am  through  with  that,  sir. 

(Discussion  off  the  record.) 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  in  the  record  somewhere  you  heard  some¬ 
thing  about  a  contract  that  exists  between  the  Salt  Lake 
Tribune  and  KSL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  us  about  that,  what  it  covers? 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object.  What  kind  of  a  contract  are  you 
talking  about  ? 

Mr.  Ewing:  The  contract  governing  the  activities  of  KSL 
by  the  newspaper.  Do  you  think  that  is  not  competent? 

Mr.  Fisher :  If  there  is  anv  contract  covering  the  activities 
of  a  newspaper,  I  think  it  should  be  brought  out. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Just  what  is  that,  Mr.  Glade?  A.  I  cannot  remember 
all  of  the  details.  We  have  a  working  arrangement  with 
the  Tribune. 

Q.  And  does  that  contract  not  provide  that  no  other  news¬ 
paper’s  name  can  be  mentioned  over  KSL  in  any  advertis¬ 
ing  matter  except  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune?  A.  No,  sir.  In 
fact,  the  contract  right  now  is  abrogated.  We  are 

682  broadcasting  for  the  Deseret  News  right  now. 
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Q.  Did  you  abrogate  it  or  was  it  fulfilled?  A.  It  was 
abrogated.  It  had  about  ten  years  to  run,  and  the  Trib¬ 
une  abrogated  it  of  their  own  volition. 

Q.  How  long  since  ?  A.  About  a  month  ago ;  at  the  time 
they  began  publishing  programs  in  the  papers.  We  have 
the  March  of  Time  on  KSL,  Collier’s  Hour  and  they  are  also 
publications. 

Q.  But  no  daily  newspapers?  A.  No. 

Q.  Did  the  Federation  of  Labor  want  to  broadcast  some¬ 
thing  in  connection  with  their  local  paper  and  were  refused 
because  of  that  contract  ?  A.  I  do  not  remember  the  detail. 
I  do  have  a  rather  hazy  recollection  of  something  about  it 
but  I  cannot  remember  the  details  on  it,  Mr.  Ewing. 

Q.  Nor  the  details  of  the  contract?  A.  No,  sir.  I  could 
state  that  in  all  of  the  connection  with  the  station  by  the 
Tribune,  never  once  has  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  told  me  what  he 
wanted  done ;  not  once  has  he  intervened. 

Q.  But  you  lived  up  religiously  to  the  contract  while  it 
was  in  effect  without  being  told?  A.  Well — 

Q.  Did  you  ?  A.  Oh,  yes  indeed. 

Q.  Exhibit  No.  2  seems  to  be  a  list  of  firms,  corporations 
and  institutions  using  the  facilities  of  KSL  during  the 
week,  January  7th  to  13th;  are  all  of  these  intended 
683  to  be  only  local  firms  broadcasting  over  KSL?  A.  I 
think  at  least  the  advertising  was  placed  in  Salt  Lake 
City  and  they  are  all  local  firms,  institutions  and  enterprises. 

Q.  Are  most  of  them  simply  spot  broadcasts!  A.  Many 
of  them. 

Q.  How  long  does  it  take  to  make  a  spot  broadcast?  A. 
As  a  rule  about  one  minute. 

Q.  What  percentage  would  you  say  are  spot  programs, 
so  that  we  might  finish  here  quickly?  A.  I  could  not  tell 
you  offhand. 

Q.  Would  you  say  a  majority?  A.  About  half  of  them; 
that  is  just  a  rough  guess ;  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Fisher:  At  least  half  of  them? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Would  you  say  more  than  half?  A.  I  will  say  half  of 
them. 
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By  Mr.  Ewing :

Q.  Has  KSL  ever  been  sued  for  libel?  A.  No,  sir.

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Would  you  say  more  than  half?  A.  I  will  say  half  of 
them.

Q.  Now,  No.  3,  approximate  division  of  time  between 
KSL,  national  and  local.  You  have  drawn  this  down  for 
the  same  week  ?  A.  Yes. 


Q.  69- for  national  and  52-%  local.  I  think  you  said  last 
night  vou  thought  that  would  run  higher  on  local? 
684  A.  It  will.  I  gave  the  national  every  benefit.  For 
instance,  in  the  national  designation  there  we  have  a 
two  hour  program  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra  on  Sunday  that  is  a  sustaining  program  and  yet  I  put  it 
in  that  group.  There  are  a  lot  of  other  national  programs 
included  there. 

Q.  What  I  want  to  get  at,  Mr.  Glade,  does  Exhibit  No.  3 
on  the  local  hours  include  those  matters  of  which  we  have 
talked  here,  for  instance,  does  it  include  the  church  pro¬ 
grams  ?  A.  Everything  of  a  local  nature. 

Q.  And  all  of  these  we  have  talked  about  here —  A.  Par¬ 
ent  Teachers — 

Mr.  Fisher:  Civic,  fraternal  and  evervthing  is  included

in  there. 


The  Witness :  Yes,  sir.  That  is,  Mr.  Ewing  in  that  calcu¬ 
lation  you  have  immediately  before  you. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  that  is  sufficient. 

Examiner  Hill :  Anvthing-  further? 

Mr.  Ewing:  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Examiner. 


Bv  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  I  see  by  Exhibit  No.  5  that  you  have  given  the  aver¬ 
age  per  cent  of  the  time  per  month  for  the  last  six  months 
up  to  November  28th,  you  gave  21.1  per  cent  to  educational? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  did  that  include,  was  it  national  broadcasts, 
mostly?  A.  Yes.  In  my  direct  examination  I  have 
685  been  talking  only  about  our  local  presentations.  We 
have  manv  wonderful  national  educational  broad- 

9/ 

casts.  The  American  School  of  the  Air  is  on  three  hours  a 
week,  also  ‘ 4 Between  the  Book  Ends”,  which  also  comes  in 
the  educational  category. 

Q.  That  is  national  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Not  local?  A.  No. 
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Q.  Now,  religious,  5.3,  does  that  include  Rutherford? 
A.  Yes,  we  characterize  that  as  religion. 

Q.  So,  a  part  of  the  religious  in  Exhibit  No.  5  is  also  na¬ 
tional?  A.  Part  of  it  is  national  and  part  local. 

Q.  And  agricultural,  3.1  ?  A.  That  is  national  and  local. 
Q.  And  of  course  you  did  not  broadcast  anything,  accord¬ 
ing  to  this,  on  labor?  A.  I  do  not  recall  whether  there 
were  any  labor  broadcasts  in  that  particular  period. 

Q.  This  map  refers  to  the  Columbia  broadcasts —  A.  No, 
sir.  That  refers  to  the  letters  of  reponse  we  secured  from 
three  day-time  announcements  and  two  night-time  announce¬ 
ments  for  a  period  of  seven  days. 

Examiner  Hill :  Suggested  by  the  Columbia? 

The  Witness :  Yes,  but  made  by  KSL. 

By  Mr.  Ewing:  , 

Q.  And  this  black  area,  is  that  the  part  showing  they  had 
heard  KSL?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

686  Q.  Let  us  examine  into  that  a  little  bit.  Is  it  the 

usual  practice  for  people  to  come  from  other  states 

surrounding  Utah  to  broadcast  in  connection  with  matters 

pertaining  to  those  states?  A.  They  have  done  so. 

Q.  Did  they  do  so  in  the  recent  election  ?  A.  Senator  Key 

Pittman  came  from  Reno  and  Senator  O’Mahonev  from 

* 

Cheyenne,  and  we  have  done  remote  control  broadcasting 
for  Senator  Borah. 

Q.  Did  you  not  even  broadcast  in  this  tax  controversy  in 
Oregon  two  years  ago  for  a  considerable  time  over  KSL  to 
Oregon?  A.  Yes,  we  made  some  broadcasts. 

Q.  So  it  is  a  recognized  station  in  a  number  of  states? 
A.  It  surely  is. 

Q.  But,  regardless  of  that,  the  charge  is  against  the  State 
of  Utah?  A.  No,  sir,  as  I  understand — 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object.  That  is  a  matter  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion’s  policy  and  Commission  regulation.  The  question  is 
whether  the  charge  was  not  against  the  State  of  Utah.  The 
Commission’s  records  will  show  that. 

Examiner  Hill:  That  is  something  which  Mr.  Glade  has 
no  control  over  and  could  not  be  held  responsible  for,  the 
quota  situation.  j 
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By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Did  anybody  ever  come  from  Montana  to  broad- 

687  cast  on  KSL !  A.  I  am  not  sure  but  we  have  a  lot  of 
friends  in  Montana. 

Q.  Can  you  think  of  any  other  state  where  they  did  come 
from;  did  they  come  from  Colorado;  in  the  campaign  two 
or  three  years  ago  did  someone  come  from  Grand  Junction, 
Colorado!  A.  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  object  to  this.  That  is  the  purpose  and 

dutv  of  a  clear  channel  station. 

* 

Examiner  Hill :  I  cannot  see  the  purpose  except  to  show 
the  service  area  of  KSL. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Well,  Mr.  Examiner,  I  am  trying  to  show  that 
KSL  is  a  national  affair  and  that  we  need  one  that  is  a 
Utah  affair. 

Examiner  Hill :  They  would  not  come  there  to  broadcast 
if  it  was  not  received  in  that  area;  that  is  reasonable,  or, 
in  the  area  thev  wanted  to  reach,  rather. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  that  is  all,  Mr.  Glade.  I  think  you 
have  made  a  wonderful  witness  for  the  Utah  Radio  Educa¬ 
tional  Society,  and  I  want  to  thank  you. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  want  to  ask  one  question  and  I  take  it 
there  is  no  objection  to  Mr.  Glade’s  qualifications  as  an  ex¬ 
pert  radio  broadcast  station  manager. 

Examiner  Hill :  Go  ahead. 

Bv  Mr.  Shinnick: 

Q.  Mr.  Glade,  if  as  manager  of  a  radio  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion  you  felt  it  would  be  undesirable  to  have  further  com¬ 
petition  in  your  city  and  you  knew  that  there  were  five  or 
six  frequencies  available  for  which  application  might 

688  be  made  and  if  you,  yourself,  or  caused  others,  to  go 
outside  of  the  city  and  make  application  for  each  of 

those  frequencies  so  that  there  would  be  interference  if  ap¬ 
plication  were  made  from  the  particular  city  in  which  in¬ 
terested,  is  it  not  your  opinion  that  would  be  an  effective 
way  of  blanketing  out  competition  in  your  city! 

Mr.  Fisher:  I  think  that  is  a  question  of  engineering 
rather  than  station  management  or  policy,  and  I  do  not 
think  the  station  manager  would  be  called  upon  to  answer 
such  a  question. 
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Examiner  Hill:  Will  you  read  the  question? 

(The  question  was  read  by  the  Reporter.) 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  think  the  question  is  permissible  as  ex¬ 
pert  testimony. 

Examiner  Hill :  It  covers  quite  a  bit  of  ground.  However, 
if  the  witness  can  answer,  he  may. 

The  Witness :  I  think  it  would  be  a  rather  effective  way 
of  doing  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  The  question  is  did  you  do  that. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  No,  Mr.  Examiner,  I  am  asking  him  in  his 
capacity  as  an  expert,  as  the  station  manager. 

The  Witness :  Then  I  would  give  my  answer  as  I  gave  it, 
but  I  do  not  do  anything  of  that  sort. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  want  it  to  appear  from  the  record  that 
there  is  no  question  in  the  mind  of  the  Utah  Broadcast  Cor¬ 
poration  that  KSL  did  such  a  thing;  to  the  contrary,  I  do 
not  think  personally,  as  attorney  for  that  station,  that  they 
would  do  it. 

Examiner  Hill :  Do  you  have  any  questions,  Mr. 

Berry? 

689  Mr.  Berry :  Just  a  few. 

By  Mr.  Berry: 

Q.  Your  surveys  that  you  introduced  as  exhibits,  do  they 
show  the  available  resources  from  an  operating  standpoint 
of  the  station,  the  resources  available  or  the  prospect  of  in¬ 
come  from  various  businesses  in  your  service  area?  A.  I 
do  not  think  that  any  exhibit  which  I  submitted  would  carry 
that  information. 

Q.  It  would  carry  the  approximate  number  of  business 
establishments,  and  so  forth?  A.  Oh,  yes.  On  direct  ex¬ 
amination  I  stated  that  approximately  550  of  the  firms  that 
we  carry  on  our  cards,  which  are  at  the  station,  would  be 
potential  advertising  accounts  for  radio. 

Q.  That  embraces  both  retail  and  wholesale  and  all  of  the 
varieties  of  business  carried  on?  A.  Yes.  In  fact,  that 
would  embrace  all  of  the  outstanding  retail  and  wholesale 
firms  in  the  area. 

Mr.  Berrv:  That  is  all,  Mr.  Examiner. 

Examiner  Hill:  Any  further  questions? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  have  no  further  questions  but  I  want  to 
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state  for  the  record  that  the  last  question  I  asked  Mr.  Glade 
was  asked  in  his  capacity  as  an  expert  witness. 

Mr.  Fisher:  On  station  management  affairs? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  On  station  management  affairs,  yes. 
705  The  Examiner:  All  right. 

Mr.  Shinnick,  are  you  ready  in  Docket  No.  2715  to 
present  your  evidence? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  pursuant  to  order  of  the 
Commission  there  were  taken  in  Salt  Lake  City  the  deposi¬ 
tions  of  David  G.  Smith,  Dan  B.  Shields,  Jack  Lee  Powers, 
Frank  C.  Carman  and  E.  A.  Culbertson.  These  depositions 
were  taken  and  duly  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  subject 
to  the  exceptions  and  objections  made  there,  and  subject  to 
the  usual  reservation  I  offer  these  on  behalf  of  the  appli¬ 
cant. 

The  Examiner:  Is  there  any  objection? 

721  The  Examiner:  I  understand  then  from  counsel 
representing  the  two  respondents  who  object  to  re¬ 
ceiving  these  depositions  in  evidence,  that  there  is  no  re¬ 
quest  for  a  delay  or  continuance  of  this  hearing,  and  the 
Examiner  will  reserve  ruling  on  the  admissibility  of  the 
depositions  and  permit  them  to  be  received  with  that  under¬ 
standing. 

Mr.  Smith :  Mr.  Examiner,  you  mean  you  reserve  ruling 
as  to  the  question  of  notice? 

The  Examiner:  That  is  right,  also  as  to  any  objections 
to  the  depositions  on  other  grounds,  or  any  evidence  con¬ 
tained  in  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Smith :  I  just  want  to  say  that  we  had  objections  to 
the  general  nature  of  the  testimony,  particularly  to  the 
hearsay  nature  of  the  testimony. 

The  Examiner:  The  Examiner  has  not  read  the  deposi¬ 
tions. 

Mr.  Smith :  I  also  at  this  time  want  to  enter  a  further  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  deposition  of  the  witness  Shields  in  its  en¬ 
tirety  in  that  he  testified  that  he  is  not  a  member  of  the 
partnership,  that  he  guesses  he  could  get  $30,000  in  thirty 
minutes  and  would  help  finance  the  partnership  in  the  event 
it  was  necessary,  and  we  wish  to  point  out  to  the  Examiner 
that  there  is  no  agreement  between  the  witness  Shields  and 
the  partnership  whereby  the  money  is  to  be  advanced,  or 
the  money  will  be  borrowed  by  the  partnership.  I  move 
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722  that  particularly  that  deposition  will  be  ignored  in 
its  entirety. 

Mr.  Fisher :  If  the  deposition  is  admitted  I  wish  to  enter 
into  that  objection  also,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
deposition  of  Mr.  Shields,  just  as  Mr.  Callister  has  stated 
with  reference  to  the  $5,000  deposit.  There  is  a  record  here 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  while  the  applicant  here  is 
a  partnership  solely.  With  reference  to  incompetent  mat¬ 
ters  and  irrelevant  matters  and  hearsay  testimony,  particu¬ 
larly  with  reference  to  the  financial  status  of  J ack  Powers 
and  Frank  Carman,  they  merely  state  they  have  a  thousand 
dollars.  I  want  to  call  that  to  the  Examiner’s  attention,  as 
to  the  type  of  testimony.  That  is  an  improper  financial 
showing. 

The  Examiner :  All  that  may  be  covered  by  the  proposed 
findings,  if  it  is  desired  to  file  any. 

Mr.  Callister :  The  objection  is  on  behalf  of  all  the  appli¬ 
cants  and  respondents,  as  I  understand  it,  is  that  correct? 
At  least  I  want  to  join  in  that  objection  of  Mr.  Smith’s  and 
also  Mr.  Fisher. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  Let  the  record  show,  Mr.  Examiner, 
that  the  Commission  has  no  objection  to  the  introduction 
of  any  competent,  relevant  and  material  portions  of  those 
depositions. 

The  Examiner:  All  right.  Is  there  anything  further  on 
behalf  of  the  applicant? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Nothing  further  on  behalf  of  the  applicant, 
Mr.  Examiner. 

The  Examiner :  All  right.  Is  there  any  testimony  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  respondents?  This  is  in  Docket  2715. 

Mr.  Callister:  Do  I  understand  they  are  closing 

723  their  case  at  this  time? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  would  like  to  call  Mr.  Wrathall. 

Mr.  Wrathall:  I  am  not  here  as  a  witness. 

Mr.  Fisher :  He  is  one  of  the  partners,  your  Honor. 

The  Examiner :  Let  him  be  sworn. 

Whereupon — Grant  Wrathall,  a  witness  called  on  behalf 
of  the  respondent  Paul  Q.  Callister,  having  been  first  duly 
sworn,  was  examined  and  testified  as  follows : 
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Direct  Examination. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Will  you  state  your  name?  A.  Grant  Wrathall. 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  are  a  member  of  the  partnership 
of  Utah  Broadcasting  Company?  A.  I  am. 

Q.  You  testified  at  the  last  hearing  in  January?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  I  believe  you  testified  that  you  are  the  son  of  Charlotte 
R.  Wrathall?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Mr.  Examiner,  the  cross-examination  on  all 
this  testimony  was  closed. 

Mr.  Callister:  This  is  opened  on  the  ground  of  finances, 
to  show  the  financial  responsibility.  I  want  to  go  into  that 
matter.  It  was  reopened  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  I  think  it  is  proper. 

724  The  Examiner:  If  it  is  relating  to  the  financial 
showing. 

Mr.  Callister :  It  is  relating  to  the  finances. 

The  Examiner :  All  right,  go  ahead. 

Bv  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Did  you  answer  the  question?  A.  I  said  yes. 

Q.  You  testified  as  to  the  value  of  that  estate  of  your 
mother,  did  you?  A.  I  did,  yes. 

Q.  Do  you  recall  the  value  of  that  estate  that  you  testified 
at  that  time?  A.  I  estimate  $5,000. 

Q.  You  are  also  the  brother,  are  you  not,  of  Taft  Wrath¬ 
all?  A.  I  am. 

Q.  He  is  now  the  administrator  of  that  estate?  A.  I  do 
not  know.  I  do  not  think  he  is,  no. 

Q.  Who  is  the  administrator?  A.  Well,  we  haven’t  ap¬ 
pointed  an  administrator  of  the  estate.  It  is  just  in  the 
name  of  the  mother,  it  is  still  in  the  name  of  our  mother. 

Q.  Who  is  your  brother  at  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  That  is 
Taft. 

Q.  Taft  Wrathall,  is  that  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now  who  would  be  the  administrator  of  that  estate, 
do  you  know?  A.  No,  I  just  stated  I  did  not  know. 

725  Q.  You  are  not  the  administrator?  A.  No,  I  am 
not. 

Mr.  Callister :  At  this  time,  if  your  Honor  please,  I  would 
like  to  offer  in  evidence  a  certified  copy  of  the  petition  for 
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letters  of  administration  of  the  estate  of  Charlotte  R. 
Wrathall,  deceased,  tending  to  show  the  value  of  the  estate, 
the  Wrathall  estate,  which  Mr.  Wrathall  testified  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  as  your  Honor  will  recall,  that  the  value  of  the  estate 
was  some  $5,000.  The  certificate  here  shows  that  the  estate 
is  considerably  less  than  that  amount. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  do  I  understand  that  Mr. 
Wrathall  is  now  appearing  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the 
respondent  and  not  in  any  capacity  as  the  witness  for  the 
petitioner,  and  that  it  is  a  reopening  of  his  former  testi¬ 
mony  and  a  continuance  of  cross-examination  t  I  want  that 
distinctly  understood.  As  far  as  going  into  matters  that 
he  previously  testified  to  he  is  on  the  stand  now  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  giving  direct  testimony  on  any  questions:  that  coun¬ 
sel  wants  to  ask.  There  is  no  showing  of  materiality  as  to 
who  is  the  administrator  of  his  mother’s  estate,  or  whatnot. 

I  object  further  on  the  ground  there  is  no  duplicate  copy, 
in  accordance  with  the  Commission’s  rules  and  regulations. 

Mr.  Callister :  We  will  get  a  duplicate. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Get  it  now. 

Mr.  Fisher :  May  it  please  your  Honor,  I  can  not  see  that 
there  is  any  possible  objection  to  a  thing  of  this  kind.  Your 
Honor  wants  to  know  about  the  finances  of  these  applicants. 

That  is  what  the  case  was  reopened  for.  This  wit- 
726  ness  testified  to  a  certain  thing.  Now  do  you  mean  to 
say  that  we  are  forever  precluded  from  putting  any 
further  testimony  in  the  record  on  the  finances?  This  case 
was  reopened  for  that  purpose.  I  think  it  is  competent.  I 
think  your  Honor  should  know  that  the  value  of  that  estate 
is  different  from  what  the  applicant  under  oath  testified  in 
January. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is  the  basis  of  my  objection.  The 
cross-examination  was  closed  at  the  conclusion  of  that  hear¬ 
ing.  He  is  here  as  a  witness  for  the  respondent. 

Mr.  Callister:  Of  course  it  is  closed,  but  they  reopened 
the  case.  We  never  opened  it. 

The  Examiner :  Objection  overruled. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  offer  this  as  Respondent  Paul  Q.  Cal¬ 
lister ’s  Exhibit  A  and  we  will  furnish  a  duplicate  copy. 

The  Examiner:  It  will  be  admitted,  and  the  respondent 
will  furnish  a  duplicate  copy. 
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(The  document  referred  to  was  received  in  evidence, 
marked  “Paul  Q.  Callister,  Respondent,  Exhibit  A,  Docket 
No.  2715,”  and  is  filed  with  the  transcript  in  the  possession 
of  the  Commission.) 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  have  you  filed  an  affidavit  at  the  county 
clerk’s  office,  Salt  Lake  City,  to  do  business  under  a  ficti¬ 
tious  name,  under  the  name  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  What  was  that  question  ? 

Q.  Have  you  filed  an  affidavit,  along  with  Jack  Powers, 
Frank  Carman  and  David  G.  Smith  to  do  business  as  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  with  the  county  clerk  at 

727  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  ?  A.  To  my  knowledge,  no. 

Mr.  Callister :  At  this  time,  if  your  Honor  please, 
I  offer  in  evidence  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  of  the 
county  clerk  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  that  no  affidavit  has 
been  placed  on  file  to  do  business  as  a  co-partnership  under 
the  name  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  object,  this  being 
nothing  more  than  an  affidavit  of  Flora  B.  Jones,  or  of  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Korth,  Clerk,  by  Flora  B.  Jones,  Deputy  Clerk.  It 
is  wholly  inadmissible,  not  subject  to  cross-examination, 
not  an  official  record  of  any  official  body  in  the  State  of  Utah 
or  any  court. 

Mr.  Callister :  The  witness  has  testified  to  his  knowledge 
he  has  not  filed  a  certificate.  Furthermore,  there  is  no 
other  way  possible  that  a  certificate  be  had,  because  there 
is  no  certificate  on  file.  That  not  only  contains  an  affidavit 
but  also  a  certificate  bearing  the  seal  of  court  that  there  is 
no  certificate  on  file.  That  is  the  onlv  evidence  that  could 
possibly  be  adduced. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object  to  the  statement  of  counsel. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  am  willing  to  prove  that. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  renew  my  objection  to  that  affidavit  as 
not  being  a  record  or  copy  of  the  record  of  any  court,  and 
furthermore  not  being  signed  by  the  applicants. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Your  Honor,  I  think  it  is  admissible  on  the 
ground  that  the  duty  is  on  the  applicant  to  show  whether 
he  has  filed  a  certificate,  and  a  lack  of  that  showing  bears 
out  the  fact  that  he  has  not  done  so.  The  burden  is 

728  upon  him.  I  think  that  is  the  law  of  the  State  of 
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Utah.  Your  Honor  takes  judicial  recognition  of  that  law, 
that  that  is  required.  This  shows  his  failure  to  file  it,  and 
that  would  make  it  admissible. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  May  I  see  it,  please? 

The  Examiner:  The  Examiner  is  not  familiar  with  the 
law  of  Utah. 


Mr.  Callister :  I  am  willing  to  give  you  the  law. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Before  you  give  the  law,  I  think  it  is  per¬ 
tinent  to  establish  by  the  evidence  whether  or  not  this  part¬ 
nership  has  done  any  business  in  the  State  of  Utah.  If 
there  is  going  to  be  any  insinuation  that  there  is  going  to  be 
a  criminal  violation,  perhaps  technical,  of  the  Utah  statutes 
I  should  like  to  have  some  facts  shown  in  this  record.  Per¬ 
haps  there  has  not  been.  You  can  not  be  sent  to  jail  for 
something  that  you  haven’t  done. 

Mr.  Fisher :  They  put  up  $5,000  there. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Is  that  doing  business? 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  is  certainly  doing  business. 

The  Examiner :  All  right,  I  will  permit  it  to  be  filed,  and 
I  will  reserve  the  ruling. 

(The  document  referred  to  was  marked  “Respondent 
Paul  Q.  Callister  Exhibit  B,  Docket  No.  2715”,  for  identifi¬ 
cation.) 

Mr.  Callister :  The  law  I  am  quoting  from  is  the  statute 
of  the  State  of  Utah,  1933.  i 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner,  to  reading  into 
the  record  any  quotations  from  the  statutes  of  the 
729  State  of  Utah.  The  Examiner  will  take  judicial  no¬ 
tice  of  the  law. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  am  going  to  give  you  the  quotations,  so 
you  will  have  them,  or  else  I  will  furnish  it  to  the  Examiner, 
if  he  so  requests. 

The  Examiner:  I  will  overrule  the  objection.  He  may 
put  it  in  the  record. 

Mr.  Callister:  Title  58-2-1.  Title  “Conducting  business 
under  an  assumed  name.  No  person  or  persons  shall  carry 
on  or  conduct,  or  transact  business  in  this  State,  under  an 
assumed  name,  or  under  any  designation,  name  or  style, 
corporate,  partnership,  or  otherwise,  other  than  the  real 
name  or  names  of  the  individual  or  individuals  conducting 
or  transacting  such  business,  unless  such  person  or  persons 
shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in 
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which  the  partnership,  place  of  business  is  or  is  to  be  lo¬ 
cated,  an  affidavit  setting  forth  the  name  under  which  such 
business  is  or  is  to  be  conducted  or  transacted,  and  the  true 
name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  owning,  conduct¬ 
ing  or  transacting  the  same,  the  location  of  the  principal 
place  of  business,  with  the  post  office  address  or  addresses 
of  such  person  or  persons.  Such  affidavit  shall  be  executed 
by  the  person  or  persons  so  conducting  or  intending  to  con¬ 
duct  such  business. 

“Penalty.  58-2-4.  Any  person  who  fails  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  is  guitly  of  a  misdemeanor.” 

This  goes  further,  as  you  Honor  will  recall,  than  even  the 
attempt  to  do  business,  the  intention  of  doing  business. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  May  I  at  this  time  request  the  Examiner 
to  take  judicial  notice  of  all  other  articles  and  sec- 
730  tions  of  the  State  of  Utah  relative  to  doing  business 
under  fictitious  names? 

The  Examiner :  All  right,  sir,  that  may  be  done. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  I  suggest  the  Examiner  might  be 
helped  by  a  brief  from  the  party  making  that  request. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  would  be  very  glad  to  file  a  reply  brief 
to  the  filed  brief  of  my  opponent. 

The  Examiner:  All  right.  Anything  further? 

Mr.  Callister:  Yes,  I  just  want  to  introduce  one  further 
document.  The  document  I  now  offer,  if  your  Honor 
please,  is  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company.  I  offer  this  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  is  a  corporation.  The 
individuals  named  in  there  are  members  of  this  partnership, 
and  I  submit  it  to  your  Honor  for  examination  at  this  time, 
as  showing  not  only  as  being  a  fictitious  name  but  actually 
a  corporation. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object  on  the  technical  ground  that  it  is 
not  in  duplicate,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission,  and  on  the  further  ground  that  it  is  wholly  irrele¬ 
vant  and  immaterial  to  this  proceeding.  I  could  continue 
this  hearing  for  probably  two  or  three  years  by  filing  cer¬ 
tificates  of  corporations,  various  corporations.  That  has 
nothing  to  do  with  this  case.  There  might  be  a  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  located  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  as  far 
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as  that  is  concerned.  They  might  all  be  corporations.  If 
so,  what  of  it  ? 

Mr.  Fisher :  May  it  please  your  Honor,  that  does 

731  not  go  to  the  admission,  that  goes  to  the  relevancy  of 
it.  If  they  claim  that  this  is  not  the  corporation  that 

is  here  now  asking  for  a  license,  that  is  a  different  matter. 
They  have  a  right  to  go  into  that  on  cross-examination,  or 
by  further  testimony,  but  if  they  are  articles  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  the  same  parties  that  appear  here  as  partners  then 
I  maintain  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  this  hearing.  Your 
Honor  should  know  if  we  now  have  a  different  applicant 
than  the  one  that  is  on  hearing. 

The  Examiner :  I  do  not  understand  that  this  is  before 
the  Examiner.  That  is  a  different  legal  entity. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  will  ask  Mr.  Wrathall. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Do  you  own  any  stock  in  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  Do  I  own  any  stock? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  intend  to  own  any  stock?  A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  You  know  that  is  incorporated,  do  you  not?  Do  you 
know  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  Do  I  know  that  it  is  incorporated? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  No,  I  do  not. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  anything  about  it?  A.  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  is  incorporated. 

Q.  You  have  never  consulted  with  the  other  part- 

732  ners  as  to  whether  you  were  going  to  form  a  corpora¬ 
tion?  A.  Oh,  yes,  we  have  talked  that  over. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  whether  you  own  any  stock  in  it  or 
not? 

Mr.  Cunningham :  He  says  he  knows  that  he  does  not. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  You  do  not  own  any  stock?  A.  No,  I  do  not  own  any 
stock. 

Q.  You  never  subscribed  your  name  to  the  articles  of  in¬ 
corporation  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  have  nothing  to  do  with  it?  A.  Not  at  present, 
no. 

Q.  Do  you  intend  to  in  the  future?  A.  I  said  I  did  not 
know.

Q.  You  do  not  know  what?  A.  That  I  shall  subscribe. 

Q.  But  you  have  been  consulted,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  by 
the  partners,  have  you  not,  about  the  incorporation  of  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner,  as  irrelevant  and 
immaterial  to  these  proceedings. 

The  Examiner:  What  is  the  question? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  There  have  been  a  series  of  questions  as 
to  whether  or  not  he  ever  participated  in  the  organization 
of  the  corporation. 

The  Examiner :  He  stated  he  had  not. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  He  said  he  hasn’t  to  date  and  does 
not  know  whether  he  ever  will. 

Mr.  Smith:  Mr.  Examiner,  there  may  be  the 
733  question  too  on  the  point  of  whether  or  not  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  a  partnership,  is  still  in  ex¬ 
istence,  whether  or  not  it  might  have  been  dissolved  and 
the  corporation  is  now  standing  in  its  place. 

The  Examiner:  Read  the  question? 

(The  question  was  read  by  the  reporter.) 

Mr.  Shinnick :  The  objection,  Mr.  Examiner,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  it  ruled  on,  is  I  shall  object  to  any  further  ques¬ 
tions  relative  to  any  putative  corporation  known  as  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  and  this  witness’  connection 
with  it  as  being  irrelevant  and  immaterial  to  this  proceed¬ 
ing. 

Mr.  Smith :  We  have  a  situation  here  where  the  attorney 
is  objecting  to  the  testimony  of  a  witness  that  is  not  his  wit¬ 
ness. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  I  think  this  is  further  cross. 

Mr.  Smith :  It  is  direct  examination. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is  what  I  tried  to  avoid,  I  tried  to 
avoid  any  further  cross. 

The  Examiner:  I  think  he  has  a  right  to  object  to  the 
question  if  he  wants  to.  I  do  not  see  what  connection  it  has. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  will  withdraw  it. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  do  you  recall  testifying  at  the  last  hear¬ 
ing  that  you  would  submit  in  duplicate  a  trust  of  David  G. 
Smith?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner. 
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734  Mr.  Callister:  I  want  to  know  about  this.  He 
said  he  has  some  $20,000  in  this  trust.  I  want  to 

know  about  it. 

The  Examiner:  Objection  overruled. 

The  Witness:  Yes,  I  testified  to  that. 

By  Mr.  Callister :  ■ 

Q.  Did  you  submit  that  trust  agreement?  A.  No. 

Q.  Why  did  not  you  submit  it?  A.  There  were  changes 
made  out  there. 

Q.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  never  existed  a  $20,000 
trust,  isn’t  that  the  truth?  A.  There  existed  a  trust. 

Q.  Where  did  this  trust  exist?  A.  I  cannot  say  where  it 
existed. 

Q.  You  were  never  able  to  get  the  papers,  were  you  to 
submit  to  the  Commission,  as  you  agreed  to  do?  A.  I  said 
it  was  changed. 

Q.  When  was  it  changed?  A.  I  cannot  say. 

Q.  Was  it  changed  before  you  testified  in  January  or 
afterward?  A.  I  said  I  could  not  say  when  it  was  changed. 

Q.  You  do  not  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  whether  there 
was  a  trust  at  all,  do  you,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  I  know  at  one 
time  there  was  a  trust. 

Q.  It  was  in  the  name  of  David  G.  Smith?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is  all  vou  know  about  it?  A.  Yes  that  is 

735  all. 

Q.  Now  you  testified  of  a  piano  that  belonged  to 
Mr.  Carman. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  object  to  a  continuation 
of  cross  examination. 

Mr.  Callister :  This  is  my  last  question. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  If  he  wants  to  bring  it  out  he  should  bring 
it  out  on  direct  testimony. 

Mr.  Cunningham :  I  think  there  should  be  no  limitation 
on  this  cross  examination.  He  is  confining  himself  appar¬ 
ently  to  matters  brought  out  on  direct  examination  offered 
bv  this  witness.  I  do  not  know  whv  we  should  limit  him  to

one  more  question. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  want  to  find  out  about  his  finances.  He 
testified  to  certain  matters  that  he  agreed  to  produce,  cer¬ 
tain  trust  agreements,  as  your  Honor  requested  him  to  do. 
I  have  never  seen  them. 
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Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  there  seems  to  be  some  mis¬ 
understanding  here.  I  would  like  to  have  it  cleared  up. 
Was  this  case  reopened  or  was  it  not?  Was  it  reopened 
just  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company  to  take  their  depositions  without  any  cross  exam¬ 
ination  and  allow  them  to  put  what  they  wanted  to  put  into 
this  record  without  reopening  the  case  in  general?  Was  it 
reopened  severally  or  jointly,  or  singly? 

The  Examiner :  I  understand  this  case  was  reopened  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  additional  testimony  concerning  the 
financial  status  of  the  applicant. 

Mr.  Callister:  That  is  exactly  what  the  minute  order 
shows. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  That  is  right.  It  was  not  re- 

736  opened,  Mr.  Examiner,  for  the  purpose  of  continu¬ 
ing  the  cross  examination  of  any  witnesses  who  were 

heard  at  the  former  hearing. 

Mr.  Cunningham :  This  is  further  testimony. 

Mr.  Porter:  If  it  bears  on  the  question  of  finances  what 
difference  does  it  make?  After  all,  the  Commission  is  try¬ 
ing  to  get  the  facts  in  this  case.  That  is  what  we  want. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  agree  with  you. 

The  Examiner:  Go  ahead  and  answer  the  questions. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  will  reframe  the  question. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  You  testified  to  Mr.  Carman  owning  a  grand  piano  at 
the  last  hearing,  did  not  you,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  that  information  from?  A.  From 
Carman  himself. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  that  piano 
belongs  to  the  Consolidated  Music  Company  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah  ?  A.  No,  I  do  not  know  that. 

Q.  You  are  not  prepared  to  state  that  it  belongs  to  Mr. 
Carman  at  the  present  time,  are  you?  A.  Well,  it  has  been 
at  Mr.  Carman’s  house  for  three  years.  I  imagine  so. 

Q.  You  just  imagine  it  was  his?  A.  I  imagine  most  of  it 
was  his,  yes  sir,  the  biggest  part  of  it. 

Q.  You  did  not  know  how  much  at  the  time  you 

737  testified,  did  you?  A.  No  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all. 
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Mr.  Fisher :  May  it  please  your  Honor,  don’t  you  intend 
to  put  in  those  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  ?  If  not,  I  desire  to  submit  it.  I  think 
the  Examiner  wants  to  know  all  of  the  facts  here.  If  there 
is  a  corporation  formed  of  the  same  parties  that  formed 
this  partnership,  that  intends  to  operate  the  radio  station 
instead  of  the  applicant,  as  is  proposed  here,  I  think  the 
Examiner  should  know  that  fact.  If  it  is  not  a  corporation 
they  have  a  right  to  refute  it.  It  is  up  to  them.  I  think  it  is 
absolutely  competent  and  relevant  and  I  therefore  request 
that  the  certified  copies  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  be 
put  into  this  record  as  our  exhibit,  if  Mr.  Callister  does  not 
want  to  put  it  in,  and  we  will  furnish  an  extra  copy. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  might  state  that  the  ap¬ 
plicant  has  no  desire  other  than  that  the  Commission  be 
fully  informed  as  to  the  facts.  I  notice  that  there  is  no  no¬ 
tation  on  this  offered  exhibit  of  any  kind  to  show  its  date, 
when  it  was  filed. 

Mr.  Callister:  Yes  there  is. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  will  withdraw  that  objection,  Mr.  Exam¬ 
iner. 

Mr.  Fisher :  When  was  it  filed,  Mr.  Shinnick? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  The  notation  on  the  deputy  clerk’s  certifi¬ 
cate  is  4  ‘  filed  J anuary  11, 1935  ’  ’. 

Mr.  Fisher:  Was  that  before  or  after  our  last 
738  hearing? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  It  was  before  the  hearing  and  after 
the  filing  of  the  application  in  this  proceeding. 

Mr.  Fisher :  Then  I  think  it  is  all  the  more  competent,  if 
that  thing  was  on  file  at  the  time  the  hearing  was  held. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  might  also  state,  Mr.  Examiner,  that 
this  copy  shows  the  parties  to  be  other  and  different  from 
the  parties  applicant  in  this  proceeding. 

The  Examiner:  Yes.  The  Examiner  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  corporation,  if  there  is  such  a  corporation  in  ex¬ 
istence,  is  not  an  applicant  and  not  before  this  Commission 
at  this  time.  The  only  application  that  is  before  the  Exam¬ 
iner  and  before  the  Commission  is  the  application  of  Jack 
Powers  and  others  for  construction  permit. 

Mr.  Callister:  May  I  ask  one  more  question,  if  your 
Honor  please? 
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The  Examiner:  That  was  the  application  that  we  heard, 
that  was  the  application  which  was  reopened  by  the  Com¬ 
mission.  There  is  no  application,  so  far  as  the  Examiner 
knows,  or  believes,  from  any  corporation  of  the  same  name. 

Mr.  Callister:  No,  that  is  true,  but  I  would  like  to  show 
that  this  broadcasting  company  is  a  corporation,  and  the 
co-partnership  was  in  truth  and  in  fact  the  same  thing. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  If  he  wants  to  show  that,  Mr.  Examiner 
I  have  no  objection  to  the  introduction  of  this  testimony, 
because  it  conclusively  shows  the  parties  to  this  corpora¬ 
tion  are  different  than  the  parties  to  the  partnership. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Frank  C.  Carman  is  a  member  of  the  partner- 

739  ship,  is  he  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Jack  Lee  Powers  is  a  member  of  this  partner¬ 
ship?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Nina  Carman  is  the  wife  of  Frank  C.  Carman,  is  that 
true?  A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  And  George  F.  Carman  is  the  father  of  Frank  C.  Car¬ 
man,  is  he  not?  A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  What  is  the  name  of  Frank  C.  Carman’s  father?  A. 
I  do  not  know  his  name.  All  I  know  is  Carman. 

Q.  He  is  a  dentist,  isn’t  he?  A.  He  is  a  dentist,  yes. 

Q.  Ho  you  know  Josephine  A.  Smith?  A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  David  G.  Smith?  A.  I  do  not  know  who  his  mother 
is,  no. 

Q.  Isn’t  Josephine  A.  Smith  the  wife  of  David  G.  Smith? 
A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  who  are  in  the  partnership  ?  A.  You 
are  talking  about  someone’s  mother  now,  aren’t  you? 

Q.  I  am  asking  if  she  is  not  the  wife  of  David  G.  Smith? 
A.  She  is  not  a  member  of  this  partnership. 

Q.  Did  not  you  state  at  one  time,  that  you  were  consulted 
by  the  members  of  this  partnership  relative  to  the 

740  forming  of  a  corporation?  A.  I  said  we  intended  to 
do  that  after  the  station  was  in  operation. 

Q.  After  the  station  was  in  operation  you  intended  to 
form  a  corporation?  A.  Yes,  we  intended  to  incorporate 
the  station. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Dan  Shields  of  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  I  do. 
Q.  You  do?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  What  interest,  if  any,  does  he  have  in  the  co-partner¬ 
ship?  A.  He  is  not  a  partner. 

Q.  Does  he  have  any  interest  in  it?  A.  Well,  he  is  not  a 
partner. 

Q.  No,  but  he  has  an  interest  in  it,  hasn’t  he?:  A.  He  is 
interested  in  us,  yes. 

Q.  He  is  interested  how  much?  A.  What  do  you  mean  by 
“how  much?” 

Q.  To  what  extent  is  his  interest  in  the  partnership?  A. 
I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  he  is  interested  in  it. 

Q.  Mr.  Shields  does  have  an  interest  in  it,  Mr.  Wrathall? 
A.  I  said  yes,  he  does. 

Q.  He  does  not  appear  as  a  partner.  Mr.  Shields  is 
United  States  District  Attorney  of  Salt  Lake  City, 

741  Utah,  is  he  not?  A.  That  is  what  I  understand,  yes. 

Q.  But  you  do  know  Mr.  Shields  does  have  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  partnership,  but  the  amount  you  do  not  know, 
is  that  your  answer?  A.  I  did  not  say  that  he  has  an  in¬ 
terest  in  a  certain  amount.  I  do  not  know.  I  said  he  was 
interested  in  us. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  word  “interest”?  A.  What 
do  you  mean  by  it  ? 

The  Examiner:  What  is  his  interest  in  this  application 
before  us  now,  or  in  this  corporation? 

Mr.  Callister :  In  the  partnership,  if  your  Honor  please. 
Mr.  Dan  Shields  has  an  interest  in  the  partnership.  He 
testified  to  that.  I  want  to  know  what  interest  he  has. 

The  Examiner :  Is  he  one  of  the  applicants  ? 

Mr.  Callister:  No. 

The  Witness :  I  said  he  was  interested  in  us. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  No,  you  did  not  put  it  that  way.  A.  That  is  the  way 
I  should  have  put  it  then. 

Q.  He  has  no  other  interest  in  it  at  all,  no  financial  inter¬ 
est  in  it  at  all?  A.  No,  he  hasn’t  any  financial  interest  in 
the  corporation  or  in  the  partnership. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  if  a  permit  be  granted  for  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  will  Mr.  Shields  have  any  con¬ 
trol  or  interest  in  that  at  all?  A.  I  imagine  he  would,  yes. 

Q.  He  would  have  an  interest  in  it?  A,  If  we  in- 

742  corporate  it,  yes. 
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Q.  If  it  was  incorporated  he  would  have  an  interest?  A. 
He  may.  I  am  not  sure,  but  I  think  he  will. 

Q.  You  have  a  good  idea  of  whether  he  will,  don’t  you? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  The  reason  he  does  not  appear  as  a  partner  at  the 
present  time  is  because  he  is  the  United  States  District  At¬ 
torney  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object  to  that  question. 

The  Examiner :  What  is  the  question? 

(The  question  was  read  by  the  reporter.) 

Mr.  Shinnick:  How  does  the  witness  know  why  Dan 
Shields  does  not  appear? 

The  Examiner:  If  he  knows  he  can  answer.  Answer  the 
question. 

The  Witness :  May  I  have  the  question  again? 

The  Examiner :  Read  the  question. 

(The  question  was  read  by  the  reporter.) 

The  Witness:  I  could  say  ‘ 4 no”  to  that  question. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  When  the  corporation  is  to  be  formed  he  is  to  have 
an  interest?  That  is  the  answer?  A.  I  said  he  might. 

Q.  You  know  that  he  is,  don’t  you,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  No, 
I  do  not  know.  I  said  he  might.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  You  have  no  knowledge  on  it  at  all?  A.  Oh 
743  sure,  I  have  knowledge. 

Q.  What  is  the  knowledge  you  have  on  that  thing? 
A.  You  ask  your  question  and  I  will  answer  it. 

The  Examiner:  Gentlemen,  I  think  we  are  going  into 
something  outside  of  this  hearing.  That  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  finances  of  the  applicant. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  want  to  show  here  that  there  is  another 
man  in  this  partnership  besides  the  ones  before  the  Com¬ 
mission.  That  is  one  reason  there  is  no  fictitious  name  affi¬ 
davit  on  file  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

The  Examiner :  He  stated  that  Mr.  Shields  was  not  con¬ 
nected  with  it  at  the  time  the  application  was  field. 

Mr.  Callister :  No,  but  he  is  to  have  an  interest  in  it  after 
they  get  the  permit. 

The  Examiner :  He  said  he  might  have  an  interest  in  it 
after  the  corporation  was  formed. 
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Mr.  Smith:  Well,  the  depositions  show  Mr.  Examiner, 
that  he  is  prepared  to  put  out  about  $30,000,  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  find  out,  if  we  can,  what  interest  he  is  going  to  have 
in  it,  what  interest  he  is  going  to  have  in  the  application  if 
he  is  going  to  spend  $30,000. 

The  Examiner:  The  Examiner  is  not  familiar  with  what 
is  in  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  what  is  in  the  depositions. 

The  Examiner:  The  Examiner  hasn’t  read  them. 

Mr.  Butman :  Let  us  read  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  are  we  cross  examining 
Mr.  Shields’  deposition  now  or  are  we  trying  to  get 

744  evidence  in  the  record  from  the  witness?  In  other 
words,  Mr.  Wrathall  stated  he  does  not  know  what 

Mr.  Shields  is  going  to  do  in  the  future,  what  interest  he  is 
going  to  have.  He  may  have  ideas,  hopes  and  ambitions. 

Mr.  Callister :  We  know  he  has.  That  is  the  reason  we 
want  to  find  out  about  it. 

Mr.  Butman:  That  is  all  right.  Get  somebody  you  can 
show  it  by,  if  you  can. 

Mr.  Callister:  We  will  show  it. 

Mr.  Ewing:  Mr.  Examiner,  may  I  say — 

The  Examiner :  All  right,  go  ahead  with  any  questions 
that  you  might  have. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Now,  for  the  $30,000  that  Mr.  Shields  is  going  to  ad¬ 
vance  to  this  partnership — 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object. 

Mr.  Callister :  Just  a  minute.  It  is  in  the  deposition. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  (Continuing) — is  he  going  to  have  an  interest  for 
that?  A.  He  is  going  to  advance  this  to  the  partnership 
you  say? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  Is  he  going  to  have  any  interest? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  In  what? 

Q.  For  the  $30,000  that  he  advances.  A.  Sure,  he  would 
not  give  us  $30,000  for  nothing.  Mr.  Shields  is 

745  closely  connected  to  the  Carman  family  and  he  evi¬ 
dently  will  finance  the  station  because  of  that,  if  it 

is  in  the  partnership  name. 
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Q.  What  part  of  the  total  expenditure  does  the  $30,000 
represent! 

Mr.  Shinniek:  Mr.  Examiner,  what  total  expenditures, 
if  I  might  inquire!  There  has  been  no  testimony  as  to  total 
expenditures,  or  what  not.  I  submit  he  is  trying  to  cross 
examine  Mr.  Shields  ’  deposition. 

Mr.  Callister :  Well,  it  is  expected  to  be  spent  here. 

The  Examiner:  Gentlemen,  I  cannot  see  the  connection 
of  this.  As  I  understand  it,  this  case  was  reopened  on  the 
question  of  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  applicants. 

Mr.  Shinniek:  Exactly. 

Mr.  Callister:  True  enough,  Mr.  Examiner,  and  Dan 
Shields  is  going  to  put  in  $30,000. 

By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  if  Mr.  Shields  advances  $30,000 
to  the  partnership,  what  part  of  that  partnership,  what  por¬ 
tion  of  it  is  he  to  obtain,  do  you  know!  A.  I  cannot  answer 
that. 

Q.  But  he  is  to  obtain  a  portion  of  it,  is  that  right!  A. 
Not  that  I  know  of,  no. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  anything  about  it!  A.  No. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all. 

The  Witness :  I  do  not  know  anything  about  what  part 
of  the  partnership  he  is  going  to  get,  if  any.  He  is  not  one 
of  the  partners  now,  but,  as  I  stated  before,  he  might  be  an 
interested  party  when  we  incorporate.

Q.  You  have  had  some  tentative  arrangements  on  that! 
A.  No,  there  are  no  arrangements  made. 

Q.  Has  it  ever  been  discussed!  A.  No  it  has  not  been 
discussed. 

Q.  Never  been  discussed!  A.  Not  with  me.  With  the 
others. 

Q.  It  has  been  discussed  with  the  other  parties?  A.  I 
imagine  it  was,  yes. 

The  Examiner:  Just  state  what  you  know  about  it. 
Don’t  bring  in  your  imagination.  There  would  never  be 
any  limit  to  it. 
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By  Mr.  Callister : 

Q.  What  are  the  total  assets,  Mr.  Wrathall,  of  the  part¬ 
nership,  if  any?  A.  They  are  listed  in  the  depositions. 

Q.  That  is  all  you  know  about  it?  A.  Yes  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Callister :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  have  just  a  few  questions. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  Is  this  redirect? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  No,  this  is  cross  examination,  Mr.  Cun¬ 
ningham,  of  the  respondent’s  witness. 

Mr.  Cunningham :  I  submit  it  is  cross  examination. 

The  Examiner:  It  doesn’t  make  any  difference  what  it 
is.  Mr.  Wrathall  is  testifying. 

Cross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Shinnick : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  isn’t  it  true  that  this  partner- 
747  ship  intends,  in  the  event  that  it  secures  a  license 

from  the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  to 
ask  for  voluntary  assignment  of  that  license  to  a  corpora¬ 
tion?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  Either  presently  organized  or  to  be  organized?  A. 
It  is. 

Mr.  Cunningham :  Mr.  Examiner,  I  think  there  is  a  bet¬ 
ter  method  of  showing  that,  in  fact  I  think  there  is  a  legal 
method  of  doing  it,  if  that  is  the  proposal. 

Mr.  Callister:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  submit  at  this  time  it  is 
incompetent,  irrelevant  and  immaterial. 

The  Examiner :  There  has  been  quite  a  lot  of  testimony 
going  into  the  record  about  this  corporation.  The  Exam¬ 
iner  endeavored  to  stop  it  at  its  inception  but  it  has  gotten 
in  there,  so  I  will  permit  the  questions  to  be  answered. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  That  is  all,  Mr.  Wrathall. 

Cross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  said  that  there  was  some  testimony 
offered  regarding  the  estate  of  your  father  and  Taft 
Wrathall  was  the  administrator?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  Taft  Wrathall  your  full  brother?  A.  He  is,  yes. 

Q.  Are  there  two  estates  of  your  father’s,  two  separate 
estates  ? 
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Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  object  to  this.  That 
hasn’t  anything  to  do  with  the  finances  of  the  partnership. 

The  Examiner:  Yes  sir. 

748  Mr.  Ewing:  What  I  am  trying  to  get  at  was  if  this 
trust  business  was  another  estate.  I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  the  trust  he  testified  to,  as  to  where  it  came  from  or 
what  it  is. 

The  Examiner:  Is  that  the  Wrathall  estate  or  some  other 
estate  ? 

Mr.  Callister:  That  is  the  Wrathall  estate. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  your  father’s  estate,  the 
trust  business,  is  that  right?  A.  No,  it  has  nothing  to  do 
with  his  estate. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  that  clears  that  up.  Mr.  Shields  has 
testified,  he  made  a  statement,  has  taken  the  witness  stand 
at  Salt  Lake  and  he  said,  “my  name  is  Dan  B.  Shields.  I 
am  not  a  member  of  this  partnership,  but  I  am  interested 
in  its  success.  I  am  willing  to  assist  in  financing  it.  I  have 
dough  that  I  could  lay  my  hands  on  it,  I  guess  within  thirty 
minutes  if  we  got  in  a  hurry,  approximately  $30,000  in  cash, 
and  this  amount  of  money,  if  necessary,  will  all  be  used  to 
financing  this  partnership.  I  can  make  additional  showing 
if  the  company  needs  it,  but  I  rather  imagine  that  it  is 
enough.  ’  ’ 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Now  he  is  talking  about  a  partnership  in  a  company? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Isn’t  there  in  your  files,  Mr.  Wrathall,  some  corre¬ 
spondence  about  a  corporation  to  be  organized  to 

749  take  over  this  application? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  he  has  just  testi¬ 
fied  that  was  the  intention  of  the  partnership. 

The  Witness :  I  said  once  there  had  been  no  definite  ar¬ 
rangements  made  about  this  corporation. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  a  corporation  being  or¬ 
ganized  for  this  purpose?  A.  Do  I  know  anything  about  it? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  The  company  is  in  a  partnership  now. 
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Q.  Well,  has  there  been  a  corporation  organized  to  take 
over  this  permit  to  get  it?  Do  you  know  whether  there  has 
or  there  has  not?  A.  That  paper  there  is  as  much  as  I 
know  about  it.  ; 

Q.  Do  you  deny  that  you  know  anything  about  it?  Is 
that  what  you  wish  to  do?  A.  Well,  we  had  talked  of  it. 

Q.  Oh,  you  do  know  something  about  it  ?  A.  I  said  we 
had  talked  about  incorporating. 

Q.  When  were  you  in  Salt  Lake  City  the  last  time  ?  A.  I 
was  there  last  November. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  talk  to  about  a  corporation  being  or¬ 
ganized  at  that  time  for  this  purpose? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  submit  this  has  no  ma¬ 
teriality  as  to  the  finances  of  this  applicant. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  But  I  think  the  Commission  is  inter¬ 
ested  just  the  same,  Mr.  Examiner.  I  ask  the  question  be 
answered. 

750  Mr.  Shinnick:  That  may  be  true,  Mr.  Examiner, 
but  the  witness  has  testified  it  was  the  intention  of 
this  partnership  to  ask  for  a  voluntary  assignment  of 
license  to  a  corporation,  either  organized  or  to  be  organized, 
which  is  a  perfectly  proper  thing  to  do,  and  this  is  noth¬ 
ing  in  the  world  but  an  attempt  to  muddy  up  the  water,  and 
what  no. 

The  Examiner :  I  will  let  him  answer  the  question,  if  he 
can. 

The  Witness :  Yes,  our  intentions  were  to  apply  it  to  the 
station  as  a  partnership  and  when  the  station  was  in  opera¬ 
tion  to  organize  a  corporation. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Then  there  is  some  justification  in  Mr.  Shields  talk¬ 
ing  about  both  the  partnership  and  the  company  in  his  testi¬ 
mony  here,  in  his  deposition? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object  to  what  justification  Mr.  Shields 
had.  The  question  is  what  this  witness  knows  about  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  You  did  talk  about  it?  A.  I  was  not  there  when  they 
were  taking  the  depositions. 

Q.  You  talked  about  it  last  November? 
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The  Examiner:  The  depositions  speak  for  themselves. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object  to  it. 

The  Examiner:  I  will  sustain  the  objection  to  that  part 
of  it. 

By  Mr.  Ewing : 

Q.  You  had  some  correspondence  about  the  cor- 

751  poration?  A.  I  answered  that  question  once. 

Q.  Well,  this  is  a  new  question.  He  sustained  the 
objection  to  the  other  question. 

The  Examiner:  Go  ahead  and  answer  his  question,  if 
you  can. 

By  Mr.  Ewing: 

Q.  Have  you  had  some  correspondence  about  a  corpora¬ 
tion  to  be  organized  for  that  purpose!  Answer  yes  or  no. 
A.  I  imagine  we  might  have  mentioned  it  in  our  letters.  It 
was  understood  we  were  going  to  incorporate  after  the  sta¬ 
tion  was  in  operation. 

Q.  I  am  asking  a  question,  Mr.  Wrathall,  which  you  can 
answer  yes  or  no.  Have  you  had  correspondence  with 
your  partners  since  your  return  to  Washington  from  Salt 
Lake  City  about  organizing  a  corporation  for  that  purpose! 
Answer  yes  or  no.  A.  Well,  I  cannot  answer  that  yes  or 
no.  I  might  have  had.  We  have  been  writing  maybe  three 
or  four  letters  a  week.  We  could  have  mentioned  that,  but 
there  were  other  more  important  matters.  We  might  have 
mentioned  that  we  were  going  to  be  incorporated,  if  that 
is  what  you  mean. 

Q.  Did  your  partners  write  you  that  they  w^ere  going  to 
organize  a  corporation  and  that  for  certain  reasons  your 
name  would  be  left  out  of  the  corporation,  a  corporation 
for  this  purpose?  A.  No  they  did  not. 

Q.  Did  they  write  you  that  they  were  going  to  organize  a 
corporation  at  all?  A.  Well,  they  did  write  me  asking  me 
if  they  should,  I  think. 

752  Q.  They  did  write  you  and  asked  you  if  they 
should?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  what  did  you  tell  them?  A.  I  told  them  they 
better  wait  until  after  the  station  is  in  operation. 

Q.  You  told  them  they  had  better  wait?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  waited  or  not?  A.  I  said 
I  did  not  know  ? 
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Q.  You  do  not  know  now?  A.  No. 

Q.  You  want  to  be  put  in  the  record —  A.  I  have  no  def¬ 
inite  proof  that  they  acted  and  formed  a  corporation,  no. 

Q.  Had  they  told  you  that  they  did?  A.  No  they  had  not. 
Q.  So  you  do  not  know  anything  about  the  corporation? 
A.  Not  as  it  exists  now,  if  it  does  exist. 

Q.  Well,  have  you  been  spending  money  on  this  applica¬ 
tion  out  of  your  own  pocket?  A.  I  think  I  paid  you  $300. 
Q.  $200,  please  sir,  for  expenses.  A.  $200? 

Q.  Yes  sir.  It  ought  to  have  been  a  thousand.  *  You  have 
been  spending  money  on  a  partnership?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Going  back  to  the  corporation  which  you  have  talked 
about,  you  do  not  know  whether  the  corporation  has 

753  been  organized  or  not,  and  if  it  has  you  do  not  know 
whether  your  name  appears  in  it  or  not?  A.  That 

is  it. 

Q.  In  view  of  this  statement  I  have  read  to  you,  so  you 
would  have  a  clear  idea  of  what  Mr.  Shields  has  testified  to, 
what  part  of  this  partnership,  or  what  part  of  this  permit 
is  going  to  Dan  B.  Shields?  A.  I  said  I  did  not  know. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  a  partnership  you 
are  bound  by  what  your  partners  do  ?  A.  I  am,  yes. 

Q.  And  still  you  sleep  at  the  switch  and  let  them  do  as 
they  please?  A.  There  are  some  men  that  you  can  trust  in 
the  world. 

Q.  Wliat  is  that?  A.  There  are  some  men  that  you  can 
trust  in  the  world  today. 

Q.  Does  that  include  Shields?  A.  It  does. 

Q.  So  you  are  leaving  it  open  entirely  as  to  what  Mr. 
Shields  wants  to  take,  all  of  it  or  any  of  it,  is  that  right?  A. 
No. 

Q.  How?  A.  You  are  talking  about  the  corporation  now? 
Q.  I  am  not  talking  about  the  corporation,  I  am  talking 
about  the  partnership.  A.  Mr.  Shields  is  not  a  member  of 
the  partnership. 

754  Q.  He  has  said  he  is  interested  in  it?  A.  Yes,  he 
is  interested  in  it. 

Q.  Well,  to  what  extent  is  he  interested  in  it,  that  is  what 
we  are  trying  to  get  before  the  Commission?  A.  He  states 
that  in  the  deposition.  I  cannot  say,  because  he  is  the  man 
who  should  state  his  interest  in  it. 
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Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  are  too  intelligent  to  not 
realize  that  inasmuch  as  we  were  denied  the  right  to  cross 
examine  Mr.  Shields,  it  is  quite  natural  we  should  ask  the 
partner,  one  of  the  partners  that  are  applying  for  this  per¬ 
mit,  what  Mr.  Shields’  interest  is  in  the  application.  He 
says  he  is  interested  in  it.  A.  Yes,  and  he  states  he  is  in¬ 
terested  in  a  family  way.  He  evidently  has  known  the  Car¬ 
man  family  for  some  time. 

Q.  I  will  read  it  to  you  again.  “I  am  interested  in  its 
success,  and  I  am  willing  to  assist  it  financially.  ’  ’  A.  That 
is  what  he  said,  yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  we  have  been  all  over  that. 

The  Examiner:  That  has  all  been  gone  into,  gentlemen. 
Besides,  the  deposition  speaks  for  itself. 

By  Mr.  Ewing. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  how  much  interest  Mr.  Shields  has 
got  in  it,  or  is  going  to  have  in  it,  is  that  right? 

Mr.  Gum:  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner.  It  is  five  minutes  to 
twelve  now.  These  hearings  have  been  consolidated.  We 
will  be  here  all  week. 

The  Examiner:  Yes  sir.  I  will  sustain  the  objec- 
755  tion  on  the  ground  of  repetition.  It  has  been  gone 

into  a  half  dozen  times. 

Mr.  Ewing:  All  right,  Mr.  Examiner,  I  will  accept  your 
decision.  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Fisher:  May  I  ask  just  one  or  two  questions  on 
finances,  your  Honor?  I  will  confine  them  entirely  to 
finances. 

The  Examiner :  All  right. 

Cross  Examination 
Bv  Mr.  Fisher: 

9/ 

Q.  This  $5,000  that  has  been  testified  to  in  the  deposition, 
you  know  nothing  about  that,  you  were  not  out  there,  had 
nothing  to  do  with  it?  A.  No,  I  know  nothing  about  it. 

Q.  You  did  not  put  up  any  of  it?  A.  No  I  did  not. 

Q.  And  as  I  understand  it,  none  of  the  rest  of  the  partners 
did,  except  one  man  by  the  name  of  Smith?  Is  he  the  one 
that  put  up  the  $5,000,  if  you  know?  A.  Well,  I  cannot  state 
definitely. 
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Q.  Yon  do  not  know.  As  far  as  you  are  concerned  you 
did  not  put  up  any  of  it  ?  A.  I  did  not,  no. 

Q.  You  do  not  know  the  present  status  of  that  $5,000,  do 
you?  A.  I  do  not,  no. 

Mr.  Fisher :  That  is  all,  except  your  Honor,  I  do  want  to 
request  that  that  certified  copy,  those  articles  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  be  put  in,  because  I  think  there  is  ample  proof 

756  now  that  there  is  some  arrangement  about  a  cor¬ 
poration.  As  to  the  exact  time  it  is  to  be  incorpo¬ 
rated,  that  seems  to  be  in  doubt,  but  these  articles  of  incor¬ 
poration  I  believe  ought  to  be  called  to  your  Honor’s  atten¬ 
tion.  They  are  filed  about  the  time  of  the  hearing.  Several 
of  the  parties  are  of  the  same  name  and  he  said  the  matter 
was  discussed.  For  that  reason  I  think  they  should  be  made 
a  part  of  the  record. 

The  Examiner:  Let  them  be  marked  for  identification. 

I  will  reserve  the  ruling. 

Mr.  Fisher:  We  will  furnish  another  copy. 

(The  document  referred  to  was  marked,  “KSL  Exhibit 
No.  1,  Docket  No.  2715”  for  identification.) 

The  Examiner :  Is  that  all  ? 

Cross  Examination 
By  Mr.  Smith: 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  when  the  partnership  was  first  or¬ 
ganized,  did  you  and  the  other  partners  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  as  to  the  amount  of  money  that  was  to  be  ad¬ 
vanced  by  each  partner?  A.  No. 

Q.  You  did  not?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  and  your  partners  have  a  written  agreement  to 
assign  the  partnership  interest  to  the  corporation  in  the 
event  you  are  successful  in  getting  this  station?  A.  No,  we 
have  no  written  agreement. 

Q.  And  do  you  or  your  co-partners  have  any  agree- 

757  meent  that  you  know  of,  written  or  oral,  with  Mr. 
Shields  whereby  he  is  to  advance  monies  to  a  partner¬ 
ship  or  to  a  corporation?  A.  Well,  there  is  an  oral  agree¬ 
ment,  yes. 

Q.  Is  that  oral  agreement  with  you?  A.  Not  with  me,  no. 

Q.  As  one  of  the  co-partners?  A.  That  is  with  one  of 
the  other  partners. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  that 
oral  agreement  between  Shields  and  your  co-partners?  A. 
No  I  do  not. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  there  is  an  oral  agreement? 
A.  Well,  Mr.  Shields  was  here  about,  oh,  say  two  months 
ago  and  he  told  me  then  that  there  was  an  agreement. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  move  to  strike  the  wit¬ 
nessed  answer,  and  I  move  to  strike  all  questions  with  re¬ 
ference  to  any  oral  agreement  between  parties  other  than 
himself. 

Mr.  Callister :  It  is  perfectly  proper  at  this  time,  if  your 
Honor  please. 

The  Examiner :  If  he  can  state  of  his  own  knowledge  that 
there  is  an  agreement  I  will  let  him  answer. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  He  cannot  have  any  knowledge  of  an  oral 
agreement  except  from  hearsay,  unless  he  is  one  of  the 
parties  to  the  agreement. 

Mr.  Callister:  We  are  asking  for  the  hearsay. 

Mr.  Smith :  He  said  he  had  knowledge  of  the  oral  agree¬ 
ment.  That  is  all  I  know,  what  he  said. 

The  Witness:  I  said  Mr.  Shields,  while  he  was 
758  here,  talked  about  that.  He  asked  me  if  I  had  any 
evidence  of  the  agreement. 

By  Mr.  Smith : 

Q.  I  asked  you  whether  you  knew  of  any  kind  of  an 
agreement,  oral  or  written,  between  Shields  and  you  or  your 
other  co-partners. 

The  Examiner :  All  you  know  about  it  is  what  Mr.  Shields 
told  you,  is  that  right? 

The  Witness :  Yes,  that  is  all. 

By  Mr.  Smith : 

Q.  Then  so  far  as  you  know,  to  sum  this  thing  up,  to 
your  own  knowledge  you  know  of  no  agreement,  is  that 
correct?  A.  Yes,  that  is  correct. 

Mr.  Smith :  That  is  all. 

The  Examiner:  Are  there  any  further  questions  on  be¬ 
half  of  anyone?  Mr.  Cunningham,  do  you  wish  to  cross  ex¬ 
amine  the  witness? 
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Cross  Examination 

By  Mr.  Cunningham: 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  how  long  has  this  partnership  been  in 
existence,  namely,  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company?  A. 
Well,  since  November  of  last  year. 

Q.  1934?  A.  Yes,  1934. 

Q.  And  will  you  state  the  financial  interest  that  Mr. 
Powers  has  in  this  organization?  A.  Do  you  mean  the 
financial  interest  he  has  himself? 

759  Q.  Yes,  what  money  or  cash  has  he  in  this  or¬ 
ganization  ?  A.  All  I  know  is  what  was  in  the  deposi¬ 
tion. 

Q.  I  am  asking  you.  You  are  a  member  of  this  partner¬ 
ship,  I  take  it,  and  you  are  vitally  interested  in  it,  and  know 
pretty  well  all  about  it.  If  you  do  not  know,  you  might 
state  that?  A.  Well,  I  cannot  say  definitely  what  his  in¬ 
terest  is. 

Q.  And  is  your  answer  with  respect  to  Frank  C.  Carman 
the  same?  A.  When  you  get  right  down  to  dollars  and 
cents,  yes. 

Q.  And  in  reference  to  David  G.  Smith,  is  it  the  same? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Now  with  respect  to  yourself,  Mr.  Wrathall,  what  in¬ 
terest  have  you?  A.  You  mean  financial  interest? 

Q.  Yes  sir.  A.  Well,  I  never  did  pretend  to  have  much 
financial  interest  in  the  station. 

Q.  How  much  have  you?  Will  you  state  what  your  in¬ 
terest  is  at  this  time?  A.  As  I  stated  before  in  the  other 
hearing,  my  mother  has,  I  think  I  said  my  mother  and  father 
have  an  estate,  and  I  valued  it  low  as  $5,000,  but  this  docu¬ 
ment  that  was  handed  in  does  not  include  all  the  estate  that 
my  mother  would  have  owned. 

Q.  But  everything  you  own  is  not  in  this  partner- 

760  ship,  it  is?  A.  Yes,  everything  that  I  own,  they  are 
all  together.  I  am  just  trying  now  to  kind  of  give  an 

idea  of  what  I  own  or  could  control.  As  I  stated  before,  I 
valued  it  at  $5,000.  That  included  an  estate  that  would 
come  from  my  father’s  estate  to  my  mother’s,  and  this  docu¬ 
ment  that  was  handed  in  a  while  ago,  does  not  include  that 
estate,  because  it  has  not  been  changed  from  my  father’s 
name  to  my  mother’s  name. 
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Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  keep  yourself  pretty  well 
posted  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  partnership,  do  you  not?  You 
are  advised  of  all  actions  taken  by  them,  I  take  it?  You 
know  what  happened,  you  know  all  about  this  partnership? 
I  mean  they  do  not  do  anything  without  your  knowing  about 
it?  A.  Not  in  a  financial  way,  no. 

Q.  Well,  in  any  way?  A.  We  have  never  acted  as  a 
partnership  yet.  We  are  just  trying  to  get  a  station.  There 
is  not  much  we  can  do  until  we  get  a  station. 

Q.  But  you  have  a  financial  interest  in  this  organization? 
Yes  or  no,  please?  A.  The  agreement  is  I  will  have.  There 
is  a  kind  of  agreement  that  I  will  have,  if  we  get  the  station. 

Q.  And  that  agreement  is  enforceable,  is  it  not?  Yes  or 
No.  A.  It  is  an  oral  agreement,  yes. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  stated  it  was  the  proposal  to 
request  this  permit  as  a  partnership  and  that  that 

761  permit,  if  it  were  granted,  would  go  to  a  corporation. 
Why  was  that?  A.  Well,  as  things  are  now  there  is 

no  definite  agreement.  We  are  all  right  close  friends  and 
business  can  be  done  under  a  corporation  better  than  under 
a  partnership,  we  thought,  so  our  intentions  were  to  or¬ 
ganize  into  a  corporation  when  the  station  was  granted. 

Q.  Did  it  occur  to  you,  you  might  incorporate  and  then 
request  the  permit?  A.  Well,  that  is  done  sometimes. 

Q.  I  am  asking  what  was  done  in  this  instance?  A.  No, 
we  did  not  do  that.  It  is  still  in  the  partnership. 

Q.  I  am  asking  if  that  was  not  contemplated.  Did  you 
discuss  the  question  of  incorporating  it  and  then  request¬ 
ing  the  permit?  A.  Yes  we  did. 

Q.  And  you  decided  not  to  do  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  was  the  reason  for  that,  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  For 
not  doing  that? 

Q.  Yes  sir.  A.  It  was  quite  an  expense  and  the  capital 
would  have  to  be  put  up  and  held  in  waiting. 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  you  received  a  communication, 
did  you  not,  from  this  Commission  with  respect  to  the  tubes 
used  by  the  station  ?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  respond  to  that  communication?  A. 

762  Well,  at  the  hearing  here,  the  hearing  here  about  a 
week  after,  or  two  weeks  after,  the  engineer  asked 

me  then  what  kind  of  tubes  I  would  use. 
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Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  object.  This  hearing  is 
for  the  purpose  of  further  testimony  as  to  the  financial 
status  of  the  applicant. 

The  Examiner:  Yes,  that  was  all  gone  into  at  the 

763  other  hearing. 

The  Witness :  That  was  cleared  up  there. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  I  am  only  asking  this  question,  Mr. 
Examiner,  as  to  whether  or  not  a  communication,  an  official 
communication  sent  bv  this  Commission,  was  answered.  If 
the  witness  does  not  desire  to  answer  the  question,  I  won’t 
press  it. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  think  he  answered  it,  Mr.  Cunningham. 

The  Witness:  Through  a  change  of  address  that  letter 
did  not  reach  me  until  approximately  at  the  time  of  the 
hearing,  and  it  had  not  been  answered  then.  They  asked  me 
what  kind  of  tubes  I  would  use.  I  think  they  told  me  that 
would  be  considered  an  answer  to  the  communication,  to 
the  letter  they  had  sent  me. 

By  Mr.  Cunningham: 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  these 
tubes?  A.  R.  C.  A. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object,  Mr.  Examiner. 

The  Examiner:  Well,  gentlemen,  I  haven’t  seen  the  order 
of  the  Commission  reopening  this  case.  I  do  not  know 
just  how  broad  it  is.  I  was  under  the  impression  it  was 
limited  to  the  financial  showing. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  Counsel  have  gone  outside  of  that, 
Mr.  Examiner.  I  do  not  know  why  the  Commission  should 
be  pinned  down  to  it.  A  number  of  other  matters  have  been 
inquired  into  that  have  no  relation  to  finances. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Not  the  present  counsel  was  object- 

764  ing  Counsel  hears  no  one  objecting. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  I  withdraw  the  question,  and 
that  concludes  the  cross-examination  at  this  time  for  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  would  like  to  ask  one  or  two  more  ques¬ 
tions  on  redirect. 
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Redirect  Examination 

Bv  Mr.  Callister: 

•> 

Q.  Yon  stated  that  there  was  an  oral  agreement  among 
the  partners?  A.  Oral,  yes. 

Q.  What  is  the  nature  of  that,  Mr.  Wrathall? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  that  was  gone  into  fully 
at  the  prior  hearing  on  direct  examination. 

The  Witness :  It  was,  yes. 

By  Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  Wliat  was  it  then?  A.  It  was  25  per  cent  for  the 
four  of  us. 

Q.  25  per  cent  for  each  one?  A.  That  was  just  a  verbal 
agreement. 

Q.  And  if  anyone  raised  any  more  cash  than  someone  else 
he  would  have  a  larger  interest,  is  that  it?  A.  That  was 
the  understanding,  yes. 

Q.  The  interest  would  be  proportionate  to  the  amount  of 
cash  thit  was  actually  raised,  is  that  true?  A.  Yes.  It 
was  not  on  cash  alone,  it  is  more  service.  Service  plus  the 
cash. 

Q.  Based  on  service  and  cash?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  After  you  got  the  permit  you  were  going  to 
765  divide  it  according  to  the  service  and  cash  that  is 
actually  rendered?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  would  split  the  spoils  that  way?  A.  Yes. 

76S  Further  Cross-Examination 
Bv  Mr.  Cunningham: 

Q.  Mr.  Wrathall,  this  morning  you  were  asked  with  re¬ 
spect  to  a  conversation  you  had  with  a  gentleman  in  Utah 
now  serving  as  United  States  Attorney,  were  you  not  ?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Will  you  state  that  gentleman’s  name,  please,  sir?  A. 
Dan  B.  Shields,  is  his  name. 

Q.  Now  you  are  a  member  of  this  partnership,  are  you 
not.  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Which  now  makes  application  for  the  construction 
permit  to  this  Commission?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Now  I  ask  you,  Mr.  Wrathall,  please  to  give  us  the 
conversation  between  yourself  and  Mr.  Shields  with  respect 
to  his  proposal  to  finance  this  organization,  whether  it  be 
a  partnership  or  a  corporation,  either  before  or  after  the 
granting  of  this  construction  permit. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  might  suggest  there 
wasn’t  any  testimony  so  far  that  there  was  any  proposal 
related  by  Mr.  Shields  to  this  witness.  I  think  lie  ought  to 
answer  first  if  he  did  propose  to  finance  it. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  The  records  show  that  conversation 
took  place. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  That  is  right. 

769  Mr.  Cunningham:  The  record  shows  a  conversa¬ 
tion  took  place  between  Mr.  Shields  and  this  gentle¬ 
man,  or  between  Mr.  Shields  and  other  members  of  this 
partnership,  at  which  conversation  Mr.  Wrathall  was 
present.  I  think  the  record  should  show  that  conversation 
with  respect  to  finances,  with  respect  to  money  given  by  Mr. 
Shields  with  which  this  station  might  be  permitted  to 
operate  in  the  event  the  construction  permit  here  requested 
is  granted. 

The  Examiner:  Mr.  Wrathall  testified  that  he  had  a  con¬ 
versation  with  Mr.  Shields  in  Washington  here. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  Yes,  sir. 

The  Examiner:  Is  that  the  conversation? 

Mr.  Cunningham:  That  is  exactly  the  conversation,  Mr. 
Examiner. 

The  Examiner:  All  right,  go  ahead. 

A.  Well,  in  that  conversation  it  was  just  about  stated 
what  he  did  state  in  the  deposition.  He  said  he  had  been  kind 
of  roped  in  the  past  and  he  kept  all  his  resources  in  click, 
so  he  could  turn  it  over  quick.  Then  he  went  on  to  mention 
that  he  was  a  friend  of  the  Carman  family,  and  of  by  that 
conversation  he  naturally  inferred  that  he  would  help  us 
out  if  we  needed  the  help. 

By  Mr.  Cunningham : 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  is  it  not  true  that  unless  Mr. 
Shields  provides  finances  this  station  will  be  unable  to 
operate?  A.  No,  that  is  not  true. 

Q.  You  have  sufficient  finances  now  on  hand  to  run  this 
station  in  the  event  the  application  is  granted?  A. 

770  Yes,  I  think  there  is  enough. 
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Q.  Now,  Mr.  Wrathall,  tell  us  about  the  finances.  I  asked 
you  about  Jack  Powers,  Mr.  Carman,  Mr.  Smith  and  your¬ 
self  this  morning  and  you  could  not  tell  us  anything. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Examiner,  might  I  suggest  this  same 
line  of  inquiry  was  directed  at  this  witness  at  the  preceding 
hearing  and  his  testimony  was  stricken  from  the  record  on 
the  ground  he  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  it. 

Mr.  Cunningham :  He  has  a  membership  in  this  partner¬ 
ship. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  And  for  that  reason,  there  appearing  to 
counsel  from  sources  believed  by  him  to  be  respectable,  that 
there  w*as  a  sufficient  financial  showing  and  this  permission 
wTas  given  to  reopen  this  hearing  for  the  express  purpose  of 
showing  the  financial  status  by  those  not  present  at  the 
hearing  here  in  Washington,  and  excluding  particularly  Mr. 
Wrathall,  which  was  done,  and  the  depositions  were  taken, 
the  petition  was  granted  and  depositions  were  taken  and 
are  now  in  evidence  in  this  proceeding. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  May  I  ask  for  a  ruling  on  that  objec¬ 
tion,  Mr.  Examiner? 

The  Examiner:  Yes,  I  will  let  him  answer  the  question, 
if  he  can. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  want  to  state,  Mr.  Examiner,  you  of 
course  appreciate  I  have  no  objection  to  Mr.  Wrathall  stat¬ 
ing  what  he  knows. 

The  Examiner :  He  can  not  state  wdiat  he  does  not  know, 
of  course. 

The  Witness:  Well,  that  same  question  was  asked  me 
this  morning,  exactly  the  same  question. 

771  By  Mr.  Cunningham: 

Q.  Now,  will  you  answer  that  question,  please,  sir?  A. 
I  will  say  definitely  I  could  not  state  in  dollars  and  cents 
what  they  are  worth. 

Q.  Will  you  say  it  is  $10,000  ?  A.  I  said  I  did  not  know. 

Q.  As  a  member  of  this  partnership  you  have  a  general 
idea,  have  you  not? 

The  Examiner:  Just  give  us  your  best  judgment  on  it. 

A.  No,  I  can  not  say.  I  said  I  did  not  have  any  knowl¬ 
edge,  in  dollars  and  cents,  what  they  are  worth.  That  is 
whv  those  depositions  were  taken,  to  show  that. 
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Mr.  Cunningham:  I  do  not  believe  I  have  anything 
further  to  ask,  Mr.  Examiner. 

The  Examiner:  All  right.  Anything  further  from  this 
witness?  You  may  be  execused. 

The  Examiner :  The  hearing  on  the  application  of 

814  Jack  Powers  and  others,  Docket  No.  2715,  for  con¬ 
struction  permit  was  held  open  until  this  date  for  the 

purpose  of  permitting  the  introduction  of  certain  deposi¬ 
tions  taken  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission.  I  understand  the  depositions  have  been 
received.  I  would  like  to  know  if  the  counsel  desires  to  offer 
them  in  evidence  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Pratt:  Yes,  Mr.  Examiner.  The  order  to  take  de¬ 
positions  in  this  case  included  two  names,  the  name  of  E. 
A.  Culbertson  and  David  G.  Smith.  The  respondent,  Paul 
Q.  Callister,  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of  the  depositions 
called  only  E.  A.  Culbertson  to  testify,  and  the  deposition, 
in  duplicate,  of  Mr.  Culbertson  is  offered  at  this  time. 

The  Examiner:  Any  objection?  ! 

Mr.  Cunningham:  No  objection  on  behalf  of  the 

815  Commission  to  pertinent,  material  and  competent 
portions  of  the  deposition  in  question. 

The  Examiner:  The  deposition  will  be  received  in  evi¬ 
dence  subject  to  the  reservations  stated  by  counsel  for  the 
Commission. 

(The  deposition  of  E.  A.  Culbertson  was  offered  and  re¬ 
ceived  in  evidence.) 

Mr.  Butman:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  am  offering  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Shinnick,  who  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  return  yet 
from  Utah,  he  asked  me  to  appear  and  offer  the  deposition 
of  David  G.  Smith,  whom  he  called  to  the  stand  when  the 
respondent, — the  applicant,  however,  in  this  request  to  take 
depositions, — failed  to  call  him  in  his  behalf.  I  have  here 
two  copies  of  the  deposition  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
Commission  order  and  submitted,  I  believe,  in  conformity 
with  the  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Examiner:  Was  he  one  of  the  parties  named  in  the 
order  of  the  Commission  to  take  depositions  ? 

Mr.  Butman:  Is  who,  sir?  Mr.  Smith? 

The  Examiner:  Mr.  Smith. 

Mr.  Butman:  Yes,  sir. 
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The  Examiner:  Is  there  any  objection  to  this  deposition 
being  received  in  evidence? 

Mr.  Cunningham:  None,  with  the  usual  reservations 
heretofore  stated. 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  should  like  to  make  the  inquiry  of  Com¬ 
mission  counsel  as  to  whether  or  not  the  deposition  of 
David  G.  Smith  was  taken  pursuant  to  an  order  issued  by 
this  Commission  to  the  applicant  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C. 
Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathal,  doing 

816  business  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  The  depositions,  Mr.  Examiner, 
were  taken  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Commission 
dated  August  17,  1935,  authorizing  the  taking  of  deposi¬ 
tions  by  parties  interested  in  these  proceedings  of  David  G. 
Smith  and  E.  A.  Culbertson,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Whether 
they  were  taken  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  Powers  applicants 
or  in  behalf  of  other  applicants  is  not  important.  All  par¬ 
ties  were  notified  to  appear  and  had  authority,  under  this 
order,  to  call  to  the  stand  either  of  the  parties  in  that  order 
mentioned,  namelv  David  G.  Smith  or  E.  A.  Culbertson. 

Mr.  Butman:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  would  like  to  join  in  the 
expression,  or  the  statement  to  that  effect.  It  appears  that 
these  two  additional  depositions  were  authorized  by  the 
Commission  to  clear  up  the  financial  status  of  the  original 
applicants,  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman  and  David  G. 
Smith,  and  Grant  Wrathal,  doing  business  as  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company. 

The  respondent  who  was,  as  I  said  before,  the  applicant 
in  the  instance  of  this  request  to  take  depositions,  called 
two.  One  of  them  happens  to  have  been  one  of  the  ap¬ 
plicants  in  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  application, 
and  his  testimony  I  submit,  is  of  value  and  is  of  interest 
to  the  Commission  in  connection  with  the  issues  which  we 
were  all  trying  to  establish. 

Now,  I  think  the  matter  testified  to  is  pertinent.  It  does 
not  matter  who  actually  called  the  deponent  to  testify,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  he  was  mentioned  in  the  Commission’s 
order  in  which  the  time  and  place  was  fixed  for  the 

817  taking  of  the  depositions. 

Mr.  Smith:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  wish  to  place  an  ob¬ 
jection  on  the  record  as  to  the  Smith  deposition  for  this 
reason:  That  at  the  time  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company 
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case  was  heard,  the  applicant,  as  such,  closed  his  case.  The 
case  was  permitted  to  remain  open  to  permit  the  respon¬ 
dent  to  introduce  rebuttal  testimony.  Now,  this  deposition, 
if  permitted  to  go  in  the  record,  is  merely  cumulative.  Mr. 
Smith  testified  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  by  deposition  at 
the  time  the  applicant’s  case  was  put  in.  The  applicant’s 
case  is  closed. 

The  Examiner :  Did  not  the  other  man  testify^  the  other 
witness,  whose  testimony  is  covered  by  this  deposition,  also 
testify  by  deposition  before? 

Mr.  Smith:  I  do  not  know,  but  the  Examiner,  I  think, 
will  recall  that  there  was  some  question  raised  as  to  the 
right  of  cross-examination,  that  is,  the  respondent  was  de¬ 
prived  of  the  right  to  cross-examine  Mr.  Culbertson  and 
Mr.  Smith,  and  I  think  the  Examiner  permitted  the  case  to 
remain  open  to  permit  the  respondent  to  take  these  deposi¬ 
tions,  if  he  saw  fit.  It  was  not  compulsory.  This  part  of 
the  hearing  now  is  the  respondents  ’  case,  and  I  do  not  think 
we  should  go  into  any  surrebuttal. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  Mr.  Smith,  were  you  not  here  and  a 
part  of  the  agreement  among  counsel  on  the  19th  or  the 
9th  of  August,  whereby  it  was  understood  that  further  time 
would  be  given  parties  to  request  the  Commission  to  take 
further  depositions? 

Mr.  Smith:  Not  “parties”  but  one  respondent. 
818  Mr.  Cunningham:  The  respondents,  the  Utah 
Radio  Educational  Society — 

Mr.  Smith:  No,  Callister,  whatever  it  is. 

Mr.  Cunningham:  (Continuing) — and  the  Paul  Q.  Cal¬ 
lister  applicant.  You  were  there  at  that  time,  Mr.  Smith, 
and  you  raised  no  objection,  as  I  recall.  Now,  the  Com¬ 
mission  issued  an  order  authorizing  the  taking  of  the  de¬ 
positions  of  the  two  parties  whose  names  have  been  men¬ 
tioned. 

Mr.  Smith :  That  is  an  order  issued  to  Mr.  Callister,  is  it 
not? 

Mr.  Cunningham :  And  also  to  all  parties. 

The  Examiner:  Gentlemen,  this  case  was  held  open  to 
permit  the  taking  of  depositions,  the  filing  with  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  a  request  to  take  depositions  of  certain  persons 
whose  testimony  was  desired  to  be  taken,  and  the  Commis- 
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sion  thereafter  granted  an  order  authorizing  the  taking  of 
these  present  depositions. 

Mr.  Pratt:  May  I  make  this  inquiry,  Mr.  Examiner,  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  depositions, — for  the  purpose  of  get¬ 
ting  it  on  the  record, — as  to  whether  or  not  the  order  to 
take  depositions  was  issued  pursuant  to  a  request  filed  by 
Paul  Q.  Caliister? 

The  Examiner:  That  may  be  true,  and  also  by  Mr. 
Ewing  representing  the  Utah  Kadio  Educational  Society. 
However,  the  Examiner  is  bound  bv  the  order  of  the  Com- 
mission.  It  seems  to  have  authorized  any  party  at  the 
hearing  to  take  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  named. 

Mr.  Butman:  Mr.  Examiner,  I  think  the  issue  was  the 
same  and  the  testimony  was  the  same,  no  matter  who  called 
the  witnesses.  We  were  trying  to  establish,  we  were 
819  trying  to  get  as  much  information  as  we  could  of  the 
finances  with  respect  to  these  applicants,  and  this  is 
one  of  the  applicants.  If  Mr.  Callister  called  him  he  would 
testify  to  practically  the  same  facts,  as  to  his  net  worth. 

The  Examiner :  All  right,  gentlemen,  the  deposition  will 
be  received  in  evidence  subject  to  the  usual  reservations. 

Mr.  Pratt:  Mr.  Examiner,  may  the  reporter  record  an 
objection,  which  I  have  not  yet  made,  prior  to  the  ruling 
which  you  have  made,  so  the  ruling  will  appear  in  the  rec¬ 
ord  after  my  objection? 

The  Examiner:  Well,  I  was  ruling  on  Mr.  Smith’s  ob¬ 
jection.  That  was  the  only  one  that  vras  before  me. 

Mr.  Pratt:  I  object  to  the  offer  and  receipt  in  evidence 
of  the  deposition  of  Mr.  David  G.  Smith  for  reasons  stated 
by  counsel  heretofore. 

Mr.  Bingham :  May  I  join,  Mr.  Examiner,  in  the  objection 
of  Mr.  Smith? 

The  Examiner :  Yes,  the  record  will  note  your  objection, 
Mr.  Bingham. 

Mr.  Bingham:  On  behalf  of  the  respondent,  Mountain 
States  Broadcasting  Company. 

The  Examiner:  The  same  ruling  will  be  made  with  re¬ 
spect  to  these  objections  as  were  made  with  respect  to  the 
objection  made  by  Mr.  Smith.  This  is  done  in  view  of 
the  order  issued  by  the  Commission  in  granting  authority 
for  these  depositions  to  be  taken. 
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(The  deposition  of  David  G.  Smith  was  offered  and  re¬ 
ceived  in  evidence.)

Q.  And  you  have  also  been  engaged  in  the  business 

845  administration  of  the  city  and  county  of  Provo?  A. 
Yes  sir,  and  also  on  the  School  Board  for  eight  years, 

I  served  in  that  capacity. 

Q.  As  a  member  of  the  School  Board  of  Provo  City?  A. 
Yes ;  that  was  previous  to  the  time  I  came  on  to  the  post¬ 
mastership,  and  I  was  postmaster  for  five  years. 

Q.  You  are  also  connected  with  the  Deseret  Mortuary 
Company?  A.  Yes,  since  June,  1932. 

Q.  As  director?  A.  No,  just  as  local  manager. 

Q.  Local  manager?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  local  broadcasting 
station?  A.  Not  at  Provo,  no  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  local  broad¬ 
casting  station  for  the  development  of  your  town  here  in 
Provo,  as  well  as  facility  for  advertising?  A.  Prom  the 
things  that  have  been  brought  to  my  attention,  I  would 
conclude  that  there  would  be  such  a  need. 

Q.  If  there  was  established  here  a  local  station,  is  it  your 
opinion  the  City  Commission  would  be  interested  in  using 
the  facilities  of  the  broadcasting  station?  A.  Where  we 
would  have  occasion  to  use  it,  certainly  we  would  make  use 
of  it,  there  is  no  question  about  that. 

Q.  Now,  from  what  investigation  you  have  made,  and 
from  what  has  been  told  you  relative  to  such  a  station,  is  it 
your  opinion  that  the  business  interests  of  Provo 

846  would  be  interested  in  such  a  local  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion?  A.  I  would  think  so. 

Q.  And,  as  manager  of  the  Deseret  Mortuary  Company, 
do  you  believe  in  radio  for  advertising?  A.  Yes.  In  fact, 
I  encouraged  that  thing  with  the  management  two  years 
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ago,  and  actually  a  contract  was  entered  into  by  the  Deseret 
Mortuary  Company  for  a  certain  amount  of  advertising. 

Q.  With  one  of  the  Utah  stations?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  If  there  were  a  local  broadcasting  station  established, 
and  the  rates  for  advertising  were  satisfactory,  would  your 
company,  do  you  think,  be  interested?  A.  They  were,  and 
I  take  it  they  would  be. 

Q.  They  would  be  interested  in  using  the  local  station  for 
advertising  purposes?  A.  They  were  interested,  and  I 
think  they  still  would  be.  I  think  that  is  correct. 

Q.  Now,  as  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  in  your  other  official 
capacities,  you  have  had  an  opportunity  to  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  dramatic  and  musical  talent  here  in 
Provo,  Utah?  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Would  you  say  there  is  considerable  dramatic  and 
musical  talent  in  Provo?  A.  I  think  it  is — I  don’t  think  it 
would  be  claiming  too  much  to  say  it  might  be  the  cradle 
of  that  kind  of  development  in  Utah. 

847  Q.  Don ’t  you  think  it  would  be  of  assistance  in  the 

development  of  dramatic  and  musical  art  to  have  a 
local  broadcasting  station  over  which  they  could  broadcast? 
A.  From  what  I  know  of  the  facilities  the  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion  provides,  it  certainly  would. 

Q.  It,  too,  would  offer  encouragement  to  these  dramatic 
and  musical  entertainers  to  become  radio  artists?  A.  I 
rather  think  so. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  the  people  of  the  City  of  Provo 
would  be  interested  in  hearing  their  local  talen  over  a  local 
broadcasting  station?  A.  Oh,  I  think  there  is  no  doubt 
about  that. 

Q.  You  have  a  radio  in  your  home?  A.  I  have  had  for 
many  years. 

Q.  And  do  you  use  it  regularly  and  consistently?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And,  I  assume  you  have  never  been  able  to  get  the  sta¬ 
tion  at  Ogden,  known  as  KLO?  A.  Very  seldom,  but  occa¬ 
sionally  we  have  heard  from  that  station. 

Q.  But  the  reception  isn’t  satisfactory?  A.  As  a  rule 
we  don’t  pick  it  up  at  all. 

Q.  The  reception  is  satisfactory  from  KSL?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  From  KDYL,  will  you  tell  us  what  your  experience  is? 
A.  Our  experience  in  the  home  has  been  that  with  KDYL 
there  is  some  interference  with  some  other  station  inter- 
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fering  with  our  station. 

848  Q.  In  the  night  time,  particularly,  the  reception 
isn’t  good;  is  that  correct?  A.  I  understand,  from 

the  reports  that  is  the  case,  but  my  observation  is  that 
KDYL  is  not  as  easily  picked  up,  as  easily  as  KSL. 

Q.  How  close  is  the  nearest  broadcasting  radio  station  to 
Provo  ?  A.  About  forty-five  miles. 

Q.  And  that  is  at  Salt  Lake  City  ?  A.  At  Salt  Lake  City. 
Q.  Is  there  sufficient  local  musical  and  dramatic  talent 
to  sustain  a  local  station?  A.  From  what  I  know  of  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  a  local  station,  and  the  talent  we  have  here, 
I  would  say  yes.  Provo  City  is  one  of  the  outstanding  cul¬ 
tural  centers  of  the  intermountain  west.  By  way  of  ex¬ 
ample,  during  the  past  year  the  city  entertained  Fritz 
Kreisler  an  artist  of  outstanding  note,  and  these  achieve¬ 
ments  were  accomplished  through  the  activities  of  the  Brig¬ 
ham  Young  University,  one  of  the  outstanding  educational 
institutions  of  the  State,  and  a  local  broadcasting  station, 
if  the  facilities  were  available,  would  be  a  great  help  to  the 
city  in  broadcasting  such  programs. 

Q.  Are  you  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Latter  Day 
Saints  Church,  commonly  called  the  Mormon  Church?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  about  what  percentage  of  the  population  of  Provo 
belong  to  that  church?  A.  Probably  seventy-five  per 

849  cent  or  eighty,  maybe. 

Q.  And  in  what  capacity  are  you  connected  with 
the  church?  A.  I  am  the  senior  president  of  the  Seventy 
Quorum,  a  branch  of  the  church. 

Q.  Do  you  feel  that  if  there  was  a  local  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion  here  that  the  facilities  could  be  well  used  by  the  church, 
in  some  religious  broadcasting  activities?  A.  I  would  think 
so. 

Q.  And  do  you  favor  such  broadcasting  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  spiritual  guidance?  A.  Yes,  I  would  indeed  like  to 
see  more  of  that.

By  Mr.  Rawlings : 

Q.  Will  you  state  your  name,  please?  A.  Clayton  Jenkins. 

Q.  You  residence  is  Provo,  Utah?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  And  has  been  for  how  long,  Mr.  Jenkins?  A.  For 
nineteen  years. 

Q.  WTiat  is  your  business  or  occupation  at  the  present 
time?  A.  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  Secretary  of  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce?  A.  Three  years. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  an  estimate  of  about  how  many  mem¬ 
bers  belong  to  your  Chamber  of  Commerce  ?  A.  About  two 
hundred. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  the  approximate  population  of  Provo 
City?  A.  It  is  about  sixteen  thousand. 

Q.  It  is  the  County  Seat  of  Utah  County?  A.  That  is 
right. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  us,  or  give  us  the  approximate  number  of 
people  in  Utah  County?  A.  My  estimate  is  there  is  about 
sixty  thousand,  that  is  higher  than  the  last  census. 

Q.  The  county  is  made  up  largely  of  agriculture? 

851  A.  That  is  true,  also  manufacturing  plants  and  min¬ 
ing,  of  course. 

Q.  At  Provo  City,  or  just  out  of  Provo  City,  there  is  an 
iron  works  or  smelter?  A.  There  is  the  Columbia  Steel 
Company,  manufacturers  of  pig  iron;  a  manufacturer  of 
cast  iron  pipe,  and  also  a  manufacturer  of  creosote  prod¬ 
ucts  ;  there  are  other  industries  outside  and  inside  the  city, 
such  as  the  Provo  Foundry  and  Machine  Company,  Provo 
Brick  and  Tile  Company,  Startup  Candy  Company;  there 
is  one  canning  factory  in  the  city  and  about  five  or  six 
others  in  the  county,  also  several  sugar  factories.  (Correc¬ 
tions  made  by  C.  J.) 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  the  approximate  pay  roll  of  Provo 
City?  A.  It  is  about  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
industries  only.  (C.  J.) 

Q.  And  the  county,  have  you  any  information?  A.  No, 
I  haven  ’t;  that  is  the  city  including  these  plants  I  stated. 
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Q.  That  is  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  month?  A. 
No,  that  is  a  year. 

Q.  Eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  have  you  ever  held  any  other  position  with  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  here?  A.  Yes,  I  was  a  director  for 
several  years,  and  President  in  1928. 

Q.  And  during  the  time  you  were  director  was  there  an 
annual  report  gotten  out  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  ?  A. 

Yes ;  it  was  the  custom  for  a  number  of  years  to  get 
852  out  a  report,  the  last  one  in  1931. 

Q.  I  will  hand  you  what  has  been  marked  Exhibit 
1,  is  that  the  report  you  refer  to  that  was  gotten  out  in 
1931?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  And  is  that  the  last  report  you  have  gotten  out  in  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce?  A.  That  is  the  last  one  of  its  kind; 
subsequent  reports  have  been  very  brief  typewritten  re¬ 
ports,  given  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Q.  So  Exhibit  1  was  the  last  report  that  was  publicly 
distributed?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  And  it  was  gotten  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  assume  you  have  read  it  through,  and  are  familiar 
with  the  contents  of  it?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Are  the  contents  true  so  far  as  the  representation 
concerning  the  resources  and  things  pertaining  to  Provo 
City  and  Utah  County?  A.  Yes,  they  are. 

Mr.  Kawlings:  We  attach  as  an  exhibit,  Exhibit  No.  1, 
and  offer  it  for  the  consideration  of  the  Federal  Communi¬ 
cations  Commission. 

Q.  Now,  you  haven’t  a  local  broadcasting  station  at 
Provo?  A.  We  have  none. 


Q.  Have  you  discussed  with  anyone  the  feasibility 
853  or  advisability  of  having  a  station  here?  A.  Well 
yes,  in  a  rather  limited  sort  of  way. 

Q.  And  I  think  the  members  of  your  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  consist  largely  of  the  business  leaders  here  in  the 
community?  A.  Business  and  industrial,  that  is  correct. 

Q.  About  what  portion  of  the  business  here  in  Provo  does 
your  Chamber  of  Commerce  represent,  the  personnel?  A. 


Well,  it  represents  practically  all  of  the  larger  business 
firms  of  the  city;  perhaps  three-fourths  of  the  entire  mem- 
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bers;  those  that  don’t  belong  are,  for  the  most  part,  very 
small  businesses. 

Q.  Do  your  merchants  here  in  Provo  have  difficulty  in 
retaining  local  trade?  A.  Yes,  they  do.  They  have  an 
unusual  problem,  because  of  the  fact  that  Provo  is  located 
within  an  hour’s  drive  of  Salt  Lake  City,  which  city  is  the 
center,  practically,  of  everything  in  the  State,  and,  there¬ 
fore,  a  constant  attraction  for  people  in  Provo  to  visit  Salt 
Lake  and  trade  there;  but  that  is  only  one  of  the  reasons. 
Another  is  that  we  have  six  cities  of  fair  size  in  this  county, 
who,  instead  of  naturally  making  Provo  the  center,  en¬ 
deavor  to  maintain  their  own  business  supremacy,  to  a 
large  extent. 

Q.  I  assume  that  a  great  number  of  the  people  of  Provo 
go  to  Salt  Lake  to  trade  and  purchase  those  products  that 
are  advertised  in  newspapers  and  over  the  radio?  A.  Yes, 
that  is  true. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  providing  you  had  a 
854  local  station  here,  that  a  considerable  number  of 
merchants  here  would  use  that  station,  if  the  prices 
were  satisfactory  to  advertise  those  products  here?  A.  Yes, 
I  think  they  would. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  if  a  local  station  was  built  here 
that  a  large  number  of  the  business  interests  would  be  very 
much  interested  in  supporting  it,  providing  the  rates  were 
satisfactory?  A.  Providing  the  rates  and  service  were  sat¬ 
isfactory  ;  particularly  that  they  could  reach  out  twenty-five 
or  thirty  miles  with  their  messages. 

Q.  But  would  say  ten  or  fifteen  miles  coverage  cover 
Provo  City  and  a  considerable  number  of  the  farmers  in 
this  vicinity  ?  A.  It  would  cover  a  considerable  part,  yes. 

Q.  You  may  state  whether  or  not  Provo  is  the  center  of 
a  number  of  cultural  activities  in  the  nature  of  musical  con¬ 
certs  and  other  types  of  cultural  activities?  A.  Yes,  it  is, 
because  of  the  location  here  of  the  Brigham  Young  Univer¬ 
sity,  which  has  about  twenty-two  hundred  students,  and  is 
extremely  active  in  cultural  pursuits  of  that  nature,  especi¬ 
ally  in  music,  drama  and  athletics. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  a  local  station  here  would  be  an 
avenue  through  which  they  could  present  to  the  general 
public  their  music  and  their  art?  A.  Yes,  I  think  they  could 
use  it  quite  effectively.

Q.  Do  you  think  there  is  sufficient  local  talent  here 
855  to  sustain  a  local  station?  A.  Yes,  I  think  so. 

Q.  Do  you  know  about  how  many  stores  are 
located  in  Provo,  Utah?  A.  There  are  about  two  hundred 
of  all  kinds,  including  small  ones,  and  neighborhood  stores. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  theaters  there  are  here?  A. 
There  are  three  theaters. 

Q.  Are  there  any  power  utilities  here?  A.  Yes,  there  is 
the  Power  and  Light  Company,  Gas  Company  and  Tele¬ 
phone  Company. 

Q.  You  indicated,  I  believe,  that  the  Brigham  Young 
University,  which  is  located  here,  that  you  feel  that  at  the 
present  time  it  has  no  medium  of  radio  expression  other 
than  the  artists  who  journey  to  Salt  Lake  City  to  broadcast 
there?  A.  That  is  the  only  means  of  radio  expression  that 
they  have. 

Q.  Do  you  feel  that  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  that  insti¬ 
tution  and  the  local  talent  living  here,  and  the  graduates  of 
that  institution,  to  have  a  local  broadcasting  station  under 
which  they  could  be  developed  as  radio  artists?  A.  Yes, 
I  do.

Q.  Your  name  is  Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  are  President  of  the  Brigham  Young  University, 
Provo,  Utah.  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  How  long  has  this  institution  been  established,  ap¬ 
proximately?  A.  Established  in  1865. 

Q.  And,  at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  how 
many  students  enrolled  here?  A.  Two  thousand  forty 
today.

Q.  And  your  institution  teaches  generally —  A.  We  have 
Liberal  Arts,  Commerce,  Education,  and  all  the  ordinary 
branches  taught  at  universities. 

Q.  And  is  an  accredited  university?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  How  many  universities  are  there  in  the  State  of  Utah? 
A.  Two  universities  in  the  State  of  Utah,  and  one  agricul¬ 
tural  college,  making  a  total  of  three  that  give  complete  col¬ 
legiate  work. 

Q.  The  Brigham  Young  University  is  the  only  uni- 

857  versity  of  higher  education  here  in  Provo?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  have,  in  your  university  here,  a  depart¬ 
ment  of  Fine  Arts?  A.  We  have  a  College  of  Fine  Arts 
which  embraces  extension  divisions. 

Q.  Does  your  university  have  an  extension  division?  A. 
Yes  sir. 

Q.  I  think  you  have  generally  outlined  the  departments 
of  your  University  a  moment  ago.  A.  Yes,  the  general 
divisions.  We  might  say  there  are  about  thirty-three 
departments. 

Q.  In  your  College  of  Fine  Arts,  I  assume  you  have  en¬ 
rollment  as  large  as  any  in  the  State?  A.  I  think  it  is  the 
largest  in  the  intermountain  country. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  an  estimate  of  the  number  enrolled  in 
the  College  of  Fine  Arts?  A.  Altogether  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  students. 

Q.  At  the  present  time  in  Provo  you  have  no  facilities 
for  broadcasting  over  the  radio?  A.  None  from  Provo  un¬ 
less  wve  do  it  through  remote  control,  which  we  have  done 
occasionally,  by  telephone — of  course,  that  is  expensive. 

Q.  And  it  is  rather  exceptional  when  that  is  done?  A. 
Yes.  , 

Q.  I  assume  there  are  residing  in  Provo  now  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  people  graduating  from  your  College  of  Fine  Arts  in 
music,  drama,  etc.?  A.  Yes,  there  are. 

Q.  In  your  opinion,  would  it  be  a  good  thing  for 

858  the  City  of  Provo  to  have  a  broadcasting  station  in 
order  that  these  people  might  have  an  opportunity 

for  expression  over  the  radio  of  their  talents?  A.  Well,  I 
think  a  broadcasting  station  of  the  proper  kind  would  cer¬ 
tainly  be  an  asset. 

Q.  And  if  there  was  a  station  established  here,  do  you 
think  there  would  be  a  possiblity  of  the  University,  the 
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Brigham  Young  University,  availing  itself  of  that  station 
in  broadcasting  work,  so  far  as  higher  education  is  con¬ 
cerned?  A.  Doubtless  we  would  be  glad  to  take  advantage 
of  it. 

Q.  Where  do  most  of  your  students  come  from,  from 
Utah  County?  A.  No,  most  of  them  do  not  come  from  Utah 
County.  Of  course,  more  come  from  Utah  County  than  any 
other  single  county,  but  they  come  from  all  of  the  counties 
of  Utah  and  from  eighteen  or  nineteen  States,  and  five  or 
six  foreign  countries.  Last  year  we  had  four  or  five  hun¬ 
dred  from  outside  the  State. 

Q.  Do  you  have  Summer  School?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Each  Summer?  A.  Every  Summer. 

Q.  WLere  is  it  held?  A.  At  the  campus  in  Provo,  for  the 
first  six  weeks,  and  the  second  six  weeks  at  Aspen  Grove. 

Q.  Which  is  in  the  mountains  in  the  near  proximity  of 
Provo?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  It  is  eighteen  miles  from  Provo?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  think  that  a  local  broadcasting  station, 

859  if  it  is  a  proper  one,  would  be  very  acceptable  to  the 
University,  so  far  as  development  of  talent,  and 

assisting  in  putting  over  your  programs  and  advertising 
your  University?

Q.  What  is  your  name?  A.  Gerrit  DeJong,  JrL 
Q.  Mr.  DeJong,  you  are  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Of  the  Brigham  Young  University?  A.  Since  the  first 
of  August,  1925. 
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Q.  You  have  been  engaged  in  musical  pursuits  for  a  great 
number  of  years  ?  A.  All  my  life. 

Q.  You  are  now  a  resident  of  Provo?  A.  Yes,  I  have 
been  since  that  time. 

Q.  In  your  College  of  Fine  Arts,  I  think  you  have  about 
three  hundred  students?  A.  Yes,  the  total  number  is  about 
three  hundred. 

Q.  Generally,  what  do  you  teach  them?  A.  In  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Fine  Arts,  we  have  four  departments;  we  have  a 
Department  of  Music,  the  Department  of  Speech,  including 
of  course  Dramatic  Art  of  Public  Speaking;  and  the 
Department  of  Arts,  which  is  the  graphic  plastic  art  and 
landscaping,  and  architecture. 

Q.  So  far  as  broadcasting  over  the  radio  is  concerned, 
you  have  no  facilities  to  give  that  to  the  people? 

861  A.  No,  not  immediately  accessible. 

Q.  If  a  station  were  established,  do  you  feel  it 
would  be  an  asset  in  that  it  would  give  an  opportunity  to 
your  students  and  graduates  to  express  themselves  over  the 
radio  in  these  arts?  A.  Yes,  I  do. 

Q.  And  do  you  think  that  development  is  desirable?  A. 
I  think  a  radio  station  would  be  desirable,  yes. 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  develop  this 
local  talent  and  give  them  experience  in  radio  broadcast¬ 
ing?  A.  It  would  naturally  give  a  great  number  experience 
that  they  otherwise  would  not  get. 

Q.  And  it  would  have  a  tendency,  would  it  not,  to  develop 
local  talent?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  With  your  experience  at  the  Brigham  Young  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Provo,  Utah,  and  being  acquainted,  as  you  are,  with 
the  local  talent  here  in  Provo  generally,  do  you  feel  there 
is  sufficient  talent  to  support  a  station  here?  A.  There  is 
an  unusual  amount  of  talent  in  this  vicinity. 

Q.  In  fact,  Provo  City  is  really  the  cultural  center  of 
Utah?  A.  The  cultural  center  of  Utah. 

Q.  And  you  are  certain  there  is  available  sufficient  local 
talent,  spendid  talent,  to  support  a  broadcasting  station? 
A.  There  is  any  amount  of  talent  in  this  vicinity. 

Q.  What  outlet  of  expression  do  your  students  at  this 
time  have?  A.  You  mean  over  the  radio? 

862  Q.  No,  other  than  over  the  radio?  A.  Oh,  we  have 
a  great  number  of  organizations  that  make  it  a  prac- 
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tice  to  make  several  trips  each  year  in  order  to  put  on  con¬ 
certs  in  the  different  localities  from  St.  Anthony,  Idaho, 
down  to  St.  George,  Utah. 

Q.  Most  of  it  is  done  by  personal  appearance?  A.  Yes, 
all  that  has  to  be  done  by  personal  appearance.  What  radio 
work  we  have  done,  of  course  has  been  done  at  Salt  Lake, 
at  KSL  and  KDYL. 

Q.  Do  you  have  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  a  proper 
broadcasting  station  wTould  encourage  your  students  and 
graduates  in  developing  further  their  talents  in  Fine  Arts  ? 
A.  Yes,  any  multiplication  of  opportunity  for  expression  of 
course  lends  encouragement  toward  development. 

Q.  And  probably  add  incentive  for  better  work  for  the 
student?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And,  for  those  reasons,  if  it  were  proper  and  ade¬ 
quate,  you  would  favor  such  a  station  in  Provo?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  many  professors  or  teachers  or  instructors  have 
you  in  your  department?  A.  In  the  musical  department? 

Q.  Yes.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts?  A.  In  the 
whole  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  are  more  than  twenty 
altogether,  that  I  can  count  off  hand. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  whether  or  not  there  are  any  organiza¬ 
tions  at  the  present  time,  in  Provo  or  in  your  Univer- 
863  sity,  which  have  the  direction  or  supervision  of  the 
students  or  graduates  of  your  College  of  Fine  Arts? 
A.  We  have  a  great  number.  To  begin  with  in  the  vocal  we 
have  a  great  number  of  select  groups,  quartettes  and  double 
quartettes;  special  choruses  of  about  twenty-five  voices; 
then  larger  choruses;  ladies’  glee  clubs  of  about  sixty  or 
seventy  voices ;  we  have  a  male  glee  club  of  about  that  num¬ 
ber  of  voices;  we  have  a  large  chorus  of  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  voices — these  are  all  concert  organizations. 

Q.  And  they  would  be  available  for  radio  service?  A. 
Then  there  is  the  instrument  division,  and  concert  bands, 
symphonic  band  of  about  eighty  members;  we  have  a  full- 
fledged  symphony  orchestra  of  about  eighty  members ;  then, 
of  course,  we  have  a  great  number  of  soloists,  piano  and 
vocal;  string  trios,  and  quartettes,  and  other  ensemble 
groups. 

Q.  They  would  be  available  for  radio?  A.  They  are  con¬ 
stantly  working  in  concert  capacity.

Q.  You  have  given  generally  the  type  of  course 

865  that  you  teach?  A.  Yes.  Well,  of  course,  the  Exten¬ 
sion  Division  throws  open  the  whole  University,  you 

might  say,  to  adults  education,  depending  on  the  demand. 

Q.  And  the  only  means  you  have  of  getting  the  informa¬ 
tion  of  your  courses,  and  what  is  being  taught  here,  I  take 
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it,  is  through  the  newspapers,  and  through  what  radio  facil¬ 
ities  are  available,  and  through  the  mails?  A.  Direct  mail. 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  your  depart¬ 
ment  to  have  a  proper  radio  broadcasting  station  here  to 
get  this  information  out  to  the  people  of  the  county?  A.  It 
would  be  of  some  benefit  perhaps,  not  as  much  to  us  as  to 
the  University  at  large,  for  this  reason:  For  the  people

Q.  There  are  cases  where  a  radio  course  would  be  helpful, 
where  they  couldn’t  come  in?  A.  Yes,  I  can  conceive  of 
that. 

Q.  And  I  assume  that  after  they  have  taken  some  courses 
here,  that  work  might  be  amplified  by  radio  broadcasting? 
A.  If  they  are  within  the  territory  that  might  be  served  by 
a  small  station,  they  would  prefer  being  in  direct  contact, 
because  resident  credit  is  preferable  to  extension  credit  in 
many  cases,  and  they  like  the  immediate  contact. 

866  Q.  But  you  could  broadcast  considerable  informa¬ 
tion  from  your  division  that  would  be  helpful  to  citi¬ 
zens  who  are  unable  to  come  and  attend  classes?

D.  C.,  not  later  than  five  days  prior  to  the  dale  of  the 
hearing. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  testimony  shall  be  subject 
to  all  objections  that  may  be  made  by  the  Commission  or 
any  party  to  the  hearing  at  the  time  of  their  introduction 
in  evidence.

truth,  deposes  and  testifies  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination 
By  Mr.  Wallace : 

Q.  Just  state  your  name,  please.  A.  A.  G.  Lundstrom. 
Q.  You  are  the  Mayor  of  Logan  City,  Utah?  A.  Yes 
sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  Mayor?  A.  Nine  years. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  Logan?  A.  Forty-two 
years. 

Q.  Do  you  have  a  radio  in  your  home  there?  A.  Yes  sir. 
Q.  Do  you  listen  to  it  frequently?  A.  I  do. 

Q.  What  stations,  Utah  stations,  can  you  receive  through 
your  radio  set  during  the  day  time?  A.  We  haven’t  been 
able  to  get  anything  else  much  except  KSL. 

Q.  Can  you  hear  KDYL  during  the  day  time?  A.  Well, 
I  am  not  at  home  in  the  day  time,  so  I  don ’t  know  what  the 
folks  are  turning  on  in  the  day  time.  Of  course,  I  am  at 
the  business. 

Q.  In  the  evening  and  night  can  you  get  KDYL  on  your 
radio?  A.  I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that  because  the 
children  most  generally  play  the  radio,  and  whatever  they 
turn  on  I  listen  to  it. 

955  Q.  Is  there  any  particular  program  that  you  listen 
to  that  you  have  in  mind?  A.  There  is  the  one  at 

nine  o’clock,  Myrt  and  Marge. 

Q.  Myrt  and  Marge  is  a  program  that  comes  over  KSL 
and  over  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  that  is  the 
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station  your  children  generally  listen  to,  is  it,  Mayor?  A. 
Yes,  the  children  listen  to  that  every  night. 

Q.  Have  you  noticed  whether  or  not  you  hear  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  chain  programs?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  have?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Does  the  reception  come  over  that  station  as  well  as 
it  does  over  the  station  giving  the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
programs?  A.  It  seems  to  come  over  KSL  the  best. 

Q.  It  comes  over  KSL  the  best?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  And,  as  the  executive  head  of  the  City  of  Logan,  do 
you  believe  that  the  city  and  surrounding  community  is  of 
sufficient  size  and  economic  inportance  that  it  will  support  a 
radio  broadcasting  station  here?  A.  Well,  I  think  so. 

Q.  And  providing  the  rates,  the  service  and  the  talent  ex¬ 
pressed  over  that  station  is  of  a  good  quality,  you  feel  that 
the  people  of  this  community  would  support  a  radio  station, 
do  you,  Mayor?  A.  Yes,  I  do. 

Q.  Both  from  the  stand  point  of  listening  and  advertising 
over  the  station?  A.  If  advertising  proved  success- 
956  ful — what  I  mean  by  that  is,  if  the  rates  are  right, 

and  gives  the  service,  which  will  be  ascertained  when 
we  try  it  out. 

Q.  You  think  the  merchants  would  be  willing  to  give  that 
just  a  fair  trial,  to  see  what  the  result  would  be?  A.  Yes 
sir. 

Q.  As  Mayor  of  the  city,  do  you  think  the  various  ad¬ 
ministrative  branches  of  the  government  would  use  the 
facilities  of  the  broadcasting  station,  should  it  be  estab¬ 
lished,  as  a  means  of  establishing  more  close  relations  with 
the  citizens  of  the  community?  A.  It  mav  be  on  manv  oc- 
casions  that  it  would  come  in  very  handy,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  used. 

Q.  And,  if  that  service  were  offered  to  the  city  without 
cost,  in  order  to  deliver  messages  to  the  people,  do  you  think 
the  city  government  would  use  that  service  ?

Q.  And  also  the  county  government?  A.  I  couldn’t 
speak  for  the  county,  but  I  believe  they  would  feel  just  the 
same. 

Q.  Aside  from  the  position  which  you  hold  as  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Logan,  you  are  also  occupied  in  some  other  busi¬ 
ness  ?  A.  In  the  furniture  business,  yes  sir. 
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Q.  In  the  furniture  business.  What  is  the  name  of  the 
furniture  company?  A.  Lundstrom  Furniture  and  Carpet 
Company. 

Q.  You  are  President  and  Manager  of  that  corn- 

957  pany?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  do  business  with  people  outside  of  Logan 
City  proper,  and  in  the  adjacent  communities?  A.  We  do, 
yes  sir;  and  the  southern  part  of  Idaho,  we  have  consider¬ 
able  business. 

Q.  The  southern  part  of  Idaho.  What  radius  would  you 
say  your  business  comes  from,  Mayor?  A.  From  seventy- 
five  to  ninety  miles,  probably  one  hundred. 

Q.  And  the  greater  bulk  of  the  furniture  business  would, 
you  sav,  which  vou  receive,  comes  within  a  distance  of 
twenty  miles  of  the  city  here?  A.  Yes,  I  would  think  the 
bulk  of  it  comes  within  twenty  miles.

Q.  And  they  have  a  system  of  banks  throughout  Utah,  do 
thev  not?  A.  Utah  and  Idaho.

Q.  Utah  and  Idaho?  Do  they  have  more  than  one  bank  in 
Logan?  A.  No. 

Q.  You  are  managing  head,  then,  of  the  Logan 
959  bank  associated  with  the  First  Security  Corporation, 
are  you?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  occupied  in  that  capacity 
with  that  bank?  A.  Oh,  I  have  been  with  the  bank  since 
it  was  organized  in  this  community,  since  it  was  acquired  by 
the  First  Security  Corp.  (HJH)  Prior  to  that  I  was  with 
the  bank  twenty-four  years ;  I  have  been  with  it  ever  since 
I  came  to  Logan. 

Q.  Logan  City  proper  is  a  town  rather  densely  populated, 
is  it  not,  Mr.  Hatch?  A.  Eleven  thousand  people  live  here.

Q.  It  is  one  of  the  larger  cities  of  Utah,  isn’t  it,  Mr.

Q.  And  the  Logan  Valley  itself  is  rather  a  large  agri¬ 
cultural  valley?  A.  Cache  Valley. 

Q.  Cache  Valley  is  a  rather  large  agricultural  valley?  A.

Q.  Do  you  recall  now  which  stations  you  receive  here  in 
Logan?  A.  In  the  day  time? 

Q.  In  the  day  time.  A.  The  only  station  you  can  get 
clearly,  that  is,  over  my  radio,  is  KSL.  I  can  raise  KDYL 
sometimes  in  the  day  time,  but  it  is  noisy,  and  we  don ’t  use 
it.

Q.  State  your  full  name,  Mr.  Thatcher.  A.  B.  G. 
Thatcher. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside?  A.  In  Logan. 

Q.  You  were,  were  you  not,  a  former  President  of  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  serve  in  that  capacity?  A.  Three 
years. 

Q.  You  are  now  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  are  you  not,  Mr.  Thatcher?  A. 
Yes  sir. 

Q.  And  what  business  are  you  engaged  in,  Mr.  Thatcher? 
A.  In  the  moving  picture — exhibiting  of  moving  pictures, 
and  also  in  the  theatrical  business,  presenting  shows. 

Q.  You  own  and  operate  a  theater  here  in  Logan?  A.

964  Q.  You  have  a  radio,  I  presume,  Mr.  Thatcher? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  a  regular  listener  to  the  radio,  are  you,  Mr. 
Thatcher?  A.  Yes  sir,  when  I  am  home  I  listen  to  it  a 
great  deal. 

Q.  As  a  radio  listener,  what  is  your  experience  on  re¬ 
ception  here  in  Logan?  A.  In  the  day  time  there  is  only 
one  station  we  can  get  satisfactorily,  that  is  KSL.

In  the  evening  we  get  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  stations,  and  the  only  place  we  listen  in  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Broadcasting  System  is  either  from  Denver  or  San 
Francisco. 
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Q.  The  N.  B.  C.  programs?  A.  The  N.  B.  C.  programs. 
We  have  to  get  them  over  KFI  or  KPO  at  San  Francisco, 
or  KOA. 

Q.  You  aren’t  able  to  receive  then  good,  clear  broadcast¬ 
ing  from  the  Utah  station  broadcasting  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  programs,  KDYL  ?  A.  It  is  very  unsatisfactory  on 
account  of  the  static. 

Q.  The  static  is  very  intense?  A.  Yes,  any  time. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  the  establishment  of  a  radio 

965  broadcasting  station  in  the  City  of  Logan  would  be 
an  asset  to  the  people  of  Logan?  A.  Very  much  so. 

Q.  Do  you  think  it  would  be  an  asset  to  the  business  men 
of  Logan.  A.  Very  much. 

Q.  As  an  advertising  medium?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  And  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  people  of  Logan, 
would  it,  Mr.  Thatcher,  from  a  listener’s  standpoint?

Q.  And  about  how  many  people  are  there  in  the  Valley 
studying  instrumental  music?  A.  I  can  tell  you  approxi¬ 
mately.  How  far  do  you  take  the  Valley? 

Q.  All  of  Cache  County.  A.  Just  Cache  County,  I  would 
judge  about  seven  hundred. 

Q.  Is  a  portion  of  this  talent  sufficiently  trained  in  music 
that  they  would  be  able  to  successfully  render  programs 
over  a  radio  broadcasting  station?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  About  what  is  the  available  talent  for  such  work? 
A.  Do  you  refer  to  the  College,  or  the  entire  valley?

Q.  Would  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  welcome 
such  an  institution  here  as  a  local  radio  station,  as  an  outlet 
for  its  talent?  A.  Yes,  indeed. 

Q.  Would  it  be  an  advantage  to  the  College,  as  a  means 
of  expression?

Bookkeeper  must  sign  this  sheet  before  filing” 


Q.  Under  the  subpoena  served  upon  you  you  were  re¬ 
quired  to  bring  with  you  the  various  documents  which  you 
have  supplied  us  with  and  a  part  of  which  have  been  offered 
in  evidence  in  connection  with  this  deposition  from  the 
time  of  the  opening  of  the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Company  up  to  and  including  August  1st,  1935,  were  you 
not?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  Now  I  will  ask  you  to  state,  Mr.  Culbertson,  if  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  had  anything  to  its  credit 
with  the  Continental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company 
between  July  26,  1935,  when  it  made  its  withdrawal  of  five 
thousand  dollars  about  which  you  have  testified  and  August 
1st,  1935?  A.  No,  there  was  nothing  to  their  credit  be¬ 
tween  those  dates. 

Q.  Do  you  know  upon  whose  signature  the  two  with¬ 
drawals  about  which  you  have  testified  here  this  morning, 
each  in  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  one  on  May 
28,  1935,  and  the  other  on  July  26,  1935,  were  made?  A.  I 
presume  they  were  made  upon  the  signature  of  David  G. 
Smith  although  I  have  no  definite  knowledge. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Move  to  strike  the  answer,  Mr.  Reporter; 
pure  presumption;  not  testimony. 
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Mr.  Callister:  We  resist  the  motion  to  strike. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Further  supporting  the  motion  to  strike, 
on  the  ground  the  cancelled  checks  are  the  best  evi- 

1127  dence  of  the  signature  which  was  honored  by  the 
bank. 

Q.  You  do  know,  however,  do  you  not  Mr.  Culbertson, 
that  the  only  authority  which  the  bank  had  for  honoring 
withdrawals  on  the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  was  upon  the  signature  of  David  G.  Smith?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  So  that  if  any  withdrawals  from  this  account  were 
made  upon  the  signature  of  anybody  other  than  Mr.  Smith, 
such  withdrawals  would  have  been  unauthorized  so  far  as 
your  records  show?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  Now  I  take  it,  Mr.  Shinnick,  Exhibits  3,  4, 
5  and  6  will  be  copied  into  the  record  under  the  stipulation? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Yes,  I  take  it  that  stipulation  will  run 
for  any  exhibit  offered  in  this  proceeding. 

Mr.  Callister:  That  is  correct. 

The  Witness:  Yes;  they  are  our  original  records;  we 
would  like  to  get  them  back. 

Q.  I  notice  from  the  records  of  the  Continental  National 
Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Mr.  Culbertson,  that  although 
the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  was  closed 
out  May  28,  1935,  that  it  does  not  appear  that  the  account 
was  re-opened  by  the  filing  of  any  new  signature  card?  A. 
No ;  the  same  signature  card  would  be  in  our  files  and  would 
be  used  as  a  signature  card  for  that  account, 

Q.  But  when  the  deposit  was  made  on  July  22,  1935,  of 
five  thousand  dollars,  as  shown  by  exhibits  4  and  6,  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  actually  was 
re-opened,  was  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

1128  Q.  Because  according  to  the  records  of  the  Con¬ 
tinental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  the  Utah 

Broadcasting  Company  had  no  account  with  the  Continental 
National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  between  the  28th  day  of 
May,  1935,  and  the  26th  day  of  July,  1935,  is  that  correct? 
A.  22nd  day  of  July. 

Q.  The  22nd  day  of  July.  A.  That  is  correct,  the  22nd. 

Q.  And  between  those  dates  of  course  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  had  no  money  on  deposit  with  the  Con¬ 
tinental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company?  A.  Not  be¬ 
tween  those  dates. 
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Q.  Mr.  Culbertson,  do  your  records  show  whether  or  not 
the  note  of  David  G.  Smith  which  was  given  to  your  bank 
on  July  22nd,  1935,  as  you  have  testified,  was  paid  on  July 
26,  1935?  A.  Yes,  it  was  paid  on  that  date. 

Q.  In  other  words,  the  note  of  David  G.  Smith  which 
was  given  for  $5,000.00  and  the  proceeds  from  which  were 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company 
on  July  22,  1935,  was  paid  to  the  bank  by  Mr.  David  G. 
Smith  on  July  26,  1935,  the  date  when  the  Utah  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Company  withdrew*  its  entire  account  of  five  thousand 
dollars  from  the  Continental  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  is  that  correct?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Callister:  You  may  cross  examine. 

1129  Cross  Examination 


Bv  Mr.  Shinnick: 

* 

Q.  Mr.  Culbertson :  Does  the  Continental  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  now  have  an  account  with  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company? 

Mr.  Callister:  Objected  to  upon  the  ground  it  is  imma¬ 
terial  and  not  within  the  issues  and  not  proper  cross  ex¬ 
amination. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  In  response  to  the  objection  I  ask  the 
reporter  to  copy  into  the  record  at  his  point  Order  of  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  dated  August  17, 
1935,  signed  Herbert  L.  Pettey,  the  boy  of  which  reads  as 
follows : 

“Upon  written  request  of  Paul  Q.  Callister,  respondent  in 
the  above-entitled  proceeding,  for  authority  to  take  further 
depositions  with  respect  to  the  financial  responsibility  of 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Commission: 

IT  IS  ORDERED,  That  the  depositions  of  Messrs.  David 
G.  Smith  and  E.  A.  Culbertson,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
with  respect  to  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  be  taken  before  E.  M.  Garnett,  a 
Notary  Public  in  and  for  the  County  of  Salt  Lake,  State 
of  Utah,  in  the  law  offices  of  E.  R.  Callister,  Continental 
Bank  Building,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  September  6,  1935, 
at  11  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  continuing  thereafter  from  day  to 
day  until  concluded :

Q.  You  may  answer  Mr.  Culbertson. 

Mr.  Harold  E.  Wallace:  Does  the  record  show  the  ob¬ 
jection  went  that  it  was  not  proper  cross  examination  and 
that  matter  has  not  been  gone  into  on  the  record? 

Mr.  Callister:  Yes,  we  object  to  it  on  that  ground.  A. 
Yes,  they  have  an  account  at  this  time. 

Q.  Do  you  have  with  you  any  of  the  records  of  the  Con¬ 
tinental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Salt  Lake 
City  showing  the  condition  of  that  account  at  this  time? 

Mr.  Callister:  Same  objection,  that  it  is  not  proper 
cross  examination,  immaterial. 

A.  Yes,  I  have  the  account  here. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mav  I  see  them?

Q.  These  records  consist  of  a  deposit  slip  dated  Septem¬ 
ber  3,  1935,  and  a  ledger  sheet  of  the  bank?  A.  Yes. 

(Exhibit  A  marked  by  the  Notary) 

Q.  I  hand  you  respondent’s  Exhibit  A  for  identification 
Mr.  Culbertson,  and  ask  you  to  state  what  it  is. 

Mr.  Callister:  No^v  at  this  point  we  make  the  same  ob¬ 
jection,  that  it  is  immaterial  and  not  proper  cross  examina¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  The  position  of  respondents  on  this  and 
any  other  objections  of  the  same  character  is  that  the 

1131  financial  responsibility  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company  having  been  opened  up  on  direct  examina¬ 
tion  it  is  proper  to  cross  examine  upon  that  financial  re¬ 
sponsibility.  A.  It  is  a  deposit  slip  of  the  Utah  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Company  showing  deposits  made  on  September  3, 1935. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  the  deposit  as  evidenced  by 
this  deposit  slip,  Mr.  Culbertson? 
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Mr.  Callister :  Same  objection,  immaterial  and  not  proper 
cross  examination. 

A.  $3668.16. 

Q.  And  was  the  amount  of  that  deposit  passed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  by  the  bank?  A. 
It  was. 

Mr.  Callister:  Three  thousand  and  what? 

The  Witness:  $3,668.16. 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  that  deposit? 

Mr.  Callister:  Same  objection,  immaterial,  not  proper 
cross  examination. 

A.  It  consisted  of  five  different  checks.  Want  me  to  read 
the  amounts? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  $1695.33,  $467.85,  $911.50,  $413.48,  $180.00. 

Q.  What  is  the  name  of  the  account  as  shown  by  this 
deposit  slip?  A.  Utah  Broadcasting  Company. 

Q.  Is  there  any  other  notation  on  the  face  of  the  deposit 
slip  ? 

Mr.  Callister :  Objected  to  on  the  ground  the  slip  itself  is 
the  best  evidence,  that  it  is  immaterial,  not  proper  cross 
examination. 

1132  A.  The  notation  4 4 Reopen  W.  J.  L.” 

Q.  Does  the  deposit  slip  bear  on  its  face  a  nota¬ 
tion:  “Reopen  W.  J.  L.?”  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  does  that  notation  mean? 

Mr.  Callister:  Objected  to  upon  the  ground  it  is  im¬ 
material,  not  proper  cross  examination,  and  calling  for 
his  conclusion. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  In  response  to  the  objection,  the  propo- 
nant  is  an  officer  of  the  bank,  qualified  as  such  on  direct 
examination. 

A.  The  initials  are  the  initials  of  W.  J.  Lewis  who  has 
charge  of  the  new  accounts  department  and  means  that 
the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  was  re¬ 
opened  on  September  3,  1935. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  We  offer  this  as  respondent’s  Exhibit  A. 

Mr.  Callister:  We  object  to  the  admission  in  evidence 
as  part  of  this  deposition  of  respondent’s  proposed  Ex¬ 
hibit  A  upon  the  ground  it  is  immaterial,  incompetent,  ir- 
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relevant,  not  admissable  as  part  of  the  cross  examination 
of  this  witness,  and  is  not  within  the  issues. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Same  response  to  the  objection. 

(Exhibit  A  offered  in  evidence  is  in  words  and  figures  as 
follows:)

1137  Q.  Mr.  Culbertson,  referring  to  Exhibit  1  being 
the  signature  card  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany,  may  I  ask  you  is  that  signature  card  still  the  signa¬ 
ture  card  considered  by  the  bank  in  connection  with  the 
re-opened  account?

Q.  I  ask  you  if  the  notations  appearing  on  the  back  of 
this  signature  card:  “Account  Closed  7-30-35”  and  “Ac¬ 
count  closed  5-28-35”  now  have  any  significance  other  than 
as  an  historical  record  as  to  the  condition  of  this  account 
in  prior  times?

Q.  When  were  you  served  with  a  subpoena  in  this  matter 
Mr.  Culbertson?  A.  Says  on  the  subpoena  the  27th  day  of 
August. 

Q.  No,  I  asked  you  when  you  were  served  with  it.  A.  I 
don’t  remember. 

Q.  Isn’t  it  a  fact,  Mr.  Culbertson,  that  you  were 
1141  served  with  the  subpoena  in  response  to  which  you 
are  here  today  on  Saturday  August  31,  1935?  A.  I 
think  that  is  correct. 

Q.  Well,  if  the  return  on  the  subpoena  under  oath  shows 
that  you  were  served  the  31st  day  of  August,  1935,  you 
would  say  that  is  correct  would  you  not?  A.  Yes.

Q.  That  would  be  last  Saturday,  wouldn’t  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  The  two  following  days,  Sunday  and  Monday,  were 
holidays,  were  they  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  this  deposit  was  made  on  September  3,  1935? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  at  what  time  you  were  served  with 
this  subpoena  on  Saturday,  August  31st,  1935?  A.  I  can¬ 
not  remember  exactly ;  I  think  it  was  about  noon  some  time. 

Q.  It  was  about  12  o’clock  wasn’t  it,  just  before  the  bank 
closed?  A.  I  think  so. 

Q.  Just  a  few’  moments  before  the  bank  closed,  wasn’t  it 
Mr.  Culbertson?  A.  My  recollection  is  it  was  approxi¬ 
mately  noon. 

Q.  You  may  state  Mr.  Culbertson  whether  or  not  you 
communicated  the  fact  that  you  had  been  served  with  a 
subpoena  in  this  matter  to  Mr.  Smith  or  any  one  else  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company?  A.  Yes,  I 
communicated  with  Mr.  Smith. 

Q.  You  may  state  when  you  communicated  with 
1142  Mr.  Smith.  A.  I  wrote  him  a  letter  Saturday. 

Q.  The  day  that  you  wrere  served  with  the  sub¬ 
poena,  is  that  correct?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  addressed  it  to  Mr.  Smith  at  his  Salt  Lake 
City  address  did  you  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  So  that  in  the  ordinary  course  of  mail  Mr.  Smith 
would  have  received  that  letter  on  or  prior  to  September  3, 
1935,  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Object  as  calling  for  testimony  beyond  the 
knowledge  of  this  witness. 

Mr.  Callister :  I  think  that  is  knowledge  about  which  he 
can  testify. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  doubt  it  very  seriously.  That  is  only 
presuming  as  to  w’hat  the  ordinary  course  of  the  mail  is, 
when  Mr.  Smith  would  receive  it. 

A.  I  presume  so. 

Q.  Did  you  notify  Mr.  Smith  that  you  were  required  un¬ 
der  this  subpoena  to  produce  the  deposit  slips,  signature 
cards,  balance  sheets,  withdrawal  slips  and  loan  and  dis¬ 
count  records  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  with  the 
Continental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  at  this 
hearing  where  your  deposition  was  to  be  taken?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  So  that  prior  to  September  3,  1935,  and  subsequent  to 
the  time  when  you  were  served  with  this  subpoena  you  noti¬ 
fied  Mr.  David  G.  Smith  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  that  you  had  been  subpoened  here  to  testify  and  to 
bring  the  records  which  you  have  just  mentioned? 

1143  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Objected  to ;  move  to  strike  the  answer  on 
the  ground  it  is  absolutely  irrelevant,  incompetent  and  im¬ 
material. 

Q.  Mr.  Culbertson,  have  you  with  you  a  copy  of  the  let¬ 
ter  you  wrote  to  Mr.  Smith?  A.  No,  I  haven’t. 

Q.  Could  you  produce  that  letter  ?  A.  Yes,  I  could  pro¬ 
duce  a  copy  of  it.  I  can  tell  you  what  is  in  it  if  you  like — 
approximately  what  is  in  it. 

Q.  State  what  was  in  it. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Object;  the  letter  itself  is  the  best  evi¬ 
dence  of  what  it  contains. 

Mr.  Wallace:  With  that  objection  Mr.  Culbertson  better 
have  it  brought  up. 

Mr.  Callister:  Have  you  got  the  original  of  the  letter, 
Mr.  Smith? 

Mr.  David  G.  Smith :  I  have  it  at  home. 

Mr.  Callister:  You  haven’t  it  with  you? 

Mr.  Smith:  No. 

Q.  You  can  send  down  for  a  copy  of  that,  can’t  you? 
A.  Yes ;  may  be  they  can  find  it. 

(Exhibit  7  marked  by  the  Notary) 

Q.  I  hand  you,  Mr.  Culbertson,  proposed  exhibit  7  which 
purports  to  be  a  letter  written  by  you  as  Vice-President  of 
the  Continental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  to  Mr. 
David  Smith,  1721  Herbert  Avenue,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
and  ask  you  to  examine  it  and  state  whether  or  not 

1144  that  is  a  carbon  copy  of  the  letter  which  you  wrote 
to  Mr.  Smith,  about  which  you  just  testified  a  few 

minutes  ago? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Reporter,  before  answering  that  ques¬ 
tion  I  would  like  to  ask  one  question  going  to  the  qualifica¬ 
tion  of  this  witness  to  identify  the  exhibit.

Q.  (by  Mr.  Shinnick)  I  ask  you,  Mr.  Culbertson,  did  you 
manually  type  this  letter  and  manually  make  that  carbon 
copy?

Q.  (by  Mr.  Shinnick)  And  the  stenographer  transcribed 
the  dictation  and  make  the  carbon  copy?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Callister: 

Q.  After  the  letter  was  written  and  submitted  to  you  was 
the  carbon  copy  submitted  along  with  the  letter?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Does  this  carbon  copy  bear  you  initials  at  the  bottom 
of  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  may  state  if  you  initialed  this  letter  at  the  time 
vou  signed  the  original  and  mailed  it  to  Mr.  Smith?  A.  I 
did. 

Q.  And  is  that  exhibit  7  which  you  hold  in  your  hand  the 
carbon  copy  of  the  letter  which  you  wrote  to  Mr.  Smith? 
A.  It  is. 

Q.  And  which  you  mailed  as  you  have  testified  on  Satur¬ 
day,  August  31,  1935?  A.  The  letter  is  dated  August  30, 
1935;  possibly  an  error  in  the  testimony  there;  that  was 
served  on  August  31st  or  was  it  August  30th? 

1145  Q.  The  return  shows  August  31st.  A.  Possibly  an 
error ;  but  it  was  written  immediately  after  I  received 
the  subpoena. 

Q.  You  had  knowledge  of  the  contents  of  the  subpoena  at 
the  time  you  wrote  that  letter  to  Mr.  Smith  of  which  Ex¬ 
hibit  7  is  a  carbon  copy,  did  you  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  notice  that  in  the  letter  to  Mr.  Smith  you  state — 

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object  to  any  statement  from  the  docu¬ 
ment  not  specifically  offered  as  an  exhibit. 

Mr.  Callister:  I  now  offer  in  evidence  as  part  of  this 
deposition  Exhibit  7. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Before  I  object  I  desire  to  ask  the  witness 
if  the  addressee  of  this  letter  is  present  in  the  room  today? 

The  Witness :  He  is. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  I  object  on  the  ground  that  the  addressee 
of  the  original  letter  is  present  in  the  room  appearing  in

Mr.  Callister:  We  insist  upon  the  offer.

Q.  Do  you  remember  at  what  time? 

Mr.  Shinnick :  Let  the  objection  stand  to  this  whole  line 
of  cross  examination. 

Mr.  Callister:  It  may  be  so  stipulated. 

A.  I  don’t  remember  the  exact  time;  some  time  between 
9  o’clock  and  noon. 

Q.  Your  best  judgment  is  it  was  early  in  the  morn-

Q.  Mr.  Culbertson,  at  the  time  Mr.  Smith  called  upon  you 
in  response  to  your  request  did  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  have  anything  to  its  credit  with  the  Continental  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  and  Trust  Company?

What  do  they  mean?  A.  The  punch  marks  read:  “Paid” 
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and  the  date  and  the  clearing  house  number  31-4. 
1150  Q.  When  that  check  was  presented  for  payment  it 
was  honored  by  the  bank?  A.  It  was. 

Q.  What  was  the  complete  signature  appearing  on  that 
check?  A.  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  by  David  G.  Smith. 

Q.  Would  the  bank  have  honored  that  check  if  all  or  any 
part  of  that  signature  had  been  absent  from  the  check? 
A.  No. 

Q.  So  I  take  it  in  order  to  withdraw  funds  from  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company  it  is  required  that  the  withdrawal 
slip  bear  the  words  4 ‘Utah  Broadcasting  Company  by  David 
G.  Smith”,  is  that  correct?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  And  that  condition  still  obtains  with  respect  to  that 
account?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shinnick :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Callister :  Are  you  offering  that  in  evidence  ? 

Mr.  Shinnick:  No,  sir.  ; 

Mr.  Callister :  May  I  see  it  just  a  moment  for  cross  exam¬ 
ination? 

Redirect  Examination 


Bv  Mr.  Callister:  We  want  it  marked  for  identification. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Object  to  any  mark  of  identification  as 
not  being  a  document  under  the  control  or  custody  or  in  the 
custody  of  the  one  who  offers  it  for  identification. 

Mr.  Callister:  It  has  been  referred  to  and  testified  about 
here  and  it  is  the  best  evidence  of  what  it  contains.  We 
insist  we  are  entitled  to  the  right  to  cross  examine

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Culbertson,  you  have  in  your  hand  what 
purports  to  be  a  check  drawn  on  the  Continental  National 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  by  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  by  David  G.  Smith,  have  you  not  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Is  that  the  identical  check  about  which  you  testified  a 
few  minutes  ago  in  answer  to  questions  propounded  to  you 
by  Mr.  Shinnick  counsel  for  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  It  is  a  check  dated  May  28th — 

Mr.  Callister :  Just  a  minute.  Read  the  question.

1152  Q.  You  can  answer  that  yes  or  no.  A.  I  dont  know 
what  questions  were  propounded;  a  lot  of  questions 
have  been  asked  me  about  different  checks.

Q.  That  is  the  declaration  Mr.  Smith  made  on  February

Mr.  Shinnick:  I  object.  Move  to  strike  the  preceding 
answer  as  well  as  the  one  just  given  on  the  ground  it  is 
incompetent,  irrelevant  and  immaterial. 

Q.  And  as  you  testified  in  answer  to  questions  pro¬ 
pounded  to  you  by  Mr.  Shinnick  there  has  been  no  change 
in  the  status  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company’s  account 
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so  far  as  the  authroization  of  signatures  is  concerned  since 
February  5,  1935?  A.  No. 

Q.  And  there  has  been  no  notice  served  upon  you  with 
respect  to  the  ownership  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  except  the  notice  as  contained  in  Exhibit  1,  is  that 
correct?  A.  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Callister:  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shinnick:  Mr.  Reporter,  I  ask  this  check  be  marked 
for  identification  as  respondent’s  Exhibit  C  and  offer  it  on 
the  stipulation  that  it  may  be  copied  into  the  record. 

Mr.  Callister:  No  objection. 

(Exhibit  C  offered  in  evidence  and  marked  by  the  Notary 
“Ex.  C”  is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows:)

1169  PRESENT: 

Dan  B.  Shields,  Esquire, 

Orman  Ewing,  Esquire,  representing  the  applicant. 

Bagley,  Judd  &  Ray  (by  Robert  L.  Judd,  Esquire)  repre¬ 
senting  the  Radio  Corporation  of  Utah,  call  letters 
KSL. 

Rawlings  &  Wallace  (by  Harold  E.  Wallace,  Esquire) 
representing  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany,  call  letters  KDYL,  and  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Corporation. 


WHEREUPON  the  following  proceedings  were  had. 
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Frank  C.  Carman  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness  by 
and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been  first  duly 
sworn  herein,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination 

By  Mr.  Shields: 

Q.  Will  you  state  your  name  ?  A.  Frank  C.  Carman. 

Q.  Your  age?  A.  Twenty-five. 

Q.  Your  residence?  A.  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  And  what  is  your  business,  Mr.  Carman?  A.  I  have 
been  a  graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Utah; 

1170  and  am  part-time  radio  engineer. 

Q.  Have  you  collegiate  degrees  along  this  line  of 
training?  A.  In  1930  I  secured  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree; 
in  1931  a  Bachelor  of  Science ;  in  1932  a  Master  of  Science 
in  radio  engineering,  at  the  University  of  Utah. 

Q.  And  have  you  been  engaged  in  radio  work  for  some 
time  past?  A.  I  have  been  a  government  operator  since 
1924;  broadcast  operator  since  1929. 

(Last  question  and  answer  read.) 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  experience  with  respect  to  the  con¬ 
struction  of  radio  equipment?  A.  Yes.  I  have  assembled 
a  good  many  amateur  transmitters,  and  at  the  University 
in  1931  and  1932  I  assembled,  had  complete  charge  of  the  de¬ 
signing  of  a  one-thousand  watt  station,  on  which  I  was 
granted  my  Master’s  Degree. 

Q.  This  application  is  for  what  type  of  radio  station?  A. 
We  apply  for  a  local  radio  station  of  one-hundred-watt 
power. 

Q.  And  where  in  Salt  Lake  City  do  you  propose,  if 
granted  permission,  to  establish  your  station,  or  your  stu¬ 
dio,  so-called?  A.  We  have  suggested  the  Walker  Bank 
Building,  though  we  intend  to  take  measurements  to  choose 
a  more  favorable  location  if  necessary. 

Q.  What  frequency  have  you  applied  for?  A.  In  consider¬ 
ing  frequency  in  our  application  there  were  several  local 
frequencies  available,  1200,  1210,  1310,  1370,  and  1500. 

The  two  frequencies  1200  and  1210  being  between 

1171  KSL  and  KDYL  would,  I  felt,  perhaps  interfere 
locally  here  somewhat;  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly 

sixty  per  cent  of  radios  in  use  are  of  the  tuned  radio  fre¬ 
quency  type  and  the  cheaper  type  superheterodyne,  which 
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are  now  barely  separating  the  two  locals,  and  a  station  be¬ 
tween  these  two  would  interfere  to  a  great  extent,  we  did 
not  desire  to  operate  that  position. 

1310  is  out  of  the  question,  being  too  close  to  KDYL. 

1370  is  thirty  kilocycles  away  from  Ogden.  I  have  been 
informed  there  is  a  rule  from  Washington  that  a  station  op¬ 
erating  at  1370  kilocycles — Salt  Lake  is  thirty-one  miles 
from  Ogden,  air-line,  and  Ogden  has  a  station  at  1400 — and 
the  Commission  requires  two  station  30  kilocycles  apart  to 
be  forty  miles  or  more,  air-line.  That  would  eliminate  1370. 

1500  was  the  frequency  we  chose,  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  far  enough  away  not  to  interfere  with  local  stations, 
and  that  frequency  will  cover  the  territory  sufficiently  for 
our  needs. 

Mr.  Judd :  That  is  1500  k.  c., — is  that  the  way  you  desig¬ 
nate  that? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

Q.  Now,  will  you  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commission 
what  is  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  applicant, 
1172  and  your  ability  to  secure  funds?  A.  We  have  in 
our  partnership  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  cash. 
We  have  securities  available  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
and  if  we  need  any  more  we  can  get  it. 

Also,  I  might  add,  we  have  about  eight  hundred  dollars’ 
worth  of  equipment. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  stations  in  Utah  designated 
as  KSL  and  KDYL?  A.  Very  much. 

Q.  Have  you  had  recent  checks  made  with  respect  to  the 
programs  which  you  might  consider  typical?  A.  Yes.  We 
have  taken  down  and  timed  to  the  second  both  programs 
for  one  week;  everything  was  mentioned  and  it  has  been 
taken  in  shorthand  and  transcribed. 

Q.  In  addition  to  that  have  you  made  a  survey  of  the 
business  possibilities  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  county  and  the 
immediate  environs?  A.  Yes;  I  and  four  associates  who  I 
employed  contacted  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  merchants 
in  the  center  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  business  district. 

Q.  What  sort  of  contact  was  this?  A.  We  made  a  per¬ 
sonal  contact  with  the  managers  of  the  stores,  offered  them 
a  questionnaire  with  they  answered. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  costs  of  local  service  on  the 
two  stations  referred  to  as  KSL  and  KDYL?  A.  Yes,  I 
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have  a  rate  card  of  KDYL,  and  I  understand  KSL  is  the 
same  price. 

1173  Q.  In  your  visitation  with  these  various  merchants 
with  whom  you  have  had  contact,  what  was  the  con¬ 
sideration  in  talking  with  each  of  these  persons  with  re¬ 
spect  to  why  they  did  not,  if  they  did  not,  use  radio  adver¬ 
tising?  A.  The  main  reason  was  high  cost,  the  present 
rates;  the  second  reason  was  availability  of  hours — not 
available. 

Q.  In  your  one  hundred  watt  station,  if  a  certificate  of 
convenience  and  necessity  shall  be  granted,  will  your  opera¬ 
tion  be  mainly  local?  Do  you  hope  to  have  much  contact 
with  the  so-called  national  operation?  A.  Our  programs 
and  interests  will  be  local  entirely. 

Q.  Now,  have  you  made  an  investigation  of  the  potential 
local  opportunities  for  radio  entertainment,  so-called?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  radio  subject-matter?  A.  The  possibility  of  se¬ 
curing  talent  ? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  Yes,  I  have  contacted  every  school  of  music 
and  dramatics ;  I  have  secured  the  entire  list  of  all  eligible 
radio  talent  in  Salt  Lake  City,  which  totals — and  I  have 
their  names — around  five  hundred  or  better. 

Q.  Have  you  made  some  approximation  of  the  number  of 
business  people  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  greater  Salt  Lake 
City,  so-called?  A.  Yes,  I  secured  the  figures  from  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune  of  the  total  number  of  business  houses,  man¬ 
ufacturing  or  merchants,  operating  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  And  how  many  are  there? 

1174  Mr.  Wallace:  Object  to  that  as  hearsay. 

A.  The  Tribune  supplied  me  with  the  figure  of 
1981  from  the  1930  census. 

Q.  That  is  the  United  States  government  census?  A. 
Yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  That  is  1931? 

The  Witness:  1930  census,  supplied  by  the  Salt  Lake 
Tribune. 

Mr.  Judd:  What  was  the  number? 

The  Witness :  1981  houses  of  business  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Now  going  back  to  the  visitation 
which  was  made  of  these  various  business  houses,  you  and 
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four  young  men,  you  say?  A.  University  students  whom  I 
hired. 

Q.  Have  you  asked  that  these  men  come  here  to  testify? 
A.  Yes ;  it  has  been  a  little  hard  to  take  them  out  of  classes, 
but  this  afternoon  possibly  we  can  have  them  here. 

Q.  What  about  this  timing  which  was  done?  A.  The  pro¬ 
grams  were  listened  to  for  one  week,  the  entire  time,  by  two 
stenographers  whom  I  can  have  here  if  necessary. 

Q.  Can  you  have  them  here  at  two  o’clock?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  Hasn’t  he  got  their  reports? 

The  Witness :  Yes. 

1175  Mr.  Shields:  If  vou  won’t  ask  us  to  have  them 
here,  their  reports  are  reduced  to  writing,  full  statis¬ 
tical  data  of  the  whole  business. 

Q.  What  percentage  of  the  business  people  in  Salt  Lake 
City  by  your  comparison  do  you  find  are  using  the  local 
radio  stations  ? 

(Last  question  read.) 

Mr.  Wallace :  Object  to  that  as  hearsay,  the  proper  foun¬ 
dation  not  having  been  laid.  The  statement  was  that 
others  have  made  this  investigation. 

Mr.  Shields:  Others  with  him  and  under  his  supervi¬ 
sion.  They  will  be  here  to  testify. 

Go  ahead. 

A.  For  the  seven  days  KSL  advertised  for  sixty  mer¬ 
chants,  representing  three  per  cent  of  the  total  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

For  the  seven  days  KDYL  advertised  for  seventy-eight 
of  this  group,  representing  3.9  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Since  eighteen  used  the  facilities  of  both  stations,  this 
makes  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  institutions  using 
radio  advertising  in  Salt  Lake  City.  This  represents  six 
per  cent  of  the  total  estimated  numbers. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Now,  with  respect  to  the  size  of 
your  radio  station,  Mr.  Carman,  about  what  is  the  coverage 
of  the  type  of  station  which  you  propose  to  supply?  A.  We 
have  plotted  from  mathematical  formula, — Austin  and 
Cone  formula, — the  coverage  of  a  one-hundred-watt  sta¬ 
tion  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The  constants  in  this  equa- 

1176  tion  for  this  type  of  territory  were  furnished  by  the 
government. 
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Q.  Of  the  United  States?  A.  By  the  United  States  gov¬ 
ernment.  Our  curves  show  we  will  cover  a  radius  of  ten 
miles  from  our  station;  that  is,  at  a  point  6.3  millivolts  per 
meter  we  expect  to  cover  approximately,  as  tests  have 
shown  here,  within  a  radius  of  twenty  miles. 

Q.  "What  £>ercentage  of  the  population  of  the  state  of 
Utah  will  that  range  supply  with  this  local  service,  approx¬ 
imately?  A.  Approximately  thirty-nine  per  cent. 

Q.  Now,  having  visited  these  various  people  and  various 
business  houses,  I  will  ask  you  what  assurance  have  you 
with  respect  to  their  use  of  your  service  if  the  permit  shall 
be  granted  ?  A.  Shall  I  read  the  questionnaire  ? 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  that  as  hearsay,  not  being 
shown  that  this  man  contacted  those  one  hundred  and  fifty 
business  men  himself,  but  by  agents. 

The  Witness :  The  agents  will  be  here. 

Mr.  Judd :  May  we  have  the  same  stipulation  we  had  be¬ 
fore,  that  an  objection  on  the  part  of  one  is  saved  as  to 
both? 

Mr.  Shields :  I  so  stipulate. 

Mr.  Judd:  That  applies  as  to  questions  which  have  been 
asked  and  objected  to  heretofore  ? 

Mr.  Shields :  And  any  in  the  future. 

(Last  question  read.) 

1177  A.  Shall  I  read  my  questionnaire? 

Q.  No,  your  view  of  it.  A.  In  computing  the  an¬ 
swers  to  the  questionnaire  we  find  of  the  one  hundred  fifty- 
seven  that  we  visited,  those  in  favor  of  supporting  the  facil¬ 
ities  of  a  local  broadcast  station  total  one  hundred  and 
twelve,  or  seventy-one  per  cent  of  the  entire  list.  Those 
not  in  favor  total  forty-five,  or  twenty-nine  per  cent  of  the 
entire  list.  But  of  this  twenty-nine  per  cent  or  forty-five 
merchants  we  find  twenty-three  have  never  used  radio  ad¬ 
vertising  and  do  not  believe  in  its  worth ;  sixteen  have  used 
radio  advertising  but  were  dissatisfied  with  results,  and 
complained  of  high  cost  of  present  facilities.  Only  six  were 
satisfied  with  present  facilities,  that  is,  time  available  and 
price  rates  of  both  stations. 

Out  of  the  one  hundred  and  twelve,  or  the  favorable 
group,  we  find  thirty-eight  have  never  used  radio  adver¬ 
tising.  Eleven  expressed  satisfaction  to  the  present  rates 
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of  the  two  stations ;  sixty  complained  of  favorable  hours  not 
available  and  price  rates  beyond  their  means;  thirty-one 
expressed  no  answer  to  the  question. 

In  conclusion,  this  survey  show^s  a  large  percentage,  or 
seventy-one  per  cent  of  this  representative  group  of  Salt 
Lake  City  merchants  will  support  a  small  local  broadcast¬ 
ing  station ;  that  the  present  price  rates  of  radio  advertis¬ 
ing  in  Salt  Lake  City  are  too  high  for  the  average  business 
establishment,  even  those  rates  of  a  one-thousand 

1178  watt  station ;  also,  that  only  seventeen,  or  seven  and 
one-half  per  cent  were  satisfied  with  present  facili¬ 
ties,  but  eleven  of  this  seventeen  stated  they  would  support 
a  small,  local  radio  broadcasting  station. 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  move  this  entire  statement  be  stricken 
on  the  ground  it  is  hearsay,  a  conclusion  of  the  witness,  no 
proper  foundation  having  been  laid. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Now  what  do  you  estimate  mil  be 
the  cost  of  your  equipment?  A.  The  cost  of  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  the  transmitter  and  studios  and  antenna  will  total 
fifty-nine  hundred  dollars,  approximately. 

Q.  And  if  the  type  of  radio  equipment  which  you  begin 
with  is  not  completely  satisfactory  to  government  inspec¬ 
tion  and  their  requirements,  are  you  financially  equipped 
so  that  you  may  alter,  exchange  or  renew? 

Mr.  Wallace:  Object  to  that  as  calling  for  a  conclusion 
of  the  witness,  not  the  best  evidence. 

A.  After  a  construction  permit  has  been  granted,  that 
does  not  necessitate  the  government  okehing  our  installa- 
tin ;  that  comes  later.  If  our  transmitter  is  not  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  government  specifications  we  will  buy  one  that  they 
state ;  not  only  buy  it,  but  pay  for  it. 

Q.  Now,  as  the  result  of  your  examination  into  potential 
radio  users,  the  number  and  quality  thereof,  your  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  radio  business,  your  general  information  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  line  of  work,  what  is  your  conclu- 

1179  sion  as  to  the  result  of  all  these  various  bases  as  to 
the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  public  of  Salt 

Lake  City  being  served  by  such  equipment  and  such  a  plant 
as  you  propose  to  offer? 

Mr.  Wallace:  Object  to  that  as  calling  for  a  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  witness,  and  no  proper  foundating  having  been 
laid.

Mr.  Shields :  G-o  ahead  and  answer. 

A.  I  have  obtained  from  our  survey  of  the  merchants 
that  the  merchants  are  very  much  in  favor  of  a  station 
which  will  offer  them  a  very  materially  reduced  rate. 

From  the  educational  institutions,  musical  institutions, 
w’e  have  found  from  the  survey  of  the  two  local  programs 
that  they  have  been  neglected. 

Q.  May  I  ask  you,  do  you  propose  to  use  in  your  station 
some  of  this  electrical  transcription?  A.  In  our  application 
to  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  we  have  stated 
that  our  programs  will  be  twenty  per  cent  commercial  pro¬ 
grams  entertainment ;  forty  per  cent  entertainment  sustain¬ 
ing  programs ;  ten  per  cent  educational ;  three  per  cent  reli¬ 
gious  ;  and  twenty-seven  per  cent  miscellaneous. 

For  the  first  six  months  we  will  operate  sixty  to  seventy 
per  cent  electrical  transcription  and  records.  After  the 
first  six  months  we  intend  to  use  only  fifty  per  cent. 

Q.  But  your  electrical  transcription,  however,  is  to  be 
governed  and  controlled  entirely  by  the  necessity?  A.  Yes.

Mr.  Shields :  I  would  like  to  put  a  couple  of  girls  on  out 
of  turn. 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  have  no  objection. 

Mr.  Shields :  Call  Mrs.  Stein. 

Luella  Price  Stein  was  thereupon  produced  as  a  witness 
by  and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been  first 
duly  sworn  herein,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination 
(By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  Will  you  state  your  name?  A.  Luella  Price  Stein. 

Mr.  Judd:  How  do  you  spell  your  first  name? 

The  Witness :  L-u-e-l-l-a. 

Q.  What  is  your  business,  Mrs.  Stein?  A.  Housewife. 

Q.  And  have  you  at  some  time  or  another  been  employed 
as  a  stenographer?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Have  you  had  experience  as  a  stenographer?  A.  I 
have. 

Q.  In  addition  to  your  occupation  as  a  housewife 

1181  during  the  year  1935  have  you  at  some  time  been  oc¬ 
cupied  in  stenographic  and  timing  work  for  the  Utah 

Broadcasting  Company  ?  A.  I  have. 

Q.  Will  you  state  when  that  was!  A.  From  January  6th 
to  and  including  the  13th. 

Q.  Will  you  just  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  record  what 
your  work  was?  A.  I  took  down  local  announcements  and 
timed  them  to  the  second. 

Q.  And  how  was  this  done?  A.  I  sat  at  a  table  with  an 
electric  clock,  telechrome  clock,  using  the  second  hand  to 
time  it ;  took  all  my  notes  in  shorthand. 

Q.  Did  you  transcribe  those  notes  later?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  supply  that  transcript?  A.  Frank 
Carman. 

Q.  What  type  of  typewriter  did  you  write  on?  A.  Un¬ 
derwood. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  some  one  else  doing  the  same  kind  of 
work  at  the  same  time  you  were  so  employed?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  was  that  ?  A.  Miss  Virginia  Pace. 

Q.  Where  wras  your  transcription  done?  A.  At  my  home. 
Q.  I  show  you  some  typewritten  sheets  which 

1182  begin  at  page  5,  and  I  show  you  pages  5,  6,  7,  8,  9, 10. 
A.  Those  are  mine. 

Q.  These  are  your  work  ?  A.  My  work. 

Q.  Did  you  make  copies  of  those  at  the  same  time,  that  is, 
carbon  copies  ?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  I  show  you  carbon  copies  in  a  document  which  will  be 
later  identified,  beginning  with  page  5, — pages  5,  6,  7,  8  and 
9,  and  the  succeeding  page  10.  I  will  ask  you  if  those  car¬ 
bon  copies  were  made  by  you  at  the  same  time  and  place? 

A.  Thev  were. 

•/ 

Q.  The  material  that  is  contained  in  those  carbon  copies, 
just  explain  how  it  was  obtained?  A.  I  got  up  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  and  took  down  everything  that  came  on  the  radio,  local 
announcements,  also  putting  in  each  time  signal,  each  sta¬ 
tion  announcement,  everything  that  came  on  until  the  sta¬ 
tion  went  off  the  air  at  night. 

Q.  Both  national  and  local?  A.  Both  national  and  local. 
Q.  Calling  your  attention  to  what  is  referred  to  by  the 
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experts  as  spot  announcements,  did  you  also  make  a  record 
of  them?  A.  Yes,  I  did. 

Q.  In  other  words,  every  announcement  that  was  made 
during*  the  entire  period  of  the  days  that  you  worked  you 
made  a  record  of  in  shorthand,  later  transcribed  vour  rec-

ords  into  typewriting,  and  the  pages  which  you  have 

1183  seen  here  are  those  transcriptions?  A.  Yes,  they 
are. 

Q.  Now,  was  that  done  during  the  whole  period  of  the 
time  which  you  have  referred  to  ?  A.  It  was. 

Mr.  Shields :  Take  the  witness. 

Cross  Examination 

(By  Mr.  Judd:) 

Q.  These  pages  here  are  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shields :  You  will  find  some  of  them  are  KSL. 

The  Witness:  Those  pages  you  referred  to  are  just 
KDYL,  the  first  day’s  work. 

Mr.  Shields :  Then  I  am  not  through. 

The  Witness:  That  is  just  the  first  day’s  work. 

Direct  Examination  (resumed) 

(By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  The  pages  which  I  showed  you  cover  what  length  of 
time  ?  A.  Seventeen  and  a  half  hours  on  Monday  the  6th — 
KDYL. 

Q.  Isn’t  it  eighteen  and  a  half  hours?  A.  Eighteen  and 
a  half  hours. 

Q.  Now,  Mrs.  Stein,  I  will  ask  you  this,  did  you,  the  next 
day,  take  a  like  record  from  another  broadcasting  station? 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  was  the  broadcasting  station  you  worked  on  the 
next  day?  A.  KSL. 

1184  Q.  On  KSL  did  you  do  the  identical  type  of  work 
which  you  have  testified  to  with  respect  to  the  first 

day’s  work  on  the  opposite  station?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  And  did  you  take  that  in  shorthand  with  respect  to 
time,  the  signals,  the  type  of  entertainment  from  that  radio 
broadcasting  machine  during  that  entire  period?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  And  when  that  was  done  did  you  transcribe  that  into 
typewriting?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Did  you  make  the  same  type  of  original  and  copy 
which  you  made  on  the  da}7  before?  A.  Yes. 

(Applicant’s  Exhibit  A  was  thereupon  marked  by  the  re¬ 
porter.) 

Mr.  Shields:  Do  you  folks  feel  we  have  to  have  two  of 
these  things  ?  I  don ’t  want  to  burden  this,  and  by  the  same 
token  I  want  to  give  them  all  the  information — 

Mr.  Judd:  I  don’t  know. 

Mr.  Shields :  Will  you  stipulate  if  they  require  a  second 
one  we  may  supply  it?  We  have  it. 

Mr.  Judd:  Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace :  I  will  be  willing  to  stipulate  that. 

Mr.  Shields:  Then  we  will  just  introduce  the  one,  and 
consider  that  that  is  Exhibit  A. 

Q.  The  first  things  we  have  referred  to  are  pages

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields :)  I  show  you  now  pages  marked  be¬ 
ginning  with  34,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39.  Is  that  the  same  day? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  39  and  40.  I  will  ask  you  if  this  work  is  yours?  A. 
Yes,  it  is. 

1186  Q.  Is  it  a  transcription  of  notes  which  you  your¬ 
self  made?

Q.  And  which  were  made  in  your  home  at  a  table  near  the 
radio  with  a  clock  and  all  the  equipment  as  you  have  here¬ 
tofore  indicated?  A.  Yes.

Q.  And  did  you  make  the  same  copy  that  you  indicated 
originally  in  each  case?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  Now,  going  to  page  45,  is  that  yours?  A.  That  is 
mine. 

Q.  That  is  your  work;  45,  46,  47,  48,  49,  50  and  51?  A. 
That  is  mine. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you,  Mrs.  Stein,  if  you  are  the  person  who 
made  these  sheets  and  if  these  are  a  transcription  of  notes 
which  you  personally  took  in  your  home  on  the  dates  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  title  pages,  and  if  you  took  them  under  the 
same  time,  terms  and  conditions  that  you  have  heretofore 
indicated?

Mr.  Shields :  It  may. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Judd:)  You  stated  you  made  it  from  Jan¬ 
uary  6th  to  13th,  I  understood,  Mrs.  Stein?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Your  record  shows  there  the  pages  you  have  listed 
here  begin  on  January  7th?  A.  I  started  on  the  7th. 

Q.  You  did  not  start  on  the  6th?  A.  No,  I  did  not  start 
on  the  6th;  I  started  on  the  morning  of  the  7th. 

Q.  That  would  be  the  7th,  then,  to  the  13th,  inclusive?  A. 
Inclusive,  yes. 
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Q.  As  I  read  this,  Mrs.  Stein,  page  15  here  is  Jan- 

1188  uary  9th,  which  is  KDYL  again?  A.  There  is  one  in 
between,  there  is  KSL. 

Q.  You  didn’t  call  our  attention  to  those  pages,  as  I  got 
it.  Mrs.  Stein,  as  I  figure,  this  on  page  5  is  KDYL,  Janu¬ 
ary  7th;  that  runs  from  pages  up  to  10  inclusive,  then  11,  I 
take  it,  is  a  carbon  copy  of  KDYL  again?  A.  That  is  not 
my  work — I  can’t  see  it  from  here. 

Q.  Then  we  come  from  the  11th  to  the  15th,  and  we  have 
KDYL  again? 

Mr.  Shields:  You  will  find  KSL  doesn’t  start  until  you 
get  to  page  30.  The  KDYL  hours  are  all  listed  first,  you 
see. 

Mr.  Wallace:  KSL  starts  at  page  34. 

Mr.  Shields :  KSL  is  January  7th  on  page  30,  from  30  to 
34. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Judd:)  That  is  a  carbon  of  page  30,  that  is 
not  yours,  is  it?  A.  I  don’t  think  so — let  me  see  it — no, 
that  is  not  my  wmrk. 

Q.  That  is  not  yours?  A.  No,  that  is  not  mine. 

Mr.  Shields :  They  alternate  back  and  forth. 

Mr.  Judd :  I  was  just  trying  to  find  her  work,  is  all. 

The  Witness :  That  is  my  work,  starting  on  page  34. 

Q.  That  is  the  first  KSL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  didn’t  take  KSL  on  the  7th?  A.  No,  I 

1189  took  KDYL  on  the  7th. 

Q.  You  started  on  the  8th  with  KSL?  A.  I  started 
on  the  8th  with  KSL. 

Q.  So  page  34  would  be  your  first  KSL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Would  that  be  the  8th  to  the  13th?  A.  I  alternated; 
I  started  on  the  7th  with  KDYL;  on  the  8th  with  KSL;  9th 
KDYL;  10th,  KSL;  11th,  KDYL;  12th  and  13th,  KSL. 

Q.  Oh,  I  see.  So  you  didn’t  have  a  solid  week  of  either 
one?  A.  No. 

Q.  In  other  words,  on  the  day  that  you  took  KDYL  you 
did  not  take  KSL  ?  A.  No. 

Q.  On  the  day  you  took  KSL  you  didn’t  take  KDYL?  A. 
No. 

Q.  And  the  last  two  days  you  took  KSL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  So  that  you  only  had  the  one  radio?  A.  That  is  all. 
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Cross  Examination 
(By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  In  other  words,  this  record  that  you  have  made  is 
how  many  days  for  the  record  of  KDYL?  A.  Three. 
1190  Q.  Three  days?  A.  Three  days. 

Q.  For  the  record  of  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  that  is  all  the  record  you  have  kept?  A.  Of 
KDYL,  yes.

Q.  You  then  kept  consecutive  days  or  alternate  days, 
which  was  it?  A.  Alternate  days. 

Q.  You  haven ’t  the  record  of  three  consecutive  days?  A. 
No. 

Q.  You  didn’t  make  a  record  of  three  consecutive  days? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  make  a  record  just  prior  to  Christmas,  a  log 
of  the  station  similar  to  this?  A.  No,  I  didn’t. 

Q.  Did  you  make  one  in  April  of  last  year?  A.  No;  I 
have  never  done  it  before. 

Q.  You  have  never  made  any  record  except  those  three 

days  shown  in  this  record  of  KDYL  at  any  time?  A.  Not 

at  anv  time.

Q.  And  you  have  never  kept  a  record  at  any  other  time 
other  than  these  three  days  of  KDYL?  A.  I  never  have. 
Mr.  Wallace:  That  is  all. 


1191  Virginia  Pace  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness 
by  and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been 
first  duly  sworn  herein,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination 

(By  Mr.  Shields :) 

Q.  Will  you  state  your  name?  A.  Virginia  Pace. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live,  Miss  Pace?  A.  Salt  Lake. 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  lived  here?  A.  All  my  life. 

Q.  What  is  your  profession  or  occupation?  A.  Stenog¬ 
rapher. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  so  occupied?  A.  Five  years. 
Q.  Calling  your  attention  particularly  to  the  month  of 
January  in  the  year  1935,  I  will  ask  you  if  you  did  certain 
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stenographic  work  for  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company 
with  respect  to  taking  and  timing  of  programs  on  the  radio 
stations  known  as  KSL  and  KDYL  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A. 
I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  day  you  began  your  work?  A.  On 
January  6th. 

Q.  And  what  station  did  you  work  on?  A.  I  alternated; 
I  began  on  January  6th  with  KDYL. 

Q.  And  after  you  had  done  this  work— did  you 

1192  take  notes  in  shorthand?  A.  I  did. 

Q.  And  when  the  notes  were  taken  in  shorthand 
did  you  transcribe  them?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  use  a  typewriter  the  type  of  which  you  would 
be  familiar  with?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  page  which  is  marked  1  in 
the  document  which  is  identified  as  Applicant’s  proposed 
Exhibit  A,  and  I  will  ask  you  to  look  at  the  typewriting 
there,  and  ask  you  if  that  is  your  work?  A.  It  is. 

Q.  Now,  Miss  Pace,  was  all  your  work  done  on  KSL?  A. 
No,  it  alternated;  took  one  station  one  day,  the  other  sta¬ 
tion  the  other  day. 

Q.  How  did  you  do  this  work,  and  just  state  what  you 
did? 

Mr.  Judd :  Ask  her  if  she  did  it  like  the  other  witness. 
The  Witness :  Yes,  just  the  same. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Your  operation  was  exactly  the 
same  type  of  operation  that  has  been  heretofore  testified  to 
by  Mrs.  Stein?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  And  you  have  supplied  the  pages  here.  What  type  of 
typewriter  was  yours  ?  A.  Remington. 

Q.  You  have  supplied  the  various  pages  here  over 

1193  the  days  that  you  operated?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shields:  Now,  gentlemen,  if  you  are  willing 
to  stipulate,  we  will  cut  this  right  down  right  now. 

Mr.  Judd:  We  will  stipulate  she  would  testify  that  the 
pages  identified  by  her,  the  Remington  typewriter  pages — 
Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  From  the  6th  \o  the  12th,  inclu¬ 
sive,  are  your  work?  You  took  the  information  thereon, 
the  same  type  of  information  that  was  taken  and  testified 
to  by  Mrs.  Stein,  and  that  you  transcribed  it,  and  the  work 
here  in  the  proposed  exhibit  is  your  work?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Shields:  Is  that  satisfactory? 
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Mr.  Judd  .  As  I  get  it,  KDYL  runs  from  page  1  to  page 
29  inclusive;  is  that  right? 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Judd:  And  KSL  runs  from  page  30 — 

Mr.  Shields :  — to  64,  inclusive. 

Mr.  J udd :  — to  66,  inclusive. 

Mr.  Shields :  Yes,  that  is  right. 

With  that  stipulation  I  don’t  believe  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  these  girls  longer,  unless  you  want  to  cross-examine? 
Mr.  Judd:  Nothing. 

1194  Cross  Examination 

(By  Mr.  Wallace :) 

Q.  You  didn’t  keep  any  other  record  of  the  stations 

KDYL  and  KSL?  A.  Not  anv  other  than  what  is  here. 

•/ 

Q.  You  didn’t  keep  a  record  prior  to  December?  A.  No. 
Q.  Or  any  other  time  during  the  year?  A.  No. 

Q.  Or  any  year?  A.  No. 

Q.  All  vou  know  is  the  record  you  reported  here?  A. 
Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Wallace:  For  the  purpose  of  the  record,  Mr. 
Shields,  mav  it  be  shown  we  do  not  admit  this  to  be  a  correct 
record? 

Mr.  Shields :  Oh,  of  course. 

Mr.  Judd :  We  only  admitting  they  would  testify  to  that. 
Mr.  Shields :  That  is  all,  this  is  what  they  would  testify 
to. 

Cross  Examination 
(By  Mr.  Judd:) 

Q.  On  page  45,  KSL,  January  10, 1935, — 

The  Witness :  That  is  not  mine. 

Mr.  Shields:  This  is  Mrs.  Stein’s.  Try  page  52. 

Q.  Here  is  one,  on  page  41.  That  6 :26%,  record- 

1195  ing  program.  Did  the  record  start  right  out,  the  re¬ 
cording  record,  or  was  some  announcement  made? 

A.  Some  mornings  it  would  start  before  6:30,  and  there 
would  be  the  record  playing  when  I  would  turn  the  radio  on. 
Then  he  would  come  in,  the  announcer  would  come  in  about 
6:30  and  give  the  station  identification,  the  correct  time, 
and  then  start  playing  records. 
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Mr.  Judd:  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields :  If  you  folks  will  bear  with  me,  I  will  call 
another  man  out  of  turn,  then  we  can  go  back  to  our  expert. 

Call  Mr.  Trapp. 

Jacob  Trapp  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness  by  and 
on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been  first  duly  sworn 
herein,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination 


(By  Mr.  Shields :) 


Q.  Will  you  state  your  name?  A.  Jacob  Trapp. 

Q.  And  where  do  you  live,  Mr.  Trapp?  A.  You  want  the 
street  address? 

Q.  No.  A.  Salt  Lake  City. 

1196  Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  here?  A.  About  four 
and  a  half  years. 

Q.  And  what  is  your  occupation?  A.  I  am  a  minister. 

Q.  And  are  you  connected  with  some  particular  organi¬ 
zation  or  denomination?  A.  Yes,  the  Unitarian  Church. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  an  organization  in  Salt  Lake 
City  known  as  the  Ministerial  Association?  A.  Yes,  I  am 
a  member. 

Q.  You  are  a  member  of  that  institution?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  in  a  general  way  with  the  use  madt 
of  the  radio  in  Salt  Lake  City?  A.  Why,  probably  not  as 
familiar  as  some,  because  I  do  not  listen  to  the  radio  very 
much ;  I  turn  it  on  only  very  occasionally,  Sundays  listen  to 
some  music,  and  Saturday  nights  when  I  am  working  and 
want  some  music.  I  have  been  tempted  to  speak  about  the 
value  of  the  radio  more  than  once,  because  I  have  some 
opinions  on  it, — but  I  am  not  here  to  air  my  opinions  on  the 
value  of  it. 


Q.  You  might  be.  Now,  calling  your  attention  particu¬ 
larly  to  the  use  which  religious  exposition  is  given  on  the 
radio ;  are  you  familiar  in  a  general  way  with  that?  A.  To 
some  extent,  yes. 

Q.  Let  me  ask  you  another  question  before  we  go  into 
that.  Have  you  some  familiarity  with  the  cost  of 
1197  radio  time  over  the  two  radio  stations  which  are  cer¬ 


tificated  in  Salt  Lake  City? 
this  testimony  on  that — 
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Mr.  Judd :  Well,  now,  I  don’t  think  he  need  to  volunteer 
anything.  It  is  a  yes  or  no  question. 

Mr.  Shields :  He  may  or  may  not  he  able  to  do  it  without 
qualifying  it. 

A.  If  there  is  no  objection  I  would  like  to  speak  of  it  in 
this  way;  that  my  organization  is  interested  in  broadcast¬ 
ing  from  an  educational  point  of  view.  It  is  an  organiza¬ 
tion  in  which  I  give  lectures  Sunday  mornings  on  philo¬ 
sophic  and  educational  subjects.  I  am  giving  lectures  on 
the  philosophies  now,  a  series  that  lasts  three  months. 

My  board  of  trustees  feels  it  would  be  a  splendid  educa¬ 
tional  venture  to  be  able  to  give  similar  lectures  over  the 
radio.  And  twice  during  my  ministry  here  in  Salt  Lake  the 
board  has  officially  made  inquiries  as  to  the  cost  of  radio 
broadcasting. 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  anything  the  board  has  done, 
and  ask  that  go  out  as  hearsay. 

The  Witness :  I  see.  All  right. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Go  ahead  with  your  story.  We  will 
let  the  Commission  rule  on  that  afterwards.  A.  The  first 
investigation  w’as  made  by  me  personally.  I  called  up 
KDYL  and  KSL  and  got  figures  myself,  winch  I  am  not 
prepared  to  report  on,  because  I  do  not  carry  them  in  my 
head,  but  wTe  did  find  that  the  radio  broadcasting  on 
1198  the  stations  was  beyond  our  means.  And  I  think 
that  is  the  reason — in  fact,  that  is  the  only  reason 
wThy  our  particular  church  does  not  broadcast  regularly. 

The  other  ministers  have  expressed  to  me  that  is  the 
reason  why  they  do  not  take  advantage  of  it. 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  wiiat  other  ministers  have  ex¬ 
pressed  and  ask  that  go  out. 

The  Witness :  I  see. 

Q.  Just  proceed.  A.  I  personally  feel,  also,  that  there  is 
not  enough  of  that  type  of  w'ork  represented  on  the  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  local  stations,  and  the  ministers  wiio  signed 
this  particular  little  statement  with  me  that  you  had  before 
you,  felt  the  same  way  about  it.  And  that  is  the  reason  we 
signed  the  statement.  We  felt  that  a  small  povrer  station 
would  be  a  distinct  asset  to  the  community,  to  get  before  the 
community  programs  which  can  not  be  gotten  on  the  big 
stations  because  of  the  cost. 
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Q.  Then  you  will  say,  I  take  it,  Mr.  Trapp,  that  if  a  small 
power  station  was  certificated  in  Salt  Lake  City,  where  time 
could  be  secured  at  what  we  will  say  is  a  nominal  or  a 
lower  cost,  that  you  would  think  the  convenience  and  ne¬ 
cessity  of  the  people  in  this  community  would  demand  and 
require  a  thing  of  that  sort?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  spoken  on  this  subject  with  the  people 
whose  names  are  on  this  little.petition  which  is  here? 

1199  A.  Yes,  we  discussed  it.  All  those  signatures  were 
taken  at  a  meeting  of  the  Salt  Lake  Ministerial  As¬ 
sociation  two  weeks  ago  today. 

Q.  And  of  your  own  knowledge  that  represents  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  members  of  that  institution? 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  that  as  leading,  calling  for  a 
conclusion  of  this  witness. 

Mr.  Judd:  Suggestive,  not  the  best  evidence,  hearsay. 

A.  It  represents  the  opinion  of  those  who  signed,  those 
members  who  signed. 

Q.  And  are  you  familiar  with  the  signatures  of  the  men 
whose  names  are  indicated  on  the  document  which  you  now 
hold? 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  that,  the  document  not  having 
been  offered. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  will  identify  it  in  a  minute. 

A.  I  saw  them  sign  the  petition,  and  I  know  the  men,  so 
I  would  say  they  are  genuine  signatures. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  would  like  to  have  the  document  marked. 

(Applicant’s  Exhibit  B  was  thereupon  marked  by  the  re¬ 
porter.) 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  The  document  which  ;is  marked 
Exhibit  B,  Applicant ’s  Exhibit  B,  is  the  document  to  which 
you  refer?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  the  signatures  there  you  saw  signed  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  do  you  know  each  of  the  men?  A.  Yes. 

1200  Q.  You  know  that  each  of  the  men  whose  signa¬ 
tures  are  there  actually  made  the  signature  of  his 

name?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  offer  this  document  B  in  evidence.  And 
for  the  purpose  of  the  record  I  also  offer  in  evidence  Ex¬ 
hibit  A. 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  object  to  the  introduction  of  Exhibit 
B  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  mere  hearsay,  that  it  is  imma- 
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terial,  that  it  has  no  bearing  upon  the  matter  here  before 
the  Commission,  and  further,  that  the  proper  foundation 
has  not  been  laid. 

Mr.  Judd:  And  it  is  not  the  best  evidence.  May  we  add 
the  further  objection  that  it  is  hearsay. 

(Said  Applicant’s  Exhibit  B,  offered  in  evidence,  is  at¬ 
tached  to  this  transcript  and  made  a  part  thereof.) 

Mr.  Wallace:  Now,  Mr.  Shields,  with  reference  to  Ex¬ 
hibit  A,  we  object  to  the  introduction  of  Exhibit  A  on  the 
grounds  that  it  is  self-serving,  that  it  is  not  shown  to  be  of¬ 
ficial,  that  it  is  not  the  best  evidence,  the  record  of  the 
broadcasting  companies  filed  in  Washington  being  the  best 
evidence  as  to  the  log  of  the  programs  of  the  stations. 

We  further  move  that  all  of  the  testimony  given  bv  Lu- 
ella  Price  Stein  and  the  testimony  of  Virginia  Pace  be 
stricken  and  their  depositions  rejected  for  the  reason 
1201  that  in  neither  case  was  permission  to  take  the  depo¬ 
sition  of  these  two  girls  granted  by  the  Radio  Com¬ 
mission. 

(Said  Applicant’s  Exhibit  A,  offered  in  evidence,  is  at¬ 
tached  to  this  transcript  and  made  a  part  thereof.) 

(Appellant’s  Exhibit  C  was  thereupon  marked  by  the  re¬ 
porter.) 

Mr.  Shields :  I  desire  to  offer  in  evidence,  in  connection 
with  the  testimony  of  Miss  Pace  and  Mrs.  Stein  the  docu¬ 
ment  which  is  marked  Applicant ’s  Exhibit  C. 

Mr.  Wallace :  Object  to  the  exhibit  as  not  being  the  best 
evidence. 

Mr.  Judd:  We  object  to  it  on  the  ground  it  is  addressed 
to  Mr.  Ewing,  and  not  to  the  Commissioner,  and  that  there 
is  nothing  in  the  telegram  which  appears  to  be  official  or  to 
clothe  the  Commissioner  wdth  any  authority  to  take  those 
depositions. 

Mr.  Shields:  Mr.  Reynolds  will  repudiate  that  if  it  is 
not  his. 

Mr.  Wallace :  What  is  your  capacity,  Mr.  Ewing? 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  appear  as  a  party  in  interest,  with  power 
of  attorney  from  Mr.  Wrathall,  who  signed  the  application 
for  this  station  in  Washington. 

I  made  the  request  of  the  Commission  to  include  those 
names,  and  it  is  granted. 
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If  the  Commission  in  complying  with  the  request  to  hear 
these  parties  set  forth  in  the  exhibit  failed  to  notify 

1202  Mr.  Blakeley,  that  is  their  fault,  and  not  mine. 

(Said  Applicant’s  Exhibit  C,  offered  in  evidence, 
is  attached  to  this  transcript  and  made  a  part  thereof.) 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  I  understood  you  to  say,  Mr. 
Trapp, — in  order  that  the  record  may  be  clear  on  this,  that 
at  the  time  Exhibit  B  was  signed  by  the  various  persons 
there,  that  it  followed  a  talk,  a  conversation  between  the 
people  here  signed  with  respect  to  radio  and  the  expense 
and  the  necessity  for  the  use  thereof! 

Mr.  Judd:  We  object  to  that  as  hearsay. 

A.  We  had  a  brief  discussion.  During  the  meeting  I  ex¬ 
plained  that  this  was  in  behalf  of  a  low-power  station  for 
Salt  Lake  City,  and  there  was  a  brief  general  discussion  as 
to  the  advantage  that  that  would  be,  and  it  was  the  concen¬ 
sus  of  opinion,  and  the  men  who  signed  that  did  so  gladly 
and  voluntarily,  that  not  enough  local  talent  was  employed 
on  the  larger  stations. 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  object  to  any  conversation  had  there, 
on  the  ground  it  is  mere  hearsay,  not  binding  upon  these 
parties. 

A.  And  the  signatures  represent  the  feeling  on  their  part 
of  a  need  for  some  such  station  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Mr.  Shields:  You  may  take  the  witness. 

Mr.  Judd:  I  haven’t  any  questions. 

1203  Cross  Examination 

(By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  it  would  cost  to  operate  a  one- 
hundred- watt  station!  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  it  would  cost  to  put  a  program 
on  a  one-hundred-watt  station!  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  much  it  would  cost  to  employ  local 
talent  to  operate  for  an  hour  on  a  one-hundred-watt  sta¬ 
tion!  A.  That  depends,  of  course,  on  the  local  talent. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  that  would  be !  A.  Some  men  who 
would  gladly  volunteer  their  services  to  give  an  educational 
program  on  such  a  station,  and  especially  ministers,  who 
would  be  glad  to  get  the  opportunity. 
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Q.  To  talk?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  But  do  you  know  how  much  talent  such  as  music  would 
cost?  A.  No,  I  am  not  an  expert  on  those  things. 

Q.  You  don’t  know,  then,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  of  your  own 
knowledge,  that  a  one-hundred-watt  could  be  operated  more 
cheaply  than  a  thousand-watt  station,  do  you?  A.  Not  of 
my  own  knowledge,  no.  One  of  the  reasons  I  am  giving 
giving  such  slight  testimony  as  I  am  here  is  that  I  have  a 
neighbor  who  is  an  expert  on  such  things. 

Q.  But  you  don’t  know  of  your  owm  knowledge?  A.  No. 
Q.  Mr.  Trapp,  you  on  March  19th  broadcast  over 

1204  KDYL,  did  you  not?  A.  March  19,  1934? 

Q.  Do  you  know’  of  the  Church  of  the  Air  which 
has  broadcast  over  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  broadcast  over  that  series  of  lectures?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  how  often?  A.  I  don’t  remember.  I  think  about 
— if  I  recollect — tvro  or  three  times. 

Q.  That  wras  without  cost,  was  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  it  was  open  for  all  denominations,  w’as  it  not?  A. 
Yes;  they  had  a  program  for  a  Church  of  the  Air  for  var¬ 
ious  denominations  which  thev  discontinued  for  some  rea- 
son,  I  don ’t  know  what. 

Q.  And  there  were  a  series  of  lectures  every  Sunday  for 
quite  a  long  period  of  time,  weren’t  there?  A.  Quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Sundays;  yes. 

Q.  All  without  cost  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  at  the  invitation  of  the  station  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Shields :  How’  manv  Sundavs  did  it  go,  could  vou  sav 
that? 

Mr.  Wallace:  Approximately  a  year. 

1205  Q.  You  heard  the  ministers  of  other  denomina¬ 
tions  and  sects  talk  over  this  station  on  that  program, 

did  you  not?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  practically  all  of  the  churches  of  the  city  took 
part  in  that?  A.  I  believe  so. 

Q.  And  many  of  the  ministers  and  parties  who  have 
signed  Applicant’s  Exhibit  B  appeared  on  that  program, 
did  they  not  ?  A.  To  my  knowledge  about  three  of  them  did 
appear  on  that  program. 

Q.  About  three  of  them?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  And  how  many  have  signed  that?  A.  Eight  signa¬ 
tures. 

Q.  Eight  signatures;  and  you  know  of  three  that  ap¬ 
peared?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  of* the  others,  whether  or  not  they  did 
appear,  do  you?  A.  Some  of  them  were  not  here  at  the 
time,  I  think. 

Q.  Some  of  them  were  not  here?  A.  All  the  ministers 
in  the  city  did  not  appear  on  the  program,  of  course ;  they 
got  representation  by  denomination,  not  by  individual 
churches. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Clifton  R.  Pond?  A.  No. 

Q.  Of  the  Community  Methodist  Church?  A.  No,  I  do 
not. 

Q.  You  didn’t  hear  him  speak  over  KDYL,  did 

1206  vou?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Clarence  I.  Waters?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  him  speak  over  the  radio?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  On  the  Church  of  the  Air?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  Bishop  Moulton  speak  for  the  Church 
of  the  Air  on  KDYL?  A.  I  didn’t  happen  to  hear  him, 
no ;  he  was  on  the  program. 

Q.  He  is  pastor  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Utah,  is  he 
not?  A.  He  is  the  Bishop. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  G.  L.  Lobdel?  A.  I  believe  I  did. 

Q.  Speak  for  the  Church  of  the  Air  over  KDYL?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  was  free  time?  A.  Yes;  we  could 
not  afford  to  buy  it,  so  it  was  given  to  us,  free  for  a  time. 

Q.  In  fact,  you  were  solicited  by  the  station,  were  you 
not,  to  give  a  program  over  the  air?  A.  I  believe  the  ap¬ 
proach  came  from  the  station. 

Q.  And  each  one  of  these  parties  I  have  mentioned  gave 
several  programs,  didn’t  they,  or  lectures,  over  the  station 
on  this  Church  of  the  Air — those  whose  names  you  recog¬ 
nize  here?  A.  Those  whose  names  I  recognise;  I  don’t  know 
how  often  they  appeared. 

1207  Q.  Did  you  hear  H.  Lyon  Baynes?  A.  No. 

Q.  Pastor  of  the  Bethel  Baptist  Church?  A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  Rabbi  Samuel  H.  Gordon?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  Theodore  G.  Lilley  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church?  A.  No,  I  did  not  hear  him.  I  didn’t  hear 
all  of  those  programs. 
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Q.  You  didn’t  hear  all  of  those  programs?  A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  the  Reverend  Elmer  I.  Goshen  give  a 
series  of  talks  over  the  station  KDYL?  A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  he  gave  a  series  of  at  one  time  six 
lectures,  one  a  week,  over  station  KDYL?  A.  I  heard  that 
his  Sunday  morning  services  were  broadcast  for  a  time,  but 
of  course  I  did  not  hear  them,  because  I  am  busy  at  that 
time. 

Q.  You  frequently  hear  religious  sermons  and  lectures 
over  station  KDYL,  do  you  not?  A.  Well,  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge  the  Ministerial  Association  was  represented  on  this 
Church  of  the  Air,  and  has  been  given  free  time  also  for 
Lenten  broadcasts  on  KSL,  in  the  Lenten  season.  Those 
were  given  very  early  in  the  morning,  I  believe  seven  A.  M., 
but  one  does  not  hear  lectures,  religious  lectures  frequently 
on  the  air. 

1208  Mr.  Shields:  Not  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

A.  Because  the  desirable  time  for  such  lectures  most 

churches  can  not  afford. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  in  the  period  from  January  1st  to 
June  1st,  1934,  there  was  broadcast  over  station  KDYL 
religious  broadcasts  to  the  extent  of  fifty-one  hours  fifteen 
minutes,  and  that  that  was  gratis?  A.  No,  I  didn’t  know 
that. 

Q.  You  have  heard  considerable  broadcasting,  though,  of 
religious  sermons  over  that  station,  have  you  not?  A. 
KDYL? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  I  have  heard  a  national  broadcast,  religious 
broadcast,  over  KDYL,  and  I  have  heard  these  Church  of 
the  Air  broadcasts,  local  Church  of  the  Air  broadcasts, 
which  were  discontinued;  either  were  not  considered  valu¬ 
able,  or  the  time  was  too  valuable.  At  and  rate,  they  were 
discontinued. 

Q.  You  have  heard  frequent  religious  broadcasts  on  Sun¬ 
day,  haven’t  you,  over  that  station?  A.  No. 

Q.  I  presume  on  Sundav  vou  are  busv  as  a  pastor?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  And  you  don’t  have  the  radio  on  a  large  part  of  the 
time;  is  that  true?  A.  That  is  qufte  possible. 

Q.  Would  it  surprise  you  to  know  that  KDYL  did, 

1209  during  that  period  mentioned,  broadcast  fifty-one 
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hours  fifteen  minutes  of  free  religious  broadcasts?  A.  Was 
the  Church  of  the  Air  on  at  that  time, — the  local  Church 
of  the  Air? 

Q.  No.  A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  whether  I  am  surprised  or 
not. 

Mr.  Wallace:  You  don’t  know  how  to  take  it. 

Mr.  Shields :  Are  you  through  ? 

Mr.  Wallace:  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields :  If  there  is  any  surprise  about  it  at  all  it  is 
that  the  percentage  of  time  is  eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent 
of  the  entire  time. 

Mr.  Wallace :  I  object  to  that  statement  as  being  incor¬ 
rect.  The  percentage  is  1.65. 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  for  the  year? 

Mr.  Wallace:  No,  that  is  for  the  six  months.  1.65.  We 
have  all  the  percentages. 

Mr.  Shields:  1.6? 

Mr.  Wallace:  1.65. 

Mr.  Shields :  1.63 — I  have  a  slide  rule  man  here. 

Mr.  Judd :  Put  him  on. 

Mr.  Shields :  The  percentage  of  that  is  1.63  per  cent  of 
the  entire  time. 

The  Witness:  I  am  not  surprised  nor  anything  of  the 
sort,  because  I  am  not  an  expert  on  what  the  general  pro¬ 
grams  are  on  the  radio ;  just  giving  a  personal  judgment  to 
the  fact  that  for  the  average  church  the  cost  is  pro- 
1210  hibitive. 

Mr.  Shields:  I  withdraw  the  witness  and  with¬ 
draw  the  question. 

The  Witness:  The  cost  is  prohibitive  for  the  average 
church,  is  all. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  Do  you  know  how  much  time  you 
had  on  the  three  sermons  you  gave?  A.  Yes, — I  am  not 
sure  it  was  three,  it  may  have  been  just  two.  You  see,  they 
began  the  Church  of  the  Air  and  ran  it  for  a  number  of 
Sunday  afternoons,  then  dropped  it,  discontinued  it.  But 
when  I  did  speak  I  had  a  fifteen-minute  period. 

Mr.  Shields :  May  I  ask  you,  were  those  periods  fifteen 
minutes? 

Mr.  Wallace:  Yes,  fifteen  minutes. 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields :  Now  we  will  recall  Mr.  Carman. 
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Frank  C.  Carman  was  thereupon  recalled  to  the  witness 
stand  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  appellant,  and  having  been 
heretofore  duly  sworn  herein,  further  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  Examination  (resumed:) 

(By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  Now,  Mr.  Carman,  when  you  were  on  the  witness 
stand  before  the  lunch  period,  I  neglected  to  ask  you  if  you 
had  already  made  arrangements  in  case  this  cerificate  of 
convenience  and  necessity  is  granted  to  you,  for  em* 

1211  ployees,  personnel  of  your  station  ?  A.  Yes,  we  have 
formed  a  chart  of  the  personnel  that  we  intend  to  use. 

Q.  And  what  type  of  men  and  women,  if  women,  are  you 
going  to  use,  trained  or  untrained?  A.  Trained. 

Q.  And  when  you  say  trained,  just  what  do  you  mean?  A. 
I  mean  our  technical  staff  will  be  government  operators, 
and  that  our  business  staff  will  be  persons  who  are  familiar 
with  that  business. 

Q.  Now,  when  you  say  government  operators,  will  you 
just  explain  what  you  mean?  A.  A  government  operator 
is  a  person  who  has  been  recognized  by  the  government 
through  an  examination  as  one  who  is  eligible  to  operate  a 
broadcasting  station  and  who  has  been  granted  a  certificate. 

Q.  And  was  that  the  type  of  examination  you  referred  to 
this  morning  when  you  said  you  had  become  a  government 
operator  in  1929  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Are  these  men  local  men  or  men  from  outside  the 
state  ?  A.  Our  technical  staff  will  be  three  men  of  approxi¬ 
mately  ten  who  are  unemployed  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  Local  residents?  A.  Local  men. 

Q.  Have  you  made  some  investigation  with  respect 

1212  to  costs, — for  instance,  the  cost  of  the  operation?  If 
you  have,  I  wish  you  would  just  give  us  the  benefit  of 

that  general  investigation.  A.  Well,  I  have  listed  the  ap¬ 
proximate  cost  of  operating  a  station  of  that  size  sustaining 
a  program,  and  the  operation  would  be  approximately 
twelve  hundred  dollars  a  month.  If  we  operate  sixteen 
hours  a  day  and  sold  one-sixth  of  that  time  at  a  price  which 
is  the  average  for  one-hundred-watt  stations  of  approxi¬ 
mately  fifty  dollars  per  hour,  the  income  would  be  around 
four  thousand  dollars,  if  we  sell  only  one-sixth  of  the  time, 
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with  an  overhead  of  around  twelve  hundred  dollars  a 
month. 

I  also  might  add  that  of  the  executives  in  our  company, 
the  four  partners,  two  of  us  are  operators ;  if  we  had  to,  the 
four  of  us  could  nearly  run  the  station  until  it  was  put  on  a 
paying  basis. 

Q.  Will  you  explain  just  what  you  mean  by  the  term 
“sustaining  program”?  A.  Sustaining  program  is  one 
that  is  not  sponsored. 

Q.  When  you  say  not  sponsored,  what  do  you  mean?  A. 
One  that  is  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

Q.  In  terms  with  which  some  of  us  older  people  would  be 
familiar,  it  would  be  one  “on  the  house”?  A.  That  is  my 
idea  of  it,  yes  sir. 

Q.  Now,  you  said  this  morning  you  made  some  investiga¬ 
tion  personally  with  respect  to  the  available  talent  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  I  wdsh  vou  would  refer  to  the  document  which 
has  been  marked  Exhibit  A,  and  just  tell  us  the  type 
1213  of  investigation  which  you  personally  made?  A.  On 
page  80  of  Exhibit  A  I  have  tried  to  list  eligible 
dramatic  and  musical  talent  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  avail¬ 
able  for  a  radio  broadcasting  program.  By  “eligible”  I 
mean  advanced  to  the  point  that  they  have  been  recom¬ 
mended  for  radio  broadcasting. 

Under  music  talent  I  have  listed  private  instructors 
which  total  eighty-six. 

Q.  They  are  set  out  alphabetically,  are  they  not?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  the  great  major¬ 
ity  of  these  people?  A.  A  great  number  of  them.  I  have 
been  a  music  student  myself,  piano  student  myself,  for  fif¬ 
teen  years,  and  I  know  most  of  the  musicians. 

On  the  average  there  are  two  associated  with  each  in¬ 
structor,  which  totals  one  hundred  and  seventy-two,  or  the 
combined  eighty-six  and  one  hundred  seventy-two, — two 
hundred  fifty-eight. 

From  the  University  of  Utah  music  department  we  have 
a  faculty  of  four  members ;  associated  with  them  sixty  who 
are  eligible  for  radio  broadcasting,  which  gives  us  sixty- 
four  from  the  University  of  Utah. 

From  the  Progressive  School  of  Music  there  are  thirty- 
seven. 
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From  the  McCune  School  of  Music  and  Art  we  find 

1214  twenty-one  faculty  members,  sixty  associates,  giving 
a  total  of  eighty-one. 

From  the  Modern  School  of  Music,  five. 

From  the  Harold  Rhodes  School  of  Music,  seven. 
Dramatic  talent, 

I  have  associates,  graduates  and  members  of  the  Univer- 
sitv  of  Utah  facultv,  of  eight;  associated  with  them — and 
I  have  their  names —  sixty ;  giving  a  total  of  sixty-eight. 

Private  dramatic  individuals,  I  have  them  listed  as  a 
total  of  thirtv. 

From  the  McCune  School  of  Music  and  Art,  faculty  of 
two,  associated  with  them  ten,  a  total  of  twelve. 

A  grand  total  of  five  hundred  sixty-two  eligible  persons. 
That  does  not  list  the  speakers  available. 

From  senior  high  schools,  a  total  of  four. 

Business  schools  and  colleges,  six. 

Church  schools  of  senior  high  schools  and  college,  five. 
Private  scientific  schools,  one. 

State  University  of  Utah  at  Salt  Lake,  one. 

Churches  and  religious  organizations,  thirtv. 
Associations,  clubs  and  lodges,  one  hundred  seven. 
Which  gives  us  a  total  of  one  hundred  fifty-four  in  Salt 
Lake  Citv. 

m/ 

Q.  Then  have  you  had  some  conversation  and 

1215  association  with  the  Salt  Lake  Federated  Musicians  ’ 
organization?  A.  Yes,  I  contacted  the  division  of 

the  American  Federation  of  Labor  of  this  city. 

Q.  What  did  you  find  there  ? 

Mr.  Wallace:  Object  to  that  as  hearsay  and  not  the  best 
evidence. 

A.  I  have  a  letter  signed  by  the  vice-president  of  the 
company. 

Q.  Is  that  the  letter  which  is  on  page  85  of  Exhibit  A? 
A.  Yes. 

Mr,  Wallace:  We  object  to  that  part  of  Exhibit  A  as 
being  hearsay,  not  the  best  evidence,  and  being  self-serving. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  The  signature,  Nicholl,  is  that  the 
original?  A.  That  is  the  original,  signed  before  me. 

Q.  And  you  saw  him  sign  that?  A.  Saw  him  sign  it. 
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Q.  And  you  know  Mr.  Nicholl  himself?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace :  Did  you  prepare  the  letter  for  him  to  sign? 
The  Witness:  Yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  Did  you  prepare  the  letter  for  the  Reverend 
Trapp  to  sign? 

The  Witness :  The  letter  ?  That  petition  was  prepared 
by  myself. 

Mr.  Wallace :  Let  the  record  show  the  petition  referred 
to  is  the  Exhibit  B. 

1216  Mr.  Shields:  Yes,  it  may. 

Q.  Now%  did  you  in  your  work  on  this  application 
make  some  determination  as  to  the  percentage  of  business 
houses  in  Salt  Lake  at  the  present  time  using  radio?  A. 
Yes;  I  think  w’e  covered  that  this  morning. 

Q.  What  was  it? 

Mr.  Judd:  He  gave  all  those  figures. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  don’t  want  to  do  it  over  again. 

Q.  Now,  can  you  tell  me,  Mr.  Carman,  in  going  over  the 
document  Exhibit  A,  just  how  many  of  the  business  men 
named  herein  that  you  personally  contacted?  A.  I  person¬ 
ally  contacted  approximately  fifteen. 

Q.  Who  are  they?  Can  you  designate  them?  A.  The 
entire  list  is  in  document  A,  and  their  answers  to  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire — I  would  have  to  go  through  that  one  hundred 

and  fifty-seven. 

•/ 

Q.  Is  the  kind  of  questionnaire  set  forth?  A.  Yes,  the 
kind  of  questionnaire  is  set  forth  on  page  72. 

Q.  Can  you  indicate  the  ones  that  you  contacted  yourself? 
A.  I  contacted  the  Paris  Department  Store  and  a  number 
of  Sugar-house  concerns,  the  Southeast  Furniture,  Apex 
Electric,  Granite  Mart,  Rothwood  Furniture  Company,  Lin- 
coln-Hanson  Sales  Company,  and  the  Homer  Applicance 
Company.  Those  are  a  few  that  I  contacted. 

Q.  And  vThat  was  the  nature  of  this  contact?  A.  We 
asked  them  in  our  questionnaire,  these  business  men — 

1217  Mr.  Wallace :  We  just  want  what  you  asked  them. 
A.  We  submitted  our  questionnaire: 

“Has  your  business  ever  sponsored  a  commercial  radio 
program?  Answer  Yes  -  No. 

“If  another  broadcasting  station,  devoted  to  strictly  local 
interests,  was  licensed  by  the  government  for  this  city,  and 
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the  same  rendering  service  at  materially  lower  rates,  would 
you  make  use  of  this  opportunity?  Answer.  Yes  -  No. 

“Do  you  think  radio  advertising*  could  be  successfully 
used  in  furthering  your  business?  Answer.  Yes  -  No. 

“What  percent  of  your  1934  advertising  budget  was 
spent  for  radio  advertising? 

“If  your  business  has  made  use  of  commercial  radio  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  past,  but  has  discontinued  or  reduced  this 
service,  for  what  reasons  were  these  steps  taken?  High 

Cost .  Desirable  time  not  available  . 

Poor  Results . ” 

Q.  Now,  with  respect  to  the  investigation  which  you 
made,  what  was  the  general  reason  given  by  the  people  with 
whom  you  talked  with  respect  to  why  they  did  not  use  radio, 
if  they  did  not? 

Mr.  Judd:  May  I  ask  a  question  there? 

Mr.  Judd:  Did  you  get  these  questionnaires  an¬ 
swered? 

1218  The  Witness :  They  were  given  to  us  verbally,  yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  Not  in  writing? 

The  Witness:  No. 

Mr.  Judd:  None  in  writing? 

The  Witness:  They  were  given  to  us  verbally,  and  we 
wrote  them  down  right  in  front  of  the  manager  of  the  store. 

Mr.  Judd:  Were  they  signed  by  the  manager  of  the 
store  ? 

The  Witness:  No,  no  signature. 

Mr.  Wallace:  The  records  themselves  are  the  best  evi¬ 
dence.  If  there  was  a  record  made  it  is  the  best  evidence. 
I  object  to  this  as  not  being  the  best  evidence.  If  they  are 
written  down  there,  that  would  be  the  best  evidence. 

Mr.  Shields :  If  they  were  signed,  it  would  be. 

Mr.  Wallace:  May  we  have  an  objection  to  this  entire 
line  of  examination  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  the  best  evi¬ 
dence,  that  it  is  merelv  hearsav. 

Mr.  Judd:  And  move  it  be  stricken  from  the  Exhibit  A, 
we  not  being  advised  of  the  fact  that  this  material  was  a 
part  of  Exhibit  A  at  the  time  it  was  offered. 

Mr.  Shields :  Go  ahead. 

A.  We  contacted  these  managers  personally  ourselves, 
read  them  the  questionnaire,  and  they  gave  us  our  answers, 
and  I  read  the  figures  this  morning.  Around  seventy  per 
cent  of  them  complained  of  high  cost.  I  have  the  answers 
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to  the  questionnaires  as  they  were  given  to  us. 

1219  Q.  Set  forth  in  document  A  from  page  73  to  and 
including —  A.  Page  79. 

Q.  To  and  including  page  79.  Now,  is  there  anything  else 
with  respect  to  costs  of  operation?  What  about  these  pro¬ 
grams?  Are  you  familiar  with  the  program,  let’s  say,  of 
KDYL,  first?  A.  Yes;  from  our  survey  of  KDYL  from 
January  6th  to  January  12th  1  might  state — 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  this  man  testifying  from  4 4 our 
survey  ’  ’,  as  not  showing  he  made  that  survey,  and  as  hear¬ 
say  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  and  immaterial. 

Mr.  Shields :  All  right.  Withdraw  the  question.  Take 
the  witness. 

; 

Cross  Examination 
(By  Mr.  Wallace :) 

Q.  Have  you  ever  owned  a  radio  station,  Mr.  Carman, — 
commercial  radio  station?  A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  worked  in  a  commercial  radio  station? 
A.  About  three  times. 

Q.  How  long?  A.  Day  shift — three  day  shifts. 

Q.  Three  days,  approximately,  then,  you  have  worked  in 
a  radio  station?  A.  Yes. 

1220  Q.  Which  station?  A.  KLO  in  Ogden,  when  it  was 
owned  by  KSL. 

Q.  That  is  all  the  time  that  you  have  worked  in  a  com¬ 
mercial  radio  station  during  you  life?  A.  Commercial 
broadcasting  station? 

Q.  Commercial  broadcasting  station?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  May  the  record  show  that  KLO  was  never 
owned  by  KSL? 

Mr.  Shields :  I  don ’t  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  Judd :  I  move  to  strike  it. 

Mr.  Judd :  You  don’t  know  anything  about  it,  do  you? 

The  Witness :  My  Check  came  from  KSL. 

Mr.  Judd:  You  don’t  know  anything  about  it,  do  you, 
whether  it  w^as  owned  by  KSL? 

The  Witness :  Only  we  were  paid  from  KSL.  I  assumed 
from  that  it  must  have  been  KSL. 

Q.  (By  Br.  Wallace:)  You  have  never  builded  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  a  commercial  station,  have  you?  A.  No. 
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Q.  You  have  never  worked  on  the  program  staff  of  a  com¬ 
mercial  station  ?  A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  solicited  advertising  for  a  commercial 
station?  A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  used  local  talent  in  the  prepara- 

1221  tion  of  a  program  for  a  commerical  station?  A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  cost  of  the  use  of  phonograph 
records?  A.  Yes —  you  mean  the  cost  of  the  phonograph 
records,  or  the  cost  to  the  association? 

Q.  The  cost  of  the  phonograph  records,  first.  A.  Phono¬ 
graph  records  ?  Yes,  I  know  the  cost  of  them. 

Q.  How  much  is  the  cost  of  the  phonograph  records  used 
in  radio  broadcasting?  A.  The  phonograph  records  are 
about  forty  cents  apiece. 

Q.  What  other  costs  is  there  in  connection  with  the  use 
of  records  in  radio  transcriptions?  A.  Transcriptions? 

Q.  Limit  that  to  radio  records.  A.  You  are  including  in 
that  transcription  records? 

Q.  No,  just  the  radio  records.  A.  Radio  records,  their 
costs  from  the  music  association? 

Q.  What  is  the  cost?  A.  We  have  been  quoted  a  retainer 
fee  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  four  per  cent  gross 
for  profit. 

Q.  Are  you  familiar  with  the  cost  of  the  use  of  radio 
transcription  in  broadcasting?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  is  the  cost?  A.  The  Western  Electric  has  con¬ 
tracted  world  broadcasting  systems —  they  rent  an  entire 
set-up,  furnish  your  transcriptions,  for  around  seventy  dol¬ 
lars  to  one  hundred  dollars  a  month. 

1222  Q.  Seventy  dollars  to  one  hundred  dollars  a 
month?  A.  I  have  been  quoted  seventy  dollars  a 

month  by  the  Western  Electric,  their  public  address  system. 

Q.  What  does  that  include?  A.  That  includes  the  turn¬ 
tables  and  turn-tables  pick-up  and  transcription. 

Q.  That  is  from  the  Western  Electric,  you  say?  A.  I 
didn’t  say  we  were  going  to  use  it,  though. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  the  World  Broadcast  Company 
records  are  tied  up  exclusively  by  KDYL?  A.  Yes,  I  have 
heard  that. 

Q.  Are  those  the  ones  you  are  referring  to?  A.  I  couldn’t 
say  exactly  as  to  that,  because  there  would  be  no  reason  for 
them  to  quote  me  a  price — if  the  entire  community  here  had 
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been  monopolized  by  KDYL  there  would  have  been  no  rea¬ 
son  for  them  quoting  me  a  price  offering  me  the  service. 

Q.  That  is  just  your  conclusion,  then?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  have  heard,  however,  that  they  are  tied  up, 
haven’t  you,  the  World  Broadcast,  exclusively  with  KDYL? 
A.  But  you  asked  me  the  price  of  those ;  I  am  telling  you  the 
price  the  Western  Electric  has  averaged;  we  can  get  others, 
you  know. 

Q.  What  others  can  you  get?  A.  There  are  other  tran¬ 
scription  companies;  I  couldn’t  name  them. 

Q.  What  records  do  the  Western  Electric  provide? 

1223  A.  I  think  they  are  called  the  World  Broadcasting 
System. 

Q.  What  coverage  would  the  station  which  you  have 
made  application  for  cover?  A.  We  would  cover  Salt  Lake 
county,  and  about  ten  thousand  people  in  Davis  county.  In 
exact  miles,  from  the  government  charts,  we  would  cover  a 
ten-mile  radius.  From  the  same  government  charts  KDYL 
covers  a  twenty-one  mile  radius,  and  we  know  they  cover 
more,  so  we  figure  we  will  cover  a  little  more,  tod. 

Q.  I  am  asking  you  about  this  proposed  station.  Where 
do  you  contemplate  establishing  your  station?  A.  The 
studios? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  In  an  office  building. 

Q.  Where?  What  office  building?  A.  We  have  sug¬ 
gested  the  W'alker  Bank  office  building. 

Q.  Have  you  made  arrangements  for  a  location  in  that 
building?  A.  We  have  talked  to  the  manager,  Mr.  Brennon, 
and  he  has  told  us  there  is  available  space ;  also  available 
space  in  nearly  any  other  building  in  Salt  Lake  that  we 
want. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  do  you  contemplate  using  for  this? 
A.  Three  to  four. 

Q.  And  what  is  the  cost  for  the  rental  of  the  space  that 
you  contemplate  using?  A.  Approximately  one  hundred 
dollars  ? 

Q.  For  three  or  four  rooms?  Which  floor  is  it  on?  A. 
That  would  be  decided. 

1224  Q.  Have  you  looked  at  any  particular  rooms  ?  A. 
No;  we  know  just  about  the  size  studios  we  want. 

When  the  time  comes,  if  the  permit  is  granted,  we  can 
easily  find  space. 
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Q.  I  am  trying  to  find  out  if  you  have  fixed  a  price  defi¬ 
nitely.  A.  Yes ;  one  hundred  dollars  per  rent. 

Q.  And  that  is  how  many  rooms  for  one  hundred  dollars? 
A.  From  two  to  four  rooms. 

Q.  In  the  Walker  Bank  Building?  A.  Or  and  other  we 
wish. 

Q.  It  will  be  one  hundred  dollars  for  two,  or  one  hundred 
dollars  for  four  rooms?  A.  One  hundred  dollars  would 
take  in  three  rooms  in  the  Walker  Bank;  I  think  he  sug¬ 
gested  thirty-seven  dollars  and  a  half  a  room  in  that  build¬ 
ing  on  the  top  floor,  not  counting  the  cupola, 

Q.  Where  do  you  contemplate  having  your  transmitter 
station?  A.  The  transmitter  will  be  in  one  of  the  rooms  ad¬ 
joining  the  studio. 

Q.  In  one  of  the  rooms  adjoining  the  studio.  Where  will 
your  antenna  towers  be?  A.  The  antenna  tower  will  be 
on  the  roof  of  the  building. 

Q.  On  the  roof  of  the  Walker  Bank  Building?  A.  If  it  is 
placed  in  the  Walker  Bank  Building. 

Q.  What  kind  of  antenna  system  are  you  going  to  use? 
A.  Vertical  steel  tower. 

Q.  One  tower?  A.  One  tower. 

1225  Q.  What  will  be  the  cost  of  that  ?  A.  One  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  two  hundred  dollars — making  it 
ourselves — having  it  made  locally  here. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  contemplate  it  will  cost  for  the 
transmitter  proper?  A.  Three  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  Do  you  contemplate  building  this  transmitter  your¬ 
self?  A.  I  do. 

Q.  And  building  the  tower  yourself?  A.  I  do.  There  is 
a  manufacturing  company  here  that  builds  towers. 

Q.  What  is  the  height  of  the  contemplated  tower?  A. 
Quarter-wave  vertical ;  perhaps  will  use  a  flat  top  on  it. 

Q.  The  height?  A.  I  haven’t  got  that  figure  here;  it  is 
one  hundred  feet,  I  think. 

Q.  Have  you  permission  now  of  the  building  company  to 
erect  such  a  tow’er  on  their  building?  A.  No. 

Q.  How  much  will  it  cost  for  the  privilege  of  erecting 
such  a  tower  on  the  Walker  Bank  Building?  A.  We  have 
been  told  that  space  for  towers  on  buildings  in  Salt  Lake 
City  will  be  given  to  us  free. 
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Q.  This  particular  building-?  A.  I  am  not  saying  this 
particular  building. 

Q.  You  have  not  talked  about  that,  have  you?  A.  We 
haven’t  completed  arrangements  for  a  particular  building. 

Q.  You  have  not  talked  to  them  about  a  tower  on 

1226  their  building?  A.  I  talked  to  Mr.  Brennan  and  Mr. 
John  Wallace  of  the  company. 

Q.  What  did  they  tell  you  ?  Did  they  give  you  permission 
to  put  a  tower  on?  A.  They  understood  if  a  broadcasting 
station  was  going  in  there  there  would  be  a  tower  on  top. 
Mr.  Brennan  pointed  the  spot  where  he  would  like  the  tower 
to  be. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  if  you  rented  office  space  you  could  put 
a  tower  there  ?  A.  Evidently  he  did,  if  he  showed  us  where 
it  would  be. 

Q.  Did  he  give  you  permission  to?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  I  think  you  stated  you  contemplate  using  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  broadcasting  time  in  programs  broadcasting 
records ;  is  that  correct  ?  A.  For  the  first  six  months. 

Q.  For  the  first  six  months.  And  how  much  do  you  con¬ 
template  that  will  cost  you?  A.  What  do  you  mean, — for 
the  records,  or  the  help? 

Q.  For  the  records.  A.  We  have  a  library  in  our  budget; 
we  have  set  aside  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  library  to 
start  out  with. 

Q.  During  the  balance  of  the  time,  the  forty  per  cent  of 
the  time,  what  will  you  broadcast?  A.  Education,  religion, 
miscellaneous. 

Q.  How  much  education?  A.  I  quoted  those  figures  to 
you  this  morning;  education  ten  per  cent;  religion, 

1227  three  per  cent ;  miscellaneous,  twenty-seven  per  cent. 

Q.  Religion  three  percent,  and  what  else?  A. 
Miscellaneous,  twenty-seven  percent. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  miscellaneous?  A.  That  could 
be  talks ;  that  could  be  other  educational  programs. 

Q.  Say  you  have  sixteen  hours  of  time  a  day,  how  much 
time  do  you  expect  to  devote  to  talks?  A.  Oh,  maybe  ten 
per  cent. 

Q.  Ten  per  cent  in  talks.  What  kind  of  talks?  A.  All 
types  of  educational  talks. 

Q.  What  types?  What  kind  of  talks?  A.  Any  type 
that — 
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Q.  Any  type  that  will  talk  over  your  station?  A.  We  have 
listed  there  the  educational  per  cent,  the  per  cent  on  reli¬ 
gion, — there  will  be  talks  in  that — the  per  cent  of  miscel¬ 
laneous,  the  per  cent  of  entertainment,  our  records  and 
music. 

Q.  What  per  cent  of  these  talks  will  be  on  religion?  A. 
Three  per  cent,  we  have  estimated. 

Q.  Three  per  cent  will  be  the  whole  time  you  will  consume 
in  talk?  A.  If  that  is  not  enough  we  will  set  other  time 
aside. 

Q.  Or  if  too  much  you  will  cut  it  down?  A.  We  will  cut  it 
down  if  it  is  too  much. 

Q.  And  the  talks  will  be  such  talks  as  Dan,  here,  has  vol¬ 
unteered  he  will  give,  I  presume,  over  the  radio?  A. 

1228  We  have  to  make  time  for  certain  occasions,  such 
as  political  talks,  and  we  must  have  miscellaneous 

time  available  for  such  things. 

Q.  How  much  time  do  you  contemplate  to  use  live  talent 
in  your  programs?  A.  Twenty  to  thirty  per  cent — twenty 
per  cent,  I  would  say. 

Q.  Twenty  per  cent  ?  A.  Twenty  to  thirty  per  cent. 

Q.  What  per  cent  of  that  will  be  in  the  way  of  programs 
aside  from  talks,  religious  and  other  talks?  A.  Possibly 
eighty  per  cent  of  that. 

Q.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  twenty  per  cent?  A.  In  talks, 
you  say? 

Q.  Yes.  A.  No,  about  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  twenty  per 
cent. 

Q.  Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  twenty  per  cent  will  be  in  talks  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Then  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the  twenty  per  cent  will  be 
in  what?  A.  Possibly  in  music,  dramatic  sketches. 

Q.  How  many  hours  a  day  do  you  contemplate  operating? 
A.  Sixteen. 

Q.  Sixteen  hours  a  day, — from  when  to  when?  A.  From 
seven  to  eleven. 

Q.  Seven  to  eleven.  And  sixty  per  cent  of  that  time  will 
be  consumed  with  record  programs?  A.  Yes,  the  first 

1229  six  months. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  what  you  will  do  after  six 
months,  do  you?  A.  We  plan  to  use  more  local  talent.  We 
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feel  we  will  be  on  a  paying  basis  by  that  time  and  we  will 
be  able  to. 

Q.  That  will  be  how  many  hours,  then,  you  will  use  on 
records?  A.  Sixty  per  cent  of  the  sixteen. 

Q.  That  is  how  many?  A.  Nine  hours  and  six-tenths. 

Q.  And  how  much  time  will  you  use  in  talks,  educational 
talks  each  day?  A.  Ten  per  cent. 

Q.  How  many  will  that  be  ?  A.  One  hour  and  six-tenths — 
thirty-six  minutes. 

Q.  How  much  will  you  use  for  religious  talks?  A.  Three 
per  cent. 

Q.  That  is  how  much?  A.  That  would  be  four-tenths. 

Q.  That  is  per  day, — that  is  average  per  day?  A.  It  would 
probably  come  all  on  one  Sunday. 

Q.  How  many  hours  of  musical  talent  will  you  use  ?  A.  I 
think  we  said  eighty  per  cent  of  the  twenty. 

Q.  How  much  is  that  ?  A.  Two  hours  and  a  half. 

Q.  That  is  for  live  musical  talent ;  is  that  correct?  A.  Yes, 
two  and  a  half  hours. 

Q.  How  much  will  you  use  for  dramatics?  A.  That 
1230  probably  will  be  included  in  the  two  hours. 

Q.  How  much  will  it  cost  you  for  the  two  and  a  half 
hours?  A.  If  we  use  a  trio  of  union  musicians  it  would  be 
four  dollars  a  man,  which  would  be  twelve  dollars  an  hour, 
— twenty-four  dollars  for  the  two  hours, — if  we  use  union 
musicians  in  the  trio. 

If  we  use  a  single  soloist  it  would  be  ten  dollars  for  the 
two  hours. 

Q.  Do  vou  expect  to  put  any  bands  on  this  program?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  How  much  would  it  cost  if  you  had  a  band?  A.  They 
wouldn’t  cost  us,  if  we  broadcasted  from  one  of  the  ball 


rooms. 

Q.  If  you  broadcast  from  your  own  studios  what  would  it 
cost  you?  A.  About  three  to  four  dollars  a  man. 

Q.  How  many  men  would  you  contemplate  using  ?  A.  The 
average  band  would  be  about  ten  pieces, — thirty  dollars  an 
hour — the  leader  is  another  dollar. 

Q.  About  thirty  dollars  an  hour,  or  about  thirty-one  dol¬ 
lars  on  hour?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  figure  it  would  cost  you  if  you  used 
two  and  a  half  hours  of  paid  talent?  A.  From  ten  dollars 
to  one  hundred  dollars. 
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Q.  You  figure  the  ten  dollar  talent,  then,  would  cost  you 
four  dollars  per  hour?  A.  That  would  be  a  soloist 

1231  for  two  hours. 

Q.  Soloist  for  two  hours.  Do  you  contemplate  hav¬ 
ing  just  one  person  on  a  program  for  two  hours?  A.  No, 
we  could  use  another  one. 

Q.  You  could  use  another  one.  You  think  you  could  con¬ 
sume  two  hours  with  just  solo  music?  A.  Well,  there  would 
be  an  accompanist  to  that. 

Mr.  Shields :  May  I  interrupt  to  say  these  boys  are  here, 
if  you  would  let  me  put  them  on,  just  to  identify  the  work. 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  think  we  better  go  along. 

Mr.  Judd :  They  are  through  with  school.  Let  them  stick 
around.  They  will  learn  something. 

Mr.  Shields :  We  aim  to  accommodate. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Wallace:)  You  estimate  that  your  overhead 
will  be  about  forty  dollars  a  day  or  twelve  hundred  dollars 
a  month?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  do  you  figure  on  operating  your  station  for  forty 
dollars  per  day?  A.  That  is  a  maximum  figure,  too ;  we  will 
have  a  complete  set-up — 

Mr.  Wallace :  Withdraw  that  question. 

Q.  How  many  operators  do  you  figure  on  having?  A. 
Three. 

Q.  Who  are  they?  A.  Frank  C.  Carman,  E.  R.  Yates, 
Grant  Wrathall. 

Q.  Are  the  all  licensed  operators  ?  A.  All  licensed 

1232  government  operators. 

Q.  Is  there  any  difference  between  a  commercial 
licensed  operator  and  an  amateur  licensed  operator?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  Are  these  men  licensed  as  commercial  operators  or  as 
amateurs?  A.  They  are  licensed  as  radio  telephone,  first, 
operators. 

Q.  Is  that  an  amateur?  A.  That  is  not  an  amateur.  That 
is  licensed  for  a  broadcasting  station. 

Q.  To  work  in  a  broadcasting  station  or  to  operate  one? 
A.  To  operate  one. 

Q.  How  much  experience  has  Mr.  Yates  had  in  operating 
in  a  commercial  station?  A.  Mr.  Yates  is  about  the  same  as 
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I, — possibly  a  year,  I  might  say;  I  don’t  know  the  exact 
figures;  I  do  know  he  is  a  student  from  the  University  of 
Logan,  A.  C. 

Q.  That  was  not  the  question  I  asked.  How  much  time 
he  has  had  working  in  a  commercial  station?  A.  Possibly 
a  year. 

Q.  What  station  ?  A.  I  couldn ’t  say ;  if  it  had  been  any  it 
would  have  been  one  of  the  local  stations,  or  Ogden — I 
know  he  did  work  for  K  L  0  for  a  while. 

Q.  For  how  long?  A.  I  couldn’t  say. 

Q.  About  the  same  as  you?  A.  No,  I  think  a  little 

1233  longer  than  I. 

Q.  Just  a  little  longer, — few  days  longer?  A.  I 
couldn’t  say.  We  know  he  is  a  competent  man,  though. 

Q.  How  much  time  has  Mr.  Wrathall  worked  in  a  commer¬ 
cial  station  ?  A.  I  don ’t  believe  he  has  worked  any.  He  has 
been  associated — 

Q.  That  is  enough.  Just  answer  the  questions.  How 
much  do  you  contemplate  paying  Mr.  Carman  for  his  ser¬ 
vices?  A.  As  an  operator? 

Q.  As  an  operator.  A.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five  dol¬ 
lars — no,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  contemplate  paying  to  Mr.  Yates? 
A.  One  hundred  and  twentv-five  dollars. 

Q.  And  how  much  to  Mr.  Wrathall?  A.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Q.  Per  month?  A.  Per  month. 

Q.  What  other  employees  do  you  contemplate  hiring?  A. 
A  stenographer,  program  director,  chief  announcer. 

Q.  Stenographer  at  how  much?  A.  Ninety  dollars.  These 
are  all  maximum  figures. 

Q.  How  much  for  the  program  director?  A.  One  hundred 
and  fiftv  dollars. 

Q.  And  how  much  for — what  other  employee?  A.  Chief 
announcer,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars. 

Q.  How  much?  A.  One  hundred  and  thirty-five 

1234  dollars. 

Q.  Any  other  announcers?  A.  The  two  assistant 
operators  will  be  announcers,  too. 

Q.  No  other  announcers  aside  from  those?  A.  No. 

Q.  What  other  employees  ?  A.  There  will  be  a  salesman. 
The  announcers  will  also  be  salesmen. 
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Q.  The  announcers  will  also  be  salesmen?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is,  the  chief  announcer  will  be  a  salesman?  A. 
The  chief  announcer  will  direct  and  supervise. 

Q.  The  others  will  be  salesmen?  A.  The  chief  announcer 
will  be  assistant  to  the  program  director,  and  direct  and 
supervise  the  announcers. 

Q.  And  he  wouldn’t  do  any  announcing  himself,  then,  will 
be?  A.  He  will  be  the  main  announcer. 

Q.  You  say  they  will  also  solicit  advertising?  A.  Yes. 
Our  station  is  going  to  be  like  a  large  family.  The  two  an¬ 
nouncers  will  be  operators ;  the  chief  announcer  will  not  be 
an  operator. 

Q.  Hovr  much  are  you  going  to  pay  your  salesmen?  A. 
There  will  be  one  salesman,  and  he  will  sell  radio  time  and 
may  write  some  continuity  if  necessary.  He  will  get  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  month. 

Q.  What  other  employees  will  you  have?  A.  I  think  I 
have  listed  the  entire  personnel. 

1235  Q.  There  will  be  no  other  salesmen  except  as  they 
are  listed  here  in  these  seven  employees?  A.  Seven 
employees,  yes. 

Q.  That  will  be  your  entire  staff,  commercial  and  mechan¬ 
ical?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Judd:  And  advertising,  too. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  comes  under  commercial. 

A.  Of  course  the  president  and  general  manager  takes 
care  of  a  lot  of  this  miscellaneous,  okehing  contracts,  mak¬ 
ing  sales  contacts. 

Mr.  Wallace:  Just  answer  the  questions  that  are  put  to 
you,  Mr.  Carman. 

Q.  Who  was  going  to  manage  the  station  ?  A.  I  would  be 
manager. 

Q.  WJiat  experience  have  you  had  in  managing  a  commer¬ 
cial  station?  A.  I  have  had  no  experience. 

Q.  What  experience  have  you  had  as  a  program  director 
of  a  commercial  station?  A.  That  was  asked  before. 

Q.  I  know,  but  answer  it  if  you  can.  A.  No  experience. 

Q.  What  experience  have  you  had  as  an  announcer  on  a 
radio  commercial  station?  A.  No  experience. 
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Q.  And  none  soliciting  advertising?  A.  No,  none  at  all. 
Q.  Mr.  Carman,  you  have  noticed,  have  you,  that 

1236  that  there  are  many  bill  boards  that  are  blank  in  Salt 
Lake  City  ? 

Mr.  Shields:  Object  to  that  as  immaterial. 

A.  I  have  not  noticed  that. 

Q.  Haven’t  you  noticed  many  blank  bill  boards?  A.  I 
have  not,  no. 

Q.  You  wouldn’t  say  there  were  not?  A.  From  my  ob¬ 
servation  I  would  say  there  was  not;  that  is  what  you  asked 
me. 

Q.  You  know,  do  you  not,  that  the  local  radio  stations 
maintain  sales  forces?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  As  steady  employees?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  is  all. 

Cross  examination  (By  Mr.  Judd:) 

Q.  Mr.  Carman,  you  say  you  are  part  of  a  partnership? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  else  is  with  you?  A.  Jack  Lee  Powers. 

Q.  WTho  is  he  ?  A.  A  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  What  does  he  do  ?  A.  He  is  a  graduate  student  of  the 
university.  I  think  he  graduated  last  year — two  years  ago. 
Q.  How  old  is  he  ?  A.  Twenty -four. 

1237  Q.  How  old  are  vou?  A.  Twenty-five. 

Q.  Does  he  have  any  property  ?  A.  Yes.  ; 

Q.  What?  A.  He  has  cash;  that’s  all  I  recall  right  now. 
Q.  Are  either  one  of  you  married?  A.  Neither  one  of  us 
is  married. 

Q.  Any  one  else?  A.  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall. 
Q.  Who  is  Smith?  A.  A  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Q.  What  is  he?  A.  He  is  now  managing  his  father’s  busi¬ 
ness,  which  is  the  David  G.  Ranch  Company. 

Q.  Where?  A.  They  have  a  ranch  at  Roosevelt,  Utah. 

Q.  And  how  old  a  boy  is  Smith  ?  A.  Twenty-five. 

Q.  Is  he  married?  A.  No. 

Q.  Wrathall?  A.  He  is  twenty-six,  I  think. 

Q.  Resident  of  Salt  Lake?  A.  Yes.  At  present  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  handling  our  affairs  there. 
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Q.  Where  does  Mr.  Ewing  come  in?  A.  Mr.  Ewing 

1238  is  representing  the  partnership  in  Washington,  D.  0. 

Q.  What  interest  has  he  with  you?  A.  None  at  all. 
Q.  When  he  says  he  is  a  party  in  interest,  that  doesn’t 
mean  anything?  A.  What? 

Q.  When  he  says  he  is  a  party  in  interest,  that  doesn’t 
mean  anv thing ?  A.  You  mean  Mr.  Ewing? 

Q.  Yes. 

Mr.  Ewing:  I  think  you  misunderstood.  I  have  a  power 

of  attorney  of  a  party  in  interest. 

Mr.  Judd:  I  haven’t  seen  anv  evidence  of  it. 

* 

The  Witness:  I  haven’t  heard  that  statement. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Judd:)  Now,  then,  when  was  it  you  made 
your  investigation  among  these  merchants?  A.  About  a 
week  ago — two  weeks  ago. 

Q.  In  the  month  of  January?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  said  you  wrote  out  this  Exhibit  B  to  Mr. 
Trapp?  A.  Yes,  I  wrote  that  Exhibit  B  and  took  it  down 
to  the  Ministerial  Association  meeting. 

Q.  And  did  you  talk  with  them  there?  A.  No,  I  informed 
Mr.  Trapp  of  the  whole  situation,  and  he  informed  them. 

Q.  You  mean  you  suggested  to  them  by  this  writing 

1239  that  you  made  for  them  here  that  you  had  them  sign, 
that  the  time  you  provided  for  them  would  be  free 

time?  A.  Didn’t  suggest  that.  Mr.  Trapp  mentioned  the 
fact  the  time  would  be  at  a  materiallv  reduced  rate. 

Q.  You  told  him  that,  did  you?  A.  I  told  him;  he  told 
them. 

Q.  Now,  did  I  get  it  right,  Mr.  Carman,  that  you  are 
going  to  sell  one-sixth  of  your  time?  A.  No,  I  didn’t  say 
we  were  going  to.  I  estimated  if  we  did  the  possible  income 
would  be — 

Q.  Are  you  starting  out  on  the  premise  that  you  need  only 

to  sell  one-sixth  of  vour  time  to  better  than  make  vour  ex- 

•/  * 

penses?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  That  is  the  proposition  you  are  starting  out  on?  A. 
Yes. 

Q.  That  you  can  sell  one-sixth  of  your  time  at  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  an  hour?  A.  Fiftv  dollars  an  hour. 
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Q.  Fifty  dollars  an  hour?  A.  Yes.  That  is  based  on 
average  price,  which  includes  short  spots,  time  signals, 
fifteen-minute  sponsors,  and  so  forth. 

Q.  So  you  do  not  mean  to  infer  in  writing  this  instrument 
that  bears  the  signatures  of  these  different  ministers,  that 
they  would  have  time  free?  A.  No. 

Q.  What  rate  had  you  thought  about  as  the  rate 

1240  they  would  be  able  and  willing  to  pay?  A.  I  told  them 
no  price  at  all — no  rate  at  all ;  just  suggested  it  would 

be  materially  reduced,  and  if  it  met  their  conditions  it 
would  be  available. 

Q.  But  whatever  was  provided  would  be  for  all  religious 
organizations  in  the  community?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  state  in  your  application  where  your  trans¬ 
mitter  would  be  located?  A.  We  stated  at  the  Walker  Bank 
Building. 

Q.  And  at  the  present  time  you  are  still  of  that  same 
opinion,  are  you,  that  that  is  where  it  will  be  located?  A. 
Yes,  until  further  changed.  ; 

Mr.  Judd:  That  is  all. 

Redirect  examination  (By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  You  will  employ  other  people  if  you  need  them,  won’t 
you?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  so  far  as  experience  is  concerned,  you  have  never 
heard  of  anybody  who  was  at  some  time  or  another  without 
experience?  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  As  far  as  you  know  there  is  plenty  of  opportunity  here 
in  Salt  Lake,  in  case  the  Walker  Bank  Building  should 
become  undesirable — there  are  other  places  you  can  get? 
A.  Yes.  We  have  been  approached  asking  if  we  would  not 
locate  in  such  and  such  a  building. 

1241  Q.  But  all  the  locations  that  you  have  in  mind  are 
central,  are  they  not  ?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  have  in  mind,  too,  a  desire  on  your  part  to 
avoid  conflicts  with  the  other  stations?  A.  We  have, 
throughout. 

Q.  And  your  application  is  couched  and  based  upon  that 
desire?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  spoke  about  spot  announcements  a  moment  ago. 
Will  you  just,  if  you  can,  tell  me  about  what  percentage  of 
the  local  advertising  here  in  Salt  Lake  is  spot  announce- 
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ments?  A.  From  our  survey  of  K  D  Y  L — from  the  survey 
of  K  D  Y  L  the  week  of  January  6th  to  12th,  inclusive,  there 
were  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  local  sponsored  pro¬ 
grams  and  announcements;  two  hundred  and  eighty-six 
were  spot  announcements,  or  eighty-eight  per  cent  of 
K  D  Y  L  local  programs,  sponsored  programs  were — 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  object  to  this  and  ask  it  be  stricken  as 

hearsay,  the  work  not  being  done  by  this  party — that  he 

did  not  make  the  survey. 

Mr.  Shields:  He  made  a  survey  himself. 

The  Witness :  This  survey  was  made  by  myself ;  this  is 

all  mv  work,  these  conclusions.

Mi*.  Wallace:  Conclusions  taken  from  their  figures,  is  it? 
The  Witness :  Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  it  further,  that  this  is 

1242  not  a  proper  record. 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  all. 

Recross  examination  (By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  You  know,  do  you  not,  Mr.  Carman,  that  a  transmitter 
station  located  within  the  business  district  of  a  town  has 
considerable  interference?  A.  Yes,  but  ours  is  a  small  one. 

Mr.  Wallace:  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields:  Can  these  boys  be  sworn  now?  These  are 
the  boys  that  made  the  business  survey  of  the  city. 

Edwin  Roservear  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness  by 
and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been  first  duly 
sworn  herein,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination  (By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  What  is  your  name?  A.  Edwin  Roservear. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live?  A.  1947  South  Ninth  East. 

Q.  How  old  are  you  ?  A.  Twenty-two. 

Q.  Where  are  you  occupied?  A.  I  am  going  to 

1243  school,  to  the  university. 

Q.  Were  you  employed  by  Mr.  Carman  to  do  cer¬ 
tain  work  for  him?  A.  I  was  employed  from  January  10th 

until  Januarv  13th. 

* 

Q.  How  many  business  houses  did  you  visit?  A.  I  had 
fifty. 
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Q.  Did  you  see  them  all?  A.  Yes  sir.  All  I  investigated 
I  saw. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  that?  A.  Where  there  was  no 
manager  we  didn’t  investigate;  we  waited  until  another 
time. 

Q.  But  did  you  finally  see  fifty  people  that  you  talked  to? 
A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  proposition?  A.  We  had  a  question¬ 
naire — 

Mr.  Wallace:  We  make  an  objection  to  what  was  con¬ 
tained  in  the  questionnaire,  or  the  answers,  the  question¬ 
naire  itself  being  the  best  evidence ;  further,  on  the  ground 
it  is  hearsay.  ; 

May  this  objection  go  to  all  this  line  of  examination,  and 
if  and  when  the  questions  are  answered  our  motion  may  go 
that  all  this  be  stricken  on  the  ground  it  is  hearsay,  not  the 
best  evidence. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  so  stipulate,  and  resist. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields)  Now  proceed.  A.  We  walked  into  a 
business  establishment,  asked  for  the  manager  and 
1244  told  him  the  proposition. 

Q.  What  did  you  tell  him?  A.  Told  him  there  was 
going  to  be  another  radio  station  in  the  city,  it  was  a  sur¬ 
vey  for  another  radio  station  in  the  city;  we  had  a  few 
questions,  and  wanted  him  to  answer  them  for  us. 

Q.  Then  what  was  done?  A.  We  asked  him  questions, 
and  he  answered  them.  We  wrote  them  down  as  he  an¬ 
swered  them. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  further  conversation  with  these 
people?  A.  Sometimes  we  did,  sometimes  we  didn’t. 

Q.  What  sort  or  reception  did  you  have  from  these 
people?  A.  Most  of  the  people  were  very  receptive.  They 
would  answer  the  questions. 

Q.  When  you  say  “we”,  what  do  you  mean  by  that? 
How  many  of  you  traveled  together?  A.  The  last  day  we 
traveled  together,  but  the  other  days  we  were  alone. 

Q.  But  this  is  the  proposition  that  you  have  outlined  and 
the  way  this  material  was  obtained?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Where  all  did  you  go?  A.  I  went  on  the  east  side  of 
State  street  from  South  Temple  as  far  as  Fourth  South 
and  east  on  Broadway  over  to  Main  street. 
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Mr.  Wallace:  East  side  of  State? 

The  Witness :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wallace:  From  where? 

The  Witness :  From  South  Temple  to  Fourth  South. 

Mr.  Wallace:  And  where  was  the  other? 

1245  The  Witness :  From  State  over  to  Main  on  Broad- 

wav. 

* 

Mr.  Wallace:  On  which  side  of  the  street? 

The  Witness :  On  the  north  side. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields:)  How  long  did  it  take  you  to  do 

this  work?  A.  I  spent  two  hours  on  Wednesday,  two  and  a 

half  hours  on  Thursday,  two  hours  on  Friday  and  four 

hours  on  Saturdav. 

* 

Q.  I  see.  And  there  was  part  of  this  time  when  there 
were  two  or  three  of  you  together?  A.  Just  one  afternoon 
— one  morning. 

Q.  The  rest  of  the  time  you  operated  by  yourself?  A. 
Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  questionnaire  which  you  had  contained  some 
questions  which  you  read?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  questionnaire?  A.  I  remember 
most  of  it. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  that  the  questionnaire  said  in  effect : 
4 ‘Has  your  business  ever  sponsored  a  commercial  radio 
program”? 

Mr.  Wallace :  Object  to  this  as  being  leading  and  also  that 
it  is  not  the  best  evidence ;  that  the  record  itself,  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  is  the  best  evidence. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Shields :)  I  will  ask  you  to  look  over  that  page 
72,  there,  just  for  the  purpose  of  refreshing  your  recollec¬ 
tion.  A.  That  is  right. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  in  effect  the  queries  or  questions 
submitted  there  is  what  was  contained  in  the  ques- 

1246  tionnaire  you  submitted? 

Mr.  Wallace :  Same  objection. 

A.  It  is  the  same  as  the  questionnaire  we  had. 

Mr.  Shields:  You  may  cross-examine. 
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Cross  examination  (By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  When  you  spoke  to  these  business  men  did  you  tell  them 
that  most  of  the  program  would  be  by  phonograph  records  ? 
A.  No  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  them  how  much  cheaper  the  program 
would  be  than  on  the  present  stations?  A.  No  sir,  the  ques¬ 
tionnaire  was  there  would  be  materially  lower  rates,  is 
about  all. 

Q.  Did  any  of  them  ask  you  how  much  cheaper  it  would 
be?  A.  No  sir.  i 

Q.  Did  they  ask  you  who  vras  going  to  manage  this  sta¬ 
tion?  A.  Some  did,  others  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  them  ?  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  tell  them  was  going  to  manage  it?  A. 
Frank  Carman — well,  I  told  them  he  was  conducting  the 
survey. 

Q.  You  didn’t  tell  them  who  was  going  to  manage  the  sta¬ 
tion?  A.  I  didn’t  know. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  now,  do  you?  A.  No  sir. 

Q.  You  didn’t  know  what  rates  were  contemplated 
1247  by  Mr.  Carman  or  the  Utah  Radio  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany?  A.  No  sir. 

Q.  And  you  don’t  know  now  what  rates  are  contem¬ 
plated?  A.  No  sir. 

Q.  As  a  matter  of  fact  then,  you  don’t  know  whether 
rates  would  be  cheaper  than  the  rates  on  the  stations  now 
operating  in  Sat  Lake  City,  do  you?  A.  I  have  no  experi¬ 
ence  with  radio,  so  I  wouldn’t  know. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  is  all. 

Redirect  examination  (by  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  But  you  did  tell  them  it  woud  be  at  a  substantially  re¬ 
duced  rate?  A.  The  question  was — 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  Mr.  Shields  testifying;  I  object 
to  that  question  on  the  ground  it  is  leading. 

Mr.  Shields :  You  may  answer  the  question. 

A.  One  question  in  the  questionnaire  read  that  way,  that 
it  would  be  materially  lower. 
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Cross  examination  (By  Mr.  Judd:) 

Q.  Did  you  get  all  the  people  as  you  went  down  State 
street!  A.  No  sir,  we  couldn’t  get  all  of  them. 

Q.  For  instance,  did  you  get  the  Crawford — Day  Furni¬ 
ture  Company!  A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  talk  to  there!  A.  I  talked  to  the 

1248  stenographer  there. 

Q.  Did  you  get  the  Con.  Wagon  and  Machine  Company! 
A.  Yes  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  talked  to  there!  A.  I  talked  to  the 
manager. 

Q.  Who!  A.  To  the  general  manager. 

Q.  What  is  his  name!  A.  I  couldn’t  remember  his  name. 
Q.  What  kind  of  looking  fellow  was  he!  A.  It  was  an 
elderly  fellow,  gray-haired,  wore  glasses. 

Q.  Clean-shaven  or  not!  A.  Yes  sir,  clean-shaven. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  to  the  drug  store  there  on  the  corner! 
A.  Which  one  is  that! 

Q.  First  South  and  State.  A.  The  H.  and  M.  Drug  Com¬ 
pany, — yes  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  talk  to  there!  A.  I  talked  to  the  manager 
there. 

Q.  What  time  of  day!  A.  That  was  about  two-thirty. 

Q.  Talk  to  Auerbachs!  A.  No  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  to  Keeleys!  A.  No,  I  didn’t. 

Q.  Sun  Freeze  Ice  Cream!  A.  No,  I  didn’t  talk 

1249  there.  That  wasn’t  on  my  route. 

Q.  Talk  to  Politz!  A.  That  wasn’t  on  my  route, 

either. 

Q.  What!  A.  That  wasn’t  on  my  route,  either. 

Q.  Politz,  on  the  corner  of  Third  South  and  State!  A.  I 
didn’t  go  that  far  up. 

Q.  You  only  went  down  to  Second  South!  A.  I  came  from 
Third  South  up  to  Second  South  on  Main  Street. 

Q.  I  am  talking  about  State  street.  You  said  you  went 
from  South  Temple  to  Fourth  South  on  State  street,  I 
thought  you  said  1  A.  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Judd :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  all. 
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Mr.  Shields :  I  have  got  the  other  men  here,  and  we  will 
put  them  on,  but  if  you  boys  will  stipulate  they  will  testify 
along  this  line  we  won’t  waste  any  more  of  your  time. 

Mr.  Judd:  We  may  have  our  objection? 

Mr.  Shields :  I  will  so  stipulate,  and  that  I  resist  it. 

The  Commissioner :  What  are  their  names  ? 

Mr.  Shields :  Give  me  your  name  ? 

Mr.  Johnson:  Arthur  E.  Johnson. 

Mr.  Shields :  Where  do  you  live  ? 

Mr.  Johnson:  2028  Lake  street. 

Mr.  Shields:  Salt  Lake  City? 

Mr.  Johnson :  Yes  sir. 

1250  Mr.  Shields:  How  old  are  you? 

Mr.  Johnson:  Twenty-three. 

Mr.  Shields:  What  are  you  doing? 

Mr.  Johnson:  I  am  a  student  at  the  University  of  Utah. 
Mr.  Shields :  What  is  your  name  ? 

Mr.  Ogilvie :  J.  W.  Ogilvie. 

Mr.  Shields :  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

Mr.  Ogilvie :  435  Fourth  avenue. 

Mr.  Shields:  Salt  Lake  City? 

Mr.  Ogilvie :  Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Shields:  What  are  you  doing? 

Mr.  Ogilvie:  Student. 

Mr.  Shields:  I  will  ask  each  of  you,  did  you  men  do 
the  same  type  of  work  that  Mr.  Roservear  did? 

Mr.  Johnson:  Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Shields :  And  at  about  the  same  time  ? 

Mr.  Johnson:  During  the  same  week. 


Arthur  E.  Johnson,  having  been  first 
thereupon  testified  as  follows: 


duly  sworn  herein, 


Direct  examination 


(By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Q.  Tell  us  about  your  hours.  You  worked  five  and  a  half 
hours,  Mr.  Johnson?  A.  Yes  sir. 

1251  Q.  Where  did  you  do  your  work?  A.  I  was  on  Main 
street  between  South  Temple  and  Fourth  South  on 
the  west  side. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  for  the  managers  in  the  stores  you  went 
to  ?  A.  In  every  store  I  went  into. 
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Q.  Were  you  advised  you  talked  to  the  manager?  A.  As 
far  as  I  knew. 

Q.  He  looked  like  a  manager,  and  told  you  he  was?  A. 
Yes,  he  said  he  was  the  manager.  Had  to  take  his  word 
for  it. 

Mr.  Shields :  That  is  all. 

Cross  examination 

(By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  You  took  every  store  just  as  they  came,  didn’t  you? 
A.  I  went  along  the  street;  some  stores  I  couldn’t  get  hold 
of  the  manager. 

Q.  What  I  mean  is,  you  went  into  every  one  of  them, 
didn’t  you,  and  asked  for  the  manager?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  some  places  you  talked  to  others  than  the  man¬ 
ager,  didn’t  you,  when  the  manager  was  not  in?  A.  When 
he  wasn’t  in;  I  tried  to  see  the  manager. 

Q.  Didn’t  you  talk  to  the  assistant  manager  in  some  in¬ 
stances?  A.  Most  of  these  stores  we  went  into  they  didn’t 
have  assistant  managers. 

Q.  In  any  case  did  you  talk  to  the  clerks?  A.  No,  I 
1252  didn ’t  talk  to  the  clerks.  There  was  one  store  I  talked 
to  the  president  of  the  store, — Williams  Hardware 
Store,  between  South  Temple  and  First  South  on  Main 
street,  talked  to  Mr.  Timmerman. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  any  of  them  the  rate  the  new  station  pro¬ 
posed  to  charge?  A.  No  sir,  except  at  materially  reduced 
rates  as  the  survey  indicated. 

Q.  You  told  them  it  would  be  materially  lower  rates?  A. 
Yes  sir. 

Q.  But  you  didn’t  tell  them  what  rates?  A.  I  couldn’t. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  whether  they  could  charge  lower  rates, 
of  your  own  knowledge,  do  you?  A.  No  sir.  I  am  not  ex¬ 
perienced  in  radio. 

Mr.  Wallace :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Judd :  That  is  all. 


1253  J.  W.  Ogilvie  was  thereupon  called  as  a  witness  by 
and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  and  having  been  first 
duly  sworn  herein,  testified  as  follows : 
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Direct  examination 
(By  Mr.  Shields:) 

Mr.  Wallace:  On  the  list  that  we  have  showing  consent  to 
take  depositions  none  of  these  three  boys  ’  from  the  univer¬ 
sity  names  appear,  that  is,  the  names  on  our  sheet  do  not 
appear  as  to  Mr.  Ogilvie,  Mr.  Johnson,  Mr.  Roservear,  none 
of  their  names  appear  on  the  consent  by  the  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  to  have  their  depositions  taken,  and  for 
that  reason  and  on  that  ground  we  object  to  their  deposi¬ 
tions  and  ask  they  be  stricken. 

Mr.  Shields:  I  resist. 

Mr.  Judd:  And  on  the  grounds  we  stated  when  the  tele¬ 
gram  was  first  offered. 

Mr.  Shields :  I  resist  the  motion. 

Q.  You  stated  your  name  is  James  Ogilvie?  A.  Yes. 

Mr.  Wallace :  We  will  stipulate  he  will  testify  along  the 
same  lines  as  the  other  boys. 

Mr.  Shields :  May  I  get  his  name  and  address  ? ; 

Q.  How  old  are  you?  A.  Twenty-three. 

Q.  What  do  you  do  ?  A.  Student. 

Q.  Where?  A.  University  here. 

1254  Q.  During  the  month  of  January  at  some  time  were 
you  employed  by  Mr.  Carman?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  in  what  capacity?  A.  Making  this  survey  for  Mr. 
Carman  and  interviewing  the  managers  of  department 
stores. 

Q.  And  did  you  do  it?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  you  have  heard  the  testimony  of  the  other  wit¬ 
nesses  in  connection  with  this,  and  that  is  the  type  of  work 
which  you  did?  A.  Yes.  sir. 

Mr.  Shields :  Take  the  witness. 

Cross  examination 

(By  Mr.  Wallace:) 

Q.  In  making  your  calls  you  called  on  all  the  stores  just 
as  they  came,  down  the  street?  A.  Every  establishment,  as 
they  came. 

Q.  You  took  in  candy  stores,  fruit  stands?  A.  Yes.

Q.  Bootblack  stands,  anything  that  came  along  the  street, 
as  they  came!  A.  Anything  I  came  across  I  interviewed 
the  manager. 

Mr.  Wallace:  That  is  all. 

Mr.  Shields :  We  will  introduce  KDYL  rate  cards 

1255  as  Exhibit  D,  and  KSL  rate  cards  as  Exhibit  E. 

(A  set  of  KDYL  rate  cards  was  thereupon  marked  Appli¬ 
cant’s  Exhibit  D,  and  a  set  of  KSL  rate  cards  marked  Ap¬ 
plicant’s  Exhibit  E.  Said  Exhibits  D  and  E  are  attached 
to  this  transcript  and  made  a  part  thereof.) 

1256  Henry  Schubach,  was  thereupon  called  as  a  wit¬ 
ness  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  herein,  and 

being  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Direct  examination 
(by  Mr.  Shields) 

Mr.  Wallace :  We  object  to  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Schubach 
for  the  reason  and  on  the  ground  that  the  telegram  (Exhibit 
C)  if  authentic  as  coming  from  the  Communications  Com¬ 
mission,  substituted  Frank  C.  Carman  for  Henry  R.  Schu- 
bach,  the  deposition  of  Henry  R.  Schubach  having  been  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  order  of  the  Communications  Commission 
and  the  telegram,  if  authentic,  substituting  Mr.  Carman  for 
Mr.  Schubach — we  do  not,  however,  admit  the  authenticity 
of  the  telegram,  applicant’s  Exhibit  C  addressed  to  Orman 
W.  Ewing. 

Mr.  Judd:  Nor  waive  our  objections  heretofore  made 
to  it. 

Mr.  Wallace:  And  we  further  ask  that  all  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  Frank  C.  Carman  be  stricken  on  the  ground  that 
the  testimony  of  Frank  C.  Carman  was  not  authorized  by 
the  Communications  Commission,  and  we  ask  that  the  entire 
deposition  and  all  the  testimony  taken  from  Mr.  Carman 
be  stricken. 

Mr.  Shields:  Now  are  all  objections  in! 

Mr.  Judd:  It  will  be  clear  that  one  of  these  fellows,  ac¬ 
cording  to  our  viewpoint,  is  logically  out  of  the  picture; 
they  are  not  both  in. 

Mr.  Shields:  It  is  understood  we  resist  these  mo- 

1257  tions.  That  is  understood  all  the  way. 
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Q.  Will  you  state  your  name  ?  A.  Henry  Schubach. 

Q.  You  live  in  Salt  Lake  Mr.  Schubach?  A.  Yes  and  have 
lived  here  for  some  23  years. 

Mr.  Judd:  How  long,  Mr.  Schubach? 

The  Witness :  23  years. 

Q.  WLat  business  are  you  in  Mr.  Schubach?  A.  In  the 
optical — retail  optical  business. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  retail  optical  business  ? 
A.  About  20  years. 

Q.  Do  you  do  a  good  deal  of  advertising?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Of  what  types,  Mr.  Schubach?  A.  Both  radio  and 
newspaper. 

Q.  And  are  you  familiar  with  the  fact  that  there  is  an  ap¬ 
plication  before  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
for  a  certificate  of  convenience  and  necessity  for  a  100  watt 
radio  station  in  Salt  Lake?  A.  Yes,  I  heard  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  do  radio  advertising  yourself?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  Have  you  made  some  investigation  with  respect  to  the 
amount  of  advertising  which  is  done  on  the  radio  in  Salt 
Lake?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  As  a  result  of  your  experience  with  the  radio  as  an  ad¬ 
vertising  medium,  I  will  ask  you  if  you  believe  that  the 
radio  would  be  and  could  be  used  more  extensively  if 
1258  lower  rates  were  obtainable  for  independent  service 
— I  mean  smaller — 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  that;  this  witness  has  not  shown 
he  is  qualified  to  testify  as  to  the  rates  or  that  he  knows 
technical  radio  or  the  expense  of  operation  of  a  radio  sta¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Shields :  Withdraw  the  question  for  the  moment. 

Q.  What  price  do  you  pay  for  the  radio  advertising  which 
you  do?  A.  Well,  that  is  a  hard  question  to  answer  because 
there  are  so  many  different  rates  for  the  different  time  yon 
buy;  different  hours  carry  different  rates. 

Q.  Will  you  explain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commission 
what  you  mean  by  different  rates?  A.  There  is  a  morning 
rate  and  an  afternoon  rate  and  a  night  rate. 

Q.  Do  you  have  occasion  to  use  all  three  rates?  A.  No; 
we  use  the  afternoon  rate  and  the  night  rate. 
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Q.  Are  these  two  rates  the  more  expensive  rates?  A.  One 
is  less  than  the  other. 

Q.  Which  is  the  least  expensive?  A.  The  afternoon  rate. 
Q.  And  what  time  of  night  to  you  advertise?  A.  Any 
where  from  6:30  to  9  o’clock. 

Q.  What  type  of  advertising  do  you  use  over  the  radio? 
A.  We  have  what  they  call  spot  announcements  and  pro¬ 
grams. 

Q.  Spot  announcements  and  programs.  What  time  of  the 
day  do  you  have  your  spot  announcements,  or  is  that 

1259  scattered  throughout  the  day?  A.  Some  at  4:30, 
some  at  about  a  quarter  to  6 — half  past  five. 

Q.  What  time  do  you  have  your  programs?  A.  Some  at 
6:30,  some  at  8:30;  the  time  is  changed  from  time  to  time. 

Q.  The  local  rate  so-called  is  the  rate  you  are  interested 
in,  is  it  not?  A.  Yes. 

(KDYL  rate  card  was  thereupon  marked  “Applicant’s 
Exhibit  D.  ”  KSL  rate  card  was  marked  Applicant’s  Ex¬ 
hibit  E”  Said  Exhibits  D  and  E  are  attached  to  this  tran¬ 
script  and  made  a  part  thereof.) 

Q.  Now  I  will  ask  you  as  the  result  of  your  experience 

with  radio — I  will  ask  vou  if  vou  believe  that  there  is  a 

*  » 

necessitv  here  in  Salt  Lake  Citv  and  a  convenience  for  the 
+  * 

public,  for  a  service  which  would  provide  radio  advertis¬ 
ing  at  a  substantiallv  lesser  rate?  A.  I  imagine  if  vou 
could  advertise  for  a  lesser  rate,  of  course  you  would  have 
less  listeners  but  vou  would  get  a  lot  of  small  advertisers. 

Q.  And  don’t  you  believe  that  a  lot  of  the  people  are  un¬ 
able  to  pay  the  higher  rate  who  would  advertise  if  they 
could  get  a  lesser  rate  and  meet  and  contact  fewer  people? 

Mr.  Wallace:  I  object  to  that  question  as  leading  and  on 
the  further  ground  a  proper  foundation  has  not  been  laid; 
it  is  calling  for  the  conclusion  of  this  witness. 

Q.  Now  you  may  answer.  A.  What  was  the  question 
again? 

(question  read) 

1260  A.  Yes,  I  believe  they  would. 

Q.  Your  business  is  a  business  which  affects  the 
country,  I  mean  Utah  and  Idaho,  a  broad  space  of  people 
rather  than  just  local,  is  it  not?  A.  Yes. 
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Q.  But  the  local  merchants  who  are  selling  groceries  and 
clothing  and  supplies  and  meet  and  deal  with  the  people  in

Of 
this  29%  or  45  merchants,  we  find  23  have  never  used  radio 
advertising  and  do  not  believe  in  its  worth.  Sixteen  had 
used  radio  advertising  but  were  dissatisfied  with  results 
and  complained  of  high  cost  of  present  facilities.  Only  6 
were  satisfied  with  the  present  facilities.  That  is,  time 
available  and  price  rates  of  both  stations. 

Out  of  the  112  or  the  favorable  group,  we  find  38  have 
never  used  radio  advertising;  11  expressed  satisfaction  to 
the  present  rates  of  the  two  stations ;  60  complained  of  fav¬ 
orable  hours  not  available  and  price  rates  beyond  their 
means ;  31  expressed  no  answer  to  the  question  No.  5. 

In  conclusion,  this  survey  shows  that  a  large  percentage 
or  71%  of  this  representative  group  of  Salt  Lake  City  mer¬ 
chants  will  support  a  small  local  broadcasting  station.  That 
the  present  price  rates  of  radio  advertising  in  Salt  Lake 
City  are  too  high  for  the  average  business  establishment, 
even  those  rates  of  a  1,000  watt  station.  Also,  that  only  17 
or  73/2%  were  satisfied  with  present  facilities;  but  11  of  this 
17  stated  they  would  support  a  small  local  radio  broadcast¬ 
ing  station.

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NUMBER  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  INHABITANTS 


Population  of  the  State. — Utah  was  organized  as  a  Territory  in  1850  and 
admitted  to  the  Union  as  the  forty-fifth  State  in  1S96.  Its  population  on  April 
1,  1930,  according  to  the  Fifteenth  Census,  was  507,847,  which  represents  an 
increase  of  5S,451,  or  13  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  population  on  January 
1,  1920.  The  total  land  area  of  the  State,  as  shown  in  Table  3,  is  82,184  square 
miles.  The  average  number  of  inhabitants  per  square  mile  in  1930  was  6.2,  as 
compared  with  5.5  in  1920. 

Table  1  shows  the  population  of  Utah  from  1850,  the  year  in  which  the  Terri¬ 
tory  of  Utah  was  first  separately  enumerated,  to  1930,  together  with  the  increase 
during  each  decade.

Counties  and  minor  civil  divisions. — In  the  tables  which  follow  (Tables  2  to  6) 
the  population  of  Utah  is  shown  by  counties,  election  precincts,  cities,  and  towns, 
with  some  comparative  figures  from  previous  censuses. 

Cities  of  10,000  or  more. — There  are  three  cities  in  Utah  which  had  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  10,000  or  more  in  1930.  Table  2  shows  for  these  places  the  population 
-  at  each  census  for  which  figures  are  available,  together  with  the  increase  during 
each  decade.  Salt  Lake  City,  the  capital,  is  the  largest  city  in  the  State,  with  a 
population  of  140,267,  which  represents  an  increase  of  22,157,  or  18.8  per  cent, 
over  its  population  in  1920.  Ogden  is  the  second  city  in  the  State,  with  40,272 
inhabitants,  and  Provo,  with  a  population  of  14,766,  is  the  third  in  rank.

Minor  civil  divisions. — The  primary  divisions  of  the  counties  of  Utah  are 
known  as  election  precincts.  These  election  precincts  include  the  secondary 
divisions,  which  are  incorporated  as  cities  and  towns.  Table  4  shows  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  each  county  by  election  precincts,  cities,  and  towns  for  the  last  three 
censuses.  The  population  of  the  cities  and  towns  is  shown  in  italics  under  the 
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population  of  the  precincts  in  which  places  are  respectively  located.  Where  a 
city  or  town  occupies  two  or  more  precincts  or  parts  of  precincts,  the  total  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  place  is  given  in  connection  with  the  presentation  for  the  first 
precinct. 

Changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the  townships  and  cities  between  1920  and  1930, 
are  indicated  by  footnotes  on  Table  4;  for  changes  between  1910  and  1920, 
reference  may  be  made  to  the  Reports  of  the  Fourteenth  Census,  Volume  I, 
Table  53.

Released  today  by  Wholesale  Census  for  1933 

The  final  wholesale  trade  results  of  the  Census  of  American  Business  for 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  released  today  by  William  L.  Austin,  Director,  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  show  that  in  1933  the  city  had  352  whole¬ 
sale  establishments,  with  net  sales  during  the  year  of  $57,604,000.  These 
businesses  employed  3,395  men  and  women  on  a  full  time  basis  and  reported  a 
total  payroll  of  $4,506,000,  of  which  $135,000  was  paid  to  part-time  employees. 

Por  census  purposes,  a  wholesale  establishment  is  a  place  of  business  where 
all  or  a  major  part  of  the  goods  are  sold  or  distributed  on  a  wholesale  basis. 

In  presenting  the  data  for  Salt  Lake  City,  the  wholesale  field  has  been 
divided  into  four  groups,  according  to  the  type  of  establishment  or  the 
nature  of  the  functions  performed.  These  four  type  groups,  consisting  of 
wholesalers  proper,  manufacturers*  sales  branches,  agents  and  brokers,  and  all 
other  types,  are  briefly  defined  in  a  subsequent  paragraph*  Of  the  total 
number  of  wholesale  establishments  in  Salt  Lake  City,  61.4  percent  were  whole¬ 
salers  proper  and  20.4  percent  were  manufacturers9  sales  branches.  Agents 
and  brokers  accounted  for  13.1  percent  and  5.1  percent  consisted  of  all  other 
types.  The  total  volume  of  wholesale  business  in  Salt  Lake  City  was  distributed 
as  follows:  wholesalers  proper,  55.6  percent;  manufacturers*  sales  branches, 

20.8  percent;  agents  and  brokers,  11  percent;  and  all  other  types,  12.6  percent. 

The  first  of  the  four  functional  type  groups  for  which  data  are  shown 
is  called  "wholesalers  proper1*  and  consists  of  more  or  less  regular  wholesalers 
in  domestic  and  foreign  trade  who  take  title  to  the  goods  they  buy  and  sell 
and  are  largely  independent  in  ownership.  The  second  division  comprises 
"manufacturers*  sales  branches"  consisting  of  wholesale  outlets  owned  by  manu¬ 
facturers  largely  for  the  disposal  of  their  own  goods.  The  third  group  is 
called  "agents  and  brokers"  and  includes  auction  companies,  brokers,  commission 
merchants,  export  and  import  agents,  manufacturers*  agents,  selling  agents,  etc. 

In  the  fourth  division  are  included  all  types  of  wholesale  establishments  not 
covered  by  the  other  three  divisions,  such  as  bulk  tank  stations,  chain  store 
warehouses,  assemblers  and  country  buyers,  cooperative  marketing  associations, 
etc.  Figures  for  each  of  these  four  type  groups  are  summarized  at  the  top  of 
the  accompanying  table. 

In  addition  to  being  classified  according  to  functional  type,  each  estab¬ 
lishment  was  also  classified  by  kind  of  business,  on  the  basis  of  the  chief 
line  or  lines  of  merchandise  in  which  it  dealt.  For  release  purposes,  data 
will  be  shown  by  25  major  kind  of  business  classifications.  In  Salt  Lake  City 
wholesalers  proper  operated  in  24  of  the  25  kinds  of  business,  groceries  and 
foods  accounting  for  24.7  percent  of  their  total  volume  of  business,  followed  by 
hardware  with  12  percent,  machinery  and  equipment  with  9.8  percent,  and  lumber 
and  building  materials  with  7.5  percent.  Manufacturers*  sales  branches  operated 
in  19  kinds  of  business  or  lines  of  trade,  with  groceries  and  foods  accounting 
for  22.2  percent  of  their  total  volume,  and  automotive  products  14.6  percent. 

While  agents  and  brokers  were  found  in  14  kinds  of  business,  groceries  and  foods 
alone  made  up  45.3  percent  of  their  business  volume.  The  most  important  kind 
of  business  under  "all  other  types1*  consisted  of  petroleum  and  its  products, 
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where  the  9  hulk  tank  stations  of  Salt  Lake  City  did  42.5  percent  of  the  total 
business  for  the  type  group,  followed  by  farm  products-raw  materials  with  17.6 
percent.

Ihile  the  number  of  establishments  in  1933  was  greater  by  5.4  percent  as 
compared  with  1929,  the  volume  of  business  was  55.8  percent  smaller,  the 
largest  decrease  being  recorded  for  manufacturers1  sales  branches.  Operating 
expenses  were  higher  for  all  types  except  agents  and  brokers,  partly  because 
of  reduced  dollar  volume  and  partly  on  account  of  the  lower  prices  prevailing 
in  1933  which  necessitated  handling  a  larger  physical  volume  per  dollar  of 
sales.  The  largest  increase  in  the  costs  of  doing  business  was  reported  by 
manufacturers9  sales  branches,  in  which  case  expenses  rose  from  9.7  to  21.3 
percent  of  net  sales.  Among  the  factors  accounting  for  the  higher  costs  on 
the  part  of  sales  branches  is  the  excessive  decline  in  sales  of  industrial 
goods  which  they  generally  handle  in  large  quantities  and  the  small  variety 
of  goods  over  which  the  irreducible  operating  expenses  might  be  spread. 

To  obtain  a  clearer  picture  of  the  changes  wrought  by  the  depression  and 
other  possible  causes  and  to  determine  the  relative  importance  of  the  different 
kinds  of  business  or  lines  of  trade  for  each  functional  type  group,  it  is 
necessary  to  examine  the  data  in  the  accompanying  table,  which  show  for  each 
kind  of  business  in  a  given  type  of  wholesaling,  the  number  of  establishments, 
net  sales,  total  expenses,  average  number  of  full-time  employees,  total  pay¬ 
roll,  part-time  payroll,  and  stocks  on  hand.  However,  in  making  the  com¬ 
parisons  with  1929  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  two  censuses  are  not 
exactly  alike,  due  largely  to  differences  in  the  canvass,  coverage,  and 
classification. 

The  Census  of  American  Business  was  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
with  funds  supplied  by  the  Civil  Works  Administration,  furnishing  temporary 
employment  for  more  than  15.000  persons  for  the  field  canvass.  Every  city, 
county,  and  State  has  been  covered  collecting  data  for  the  year  1933,  which 
will  be  released  for  communities  having  a  population  of  50,000  or  more  and 
for  States  as  fast  as  they  are  tabulated.

The  first  of  the  four  functional  type  groups  for  which  data  are  shown 
is  called  Wholesalers  proper"  and  consists  of  more  or  less  regular  whole¬ 
salers  in  domestic  and  foreign  trade  who  take  title  to  the  goods  they  buy 
and  sell  and  are  largely  independent  in  ownership.  The  second  division  com¬ 
prises  "manufacturers'  sales  branches"  consisting  of  wholesale  outlets  owned 
by  manufacturers  largely  for  the  disposal  of  their  own  goods*  The  third 
group  is  celled  "agents  and  brokers"  and  includes  auction  companies,  brokers, 
commission  merchants,  export  and  import  agents,  manufacturers1  agents,  selling 
agent 8,  etc*  In  the  fourth  division  are  included  all  types  of  wholesale 
establishments  not  covered  by  the  other  three  divisions,  such  as  bulk  tank 
stations,  chain  store  warehouses,  assemblers  and  country  buyers,  cooperative 
marketing  associations,  etc.  Figures  for  each  of  these  four  type  groups  are 
summarized  at  the  top  of  the  accompanying  table. 

In  addition  to  being  classified  according  to  functional  type,  each 
establishment  was  also  classified  by  kind  of  business,  on  the  basis  of  the 
chief  line  or  lines  of  merchandise  in  which  it  dealt.  For  release  purposes 
data  are  shown  by  25  major  kind  of  business  classifications  to  which  whole¬ 
sale  establishments  logically  conform.  In  Utah  wholesalers  proper  operated 
in  24  of  the  25  kinds  of  business,  groceries  and  foods  accounting  for  34*9 
percent  of  their  total  volume  of  business,  followed  by  hardware,  with  8.7 
percent;  machinery,  equipment  and  supplies  with  7.4  percent;  and  farm  pro- 
ducts-consumer  goods  with  6.5  percent* 

When  the  1933  figures  on  the  wholesale  trade  of  Utah  are  compared  with 
similar  date  for  1929*— the  pre— depression  year  covered  by  the  first  Census  of 
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Distribution— some  interesting  facts  come  to  light  as  shown  below:

While  the  number  of  establishments  in  1933  was  less  by  11.3  percent,  as 
compared  with  1929 ,  the  volume  of  business  was  51.8  percent  smaller,  which  means 
that  the  average  sales  per  establishment  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1929. 

The  largest  total  decreases  in  net  sales  were  reported  by  agents  and  brokers, 
although  the  greatest  declines  in  volume  per  establishment  were  suffered  by 
manufacturers1  sales  branches.  Most  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  establish- 
ments  under  nall  other  types'1  is  due  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  assemblers 
and  country  buyers  of  livestock  who  either  were  not  in  business  in  1933  or  else 
their  business  volume  was  less  than  $500  each  and  were,  therefore,  not  included 
in  these  figures.  Operating  expenses  were  higher  in  each  of  the  4  types  of 
wholesale  organizations,  partly  because  of  reduced  dollar  volume  per  establish¬ 
ment  and  partly  on  account  of  the  lower  prices  prevailing  in  1933  which 
necessitated  handling  a  larger  physical  volume  per  dollar  of  sales. 

To  obtain  a  clearer  perspective  of  the  changes  wrought  by  the  depression 
and  other  possible  causes  and  to  determine  the  relative  importance  of  the 
different  kinds  of  business  or  lines  of  trade  for  each  functional  type  group, 
it  is  necessary  to  examine  the  data  in  the  accompanying  table  1,  which  shows  for 
each  kind  of  business  in  a  given  type  of  wholesaling,  the  number  of  establish¬ 
ments,  net  sales,  total  expenses,  average  number  of  full-time  employees,  total 
pay  roll,  part-time  pay  roll,  and  stocks  on  hand.  However,  in  making  the  com¬ 
parisons  with  1929  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  two  censuses  are  not  exactly 
alike,  due  largely  to  differences  in  the  canvass,  coverage,  and  classification. 

In  table  2  are  presented  monthly  employment  data  for  the  State  of  Utah  by 
kind'  of  business.  For  all  kinds  of  business  combined,  if  the  average  number  of 
full-time  employees  be  regarded  as  100,  December  showed  an  improvement  over  the 
beginning  of  the  year  of  10  points.  Similarly  the  peak  in  part-time  employment 
was  reached  in  September,  ^ilch  was  63  points  higher  than  in  February,  The  larg^ 
est  increases  In  employment  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  were  reported  in 
the  following  lines  of  trade:  electrical  goods  and  groceries  and  foods.  Most 
of  the  lines  of  trade  registered  considerable  stability  in  employment  or  a  small 
increase  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

The  Census  of  American  Business  was  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
with  funds  supplied  by  the  Civil  Works  Administration.  Every  city,  county,  and 
State  has  been  covered  collecting  data  for  the  year  1933,  which  will  be  released 
for  communities  having  a  population  of  50,000  or  more  and  for  States  as  fast  as 
they  are  tabulated.

UTAH  -  FINAL  RETAIL  RESULTS  FOR  1933 


Final  returns  for  the  Utah  Retail  Census  of  American  Business 
for  1933,  released  today  hy  William  L*  Austin,  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  confirm  with  slight  variations  the 
preliminary  figures  released  in  June  and  show  for  the  first  time  the 
significant  change  in  the  relative  importance  of  the  various  kinds  of 
retail  business  since  1929* 

Food  stores,  restaurants,  general  merchandise  stores,  filling 
stations  and  drug  stores  increased  in  relative  proportion  to  total 
retail  sales*  The  food  group,  which  in  1929  accounted  for  17*2  percent 
of  total  sales  of  the  State,  advanced  to  24*1  percent  in  relative  im¬ 
portance*  Restaurants,  which  in  1929  accounted  for  3*2  percent  of  sales, 
now  show  4*4  percent*  The  general  merchandise  group  (department  stores, 
dry-goods,  variety  and  general  merchandise  stores) ,  advanced  from  13*7 
percent  in  1929  to  14*9  percent  in  1933*  Filling  stations  increased 
from  4.4  percent  to  7.6  percent  and  drug  stores  from  3*1  percent  to  4*3 
percent  • 

Those  groups  which  show  a  decrease  in  relative  importance  since 
1929,  and  which  partly  account  for  the  51*4  percent  drop  in  total  retail 
sales  for  the  State,  are:  Apparel  stores,  motor  vehicle  dealers,  furni¬ 
ture  and  household  stores,  lumber,  building  and  hardware  stores* 

The  report  shows  an  analysis  by  53  kinds  of  business  for  the 
State  and  for  Salt  Lake  City;  it  also  includes  a  breakdown  by  13  kinds 
of  business  for  each  city  in  the  State  of  more  than  10,000  population; 
and  totals  for  counties  and  smaller  cities* 


Comparative  Summary  of  Sales  for  the  State  of  Utah

Preliminary  Statement 

This  report  covers  the  following  applications : 

1.  The  application  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society 
for  a  construction  permit,  requesting  authority  to  construct 
a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to 
operate  on  the  1450  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  1 
kilowatt,  unlimited  time. 

2.  The  application  of  Louis  H.  Callister  for  a  construction 
permit,  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio 
broadcast  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the  1200 
kilocycle  frequency  with  powder  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

3.  The  application  of  Paul  Q.  Callister  for  a  construction 
permit  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio  broad¬ 
cast  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the  1370 
kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

4.  The  application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.,  for  a  construction  permit,  requesting  authority 
to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah, 
to  operate  on  the  1500  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100 
watts,  unlimited  time. 
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5.  The  application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.  for  a  construction  permit,  requesting  authority 
to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Provo,  Utah, 
to  operate  on  the  1210  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100 
watts,  unlimited  time. 

2346  6.  The  application  of  Munn  Q.  Cannon  for  a  con¬ 

struction  permit,  requesting  authority  to  construct  a 
new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on 
the  1210  kilocycle  frequency,  with  power  of  100  watts,  un¬ 
limited  time. 

7.  The  application  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman, 
David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  as 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  for  a  construction  permit,  re¬ 
questing  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the  1500  kilo¬ 
cycle  frequency  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

8.  The  application  of  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service 
Company,  J.  A.  and  J.  M.  Feeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen  for  a 
construction  permit,  requesting  authority  to  construct  a 
new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on 
the  1370  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100  watts,  un¬ 
limited  time. 

The  first  seven  applications  designated  above  were  called 
for  hearing  on  January  30,  1935,  whereupon  counsel  for 
Louis  H.  Callister,  applicant  for  a  construction  permit  in 
Docket  No.  2563,  and  Munn  Q.  Cannon,  applicant  for  con¬ 
struction  permit  in  Docket  No.  2600,  entered  a  motion  re¬ 
questing  that  said  applications  be  dismissed  without  preju¬ 
dice.  Counsel  for  respondents  objected  to  the  dismissal  of 
the  applications  without  prejudice.  No  evidence  was  of¬ 
fered  in  support  of  these  applications.  Thereafter,  on  re¬ 
quest  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith, 
and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  at  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company,  the  Commission  reopened  said  case  for  rehear¬ 
ing  and  directed  that  said  case  be  heard  on  August  7,  1935. 

The  Commission  also  directed  that  the  application  of 
Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company,  J.  A.  and 
J.  M.  Reeder,  L.  R.  Jensen  for  a  construction  permit  be 
heard  on  the  same  date.  This  application  was  consolidated 
for  hearing  with  the  other  applications  involved  in  this 
hearing  and  heard  on  August  7,  1935. 
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On  an  agreement  of  all  parties  and  respondents  appear¬ 
ing  at  the  hearing  on  August  7,  1935,  the  case  of  Jack 
Powers  et  al  for  a  construction  permit  was  held  open  by  the 
Examiner  to  August  19, 1935  to  permit  certain  respondents 
to  file  a  request  with  the  Commission  to  take  additional  dep¬ 
ositions  in  this  case.  This  request  was  duly  filed  and  there¬ 
after  granted  by  the  Commission,  and  said  case  was  held 
open  by  the  Examiner  until  September  20,  1935  to  permit 
the  introduction  of  said  depositions  in  evidence. 

The  Facts 

Concerning  the  Application  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  So¬ 
ciety  for  a  Construction  Permit. 

The  applicant,  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society,  is  a  mu¬ 
tual  association  composed  of  100  members,  and  was  or¬ 
ganized  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a 
new  radio  broadcast  station  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 
2347  Section  2  of  the  Articles  of  Utah  Radio  Educational 
Society  (Unincorporated)  provides: 

“The  objects  and  purposes  for  which  this  Society  is 
formed  are :  To  protect  and  defend  the  rights  of  the  com¬ 
mon  people  in  radio  matters.  To  promote  and  elevate  the 
standards  of  radio  broadcasting  programs.  To  promulgate 
education  by  radio  for  the  welfare  and  benefit  of  the  whole 
people.  To  exert  by  radio  broadcasting  a  wholesome  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  youth  of  the  land.  To  instill  and  inculcate 
American  ideals,  patriotism,  love  of  country  and  respect  for 
its  tradition,  history,  institutions  and  its  laws,  and  to  help 
preserve  radio  facilities  for  such  purposes.  To  cooperate 
with  all  worthy  undertakings  in  the  preservation  of  the 
principles  and  ideals  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  To  maintain, 
disseminate,  send  out,  and  broadcast  by  means  of  radio  ap¬ 
paratus.  ’  ’ 

The  proposed  station  would  operate  on  the  1450  kilocycle 
frequency  with  power  of  1  kilowatt,  unlimited  time. 

A  list  of  the  proposed  membership  of  this  association  was 
not  made  known  at  the  hearing'  and  only  two  members  of 
the  association  testified.  Mr.  Orman  W.  Ewing  testified  at 
the  hearing  and  Mr.  Walter  P.  Monson,  Jr.  testified  by  dep¬ 
osition.  Mr.  Ewing  testified  to  the  effect  that  he  did  not 
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know  the  entire  membership,  but  did  know  possibly  a  dozen 
of  them  and  Mr.  Monson  testified  to  about  the  same  effect. 

The  proposed  officers  of  the  association  are  President, 
Walter  G.  Monson,  Jr.;  Vice-Presidents,  Leon  C.  Higgin¬ 
botham  and  William  Monay ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Robbins ;  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Pendleton.  Mr.  Ewing  for  a  good  many  years 
has  followed  the  practice  of  land  law  and  is  a  member  of 
this  association,  but  has  had  no  experience  of  any  kind  in 
conducting  or  operating  a  broadcast  station,  Mr.  Monson  is 
field  representative  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administra¬ 
tion  and  was  formerly  in  the  real  estate  business,  but  has 
had  no  experience  in  the  operation  of  a  radio  station.  He 
has  resided  in  Salt  Lake  City  for  the  past  three  years ;  how¬ 
ever,  prior  to  that  time,  for  the  greater  part  of  twenty  years 
he  resided  elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 

No  financial  statement  for  the  applicant  was  submitted 
nor  was  there  a  financial  statement  of  any  member  thereof 
offered  in  evidence.  It  is  shown  that  there  is  no  money  in 
the  treasury  of  the  society  and  it  is  proposed  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
station  by  placing  assessment  on  the  members  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  to  cover  two-thirds  of  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
raised,  and  to  obtain  the  other  one-third  from  the  Utah  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Labor,  wffiich  organization  has  indorsed  the  ap¬ 
plication  and  proposes  to  aid  in  the  financing  thereof.  It  is 
not  clear  as  to  just  how  the  Utah  Federation  of  Labor  will 
secure  the  necessary  funds,  but  it  appears  that  such  funds 
will  be  obtained  from  the  local  organizations  of  the 
2348  Federation.  No  definite  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  such  local  organizations  as  to  any  definite 
amount  of  money  to  be  provided  by  them  nor  has  it  been 
shown  that  the  local  organizations  have  available  sufficient 
funds  to  cover  any  part  of  the  construction  and  operation  of 
the  station.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  construction  of  the 
station  is  $15,000.00  to  $20,000.00,  the  cost  of  the  transmit¬ 
ter  alone  being  approximately  $16,000.00. 

Mr.  Monson  testified  that  he  had  no  data  as  to  the  re¬ 
sources  or  income  of  the  other  members  of  the  association; 
and  Mr.  Ewing  testified  that  he  offered  to  put  in  a  “couple 
of  thousand  dollars  ’  ’  which  he  did  not  have,  but  stated  that 
his  wife  had  certain  securities  which  he  thought  could  be 
used  for  this  purpose. 
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If  this  application  be  granted,  the  applicant  proposes  to 
devote  25%  of  its  time  to  agricultural,  educational,  religi¬ 
ous,  labor,  and  civic  programs  of  special  interest  to  the  area 
proposed  to  be  served.  An  adequate  staff  of  qualified  em¬ 
ployees  would  be  employed  to  construct  and  operate  the 
proposed  station  and  an  available  site  for  the  location  of  the 
station  has  been  selected. 

There  is  testimony  in  behalf  of  the  applicant  to  the  effect 
that  the  applicant  expects  to  render  service  for  a  distance 
of  200  miles  in  all  directions  from  the  location  of  the  trans¬ 
mitter;  however,  the  Commission’s  engineer  testified  the 
predicted  coverage  of  the  proposed  station  would  be  ap¬ 
proximately  13  miles  for  residential  sections  and  24  miles 
for  rural  sections.  The  Commission’s  engineer  also  esti¬ 
mated  that  approximately  10%  of  the  area  of  the  state  of 
Utah  would  be  covered  by  a  circle  having  a  radius  of  24 
miles.  The  Salt  Lake  City  area  is  consistently  served  by 
two  radio  broadcast  stations ;  KSL  operating  with  power  of 
50,000  watts  and  KDYL  with  power  of  1,000  watts.  Service 
of  an  intermittent  nature  is  also  received  from  other  high- 
powered  stations  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  United 
States. 

The  night  quota  due  the  State  of  Utah  is  1.54  units,  the 
night  quota  assigned  is  3.30  units.  The  night  quota  due  the 
Fifth  Zone  is  36.00  units,  and  the  night  quota  assigned  is 
45.88  units.  The  day  quota  due  the  State  of  Utah  is  2.78 
units;  assigned  3.30  units.  The  day  quota  due  the  Fifth 
Zone  is  65.00  units ;  assigned  57.84  units.  The  granting  of 
this  application  would  involve  an  increase  in  the  quota  of 
the  State  and  Zone  of  0.5  unit  both  day  and  night. 

There  are  no  stations  located  within  the  United  States 
which  are  less  than  the  average  recommended  separation 
from  the  proposed  station,  and  therefore  no  interference  is 
expected  with  any  such  stations.  However,  there  is  one  sta¬ 
tion  in  Canada  which  is  somewhat  below  the  recommended 
nighttime  separation.  This  is  Station  CFCT,  Victoria, 
British  Columbia,  operating  on  the  1450  kilocycle  frequency 
with  power  of  50  watts,  which  station  is  775  miles  distant, 
whereas  the  recommended  nighttime  separation  is  1,000 
miles. 

There  is  an  application  pending  from  Station  KIEM, 
Eureka,  California,  requesting  assignment  to  this  same  fre- 
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quency  with  power  of  500  watts  and  unlimited  hours  of  op¬ 
eration.  The  distance  between  these  two  points  is  640  miles 
and  the  recommended  nighttime  separation  is  1,000  miles. 

2349  Concerning  the  Application  of  Paul  Q.  Callister  for 
a  Construction  Permit,  Requesting  Authority  to 
Construct  and  Operate  a  New  Broadcast  Station 
on  the  1370  Kilocycle  Frequency  with  Power  of 
100  Watts,  Unlimited  Time . 

The  applicant  was  born  and  reared  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  and  has  been  engaged  in  the  oil  and  gasoline  business 
in  this  city  since  1919.  He  is  President  and  Manager  of  the 
Associated  Oil  and  Gas  Company,  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
Manager  of  the  Peerless  Oil  Distributing  Company  (both 
with  headquarters  in  Salt  Lake  City)  and  President  and 
Manager  of  the  Mountain  Oil  Company  of  Ogden,  Utah. 

The  financial  assets  of  this  applicant  are  shown  to  include 
$6,000.00  in  cash,  11,000  shares  Associated  Gas  and  Oil 
stock  with  a  present  market  value  of  $4.00  a  share,  business 
real  estate  with  an  assessed  value  of  $8,000.00,  a  60-acre 
farm  (value  not  shown),  5600  shares  Mountain  Oil  Com¬ 
pany  stock  with  a  present  market  value  of  about  $1.25  per 
share,  10,000  shares  Peerless  Oil  Distributing  Company 
worth  in  excess  of  $10.00  a  share,  and  a  home  in  Salt  Lake 
City  estimated  to  be  worth  about  $5,000.00.  The  applicant's 
only  liability  is  an  outstanding  note  of  $2,000.00  or  $3,000.00 
upon  which  the  applicant  is  surety. 

If  this  application  be  granted,  the  applicant  proposes  to 
employ  an  adequate  staff  of  qualified  employees  to  con¬ 
struct  and  operate  the  station,  including  three  technical 
men,  a  chief  engineer,  three  announcers,  a  program  man¬ 
ager,  a  stenographer,  a  bookkeeper,  and  three  or  four  sales¬ 
men.  The  applicant  will  manage  the  station  with  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  a  brother,  Reed  E.  Callister,  who  has  approxi¬ 
mately  five  years  experience  in  connection  with  Stations 
KRKD,  (formerly  KMCS)  KMTR,  and  KIEV,  all  located 
in  the  State  of  California.  However,  Reed  E  Callister  is 
also  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  and  resides  in  Califor¬ 
nia  and  does  not  expect  to  change  his  residence,  although 
he  will  make  frequent  trips  to  Salt  Lake  City.  Mr.  Edgar 
Olds,  now  employed  at  Station  KIEV  at  Glendale,  Califor¬ 
nia,  would  be  the  chief  engineer,  and  L.  W.  Peters  the  pro- 
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gram  manager.  Mr.  Peters  has  had  experience  at  KMTR, 
and  KIEV. 

A  list  of  typical  programs  submitted  appears  to  be  well 
balanced,  and  the  applicant  proposes  to  provide  opportu¬ 
nity  for  all  civic,  educational,  religious,  charitable,  and  fra¬ 
ternal  programs  which  would  be  of  special  interest  to  the 
area  served.  The  applicant  proposes  to  use  local  programs 
extensively.  No  chain  programs  are  contemplated  and  the 
proposed  station  would  not  duplicate  services  now  rendered 
by  Stations  KSL  and  KDYL. 

The  advertising  rates  to  be  charged  would  be  lower  than 
those  of  KSL  and  KDYL.  The  mean  rate  per  hour  would 
be  $17.00,  and  it  is  estimated  the  average  monthly  earnings 
would  be  $3,800.00  to  $4,000.00.  It  is  shown  that  the  rates 
for  time  on  KSL  and  KDYL  now  average  from  $60.00  to 
$90.00  an  hour.  The  applicant  contends  that  the  granting 
of  this  application  would  provide  a  reasonably  priced  radio 
advertising  medium  for  many  small  business  con- 
2350  cerns  not  now  broadcasting  and  which  cannot  afford 
to  pay  the  rates  prevailing  on  the  two  stations  now 
serving  the  Salt  Lake  City  area.  A  list  of  potential  adver¬ 
tisers  is  given  in  Callister  Exhibit  No.  7,  some  of  whom 
now  use  existing  facilities. 

The  proposed  equipment  complies  with  all  technical  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Commission  and  is  expected  to  render 
satisfactory  service.  The  transmitter  site  appears  to  be 
satisfactory,  being  approximately  in  the  center  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  the  station  is  expected  to  render  consistent  and 
satisfactory  service  to  practically  the  entire  population  of 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Stations  KLO,  located  at  Ogden,  Utah,  operates  on  the 
1400  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100  watts.  The  act¬ 
ual  distance  between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden  is  35  miles 
and  the  recommended  separation  for  this  assignment  is  58 
miles ;  however,  in  view  of  the  high  attenuation  in  this  area 
and  the  fact  that  the  frequency  applied  for  is  much  higher 
than  the  average  on  which  the  separation  tables  are  based, 
it  is  not  expected  that  there  would  be  objectionable  interfer¬ 
ence  within  the  0.5  millivolt  per  meter  contour  of  Station 
KLO. 

There  is  an  application  pending  for  a  new  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah,  filed  by  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting 
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Service  Company,  J.  A.  &  J.  M.  Reeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen, 
(Docket  No.  2926)  requesting  authority  to  operate  on  the 
1370  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited 
time.  The  actual  distance  between  Logan  and  Salt  Lake 
City  is  approximately  70  miles,  whereas  the  recommended 
separation  for  two  100-watt  stations  operating  on  the  1370 
kilocycle  frequency  is  80  miles  for  daytime  and  185  miles 
for  nighttime  operation. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  shown  that  there  is  no  proba¬ 
bility  of  interference  with  the  air  and  efficient  service  of  any 
existing  station,  the  granting  of  this  application  would  not 
result  in  an  increase  of  the  quota  charge  of  the  State  of 
Utah  and  the  Fifth  Zone;  and  the  application  may  be 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  307  (b)  of  the  Com¬ 
munications  Act  of  1934. 


Concerning  the  Application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association ,  Inc.  for  Construction  Permits  Requesting 
Authority  to  Construct  and  Operate  Broadcasting  Sta¬ 
tions  at  Logan  and  Provo ,  Utah. 


It  is  estimated  that  each  of  these  stations  would  cost  be¬ 
tween  $5,000.00  and  $6,000.00.  The  applicant  corporation 
was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Delaware 
with  100  shares  of  stock  without  par  value.  The  stock  of 
the  applicant  corporation  has  been  issued  to  Miss  H.  R. 
Duvall,  but  only  $1,000.00  has  been  paid  in  to  cover  organi¬ 
zation  expenses.  This  was  paid  in  by  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation,  licensee  of  Radio  Station 
KDYL,  located  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  The  applicant  pro¬ 
poses  to  transfer  all  of  the  stock  to  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation,  should  these  applications  be  granted. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Fox  is  the  principal  owner  of  the  Inter- 
2351  mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation.  He  testified 
that  funds  of  this  corporation  would  be  made  avail¬ 
able  to  finance  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  stations.  No  financial  statement  of  the  applicant 
corporation  was  filed,  as  this  corporation  has  no  assets  at 
the  present  time.  A  balance  sheet,  as  of  December  31, 1934, 
of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  evidence  and  reveals  cash  on  hand  $18,316.35 ;  ac¬ 
counts  receivable,  less  reserve  for  doubtful  accounts  $21,- 
545.82;  notes  receivable  $18,870.00;  repair  parts  inventory 
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$985.22;  prepaid  insurance  $732.93;  fixed  assets,  consisting 
of  land,  buildings,  towers,  station  and  studio  equipment, 
etc.,  less  reserves  for  depreciation  $24,239.62;  operating 
license  and  good  will  $97,832.85 ;  assets  totaling  $182,522.79 ; 
current  liabilities  $26,488.37 ;  capital  and  net  worth  $126,- 
500.00;  surplus  $29,534.42;  total  liabilities  $182,522.79. 

The  applicant  would  maintain  an  adequate  staff  of  quali¬ 
fied  employees  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  sta¬ 
tions. 

Concerning  the  Proposed  Station  at  Logan ,  Utah . 

The  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association, 
Inc.,  requests  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  new  sta¬ 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah  to  operate  on  the  1500  kilocycle  fre¬ 
quency  with  power  of  100  watts. 

The  city  of  Logan  is  located  approximately  70  miles  from 
Salt  Lake  City  and  has  a  population  of  9,979.  It  is  the 
county  seat  of  Cache  County  arid  the  center  of  a  large  agri¬ 
cultural  area. 

A  number  of  business  concerns  located  in  Logan  have  in¬ 
dicated  a  willingness  to  use  a  broadcasting  station  for  local 
alvertising  purposes.  It  is  shown  that  Logan  is  the  center 
of  an  area  having  about  30,000  people  and  is  also  a  center 
of  distribution  in  the  neighborhood  and  in  northern  Utah 
and  southern  Idaho.  It  is  also  a  center  for  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  and  this  church  proposes 
to  use  the  station  for  religious  broadcasts.  The  city  and 
county  government  authorities  would  also  make  use  of  the 
station  for  broadcasts  of  local  interest.  Considerable  local 
talent  is  available  as  the  Utah  Agricultural  College  is  situ¬ 
ated  there  and  has  an  officer  in  charge  to  maintain  contacts 
with  broadcast  stations  throughout  the  intermountain 
country.  This  is  a  land  grant  college  and  develops  informa¬ 
tion  of  interest  to  farmers  as  to  weather,  scientific,  and 
agricultural  data.  This  college  is  now  broadcasting  this 

information  from  Station  KSL  at  Salt  Lake  Citv.  The 

* 

college  has  also  done  extensive  experimental  work  in  radio 
and  will  cooperate  in  further  development.  There  are  300 
to  400  students  of  speech  being  taught  in  this  college  and 
about  175  students  of  music.  It  is  shown  that  there  are  ap¬ 
proximately  700  students  of  instrumental  music  in  Cache 
Valley.  In  Logan  alone  there  are  three  high  school  bands, 
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college  bands,  and  two  orchestras.  There  is  also  choral 
music ;  glee  clubs  and  many  singers  are  available. 

The  granting  of  this  application  would  not  cause 
2352  objectionable  interference  to  any  existing  service, 
but  would  involve  objectionable  interference  with  the 
proposed  station  at  Salt  Lake  City  covered  by  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  Jack  Powers  et  al,  Docket  No.  2715,  as  the  actual  dis¬ 
tance  between  Logan  and  Salt  Lake  City  is  approximately 
70  miles  and  the  recommended  separation  for  daytime 
operation  is  80  miles  and  for  nighttime  operation  185  miles. 

There  are  no  stations  located  in  Logan  and  the  nearest 
station  is  KLO,  located  at  Ogden,  Utah,  which  operates 
with  power  of  500  watts,  unlimited  hours.  The  distance 
between  Logan  and  Ogden  is  35  miles  and  this  station  would 
be  expected  to  render  some  degree  of  service  to  Logan, 
although  not  a  highly  satisfactory  service.  Station  KSL  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  70  miles  distant,  operates  with  power 
of  50  kilowatts  and  is  expected  to  render  a  fair  degree  of 
service  to  the  Logan  area,  although  this  service  would  not 
be  consistent  at  all  times.  At  night  there  would  be  intermit¬ 
tent  service  available  from  various  distant  clear  channel 
stations  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  United  States. 

Concerning  the  Proposed  Station  at  Provo. 

The  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association, 
Inc.,  requests  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  new 
station  at  Provo,  Utah  to  operate  on  the  1210  kilocycle  fre¬ 
quency  with  power  of  100  watts. 

The  city  of  Provo  is  located  35  miles  from  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  has  a  population  of  14,766.  Approximately  60,000 
persons  reside  within  the  county.  Most  of  these  persons 
are  within  a  radius  of  10  to  15  miles  of  Provo. 

A  number  of  merchants  testified  that  they  would  sponsor 
programs  over  the  facilities  of  a  local  station,  if  such  a 
station  were  made  available.  It  is  shown  that  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  to  drive  by  automobile  to  Provo  from  Salt  Lake  City 
in  approximately  1%  hours  and  Salt  Lake  City  merchants, 
by  advertising  over  Station  KSL,  have  been  able  to  induce 
the  residents  of  Provo  to  go  to  Salt  Lake  City  to  do  their 
buying  with  the  result  that  local  merchants  are  handi¬ 
capped  in  obtaining  business.  It  is  contended  that  this 
difficulty  could  be  overcome  by  establishing  a  local  station 
to  serve  the  immediate  area  of  Provo. 
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Brigham  Young  University,  which  is  the  largest  uni¬ 
versity  in  the  Intermountain  area,  is  located  at  Provo  and 
has  an  enrollment  of  more  than  2,000  students.  It  has  an 
extension  division  and  has  furnished  considerable  talent 
and  programs  for  existing  stations  in  other  communities. 

Affiliated  with  the  University  are  a  great  number  of 
quartets,  choruses,  glee  clubs,  etc.,  including  a  concert  band 
and  a  symphony  orchestra  of  about  80  members  and  various 
ensemble  groups,  all  of  which  would  be  made  available  to 
the  station,  if  established.  It  is  shown  that  there  is  con¬ 
siderable  other  talent  available  in  the  Provo  area  and  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  for  broadcasting  programs 
for  the  Business  and  Professional  Womens  Club,  Rotarv 
Club,  the  Mayor  and  City  Counsel,  the  School  Board,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Kiwanis  Club. 

No  broadcast  station  is  located  at  Provo  and  the 
2353  nearest  stations  are  in  Salt  Lake  City,  about  35  miles 
distant.  Stations  KSL  and  KDYL  are  expected  to 
render  a  fair  degree  of  service  to  Provo.  In  addition 
there  is  intermittent  service  at  night  from  distant  clear 
channel  stations. 

The  granting  of  this  application  'would  not  cause  inter¬ 
ference  to  any  existing  service.  However  there  is  an  ap¬ 
plication  pending  (B-5-P-340)  requesting  authority  to  con¬ 
struct  and  operate  a  new  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake 
City  to  operate  on  the  1210  kilocycle  frequency  with  power 
of  100  watts,  daytime  hours  of  operation.  Provo  is  located 
35  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City  and  the  recommended  separa¬ 
tion  is  80  miles. 

Concerning  the  Application  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C .  Car¬ 
man,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  busi¬ 
ness  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  for  a  Construc¬ 
tion  Permit. 

The  applicant,  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  is  a  partner¬ 
ship  composed  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  Carman,  David  G. 
Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  and  the  application  requests 
authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  new  station  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah  to  operate  on  the  1500  kilocycle  frequency 
with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

The  applicant  Jack  Powers  has  about  $1,000.00  in  cash 
deposited  in  a  bank  wrhich  will  be  made  available  for  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  station,  if  this  applica- 
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tion  be  granted,  and  testified  to  the  effect  that  he  had  ar¬ 
ranged  with  his  father  to  obtain  as  much  as  $5,000.00  more, 
if  necessary.  He  is  23  years  of  age  and  is  at  present  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Salt  Lake  Hardware  Company.  His  father 
operates  a  dairy  ranch  at  Park  City,  Summit  County,  Utah, 
and  owns  about  500  acres  of  farm  land  unencumbered. 

The  applicant  Frank  C.  Carman  is  a  single  man  and  has 
no  obligations.  Pie  is  engaged  in  the  radio  service  business 
and  is  a  licensed  radio  engineer.  He  has  radio  equipment 
valued  at  about  $800.00  which  he  expects  to  use  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  proposed  station  and  has  a  monthly  income 
of  about  $150.00  a  month. 

David  G.  Smith  is  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  owns 
livestock,  real  estate,  and  some  stocks.  He  is  single,  25 
years  of  age  and  bears  a  good  reputation  for  meeting  his 
obligations.  Mr.  Smith  further  testified  to  the  effect  that 
he  owns  1,648  acres  of  land  valued  at  $2.00  an  acre,  an  in¬ 
terest  in  28,853  acres  equal  to  4,328  acres  valued  at  $3.00  an 
acre  or  an  estimated  value  of  $12,984.00;  that  the  value  of 
the  1,648  acres  is  $3,296.00;  that  in  addition  he  owns  1,300 
head  of  sheep  valued  at  $7.00  a  head  or  $9,100.00, 1,000  lambs 
worth  $6.50  each  or  $6,500.00,  an  interest  in  an  apartment 
house  worth  $7,500.00  and  a  forest  reserve  privilege  for  900 
head  of  sheep  worth  $4,500.00. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Culbertson,  Vice  President  of  the  Con- 
2354  tinental  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Salt 
Lake  City  testified  to  the  effect  that  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  had  a  balance  in  this  bank  amounting  to 
$5,000.00  on  July  23,  1935;  that  this  deposit  wras  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  by  David  G. 
Smith  and  was  to  be  withdrawn  on  the  signature  of  said 
David  G.  Smith  only;  that  this  deposit  vTas  made  by  Mr. 
Smith  on  February  5,  1935,  and  the  account  was  closed  by 
Mr.  Smith  withdrawing  the  $5,000.00  on  May  28,  1935.  This 
deposit  was  the  proceeds  of  a  loan  obtained  from  the  bank 
on  a  note  signed  by  Mr.  Smith  and  his  wife.  On  July  22, 
1935,  Mr.  Smith  again  deposited  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  the 
credit  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  which  was  the 
proceeds  of  a  loan  to  Mr.  Smith  by  the  bank,  and  on  July 
26,  1935  this  amount  was  withdrawn  by  Mr.  Smith.  On 
September  3,  1935,  various  checks  v7ere  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  this  Company  totaling  $3,668.16,  which  amount 
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was  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  on  September  6, 1935,  the  date  on  which  the  deposition 
of  Mr.  E.  A.  Culbertson  was  taken.  Mr.  Smith  also  testi¬ 
fied  if  the  applicant  company  should  need  funds  from  time 
to  time  that  he  would  advance  them. 

The  applicant  Grant  Wrathall  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah,  holding  a  degree  in  electrical  engineering 
and  he  majored  in  communications  engineering.  He  has 
served  as  research  engineer  on  the  staff  of  a  consulting 
engineer  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  is  also  a  member  of  sev¬ 
eral  engineering  societies.  The  testimony  concerning  the 
financial  qualifications  of  Grant  Wrathall  is  of  a  rather  un¬ 
certain  nature.  This  testimonv  is  to  the  effect  that  Mr. 
Wrathall  is  interested  in  an  estate  which  he  estimates  to 
be  valued  at  $5,000.00.  However,  respondents  offered  in 
evidence  a  certified  copy  of  a  petition  for  letters  of  adminis¬ 
tration  filed  by  Taft  Wrathall,  a  brother  of  the  applicant, 
in  which  it  is  shown  that  at  least  a  part  of  this  estate  is 
estimated  to  be  of  the  value  of  $500.00  with  an  annual  rental 
value  of  not  to  exceed  $200.00. 

Mr.  Dan  B.  Shields  testified  that  he  was  not  a  member  of 
the  partnership  but  was  interested  in  its  success  and  was 
willing  to  assist  in  financing  it  and  testified  to  the  effect 
that  if  necessary  he  could  lay  his  hands  on  $30,000.00  in 
cash  within  30  minutes  and  that  this  amount  of  money,  if 
necessary,  would  all  be  used  to  help  finance  the  partner¬ 
ship.  Mr.  Shields  has  no  liabilities,  has  made  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  matter  and  would  not  change  his  mind 
about  making  this  sum  of  monev  available. 

Counsel  representing  Paul  Q.  Callister,  offered  in  evi¬ 
dence  a  certificate  from  the  Clerk  for  the  County  of  Salt 
Lake  in  the  State  of  Utah  to  the  effect  that  the  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  had  not  filed  an  affidavit  in  his  office  as 
to  conducting  business  as  an  unincorporated  company  and 
this  respondent  contends  that  these  applicants  have  not  com¬ 
plied  with  Title  58,  Chapter  2,  Sections  58-2-1  Revised  Laws 
of  Utah,  1933,  as  to  doing  business  as  an  unincorporated 
company.  Title  58-2-1  reads  as  follows: 

‘ ‘Conducting  business  under  an  assumed  name.  No  per¬ 
son  or  persons  shall  carry  on  or  conduct,  or  transact  busi¬ 
ness  in  this  State,  under  an  assumed  name,  or  under  any 
designation,  name  or  style,  corporate,  partnership,  or  other- 
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wise,  other  than  the  real  name  or  names  of  the  in- 
2355  dividual  or  individuals  conducting  or  transacting 

such  business,  unless  such  person  or  persons  shall 
file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
partnership,  place  of  business  is  to  be  located,  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  the  name  under  which  such  business  is  or  is 
to  be  conducted  or  transacted,  and  the  true  name  or  names 
of  the  person  or  persons  owning,  conducting  or  transact¬ 
ing  the  same,  the  location  of  the  principal  place  of  business, 
with  the  post  office  address  or  addresses  of  such  person  or 
persons.  Such  affidavit  shall  be  executed  by  the  person  or 
persons  so  conducting  or  intending  to  conduct  such  busi¬ 
ness. 

“  Penalty.  58-2-4.  Any  person  who  fails  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.’ ’ 

However,  there  appears  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  filing  of  an  application  for  a  permit  constitutes  doing 
business  within  the  purview  of  this  statute  and  further  the 
names  of  all  applicants  are  given  in  the  application  as  com¬ 
posing  the  partnership. 

Salt  Lake  Citv  has  a  wealth  of  available  local  talent  and 
the  applicants  have  contacted  more  than  500  individuals  who 
are  capable  of  putting  on  programs  of  local  interest.  There 
are  1981  business  concerns  located  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  it 
is  shown  that  some  6%  to  7%  of  these  concerns  used  Stations 
KSL  and  KDYL  during  one  week.  The  proposed  station 
would  be  made  available  to  all  agricultural,  religious,  civic 
and  labor  organizations  and  the  applicants  have  secured 
the  cooperation  of  the  University  of  Utah  as  well  as  other 
educational  institutions.  The  applicants  contacted  157  busi¬ 
ness  concerns  and  it  was  found  that  112  or  71%  of  the  entire 
list  would  support  the  facilities  of  a  local  broadcast  station. 
Those  not  in  favor  total  forty-five  or  28%  of  the  entire  list. 
Of  this  forty-five;  twenty-three  have  never  used  radio  ad¬ 
vertising  and  do  not  believe  in  its  worth ;  sixteen  have  used 
radio  advertising  but  were  dissatisfied  with  results  and 
complained  of  the  present  high  cost ;  six  were  satisfied  with 
the  time  and  rates  of  both  stations.  Out  of  the  112  favor¬ 
able  to  the  construction  of  a  new  local  station ;  thirty-eight 
never  used  radio  advertising;  eleven  expressed  satisfaction 
with  the  present  rates  of  the  two  existing  stations;  sixty 
complained  that  favorable  hours  were  not  available  and 
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the  prices  and  rates  charged  by  the  present  stations  were 
beyond  their  means. 

The  applicants  expect  to  use  records  and  transcriptions 
during  approximately  70%  of  the  time  for  the  first  six 
months  and  thereafter  50%  of  the  time. 

No  interference  is  expected  with  any  existing  service. 
However  objectionable  interference  would  be  expected  with 
the  proposed  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  requested  by  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  as  both  applicants 
request  authority  to  operate  on  the  1500  kilocycle  frequency 
with  power  of  100  watts  unlimited  time.  The  actual  dis¬ 
tance  is  approximately  70  miles,  whereas  the  recommended 
distance  for  nighttime  operation  is  185  miles. 

2356  Concerning  the  Application  of  Cache  Valley  Broad¬ 
casting  Service  Company ,  J.  A.  <&  J .  M.  Reeder , 
and  L.  R.  Jensen  for  a  Construction  Permit. 

The  applicant,  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Com¬ 
pany,  is  a  partnership,  conqjosed  of  J.  A.  Reeder,  J.  M. 
Reeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen,  and  these  applicants  request 
authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  radio  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on  a  1370  kilocycle  fre¬ 
quency  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

The  applicants  did  not  offer  any  oral  proof  in  support 
of  the  application,  but  depositions  of  various  witnesses 
were  taken  and  offered  in  evidence.  No  financial  state¬ 
ments  of  the  applicants  were  submitted  in  evidence;  how¬ 
ever,  it  is  shown  that  there  is  $2,200.00  on  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  the  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company. 
The  applicants  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  one  S.  L. 
Billings  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  which  contract  provides 
that  the  applicants  are  without  sufficient  funds  to  finance 
the  expense  of  constructing  and  operating  the  proposed 
station  and  that  subject  to  the  conditions  named  in  the 
contract  said  Billings  agrees  to  provide  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
for  this  purpose.  This  contract  also  provides  that  upon 
the  granting  of  this  application  the  applicants  will  proceed 
to  organize  a  corporation  and  assign  the  permit  to  said 
corporation,  and  that  the  officers  of  said  corporation  will 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  Billings  a  chattel  mortgage 
or  certificate  of  title  to  all  the  equipment  of  said  corpora¬ 
tion,  together  with  the  certificate  of  convenience  (construe- 
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tion  permit)  to  cover  all  the  money  advanced  by  Billings 
in  financing  the  station ;  and  in  return  for  the  cash  advanced 
by  Billings  he  is  to  have  an  undivided  one-fourth  owner¬ 
ship  in  all  the  rights  and  privileges  secured  from  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission,  and  in  addition  to 
have  a  one-fourth  interest  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
corporation;  and  until  such  time  as  such  money  has  been 
repaid  to  him,  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  of  the  ap¬ 
plicants  in  said  corporation  as  will  place  him  in  control 
thereof  during  the  period  when  such  money  is  unpaid  is 
to  be  delivered  to  said  Billings. 

It  therefore  appears  from  this  contract  that  the  control  of 
said  station  would  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  said  Billings, 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  partnership,  and  it  further  ap¬ 
pears  that  this  contract  would  violate  the  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations  of  the  Commission  and  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Act  of  1934. 

Logan,  Utah,  has  a  population  of  9,979,  according  to  the 
1930  census,  and  is  located  in  the  center  of  an  agricultural 
community.  There  are  in  excess  of  100  business  concerns 
located  in  the  city  and  the  Logan  Agricultural  College,  a 
state  institution,  is  also  located  there.  This  college  has  an 
enrollment  of  more  than  2,000  students.  It  is  shown  that 
considerable  talent  is  available  in  the  Logan  vicinity  for 
local  programs  and  there  is  considerable  testimony  to  the 
effect  that  the  witnesses  believe  the  construction  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  proposed  station  in  Logan  would  serve  the  public 
interest.  All  of  the  applicants  reside  in  Salt  Lake  City; 
however  one  of  the  applicants  formerly  lived  in  Cache 
Valley  about  fourteen  years  ago. 

The  Commission’s  engineer  testified  to  the  effect 
2357  that  Station  KLO,  operating  on  a  frequency  of  1400 
kilocycles  with  500  watts  power,  unlimited  time,  at 
Ogden,  Utah,  is  located  35  miles  from  Logan.  The  recom¬ 
mended  nighttime  separation  is  40  miles  and  the  recom¬ 
mended  daytime  separation  is  58  miles.  Station  KLO  is 
the  only  existing  station  which  involves  a  question  of  inter¬ 
ference.  If  this  application  were  granted,  it  is  expected 
that  interference  would  occur  within  the  normally  pro¬ 
tected  contour  of  the  proposed  station  and  Station  KLO. 
However,  the  interference  would  not  be  serious  between  the 
two  stations  with  Station  KLO  operating  with  power  of  500 
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watts.  If  Station  KLO  should  increase  its  power  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  its  pending  application,  the  interference 
would  then  be  more  severe  than  now  exists.  If  the  trans¬ 
mitter  of  KLO  should  be  located  13  miles  farther  awav  from 

% 

Logan  than  the  location  of  the  present  transmitter,  the 
actual  separation  existing  between  these  stations  would  be 
approximately  48  miles  and  the  interference  would  not  be 
particularly  serious,  as  it  would  extend  only  over  a  small 
area. 

There  is  an  application  on  file  which  is  involved  in  this 
hearing  filed  by  Paul  Q.  Callister,  requesting  authority  to 
construct  and  operate  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City  to 
operate  on  the  1370  kilocycle  frequency  with  power  of  100 
watts,  unlimited  time.  The  distance  between  Salt  Lake 
City  and  Logan,  Utah  is  approximately  70  miles,  whereas 
the  recommended  separation  for  nighttime  operation  would 
be  185  miles.  The  Commission’s  engineer  also  testified  to 
the  effect  that  the  proposed  antenna  does  not  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Engineering  Department. 

There  is  no  station  located  at  Logan,  however  this  area 
should  be  served  bv  KSL  a  50  kilowatt  station,  located  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  70  miles  distant,  but  this  service  would  not 
be  satisfactory  at  all  times.  Some  service  will  also  be 
available  from  KLO,  Ogden,  Utah,  35  miles  distant  and 
from  KDYL,  a  1  kilowatt  station  at  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
KLO  and  KDYL  service  would  not  be  considered  highlv 
satisfactory  and  would  not  be  particularly  useful.  In  addi¬ 
tion  some  service  would  be  received  from  distant  clear  chan¬ 
nel  stations  during  the  nighttime,  but  this  service  would 
be  on  an  intermittent  nature  and  would  not  be  satisfactory 
for  regular  reception. 

Concerning  the  Service  of  Respondents  KSL  and  KDYL. 

It  is  contended  on  behalf  of  the  various  applicants  for  a 
new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  that  there  is  not  suf¬ 
ficient  time  available  at  suitable  hours  to  accomodate  the 
needs  of  local  business  concerns  and  local  civic,  religious, 
educational  and  charitable  organizations,  and  that  a  broad¬ 
cast  station  designed  to  serve  such  local  organizations  and 
advertisers  is  needed  in  the  Salt  Lake  area. 

It  is  shown  that  Station  KDYL  broadcasts  87.5%  of  Na¬ 
tional  Broadcasting  Company  programs  and  that  at  least 
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50%  of  KSL’s  time  is  devoted  to  Columbia  chain  programs. 
Preferred  time  over  KDYL  is  classified  as  the  period  from 
6 :00  to  10 :30  P.  M.  It  was  shown  on  behalf  of  KDYL  that 
there  were  not  sold  to  network  accounts  and  were  avail¬ 
able  for  local  programs  and  advertisers,  33  hours  of 
2358  such  preferred  time  during  the  period  from  July  1  to 
15,  1934 ;  35  hours  during  the  last  15  days  of  August, 
1934;  32%  hours  during  the  first  15  days  of  September, 
1934;  15%  hours  during  the  last  15  days  of  November,  1934; 
and  12 %  hours  during  the  last  15  days  of  January,  1935. 

Station  KDYL  employs  from  three  to  six  persons  to 
solicit  radio  advertising  in  the  city  of  Salt  Lake.  These 
solicitors  work  from  a  card  index  system,  covering  every 
firm  in  Salt  Lake  City  whose  credit  is  approved  by  the 
station.  During  the  year  1934  KDYL  broadcast  for  352 
local  advertisers.  The  station  gives  free  time  to  the 
Musician’s  Union,  the  Farm  Bureau,  the  Utah  Federation 
of  Labor,  and  other  organizations.  A  religious  program, 
known  as  the  “ Church  of  the  Air”  was  broadcast  for  a 
year  and  a  half,  rotating  among  the  various  ministers  of 
Salt  Lake  City.  The  program  was  discontinued  for  lack 
of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  ministers.  There  was 
testimony  to  the  effect  that  Station  KDYL  has  never  re¬ 
fused  any  civic,  religious,  agricultural  or  community  pro¬ 
grams  nor  have  local  advertisers  been  refused  the  facilities 
of  the  station,  except  such  programs  as  were  considered 
libelous. 

A  staff  of  from  25  to  30  persons  is  maintained  with  a 
monthly  payroll  of  approximately  $5,600.00  and  the  opera¬ 
tion  costs  amount  to  about  $13,500.00  a  month. 

During  one  week  of  January,  104  firms  used  the  facilities 
of  Station  KSL.  There  are  approximately  550  firms  doing 
business  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  territory  which  are  potential 
radio  advertisers,  and  of  these  about  400  or  450  have  used 
the  facilities  of  KSL.  Within  the  past  year  about  300  have 
used  the  facilities  of  the  station.  During  one  week  this 
year  there  were  69%  hours  of  network  broadcasting  and 
52%  hours  of  local  programs  broadcast  by  KSL.  The  typi¬ 
cal  program  break-down  of  KSL  indicates  entertainment 
61%  and  educational  programs  21.1%. 

The  corporation  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Latter- 
Day  Saints  Church  owns  50.14%  of  the  stock  of  KSL.  The 
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“Salt  Lake  Tribune”  owns  19.55%,  Miss  Methilda  Baer 
owns  5.67%,  Spencer  P.  Felt  owns  4.72%,  the  Raddatz  Cor¬ 
poration  owns  4.72%  George  A.  Holt  owns  3.40%,  the  Utah 
Woolen  Mills  owns  2.83%,  and  the  remainder  of  the  stock 
is  held  by  various  persons  including  Mr.  Earl  J.  Glade. 

The  station  employs  41  persons,  and  during  the  year  will 
give  part  time  employment  to  approximately  600  people.  In 
addition  about  2,000  others  appear  as  free  talent. 

Among  the  programs  of  interest  broadcast  by  Station 
KSL  are  the  Hostess  Club,  “Good  Morning  Judge,”  The 
Electric  Hour,  KSL  Players,  The  Night  Boat,  KSL  Mid¬ 
night  Hour,  17  time  signals,  Utah  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers,  various  sports  events,  broadcasts  by  the  Utah 
State  Agricultural  College,  piano  lessons  for  children,  con¬ 
certs  and  dramatic  performances  by  the  University  of  Utah, 
addresses  by  Government  officials,  resume  of  activities  at 
the  State  College,  Federation  talks,  dedicatory  ceremonies, 
daily  police  broadcasts,  programs  from  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  other  nearby  communi¬ 
ties,  and  various  programs  for  charitable  and  fraternal  or¬ 
ganizations.  The  station  also  carries  a  Sunday  program 
devoted  to  12  different  congregations  and  the 
2359  Salt  Lake  City  Ministerial  Association  has  given 
morning  presentations  during  the  40-day  period  of 
the  Lenten  Season  for  three  vears.  No  discrimination 
is  made  with  regard  to  religious  programs  and  every  re¬ 
quest  for  facilities  by  religious  organizations  has  been 
honored.  Many  programs  of  local  interest  of  the  agri¬ 
cultural  and  livestock  industries  are  given  over  the  station, 
including  market  reports. 

It  was  showrn  that  of  the  fortv  organizations,  fraternal 
societies  and  schools  wdiose  names  appear  on  the  exhibit 
offered  in  behalf  of  Paul  Q.  Callister,  tv’entv-four  have  used 
the  facilities  of  Station  KSL.  Out  of  twrentv-three  civic 
organizations,  thirteen  have  used  KSL.  Ten  of  the  twenty 
charitable  services  listed  have  utilized  the  service  of  the 
station,  and  of  the  thirteen  fraternal  organizations  listed, 
eight  have  used  the  facilities  of  KSL.  Of  the  fourteen  civic 
services  listed,  eight  have  used  Station  KSL. 

Copies  of  certain  letters  written  by  Mr.  Glade,  dated 
July  13  and  July  28,  1932,  in  support  of  the  application  of 
Station  KLO  of  Ogden,  Utah,  requesting  authority  to  move 
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the  station  to  the  old  transmitter  site  of  Station  KSL,  were 
offered  in  evidence,  and  it  is  contended  that  these  letters 
show  that  a  need  for  local  service  in  Salt  Lake  City  exists, 
and  that  public  interest  would  be  served  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  station  to  serve  the  local  merchants  and  organiza¬ 
tions  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Conclusions. 

1.  There  is  need  in  the  Salt  Lake  Citv  area  for  the  service 

* 

of  a  radio  station  devoted  to  the  production  of  local  pro¬ 
grams  and  to  serve  the  needs  of  local  advertisers.  There  is 
adequate  local  talent  to  supply  the  needs  of  such  a  station. 

2.  The  showing  with  respect  to  the  legal  and  financial 
qualifications  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  is 
unsatisfactory.  The  Society  is  composed  of  an  association 
of  one  hundred  members,  but  the  names  of  the  entire 
membership  have  not  been  disclosed,  and  it  is  therefore 
impossible  to  determine  from  the  record  the  legal,  financial 
and  other  qualifications  of  the  entire  membership. 

3.  The  State  of  Utah  is  114%  over  quota  in  nighttime 
broadcasting  facilities  and  19%  over  quota  in  daytime 
broadcasting  facilities.  The  Fifth  Zone  is  27  %  over  quota 
in  nighttime  broadcasting  facilities  and  11%  under  quota 
in  daytime  broadcasting  facilities.  The  granting  of  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  would  result  in  an  increase  in  the  broad¬ 
casting  facilities  of  an  already  over  quota  state,  and  would 
involve  a  violation  of  Rule  6  (a),  (c)  and  (d)  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Commission  and  Section  307  (b)  of 
the  Communications  Act  of  1934. 

4.  Public  interest,  convenience,  and  necessity  would  not 
be  served  by  the  granting  of  the  application  of  the  Utah 
Radio  Educational  Society  for  a  construction  permit. 

5.  The  applicant,  Paul  Q.  Callister,  is  legally, 
2360  technically,  financially  and  otherwise  qualified  to 
construct  and  operate  the  proposed  radio  station  at 
Salt  Lake  City  to  operate  on  the  1370  kilocycle  frequency 
with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time.  However,  the  ap¬ 
plicants,  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith 
and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  as  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company,  are  also  legally,  technically,  financially  and  other¬ 
wise  qualified  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  radio 
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station  at  Salt  Lake  City  to  operate  on  the  1500  kilocycle 
frequency  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  Reed  E.  Callister,  residing  at  Glendale,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  a  brother  of  the  applicant,  Paul  Q.  Callister,  will  be 
Assistant  Manager  of  the  proposed  station ;  that  said  Reed 
E.  Callister  is  financially  interested  in  two  or  three  stations 
located  in  the  State  of  California;  that  he  owns  40%  of  the 

stock  of  the  licensee  of  a  station  recently  authorized  to  be 

♦ 

constructed  at  San  Diego,  California ;  that  he  is  a  brother  of 
Louis  H.  Callister  who  filed  an  application  for  a  new  sta¬ 
tion  at  Provo,  Utah;  and  that  Munn  Q.  Cannon,  who  filed  an 
application  for  a  new  station  at  Logan,  Utah  is  a  brother 
of  Reed  E.  Callister ’s  law  partner  who  is  also  Reed  E.  Cal¬ 
lister  ’s  brother-in-law.  The  last  named  applications  were 
not  prosecuted  and  a  request  entered  at  the  hearing  for  the 
dismissal  of  said  applications  without  prejudice.  It  there¬ 
fore  appears  that  the  Callister  interests  have  been  very  suc¬ 
cessful  in  securing  permits  for  radio  facilities.  Since  it 
would  not  be  desirable  to  grant  more  than  one  of  the  ap¬ 
plications  for  a  100  watt  station  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
there  is  a  qualified  applicant  other  than  Paul  Q.  Callister 
requesting  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  100  watt 
station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  it  appears  to  the  Examiner 
that  the  granting  of  the  application  of  Jack  Powers  et  al 
for  a  construction  permit  would  tend  to  distribute  the  radio 
facilities  available  and  would  serve  public  interest,  con¬ 
venience  and  necessity. 

6.  The  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion,  Inc.,  is  legally  and  technically  qualified  and  has  suf¬ 
ficient  financial  backing  to  construct  and  operate  the  pro¬ 
posed  100  watt  stations  at  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah ;  and  there 
appears  to  be  a  need  for  a  radio  station  to  serve  the  local 
areas  proposed  to  be  served.  However,  the  granting  of  the 
application  for  a  construction  permit  at  Logan,  Utah  would 
result  in  interference  to  the  proposed  station  to  be  located 
at  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  1500  kilocycle  frequency.  No  inter¬ 
ference  to  any  existing  service  would  be  caused  by  the  estab¬ 
lishing  of  either  or  both  of  the  proposed  stations. 

7.  The  granting  of  the  application  of  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  for  a  construction  permit 
at  Provo,  Utah  and  the  denial  of  its  application  for  a  con- 
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st ruction  permit  at  Logan,  Utah,  would  serve  public  in¬ 
terest,  convenience  and  necessity. 

8.  The  showing  with  respect  to  the  financial  qualifications 
of  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company  is  un¬ 
satisfactory.  It  appears  that  the  applicants  are  without 
sufficient  funds  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  sta¬ 
tion  at  Iogan,  Utah,  but  have  entered  into  a  contract  with 
one  S.  L.  Billings,  which  contract  provides  that  subject  to 
the  conditions  named  in  the  contract,  the  said  Billings  will 
make  available  $2,500  in  cash  to  construct  and  operate  the 
proposed  station ;  that  upon  the  granting  of  this  application 
the  applicants  will  proceed  to  organize  a  corporation  and 
assign  the  permit  to  said  corporation,  and  that  the  officers 
of  said  corporation  will  execute  and  deliver  to  said 
2361  Billings  a  chattel  mortgage  or  certificate  of  title  to 
all  the  equipment  of  said  corporation,  together  with 
the  certificate  of  convenience  (construction  permit)  to  cover 
the  money  advanced  by  Billings  in  financing  the  station, 
and  in  return  for  the  cash  advanced  by  Billings,  he  is  to 
have  an  undivided  one-fourth  interest  in  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  secured  from  the  Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission,  and  in  addition  is  to  have  a  one-fourth  interest  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation,  and  until  said 
money  is  repaid  to  said  Billings  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock 
of  the  applicants  in  said  corporation  as  will  place  him  in 
control  thereof  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  Billings.  Mr. 
Billings  also  testified  that  he  would  make  available  any 
sum  of  money  needed  up  to  $20,000.00  to  properly  finance 
the  construction  and  operation  of  the  proposed  station. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  contract  entered  into  be¬ 
tween  the  applicants  and  S.  L.  Billings  would  involve  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  Section  310  (b)  of  the  Communications  Act  of 
1934  and  Rule  19  of  the  Commission’s  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions. 

Recommendations 

It  is  accordingly  recommended : 

1.  That  the  application  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Socie¬ 
ty  for  a  construction  permit  be  denied. 

2.  That  the  application  of  Louis  H.  Callister  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  be  dismissed  with  prejudice. 
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3.  That  the  application  of  Paul  Q.  Callister  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  be  denied ; 

4.  That  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  requesting  authority  to  construct  and  op¬ 
erate  a  new  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  be  denied; 

5.  That  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.  for  a  construction  permit,  requesting  auth¬ 
ority  to  construct  and  operate  a  new  station  at  Provo,  Utah, 
be  granted; 

6.  That  the  application  of  Munn  Q.  Cannon  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  be  dismissed  with  prejudice ; 

7.  That  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Car¬ 
man,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business 
as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  for  a  construction  permit 

be  granted. 

2362  8.  That  the  application  of  Cache  Valley  Broad¬ 

casting  Service  Company,  J.  A.  Reeder,  J.  M.  Reeder 
and  L.  R.  Jensen,  for  a  construction  permit  be  denied.

(1)  The  applicant  was  legally,  financially,  technically, 
and  otherwise  qualified  to  construct  and  maintain  a  station 
of  the  class  and  kind  applied  for ; 
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(2)  There  was  a  need  for  the  service  as  shown  by  (a) 
population  of  the  area,  (b)  importance  of  the  area  as  a  trad¬ 
ing  center,  and  (c)  demand  of  local  business  concerns  for 
lower  advertising  rates  and  more  desirable  hours  than  are 
now  available ; 

(3)  Equipment  proposed  by  the  applicant  complied  with 
technical  requirements  of  the  Commission;

Statement  of  Facts  and  Grounds  for  Decision 
By  the  Commission : 

Broadcast  Division,  Commissioners  Sykes,  Chairman,  Case 

and  Prall. 

This  proceeding  arose  upon  the  applications  of : 

1.  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  (5-P-B-3250,  dated 
May  25,  1934,  Docket  No.  2612)  for  a  construction  permit 
requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast 
station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  operate  on  1450  kilo¬ 
cycles  with  power  of  1  kilowatt,  unlimited  time. 

2.  Paul  Q.  Callister  (B-5-P-43,  dated  August  1, 1934,  Doc¬ 
ket  No.  2566)  for  a  construction  permit  requesting  author¬ 
ity  to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  to  operate  on  1370  kilocycles  with  power  of  100 
watts,  unlimited  time. 

3.  Great  western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  (5-P-B- 
3318,  dated  July  6,  1934,  Docket  No.  2564)  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio 
broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on  1500  kilo¬ 
cycles  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

4.  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  (5-P-B- 
3317,  dated  July  6,  1934,  Docket  No.  2563)  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new  radio 
broadcast  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  to  operate  on  1210  kilo¬ 
cycles  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

5.  Louis  H.  Callister  (B5-P-50,  dated  August  2,  1934, 
Docket  No.  2565)  for  a  construction  permit  requesting  au¬ 
thority  to  construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Provo, 
Utah,  to  operate  on  1200  kilocycles  with  power  of  100  watts, 
unlimited. 

6.  Munn  Q.  Cannon  (B5-P-69,  dated  August  15,  1934, 
Docket  No.  2600)  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new 
radio  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on  1210 
kilocycles  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

7.  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and 
Grant  Wrathall,  d/b  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  (B5- 
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P-167,  dated  August  22,  1934,  Docket  No.  2715)  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  requesting  authority  to  construct  a  new 
radio  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  operate 
on  1500  kilocycles  with  power  of  100  watts,  unlimited  time. 

8.  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company, 
2439  J.  A.  and  J.  M.  Reeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen,  a  partner¬ 
ship  (B5-P-78,  dated  January  25,  1935,  Docket  No. 
2926)  for  a  construction  permit  requesting  authority  to 
construct  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to 
operate  on  1370  kilocycles  with  power  of  100  watts,  un¬ 
limited  time. 

The  Commission  was  unable  to  determine  from  an  exam¬ 
ination  of  the  applications  that  the  granting  thereof  would 
serve  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  and,  pur¬ 
suant  to  Section  309  (a)  of  the  Communications  Act  of 
1934,  designated  the  same  for  public  hearing  before  an  ex¬ 
aminer  duly  appointed  by  the  Commission.  Notice  of  time 
and  place  of  hearing  was  given  the  applicants  and  other 
interested  parties.  Pursuant  to  said  notice,  the  applica¬ 
tions  involved  in  Dockets  No.  2612,  2566,  2564,  2563,  2565, 
2600,  and  2715  were  heard  before  an  examiner  on  January 
30  to  February  2,  1935.  At  this  hearing,  counsel  for  the 
applicants  in  Dockets  No.  2565  and  2600  moved  that  those 
two  applications  be  dismissed  without  prejudice,  and  intro¬ 
duced  no  evidence  in  connection  therewith. 

On  April  22,  1935,  Powers,  et  al,  doing  business  as  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  applicants  in  Docket  No.  2715,  filed 
a  petition  requesting  that  the  Commission  reopen  proceed¬ 
ings  in  regard  to  the  above  applications  for  the  purpose  of 
allowing  the  applicants  in  Docket  No.  2715  to  present  addi¬ 
tional  evidence  as  to  their  financial  responsibility.  The 
Commission  granted  this  petition  and  ordered  the  addi¬ 
tional  testimony  to  be  taken  at  a  hearing  to  be  held  August 
7,  1935. 

The  application  of  Reeder,  et  al,  doing  business  as  Cache 
Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company,  in  Docket  No.  2926, 
was  designated  for  hearing  on  August  7,  1935,  when  addi¬ 
tional  evidence  as  to  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  in  Docket  No.  2715  was  to  be  submitted.  At  the  hear¬ 
ing,  it  was  stipulated  by  counsel  for  all  concerned  that  the 
above-mentioned  applications  (all  eight  of  them)  could  be 
considered  by  the  examiner  in  one  report. 
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At  the  hearing  on  August  7, 1935,  the  applicant  in  Docket 
No.  2715,  submitted  depositions  taken  July  23,  1935,  pur¬ 
suant  to  an  order  of  the  Commission.  Because  of  the  ob¬ 
jection  by  counsel  for  respondents  to  this  application  to  the 
admissibility  of  these  depositions,  the  hearing  was  held 
open  until  September  20,  1935,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing 
the  respondents  to  the  application  in  Docket  No.  2715  to  file 
a  request  with  the  Commission  for  an  order  to  take  addi¬ 
tional  depositions  as  to  the  financial  responsibility  of  the 
applicants  in  Docket  No.  2715.  Pursuant  to  an  order  of  the 
Commission,  the  respondent,  Paul  Q.  Callister  (applicant  in 
Docket  No.  2566)  took  the  deposition  of  E.  A.  Culbertson, 
who  had  formerly  deposed  in  behalf  of  the  applicant  in 
Docket  No.  2715,  and  offered  same  in  evidence  on  Septem¬ 
ber  20,  1935. 

Applicant,  Powers,  et  al  (Docket  No.  2715)  offered  in  evi¬ 
dence  at  the  prodeeding  on  September  20,  1935,  the  deposi¬ 
tion  of  David  G.  Smith,  one  of  the  parties  named  in  the 
order  to  take  depositions  issued  at  the  request  of  the  re¬ 
spondent,  Paul  Q.  Callister,  who  is  the  applicant  in  Docket 
No.  2566.  Respondent  Callister  and  others  objected  to  the 
introduction  of  this  deposition  on  the  ground  that  since  the 
Commission’s  order  to  take  the  same  was  requested  by  Cal¬ 
lister,  the  applicant  Powers  was  not  authorized  to  take  the 
same.  The  Examiner  reserved  ruling  thereon  and  in  his 
report  referred  to  the  contents  which  would  seem  to 
2440  be  an  implied  admission  of  said  deposition.  It  ap¬ 
pears  from  the  record  that  although  Callister  re¬ 
quested  the  order  to  take  the  deposition  of  Smith,  upon  said 
witness’s  appearance  before  a  proper  officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  his  testimony,  at  which  time  and  place  both  the 
applicant  and  the  respondent  were  present  and  repre¬ 
sented,  he  declined  to  use  said  witness,  whereupon  appli¬ 
cant  Powers  addressed  certain  inquiries  to  him  which  are 
of  material  interest  to  the  Commission  because  they  relate 
to  the  financial  status  of  the  said  Powers,  one  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  before  it.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  interested  per¬ 
sons  were  present  at  the  taking  of  the  testimony  and  had 
ample  opportunity  to  cross  examine,  the  Commission  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  may  consider  the  same. 

On  October  29,  1935,  the  examiner  submitted  his  report 
(No.  1-126)  containing  the  following  recommendations: 
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1.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2612)  of  Utah  Radio 
Educational  Society,  be  denied; 

2.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2565)  of  Louis  H. 
Callister,  be  dismissed  with  prejudice ; 

3.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2566)  of  Paul  Q.  Cal¬ 
lister,  be  denied; 

4.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2564)  of  Great  West¬ 
ern  Broadcasting  Association  for  authority  to  erect  a  new 
station  at  Logan,  Utah,  be  denied; 

5.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2563)  of  Great  West¬ 
ern  Broadcasting  Association  for  authority. to  erect  a  new 
station  at  Provo,  Utah,  be  granted; 

6.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2600)  of  Munn  Q. 
Cannon,  be  dismissed  with  prejudice. 

7.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2715)  of  Powers, 
et  al,  doing  business  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  be 
granted ; 

8.  That  the  application  (Docket  No.  2926)  of  Reeder, 
et  al,  doing  business  as  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service 
Company,  be  denied. 

Exceptions  to  the  Examiner’s  Report,  together  with  re¬ 
quests  for  oral  argument,  were  filed  by  certain  parties. 

Counsel  for  Interstate  Broadcasting  Corporation 
(KLO),  Ogden,  Utah,  and  Paul  R.  Heitmeyer,  who  were  re¬ 
spondents  in  the  case  of  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service 
Company  (Docket  No.  2926)  but  were  not  respondents  in 
the  matter  of  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al,  d/b  as  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company  (Docket  No.  2715)  filed  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  the  Examiner ’s  Report  in  so  far  as  it  related  to 
the  application  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company.  Since 
Interstate  Broadcasting  Corporation  (KLO)  and  Paul  R. 
Heitmeyer  were  not  respondents  in  that  case,  they  were  not 
proper  parties  for  the  filing  of  exceptions  with  respect  to 
that  application  (See  Rule  60,  F.  R.  C.  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  and  Rule  106.28,  Revised  Rules  of  Practice  and  Pro¬ 
cedure,  F.  C.  C.). 

2441  Counsel  for  Interstate  Broadcasting  Corporation 
(KLO)  and  Paul  R.  Heitmeyer  also  filed  exceptions 
to  the  Examiner’s  Report  in  so  far  as  it  referred  to  appli¬ 
cation  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Provo, 
Utah,  (Docket  No.  2563).  The  same  remarks  with  respect 
to  the  eligibility  of  Station  KLO  and  Paul  R.  Heitmeyer  to 
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file  exceptions  to  the  Examiner’s  Report  in  so  far  as  said 
report  applies  to  the  application  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company  (Docket  No.  2715)  are  pertinent  to  these  excep¬ 
tions. 

Exceptions  were  also  filed  by  counsel  for  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  Intermountain  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Corporation  (KDYL),  and  Paul  Q.  Callister.  These 
exceptions  do  not  raise  any  questions  not  necessarily  deter¬ 
mined  upon  a  consideration  of  the  applications  upon  their 
merits,  or  not  elsewhere  considered  and  passed  on  by  the 
Commission. 

Pursuant  to  the  requests  contained  in  the  exceptions 
above  mentioned,  oral  argument  was  heard  by  the  Broad¬ 
cast  Division  of  the  Commission  on  February  16,  1936. 

Thereafter,  on  May  1,  1936,  the  Commission  entered  its 
Order  in  these  cases  as  hereinafter  indicated : 

1.  Denying  the  application  of  the  Utah  Radio  Educa¬ 
tional  Society  (Docket  No.  2612) ; 

2.  Dismissing  with  prejudice  the  applications  of  Louis  H. 
Callister  and  Munn  Q.  Cannon  (Dockets  No.  2565  and 
2600); 

3.  Denying  the  application  of  Paul  Q.  Callister  (Docket 
No.  2566) ; 

4.  Denying  the  applications  of  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.  (Dockets  No.  2564  and  2563) ; 

5.  Granting  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al,  doing  busi¬ 
ness  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  subject  to  compliance 
with  Rule  131  (Docket  No.  2715) ; 

6.  Denying  the  application  of  Reeder,  et  al,  doing  busi¬ 
ness  as  Cache  Valiev  Broadcasting  Service  (Docket  No. 
2926). 

The  applications  involved  in  this  proceeding  request  au¬ 
thorization  to  erect  new  broadcast  stations  at  either  Provo, 
Logan  or  Salt  Lake  City,  all  in  the  State  of  Utah.  Provo  is 
located  approximately  40  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City  in  a 
southerly  direction.  Logan  is  approximately  70  miles  from 
Salt  Lake  City  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  also  approxi¬ 
mately  105  miles  from  Provo  in  a  northerlv  direction. 

With  respect  to  the  need  for  a  new  100  watt  broadcast 
station  in  Provo,  Utah,  and  the  ability  of  this  locality  to 
support  same,  the  following  information  was  brought  out 
on  the  record.  Provo  has  a  population  of  approximately 
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15,000,  and  Utah  County,  in  which  Provo  is  located,  has  a 
population  of  approximately  49,000.  Radio  service  to 
Provo  is  now  furnished  chiefly  by  Stations  KSL  and 
KDYL  at  Salt  Lake  Sity.  Other  radio  service  is  received 
subject  to  fading.  Provo  was  stated  to  have  an  industrial 
payroll  of  around  $800,000  yearly.  Retail  stores  number 
200  and  the  city  has  three  theatres.  Brigham  Young  Uni¬ 
versity,  with  a  student  body  of  2,000,  is  located  at  Provo. 
The  College  of  Fine  Arts  of  this  University  with 
its  300  students  would  furnish  considerable  talent 
for  a  broadcast  station.  Additional  talent  was  shown 
2442  to  exist  in  the  town  itself,  independently  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  There  was  testimony  in  depositions  filed  by 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  which  sug- 
gets  the  possible  existence  in  Provo  of  a  need  for  an  ave¬ 
nue  of  expression  by  which  local  talent,  local  civic  pro¬ 
grams,  and  local  advertisements  may  be  brought  to  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  Provo.  However,  as  none  of  the  applicants  for 
authority  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Provo  has  made  a  proper 
showing  in  all  other  respects  that  public  interest,  conve¬ 
nience  and  necessity  would  be  served  by  granting  their  re¬ 
spective  applications,  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Commission 
now  to  pass  on  the  need  for  a  new  broadcast  station  in 
Provo,  Utah.  (See  discussion  herein  of  the  applications  of 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  (Docket  No. 
2563)  and  Louis  H.  Callister  (Docket  No.  2565)  ). 

With  respect  to  the  need  for  a  new  broadcast  station  in 
Logan,  Utah,  and  the  ability  of  the  locality  to  support  same, 
the  following  information  was  brought  out  on  the  record. 
Logan  has  a  population  of  approximately  10,000  and  Cache 
County,  in  which  Logan  is  located,  has  a  population  of 
about  26,000.  The  character  of  the  area  surrounding  Logan 
is  primarily  agricultural.  The  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College  is  located  in  this  city,  and  the  musical,  dramatic, 
extension  and  other  departments  of  the  College  would  be 
available  for  programs  over  a  local  station.  It  was  further 
shown  in  depositions  filed  by  the  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association  that  there  is  talent  available  in  the  town 
itself,  apart  from  the  College.  The  present  broadcast  serv¬ 
ice  to  Logan  is  chiefly  rendered  by  KSL,  at  Salt  Lake  City. 
Other  stations  are  received  intermittently  and  subject  to 
fading.  However,  as  none  of  the  applicants  for  authority  to 
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erect  a  new  station  at  Logan  has  made  a  proper  showing  in 
all  other  respects  that  public  interest,  convenience  and  ne¬ 
cessity  would  be  served  by  granting  their  respective  appli¬ 
cations,  it  is  likewise  unnecessary  for  the  Commission  now 
to  pass  on  the  need  for  a  new  broadcast  station  in  Logan, 
Utah.  (See  the  discussion  herein  of  the  applications  of 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  (Docket  No. 
2564),  Munn  Q.  Cannon  (Docket  No.  2600)  and  Reeder,  et 
al,  doing  business  as  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service 
Company  (Docket  No.  2926)  ). 

With  respect  to  the  need  for  a  new  broadcast  station  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  the  record  contains  the  following  informa¬ 
tion.  The  1930  census  reveals  that  the  population  of  the 
metropolitan  area  of  Salt  Lake  City  at  that  time  was  ap¬ 
proximately  185,000. 

Existing  radio  broadcast  service  in  Salt  Lake  City  is  fur¬ 
nished  primarily  by  Stations  KSL  (owned  by  the  Radio 
Service  Corporation  of  Utah  and  operating  on  1130  kc,  with 
50  kw,  unlimited  time)  and  KDYL  (owned  by  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation  and  operating  on  1290  kc, 
with  1  kw,  unlimited  time).  Intermittent  broadcast  service 
is  available  to  Salt  Lake  Citv  from  distant  clear  channel 
stations.  Station  KSL  is  affiliated  with  the  Columbia  Broad¬ 
casting  System  and  appears  to  devote  approximately  50% 
of  its  time  to  what  are  known  as  chain  programs.  Station 
KDYL  devotes  approximately  85%  of  its  time  to  chain  pro¬ 
grams  originating  with  the  National  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany.  Both  stations  introduced  evidence  which  tends  to 
show  that  they  are  presently  rendering  a  meritorious 
service. 

There  was  evidence  to  the  effect  that  there  are  1,981  busi¬ 
ness  concerns  located  in  Salt  Lake  Citv.  Of  these,  onlv  a 
small  percentage  appeared  to  have  used  the  facilities  of  Sta¬ 
tions  KSL  and  KDYL.  One  applicant  introduced  evidence 
of  a  survey  which  indicated  among  other  things  that 
2443  some  of  the  reasons  why  these  concerns  have  failed 
to  use  radio  as  a  medium  for  advertising  are  (1)  un¬ 
availability  of  desirable  hours  because  of  “ chain  pro¬ 
grams”  and  (2)  present  rates  of  Stations  KSL  and  KDYL. 
All  of  the  applicants  for  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City 
planned  to  charge  considerably  less  for  advertising  over 
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their  proposed  stations  than  Stations  KSL  and  KDYL  now 
charge. 

However,  in  view  of  the  record  here  presented,  the  Com¬ 
mission  is  of  the  opinion  and  so  finds  that  there  is  presently 
a  need  for  one  new  100  watt  broadcast  station  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  to  render  a  local  service.  The  record  does  not  war¬ 
rant  a  conclusion  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  in  need  or  is  capable 
of  supporting,  two  new  broadcast  stations,  in  addition  to 
the  existing  ones. 

4  4  When  a  need  for  the  proposed  service  is  found  to  exist 
and  no  objectionable  interference  is  expected  to  result,  the 
problem  of  the  Commission  is  to  determine  which  of  the 
applicants  is  better  qualified  to  serve  public  convenience, 
interest  and  necessitv.”  Mason  City  Broadcast  Co.,  et  al, 

3  F.  C.  C.  (Dockets  No.  3259,  3470  and  3471). 

The  respective  ability  and  qualifications  of  the  appli¬ 
cants  desiring  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City  are 
discussed  hereinafter. 

In  re  application  of  Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  for 
construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

Applicant  is  an  unincorporated  association  organized 
among  other  things,  according  to  its  Articles  of  Association, 

4  4  to  maintain,  disseminate,  send  out,  and  broadcast  by 
means  of  radio  apparatus ’  \  The  membership,  according  to 
the  Articles,  consists  of  one  hundred  persons  who  are  educa¬ 
tors  or  are  directly  interested  in  educational  matters.  The 
names  of  those  composing  the  Utah  Radio  Educational  So¬ 
ciety  do  not  appear  in  the  record.  It  is  impossible  for  the 
Commission  to  pass  on  the  legal  qualifications  of  an  unin¬ 
corporated  association  to  hold  a  broadcast  license  without 
a  knowledge  of  the  personnel  of  the  Association  and  the  citi¬ 
zenship  thereof.  (See  Section  310  of  the  Communications 
Act  of  1934).  It  must,  therefore,  be  concluded,  and  the 
Commission  so  finds,  that  the  applicant  has  failed  to  show 
itself  to  possess  the  legal  qualifications  necessary  to  hold 
the  authorization  applied  for  herein. 

There  does  not  appear  in  the  record  a  financial  statement 
of  the  applicant  or  of  any  member  of  the  Association.  The 
evidence  as  to  the  manner  in  which  applicant  expected  to 
finance  the  proposed  station  indicates  that  it  was  planned 
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to  assess  the  members  of  the  Society  for  two-thirds  of  the 
cost,  and  that  some  groups  of  the  Utah  State  Federation  of 
Labor  would  furnish  the  other  one-third  of  the  expected 
$20,000  cost.  There  is  no  evidence  in  the  record  of  any 
legally  enforceable  agreements  whereby  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  parties  could  be  required  to  contribute  their  propor¬ 
tionate  share  of  the  expenses  incident  to  the  construction 
and  operation  of  a  station  of  the  kind  and  class  applied  for. 
Further,  the  record  does  not  reveal  enough  information  for 
the  Commission  to  conclude  that  the  aforementioned  parties 
were  financially  capable  of  contributing  their  proportionate 
share,  even  if  an  enforceable  promise  were  found  to  exist. 
The  Commission  must  conclude  that  the  applicant  has  not 
made  showing  of  financial  ability  to  construct  and  operate 
the  proposed  station  as  would  warrant  it  in  granting  the 
application  even  if  the  applicant  were  otherwise  fully 
qualified. 

2444  The  record  reveals  that  applicant  presented  a  great 
deal  of  evidence  to  this  Commission  in  the  form  of 
depositions  taken  in  Salt  Lake  City  pursuant  to  order  of 
this  Commission.  It  is  further  revealed  that  two  irregulari¬ 
ties  are  present  with  respect  to  these  depositions.  First,  they 
were  filed  with  the  Commission  one  day  prior  *to  the  hearing, 
in  contravention  of  Rule  52  (presently  identified  as  Rule 
106.26),  which  requires  that  they  be  filed  not  later  than  five 
days  prior  to  the  hearing.  Second,  they  were  not  subscribed 
to  by  the  deponents.  This  omission,  even  though  4  4  waived 
by  Counsel  for  the  respective  parties,,,  is  not  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  409(f)  of  the  Communica¬ 
tions  Act  of  1934. 

However,  the  Commission  has  reviewed  the  evidence  con¬ 
tained  in  the  depositions  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  even  if 
such  evidence  could  be  considered  as  a  basis  for  a  decision, 
no  facts  appear  therein  sufficient  to  warrant  a  decision 
other  than  that  impelled  by  the  failure  of  the  applicant  to 
show  itself  to  be  legally  or  financially  qualified. 

This  brings  us  to  a  comparison  of  the  two  remaining  ap¬ 
plicants  for  facilities  to  be  used  in  Salt  Lake  City,  namely, 
Paul  Q.  Callister  (Docket  Ho.  2566)  and  Powers  et  al,  doing 
business  as  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  (Docket  No. 
2715),  each  of  whom  have  applied  for  construction  permit  to 
erect  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 
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The  applicant  Callister  is  a  United  States  citizen  by  birth 
and  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City.  His  business  activities 
have  been  in  connection  with  gas  and  oil  distributing  com¬ 
panies  in  and  around  Salt  Lake  City.  The  applicant  Powers 
et  al,  doing  business  as  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  is 
a  partnership  composed  of  Jack  Lee  Powers,  Frank  C.  Car¬ 
man,  David  G.  Smith,  and  Grant  Wrathall,  all  of  whom  are 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  residents  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah. 

The  record  discloses  that  both  applicants,  Callister  and 
Powers  et  al,  have  sufficient  assets  to  insure  construction 
and  maintenance  of  a  station  of  the  kind  and  class  applied 
for  and  the  equipment  proposed  by  each  complies  with  the 
technical  requirements  of  the  Commission. 

The  applicant  Callister  expects  to  manage  the  proposed 
station  himself  with  the  assistance  of  his  brother,  Mr.  Reed 
E.  Callister,  of  California.  Mr.  Reed  E.  Callister  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in  California  where  he  is  finan¬ 
cially  interested  in  several  broadcasting  stations  there.  He 
has  had  about  five  years  experience  in  the  management  and 
operation  of  stations,  in  connection  with  KRKD  (formerly 
KMCS),  KMTR  and  KIEV,  all  located  in  the  State  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.  As  assistant  manager  of  the  proposed  station  he 
expects  to  make  frequent  trips  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  applicant  in  connection  with  its  manage¬ 
ment.  The  record  further  discloses  that  the  applicant  Cal¬ 
lister  proposes  to  employ  an  adequate  staff  of  qualified  em¬ 
ployees  to  construct  and  operate  the  proposed  station  which 
will  include  three  technical  men,  a  chief  engineer,  three  an¬ 
nouncers,  program  manager,  a  stenographer,  bookkeeper, 
and  three  or  four  salesmen.  The  chief  engineer  is  to  be  Mr. 
Edgar  Olds,  now  employed  at  Station  KIEV,  Glondale,  Cal¬ 
ifornia,  and  a  Mr.  L.  W.  Peters,  also  from  California,  is  to 
be  program  manager. 

The  interests  of  all  the  partners  in  the  Powers  ap- 
2445  plication  appear  to  be  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  The 
partners,  Carman,  Powers  and  Wrathall,  are  all 
graduates  of  the  University  of  Utah,  Carman  and  Wrathall 
having  obtained  degrees  from  that  University  in  electrical 
engineering,  majoring  in  radio  engineering  and  they  are 
licensed  radio  operators.  The  applicant  Powers  et  al  pro¬ 
poses  the  following  organization  for  its  station :  President 
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and  General  Manager,  Frank  C.  Carman,  one  of  the  part¬ 
ners;  advertising  manager  and  salesman,  Jack  Lee  Powers, 
another  of  the  partners;  Miss  Laura  Snow,  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Utah,  with  a  Master’s  Degree  in  English 
and  Education,  program  and  musical  director;  David  G. 
Smith  (partner),  chief  announcer;  Grant  Wrathall  (also  a 
partner),  part-time  announcer,  and  operator;  James  B. 
Kevser,  manager  of  a  sound  system  company  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  Donald  Vincent  (Bachelor  of  Science,  University 
of  Southern  California),  salesmen;  and  a  Mr.  Yeates,  op¬ 
erator. 

The  program  service  proposed  by  each  applicant  appears 
to  be  meritorious.  In  fact,  they  propose  the  same  type  of 
service,  namely,  purely  local  programs  which  will  provide 
a  reasonably  priced  advertising  medium  for  small  business 
concerns  not  now  using  radio  because  of  their  inability  to 
pay  the  rates  prevailing  on  the  two  stations  now  serving 
the  Salt  Lake  City  area. 

With  respect  to  the  applicant  Callister,  there  is  one  sta¬ 
tion  located  with  reference  to  his  proposed  station  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  less  than  that  generally  recommended  under  average 
conditions  to  avoid  objectionable  interference,  that  is,  Sta¬ 
tion  KLO,  Ogden,  Utah,  35  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
separation  generally  recommended  is  58  miles  and  under 
average  conditions  objectionable  interference  between  Sta¬ 
tion  KLO  and  the  applicant  Callister ’s  proposed  station 
would  be  expected.  However,  the  record  shows  that  con¬ 
ditions  in  this  area  are  not  average  because  attenuation  of 
the  intervening  terrain  is  much  higher  than  average  and 
this  would  minimize  possibilities  of  interference  between 
the  two. 

With  respect  to  the  applicant  Powers,  et  al,  there  are  no 
stations  at  geographical  distances  closer  than  those  gener¬ 
ally  recommended  to  avoid  objectionable  interference. 

Both  applications  could  be  granted  without  causing  ob¬ 
jectionable  interference  to  the  service  of  any  existing  sta¬ 
tion. 

As  we  have  already  pointed  out,  it  is  apparent  from  this 
record  that  a  need  exists  for  but  one  station  in  the  Salt  Lake 
City  area ;  a  choice  must,  therefore,  be  made  between  the  ap¬ 
plicants  Callister  and  Powers,  et  al.  The  record  discloses 
that  both  are  legally,  financially,  technically  and  otherwise 
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capable  of  constructing  and  maintaining  a  station  of  the  kind 
and  class  applied  for  in  the  public  interest,  convenience  and 
necessity.  In  the  case  of  the  applicant  Callister,  however, 
it  appears  that  he  had  not  had  any  special  experience  or 
background  in  radio,  but  that  his  brother,  Mr.  Reed  E.  Cal¬ 
lister,  who  is  to  be  assistant  manager,  has  had  some  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  radio  broad¬ 
cast  station  and  that  he  is  presently  interested  financially 
in  several  California  stations.  Furthermore,  the  record 
discloses  that  the  principal  interests  of  Mr.  Reed  E.  Callis¬ 
ter  appear  to  be  in  California  and  he  is  not  a  resident  of 
Salt  Lake  City.  On  the  other  hand  it  appears  that  the  ap¬ 
plicants  Powers,  et  al,  are  all  residents  and  citizens  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  whose  interests  are  centered  in  that  place  and 
who  appear  to  be  very  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  people 
of  that  area.  As  has  already  been  stated,  three  of  the 
2446  four  partners  were  educated  in  the  University  of 
Utah,  two  of  them  having  received  degrees  in  electri¬ 
cal  engineering,  with  experience  in  radio  engineering,  and 
they  are  radio  broadcast  operators.  Their  background  and 
experience  would  seem  to  fit  them  admirably  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  management  of  a  station. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  and  so  ad¬ 
vises  that  as  between  the  applicant  Callister  and  the  appli¬ 
cant  Powers,  et  al,  public  interest,  convenience  and  neces¬ 
sity  would  be  better  served  by  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al  (Docket  No.  2715)  than  that  of  Paul  Q.  Cal¬ 
lister  (Docket  No.  2566). 

In  re  applications  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion ■,  Inc.,  for  construction  permits  to  erect  new  100 
watt  stations  at  Provo  and  Logan,  Utah. 

i 

Applicant  is  a  Delaware  corporation,  organized  with  a 
capital  stock  of  100  shares  of  no  par  value,  and  duly  author¬ 
ized  to  engage  in  the  business  of  broadcasting.  The  appli¬ 
cation  states  that  80  per  cent  of  the  stock  is  held  by  H.  R. 
Duvall,  whose  citizenship  is  not  shown  on  the  record,  and 
who  appears  to  be  an  associate  in  the  office  of  Sidney  S. 
Fox.  Mr.  Fox  is  the  President  of  the  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation,  licensee  of  Station  KDYL,  operating 
at  Salt  Lake  City.  The  record  does  not  reveal  the  names 
of  the  other  stocldiolders,  if  any,  nor  does  it  reveal  the  citi- 
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zenship  of  the  one  officer  who  is  named.  The  Commission  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  applicant  has  not  made  a  proper 
showing  as  to  legal  qualifications  to  hold  a  license  to  oper¬ 
ate  a  broadcast  station. 

There  was  some  evidence  that  the  financial  ability  of  the 
applicant  to  construct  and  operate  the  two  proposed  sta¬ 
tions  was  in  some  way  dependent  upon  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation.  However,  the  record  does  not 
show  just  in  what  manner  this  was  to  be  accomplished. 
The  onlv  monev  attributable  to  the  Great  Western  Broad- 

•/  V 

casting  Association,  Inc.,  was  $1,000  advanced  for  organ¬ 
ization  purposes.  There  is  no  legally  enforceable  agree¬ 
ment  in  evidence,  by  which  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  could  command  sufficient  funds  to  con¬ 
struct  and  operate  the  two  proposed  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  Utah.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  and  so 
finds  that  the  applicant  has  not  made  a  proper  showing  as 
to  financial  ability  to  construct  and  operate  the  two  pro¬ 
posed  stations. 

It  may  also  be  noted  that  in  the  applications  filed  by  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  a  number  of 
questions  were  answered  by  the  statement  “not  yet  known”. 
The  record  does  not  reveal  that  applicant  has  supplied  the 
information  called  for  by  the  aforementioned  questions.  It 
is  imperative,  in  passing  upon  applications  for  licenses,  that 
the  applicant  furnish  the  Commission  with  all  of  the  infor¬ 
mation  called  for  by  the  questions  contained  in  the  applica¬ 
tions. 

The  evidence  as  to  a  need  for  a  new  100  watt  broadcast 
station  in  Logan  and  Provo  has  been  discussed  elsewhere 
in  this  opinion. 

The  record  is  indefinite  as  to  the  type  of  programs  appli¬ 
cant  expected  to  present  over  the  proposed  stations.  There 
was  evidence  that  the  trained  personnel  of  KDYL,  number¬ 
ing  25  to  30,  would  be  available  to  start  operation  of  the 
new  stations  and  train  additional  personnel.  However,  the 
President  of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
stated  on  cross  examination  at  the  hearing  on  Janu- 
2447  ary  31, 1935,  that  he  was  “not  making  any  statements 
as  to  how  we  would  operate  our  program”.  The 
Commission  has  stated  in  its  decision  on  the  application  of 
Thellman,  Docket  No.  3167  (2  F.  C.  C . )  that  “in  order 
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to  determine  whether  the  future  operation  of  a  broadcast 
station  will  serve  public  convenience,  interest  and  neces¬ 
sity,  the  Commission  must  be  able  to  ascertain  the  nature 
and  character  of  the  program  service  intended  to  be  ren¬ 
dered.  ’  ’ 

In  re  application  of  Louis  H.  Callister  to  construct  and  op¬ 
erate  a  new  100  ivatt  broadcast  station  at  Provo ,  Utah , 
Docket  No.  2565. 

At  the  hearing  on  January  30,  1935,  when  applicant  did 
not  appear,  motion  was  made  for  permission  to  withdraw 
the  application  and  that  an  order  be  entered  dismissing  it 
without  prejudice.  The  Commission,  on  May  1,  1936,  issued 
its  Order  dismissing  the  application  with  prejudice. 

In  re  application  of  Munn  Q.  Cannon  to  construct  and  op¬ 
erate  a  new  100  ivatt  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah, 
Docket  No.  2600. 

At  the  hearing  on  January  30,  1935,  when  applicant  did 
not  appear  or  offer  evidence,  motion  was  made  for  permis¬ 
sion  to  withdraw  the  application,  and  that  an  order  be  en¬ 
tered  dismissing  it  without  prejudice.  As  hereinafter  indi¬ 
cated,  the  Commission,  on  May  1,  1936,  issued  its  Order 
dismissing  the  application  with  prejudice. 

In  re  application  of  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Co., 
J.  A.  <&  J.  M.  Reeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen,  to  construct  and 
operate  a  new  100  ivatt  radio  station  at  Logan,  Utah, 
Docket  No.  2926. 

Applicant  is  a  partnership  composed  of  J.  A.  Reeder,  his 
son,  J.  M.  Reeder,  and  L.  R.  Jensen,  doing  business  as  the 
Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company.  J.  A.  Reeder 
is  at  present  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City,  but  was  formerly 
a  resident  of  Cache  Valley,  the  territory  surrounding  the 
proposed  location  of  the  new  station.  J.  M.  Reeder  is  pres¬ 
ently  employed  as  a  service  man  and  salesman  at  the  Felt 
Radio  Company  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  attended  Western 
Electric  College,  and  there  received  instruction  in  radio 
engineering.  His  connection  with  the  proposed  station  will 
be  as  that  of  technician.  Mr.  L.  R.  Jensen,  the  third  part¬ 
ner,  is  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  has  been  a  radio 
engineer  and  a  licensed  operator  for  10  years.  He  was  con- 
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nected  with  Station  KSL,  Salt  Lake  City,  for  three  years, 
as  one  of  the  operators.  For  the  past  two  years  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Salt  Lake  City  police  department.  It 
further  appears  that  he  has  done  a  great  deal  of  service 
work  for  various  broadcasting  stations  throughout  the  inter¬ 
mountain  country. 

The  equipment  proposed  to  be  used  by  the  applicant  meets 
the  technical  requirements  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Commission.  Applicant  also  proposed  to  employ  a 
proper  technical  staff  to  operate  the  station. 

The  financial  showing  made  by  this  applicant  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  The  money  to  finance  the  project  is  to  be  obtained 
from  one  Seymore  L.  Billings,  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  and  investment  business.  Mr. 
Billings  has  entered  into  a  written  agreement  with  the 
above-mentioned  partnership  to  the  effect  that  if  and  when 
a  permit  is  granted  by  this  Commission  he  will  put  up 
2448  sufficient  money  to  construct  and  operate  the  pro¬ 
posed  station  to  the  extent  of  $15,000  or  $20,000.  It 
also  appears  that  as  part  of  this  agreement  a  corporation 
is  to  be  formed,  and  any  authorization  granted  to  the  appli¬ 
cant  by  the  Commission  is  to  be  assigned  to  this  corpora¬ 
tion.  Also,  as  part  of  the  agreement,  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Billings  will  have  complete  control  of  the  corporation  until 
such  time  as  the  corporation  is  able  to  pay  back  the  money 
advanced  by  Mr.  Billings.  Thus  it  appears  on  the  face  of 
this  record  that  any  authorization  granted  to  the  applicant 
will  necessarily  have  to  be  transferred,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  agreement,  to  the  control  of  Mr.  Billings,  so 
that  granting  this  application  will  amount  to  a  predetermin¬ 
ing  of  the  proposed  assignment  of  construction  permit  to 
the  corporation  yet  to  be  formed.  The  Commission  has 
held  on  numerous  occasions  that  it  cannot  grant  licenses  to 
applicants  who  are  not  the  real  parties  in  interest.  It  ap¬ 
pears  from  the  above-mentioned  agreement  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  not  the  real  party  in  interest  in  this  application. 
There  was  some  evidence  in  the  record  that  Mr.  Billings  is 
amply  qualified  to  furnish  the  requested  funds,  but  Mr.  Bill¬ 
ings  does  not  have  an  application  presently  before  the  Com¬ 
mission,  and  his  financial  responsibility  is  not  in  question. 
The  applicants  themselves  filed  no  financial  statements,  and 
the  record  discloses  no  facts  with  respect  to  their  financial 
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status  except  it  is  shown  there  is  $2200  on  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  the  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Company. 
The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion,  and  so  finds,  that  these 
applicants  have  not  made  a  sufficient  showing  of  their  finan¬ 
cial  ability  to  erect  and  maintain  a  station  of  the  kind  and 
class  applied  for  as  would  justify  a  grant  of  their  applica^ 
tion  in  the  public  interest. 

With  respect  to  interference,  the  record  reveals  that 
there  is  a  possibility  of  objectionable  interference  resulting 
from  granting  this  application  because  of  failure  to  observe 
recommended  geographical  separations.  Station  KLO,  op¬ 
erating  at  Ogden,  Utah,  on  1400  kc,  with  500  watts  power, 
unlimited  time,  is  35  miles  distant  from  the  location  of  the 
proposed  station.  The  recommended  separation  to  avoid 
objectionable  interference  during  simultaneous  operation  at 
night  is  40  miles,  and  the  recommended  daytime  separation 
to  avoid  objectionable  interference  during  simultaneous 
operation  is  58  miles.  While  an  effort  was  made  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  conductivitv  and  attenuation  of  the  terrain  in- 

m/ 

volved  to  be  other  than  average,  the  Commission’s  engi¬ 
neer  testified  that  even  with  minimum  conductivity  and 
maximum  attenuation  expected  in  this  territory,  it  would 
be  expected  that  objectionable  interference  would  result  to 
KLO  from  operation  of  the  proposed  station  at  Logan.  The 
Commission  finds,  therefore,  that  the  granting  of  this  appli¬ 
cation  will  result  in  objectionable  interference  to  an  exist¬ 
ing  station.  It  also  appeared  that  interference  would  fol¬ 
low  if  this  application  were  granted  and  if  the  application 
of  Paul  Q.  Callister  (Docket  No.  2566),  to  erect  a  new  sta¬ 
tion  at  Salt  Lake  City,  were  granted.  The  actual  separation 
between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Logan  is  70  miles,  while  the 
recommended  separation  to  avoid  objectionable  interfer¬ 
ence,  for  simultaneous  operation,  is  185  miles.  However, 
inasmuch  as  this  application  of  Callister  (Docket  No.  2566) 
has  been  currently  denied  by  the  Commission,  no  further 
discussion  of  the  problem  of  interference  with  respect  to  this 
pending  application  is  necessary. 

Applicant  failed  to  introduce  sufficient  evidence  as  to  the 
program  service  intended  to  be  rendered.  A  full  and  com¬ 
plete  knowledge  of  the  type  of  service  that  applicant  ex¬ 
pects  to  render  is  necessary  before  the  Commission  can  ade¬ 
quately  pass  on  the  question  of  whether  the  operation  of  a 
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proposed  new  broadcast  station  will  serve  public  interest, 
convenience  and  necessity.  The  question  of  a  need  for  a 
new  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  and  the  availability 
of  commercial  support  and  local  talent  to  sustain  same,  has 
been  discussed  elsewhere  in  this  opinion. 

Upon  a  consideration  of  the  applications,  deposi- 
2449  tions,  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing,  the  Ex¬ 
aminer’s  Report,  the  exceptions  filed  thereto  and 
oral  argument  thereon,  the  Commission  was  of  the  opinion, 
and  so  found  (1)  that  public  interest,  convenience  and  ne¬ 
cessity  would  not  be  served  by  granting  the  applications  of 
Utah  Radio  Educational  Society  (Docket  No.  2612) ;  Paul 
Q.  Callister  (Docket  No.  2566) ;  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association,  Inc.,  (Dockets  No.  2563  and  2564) ;  and 
Reeder,  et  al,  doing  business  as  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting 
Service  Company  (Docket  No.  2926) ;  (2)  that  public  inter¬ 
est,  convenience  and  necessitv  would  be  served  bv  dismis- 
sing  with  prejudice  the  applications  of  Louis  H.  Callister 
(Docket  No.  2565)  and  Munn  Q.  Cannon  (Docket  No.  2600) ; 
and  (3)  that  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity 
would  be  served  by  granting  the  application  of  Powers, 
et  al,  doing  business  as  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  sub¬ 
ject  to  compliance  with  Rule  131. 

Accordingly,  on  May  1,  1936,  the  Commission  issued  its 
Order,  effective  at  3:00  A.M.,  E.S.T.,  September  8,  1936. 
The  effective  date  was  later  advanced  to  3 :00  A.M.,  E.S.T., 
September  11,  1936.

JOINT  BRIEF  OF  THE  APPELLANTS. 


INTRODUCTION. 

These  are  three  appeals  sued  out  under  Sections 
402  (b)  and  402  (c)  of  the  Communications  Act  of 
1934  from  an  order  of  the  Broadcast  Division  of  the 
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Federal  Communications  Commission,  dated  May  1, 
1936.  The  order  grants  a  construction  permit  to  Jack 
Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant 
Wrathall,  doing  business  as  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  for  a  new  radio¬ 
broadcasting  station  to  operate  at  1500  kc.  with  100 
watts  power,  unlimited  time,  and  denies  two  other  ap¬ 
plications  described  below. 

No.  6852,  the  appeal  of  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  was  sued  out  because  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  commission  in  granting  the  application  to 
Jack  Powers  et  al.  precluded  the  commission  from 
granting  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  for  a  construction  permit  to 
use  the  same  frequency  and  power  in  Logan,  Utah, 
which  is  approximately  seventy  miles  distant  from 
Salt  Lake  City.1  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation  appeals  from  the  denial  of  its  own  application 
at  Logan,  Utah. 

No.  6853,  another  appeal  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  was  sued  out  because  the  commis¬ 


sion  denied  its  application  for  a  new  radio-broadcast¬ 


ing  station  at  Provo,  Utah.  The  appellant  requested 


the  use  of  the  1210  kc.  frequency  with  a  power  of  100 


watts  unlimited  time  at  Provo. 


The  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  is  the 

licensee  of  existing  station  KDYL,  which  operates 

in  Salt  Lake  City  at  the  frequency  of  1290  kc.  with  a 

power  of  5  kw.  day,  1  kw.  night.  KDYL  was  permitted 

to  intervene  because  the  establishment  by  Jack 

* 


1  Under  the  empirical  engineering  standards,  adopted  by  the  com¬ 
mission,  the  recommended  mileage  separation  between  local  stations  using 
the  same  frequency  is  185  miles.  Since  the  distance  between  Logan  and 
Salt  Lake  City  is  70  miles,  the  commission  could  not  grant  both  appli¬ 
cations.  (R.  p.  137.) 
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Powers  et  al.  of  a  new  station  in  Salt  Lake  City  might 
result  in  active  competition  concerning  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  audience  of  listeners,  advertising  revenue, 
and  available  program  material,  talent  and  sponsorship 
of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation.  The 
grant  of  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et  al., 
prompted  it  as  the  licensee  of  KDYL  to  sue  out  the 
appeal  in  No.  6854. 

Hearings  on  the  above  applications,  which  were  all 
consolidated  into  one  proceeding,  were  held  before  Ex¬ 
aminer  George  H.  Hill,  from  January  30  to  February 
2,  1935.  There  were  involved  not  only  the  applica¬ 
tions  of  the  parties  to  this  appeal,  but  also  applica¬ 
tions  of  other  parties  for  facilities  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
These  others  have  not  appealed. 

The  hearing  on  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et 
al.,  was  reopened  in  order  to  allow  them  to  introduce 
additional  testimony  as  to  financial  ability  on  August 
7  and  19,  and  oil  September  20, 1935.  Additional  depo¬ 
sitions  were  taken  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  July  23  and 
September  6,  1935. 

The  report  of  the  Examiner  released  on  Nov.  4, 1935, 
recommended  that  the  application  of  Powers  et  al., 
be  granted,  that  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  As¬ 
sociation,  Inc.,  be  given  a  construction  permit  for  a 
new  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  and  denied  a  station  at  Lo¬ 
gan,  Utah  (R.  669-694). 

Exceptions  were  filed  to  the  Examiner’s  report,  and 
oral  argument  was  had  before  the  Broadcast  Division 
(R.  703). 

The  decision  of  the  commission  (published  some  four 
months  after  it  granted  the  application  of  Jack  Powers 
et  al.)  reversed  the  Examiner  in  part  in  that  it  denied 
both  applications  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  As- 
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sociation  and  granted  the  application  of  Jack  Powers 
et  al.  The  decision  will  be  found  at  R.  pp.  696  to  716. 

THE  FACTS. 

Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  ap¬ 
pellant  in  Nos.  6852  and  6853,  is  a  Delaware  corpora¬ 
tion  formed  at  the  instance  of  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting*  Corporation  at  the  direction  of  the  Washington 
attorneys  for  the  latter  corporation  through  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  Corporation  Trust  Company.  The  original 
incorporators  were  employees  of  the  Corporation  Trust 
Company  (R.  86,  30-37). 

On  July  6, 1934,  Great  Western  filed  two  applications 
with  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  request¬ 
ing  authority  to  erect  new  stations.  One  application, 
that  involved  in  No.  6852,  requested  the  frequency  1500 
kilocycles,  with  power  of  100  watts,  to  be  used  at  Logan, 
Utah.  The  other  application,  that  in  No.  6853,  re¬ 
quested  the  frequency  1210  kilocycles,  with  power  of 
100  watts,  to  be  used  at  Provo,  Utah. 

The  Communications  Act  of  1934  had  become  effective 
on  July  1,  1934  and  had  contained  (in  section  307(b)) 
the  following  language,  “Provided  further,  That  the 
Commission  may  also  grant  applications  for  additional 
licenses  for  stations  not  exceeding  one  hundred  watts 
of  power  if  the  Commission  finds  that  such  stations  will 
serve  the  public  convenience,  interest,  or  necessity,  and 
that  their  operation  will  not  interfere  with  the  fair  and 
efficient  radio  service  of  stations  licensed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  ” 

The  quoted  language  of  the  statute  had  authorized  a 
new  class  of  stations  called  non-quota  local  stations  for 
which  application  could  not  be  made  prior  to  the  Act, 
because  the  State  of  Utah  had  over  its  assigned  quota 
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of  facilities  under  the  Davis  Amendment  to  the  Radio 
Act  of  1927.  The  two  Great  Western  applications  were 
therefore  filed  at  the  first  opportunity. 

The  applications  of  Great  Western  gave  a  mailing 
address  at  Washington,  D.  C.  (R.  22,  41.)  They  were 
executed  by  the  President  of  the  company,  H.  R.  Du¬ 
vall,  who  was  listed  as  “owning  and/or  voting”  80  per 
cent  of  the  stock  of  the  company  (that  being  the  infor¬ 
mation  requested  by  the  application  form  (R.  23,  42) 
(R.  29,  48).  Assets  of  the  corporation  were  stated  in 
the  application  to  be  “cash,  $1000;  stocks,  bonds  and 
securities,  $15,000  (R.  24,  43). 

At  the  hearing  upon  the  applications,  January  30, 
1935,  the  testimony  in  behalf  of  the  applicant  Great 
Western  was  commenced  with  that  of  Sidney  S’.  Fox,  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  President  of  the  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  corporation  (R.  77).  He  testified  that  the  stock 
of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  “was 
in  the  hands  of”  and  “in  the  name  of”  Mrs.  Duvall  (R. 
80,  91),  that  he  did  not  know  who  the  other  ,  officers  of 
Great  Western  might  be  as  the  corporation  had  been 
organized  for  him  by  his  attorney  who  had  looked  after 
those  details  (R.  81).  At  page  78  of  the  Record,  Mr. 
Fox  was  asked  by  counsel  for  Intermountain  and  Great 
Western  who  Mrs.  Duvall  was.  The  printed  record 
says  “An  associate  in  my  office”.  This,  it  is, submitted 
(and  we  are  certain  that  counsel  for  the  appellee  and 
intervener  will  agree)  is  a  stenographic  error  and 
should  read  “an  associate  in  your  (counsePs)  office.” 

Great  Western  was  described  by  Mr.  Fox  as  a  sub- 
sidiarv  of  Intermountain  and  Mr.  Fox  referred  to  the 

*  i 

ownership  of  Great  Western  as  being  in  Intermountain 
(R.  78,  84).  The  method  by  which  this  was  accom¬ 
plished  was  that  Intermountain  was  to  take  over  all  the 
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stock  of  Great  Western  and  to  pay  for  that  stock  such 
amount  of  money  as  might  be  required  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  two  stations  or  one  of  them  (R.  78,  87,  88). 
All  money  advanced  until  the  hearing  for  the  uses  of 
Great  Western  had  been  advanced  by  Intermountain 
(R.  86,  87)  and  the  financial  statement  of  Intermoun¬ 
tain  was  offered  and  received  into  evidence  without  ob¬ 
jection  from  any  party  to  show  the  financial  ability  of 
Intermountain  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  Great  West¬ 
ern  the  required  sums  (R.  78). 

No  question  is  raised  concerning  that  financial  abil¬ 
ity. 

The  situation  as  of  the  time  of  hearing  was,  then, 
that  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  was  the 
equitable  owner  of  the  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Com¬ 
pany  and  proposed  to  take  over  legal  title  to  all  the 
stock  and  to  pay  for  that  stock  the  full  amounts  neces¬ 
sary  to  launch  the  operations  of  the  stations  applied 
for. 

Counsel  for  the  commission  asked  whether  or  not 
there  was  any  contract  requiring  Intermountain  to 
make  the  payments  and  was  told  that  there  was  none 
(R.  89-90). 

Three  and  a  half  months  after  the  filing  of  the  Great 
Western  applications,  the  interveners,  Jack  Powers, 
et  al.,  filed  an  application  to  use  the  1500-kilocycle  fre¬ 
quency  for  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  which,  as 
has  been  stated,  conflicted  with  the  Logan  application 
of  Great  Western  (R.  52). 

In  support  of  the  Great  Western  applications,  depo¬ 
sitions  were  taken  at  both  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah  (R. 
296-326  for  Provo;  R.  237-350  for  Logan). 

Provo,  with  a  population  of  14,766  is  the  county  seat 
of  Utah  County  which  has  a  total  population  of  49,021 
(R.  631,  632).  Neither  the  city  nor  the  county  receives 
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adequate  radio  service  because  Utah  County  is  sur¬ 
rounded  on  all  sides  by  mountains  which  obstruct  radio 
impulses  (R.  301,  304,  306).  The  witnesses  who  testi¬ 
fied  by  deposition  stated  facts  showing  that  there  is  a 
definite  need  for  a  local  station  (R.  299,  307  ff.),  that 
there  is  sufficient  local  program  material  available  (R. 
297,  309,  313,  314,  316),  and  that  the  community  was 
capable  of  supporting  the  station  (R.  302,  308,  310,  312, 
320,  322),  etc. 

Logan  with  a  population  of  9,979,  is  the  county  seat 
of  Cache  County  with  a  population  of  27,424  (R.  627, 
628).  The  radio  service  to  the  community  is  intermit¬ 
tent  and  unsatisfactory  (R.  328,  332,  334,  343).  Testi¬ 
mony  was  adduced  which  shows  a  definite  need  for  a 
local  station  (R.  329,  332,  335,  344),  an  available  supply 
of  local  talent  (R.  329,  335,  338,  339,  340,  345,  347,  348), 
and  a  community  economically  and  financially  able  to 
support  a  local  station  (R.  329,  331,  333,  335,  337). 

The  “Utah  Broadcasting  Company”  is  alleged  to  be 
a  partnership  consisting  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C. 
Carman,  David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  who  re¬ 
quest  the  use  of  the  1500  kc.  frequency,  100  watts  power 
unlimited  time  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  (R.  52,  54,  95). 
The  applicants  introduced  no  articles  of  partnership 
in  evidence.  There  is  no  definite  agreement  among  the 
“partners”  as  to  the  amount  of  money  to  be  advanced 
by  each  (R.  112,  127,  283). 

The  applicants  failed  to  comply  with  the  stautes  of 
Utah  which  require  an  affidavit  to  be  filed  in  the  coun¬ 
ty  clerk’s  office  when  a  partnership  is  operating  under 
a  fictitious  name  (R.  264,  621). 

The  applicants  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  station  would  total  approximately  $5900  (R.  57, 
441).  This  does  not  include  various  items  of  expendi- 
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turcs  such  as  furniture,  fixtures,  draperies,  office  sup¬ 
plies,  etc.  The  ‘ 4 partners”  plan  building  their  own 
transmitter  and  antenna  (R.  100). 

Mr.  Carman,  one  of  the  parties  testified  by  deposi¬ 
tion  that  the  overhead  would  be  $40  a  day,  or  $1200 
per  month  (R.  442).  The  salaries  of  the  proposed 
personnel  of  the  station  consisting  of  seven  employees 
will  total  $925  per  month  (R.  443,  444).  Tentative  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  for  the  use  of  the  upper 
floor  of  the  Walker  Building  as  studios,  at  a  rental  of 
$100  per  month  (R.  438) ;  the  transcription  service  was 
to  cost  between  $75  to  $100  per  month  (R.  436) ;  no  es¬ 
timates  on  figures  were  given  for  light,  heat,  power,  etc. 
or  the  remote-control  studio  to  be  located  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  of  the  University  of  Utah  (R.  103).  The  appli¬ 
cants  intend  to  devote  70  per  cent,  of  the  time  during 
the  first  six  months  to  transcriptions  and  phonograph 
records  (R.  117).  The  cost  of  live  musical  talent  dur¬ 
ing  this  period  is  very  indefinite :  it  was  estimated  from 
$10  to  $100  per  week,  and  at  $31  per  hour  (R.  441). 

Mr.  Wrathall,  another  of  the  group,  stated  that  the 
percentage  of  phonograph  recordings  would  be  re¬ 
duced  and  correspondingly  the  amount  of  live  talent 
would  be  increased.  This  would  not  depend  on  rev¬ 
enues  over  and  above  the  necessary  costs  of  operating 
the  station,  but  outside  financial  assistance  that  would 
be  available  to  cover  any  deficit  in  the  operation  of  the 
station  (R.  118).  Thus  he  stated: 

Mr.  Segal:  Have  you  agreed  among  yourselves 
to  what  extent  the  four  of  you  will  provide  funds 
to  maintain  the  operation  of  this  station  at  a  loss 
in  order  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  phonograph 
records,  and  increase  the  percentage  of  paid  live 
talent  ? 
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Mr.  Wrathall:  Yes,  we  have  backing  that  can  be 
drawn  upon  if  he  is  given  an  interest  in  the  station. 

Mr.  Segal :  At  the  present  time  he  has  no  inter¬ 
est  f 

Mr.  Wrathall:  No.  (R.  118). 

One  of  the  group,  on  direct  examination  said  that 
the  group  assets  consisted  of  $2500  in  cash  and  that 
Mr.  Smith  had  a  trust  fund  of  $18,000  of  bank  stock 
and  other  securities  which  could  be  readily  converted 
into  cash  (R.  98,  99).  Although  opposing  counsel  re¬ 
quested  that  the  trust  indenture  be  submitted  into  evi¬ 
dence,  it  was  never  done,  because  it  did  not  exist  (R. 
98,  269). 

Concerning  the  cash  asset  of  $2500,  which  is  not  de¬ 
posited  in  the  name  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  (R.  114),  and  the  reputed  trust  fund,  the  follow¬ 
ing  information  was  elicited  in  three  depositions  taken 
at  Salt  Lake  City  (R,  351-354,  358;  360-404): 

Mr.  Smith  on  July  23,  1935,  on  direct  examination 
stated  that  the  “partnership”  had  $5000  cash  in  the 
Continental  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company  at  Salt 
Lake  City  (R.  351,  352).  The  so-called  “trust  fund” 
consisted  chiefly  of  bank  and  utility  stock  which  had 
no  market  value  and  which  had  not  declared  any  divi¬ 
dends  in  years  (R.  353). 

Additional  depositions  with  exhibits  attached  there¬ 
to,  were  taken  at  Salt  Lake  City  on  September  6,  1935, 
in  which  Mr.  Culbertson,  the  vice-president  of  the  Con¬ 
tinental  National  Bank  &  Trust  Company  revealed  that 
the  first  deposit  of  $5000  to  the  account  of  the  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company  was  procured  through  a  loan 
from  the  bank  on  a  note  made  by  David  G.  Smith  and 
Alice  G.  Smith  on  February  5,  1935  (R.,  365-369). 
Withdrawals  in  the  above  deposit  account  could  only  be 
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made  by  Mr.  Smith  (R.  363).  On  May  28,  1935,  the 
entire  deposit  was  withdrawn  and  the  account  closed 
(R.  372,  373).  There  were  no  other  deposits  or  with¬ 
drawals. 

On  July  22,  1935,  the  day  preceding  the  taking  of  the 
depositions  of  Smith,  Shields,  Power,  Carman,  and  Cul¬ 
bertson,  relating  to  the  financial  ability  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  (R.  351-359),  the  same  procedure  was  again  fol¬ 
lowed.  Mr.  Smith  borrowed  $5000  from  the  bank  and 
deposited  it  to  the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting 
Company.  This  was  withdrawn  four  days  later  on  July 
26,  1935  (R.  374-376).  Mr.  Culbertson  testified  that 
the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  had  no  money  on  de¬ 
posit  with  the  bank  from  May  28,  1935,  (when  the  first 
account  was  closed)  to  July  22,  1935,  (when  Mr.  Smith 
reopened  the  account  through  a  $5000  loan  from  the 
bank)  (R.  378). 

Mr.  Culbertson  stated  that  on  August  31,  1935  he 
was  served  with  a  subpoena  issued  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  to  testify  concerning  the 
application  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company 
(R.  360,  388,  399).  Mr.  Culbertson  communicated  to 
Mr.  Smith  by  letter  that  he  had  been  served  with  a  sub¬ 
poena  and  stated: 

“I  would  like  to  discuss  this  matter  with  vou 
and  wish  you  would  call  on  me  not  later  than  Tues¬ 
day  morning,  September  3,  1935,  as  the  hearing 
will  be  one  week  from  today.”  (R.  338,  392.) 

Mr.  Smith  called  upon  Mr.  Culbertson  in  response  to 
the  request  in  the  letter  (R.  393).  Smith  deposited 
$3668.16  to  the  account  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  on  September  3,  1935,  the  day  on  which  he  inter¬ 
viewed  Mr.  Culbertson  (R.  383,  384). 
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Concerning  the  financial  qualifications  of  the  other 
members,  Mr.  Powers  stated  that  he  had  $1000  cash  in 

i 

the  bank  (R.  355).  Mr.  Carman  was  contributing  no 
cash  but  had  equipment  valued  at  $800  (R.  357),  and 
Mr.  Wrathall  on  direct  examination  said  that  his  father 
had  left  him  an  estate  valued  at  $5000  (R.  116).  On 
cross-examination  it  was  revealed  that  four  brothers 
would  participate  equally  in  its  distribution  (R.  123), 
and  that  according  to  the  Petition  for  Letters  of  Ad¬ 
ministration  which  will  be  found  at  R.  619,  the  actual 
value  of  the  estate  is  $850. 

The  “partners”  evidently  are  of  the  opinion  that 
they  will  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  station,  for  they  have  enlisted  the  financial 
support  of  Mr.  Dan  B.  Shields  (R.  354)  who  is  to  have 
an  “interest”  in  the  proposed  station  (R.  273,  274). 
Thus  it  is  stated : 

Mr.  Callister:  (Continuing)  is  he  (Mr.  Shields) 
going  to  have  an  interest  for  that? 

Mr.  Wrathall :  He  is  going  to  advance  this  to  the 
partnership  you  say? 

Mr.  Callister:  Yes.  : 

Mr.  Wrathall :  So  he  is  going  to  have  an  interest? 

Mr.  Callister:  Yes. 

Mr.  Wrathall:  In  what? 

Mr.  Callister :  For  the  $30,000  that  he  advances. 

Mr.  Wrathall:  Sure,  he  would  not  give  us  $30,000 
for  nothing.  Mr.  Shields  is  closely  connected  to 
the  Carman  family  and  he  evidently  will  finance 
the  station  because  of  that,  if  it  is  in  the  partner¬ 
ship  name.  (R.  275.) 

The  witness  further  testified  that  he  had  no  knowl¬ 
edge  of  any  written  or  oral  agreement  with  Mr.  Shields 
in  which  the  latter  would  be  bound  to  advance  any 
money  (R.  284). 
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In  the  event  that  a  construction  permit  be  granted, 
the  applicants  intend  to  form  a  corporation  in  which 
Mr.  Shields  will  have  an  interest  (R.  273,  274,  279). 
Thus : 


Mr.  Shinnick  (for  the  applicants) :  Mr.  Wrath- 
all,  isn’t  it  true  that  this  partnership  intends  in 
the  event  that  it  secures  a  license  from  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Communications  Commission,  to  ask  for  a 
voluntary  assignment  of  that  license  to  a  corpora¬ 
tion  ! 

Mr.  Wrathall :  It  is.  (R.  277.) 

And  at  R.  273: 

Mr.  Callister:  Xow  Mr.  Wrathall,  if  a  permit  be 
granted  for  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  will 
Mr.  Shields  have  anv  control  or  interest  in  that  at 
all  1 

Mr.  Wrathall:  I  imagine  lie  would,  yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  He  would  have  an  interest  in  it? 

Mr.  Wrathall :  If  we  incorporate  it,  yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  If  it  were  incorporated  he  would 
have  an  interest ! 

Mr.  Wrathall:  He  mav,  I  am  not  sure,  but  I 
think  he  will.  (R.  273,  274.) 

The  personnel  of  the  proposed  station  will  consist 
of  seven  employees  (R.  101).  Their  broadcasting  ex¬ 
perience  is  as  follows :  Mr.  Carman  who  is  to  be  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager  worked  three  days  for  Sta¬ 
tion  KLO,  located  at  Ogden,  Utah.  He  has  never  had 
any  experience  in  the  formulation  of  programs,  or  ever 
solicited  advertising  (R.  435,  436).  Mr.  Wrathall 
was  an  assistant  technician  of  station  KFUT,  owned 
and  operated  by  the  University  of  Utah  in  1927  (R. 
116,  117).  And  a  proposed  employee,  Mr.  Vincent,  is 
employed  as  a  salesman  in  a  radio  station  in  Cali- 
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fornia  (R.  117).  The  other  employees  have  had  no 
experience  in  the  actual  operation  or  management  of 
a  broadcasting  station  (R.  117). 

Three  agents  whom  the  applicants  employed,  sub¬ 
mitted  a  hearsay  survey  to  show  the  need  for  another 
broadcasting  facility  within  Salt  Lake  City  (R.  447- 
461).  This  procedure  was  utilized:  the  agents  inter¬ 
rogated  owners  and  proprietors  of  various  establish¬ 
ments  and  stores  on  a  standardized  questionnaire  (R. 
561)  and  wrote  down  the  answers  (R.  449).  Oppos¬ 
ing  counsel  had  no  opportunity  to  cross-examine  wit¬ 
nesses  or  in  any  way  to  cheek  the  results  of  this  com¬ 
pilation  (R.  449,  455). 


ARGUMENT. 

1.  The  Commission  erred  as  a  matter  of  law  in  grant¬ 
ing  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et  al.  in  that  the 
granting  of  such  application  unduly  concentrates  into 
Salt  Lake  City,  the  radio  facilities  of  the  State  of  Utah 
which  is  contrary  to  the  facilities-distribution  clause 
of  section  307  b  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  as 
amended  by  the  Act  approved  June  5, 1936. 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  at  the  present  time  is  served 
by  stations  KSL,  a  clear  channel  station  and  KDYL  a 
regional  facility  (R.  133).  Both  are  affiliated  with 
the  major  chains.  The  evidence  indicates  that  they 
render  a  meritorious  local  service  to  the  community.1 
It  is  well  recognized  ‘ 4  that  many  so-called  4  chain-sta¬ 
tions  ’  render  an  efficient  local  service/  ’  Goss  v.  Fed¬ 
eral  Radio  Commission,  62  App.  D.  C.  301,  302. 

iKSL  devotes  over  43  per  cent  of  its  time  for  local  broadcasting  (R. 
C69) ;  KDYL,  approximately  30  per  cent  (R.  557). 
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The  history  and  purpose  of  the  Davis  Amendment,1 
the  objectives  it  sought  to  attain,  and  its  pragmatic 
applications  have  been  before  this  Court  on  several 
occasions.  Havens  <&  Martin  Inc.  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission ,  59  App.  D.  C.  393;  Ansley  v.  Federal 
Radio  Commission ,  60  App.  D.  C.  19;  Durham  Life  In¬ 
surance  Company  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission ,  60 
App.  D.  C.  375. 

It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  one  of  the  objectives  of 
this  amendment  was  to  prevent  the  undue  concentra¬ 
tion  of  radiobroadcasting  facilities  within  a  city  to  the 
detriment  of  other  communities  within  the  state  which 
were  not  receiving  adequate  radiobroadcasting  service. 
See  69  Cong .  Rec.  Part  IV,  pp.  4563,  4566,  4569,  4573, 
Ibid,  Part  V,  pp.  5163  ffi,  5293. 

The  Federal  Radio  Commission  applied  this  prin¬ 
ciple  in  Havens  and  Martin  Inc.,  Appellant  v.  Federal 
Radio  Co7nmission,  Docket  No.  5141.  (Also  found  at 
pp.  4,  8  of  Record,  59  App.  D.  C.  393.)  The  commis¬ 
sion  there  denied  the  appellant  a  construction  permit 
for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a  new  radio¬ 
broadcasting  station,  and  said : 

“While  the  Davis  Amendment  to  the  Radio  Act 
of  1927  approved  March  28,  1928,  declares  the 
people  of  the  five  zones  are  entitled  to  equality  of 

1  Sec.  9  of  Federal  Radio  Act  (45  Stat.  373);  Sec.  307(b)  of  Com¬ 
munications  Act  of  34  (48  Stat.  10S1)  states: 

“It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  people  of  all  the  zones  established 
by  this  title  are  entitled  to  equality  of  radiobroadcasting  service, 
both  of  transmission  and  reception,  and  in  order  to  provide  such 
equality  the  licensing  authorities  shall,  as  nearly  as  possible,  make 
and  maintain  an  equal  allocation  of  broadcasting  licenses,  ...  to 
each  of  said  zones  when  and  insofar  as  there  are  applications 
therefor;  and  shall  make  a  fair  and  equitable  allocation  of  licenses 
...  to  each  of  the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Territories 
and  possessions  of  the  United  States  within  eacli  zone  according  to 
population. ?  1 
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broadcasting  service,  both  of  transmission  and  re¬ 
ception,  it  requires  the  Commission  to  make  a 
fair  and  equitable  allocation  of  licenses,  etc.  to  the 
States  within  each  zone  according  to  population. 
The  Commission  considers  that  fair  and  equitable 
distribution  of  radio  facilities  was  intended  for 
the  communities  within  a  State  as  well  as  for  the 
States  within  a  zone.  The  City  of  Richmond  al¬ 
ready  has  more  than  its  fair  share  of  radio  broad- 
•/  __ 

casting  service.  It  has  station  WRVA  using  the 
frequency  of  1110  kilocycles,  a  cleared  channel, 
with  a  power  of  5000  watts;  Station  WMBG  op¬ 
erated  by  appellant  on  1210  kilocycles,  a  local  chan¬ 
nel  with  100  watts  power,  and  station  WBBL  op¬ 
erating  on  1370  kilocycles,  a  local  channel  with  100 
watts  power.  There  are  other  communities  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  with  no  broadcasting  station  at  all  although 
applications  have  been  filed  with  and  are  pending 
before  the  Commission  seeking  authority  to  pro¬ 
vide  them  with  such  facilities.  The  Commission 
believes  that  if  any  new  construction  is  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  it  is  in  the  public 
interest,  convenience  and  necessity  that  it  should 
go  into  some  place  where  there  are  not  already 
stations.  The  Commission  believes  that  to  allow 
the  construction  and  operation  of  another  station 
in  Richmond  would,  because  of  the  limited  num¬ 
ber  of  frequencies  available  for  broadcasting,  pre¬ 
clude  some  other  important  community  from  re¬ 
ceiving  its  just  and  equitable  portion  of  broadcast¬ 
ing  facilities.  The  Commission  believes  therefore 
that  it  should  not  permit  the  construction  and  op¬ 
eration  of  a  new  station  in  a  city  within  a  state 
where  that  City  already  enjoys  a  fair  share  of  the 
broadcasting  facilities  to  which  its  State  is  en¬ 
titled,  if  to  do  so  would  prevent  another  important 
city  or  community  within  that  State  from  having 
and  enjoying  its  share  of  the  broadcasting  facili¬ 
ties  to  which  is  state  is  entitled,  especially  when 
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applications  have  been  received  from  such  com¬ 
munities  that  are  without  broadcasting  facilities  as 
is  true  with  Virginia.’ n 

See  also  Re  Richmond  Development  Corporation, 
Docket  No.  4925  (also  found  at  pp.  159,  166  of  Record 
in  Richmond  Development  Corporation  v.  Federal  Ra¬ 
dio  Commission,  59  App.  D.  C.  113)  wherein  it  is 
stated : 

“  Equitable  considerations  dictate  that  an  equit¬ 
able  allocation  of  stations,  power,  hours  of  opera¬ 
tion,  etc.  should  be  made  within  communities 
within  a  state  .  .  . 

“  There  are  cities  in  Virginia  as  important  and 
having  as  many  people  as  Roanoke  and  vicinity 
that  are  without  broadcasting  facilities,  although 
applications  have  been  hied  with  and  are  pending 
before  the  Commission  seeking  authority  to  pro¬ 
vide  them  with  such  facilities.” 

To  the  same  effect  are  W.  0.  Ansley,  Jr.  v.  Federal 
Radio  Commission,  Docket  No.  5149  (also  at  p.  12  of 
Record,  60  App.  D.  C.  19),  and  General  Broadcasting 
System,  Inc.,  Docket  No.  5196  (Record  pp.  13,  22  of 
General  Broadcasting  System,  Inc.  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  et  al.,  60  App.  D.  C.  64). 

“To  grant  the  request  of  applicant  for  increased 
facilities  would  only  tend  to  deprive  another  com¬ 
munity  of  the  service  to  which  it  is  entitled  under 
the  Radio  Act  of  ’27  and  the  Davis  Amendment 
thereto.”  Marquette  University  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  Docket  No.  5253  (R.  pp.  11,  14,  47  F. 
(2nd)  406). 


i  The  Brief  On  Behalf  of  Federal  Badio  Commission,  p.  8  ff.  in  Havens 
Martin,  Inc.,  v.  F.  B.  C-,  supra,  advances  the  same  argument. 
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See  also  the  Brief  filed  by  Federal  Radio  Commission 
in  Durham.  Life  Insurance  Company  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  supra,  pp.  17-18. 

The  above  clearly  indicate  that  the  concentration  of 
radio  facilities  within  a  community  is  not  in  the  public 
interest,  especially  where  it  will  deprive  another  city 
which  is  not  receiving  its  fair  share  of  radiobroadcast¬ 
ing  facilities.  This  is  peculiarly  applicable  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  case,  where  the  grant  of  a  facility  to  Powers  et  al. 
on  the  1500  kc.  frequency  will  preclude  the  application 
of  the  appellant  at  Logan,  Utah,  requesting  the  same 
frequency. 

The  record  indicates  that  Logan  is  not  receiving 
adequate  radio  service.1  And  the  same  is  true  of 
Provo.  (R.  135,  296-326) 

The  act  of  June  5,  1936, 2  (49  Stat.  1475),  which 
amended  section  307  (b)  codifies  the  interpretation 
which  had  been  accorded  the  Davis  Amendment  by  the 
commission  by  specifically  requiring  a  distribution 
among  communities.  The  Committee  Report  on  this 
bill,  S.  2243,  contained  the  following  letter  of  Hon. 

*  Mr.  Barron  (commission  *s  engineer)  : 

“There  are  no  stations  located  in  Logan  and  the  nearest  station 
to  there  is  KLO  in  Ogden,  a  500  watt  station  on  1400  kilocycles 
having  unlimited  hours.  The  distance  is  35  miles  and  this  station 
probably  renders  some  degree  of  service  to  Logan,  although  not  a 
highly  satisfactory  service  .  .  .  and  probably  some  fair  degree  of 
service  is  also  available  from  that  station  (KSL)  although  not 
highly  satisfactory  at  all  times.  These  two  stations  represent  about 
the  only  ones  available  there  in  the  daytime. 

At  night  there  would  be  intermittent  service  available  from  various 
distant  cleared  channels  located  in  the  Western  part  of  the  United 
States.  That  would  be  an  intermittent  service,  however.”  (B.  135, 
327-350) 

“  In  considering  applications  for  licenses  and  modifications  and  re¬ 
newals  thereof,  when  and  insofar  as  there  is  a  demand  for  the  same,  the 
commission  shall  make  such  distribution  of  licenses,  frequencies,  hours  of 
operation,  and  of  power  among  the  several  States  and  communities  so  as 
to  provide  a  fair,  efficient,  and  equitable  distribution  of  radio  service  to 
each  of  same.” 
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Arming  S.  Prall,  Chairman  of  the  Federal  Communi¬ 
cations  Commission: 

“With  further  reference  to  S.  2243,  which  was 
introduced  by  you  March  13,  1935,  I  beg  to  advise 
that  this  commission  favors  its  adoption  for  the 
following  reasons : 

“The  existing  law  which  S.  2243  seeks  to  re¬ 
peal  is  contrary  to  natural  laws  and  has  resulted 
in  the  concentration  of  the  use  of  frequencies  in 
centers  of  population  and  the  restriction  of  facili¬ 
ties  in  sparsely  populated  States . The  com¬ 

mission  is  therefore  in  heartv  accord  with  and 
favors  the  passage  of  S.  2243.”  80  Cong .  Rec., 
Part  VI ,  p.  6032;  Berry.  Communications  By  Wire 
&  Radio ,  pp.  133,  134. 

At  the  time  of  the  applications,  hearings  and  deci¬ 
sion  in  these  cases,  all  the  radiobroadcasting  facilities 
of  the  State  of  Utah  were  concentrated  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Citv-Ogden  area.  In  Salt  Lake  Citv  were  KSL  with 
fiftv  thousand  watts  and  KDYL  with  one  thousand 

watts.  The  onlv  other  station  in  Utah  was  in  nearbv 

*  * 

Ogden  and  that  had  500  watts.  Granting  the  Powers 
application  merely  placed  a  third  station  into  Salt  Lake 
Citv,  doing  nothing  to  make  service  available  anvwhere 
else  within  the  State  of  Utah.  The  coverage  of  the 
Powers  station  would  be  restricted  to  Salt  Lake  City. 
Yet  Utah  has  an  area  of  82,124  square  miles  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  1930  census,  64  per  cent  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  Utah  lives  outside  Salt  Lake  Citv. 

m* 

It  is  submitted  that  the  action  of  the  commission  in 
granting  the  application  to  Powers  et  al.  is  in  contra¬ 
vention  of  the  mandate  of  Congress  and  of  the  com¬ 
mission  ’s  own  decisions.  In  the  exercise  of  its  quasi¬ 
judicial  functions,  the  commission  should  follow  the  in¬ 
terpretation,  and  standard  of  conduct  which  it  had  pro- 
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mulgated,  and  which  is  in  accord  with  the  Congres¬ 
sional  intent.  Arizona  Grocery  Co,  v.  Atchison ,  To¬ 
peka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Co.,  284  U.  S.  370,  389; 
Southern  Pacific  Company  v.  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  219  U.  S.  443. 

The  action  of  the  commission  in  granting  a  license 
to  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company  with  its  resultant 
effect  of  concentrating  broadcasting  facilities  within 
Salt  Lake  City  will  preclude  the  operation  of  stations 
in  both  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah,  which  are  in  need  of 
broadcasting  facilities. 

2.  The  Commission  erred  in  predicating  a  need  for 
additional  radiobroadcasting  service  in  Salt  Lake  City 
on  a  survey  which  was  a  compilation  of  hearsay  and  as 
to  which  the  appellants  had  no  opportunity  to  cross- 
examine  witnesses. 

The  commission  in  its  decision  predicated  the  need 
for  an  additional  radio  facility  within  Salt  Lake  City 
on  the  hearsay  survey  which  the  intervener  Jack  Pow¬ 
ers,  et  al.,  introduced  into  evidence  (R.  706).  The 
agents  of  the  applicants  interviewed  various  owners  of 
commercial  establishments,  recorded  oral  answers  on 
a  standardized  form,  and  tabulated  the  results  (R. 
433-435,  448-456,  559-569).  None  of  the  merchants  in¬ 
terviewed  signed  any  of  the  questionnaires  (R.  434), 
counsel  for  appellant  was  afforded  no  opportunity  to 
cross-examine  these  merchants,  or  offer  any  rebuttal 
testimony.  Counsel  for  both  KSL  and  KDYL,  Salt 
Lake  City,  objected  to  the  introduction  of  such  testi¬ 
mony  on  the  grounds  of  hearsay  (R.  434,  449). 

The  legislative  yardstick,  of  public  interest,  conveni¬ 
ence  and  necessity  requires  an  affirmative  finding  of 
fact  that  a  need  exists  in  the  grant  of  an  application

for  a  radiobroadcasting  station.  This  was  designated 
as  an  issue  in  the  notice  of  hearing  on  the  application 
of  Powers  et  al.  (B.  65). 

Obviously,  the  standard  of  necessity  as  used  in  the 
Act  is  a  relative  concept,  subject  to  interpretation.  It 
sometimes  means  indispensable,  at  others,  needful, 
requisite  or  conducive.  Its  meaning  must  be  ascer¬ 
tained  by  reference  to  the  contexts,  and  to  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  statute  in  which  it  is  found.  Fed¬ 
eral  Radio  Commission  v.  Nelson  Brothers  Bond  <£ 
Mortgage  Company ,  289  U.  S.  266. 

But  the  courts  in  the  application  of  this  standard, 
where  similar  facilities  are  already  engaged  in  the 
communitv  sought  to  be  served,  demand  that  the  new 
facility  furnish  affirmative  proof  of  an  urgent,  imme¬ 
diate  public  need.  Todd  v.  Flournoyys  Heirs  and 
Adm’r,  56  Ala.  99;  Re  Shelton  Street  Ry.  Company , 
69  Conn.  626.  This  is  so  because  the  commission  and 
the  courts  must  consider  the  probable  effect  of  admit¬ 
ting  competition  into  a  community  which  is  adequately 
served.  Abbott  v.  Public  Utilities  Commission ,  48  R.  I. 
196. 

The  commission  in  making  its  administrative  find¬ 
ings  of  fact  must  separate  wheat  from  chaff.  A  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  incompetent,  irrelevant  and 
liearsav  evidence  will  always  be  introduced;  but  in  its 
determination  of  a  need,  the  commission  should  be 
presented  with  the  best  evidence — the  actual  sworn 
statements  of  the  witnesses  themselves  who  have  been 
subject  to  cross-examination.  By  what  other  test  than 
cross-examination,  which  Wigmore  calls  the  ‘ ‘substan¬ 
tial  guarantee  of  trustworthiness,”  can  we  determine 
the  truth  and  veracity  of  the  witnesses  that  a  need  ex¬ 
ists  for  an  additional  radiobroadcasting  facility  l  What 
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probative  value  have  the  unsworn  statements  of  wit¬ 
nesses  who  have  not  been  subject  to  cross-examina¬ 
tion?  To  predicate  a  need  on  such  unreliable  and  self- 
serving  testimony  is  tantamount  to  an  order  or  de¬ 
cision  without  any  findings  of  fact.  Wichita  Railroad 
c0  Light  Company  v.  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Kansas  et  al.f  260  U.  S.  48,  58;  Mahler  v.  Eby , 
264  U.  S.  32,  44. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  large  volume  of  work  and 
the  exigencies  under  which  administrative  tribunals 
labor,  require  the  relaxation  of  the  strict  rules  of  evi¬ 
dence  applicable  in  courts  of  law.  But  this  should 
not  go  to  the  extent  of  predicating  an  essential  finding 
of  fact  on  unsworn  statements  of  witnesses  who  have 
not  been  subject  to  cross-examination.  The  last  word 
has  not  as  yet  been  written  by  the  Supreme  Court,  for 
in  Spiller  v.  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company,  253  U.  S.  117,  131,  it  stated: 

“We  are  not  here  called  upon  to  consider 
whether  the  commission  may  receive  and  act  upon 
hearsay  evidence  seasonably  objected  to  as  hear¬ 
say;  but  we  do  hold  that  in  this  case,  where  such 
evidence  was  introduced  without  objection,  and 
was  substantially  corroborated  by  original  evi¬ 
dence  clearly  admissible  against  the  parties  to  be 
affected,  the  Commission  is  not  to  be  regarded  as 
having  acted  arbitrarily,  nor  may  its  findings  and 
order  be  rejected  as  wanting  in  support,  simply 
because  the  hearsay  evidence  was  considered  with 
the  rest.” 

In  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  v.  Louisville 
&  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  227  U.  S.  88,  96,  the 
decision  of  the  commission  was  reversed  because  the 
carriers  were  not  afforded  an  opportunity  to  reply  to 
the  evidence  introduced  by  the  commission. 
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Appellant  in  this  case  seasonably  objected  to  the 
introduction  of  this  survey  of  hearsay  testimony,  fur¬ 
thermore  it  was  afforded  no  opportunity  to  cross-ex¬ 
amine  witnesses,  or  offer  rebuttal  testimony.  It  is 
submitted  that  the  action  of  the  commission  in  predi¬ 
cating  its  findings  on  unsworn  and  hearsay  testimony 
is  arbitrary  and  capricious.  See  also  United  States  et 
at.  v.  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Co.  et  at.,  293  U.  S. 
454,  463.  The  order  may  be  set  aside  unless  it  appears 
the  basic  finding  was  made.  Panama  Refining  Co.  et. 
al.  v.  Ryan  et  al.,  293  U.  S.  388,  Florida  et  al.  v.  United 
States  et  al.,  282  U.  S.  194. 

3.  It  was  error  for  the  Commission  to  refuse  to  con¬ 
sider  the  need  for  radiobroadcasting  facilities  at  Provo 
and  Logan,  Utah. 

We  have  already  commented  on  the  lack  of  radio¬ 
broadcasting  facilities  at  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah.  The 
testimony  of  the  Commission’s  engineer,  Mr.  Barron, 
and  of  the  residents  of  both  communities  clearly  indi¬ 
cate  that  there  is  a  need  for  radiobroadcasting  stations 
(R.  296-326;  237-350).  The  recommendations  of  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  (R.  680-682)  and  the  decision  of  the  commission 
(R.  704,  705)  confirm  the  existence  of  this  need,  fur¬ 
thermore  the  commission’s  decision  states  that  both 
communities  have  sufficient  local  talent  and  that  both 
towns  are  economically  and  financially  capable  of  sup¬ 
porting  local  broadcasting  stations  (R.  704,  705). 

The  refusal  of  the  commission  to  consider  such  evi¬ 
dence  is  arbitrary  action  justifying  a  reversal  of  its  de¬ 
cision,  Chicago  Junction  Case,  264  U.  S.  258,  265. 

4 ‘The  distinction  between  refusal  to  heed  and 
palpable  neglect  to  give,  substantial  evidence  the 
weight  it  manifestly  carries,  in  casting  upon  the 
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affirmative  and  negative  matters  in  the  testimony, 
is  immaterial — either  is  arbitrary.  .  .  . 

“Epitomizing  what  has  already  been  said — the 
commission  was  bound  to  give  legal  effect  to  facts 
established  in  evidence,  Oregon  R.  &  N.  Co.  v. 
Fairchild,  224  U.  S.  510,  525,  32  S.  C.  535,  56  L. 
Ed.  863;  its  order  should  be  set  aside  if  disre¬ 
garded  by  it  is  shown  of  substantial  and  uncon¬ 
tradicted  evidence  having  a  bearing  upon  the  is¬ 
sue,  S.  W.  Bell  Tel.  Co.  v.  Public  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  262  U.  S.  276,  287,  43  S.C.  544,  67  L.  Ed. 
981,  31  A.  L.  R.  807 ;  and  to  refuse  to  consider  per¬ 
tinent  and  substantial  evidence  is  considered  arbi¬ 
trary  action,  sufficient  to  set  aside  its  order. 
Chicago  Junction  Case,  supra .  Baltimore  &  0. 
R.  Co.,  et  al.  v.  United  States,  et  at.  (D.  C.  Ohio 
1933)  5  Fed.  Supp.  929,  931,  936,  affirmed,  293 
U.  S.  454,  458.” 

4.  The  Commission’s  findings  that  the  appellant  did 
not  have  the  necessary  legal  and  financial  qualifications 
for  the  exercise  of  construction  permits  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  Utah  are  arbitrary,  capricious,  and  contrary  to 
the  evidence. 

We  have  previously  discussed  the  financial  qualifi¬ 
cations  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion  and  its  parent  organization,  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation.  The  Examiner’s  report 
(R.  678  and  680)  and  the  commission’s  decision  (R. 
712)  admit  that  the  parent  organization  has  sufficient 
funds  for  the  construction  of  both  stations. 

a.  It  was  arbitrary,  capricious,  and  contrary  to  the 
evidence  to  find  that  Mrs.  Duvall,  a  nominal  stock¬ 
holder  at  the  time  of  filing  the  application  was  not  an 
American  citizen,  and  in  ignoring  the  fact  that  the 
stock  held  by  her  would  be  transferred  to  the  Inter- 
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mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  a  licensee  of  the 
commission  possessing  all  the  qualifications  with  re¬ 
gard  to  citizenship  required  by  the  Communications 
Act  of  1934. 

In  the  Notice  of  Applications  Designated  for  Hear¬ 
ing  it  is  stated  (R.  38,  39,  49,  50) : 

“The  attention  of  the  applicant  is  directed  to  the 
fact  that  while  his  application  constitutes  a  part  of 
the  record,  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  testimony  and  he 
should  be  prepared,  at  the  hearing  to  introduce 
testimony  to  prove  the  allegations  contained  in  his 
applications.  ’  ’ 

In  the  applications  filed  by  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  Mrs.  Duvall  asserted  that 
she  was  an  American  citizen,1  and  a  jurat  affixed  to  the 
application  affirmed  this  fact  as  true  (R.  23,  29,  42, 
48). 

Section  310(a)  of  the  Communications  Act  (48  Stat. 
1086)  states  that  a  station  license  shall  not  be  granted 
or  held  by  any  alien  or  the  representative  of  any  alien. 
This  is  a  negative  restriction  imposed  on  a  holder  of  a 
license  and  is  similar  to  the  requirement  that  a  license 
shall  not  be  issued  to  any  person  adjudged  guilty  of 
monopolizing  or  attempting  unlawfully  to  monopolize 
radio  communication.  Section  311  of  Communications 
Act  of  1934  (48  Stat.  1086). 

The  customary  practice  and  procedure  in  a  hearing 
is  to  ask  the  witness  whether  he  has  complied  with  the 
above  requirements.  His  answer — a  mere  statement  of 
fact  is  all  the  proof  that  the  commission  demands. 

i lt  (c)  Is  any  director  or  officer  an  alien?  No.  If  so  state  his  name 
and  position.”  (R.  23,  42) 
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There  was  however,  no  necessity  in  having  Mrs. 
Duvall  attend  the  hearing.  She  was  merely  a  nominal 
and  temporary  stockholder  who  had  been  employed  to 
facilitate  the  organization  of  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association  and  whose  stock  was  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  em¬ 
ployees  in  a  legal  firm  frequently  assume  the  executive 
positions  in  the  formation  of  a  corporation.  See 
Kardo  Co.  v.  Adams,  (6  C.  C.  A.  1916)  231  Fed.  950, 
952  wherein  five  employees  of  a  law  firm  incorporated, 
elected  themselves  officers  of  the  corporation  and  sub¬ 
sequently  transferred  their  stock  to  the  real  parties  in 
interest.  The  statements  of  Mrs.  Duvall  at  the  hear¬ 
ing,  relating  to  her  citizenship,  would  only  confirm  the 
facts  not  material  or  relevant.  It  was  shown  at  the 
hearing,  that  Mrs.  Duvall  would  divest  herself  of  the 
ownership  of  the  stock  and  transfer  it  over  to  the 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  a  licensee 
of  an  existing  station  possessing  all  the  qualifications 
with  regard  to  citizenship  (R.  87).  The  refusal  of  the 
commission  to  consider  this  fact  represents  arbitrary 
and  capricious  action.  Chicago  Junction  Case,  supra ; 
Baltimore  &  0.  R.  Co.,  et  cd.  v.  United  States ,  et  al., 
supra. 

As  indicative  of  the  arbitrary  and  capricious  action 
of  the  commission  in  denying  the  applications  of  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Company,  the  following 
is  peculiarly  pertinent.  In  the  application  of  T.  II. 
Barton  of  El  Dorado,  Arkansas ,  for  a  construction 
permit,  Docket  No.  2557,  Examiner’s  Report  1-14,  Ex¬ 
aminer  Hyde  made  the  following  findings  (December 
24,  1934) : 


26 


‘‘The  applicant’s  answers  to  the  questions  of 
the  application  form  show  that  he  is  (1)  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  by  birth,  (2)  that  he  is  not  a 
representative  of  an  alien  or  foreign  government, 
and  (3)  that  he  has  not  been  finally  adjudged 
guilty  by  any  Federal  Court  of  unlawfully  monop¬ 
olizing  or  attempting  to  monopolize  radio  commu¬ 
nication  through  control  of  manufacture  or  sale 
of  radio  apparatus,  exclusive  traffic  arrangements, 
or  anv  other  means,  or  of  unfair  methods  of  com- 
petition.  From  these  sworn  statements  of  the 
applicant,  though  no  further  evidence  on  the  ques¬ 
tions  teas  adduced  at  the  hearing,  it  appears  that 
the  applicant  is  legally  qualified  in  so  far  as  sec¬ 
tion  310  (“ Limitations  on  Holding  and  Transfer 
of  Licenses”)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1034 
is  concerned.”  .  .  .  (Italics  ours) 

The  Commission  in  its  decision,  affirming  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  Examiner  that  a  construction  per¬ 
mit  be  granted,  stated  (1  F.  C.  C.  210) : 

4  4  The  applicant  herein,  T.  H.  Barton,  who  re¬ 
sides  at  El  Dorado,  Arkansas,  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  is  legally  qualified  to  hold  a 
broadcast  permit  or  license  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Communications  Act.  ’  ’ 

To  the  same  effect  that  the  sworn  statements  in  the 
application  are  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  formal 
requirements  of  the  Act,  see,  In  Re  Dr.  William  J. 
Reynolds  and  William  J.  Reynolds,  Jr.,  Docket  No. 
2604,  Examiner’s  Report  No.  1-16  (January  2,  1935); 
Ibid.,  2  F.  C.  C.  124,  and  In  Re  Southern  Minnesota 
Broadcasting  Company,  Docket  No.  2709,  Examiner’s 
Report  1-22  (Feb.  18,  1935) ;  Ibid.,  1  F.  C.  C.  235. 
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The  interveners,  Powers  et  al.,  adduced  no  affirma¬ 
tive  testimony,  showing  that  the  members  of  the  “part¬ 
nership”  are  American  citizens . 

In  other  words,  both  appellant  and  intervener  offered 
the  same  factual  testimony  as  to  citizenship  qualifica¬ 
tions.  The  commission  on  the  same  evidence  granted 
the  application  of  Powers  et  al.  and  denied  that  of  the 
Great  Western.  This  is  unwarranted,  capricious  and 
arbitrary  action.  It  does  violence  to  the  very  elements 
of  due  process  which  are  inherent  in  our  system  of  gov¬ 
ernment.  Truax  v.  Corrigan,  257  U.  S.  312.  To  obtain 
different  results  under  similar  facts  is  uncontrolled 
administrative  discretion  “running  riot”,  Schechter 
Poultry  Corporation,  et  al.,  v.  United  States,  295  U.  S. 
495,  553,  per  Mr.  Justice  Cardoza.  See  also  Panama 
Refining  Company  v.  Ryan,  et  al.,  supra.  As  was  stated 
in  Yick  Wow.  Hopkins,  Sheriff,  118  U.  S.  356,  373-4: 

“Though  the  law  itself  be  fair  on  its  face  and 
impartial  in  appearance,  yet  if  it  is  applied  and  ad¬ 
ministered  by  public  authority  with  an  evil  eye  • 
and  an  unequal  hand,  so  as  practically  to  make 
unjust  and  illegal  discriminations  between  persons 
in  similar  circumstances,  material  to  their  rights, 
the  denial  of  equal  justice  is  still  within  the  prohi¬ 
bition  of  the  Constitution.  This  principle  of  inter¬ 
pretation  has  been  sanctioned  by  this  court  in 
Henderson  v.  Mayor  of  New  York,  92  IL  S.  259; 
Chy  Lung  v.  Freeman,  92  U.  S.  275 ;  Ex  parte  Vir¬ 
ginia,  100  U.  S.  339;  Neal  v.  Delaware,  103  U.  S. 
370;  and  Soon  Hing  v.  Crowley,  113  U.  S.  703.” 

See  also  Morgan,  et  al.  v.  United  States,  et  al.,  298 
U.  S.  468. 
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It  is  therefore  submitted  that  appellant  furnished 
sufficient  proof  of  citizenship  in  accordance  with  the 
established  practice  and  rules  and  regulation  of  the 
commission.  The  denial  of  its  application  and  the 
grant  of  the  same  to  intervener  on  the  same  evidence 
is  oppressive  and  arbitrary  action  justifying  a  reversal 
of  the  commission ’s  decision. 

b.  It  was  arbitrary,  capricious,  contrary  to  the  evi¬ 
dence,  and  was  erroneous  as  a  matter  of  law  to  find  no 
legally  enforceable  agreement  in  evidence  by  which  the 
appellant  could  command  sufficient  funds  to  construct 
and  operate  its  proposed  stations. 

The  commission  in  its  decision  at  R.  712  denied  the 
applications  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.,  because  (among  other  reasons) : 

1 6  There  was  some  evidence  that  the  financial 
ability  of  the  applicant  to  construct  and  operate 
the  two  proposed  stations  was  in  some  way  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting 
Corporation.  However,  the  record  does  not  show 
just  in  what  manner  this  was  to  be  accomplished. 
The  only  money  attributable  to  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  was  $1000  ad¬ 
vanced  for  organization  purposes.  There  is  no 
legally  enforceable  agreement  in  evidence  by  which 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc., 
could  command  sufficient  funds  to  construct  and 
operate  the  two  proposed  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  Utah.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
and  so  finds  that  the  applicant  has  not  made  a 
proper  showing  as  to  financial  ability  to  construct 
and  operate  the  two  proposed  stations.” 
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The  above  findings  are  erroneous  both  as  to  fact  and 
law. 

The  proposal  laid  before  the  Commission  was  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  all  the  stock  of  Great  Western  by  Inter¬ 
mountain  and  the  payment  for  the  stock  by  placing  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  into  the  treasury  to  build  the  stations 
(R.  78,  87).  The  Commission  admits  that  Intermoun¬ 
tain  has  sufficient  funds  for  this  purpose  (R.  635,  712). 
It  is  clear  how  the  matter  was  to  be  consummated.  Yet 
the  opinion  talks  about  a  “legally  enforceable  agree¬ 
ment  ”  to  supply  the  funds.  Applicants  do  not  make 
“legally  enforceable”  contracts  to  supply  the  funds 
they  promise  at  Commission  hearings.  The  promise  to 
pay  for  building  the  station  is  enforceable  enough  un¬ 
der  section  312  (a)  of  the  statute.  It  is  clear  enough, 
also,  to  require  no  citation  of  authority,  that  Mrs.  Du¬ 
vall  would  be  required  to  turn  over  her  stock  to  Inter- 
mountain  upon  the  granting  of  the  application  or  at 
such  preliminary  stage  as  was  selected  by  Intermoun¬ 
tain  as  beneficial  owner  of  such  stock. 

c.  The  Commission’s  finding  that  the  appellant  had 
failed  to  supply  necessary  information  was  arbitrary 
and  capricious  in  that  the  appellant  was  following  the 
established  administrative  practice  of  the  Commission. 

The  commission  has  adopted  the  administrative  prac¬ 
tice  of  granting  construction  permits  subject  to  com¬ 
pliance  with  Rule  131.1  In  the  Matter  of  Katzentine , 

i 

i  131(a).  All  applicants  for  new  additional,  or  different  broadcast 
facilities,  and  all  licensees  requesting  authority  to  move  the  location  of 
the  station  shall  specify  a  radiating  system  the  efficiency  of  which  com¬ 
plies  with  the  requirements  of  good  engineering  practice  for  the  class 
and  power  of  the  station. 
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3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No.  4076,  decided  May  18, 1937) ;  In 
the  Matter  of  Glenn  Van  Auken,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No. 
3936,  decided  May  4,  1937) ;  Re  Albert  Lea  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Corporation ,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  3835,  decided  March 
26,  1937) ;  Re  Herbst ,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No.  2856, 
decided  Dec.  1,  1936) ;  In  the  Matter  of  Hill ,  Walker , 
and  W alker ,  a  Partnership ,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No.  3371, 
decided  Nov.  10,  1936).  The  object  of  such  a  condi¬ 
tional  grant  is  to  enable  the  applicant  to  conduct  an 
electrical  survey  in  order  to  determine  the  most  efficient 
location  for  the  transmitter.  This  practice  has  been 
consistently  followed  and  encouraged  by  the  commis¬ 
sion  because  it  results  in  a  more  efficient  use  of  radio¬ 
broadcasting  facilities. 

Citations  from  a  few  of  the  commission’s  decisions 
will  illustrate  the  rule.  (An  “ administrative  construc¬ 
tion  binding  on  the  Commission  in  its  future  dealings 
with  the  companies.”  American  Telephone  and  Tele¬ 
graph  Company,  et  al .  v.  United  States,  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission,  299  U.  S.  232,  241.) 

4 ‘Construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  broadcast 
station  to  operate  daytime  only  granted  subject  to 
Rule  131  when  inter  alia”:  (Headnote) 

“The  antenna  specifications  will,  of  course  have 
to  comply  with  Rule  131,  and  this  application  has 
been  granted  subject  to  this  condition.”  Re  Mer- 


(b)  The  commission  shall  publish  from  time  to  time  specifications 
deemed  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  good  engineering  practice. 

(c)  No  broadcast  station  licensee  shall  change  the  physical  height  of 
the  transmitting  antenna,  or  supporting  structures,  or  make  any  change 
in  the  radiating  system  which  will  measurably  alter  the  radiation  patterns 
except  upon  written  application  to  and  authority  from  the  commission. 

(d)  The  antenna  and/or  supporting  structure  shall  be  painted  and 
illuminated  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  supplied  by  the  com¬ 
mission  pursuant  to  Section  303  (q)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934. 
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ced  Star  Publishing  Company,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket 
No.  3323,  decided  July  17,  1936.)

“Construction  permit  for  new  100  watt  broad¬ 
casting  station  granted  under  Section  307(b)  with¬ 
out  regard  to  quota  allocations,  subject  to  compli¬ 
ance  with  Rule  131,  when  inter  alia,  a  suitable 
transmitter  site  will  be  selected  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Commission  and  an  efficient  antenna 
system  will  be  erected,  which  complies  with  the 
Commission’s  Regulations. ’ ’  In  the  Matter  of 
W.  H.  Patterson,  2  F.  C.  C.  647,  649. 

“The  antenna  site  is  to  be  determined  later, 
subject  to  Commission  approval.”  Re  Katzentine, 
supra. 

“The  transmitter  site  is  to  be  selected  by  means 
of  an  engineering  survey  to  determine  the  proper 
location,  subject  to  the  approval  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  specifications  regarding  the  antenna  * 
are  to  be  determined  at  a  future  date.”  Re  Glenn 
Van  Auken,  supra.

“The  transmitter  site  has  not  been  selected  and 
the  proposed  antenna  has  not  been  described.” 
Re  The  News-Press  Publishing  Company,  3  F.  C. 

C.  (Docket  No.  3978,  decided  March  16,  1937.)

“With  regard  to  the  equipment  to  be  ;used  by 
this  station,  involving  the  transmitter  and  an¬ 
tenna,  it  is  proposed  that  the  Commission’s  regu¬ 
lations  shall  be  fully  met.  Likewise  it  is  intended 
that  the  site  selected  for  the  transmitter  will  be  in 
accordance  with  regulations.”  In  Re  Herbst,  su¬ 
pra.1 

1  To  the  same  effect  are  Rc  Northern  Broadcasting  Company,  3  F.  C.  C. 
(Docket  No.  3268,  decided  October  27,  1936)  ;  Re  Glass  and  Kirkland 
ct  al.,  2  F.  C.  C.  365,  370;  Re  Southern  Minnesota  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany,  1  F.  C.  C.  235,  237: 

“The  plans  of  the  applicant  call  for  an  engineering  survey  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  best  available  location  for  the  trans¬ 
mitter  site.” 
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This  is  conclusive  evidence  that  the  commission  sanc¬ 
tions  an  electrical  survey  after  grant  for  the  location  of 
a  transmitter  site.  Yet  the  commission  denied  the  ap¬ 
plications  of  the  appellant  because  it  had  answered 
“not  yet  known”  as  to  the  proposed  location  of  the 
transmitter  site  (R.  712).  In  other  words  the  appellant 
was  penalized  because  it  followed  an  administrative 
practice,  encouraged  by  the  Commission.  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  v.  United  States , 
Federal  Communications  Commission ,  et  al.,  supra; 
Arizona  Grocery  Company  v.  Atchison ,  Topeka  <&  Santa 
Fe  By.  Co.,  284  U.  S.  370,  389. 

Obviouslv  the  adherence  bv  a  commission  to  an  es- 

%  v 

tablished  standard  of  conduct  is  an  indispensable  pre¬ 
requisite  in  the  performance  of  its  functions.  The 
amazing  growth  of  administrative  agencies  with  inti¬ 
mate  and  far-reaching  complexities  into  the  business 
life  of  a  community  necessitates  the  development  of  a 
course  of  conduct  and  a  system  of  rules  to  guide  the 
citizen  in  his  relation  to  the  state  and  federal  govern¬ 
ment. 

Professor  Frankfurter  in  The  Task  of  Administra¬ 
tive  Law,  75  U.  of  Pa.  L.  R.  614,  618,  619,  has  aptly 
stated  the  problem  confronting  the  governmental 
agency : 

“But  safeguards  must  also  be  institutionalized 
through  machinery  and  processes  These  safe¬ 
guards  largely  depend  on  a  highly  professional¬ 
ized  civil  service,  an  adequate  technique  of  admin¬ 
istrative  application  of  legal  standards.  . 

There  are  fields  of  legal  control  where  certainty — 
mechanical  applications  of  fixed  rules — is  attain¬ 
able;  there  are  other  fields  where  law  necessarily 
means  the  application  of  standards — a  formulated 
measure  of  conduct  to  be  applied  by  a  tribunal  to 
the  unlimited  versatilitv  of  circumstance.  ’  ’ 
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And  Professor  Pittman  writing  in  5  George  Wash¬ 
ington  Law  Review  543,  on  “  The  Doctrine  \  of  Pre¬ 
cedents  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission ” 
has  stated  (pp.  544,  545) : 


“If  the  mechanical  technique  of  traditional  ad¬ 
ministration  with  its  fixed  detailed  rules  and  an 


over-strict  doctrine  of  precedents,  proved  to  be 
intolerable  in  a  province  of  the  legal  order  calling 
for  individualized  application,  the  free  exercise  of 
unregulated  discretion  by  administrative  agencies 
is  not  a  happy  alternative.  In  one  way  or  another 
discretion  in  official  action  must  be  subordinated 
to  the  requirements  of  justice  administered  ac¬ 
cording  to  law.  There  must  be  some  practical 
control,  some  known  standard  of  guidance  based 
on  reasoned  experience,  superior  to  an  Unformu¬ 
lated  and  momentary  sense  of  justice.”  ! 


See  also  Pound,  Administrative  Applications  of 
Legal  Standards ,  44  Amer.  Bar  Ass  ’n.  Repts.  445,  451; 
Dickinson,  Administrative  Justice  and  the  Supremacy 
of  the  Law  (Harvard  University  Press)  pp.  330-332; 
McFarland,  Judicial  Control  of  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
(Harvard  University  Press)  pp.  13,  14. 

A  few  of  the  courts  which  have  discussed  this  prob¬ 
lem  recognize  that  the  administrative  discretion  of 
tribunals  must  be  circumscribed  by  formulated  stand¬ 
ards  of  conduct.  Otherwise  facts  and  circumstances 
will  be  considered  which  ordinarily  should  riot  legally 
influence  the  conclusions.  Morgan  et  al.  v.  United 
States  et  al..  supra.  Thus  we  find  an  Illinois  court  in 
The  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  ex  rel.  The  City 
of  Springfield,  Appellant  v.  The  Springfield'  Gas  and 
Electric  Company ,  Appellee,  291  Ill.  209,  216,  declar¬ 


ing: 
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“  There  is  no  reason  why  the  members  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  this  state  should 
not  develop  and  establish  a  system  of  rules  and 
precedents  as  wise  and  beneficial  within  their 
sphere  of  action,  as  those  established  by  the  early 
common  law  judges.’’1 

The  federal  courts  follow  the  established  adminis¬ 
trative  construction  put  upon  a  revenue  statute  by  the 
Treasury  Department.  Brewster  v.  Gage ,  280  U.  S. 
327 ;  Maryland  Casualty  Company  v.  United  States, 
251  U.  S.  342;  Williams  v.  Burnet,  Commissioner  of  In¬ 
ternal  Revenue,  61  App.  D.  C.  181 ;  Kistler  v.  Burnet, 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  61  App.  D.  C.  135, 
136. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  must  recog¬ 
nize  the  validity  of  the  rule  of  conduct  prescribed  by 
it  in  awarding  reparation.  Arizona  Grocery  Company 
v.  Atchison,  Topeka  $  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  et 
al.,  supra.  And  the  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion  in  prescribing  a  uniform  system  of  accounting  for 
telephone  companies  establishes  an  “administrative 
construction  binding  on  the  commission  in  its  future 
dealings  with  the  companies.”  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Co.  et  al.  v.  United  States,  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission  et  al.,  supra;  Hicklin  v.  Coney, 
290  IT.  S.  169,  175 

>  It  is  coming  to  be  recognized  that  administrative  commissions 
charged  with  the  execution  of  wide  legislative  purposes  “establish  upon 
them  a  customary  law  through  the  slow  accretion  of  their  own  prece¬ 
dents.  “  Mr.  Justice  Learned  Hand  in  The  Speech  of  Justice ,  29  H.  L.  R. 
617,  620. 
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5.  It  was  arbitrary,  capricious,  and  contrary  to  the 
evidence  to  find  that  the  applicants  Jack  Powers,  et  al. 
have  the  necessary  financial,  technical,  and  legal  quali¬ 
fications  to  construct  and  operate  a  radiobroadcasting 
station. 

We  have  previously  discussed  the  financial  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  Powers  et  al.  The  successive  deposits  in 
the  bank  through  loans  just  before  the  taking  of  depo¬ 
sitions  and  their  subsequent  withdrawals  immediately 
following  the  taking  of  the  testimony  hardly  indicate 
good  faith  (R.  351-404). 1 

The  total  amount  of  actual  cash  available  to  the 
‘‘partnership”  is  $4,839.2  The  minimum  cost  for  the 
construction  of  this  station  was  estimated  at  $5900  (R. 
57,  441),  the  overhead  per  month  at  $1200  (R.  442). 3 
The  applicant  intimated  that  outside  financial  assis¬ 
tance  would  be  necessarv  to  increase  the  live  talent  and 

9/ 

proportionately  reduce  the  use  of  phonograph  record¬ 
ings  (R.  118). 

It  has  been  the  established  practice  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  to  require  adequate  financial  ability  for  the  con¬ 
struction  and  operation  of  a  station  Re  Burch ,  1  P. 

i  In  Be  Charles  IF.  Phelan,  Tr.  as  Casco  Bay  Broadcasting  Company, 
Docket  No.  1966  (F.  R.  C.)  the  applicant  exhibited  at  the  hearing  two 
purported  assignments  from  his  wife  totaling  $71,870  made  one  day  after 
the  hearing  .started.  The  commission  in  denying  the  application  stated: 

‘  ‘  The  circumstances  strongly  suggest  that  no  actual  transfers 
were  intended  except  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  plausible  show¬ 
ing  at  the  hearing  in  this  matter.” 

-Smith  has  $3,668  (R.  383,  384),  Powers,  $1,000  (R.  355),  Wrathall, 
$250  (R.  619)  and  Carman  is  contributing  $800  in  equipment.  The 
hearsay  statement  of  Powers  that  his  father  would  contribute  $5,000  (R. 
356)  is  “an  oral  promise  of  (a)  person  who  is  not  legally  bound  to 
supply  the  finances.”  ...  It  is  clear  from  the  record,  however,  that 
the  parents  of  the  applicants  are  not  legally  bound  in  any  way  to  pro¬ 
vide  this  sum”;  In  the  matter  of  KWLL  Broadcasting  Company ,  2  F. 
C.  C.  625,  626-7. 

s  The  breakdown  of  overhead  costs  indicate  that  it  is  in  excess  of 

$1,200. 
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C.  C.  139;  Re  Dellinger,  1  F.  C.  C.  157;  Re  Gun - 
thorpe  Jr.,  1  F.  C.  C.  177;  Re  Amatucci,  1  F.  C.  C. 
179;  Re  St  ruble,  2  F.  C.  C.  115;  Re  Wimpy  et  al.,  3 
F.  C.  C.  (Docket  Nos.  3995,  4089  decided  May  4,  1937.) 
In  the  application  of  the  Wyoming  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  for  a  construction  permit,  Docket  No.  2137,  (F. 
R.  C.)  the  commission  stated: 

“This  is  an  application  for  a  permit  to  construct 
and  install  certain  equipment  essential  to  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  radio  broadcast  station.  A  sub¬ 
stantial  investment  in  capital  would  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  construction  work  alone.  The  cost 
of  transmitter,  as  given  by  the  proponents  of  this 
project,  would  be  $5,000  exclusive  of  labor  costs. 
This  estimate  is  indicative  of  the  need  for  capital, 
but  it  does  not  take  into  consideration  other  sub¬ 
stantial  costs  that  would  be  involved  in  the  equip¬ 
ping-  of  studios,  in  the  employment  of  a  competent 
operating-  staff,  and  in  the  launching  of  a  worth¬ 
while  program  service.” 

This  is  peculiarly  applicable  to  the  interveners  be¬ 
cause  the  latter  estimated  the  cost  of  construction  to 
be  $5900,  but  did  not  take  into  account  sundry  items  of 
expenditure  and  overhead  costs.  (R.  57,  441)  For  ad¬ 
ditional  cases  requiring  adequate  financial  resources, 
see  Re  Siever,  Buyless  and  Steele,  2  F.  C.  C.  103;  Re 
Glass  and  Kirkland,  2  F.  C.  C.  365;  Re  Carter,  Wolfe 
and  Knight  d/b  as  Carter  &  Wolfe,  2  F.  C.  C.  544;  Re 
Thellman,  2  F.  C.  0.  548;  Re  Ueitmeyer,  2  F.  C.  C.  637. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  members  of  the  applicant 
partnership  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  construct 
and  operate  a  station.  It  will  be  necessary  for  them  to 
obtain  outside  financial  assistance  to  maintain  a  radio¬ 
broadcasting  facility. 
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Another  prerequisite  for  the  successful  operation  of 
a  radiobroadcasting  station  is  a  technically  trained  and 
experienced  personnel.  The  technique  of  broadcasting 
requires  a  knowledge  of  program  content,  and  adver¬ 
tising,  ability  to  write  continuity,  and  the  formulation 
of  policies  which  will  be  in  the  public  interest,  conve¬ 
nience,  and  necessitv.  The  commission’s  decisions  will 
illustrate  this : 

“  An  indispensable  element  in  passing  upon  any 
application  for  station  license  is  the  technical  qual¬ 
ifications  of  the  applicant.  This  does  not  mean 
that  the  applicant  in  every  case  must  be  personally 
qualified  technically,  but  it  does  mean  that  if  he  is 
not  personally  qualified  technically  and  does  not 
propose  to  operate  the  station  himself  but  through 
employees  that  he  should  show  that  he  has  a  com¬ 
petent  staff  to  operate  the  proposed  station  for 
him,  and  their  technical  qualifications.”  Re  Kin- 
dig  et  al,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  Nos.  3142,  3196,  de¬ 
cided  Sept.  29, 1936.) 

4  4  There  is  an  affirmative  showing  that  applicant 
personally  does  not  possess  the  technical  qualifi¬ 
cations  to  manage  and  operate  a  broadcast  station, 
and  proof  is  lacking  that  those  with  whom  he 
would  be  associated  or  those  contemplated  in  his 
plan  to  be  employed  in  the  venture  are  technically 
qualified  by  education  and  experience  to  manage 
the  proposed  station.”  Re  Clifford,  2  F.  C.  C.  573, 
574.  See  also  Re  Thellman,  2  F.  C.  C.  548;  Re 
Mid-Central  Broadcasting  Company,  2  F.  C.  C. 
482 ;  Re  Glass  and  Kirkland  et  al.,  2  F.  C.  C.  365 ; 
Re  Carter  Wolfe  and  Knight  d/d  as  Carter  and 
Wolfe,  2  F.  C.  C.  544;  Re  Landshcrq  and  Martin 
et  al,  1  F.  C.  C.  142 ;  Re  Mellott ,  1  F.  C.  C.  222. 

The  broadcasting  experience  of  the  proposed  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  intervener  is  pitifully  meagre.  Carman 
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the  general  manager  has  had  no  experience  at  all, 
W rathall  was  an  assistant  technician  back  in  1927. 

The  commission ’s  findings  that  the  applicant  is  tech¬ 
nically  qualified  is  contrary  to  the  evidence. 

The  third  requirement  which  the  commission  de¬ 
mands  of  an  applicant  is  that  he  be  legally  qualified. 
This  means  that  the  partnership  or  corporation  must 
have  complied  with  all  the  formalities  and  require¬ 
ments  of  the  law.  Thus  in  Re  Pittsburgh  Publishing 
Company  et  al .,  3  F.  C.  C.,  (Docket  Nos.  2931,  2801, 
3173,  decided  July  2,  1936),  the  commission  denied  the 
application  of  the  Joplin  Broadcasting  Company  be¬ 
cause  it  had  failed  to  qualify  under  the  laws  of  Kansas 
to  do  business  in  that  state.1 

We  have  previously  pointed  out  that  the  “Utah 
Broadcasting  Company”  has  failed  to  comply  with  the 
Utah  statutes  which  require  a  fictitious  partnership  to 
register  its  name  at  the  countv  clerk’s  office.  Non-com- 
pliance  with  the  statute  is  a  misdemeanor.  In  grant¬ 
ing  the  application  to  the  intervener,  the  commission 

1  *  ‘  The  President  of  the  applicant  corporation  testified  that  said  appli¬ 
cant  corporation  is  not  qualified  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Kansas. 
He  further  testified  that  the  said  applicant  corporation  intends  to  qualify 
in  the  State  of  Kansas  to  do  business  there  in  the  event  this  application 
is  granted,  but  no  showing  was  made  which  would  indicate  tha't  this 
applicant  could  so  qualify.  The  Communications  Act  of  1934  require 
that  the  commission  grant  applications  only  upon  a  showing  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  will  be  served.  The  commis¬ 
sion  requires  that  an  applicant  show  affirmatively  that  he  is  legally, 
the  'burden  required  by  the  statute  in  exchange  for  the  privileges  which 
the  granting  of  the  application  bestows.  Pursuant  thereto,  the  commis¬ 
sion  requires  that  an  applicant  shows  affirmatively  that  he  is  legally, 
technically,  financially  and  otherwise  qualified  when  the  application  is 
considered.  The  applicant  herein  has  not  shown  that  it  is  legally  quali¬ 
fied  to  carry  out  the  duties  required  of  a  broadcast  station  licensee  until 
something  further  is  done,  namely,  qualifying  under  the  laws  of  Kansas 
to  do  business  in  that  State.  Therefore  the  commission  must  conclude, 
and  so  finds  that  the  applicant  has  failed  to  show  necessary  legal  qualifi¬ 
cations  to  entitle  it  to  the  grant  herein  requested.”  Re  Pittsburgh  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company,  et  al.,  supra. 
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deviated  from  the  principle  it  established  in  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  Publishing  Company  case. 

Furthermore  it  is  rather  doubtful  as  to  whether  the 
“Utah  Broadcasting  Company’ ’  is  a  partnership. 
There  are  no  written  articles  of  partnership  (R.  127), 
there  is  no  contractual  arrangement  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  as  to  the  amount  each  shall  contribute  (R.  127, 
288),  and  the  so-called  partners  “have  never  discussed 
how  profits  and  losses  shall  be  shared  and  borne”  (R. 
113).  Coupled  with  this  is  the  indefinite  interest  which 
Mr.  Shields  will  have.  We  are  without  knowledge  as 
to  exactly  what  his  status  in  the  organization  is  (R. 
248). 

It  is  submitted  that  the  contractual  elements  inher¬ 
ent  in  a  partnership  are  so  vague,  indefinite  and  con¬ 
jectural,  that  it  is  very  doubtful  as  to  whether  the 
“Utah  Broadcasting  Company”  has  any  legal  status 
before  the  commission. 

In  the  Mid-Central  Broadcasting  Company ,  2  F.  C. 
C.,  482,  483,  the  commission  denied  the  application 
for  the  following  reason : 

“It  appears  from  the  testimony  of  J.  E.  David¬ 
son,  Jr.,  that  the  applicants  propose  to  operate 
temporarily  as  a  partnership  under  the  firm  name 
and  style  of  Mid-Central  Broadcasting  Company 
and  later  they  intend  to  organize  a  corporation. 
No  evidence  was  presented  in  the  record  of  any 
articles  of  partnership  or  other  evidence  of  the 
terms  of  the  partnership  so  that  the  commission 
does  not  have  before  it  any  binding  proposals 
which  might  indicate  what  sum  or  sums  either  of 
the  partners  will  be  required  to  invest  in  the  part¬ 
nership.”

In  Re  WMAN  Broadcasting  Company,  2  F.  C.  C. 
196.  197,  it  is  stated: 

“At  the  hearing  before  the  Examiner,  it  was 
represented  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  that  John 
F.  AVeimer,  E.  AY.  Altweis,  Rose  Altweis  and 
Gerald  G.  Roberts  had  formed  the  copartnership 
in  the  name  of  which  the  application  was  filed. 
The  record  shows,  however,  that  there  is  no  writ¬ 
ten  partnership  agreement,  and  that  many  of  the 
elements  necessary  to  constitute  a  partnership  in 
law  are  lacking  in  the  arrangements  between  the 
parties.  For  present  purposes,  it  is  sufficient  to 
note  that  the  parties  appear  in  no  way  legally 
bound  bv  anv  instrument  in  writing  to  contribute 
anything  to  the  proposed  joint  venture.” 

For  similar  cases  see  Re  Thelhnan ,  supra,  and  Re 
Taylor,  Docket  1736  (F.  R.  C.),  in  which  three  part¬ 
ners  tentatively  agreed  to  contribute  $5,000  in  the 
event  that  an  application  be  granted,  “but  no  plans 
have  been  made  or  agreements  entered  into  as  to 
whether  the  project  would  be  carried  out  upon  a  part¬ 
nership  basis;  what  responsibilities  would  be  assumed 
by  each  party  or,  in  short,  any  definite  arrangements 
for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  station  other 
than  a  reciprocal  desire  upon  the  part  of  each  to  have 
some  part  in  the  establishment  of  a  broadcast  station 
at  Dearborn.” 

The  present  applications  before  the  court  were  con¬ 
solidated  and  jointly  heard  with  those  of  the  Utah 
Radio  Educational  Societv  and  the  Cache  Valiev 
Broadcasting  Service  Co.  The  decision  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  on  these  two  applications  will  be  found  at  R.  707- 
708,  and  713-716,  respectively. 

The  commission  denied  the  application  of  the  Utah 
Radio  Educational  Society,  3  F.  C.  C.,  (Docket  No. 
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2612),  because,  “  There  is  no  evidence  in  the  record  of 
any  legally  enforeible  agreements  whereby  the  above 
mentioned  parties  could  be  required  to  contribute  their 
proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  incident  to  the 
construction  and  operation  of  a  station  of  the  kind  and 
class  applied  for.”  But  the  commission  granted  the 
application  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  al¬ 
though  there  was  no  legally  enforeible  agreement  in 
evidence . 

Again,  we  find  the  commission  effectuating  “unjust 
and  illegal  discriminations  between  persons  in  similar 
circumstances  material  to  their  rights.”  Yick  Wo.  v. 
Hopkins,  Sheriff,  supra.  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  v.  United  States,  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission  et  al.,  supra.  Such  action  is 
obviously  capricious  and  arbitrary. 

6.  It  was  a  violation  of  the  Commission’s  established 
administrative  practice  and  its  rules  and  regulations 
to  grant  a  construction  permit  which  will  necessitate 
the  filing  of  a  subsequent  application  for  assignment 
of  the  station  license. 

It  is  evident  that  the  continued  operation  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  station  will  be  dependent  on  the  financial  assis¬ 
tance  rendered  by  Mr.  Dan  Shields.  He  will  receive 
an  “interest”  in  the  “partnership;”  and  in  the  event 
that  this  “partnership”  secures  a  license,  it  will  ask 
for  a  voluntary  assignment  of  that  license  to  a  corpora¬ 
tion  in  which  Mr.  Shields  will  have  an  “interest”1 
(R,  273). 

1  Mr.  Callister:  Now  Mr.  Wrathall,  if  a  permit  be  granted  for  the 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  will  Mr.  Shields  have  any  control  or  in¬ 
terest  in  that  at  all? 

Mr.  Wrathall:  I  imagine  he  would,  yes. 

Mr.  Callister:  He  would  have  an  interest  in  it? 

Mr.  Wrathall:  If  we  incorporate  it,  yes. 
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Brushing  aside  the  fact  that  there  is  no  written  nor 
legally  enforcible  agreement  between  Mr.  Shields  and 
the  partnership,1  the  grant  of  this  application  consti¬ 
tutes  a  predetermination  of  a  license  to  another  part¬ 
nership,  and  then  a  subsequent  transfer  of  the  license 
to  a  corporation  not  yet  formed. 

Section  310  (b)  of  the  Act  provides  that  a  station 
license  shall  not  be  transferred  or  assigned  without  the 
Commission’s  approval.  In  the  event  that  the  Commis¬ 
sion  grants  a  license  to  the  partnership,  Mr.  Shields’ 
entrance  into  the  organization  will  create  a  new  part¬ 
nership,  National  Bank  v.  Hally  101  U.  S.  43;  Edmon¬ 
son  v.  Barrel,  2  Cranch  C.  C.  (2  D.  C.)  228;  Grafton  v. 
Paine,  7  App.  D.  C.  255.  The  addition  of  a  new  member 
will  require  the  newly-formed  organization  to  petition 
the  commission  for  a  transfer  of  the  license.  The  sub¬ 
sequent  formation  of  the  corporation  will  necessitate 
another  transfer  of  the  license. 

This  does  not  meet  with  the  Commission’s  approval. 
The  following  cases  will  illustrate  the  established  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Commission — to  deny  construction  permits 


1  In  Re  Wisconsin  Broadcasting  Company ,  2  F.  C.  C.  485,  486 : 

‘‘It  appears  that  a  verbal  agreement  has  been  entered  into  be¬ 
tween  the  corporation  and  a  gentleman  residing  in  Manitowoc,  Wis¬ 
consin,  whereby  there  would  be  a  loan  of  $4,700  to  the  corporation. 
.  .  .  However,  no  writing,  which  would  be  binding  on  the  corpora¬ 
tion  and  upon  the  proposed  stock  purchasers  and  upon  the  pro¬ 
posed  mortgagers  appears  in  the  record.” 

Re  Cei-niglia ,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No.  3943,  decided  April  20,  1937): 

“Ex-Governor  James  A.  Noe,  a  resident  of  Monroe,  Louisiana, 
testified  that  he  was  willing  to  loan  the  applicant  any  necessary 
funds,  to  the  extent  of  $18,000,  for  use  in  the  construction  and  op¬ 
eration  of  the  proposed  station,  the  money  so  advanced  to  be  se¬ 
cured  by  a  mortgage  on  the  station  equipment.  It  appears  that  Mr. 
Noe  has  ample  financial  resources  available  for  this  purpose,  but  the 
evidence  does  not  indicate  that  at  the  time  he  testified  he  was 
bound  by  any  contract  or  other  legal  obligation  to  finance  the 
2)rojcct.”  (Italics  ours) 
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where  the  applicant  will  eventually  transfer  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  organization  (a  partnership  in  this  in¬ 
stance)  to  a  corporation  to  be  formed  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

In  Re  Cache  Valley  Broadcasting  Service  Co.,  3  F. 
C.  C.  (Docket  No.  2.926),  decided  contemporaneously 

i 

with  the  present  applications,  the  Commission  stated 
(R.  714) : 

“The  financial  showing  made  by  this  applicant 
is  as  follows :  The  money  to  finance  the  project  is* 
to  be  obtained  from  one  Seymore  L.  Billings,  a 
resident  of  Salt  Lake  City,  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  and  investment  business.  Mr.  Billings  has 
entered  into  a  written  agreement  with  the  above- 
mentioned  partnership  to  the  effect  that  if  and 
when  a  permit  is  granted  by  this  Commission  he 
will  put  up  sufficient  money  to  construct  and  oper¬ 
ate  the  proposed  station  to  the  extent  of  $15,000  to 
$20,000.  It  also  appears  that  as  part  of  this  agree¬ 
ment  a  corporation  is  to  be  formed,  and  any  au¬ 
thorization  granted  to  the  applicant  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  is  to  be  assigned  to  this  corporation.  Also, 
as  part  of  the  agreement,  it  will  appear  that  Mr. 
Billings  will  have  complete  control  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  until  such  time  as  the  corporation  is  able 
to  pay  back  the  money  advanced  by  Mr.  Billings. 
Thus  it  appears  on  the  face  of  this  record  that 
any  authorization  granted  to  the  applicant 
will  necessarily  have  to  be  transferred,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  to  the  con¬ 
trol  of  Mr.  Billings,  so  that  granting  this  applica¬ 
tion  will  amount  to  a  predetermining  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  assignment  of  construction  permit  to  the 
corporation  yet  to  be  formed.  The  commission 
has  held  on  numerous  occasions  that  it  cannot 
grant  licenses  to  applicants  who  are  not  the  real 
parties  in  interest.” 
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In  Re  The  Press  Democrat  Publishing  Co.  et  al,  3 
F.  C.  C.  (Dockets  Nos.  3819,  3492,  3183  and  3768,  de¬ 
cided  December  8,  1936),  a  Mr.  Mitchell  entered  into  a 
contractual  arrangement  with  a  Mr.  Hart,  in  which  the 
second  party  had  the  right  and  option  to  purchase  a  one 
third  interest  in  the  station.  In  the  event  the  second 
party  exercised  said  option,  Mr.  Mitchell  would  form  a 
corporation  and  petition  for  an  assignment  of  the  li¬ 
cense.  The  Commission  in  denying  the  application 
stated : 

“It  is  apparent  that  the  approval  of  this  appli¬ 
cation  with  the  financial  arrangement  proposed  by 
applicant  would  be  tantamount  to  the  approval  of 
a  corporation  and  the  assignment  of  license 
thereto  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement, 
must  take  place  if  Mr.  Hart  were  to  exercise  his  op¬ 
tion.  In  denying  several  applications  for  new 
broadcast  stations  the  Commission  has  refused  to 
approve  such  an  arrangement.  See  Replogle,  1.  F. 

C.  C.  256,  Heitmeyer  et  al.,  Docket  No.  3161,  2  F.  C. 
C.  601,  also  Heitmeyer,  Docket  No.  2980,  2  F.  C.  C. 
637.” 

In  the  Replogle  case ,  supra ,  at  p.  258,  it  was  said: 

“The  Communications  Act  of  1934  requires  that 
the  Commission  grant  applications  only  upon  a 
showing  that  public  interest,  convenience,  and  ne¬ 
cessity  will  be  served.  The  Commission  must  look 
to  the  applicant  as  the  potential  licensee  to  main¬ 
tain  the  burden  required  by  the  statute  in  ex¬ 
change  for  the  privileges  which  the  granting  of 
the  application  bestows.  The  applicant,  therefore, 
must  be  the  real  party  in  interest. 9  9 

To  the  same  effect  are,  Re  Kraft  et  al.,  3  F.  C.  C. 
(Dockets  Nos.  3095,  3141,  decided  December  8,  1936) ; 
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Re  Tornek  Operating  Under  The  Trade  Name  of 
Metro  Broadcasting  Company ,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Docket  No. 
2237,  decided  May  11,  1937) ;  Re  Maddox  and  Hair 
d/b  as  Chattanooga  Broadcasting  Co.,  3  F.  C.  C. 
(Docket  No.  3491,  decided  Feb.  2,  1937). 

In  Re  Pollard  et  al.,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Dockets  Nps.  3789, 
and  3852,  decided  October  27,  1936),  we  find  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

“The  Jefferson  Broadcasting  Company  is  a  co¬ 
partnership  composed  of  Armand  0.  Black,  Mary 
M.  Thatcher  and  Mary  Collett  Black,  all  of  whom 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States.  It  was  stated 
to  be  the  intention  of  the  parties,  if  this  applica¬ 
tion  were  granted  to  organize  a  corporation  to  take 
over  the  operation  of  the  proposed  station.  On 
several  occasions  the  Commission  has  denied  ap¬ 
plications  for  new  stations  when  it  was  proposed 
to  form  a  corporation  and  effect  a  transfer  when 
and  if  a  license  were  granted.’ ’  (Citing  cases  dis¬ 
cussed  above.) 

The  facts  in  this  case  parallel  those  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  Utah  Broadcasting  Company. 

The  Commission  denied  the  application  of  the  Mason 
City  Broadcasting  Company,  et  al.,  3  F.  C.  C.  (Dockets 
Nos.  3259,  3470  and  3471,  decided  July  24,  1936) — a 
“joint  adventure,”  because  “it  appears  from  the  rec¬ 
ord  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  applicants  to  form  a 
corporation  if  this  construction  permit  were  granted 
and  to  transfer  such  authorization  to  the  corporation  to 
be  formed.  However  such  corporation  does  not  have  an 
application  before  the  Commission  and  the  Commission 
could  not,  in  this  opinion,  pass  on  the  propriety  of  the 
proposed  transfer.”  To  the  same  effect  are  Re  Robert 
E.  Cole  d/b  as  Washington  Broadcasting  Company,  2 
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F.  C.  C.  541;  Re  Wisconsin  Broadcasting  Company ,  2 
F.  C.  C.  485,  486. 

In  Re  Mid-Central  Broadcasting  Company ,  2  F.  C.  C. 
482,  484,  it  is  stated : 

“As  to  the  suggestion  in  the  record  that  the  ap¬ 
plicants  would  later  form  a  corporation,  no  weight 
can  be  given  to  this  proposal  on  the  application 
now  before  us,  and  the  Commission  must  reach  its 
decision  upon  the  record  as  now  presented.  More¬ 
over,  if  this  application  were  granted  and  a  cor¬ 
poration  later  formed  to  take  over  the  existing  li¬ 
cense,  an  application  for  assignment  of  license 
would  be  required  under  Section  310  of  the  Com¬ 
munications  Act  of  1934  at  which  time  a  determi¬ 
nation  on  that  application  would  be  made.”  See 
also  Re  Cramer  and  Anderson  trading  as  Omaha 
Broadcasting  Company ,  2  F.  C.  C.  418. 

The  facts  in  Re  Hughes  et  al,  2  F.  C.  C.  85,  87  are 
identical  to  the  application  of  Powers  et  al.  One 
Scharbauer  entered  into  a  “memorandum  agreement” 
in  which  he  would  advance  $10,000.  The  commission 
denied  the  application  stating  that  the  proposed  finan¬ 
cial  backer  was  not  an  applicant  and  secondly: 

1  “Since  the  loan  to  the  applicant  is  unsecured, 
should  Scharbauer  wish  at  anv  time  to  exercise  his 
legal  right  to  collect  this  money  due  and  owing  to 
him,  the  applicant  would  have  no  funds  or  other 
property  with  which  to  satisfy  this  demand  or  con¬ 
tinue  the  operation  of  the  station,  and  the  physical 
property  of  the  station  would  be  subject  to  attach¬ 
ment  after  judgment.” 

See  Re  Sharpe  and  Smith  d/b  as  Radio  Station 
WMNT  (1931)  Docket  No.  917;  Re  Gray  (1931)  Docket

No.  938;  Re  Canton  Broadcasting  Company  { 1931) 
Docket  No.  1120;  Re  Philadelphia  Broadcasting  Co. 
(1931)  Docket  No.  1163;  Re  Fowler  d/b  as  Fowler  Oil 
Company  (1931)  Docket  No.  1361;  Re  Lee  et  al.  (1932)

The  above  cases  establish  an  administrative  prac¬ 
tice  (which  has  the  force  of  law  and  is  binding  on  the 
Commission,  Ex  Parte  Radivoeff  (D.  C.  1922)  278  Fed. 
227 ;  United  States  v.  Dunton  (D.  C.  1923)  288  Fed. 
959)  that  the  Commission  will  not  grant  a  license  which 
will  result  in  a  predetermination  of  the  proposed  as¬ 
signment  of  a  construction  permit.  The  grant  of  the 
application  to  Powers  et  al.  will  necessitate  the  filing  of 
a  subsequent  application  for  assignment  of  the  station 
license  to  a  new  partnership,  and  a  retransfer  to  a  cor¬ 
poration  yet  to  be  formed.  There  must  be  some  cer¬ 
tainty  in  administrative  practice,  established  standards 
of  conduct  must  be  followed,  otherwise,  administrative 
law  will  run  riot  with  an  arbitrary  and  uncontrolled 
discretion,  and  decisions  will  be  rendered  subject  to 
“an  unformulated  and  momentary  sense  of  justice.” 
Pittman,  The  Doctrine  of  Precedents  And  The  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  Commission,  supra;  Morgan  et  al.  v. 
United  States  et  al.,  supra;  Yick  Wo  v.  Hopkins, 
Sheriff,  supra. 
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CONCLUSION. 

An  examination  of  the  record  will  indicate  that  the 
findings  of  the  commission,  its  order  and  decision  are 
arbitrary,  capricious,  and  contrary  to  the  evidence  be¬ 
cause;  in  granting  a  construction  permit  to  the  Inter¬ 
vener,  the  Commission  violated  and  repudiated  its  own 
established  administrative  practice,  and  its  rules  and 
regulations;  in  denying  the  applications  of  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  it  unjustly 
discriminated  against  the  appellant. 

Wherefore  the  appellant  respectfully  petitions  the 
court  to  reverse  the  decision  and  remand  the  case  to  the 
Communications  Commission  for  further  proceedings 
in  accordance  with  law.

L  STATEMENT 

These  appeals  arise  under  Sections  402  (b)  (1) 
and  (2)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934 1  (48 

1  Hereinafter  when  citation  is  made  to  “the  Act”  the  refer¬ 
ence  is  to  the  Communications  Act  of  1934.  Citation  to 

(l) 
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Stat.  1093),  from  an  Order  of  the  Commission, 
Broadcast  Division,  dated  May  1,  1936,  effective 
September  8,  1936,  granting  the  application  of 
Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David  G.  Smith, 
and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  as  Utah  Broad¬ 
casting  Company,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  for  a 
construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Salt  Lake  City,  to  operate  on  the  frequency 
1500  kc,  100  watts  power,  hours  of  operation,  un¬ 
limited;  denying  the  application  of  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  Logan,  Utah,  for 
a  construction  permit  to  erect  and  operate  a  new 
broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the 
frequency  1500  kc,  100  watts,  unlimited  time,  and 
denying  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  Provo,  Utah,  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  to  erect  and  operate  a  new  broad¬ 
cast  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the 
frequency  1210  kc,  with  100  watts  power,  unlimited 
time  (R.  695,  696). 

Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  ap¬ 
pellant  (No.  6854),  is  the  licensee  of  an  existing 
radiobroadcast  station  known  by  the  call  letters 
KDYL,  operating  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  the 
frequency  1290  kc  with  power  output  of  1  kilowatt, 
unlimited  time  (R.  18-22,  inclusive).  It  appeals 
from  the  grant  of  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al. 


4 ‘the  Rules”  refers  to  the  Rules  of  Practice  and  Procedure  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 
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(E.  11-14),  Salt  Lake  City,  primarily  on  the 
grounds  that  there  is  no  need  for  an  additional 
station  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  that  the  Commission 
erred  in  granting  the  application  for  several  rea¬ 
sons  therein  set  forth  (R.  12-13). 

On  July  6, 1934,  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  appellant  herein  (No.  6852) >  filed 
with  the  Commission  2  its  application  for  a  con¬ 
struction  permit  to  erect  a  new  radiobroadcast  sta¬ 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah,  for  the  use  of  the  frequency 
1500  kc  with  power  output  of  100  watts,  hours  of 
operation,  unlimited  (R.  41-48). 

Also  on  July  6, 1934,  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association,  Inc.,  appellant  (No.  6853),  filed 
with  the  Commission  its  application  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  to  erect  a  new  radiobroadcast  station  at 
Provo,  Utah,  for  the  use  of  the  frequency  1210  kc 
with  a  power  output  of  100  watts,  hours  of  oper¬ 
ation  unlimited  (R.  22-37). 

On  October  22,  1934,  Jack  Powers,  David  G. 
Smith,  Prank  C.  Carman  and  Grant  Wrathall,  do-

an  application  with  the  Commission  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  to  erect  a  new  radio-broadcast  station 
at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  using  the  frequency  1500 
kc  with  power  output  of  100  watts,  hours  of  opera¬ 
tion,  unlimited  (R.  52-63). 

At  the  time  of  the  hearing  on  the  applications 
involved  in  these  appeals,  the  Commission  had  be¬ 
fore  it  the  following  additional  applications  for 
the  use  of  various  frequencies  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Provo,  and  Logan,  Utah:

The  two  Callister  applications  were  dismissed 
with  prejudice  and  the  rest  of  the  foregoing  appli¬ 
cations  were  denied.  No  appeal  has  been  taken  by 
any  of  these  applicants  from  the  decision  of  the 
Commission,  and  no  discussion  of  these  applica¬ 
tions  is  necessary  to  the  issues  raised  by  these  ap¬ 
peals,  but  they  are  here  listed  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  to  this  Court  a  complete  picture  of  the 
situation  with  which  the  Commission  was  con- 
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fronted  at  the  time  it  made  its  Order  upon  the  ap¬ 
plications  which  gave  rise  to  these  appeals. 

The  Commission,  being  unable  to  determine 
from  an  examination  of  all  of  the  competing  appli¬ 
cations  before  it,  that  the  granting  of  any  of  them 
would  serve  public  interest,  convenience,  and  ne¬ 
cessity,  designated  them  for  public  hearing  before 
an  Examiner  in  accordance  with  Section  309  (a)  of 
the  Act  (48  Stat.  1085)  (R.  701,  37,  48-49,  60). 

Notice  of  time  and  place  of  hearing  and  the 
issues  to  be  determined  upon  the  applications  in¬ 
volved  was  given  the  applicants  and  other  inter¬ 
ested  parties  (R.  701,  38-^tO,  49-51,  65-67).  Upon 
petition,  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
was  then  allowed  to  intervene  in  the  hearing  on 
the  application  of  Powers  et  al.  (R.  67).  There¬ 
after,  on  January  30,  1935,  pursuant  to  said  no¬ 
tices,  the  matters  came  on  for  hearing  before  the 
Examiner  (R.  71).  Thereafter,  on  request  of  the 
applicants  Powers,  et  al.,  the  Commission  re¬ 
manded  the  applications  for  further  hearing  on 
August  7, 1935,  with  notice  to  all  interested  parties 
(R.  673).  Meanwhile,  on  July  23,  1935,  pursuant 
to  Order  of  the  Commission,  depositions  were 
taken  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  of  certain  witnesses 
on  behalf  of  the  application  Powers,  et  al.  (R.  351). 
On  August  7, 1935,  by  agreement  of  all  parties,  the 
application  of  Powers,  et  al.  was  held  open  by  the 
Examiner  until  August  19,  1935,  to  permit  certain 
respondents  to  file  a  request  with  the  Commission 
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to  take  additional  depositions.  The  request  was 
thereafter  filed  and  granted  by  the  Commission 
and  the  record  was  held  open  by  the  Examiner 
until  September  20,  1935,  to  permit  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  said  depositions  in  evidence  (R.  587,  588, 
674).  The  depositions  were  duly  taken  on  Sep¬ 
tember  6, 1935,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  behalf 
of  Paul  Q.  Callister  a  respondent  (R.  360-400), 
and  on  behalf  of  Powers,  et  al.  (R.  401-404),  and 
filed  with  the  Commission  prior  to  September  20, 
1935. 

Thereafter,  and  on  October  29,  1935,  the  Exam¬ 
iner  submitted  his  Report  (R.  669-694)  in  which 
he  recommended : 

1.  That  the  application  of  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  for  construc¬ 
tion  permit  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Logan, 
Utah,  be  denied ; 

2.  That  the  application  of  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  for  construc¬ 
tion  permit  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Provo, 
Utah,  be  granted; 

3.  That  the  application  of  Powers  et  al., 
for  construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  sta¬ 
tion  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  be  granted; 

4.  That  all  the  other  competing  applica¬ 
tions  be  dismissed  with  prejudice  or  denied, 
respectively  (R.  693-694). 

On  February  16, 1936,  oral  argument  was  heard 
by  the  Commission,  Broadcast  Division,  which 

thereafter  entered  its  final  Order  as  heretofore 
outlined  (R.  704).

n.  THE  ISSUES 

In  presenting  their  cases,  appellants  have  not 
separated  the  issues  arising  from  the  respective 
appeals.  We  believe,  since  the  appeals  herein  arise 
under  different  sections  of  the  Communications 
Act  of  1934,  that  separation  of  the  issues  will  be 
helpful. 

Accordingly,  we  present : 

A.  GREAT  WESTERN  BROADCASTING  ASSOCIA¬ 
TION,  INC. 

These  appeals  are  taken  under  Section  402  (b) 
(l)3  of  the  Act,  because  appellant’s  applications 
for  construction  permits  to  erect  new  stations  at 
Provo  and  Logan,  Utah,  have  been  denied. 

The  applications  filed  by  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  denial  of  which  gave  rise 
to  these  proceedings,  clearly  and  unmistakably 
indicate  no  relation  between  the  two  appellant  cor¬ 
porations  (Great  Western  and  Intermountain) 
(R.  22-36,  41-48).  In  their  joint  brief,  however, 
the  identity  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.,  is  merged  with  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation,  and  their  intermingled  discus¬ 
sion  of  law  and  facts  seems  to  be  predicated  upon 

3  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Dist.  of  Columbia  “By  any  applicant  for  a  construc¬ 
tion  permit  for  a  radio  station,  or  for  a  radio  station  license, 
or  for  renewal  of  an  existing  radio  station  license,  or  for 
modification  of  an  existing  radio  station  license,  whose  appli¬ 
cation  is  refused  by  the  Commission”  (48  Stat.  1093). 
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the  premise  that  they  are  one  and  the  same.4  Cer¬ 
tainly  the  evidence  adduced  before  the  Commission 
on  the  hearing  on  these  applications  indicates,  as 
we  shall  show,  that  the  Great  Western  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Association,  Inc.,  although  an  applicant  for  two 
stations,  is  not  the  real  party  in  interest  in  either 
application — the  real  party  in  interest  being  the 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

The  Commission’s  decision  with  regard  to  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc., 
applications  for  new  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan,  Utah,  was  based  on  findings,  among  others, 
that  this  applicant  was  not  shown  to  be  legally  or 
financially  qualified.  Appellants  contend  these 
findings  are  contrary  to  the  evidence,  and  that  the 
denial  of  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.  (Logan,  Utah),  and  the 
granting  of  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al.,  vi¬ 
olated  Section  307  of  the  Act  as  amended  by  the 
Act  of  June  5,  1936.  The  issues  presented,  there¬ 
fore,  with  respect  to  the  appeals  filed  by  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  are  as 
follows : 

(1)  Are  the  findings  of  the  Commission  sup¬ 
ported  by  substantial  evidence? 

4  Appellants’  brief,  page  6,  asserts :  “The  situation  at  the 
time  of  the  hearing  was,  then,  that  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation  was  the  equitable  owner  of  the  stock  of 
the  Great  Western  Company  and  proposed  to  take  over  legal 
title  to  all  the  stock  and  to  pay  for  that  stock  the  full 
amounts  necessary  to  launch  the  operations  of  the  stations 
applied  for.” 
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(2)  Was  the  action  of  the  Commission  denying 
the  application  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.  (Logan,  Utah),  and  granting 
that  of  Powers,  et  al.,  a  violation  of  Section  307 
(b)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  as  amended 
by  the  Act  of  June  5, 1936? 

B.  APPELLANT  INTERMOUNTAIN  BROADCAST¬ 
ING  CORPORATION 

This  appellant  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the 
Commission  granting  the  application  of  Powers, 
et  al.,  for  a  new  radio  broadcast  station  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  the 
licensee  of  an  existing  radio  broadcasting  station 
(KDYL)  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  that  the  Com¬ 
mission’s  decision  granting  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al.,  ‘ 4 aggrieves”  or  “ adversely  affects” 
its  interests  within  the  meaning  of  Section  402  (b) 
(2)  of  the  Act.5 

It  should  be  noted  that  on  the  hearing  of  the 
application  of  Powers,  et  al.,  before  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  was 
granted  leave  to  intervene  on  the  basis  of  a  petition 
filed  pursuant  to  Rules  105.19 6  and  105.20, 7  in 

5  “By  any  other  person  aggrieved  or  whose  interests  are 
adversely  affected  by  any  decision  of  the  Commission  grant¬ 
ing  or  refusing  any  such  application”  (48  Stat.  1093). 

6  “Petitions  for  intervention  or  for  other  relief  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  must  be  subscribed  and  veri¬ 
fied  by  the  petitioner  and  shall  set  forth  clearly  and  concisely 
the  facts  supporting  the  relief  sought.” 

7  “Any  party  may,  at  any  time,  more  than  10  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  any  hearing,  file  with  the  Commission  a  petition 
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which  it  alleged  that  the  establishment  of  a  new 
station  in  Salt  Lake  City  would  result  in  injurious 
competition  for  audience,  revenue,  and  program 
material,  and  might  endanger  the  future  of  Station 
KDYL  because  of  quota  restrictions  (R.  67,  68). 
No  mention  was  made  in  its  Petition  to  Intervene 
of  its  interest  in  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association’s  applications  (R.  67)'. 

In  its  Reasons  for  Appeal  to  this  Court,  however, 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  aban¬ 
dons  the  contentions  made  in  its  Petition  to  Inter¬ 
vene  before  the  Comission,  and  bases  its  appeal 
primarily  upon  the  propositions  that  there  was  no 
need  for  an  additional  station  in  Salt  Lake  City; 
that  the  need  for  additional  broadcast  facilities  is 
greater  in  Logan  than  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  that 
the  Commission  erred  in  granting  the  application 
of  Powers,  et  al.,  because  that  applicant  is  not 
shown  to  be  qualified  (R.  12,  13).  Appellants’ 
joint  brief  is  in  agreement  with  this  position. 

The  Commission  found  that  there  was  need  for 
a  new  100  watt  station  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  the 
record,  as  we  shall  show,  fully  sustains  this  finding. 
Moreover,  this  appellant  has  not  shown  how  or 
wherein  it  is  aggrieved  or  its  interests  adversely 
affected  by  the  action  of  the  Commission  of  which 
it  complains.  We  assert,  therefore,  with  respect 

to  intervene.  If  the  petition  discloses  a  substantial  interest 
in  the  subject  matter  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  may 
grant  the  same  and  permit  the  petitioner  to  be  heard  at  such 
hearing.” 
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to  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
appeal,  the  issues  are : 

(1)  Whether  the  appellant,  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation  (KDYL)  is  a  person 
who  is  ‘‘aggrieved  or  whose  interests  are  adversely 
affected 7 7  by  the  decision  of  the  Commission  grant¬ 
ing  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al. 

(2)  Whether  the  decision  of  the  Commission 
granting  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al.,  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  substantial  evidence. 

We  earnestly  and  respectfully  contend  and  will 
hereinafter  show  on  the  record  in  this  case  that  the 
findings  of  the  Commission  as  set  forth  in  its 
decision  herein  are  fully  supported  by  the  evi¬ 
dence  ;  that  the  grant  of  the  application  of  Powers, 
et  al.,  and  denial  of  the  application  of  Great  West¬ 
ern  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  (Logan,  Utah), 
was  not  a  violation  of  Section  307  (b)  of  the  Act 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  5,  1936,  and  that 
the  appellant,  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpo¬ 
ration,  is  not  aggrieved  or  its  interests  adversely 
affected  by  the  decision  of  the  Commission  of 
which  it  complains. 

Appellants  raise  various  questions  concerning 
procedure  and  evidence,  and  contend  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  departed  “from  an  established  stand¬ 
ard  of  conduct.” 

We  respectfully  submit  and  will  show  that  ap¬ 
pellants  were  accorded  a  fair  hearing  and  that 
none  of  the  procedural  questions  raised  in  anywise 
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materially  affect  the  merits  of  the  proceedings 
herein. 

HI  ARGUMENT 

A.  THE  DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSION  IS  FULLY 
SUSTAINED  BY  THE  RECORD 

1.  The  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association’s  Applications 

a.  Legal  and  financial  qualifications 

The  Commission  found  that  the  applicant  has 
not  made  a  proper  showing  as  to  legal  and  finan¬ 
cial  qualifications  (R.  712)  and  we  respectfully 
submit  this  finding  is  supported  by  the  following 
considerations : 

Section  319  (a)  of  the  Act  (48  Stat.  1089)  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  filing  of  written  applications  for  con¬ 
struction  permits,  such  applications  to  set  forth 
“such  facts  as  the  Commission  by  regulation  may 
prescribe  as  to  the  citizenship,  character  and  the 
financial,  technical  and  other  ability  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  to  construct  and  operate  the  station,  the 
ownership  and  location  of  the  proposed  station,  the 
frequencies  desired  to  be  used,  the  hours  of  the 
day  and  other  periods  of  time  during  which  it  is 
proposed  to  operate  the  station,  the  purpose  for 
which  the  station  is  to  be  used,  the  type  of  trans¬ 
mitting  apparatus  to  be  used,  the  power  to  be  used, 
*  *  *  and  such  other  information  as  the  Com¬ 

mission  may  require.”  All  such  applications  are 
required  to  be  signed  by  the  applicant  under  oath 
or  affirmation.  The  Commission  furnishes  forms 
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for  the  filing  of  applications  for  construction  per¬ 
mits.8  Both  applications  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  for  construction  permits 
to  erect  new  stations  at  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah, 
are  made  on  forms  furnished  by  the  Commission. 
These  forms  request  information  required  by  Sec¬ 
tion  319  of  the  Act  (48  Stat.  1089),  and  in  response 
thereto  the  following  answers  were  given  in  both 
applications  filed  by  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc. :

Both  applications  are  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  H.  R.  Duvall  as  President  of  the  applicant  cor¬ 
poration  (R.  29;  48).  Attached  to  the  application 
of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc., 
for  a  construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  radio 
broadcast  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  is  a  certificate  of 
incorporation  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  As¬ 
sociation,  Inc.,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  prin¬ 
cipal  office  of  the  corporation  is  in  Delaware ;  that 
the  names  and  residences  of  the  incorporators  are : 
C.  S.  Peabbles,  Wilmington,  Delaware ;  L.  H.  Her¬ 
man,  Wilmington,  Delaware;  and  Walter  Lenz, 
Wilmington,  Delaware  (R.  30-37).  No  place  in 
either  application,  or  in  the  certificate  of  incorpor op¬ 
tion,  does  it  appear  that  the  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation  is  connected  in  any  way  with 
the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc . 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Examiner,  however, 
the  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.,  undertook  to  show  that  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association  is  ‘ 1  merely  a 
subsidiary  of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  which  controls  Station  KDYL”  and  that  it 
is  the  purpose  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  the  subsidiary,  to  build  the  stations  at 
Provo  and  Logan.9  Compare  this  with  the  answer 

9  Cross  examination  of  Mr.  Sidney  S.  Fox,  President  of 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  on  behalf  of  ap¬ 
plicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  inc.:  , 

“Q.  Mr.  Fox,  as  I  understand,  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  is  merely  a  subsidiary  of  the  Intermpun- 
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given  by  the  applicant  to  Question  7  (d)  above  (R. 
23;  42). 

Sidney  S.  Fox,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  the 
President  of  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpo¬ 
ration  (KDYL)  (R.  77),  was  the  only  witness 
offered  on  behalf  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  who  testified  concerning  the  legal 
or  financial  qualifications  of  the  applicant,  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  At  the 
opening  of  his  testimony  he  was  asked  by  counsel 
for  appellants  whether  he  was  familiar  with  the 
affairs,  finances,  and  operation  of  the  Intermoun- 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  and  he  replied  he 
was  (R.  77).  He  was  then  shown  “Great  Western 
Exhibit  No.  1 ”  and  asked  whether  or  not  it  was  a 

true  and  correct  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabili¬ 
ties  of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion  as  of  December  1, 1934,  and  he  replied  that  it 
was  (R.  77).  At  that  point  counsel  for  one  of  the 
other  competing  applicants  asked  if  the  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation  was  on  record  as 
“being  interested  in  the  stations  at  Logan  and 
Provo,  or  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Corpo¬ 
ration”,  and  counsel  for  appellants  replied  that  he 
did  not  know  what  the  record  of  the  shorthand 
reporter  showed  but  that  he  intended  to  show  what 
it  is  (R.  77). 

tain  Broadcasting  Company  which  controls  Station  KDYL 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  the  subsidiary,  to  build  stations  at  Provo  and 
Logan.  Is  that  correct?” 

“A.  Well,  it  is  the  inference  that  could  be  taken.”  (R.  80.) 
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Mr.  Fox’s  attention  was  then  directed  by  counsel 
for  appellants  to  the  application  for  construction 
permits  filed  by  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Incorporated,  and  to  that  portion 
thereof  which  indicates  that  the  stock  of  the  com¬ 
pany  as  of  the  date  of  the  application  was  held  by 
H.  R.  Duvall,  and  he  was  asked  who  H.  R.  Duvall 
was.  He  replied  that  she  was  “an  associate  in  my 
office”  (R.  78). 

In  appellants’  brief,  page  5,  counsel  for  appel¬ 
lants  charge  that  that  answer  by  Mr.  Fox  in  the 
printed  record  is  a  stenographic  error  and  should 
read  “an  associate  in  your  (counsel’s)  office.” 
Unfortunately,  counsel  for  the  Commission  before 
the  Examiner  has  no  recollection  of  this  testimony, 
and  counsel  for  the  Commission  before  this  court, 
who  was  not  present  before  the  Examiner  when  the 
evidence  was  adduced,  has  no  personal  knowledge 
of  the  facts  referred  to  in  the  testimony  which 
would  enable  them  to  agree  that  the  record  is  incor¬ 
rect.  We  respectfully  submit,  however,  that  appel¬ 
lants  were  not  without  opportunity  to  correct  this 
statement  prior  to  printing  the  record.  In  the 
absence  of  such  a  correction  the  verity  of  the  record 
must  be  presumed  as  a  matter  of  law.  Dreslin  v. 
Phillips,  51  App.  D.  C.  324;  Johnson  v.  U .  S.,  225 
U.  S.  405;  Evans  v.  Stettnisch,  149  U.  S.  605,  607. 

In  any  event,  whether  H.  R.  Duvall  is  an  asso¬ 
ciate  in  the  office  of  counsel  for  appellants,  or  in  the 
office  of  Mr.  Sidney  Fox  is  wholly  immaterial  to 
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any  substantial  issue  in  these  appeals,  since  the 
question  to  be  determined  on  this  record  is  whether 
H.  B.  Duvall  is  the  real  or  merely  nominal  holder 
of  the  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  applicant  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association ,  Incorporated, 
appellant  herein . 

Mr.  Fox  was  asked  on  direct  examination,  “At 
the  present  time  who  owns  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  to 
whom  has  that  stock  been  issued  ?77  And  he  re¬ 
plied,  “  H.  R.  Duvall. 7  7  Counsel  for  appellants  then 
said:  “I  mean  as  of  the  present  time?’7  and  he 
replied,  “The  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration77  (R.  78). 

On  cross-examination  of  Mr.  Fox,  counsel  for 
Commission  asked  if  the  people  who  are  named  as 
organizers  of  the  applicant  corporation  (Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association)  have  any  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration.  He  replied, 4  6  None  whatever. 7  7  He  was 
then  asked  if  thev  were  interested  in  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association  so  far  as  he 
knew  and  he  replied,  “No/7  Counsel  then  said, 
“And,  if  I  understand  you  correctly,  the  whole 
thing  is  owned  by  H.  R.  Duvall,77  and  he  replied, 
“That  is  correct77  (R.  86). 

On  redirect  examination,  the  following  occurred : 

(By  Mr.  Segal) :  Mr.  Fox,  I  think  it  is 
necessary  to  call  your  attention  to  what  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  an  inconsistency  in  your  testi- 
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mony.  As  I  recall  it  you  testified  on  direct 
examination  that  the  stock  of  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association  had  been 
issued  to  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  you  told  Mr.  Berry  on  cross 
examination  that  it  was  still  in  the  name  of 

i 

Miss  Duvall.  Which  is  correct  ?  A.  It  is  in 
the  name  of  Miss  Duvall  (R.  90,  91). 

Counsel  for  Commission,  on  further  cross-exam¬ 
ination  of  Mr.  Fox,  asked  how  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association  will  get  the  funds  with 
which  to  inaugurate  the  programs  and  establish 
the  stations  for  which  it  made  application.  Mr. 
Fox  stated,  bv  transfer  of  the  stock  to  the  Inter- 
mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation.  He  testified 
that  Miss  Duvall  now  holds  that  stock.  He  was 
asked  if  he  had  anything  to  indicate  that  the  Inter¬ 
mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  had  a  right  to 
call  on  Miss  Duvall  to  produce  that  stock  and  trans¬ 
fer  it,  and  he  replied,  “Only  through  the  legal  mat¬ 
ters  in  the  hands  of  my  attorney,  Mr.  Segal.  That 
is  all  entirely  in  his  hands.”  He  was  then  asked  if 
there  was  anything  in  the  record  he  knew  of  that 
would  indicate  such  a  transfer  would  be  made,  and 
he  replied,  “I  don’t  think  there  is  anything  in  the 
record”  (R.  87,  88). 

Thereafter,  Mr.  Fox  was  again  examined  by 
counsel  for  appellants,  as  follows : 

Q.  Now  I  want  to  ask  you  one  question 
that  is  more  particularly  applicable  to  the 
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Great  Western  ease.  You  will  remember 
there  was  some  confusion  in  your  testimony 
concerning  the  Great  Western  case  yester¬ 
day  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  stock  of  the 
Great  Western  Company.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  hearing  yesterday  did  you  have 
an  opportunity  to  examine  the  records  in 
that  regard? — A.  I  secured  the  stock. 

Q.  And  when  you  obtained  the  stock  cer¬ 
tificate,  to  whom  was  it  made  out? — A.  It 
was  made  out  to  the  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation. 

Q.  And  has  the  Intermountain  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Corporation  paid  for  any  of  that 
stock? — A.  No  (R.  193, 194). 

No  financial  statement  of  the  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  was  ever  produced 
by  the  applicant.  Instead,  the  financial  statement 
of  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
(KDYL)  was  offered  in  evidence  (R.  78).  Al¬ 
though  the  evidence  offered  by  the  only  witness 
who  testified  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Corporation,  Inc.,  appel¬ 
lant  herein,  concerning  the  legal  and  financial 
qualifications  of  that  company  is  contradictory  in 
parts  and  confusing,  ultimately  the  facts  are,  as 
is  apparent  from  the  evidence  noted  herein,  that 
neither  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
{KDYL)  nor  Sidney  S.  Fox,  its  President,  had 
actually  paid  for  the  majority  of  the  stock  of  the 
Great  W estern  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  held 
by  H.  R.  Duvall  or  the  Intermountain  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Corporation;  that  the  applicant  Great  West -

the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  have 
paid  for  the  same.  Consequently,  it  is  clear  from 
this  record  that  although  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association  is  the  applicant,  and  H.  R. 

their  feet? — A.  I  assume  I  would  be  the  guarantor.  I  am 
the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Company. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  Miss  Duvall  was  the 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation? — A.  No,  Duvall 
was  the  Great  Western. 

Q.  Let  me  get  that  straight.  The  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation  is  your  present  organization  ? — A.  Yes, 
sir. 

Q.  That  is  the  organization  that  you  are  president  of? — 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  But  the  new  organization  is  the  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association  ? — A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  the  point  I  was  trying  to  get  at  was,  how  will  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  get  the  funds  with 
which  to  inaugurate  this  program  and  establish  these  sta¬ 
tions? — A.  Well,  transfer  the  stock. 

Q.  To  whom? — A.  To  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration. 

Q.  That  is  the  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association? — A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  Miss  Duvall  holds  that  stock  now  ? — A.  Yes,  sir 
(R.  86-7). 

(By  Mr.  Berry) : 

Q.  So  far  as  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion  right  now  is  concerned,  the  only  asset  it  has  is  the 
$1,000  which  I  understand  you  put  in  the  hands  of  Miss 
Duvall,  that  is  the  fact? — A.  That  was  the  necessary  cash 
they  needed  for  the  present. 

Q.  Without  stating  as  to  the  elements,  that  $1,000  was 
for  organization  and  counsels’  fees  and  expenses  necessary 
to  organize  the  company? — A.  Yes,  sir;  exactly  that. 

Q.  So  that  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association 
has  no  cash  to  its  credit  in  any  bank  at  the  present  time  ? — 
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ern  Broadcasting  Association ,  Inc.,  does  not  now 
have  funds  available  to  construct  and  operate  the 
two  stations  for  which  it  made  application  to  the 
Commission ;  and  that  the  plan  for  getting  the  funds 
necessary  to  build  these  stations  contemplates  a 
transfer  of  the  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  to  the 
Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  ( KDYL ) 
(R.  86,  87,  89,  90)  .10 

The  confusion  in  the  testimony  of  the  witness 
Fox,  with  respect  to  the  ownership  of  the  majority 
of  the  stock  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  as  we  have  already  pointed  out, 
makes  it  impossible  to  determine  who  actually 
does  own  that  stock,  but  the  record  is  uncontra¬ 
dicted  on  the  point  that  neither  H.  R.  Duvall  nor 

10 (By  Mr.  Berry)  : 

Q.  And  do  you  state  that  you  furnished  the  money  to 
Miss  Duvall? — A.  Yes,  sir;  through  my  attorney. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  the  estimated  total  installation 
cost  would  be  of  the  organization? — A.  I  assume  that  that 
installation  cost  would  be  around  five  thousand  to  six 
thousand  dollars  per  station. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  say  has  now  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Miss  Duvall? — A.  There  is  available  approxi¬ 
mately  $16,000. 

Q.  I  know,  but  available  from  what  source? — A.  In  cash, 
you  mean,  from  the  guarantor?  The  Intermountain  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  will  guarantee  the  financing  of  the  two 
stations. 

Q.  How  will  that  be  guaranteed — that  is  one  thing  I  do 
not  understand.  Who  guarantees  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Company  will  get  the  necessary  funds  to  es^ 
tablish  and  operate  these  stations  sufficient  to  put  them  on 
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Duvall  or  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion,  the  principal  stockholder,  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association  is  not  the  real  party  in 
interest  here,  that  party  being  the  Intermountain 
Broadcasting  Corporation. 

A.  I  have  definitely  committed  myself,  Mr.  Berry,  to  finance 
the  two  stations  if  given  a  permit. 

Q.  And  in  what  way  has  that  committal  been  evidenced  ? — 
A.  In  the  statement  that  was  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Q.  Well,  now-,  you  mean  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association? — A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  the  statement — you  say  that  is  on  file? — 
A.  That  is  the  corporation  papers  that  have  been  filed  for 
the  Great  Western. 

Q.  I  am  sorry,  but  I  do  not  get  it. — A.  In  other  words,  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  shows  cash  of 
$1,000,  and  other  securities  of  $15,000,  and  I  have  pledged 
other  securities. 

Q.  Where  have  you  pledged  them,  and  how? — A.  I  have 
set  aside  so  much  stock  for  this  purpose. 

Q.  You  mean,  that  you  have  set  it  aside  out  of  your  own 
private  papers,  or  in  your  bank  book,  or  where? — A.  As 
I - 

Q.  That  is  going  back  to  what  I  asked  you  as  far  as  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association  is  concerned,  it  has 
no  assets  of  its  own  now  except  its  charter  ? — A.  That  is  all, 
it  has  its  charter. 

Q.  Now,  this  statement,  Mr.  Fox  prepared  December  31, 
1934,  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  who  made 
up  that  statement  ? — A.  Our  bookkeeper  and  auditor. 

Q.  Now,  to  get  it  into  the  record  so  that  I  will  understand 
it,  is  there  anything  on  any  piece  of  paper  or  any  contract  of 
any  kind  that  you  know  of  that  provides  that  the  [amounts] 
shown  on  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  bal¬ 
ance  sheet  of  December  31,  1934,  would  be  available  or  are 
available  for  the  purpose  of  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association  under  its  charter? — A.  There  has  been  nothing 
prepared  (R.  89-90). 
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The  spirit  and  letter  of  the  Communications  Act 
of  1934  require  that  the  licensee  of  any  radio 
station  be  the  real  party  in  interest.  The  burden 
of  proof  upon  any  application  for  a  station  license 
is  upon  the  applicant.  Technical  Radio  Labora¬ 
tory  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission ,  59  App.  D.  C. 
125,  36  F.  (2d)  111  (1929)  ;  KFKB  Broadcasting 
Association ,  Inc.,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission, 
60  App.  D.  C.  79,  47  F.  (2d)  670  (1931)  ;  Riker  v. 
Federal  Radio  Commission,  60  App.  D.  C.  373, 
55  F.  (2d)  535  (1931) ;  Beebe  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  61  App.  D.  C.  273,  61  F.  (2d)  914 
(1932) ;  Strawbridge  &  Clothier  (Station  WFI) 
y.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  61  App.  D.  C.  68, 
57  F.  (2d)  434  (1932).  We  respectfully  submit 
that  the  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.,  has  wholly  failed  to  show  on  this 
record  that  it  is  legally  or  financially  qualified,  and 
that,  since  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion  is  not  the  applicant,  its  financial  and  legal 
qualifications,  as  shown  by  the  record,  are  wholly 
immaterial  to  this  proceeding. 

Sections  309  (a)  and  319  (b)  of  the  Act  (48  Stat. 
1085,  1089)  authorize  the  Commission  to  grant 
licenses  and  construction  permits  without  a  hear¬ 
ing  if  it  determines  from  an  examination  of  any 
application  that  public  interest,  convenience,  and 
necessity  would  be  served  thereby.  Construction 
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permits,  station  licenses,  and  other  authorizations 
under  this  authority  have  been,  and  are  from  time 
to  time,  granted  by  the  Commission  without  hear¬ 
ing.  In  satisfying  the  statutory  mandate  that 
such  grants  shall  be  in  the  public  interest,  con¬ 
venience,  and  necessity,  the  Commission  must 
necessarily  rely  upon  statements  made  under  oath 
in  the  application  for  its  information  in  reaching 
such  determinations.  So,  too,  must  any  person 
interested  rely  upon  statements  in  the  applica¬ 
tion.  When  a  construction  permit  is  granted, 
Section  319  (b)  of  the  Act  requires  that  a  license 
shall  he  issued  if  the  obligations  contained  in  the 
application  and  permit  have  been  met. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Commission  is  unable 
to  determine  from  an  examination  of  any  applica¬ 
tion  that  the  granting  will  serve  public  interest, 
convenience,  and  necessity,  it  designates  them  for 
public  hearing  upon  issues  to  he  determined  from 
the  information  contained  in  the  application,  and 
notice  thereof  is  given  to  all  interested  parties.  In 
the  case  at  bar,  notice  was  given  the  Great  West¬ 
ern  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  of  the  desig¬ 
nation  for  hearing  of  each  of  its  applications,  and 
one  of  the  issues  therein  named  was  “to  determine 
the  legal,  technical,  financial,  and  other  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  applicant  to  construct  and  operate  the 
proposed  station”  (R.  38-40,  49-51). 
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Applications  may  be  changed  by  means  of  prop¬ 
erly  filed  amendments  (Rule  103.8) 11 ,  which  must 
be  submitted  under  oath.12 

An  application,  defective  on  its  face,  will  be  re¬ 
turned  (Rule  104.1) 13 ;  repetitious  applications  will 
hot  be  entertained  (Rule  104.7). 14  These  rules 

11  Where  other  parties  will  not  be  aggrieved  or  adversely 
affected  thereby  an  applicant  may  amend  or  withdraw  his 
application  without  prejudice  at  any  time  up  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  a  hearing  thereon. 

Where  such  amendment  changes  the  frequency,  power, 
hours  of  operation,  equipment,  location  of  station  (or  points 
of  communication  or  approximate  location  in  case  of  stations 
other  than  broadcast),  or  such  amendment  or  withdrawal 
aggrieves  or  adversely  affects  other  parties,  no  amendment 
to,  or  withdrawal  of,  any  application  will  be  permitted 
without  prejudice,  unless  such  amendment  is  filed,  or  such 
withdrawal  is  requested,  not  later  than  30  days  before  said 
hearing.

13  If  an  applicant,  by  specific  request  of  the  Commission, 
is  required  to  file  any  documents  or  information  not  included 
in  the  prescribed  application  forms,  a  failure  to  comply 
therewith  shall  constitute  a  defect  in  the  application,  and 
the  application  will  not  be  considered  by  the  Commission. 
Any  application  which  is  not  filed  in  accordance  "with  the 
Commission’s  regulations  with  respect  to  the  form  used, 
manner  of  execution  and  completeness  of  answer  to  questions 
therein  required  will  not  be  considered  by  the  Commission. 
Each  such  application  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Commission,  together  with  a  brief  state¬ 
ment  of  the  respect  in  which  it  is  defective. 

14  Where  an  applicant  has  more  than  one  application  pend¬ 
ing  for  essentially  the  same  instrument  of  authorization, 
with  respect  to  the  character  of  station,  type  of  service,  and 
the  territory  sought  to  be  served,  the  Commission  shall  de- 
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demonstrate  why  the  applicant  must  be  the  real 
party  in  interest  and  why  the  facts  submitted  by 


him  must  be  full  and  correct. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Communications  Act 
of  1934  a  permit  or  license  is  a  personal  grant 
made  upon  the  basis  of  the  qualifications  of  the 


termine  which  of  such  applications  shall  be  first  considered 
by  it.  .  j 

Where  an  applicant  has  an  application  pending  and 
undecided,  no  other  inconsistent  or  conflicting  application 
filed  by  or  upon  behalf  of  the  same  party  will  be  accepted 
for  consideration. 

Where  an  applicant  has  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  with  respect  to  a  particular  application,  and  the 
Commission  has,  after  hearing  or  default,  denied  the  appli¬ 
cation,  or  dismissed  it  with  prejudice,  it  will  not  consider  or 
designate  for  hearing  another  application  by  the  same  appli¬ 
cant,  or  for  his  successor  or  assignee,  until  after  the  lapse  of 
periods  of  time  as  follows : 

(a)  Where  the  second  application  is  for  exactly  or  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  instrument  of  authorization  with  respect 
to  class  of  station,  the  privileges,  terms,  and  conditions  re¬ 
quested,  and  the  territory  sought  to  be  served,  a  period  of 
12  months  must  elapse  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  denial 
of  the  first  application. 

(b)  Where  the  second  application  is  for  the  same  kind  of 
instrument  of  authorization,  but  differs  materially  from  the 
first  application  as  to  class  of  station,  the  privileges,  terms, 
and  conditions  requested,  or  the  territory  sought  to  be  served, 
a  period  of  6  months  must  elapse  from  and  after  the  date  of 
the  denial  of  the  first  application. 

The  foregoing  provisions  shall  have  no  application  where, 
since  the  denial  of  the  first  application,  there  has  been  a 
material  change  in  the  facilities  available  for  designation  to 
the  particular  service  sought  to  be  established  in  the  territory 
sought  to  be  served. 
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grantee  as  shown  in  his  application.  Eastdbrook, 
Recfr  v.  Public  Utilities  Commission,  147  N.  E. 

'  761  (Ohio,  1925) ;  Red  Ball  Transit  Co.  v.  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  147  N.  E.  762  (Ohio,  1925) ; 
Pennsylvania  R.  Co.  v.  Public  Utilities  Commis¬ 
sion,  116  Ohio  St.  80  (1928).  In  conformity  with 
this  principle,  the  permit  or  license  may  not  be 
transferred  in  any  manner  without  the  consent  of 
the  Commission.  (Section  310  (b),  48  Stat.  1086; 
Section  319  (b),  48  Stat.  1090.)  Appellant  Great 
Western  has  no  permit  or  license  it  can  assign; 
it  is  merely  an  applicant  for  construction  permits. 
The  Commission  on  the  record  before  it,  could  not 
find  the  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association 
legally  qualified  since  the  real  party  in  interest 
is  the  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation; 
the  Commission  could  not  find,  on  this  record,  that 
the  applicant,  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  financially  qualified,  and  the  Inter¬ 
mountain  Broadcasting  Corporation  is  not  the  ap¬ 
plicant. 

It  is  earnestly  submitted  that  the  record  fully 
sustains  the  findings  of  the  Commission. 

b.  Proposed  program  service 

The  Commission  found  that  the  applicant  of¬ 
fered  no  definite  plans  as  to  program  service.  A 
witness  for  the  applicant  stated  that  technical  as¬ 
sistance  would  be  available  from  the  staff  of  Sta¬ 
tion  KDYL  (R.  80).  The  same  witness  (and  the 
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only  witness  offered  by  applicant  who  testified  con¬ 
cerning  its  program  plans)  however,  asserted,  “I 
am  not  making  any  statements  as  to  how  we  would 

operate  our  programs.  That  would  be  entirely 
left  to  the  time,  if  granted  a  permit,  that  is  left  to 
the  future  to  decide  on  the  operation”  (R.  85).  On 
the  basis  of  this  showing,  we  respectfully  submit 
the  Commission’s  finding  that  the  applicant  of¬ 
fered  no  definite  plans  as  to  program  service,  was 
entirely  justified. 

c.  Failure  of  appellant  to  answer  material  ques¬ 
tions  in  the  applications 

In  Section  4-c  (B.  29  et  seq.)  of  their  argument 
the  appellants  vigorously  contend  that  “the  Com¬ 
mission’s  finding  that  the  appellant  had  failed  to 
supply  necessary  information  was  arbitrary  and 
capricious  in  that  the  appellant  was  following  the 
established  administrative  practice  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion.”  The  “administrative  practice”  referred  to 
is  the  granting  of  applications  subject  to  compli- 

i 

ance  with  Rule  131  (relating  to  antenna  specifica¬ 
tions  and  site).  We  agree  that  such  practice  ex¬ 
ists.  But  there  are  other  unanswered  questions 
which  have  no  reference  to  Rule  131  or  the  prac¬ 
tice  above  outlined .  For  example,  in  answering 
Question  15  (a)  of  the  application  the  transmitter 
type  number  is  not  given  (R.  25,  44).  This  infor¬ 
mation  is  required  by  Section  319  (a)  of  the 
Act  (“This  application  shall  set  forth  *  *  * 
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the  type  of  transmitting  apparatus  to  be  used 
*  *  *”).  No  answer  is  given  to  inquiries  in 
Question  15  (n)  concerning  the  name  and  type 
number  of  frequency  monitor  or  the  Commission 
approval  number  thereof  (R.  26,  45).  In  answer¬ 
ing  Question  19  (R.  27,  46)  the  cost  of  the  trans¬ 
mitter  and  studio  are  not  set  forth  as  separate 
items.  Definite  location  of  the  studio  is  not  given 
in  answering  Question  24  (R.  28,  47).  Each  of  the 
above  questions  was  answered  by  applicant 
Powers,  et  al.  The  finding  of  the  Commission  that 
the  appellants  failed  to  supply  information  called 
for  by  questions  in  the  applications  is  amply  justi¬ 
fied  by  the  remissions  pointed  out  above. 

2.  Concerning  appellant  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 

(Station  KDYL) 

a.  Appellant  is  not  aggrieved  or  its  interests  ad¬ 
versely  affected  by  the  action  of  the  Commission 
in  granting  the  application  of  Powers ,  et  cd. 

As  previously  pointed  out,  this  appellant  is  be¬ 
fore  this  Court  by  virtue  of  Section  402  (b)  (2)  of 
the  Act  as  one  who  is  aggrieved  and  whose  interests 
are  adversely  affected  by  the  Order  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  granting  the  application  of  Powers,  et  al.  for  a 
new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  In  its  4 ‘Rea¬ 
son  for  Appeal”  and  in  its  Brief  the  appellant 
makes  no  claim  that  interference  will  be  caused  to 
any  existing  station  because  of  the  grant,  or  that 
injurious  competition  for  audience,  revenue,  and 
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program  material  would  result,  nor  has  it  intro¬ 
duced  any  evidence  in  support  of  any  such  conten¬ 
tion. 

Appellant  claims,  rather,  that  existing  service  in 
Salt  Lake  City  is  adequate,  and  consequently  there 
is  no  need  for  the  service  proposed  by  Powers,  et  al. 
But  the  Commission  found  that  there  was  a  need 
and  we  will  hereinafter  show  that  the  record  fully 
supports  this  finding  (pp.  32,  33). 

We  maintain  that  this  appellant,  having  aban¬ 
doned  any  claim  that  Station  KDYL  would  be  ad¬ 
versely  affected,  may  not  raise  an  issue  as  to  the 
question  of  need.  WREC,  Inc.,  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  62  App.  D.  C.  312,  67  F.  (2d)  578 
(1933). 

If  the  appellant,  Intermountain  Broadcasting 
Corporation,  is  raising  the  question  of  need  be¬ 
cause  granting  Powers,  et  al.  a  permit  to  operate  at 
Salt  Lake  City  on  the  frequency  1,500  he  might, 
hy  reason  of  interference,  preclude  granting  the 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  ap¬ 
plication  to  use  the  same,  frequency  at  Logan  (R. 
134,  135),  then  we  submit  appellant,  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  may  not  raise  that 
issue  as  it  is  not  the  applicant.  No  amendment 
was  ever  made  of  the  Great  Western  application 
to  substitute  Intermountain  as  the  applicant,  and 
manifestly  no  assignment  has  been  approved  by 
the  Commission. 

It  is  affirmatively  evident  from  the  record  in  this 
case  that  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
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(KDYL)  has  not  been  aggrieved  or  its  interests 
adversely  affected  by  the  grant  of  a  local  non¬ 
network  station,  to  a  city  having  185,000  popula¬ 
tion,  served  by  two  network  stations,  one  of  which 
(KDYL)  broadcasts  network  programs  on  an 
average  of  400  hours  a  month  (R.  615)  and  further, 
in  view  of  the  fact,  that  despite  paying  salaries 
ranging  as  high  as  $1,200  a  month,  also  pays  sub¬ 
stantial  dividends  on  the  corporate  stock  (R.  161- 
165). 

3.  Concerning  the.  grant  of  the  Powers,  et  al.  application 

a.  Need  for  the  service  proposed  by  Powers  et  al . 

In  1930  the  population  of  the  metropolitan  area 
of  Salt  Lake  City  was  approximately  185,000. 
Primary  broadcasting  service  in  this  area  is  ren¬ 
dered  by  two  stations,  KDYL  and  KSL  (R.  133) 
(the  latter  station  is  owned  by  the  Radio  Service 
Corporation  of  Utah,  and  operates  on  1130  kc,  with 
50  kw  power,  unlimited  time) .  Station  KSL  is  affil¬ 
iated  with  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  Company  and 
appears  to  devote  about  50  per  cent  of  its  time  to 
network  programs  (R.  669).  KDYL  averages 
400  hours  of  National  Broadcasting  Company  net¬ 
work  programs  a  month  (R.  615).  The  manager 
of  KSL  testified  that  in  his  opinion  a  100  watt 
station  would  not  provide  competition,  and  that  a 
station  operating  even  24  hours  a  day  would  not 
afford  facilities  for  all  who  might  desire  them  (R. 
229) .  Powers,  et  al.  propose  to  render  a  local  serv¬ 
ice  entirely  (R.  408).  The  high  cost  of  broadcast 
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forth  the  names  of  the  individual  partners  who  con¬ 
duct  business  under  an  assumed  trade  name.  We 
do  not  believe  that  the  statute  is  relevant  as  the 
application  was  filed  under  the  true  names  of  the 
partners. 

Appellants  contend  that  the  Commission  de¬ 
parted  from  “ established  standards  of  conduct” 
in  granting  the  Powers,  et  al.,  application  because 
such  action  “will  necessitate  the  filing  of  a  subse¬ 
quent  application  for  assignment  of  the  station 
license.”  The  long  line  of  Commission  decisions 
cited  by  counsel  serve  only  to  show  the  Commis¬ 
sion’s  consistency  in  denying  applications  for  per¬ 
mits  wiiere  questions  as  to  assignment  or  transfer 
of  control  were  presented.  After  careful  exam¬ 
ination  of  all  the  evidence,  the  Commission  con¬ 
cluded  in  this  case  that  no  definite  plan  to  assign 
the  permit  was  before  it.  A  witness  for  the  ap¬ 
plicant  testified  that  sometime  in  the  future  a  cor¬ 
poration  might  be  formed.  No  agreement  exists 
that  this  be  done  (R.  283).  (See  also  R.  286,  testi¬ 
mony  of  witness  W rathall :  “  Well  as  things  are  now 
there  is  no  definite  agreement”).  As  showing  in¬ 
tention  to  assign  the  permit  appellants  insist  that 
“the  continued  operation  of  the  proposed  station 
will  be  dependent  on  the  financial  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  by  Mr.  Dan  Shields”  (B.  41).  This  conten¬ 
tion  is  manifestly  against  the  evidence.  Mr. 
Shields  testified  that  he  is  not  a  member  of  the 
partnership  (R.  354),  and  that  he  is  willing  to  help 
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time  charged  by  existing  stations  prevented  a 
church  from  broadcasting  (R.  422).  Duly  authen¬ 
ticated  stenographic  transcripts  of  the  programs 
broadcast  for  several  days  over  Stations  KSL  and 
KDYL  show  that  the  majority  of  time  on  the  air, 
and  the  best  broadcast  hours  are  devoted  to  network 
programs  (R.  464  to  557). 

Appellants  vigorously  challenge  the  Commis¬ 
sion’s  finding  as  to  need  on  the  theory  that  it  is 
based  upon  a  “ hearsay  survey.”  This ,  of  course , 
is  not  the  fact.  Other  evidence  hereinbefore  dis¬ 
cussed,  which  is  not  attached ,  in  itself  amply  justi¬ 
fies  the  finding  as  to  need.  Furthermore,  each  of 
the  parties  making  said  survey  testified  concerning 
it,  and  in  fact  were  cross-examined  hy  the  appel¬ 
lants’  counsel  (R.  407-412,  433-435,  448-456). 
Upon  this  foundation  the  survey  was  admitted  in 
evidence  and  given  its  proper  weight  as  cumulative 
showing  on  the  issue.  It  is  respectfully  submitted 
that  even  if  the  Commission  erred  in  admitting 
the  survey  (which  we  deny),  these  appellants  may 
not  claim  prejudice  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  find¬ 
ing  as  to  need  may  be  supported  abundantly  by  evi¬ 
dence  other  than  the  survey,  Bilohumsky  v.  Tod , 
263  U.  S.  149, 157  (1923). 

b.  Legal  qualifications 

The  applicant  partnership  was  formed  pursuant 
to  an  oral  agreement  (R.  112, 113).  It  is  asserted 
that  the  applicant  has  not  complied  with  a  Utah 
statute  requiring  the  filing  of  an  affidavit  setting 
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because  of  family  friendship  (R.  355.  See  also  R. 
289).  Witness  Wrathall  categorically  stated  that 
Mr.  Shields  has  no  financial  interest  in  the  appli¬ 
cant  (R.273).  It  appears,  moreover,  that  financial 
assistance  from  Mr.  Shields  will  he  unnecessary 
(R.  289). 

c.  Financial  qualifications 
The  partnership  has  $3,668.16  on  deposit  in  a 
bank  (R.  384)  ;  partner  David  G.  Smith  has  assets 
worth  $15,000  (R.  352),  and  the  vice-president  of  a 
bank  testified  that  Mr.  Smith  could  finance  a  busi¬ 
ness  to  the  extent  of  $10,000  (R.  358)  ;  partner  Jack 
Lee  Powers  has  $1,000  in  cash,  which  is  available  to 
finance  the  proposed  station  (R.  355).  Partner 
Frank  C.  Carman,  a  radio  engineer,  has  equipment 
valued  at  $800  (R.  357).  Partner  Grant  Wrathall 
testified  that  he  has  an  interest  in  the  estates  of  his 
father  and  mother,  who  are  both  deceased  (R.  115, 
116,  122,  123).  He  values  the  estates  at  $5,000 
(R.  116,  285).  He  is  one  of  four  heirs  among 
whom  the  estates  will  be  divided  (R.  123).  In  the 
Petition  for  Letters  of  Administration  of  his 
mother’s  estate  her  property  was  valued  at  $850 
(R.  619).  Mr.  Wrathall  testified,  however,  that 
this  sum  did  not  include  his  father’s  estate  (R. 
285).  His  interest  will  be  made  available  to 
finance  the  proposed  station  (R.  116).  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  transmitter,  studio,  and  antenna 
will  cost  $5,900  (R.  57),  and  the  operating  cost  is 
approximated  at  $1,200  a  month  (R.  442). 
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The  Commission  found  the  partners  to  be  finan¬ 
cially  qualified,  and  it  is  respectfully  submitted  the 
f  oregoing  evidence  sustains  that  finding. 

d.  Technical  qualifications 

Mr.  Carman  holds  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Science 
in  radio  engineering,  from  the  University  of  Utah. 
He  has  held  radio  licenses  since  1924  (R.  406). 
Mr.  Wrathall  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Utah  with  a  degree  in  electrical  engineering  and  a 
major  in  communications  engineering  (R.  96). 
He  is  a  licensed  operator  (R.  97).  Mr.  Smith  is  a 
business  man  (R.  96,  351-54,  358).  Mr.  Powers  is 
employed  in  a  hardware  store  (R.  356).  A  com¬ 
petent  staff  will  be  employed  (R.  101,  102,  430). 
The  Commission  engineer  testified  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  station  “site  is  approved  and  the  transmitter 
is  satisfactory  and  complies  with  the  rules.  No 
interference  is  expected  with  any  other  existing 
station”  (R.  137). 

e.  Proposed  program  service  and  talent  available 

The  sole  purpose  of  the  proposed  station  is  to 
serve  the  people  of  Salt  Lake  City  (R.  104).  Local 
talent  will  be  featured,  especially  from  6 : 00  to 
10:00  p.  m.  (R.  105).  The  station  will  be  avail¬ 
able  as  an  open  forum  for  discussion  to  any  local 
reputable  organization  (R.  105).  Recorded  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  used  part  of  the  time,  but  these  will 
be  reduced  gradually  as  the  station  becomes  better 
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established  and  more  able  to  pay  for  live  talent 
(R.  439-442) .  The  music  hall  of  the  University  of 
Utah  will  be  available  for  special  broadcasts  (R. 
103).  Many  types  of  programs  may  be  originated 
there,  including  musical  entertainment  and  scien¬ 
tific  discussions  (R.  104) .  The  Church  of  the  Lat¬ 
ter  Day  Saints  encourages  musical  education  and 
in  Salt  Lake  City  has  at  least  six  high  grade  bands 
and  four  glee  clubs  (R.  102).  Musical  talent  is 
also  available  from  the  University  of  Utah  and  sev¬ 
eral  schools  of  music  (R.  431,  432). 

We  respectfully  submit  that  on  the  record  the 
evidence  fully  sustains  the  Commission’s  finding 
that  this  applicant  is  qualified  in  all  respects. 

B.  THE  DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSION  OF 
WHICH  APPELLANTS  COMPLAIN  IS  NOT  IN 
VIOLATION  OF  SECTION  307  (b)  OF  THE  COM¬ 
MUNICATIONS  ACT  OF  1934,  AS  AMENDED 
BY  THE  ACT  APPROVED  JUNE  5,  1936  (49 
STAT.  1475),  AND  IS  NOT  IN  CONFLICT  WITH 
ANY  RULE  OR  REGULATION  OF  THE  COM¬ 
MISSION 

Section  307  (a)  of  the  Act  (48  Stat.  1083)  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  granting  of  applications  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  “if  public  convenience,  interest,  or  neces¬ 
sity  will  be  served  thereby,”  subject  to  the  limi¬ 
tations  of  this  Act.  A  limitation  is  set  forth  in 
Secton  307  (b)  of  the  Act,  as  amended  June 
1936,  as  follows : 

In  considering  applications  for  licenses, 
and  modifications  and  renewals  thereof, 
when  and  insofar  as  there  is  demand  for  the 


same  the  Commission  shall  make  such  dis¬ 
tribution  of  licenses,  frequencies,  hours  of 
operation,  and  of  power  among  the  several 
States  and  communities  as  to  provide  a  fair, 
efficient,  and  equitable  distribution  of  radio 
service  to  each  of  the  same. 

The  need  for  the  service  in  the  Salt  Lake  City 
area  has  been  discussed  heretofore.  It  has  been 
shown,  likewise,  that  in  this  proceeding  no  quali¬ 
fied  applicant  applied  for  permits  in  Provo  or 
Logan.  By  the  grant  made  in  this  case  the  latter 
communities  are  not  precluded  from  receiving 
broadcast  facilities.  Powers,  et  al.,  proposed  to 
render  a  service  in  the  important  metropolitan 
area  of  Salt  Lake  City  which  is  not  duplicated  by 
any  station  in  that  area.  We  submit,  therefore, 
that  the  granting  of  the  Powers,  et  al.,  application 
was  in  full  accord  with  the  applicable  provisions 
of  the  Act.  But  even  if,  in  granting  the  Powers, 
et  al.,  application,  the  Commission  had  violated  the 
above-cited  provisions  of  the  statute,  or  its  Rules 
and  Regulations  (which  we  deny),  we  fail  to  see 
how  appellants  can  take  advantage  thereby  in  a 
collateral  attack  on  the  Commission’s  decision. 
( WREC ,  Inc.,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  62 
App.  D.  C.  312.) 

C.  APPELLANTS  WERE  ACCORDED  A  FAIR 

HEARING 

The  essentials  of  a  fair  hearing  are  proper 
notice  thereof  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
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{Simon  v.  Craft,  182  U.  S.  427.)  Appellant  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.,  had  notice 
of  the  issues  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hear¬ 
ing  on  its  applications  and  on  the  application  of 
Powers,  et  al.  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration  was  allowed  to  intervene  and  participate 
fully  in  the  hearing  on  the  application  of  Powers  et 
al.  Thus,  the  appellants  had  an  unusually  fair  op¬ 
portunity  to  be  heard,  of  which  they  took  full  ad¬ 
vantage,  including  the  presentation  of  evidence; 
the  privilege  of  cross-examining  all  of  the  other 
parties  to  the  consolidated  hearing;  the  filing  of 
exceptions  to  the  Examiner’s  Report;  and  the 
presentation  of  oral  argument  before  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  Broadcast  Division. 

We  have  heretofore  discussed  the  contention  of 
the  appellants  that  the  Commission  erred  in  con¬ 
sidering  a  ‘ 6  hearsay  survey.  ”  We  have  also  shown 
from  the  record  that  the  Commission  did  not  de¬ 
part  from  established  “administrative  practice” 
or  “standards  of  conduct”  in  finding  that  appel¬ 
lant  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc., 
failed  to  answer  material  questions  in  the  applica¬ 
tion.  The  Commission  was  consistent,  likewise,  in 
determining  that  a  question  of  assignment  of 
license  was  not  raised  by  the  testimony  offered  on 
behalf  of  Powers,  et  al. 

We  earnestly  assert  that  no  error  prejudicial  to 
the  rights  of  any  party  may  be  found  in  the  Com¬ 
mission ’s  decision,  and  respectfully  submit,  on  the 
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basis  of  the  record,  that  the  appellants  were  ac¬ 
corded  a  fair  hearing  in  full  compliance  with  the 
law  and  the  rules  of  the  Commission.  Technical 
Radio  Laboratory  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  59 
App.  D.  C.  125,  36  F.  (2d)  111 ;  Trinity  Methodist 
Church,  South,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  61 
App.  D.  C.  311,  62  F.  (2d)  850,  cert.  den.  288 
U.  S.  599. 

D.  THE  FINDINGS  OF  FACT  BY  THE  COMMISSION, 
SUPPORTED  BY  SUBSTANTIAL  EVIDENCE, 
ARE  CONCLUSIVE  AND  SHOULD  BE  SUS¬ 
TAINED 

That  the  Commission’s  findings  of  fact  are  con¬ 
clusive,  unless  manifestly  against  the  evidence,  is 
established  by  the  following  cases:  Technical 
Radio  Laboratory  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission, 
59  App.  D.  C.  125,  36  F.  (2d)  111 ;  C.  L.  Carrell  v. 
Federal  Radio  Commission,  59  App.  D.  C.  131,  36 
F.  (2d)  117;  City  of  New  York  v.  Federal  Radio 
Commission,  59  App.  D.  C.  129,  36  F.  (2d)  115; 
Havens  &  Martin,  Inc.,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commis¬ 
sion,  59  App.  D.  C.  393,  45  F.  (2d)  295;  W.  O. 
Ansley,  Jr.,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  60  App. 
D.  C.  19,  46  F.  (2d)  600;  General  Broadcasting 
System,  Inc.,  v.  Federal  Radio  Commission,  60 
App.  D.  C.  64,  47  F.  (2d)  426,  in  which  this  court 
said: 

The  question  at  issue  is  one  of  fact  which 
the  Commission  has  decided  after  hearing 
all  of  the  evidence.  The  present  appeal  calls 
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upon  this  court  to  determine  whether  the 
decision  is  manifestly  against  the  evidence. 
If  so,  it  should  be  reversed ;  if  not,  it  should 
be  affirmed. 

Marquette  University  v.  Federal  Radio  Commis¬ 
sion ,  60  App.  D.  C.  44, 47  F.  (2d)  406,  in  which  this 

court  said : 

* 

This  case  turns  solely  upon  a  question  of 
fact,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Commission  is 
vested  with  authority  to  regulate  the  licens¬ 
ing  of  broadcasting  stations  in  such  a  man¬ 
ner  as  to  best  subserve  public  interest, 
convenience,  and  necessity,  the  Court  will 
hesitate  to  set  aside  a  finding  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  unless  it  appears  to  be  manifestly 
contrary  to  the  evidence.

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IV.  CONCLUSION

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STATEMENT. 

These  appeals  arise  under  Sections  402(b)  (1)  and 
(2)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  (48  Stat.  1093), 
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from  an  Order  and  decision  of  the  Commission,1  en¬ 
tered  May  1,  1936,  effective  September  8, 1936,  (R.  695, 
696)  at  3  A.M.,  Eastern  Standard  Time,  granting  the 
application  of  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman,  David 
G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  as  Utah 
Broadcasting  Company,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  for  a 
construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  broadcast  station 
at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  operate  on  the  frequency, 
1500  kilocycles,  with  100  watts  power  and  for  unlimited 
hours  of  operation ;  and  denying  an  application  filed  in 
the  name  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association, 
Inc.,  Logan,  Utah,  for  a  construction  permit  to  erect  a 
new  broadcast  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  on 
the  frequency  1500  kilocycles,  with  100  watts  power  for 
unlimited  hours  of  operation. 

Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation,  appellant 
(No.  6854),  is  the  licensee  of  an  existing  radiobroad¬ 
casting  station  known  by  the  call  letters  KDYL  operat¬ 
ing  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  the  frequency  1290  kilo¬ 
cycles,  with  power  of  5  kilowatts  day — 1  kilowatt  night 
(R.  18-22).  It  appeals  from  the  grant  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  Jack  Powers  et  al.  (R.  11-14),  on  the  grounds 
that  there  is  no  need  for  an  additional  station  in  Salt 
Lake  City  and  that  Powers  et  al.  are  not  properly 
qualified. 

On  July  6, 1934,  there  was  filed  with  the  Commission 
in  the  name  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Assoeia- 


1  ‘  ‘  Commission  ’  ’  refers  to  the  Federal  Radio  Commission,  or  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Communications  Commission.  Prior  to  July  17,  1934,  when  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  was  organized  pursuant  to  Section 
607  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  (48  Stat.  1105),  the  Federal 
Radio  Commission  was  the  licensing  authority  under  the  Communications 
Act  of  1927.  The  orders,  rules  and  regulations,  etc.,  of  the  Federal 
Radio  Commission  were  continued  in  effect  by  operation  of  48  Stat.  1103. 
As  used  herein  the  term  “Commission”  includes  the  Broadcast  Division 
of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  created  pursuant  to  48  Stat. 
1068. 
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tion,  Inc.,  appellant  herein  (No.  6852)  an  application 
for  a  construction  permit  to  erect  a  new  broadcast  sta-  * 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah,  to  operate  unlimited  hours  on  the 
frequency  1500  kilocycles,  with  100  watts  power.  (R. 
41-48) 

On  October  22, 1934,  Jack  Powers,  Frank  C.  Carman, 
David  G.  Smith  and  Grant  Wrathall,  doing  business  as 
Utah  Broadcasting  Company,  filed  with  the  Commis¬ 
sion  an  application  for  a  construction  permit  to  erect  a 
new  broadcast  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  to  op¬ 
erate  unlimited  hours  on  the  frequency  1500  kilocycles, 
with  100  watts  power.  (R.  52-67) 

When  the  applications  involved  in  these  appeals  were 
heard,  the  Commission  had  before  it  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  applications  for  the  use  of  various  frequencies 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Logan  and  Provo,  Utah:

The  Commission,  being  unable  to  determine  from  an 
examination  of  all  of  the  competing  applications  before 
it  that  the  granting  of  any  of  them  would  serve  public 
interest,  convenience  and  necessity,  designated  them 
for  public  hearing  before  an  Examiner  in  accordance 
with  Section  309(a)  of  the  Act  (48  Stat.  1085).  (R.  701; 
37;  48-49;  60) 

Notices  of  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  of  the  is¬ 
sues  to  be  determined  upon  the  applications  involved 
were  given  the  applicants  and  other  interested  parties. 
(R.  701;  38-40;  49-51;  65-67)  Thereafter,  on  January 
30,  1935,  pursuant  to  said  notices,  the  matters  involved 
came  on  for  hearing  before  the  Examiner  (R.  68-74) 
Thereafter,  on  request  of  the  applicants,  Powers  et  al., 
the  Commission  remanded  the  applications  for  further 
hearing  on  August  7,  1935,  with  notice  to  all  interested 
parties.  (R.  673;  701)  Meanwhile,  on  July  23,  1935, 
pursuant  to  Order  of  the  Commission,  depositions  vrere 
taken  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  of  certain  witnesses  on 
behalf  of  the  applicants,  Powers  et  al.  (R.  351)  Said 
depositions  were  received  in  evidence  at  the  hearing  on 
August  7,  1935.  (R.  260-261)  On  August  7,  1935,  by 
agreement  of  all  parties,  the  application  of  Powers  et 
al.  was  held  open  by  the  Examiner  until  August  19, 
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1935,  to  permit  certain  respondents  to  file  a  request 
with  the  Commission  to  take  additional  depositions. 
The  request  was  thereafter  filed  and  granted  by  the 
Commission  and  the  record  was  held  open  by  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  until  September  20,  1935,  to  permit  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  said  depositions  in  evidence.  (R.  674;  291- 
295 ;  360 ;  379-380)  The  depositions  were  duly  taken  on 
September  6,  1935,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  behalf 
of  Paul  Q.  Callister,  a  respondent,  (R.  360-400),  and 
on  behalf  of  Powers  et  al.  (R.  401-404)  On  September 
20,  1935,  said  depositions  were  admitted  in  evidence. 
(R.  291-295) 

Thereafter,  and  on  October  29,  1935,  the  Examiner 
submitted  his  Report  (R.  669-694)  in  which  he  reported 
the  pertinent  facts  found  respecting  each  of  the  eight 
applications  involved  in  the  consolidated  hearing.  He 
recommended : 

1.  That  the  application  of  Powers  et  al.  for  con¬ 
struction  permit  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  be  granted. 

2.  That  the  application  of  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  for  construction  per¬ 
mit  to  erect  a  new  station  at  Provo,  Utah,  be 
granted. 

3.  That  all  the  other  applications  be  dismissed  with 
prejudice  or  denied,  respectively.  (R.  693-694) 

Exceptions  having  been  filed  to  the  Examiner’s  Re¬ 
port,  Oral  Argument  on  said  exceptions  was  heard  by 
the  Commission  on  February  16,  1936.  Thereafter  the 
Commission,  as  heretofore  stated,  entered  its  final 
Order  and  decision  on  May  1, 1936.  (R.  704) 

The  two  Callister  applications  were  dismissed  writh 
prejudice,  and  the  applications  of  Utah  Radio  Educa- 
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tional  Society;  Munn  Q.  Cannon,  and  Cache  Valley 
Broadcasting  Service  Company,  were  denied.  No  ap¬ 
peal  has  been  taken  by  any  of  these  applicants,  and  no 
discussion  of  these  applications  is  necessary  to  the  is¬ 
sues  raised  by  the  appeals  herein.  However,  a  com¬ 
plete  list  of  the  applicants  has  been  presented  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  to  this  honorable  Court  a  proper 
picture  of  the  matters  with  which  the  Commission  was 
confronted  throughout  its  consideration  of  the  appli¬ 
cations  involved,  and  at  the  time  it  made  its  Order 
giving  rise  to  these  appeals. 

QUESTIONS  PRESENTED. 

The  primary  question  presented  by  the  appeals  (Nos. 
6852  and  6854)  is  whether  the  Commission  was  justi¬ 
fied,  in  view  of  the  findings  of  fact,  and  of  the  testimony 
introduced  at  the  several  hearings  before  the  Exam¬ 
iner,  in  granting  the  application  of  Powers  et  al.  for  a 
new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  and  in  denying  ap¬ 
plication  filed  by  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Inc.  for  a  new  station  at  Logan,  Utah. 

A  secondary  question  is  whether  the  Court  has  juris¬ 
diction. 


STATEMENT  OF  THE  CASE. 

The  application  of  Powers  et  al.  was  set  for  hearing 
by  the  Commission  upon  the  following  issues : 

1.  To  determine  the  legal,  technical,  financial  and 
other  qualifications  of  applicant  to  construct  and 
operate  the  proposed  station ; 

2.  To  determine  whether  the  application  may  be 
granted  within  the  purview  of  Section  307  of  the 
Communications  Act  of  1934; 
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3.  To  determine  the  need  for  service  in  the  area  pro¬ 
posed  to  he  served ; 

4.  Because  of  the  pendency  of  other  applications  for 
new  stations  at  the  same  place,  particularly  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  Great  Western  Broadcasting  Associa¬ 
tion  (5-P-B-3318) ; 

5.  To  determine  whether  the  granting  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  would  serve  public  interest,  convenience  and 
necessity.  (R.  65) 

i 

The  application  filed  by  Great  Western  Broadcasting 
Association,  Inc.  for  new  station  at  Logan,  Utah,  was 
set  for  hearing  upon  issues,  as  follows : 

1.  To  determine  the  legal,  technical,  financial  and 
other  qualifications  of  the  applicant  to  construct 
and  operate  the  proposed  station ; 

2.  To  determine  the  need  for  additional  service  in  the 
area  proposed  to  be  served ; 

3.  To  determine  whether  the  application  may  be 
granted  within  the  purview  of  Section  307(b)  of 
the  Communications  Act  of  1934; 

4.  Because  of  the  pendency  of  other  applications  with 
which  conflict  may  be  had  or  which  may  involve 
service  to  this  area; 

5.  To  determine  whether  the  granting  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  would  serve  public  interest,  convenience  and 
necessity.  (R.  49-50) 

It  will  be  seen  that  each  of  the  applications  was  set 
for  hearing  upon  identical  issues. 

From  the  testimony  of  witness  Wrathall  (R.  95-131; 
261-291) ;  witness  Fox  (R.  77-93;  147-195),  and  exhibits 
introduced  upon  his  identification;  witness  Glade  (R. 
196-260),  and  exhibits  introduced  upon  his  identifica- 
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tion;  from  the  depositions  of  Frank  C.  Carman  (R.  406- 
412;  430-448;  357-358),  David  G.  Smith  (R.  351-354; 
403-404),  Jack  Lee  Powers  (R.  355-356),  E.  A.  Culbert¬ 
son  (R.  358-359;  360-398),  and  from  the  depositions  of 
other  witnesses  (R.  354-355;  412-429;  448-456;  463- 
575),  the  Commission  found  the  applicants  Powers 
et  al.  to  be  legally,  financially,  technically  and  otherwise 
qualified  to  erect  and  operate  the  proposed  station. 

The  Commission  also  found  there  was  a  need  in  Salt 
Lake  City  for  the  services  proposed  to  be  rendered  by 
Powers  et  al.,  and  that  the  services  proposed  to  be  ren¬ 
dered  would  serve  that  need  and  would  also  serve  pub¬ 
lic  interest. 

The  Commission  further  found,  from  the  testimony 
of  its  Engineer,  John  H.  Barron,  Jr.  (R.  131-146),  that 
the  transmitter  proposed  to  be  installed  by  Powers 
et  al.  was  4 ‘satisfactory  and  complies  with  all  rules”; 
that  “this  site  is  approved”,  and  that  “No  interference 
is  expected  with  any  other  existing  station”.  (R.  137) 

Interveners  herein,  Powers  et  al.,  concede  that  ob¬ 
jectionable  interference  would  have  resulted  had  the 
Commission  granted  the  application  filed  by  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  for  a  new  sta¬ 
tion  at  Logan,  Utah,  and  also  granted  the  application 
of  Powers  et  al.  for  a  new  station  at  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  two  applications  are  mutually  exclusive.  It  is  per¬ 
tinent,  therefore,  to  learn  what  the  Commission  found 
respecting  the  application  filed  by  Great  Western  for  a 
station  at  Logan. 

It  is  a  fair  inference  (R.  705-706)  that  the  Commis¬ 
sion  found  from  the  testimony  of  witness  Fox  (R.  77- 
93;  147-195),  and  from  the  depositions  of  several  wit¬ 
nesses  (R.  327-350),  some  need  for  additional  service 
in  and  around  Logan,  Utah.  However,  it  is  certain, 
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from  the  testimony  of  witness  Fox,  that  applicant 
Great  Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  is  a 
mere  hollow  shell  having  form  but  no  substance  (R.  80- 
82;  84;  86-88;  89);  that  applicant  Great  Western 
Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  is  penniless  (R.  89) : 
that  said  witness  Fox,  and  his  counsel,  engineered  the 
filing  of  the  Great  Western  application  (R.  81-82;  86- 
87)  although  Fox  was  a  complete  stranger  to  the  cor¬ 
poration  Great  Western  Broadcasting,  Inc.;  that,  al¬ 
though  a  stranger  to  the  corporation,  Fox  is  the  real 
party  applicant  (R.  84) ;  and  that  the  applicant  Great 
Western  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  has  no  plans 
concerning  the  rendition  of  service  (R.  85;  88)r 

The  record  is  silent  regarding  the  equipment  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  used  by  Great  Western.  It  is  also  silent  re¬ 
garding  other  means  and  instrumentalities  necessary  to 
be  employed  in  the  operation  of  a  radio  broadcast  sta¬ 
tion.  ; 

Accordingly,  the  Commission  found  that  Great  West¬ 
ern  Broadcasting  Association,  Inc.  was  not  qualified  to 
receive  a  construction  permit  for  a  new  station  at 
Logan,  and,  that  even  if  it  were,  its  plans  of  operation 
were  indefinite  and  uncertain. 

ARGUMENT. 

I. 

The  Determination  of  Questions  of  Fact,  as  Was  Done 
in  the  Instant  Cases  by  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission,  is  Binding  on  Appeal. 

The  following  provision  appears  in  Section  402(e) 
of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  (48  Stat.  1064)  in 
relation  to  such  appeals  to  this  Court : 

“Provided,  however,  That  the  review  by  the 
court  shall  be  limited  to  questions  of  law  and  that 
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findings  of  fact  by  the  Commission,  if  supported 
by  substantial  evidence,  shall  be  conclusive  unless 
it  shall  clearly  appear  that  the  findings  of  the 
Commission  are  arbitrary  or  capricious  *  * 

Nowhere  does  it  “clearly  appear  that  the  findings  of 
the  Commission  are  arbitrary  or  capricious.’ ’  Nor  is 
it  shown  that  the  findings  of  fact  by  the  Commission 
are  not  supported  by  substantial  evidence.  What  the 
appellants  seek  is  to  have  the  Court  search  the  rec¬ 
ord  and  weigh  the  evidence.  Such  is  not  the  province 
nor  the  function  of  this  Court.  Its  decisions  on  this 
point  are  legion  and  need  no  citation. 

The  provisions  of  Section  402(e)  of  the  Communi¬ 
cations  Act  of  1934  quoted  above  are  but  a  restate¬ 
ment,  in  statutory  form,  of  the  consensus  of  judicial 
opinion  as  to  the  law  governing  Courts  of  Appeals  in 
reviewing  orders  or  decisions  of  administrative  agen¬ 
cies.  On  appeal  this  Court  may  modify  or  reverse  a 
decision  of  the  Commission  only  when  it  is  not  in 
accordance  with  law.  In  speaking  of  the  scope  of  re¬ 
view  of  administrative  agencies,  the  Supreme  Court 
in  Phillips  v.  Commissioner ,  283  U.  S.  589,  600,  said: 

“It  has  long  been  settled  that  determinations  of 
fact  for  ordinary  administrative  purposes  are  not 
subject  to  review.  *  *  *  Such  administrative  find¬ 
ings  on  issues  of  fact  are  accepted  by  the  court 
as  conclusive  if  the  evidence  was  legally  sufficient 
to  sustain  them  and  there  was  no  irregularity  in 
the  proceedings.” 

In  Tagg  Bros,  d  Moorehead  et  al.  v.  United  States 
et  ah,  280  U.  S.  420,  422,  the  Court  said : 

“It  has  been  settled  in  cases  arising  under  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Act  that  if  an  order  rests 
upon  an  erroneous  rule  of  law,  Interstate  Com- 
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merce  Commission  v.  Diffenbaugh,  222  U,  S.  42; 
or  is  based  upon  a  finding  made  without  evidence, 
Chicago  Junction  Case,  264  U.  S.  258,  263;  or  upon 
evidence  which  clearly  does  not  support  it,  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  Commission  v.  Union  Pacific  R. 
R .  Co.,  222  U.  S.  541,  547 ;  New  England  Divisions 
Case,  261  U.  S.  184,  203;  Colorado  v.  United  States, 
271  U.  S.  153, 166,  the  order  must  be  set  aside.’ ’ 

In  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  v.  Louisville 
&  Nashville  R.  R.  Co.,  227  U.  S.  88,  91,  the  Court  said: 

“In  the  comparatively  few  cases  in  which  such 
questions  have  arisen  it  has  been  distinctly  rec¬ 
ognized  that  administrative  orders,  quasi  judicial 
in  character,  are  void  if  a  hearing  was  denied;  if 
that  granted  was  inadequate  or  manifestly  un¬ 
fair;  if  the  findings  was  contrary  to  the  ‘  indis¬ 
putable  character  of  the  evidence’,  Tang  Tun  v. 
Edsell,  223  U.  S.  673,  681  Chin  Yoh  v.  United 
States,  208  U.  S.  8,  13;  Low  Wall  Suey  v.  Backus, 
225  U.  S.  460,  468;  Zakonaite  v.  Wolf,  226  U.  S. 
272;  or,  if  the  facts  found  do  not,  as  a  matter  of 
law,  support  the  order  made.” 

In  Tracy  v.  Commissioner,  53  Fed.  (2d)  575,  578, 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Sixth  Circuit,  in 
interpreting  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  rules  governing  review  of  decisions  of  the 
U.  S.  Board  of  Tax  Appeals,  well  said : 

“We  assume,  therefore,  that  the  court  may,  and 
should  in  every  case  in  which  a  hearing  was  had 
and  evidence  was  introduced  before  the  Board, 
look  into  such  evidence  to  determine  whether  it 
was  ‘legally  sufficient  to  sustain’  the  findings 
made.  The  court  need  go  no  further.  It  is  not 
required  to  weigh  the  evidence,  or  to  determine 
the  credibility  of  witnesses ;  nor  may  it  usurp  the 
power  of  administrative  decision.  *  #  *  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  March  1,  1913,  value  of  property  is  a 
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question  of  fact,  and  a  decision  of  this  sort 
reached  by  the  taxing  officer  or  board  within  the 
scope  of  the  authority  conferred  by  law,  when 
made  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  absence  of  gross 
mistake  or  other  irregularity,  has  long  been  held 
by  the  courts  as  conclusive.  Cf.  Hagerty  v.  Hud¬ 
dleston,  Hubbard  d  Co.,  60  Ohio  St.  149,  165,  166. 
This  is  but  another  wav  of  saving  that  the  decision 
of  the  taxing  board  must  prevail  if  it  is  not  con¬ 
trary  to  the  ‘indisputable  character  of  the  evi¬ 
dence’  or  if  the  evidence  is  ‘legally  sufficient  to 
sustain’  such  finding.  The  evidence  is  legally  suf¬ 
ficient  to  sustain  the  finding  if  there  be  substantial 
evidence  to  support  it,  and  the  record  as  a  whole 
does  not  clearly,  convincingly,  or  even  possibly, 
‘indisputably’  require  a  contrary  conclusion.” 

It  is  not,  nor  can  it  be  claimed  by  the  appellants 
herein  that  the  Order  of  the  Commission  was  “based 
upon  findings  made  without  evidence”;  or  that  “the 
facts  found  do  not,  as  a  matter  of  law,  support  the 
order  made”;  or  that  the  hearings  granted  were  “in¬ 
adequate  or  manifestly  unfair”;  or  that  the  decision 
reached  was  not  “within  the  scope  of  the  authority 
conferred  by  law,  made  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  gross  mistake  or  other  irregularity”.  The 
record  as  a  whole  does  not  clearly,  convincingly  and 
“indisputably”  require  a  conclusion  contrary  to  the 
decision  of  the  Commission.  Consequently,  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  questions  of  fact  by  the  Commission  here¬ 
in,  and  its  decision,  should  not  be  disturbed. 
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n. 

The  Commission  Committed  No  Error  in  Determining 
that  the  Application  of  Powers  et  al.  Could  “Be 
Granted  Within  the  Purview  of  Section  307(b)  of 
the  Communications  Act  of  1934.” 

Each  appellant  herein  alleges  error,  as  follows: 

“The  commission  erred  as  a  matter  of  law  in 
granting  the  application  of  Jack  Powers,  et  al., 
in  that  the  granting  of  such  application  results 
in  such  a  concentration  into  the  city  of  Salt  Lake 
City  of  the  radio  facilities  of  the  State  of  Utah 
as  to  violate  the  requirements  of  Section  307(b) 
of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934,  as  amended 
by  the  Act  approved  June  5,  1936.”  (R.  1-2;  13) 

This  assignment  of  error  is  captious  and  without 
merit.  The  Order  and  decision  of  the  Commission 
was  entered  May  1,  1936.  On  that  day  the  application 
of  Powers  et  al.  was  granted.  The  provision  of  law’ 
alleged  to  have  been  violated  did  not  come  into  exist¬ 
ence  for  more  than  a  month  afterward,  viz.:  on  June 
5,  1936.  The  Commission,  therefore,  could  not  have 
erred  as  alleged  by  appellants. 

However,  that  portion  of  the  law  contained  in  Sec¬ 
tion  307(b)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  that 
was  in  force  and  effect  when  the  application  of  Pow’ers 
et  al.  was  granted  reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

“Provided  further ,  That  the  Commission  may 
also  grant  applications  for  additional  licenses  for 
stations  not  exceeding  one  hundred  watts  of  power 
if  the  Commission  finds  that  such  stations  will 
serve  the  public  convenience,  interest  or  necessity, 
and  that  their  operation  will  not  interfere  wdth 
the  fair  and  efficient  radio  service  of  stations  li¬ 
censed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.’ ’ 
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Appellant  Intermountain  Broadcasting  Corporation 
is  the  licensee  of  Station  KDYL  operating  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  on  the  frequency  1290  kilocycles  with 
5000  Watts  power  day  and  1000  watts  power  night  (R. 
18-22).  It  had  pending  an  application  for  modifica¬ 
tion  of  license  to  increase  power  to  5000  watts  full 
time  (R.  68).  No  interference  to  the  operation  of  ap¬ 
pellant’s  station  KDYL  would  be  occasioned  by  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  station  proposed  by  Powers  et  al.  (R.  131- 
146),  except,  perhaps,  on  economic  grounds.  That  an¬ 
ticipated  or  alleged  economic  interference  is  no  ground 
for  appeal  is  well  shown  in  Berry ,  Communications  by 
Wire  and  Radio,  page  211,  wherein  the  author  states : 

4  4  An  alleged  economic  injury  anticipated 
through  the  allocation  of  additional  radio  facili¬ 
ties  to  a  city  is  so  vague,  problematical,  and  con¬ 
jectural  as  not  to  furnish  grounds  for  appeal,  and 
also  the  contention  that  such  additional  facilities 
will  place  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  complaining 
station  in  securing  additional  power  for  a  station 
is  conjectural  and  rests  upon  no  substantial  basis. 
Such  partv  is  not  entitled  to  notice  of  the  hearing 
(WGN,  Inc.  v.  Fed.  Radio  Com.,  68  F.  (2)  432; 
Edward  Hines  Yellow  Pine  Trustees  v.  U.  S.,  263 
U.  S.  143,  68  L.  ed.  216;  Magnolia  Petroleum  Co. 
et  al.  v.  Fed.  Communications  Com.,  76  F.  (2)  439; 
Sykes  v.  Jenny  Wren  Co.,  78  F.  (2)  729).” 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  appellant  Intermoun¬ 
tain  Broadcasting  Corporation  was  not  named  a  re¬ 
spondent,  originally,  by  the  Commission,  and  was  not 
served  with  Notice  of  Hearing.  It  became  a  party  to 
the  proceedings  before  the  Commission  as  an  inter¬ 
vener  upon  grant  of  its  petition  to  intervene.  (R.  67- 
68) 

Since  the  application  filed  by  Great  Western  Broad¬ 
casting  Association,  Inc.,  for  new  station  at  Logan, 
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Utah,  could  not  be  granted,  there  remained  no  question 
of  interference  between  such  station  and  the  station 
proposed  by  Powers  et  al.  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

It  has  been  shown  that  Powers  et  al.  applied  for  a 
station  to  operate  with  100  watts  powder;  that  the 
Commission  found  that  the  operation  of  such  a  station 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  by  the  applicants  w’ould  serve 
public  convenience,  interest,  or  necessity;  and  that 
the  operation  of  such  station  on  the  frequency  of  1500 
kilocycles  would  not  result  in  interference  with  any 
other  licensed  station. 

Consequently,  the  Commission  considered  Powers 
et  al.  to  have  met  the  issues  upon  which  the  applica¬ 
tion  was  set  for  hearing,  and  granted  the  application 
pursuant  to  Sections  307(b)  and  319(a)  of  the  Com¬ 
munications  Act  of  1934.  The  Commission  committed 
no  error  in  so  doing. 

III. 

It  is  Suggested  that  the  Court  Does  Not  Have  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  to  Entertain  the  Appeals  Herein. 

The  jurisdiction  of  this  Court  to  entertain  and  con¬ 
sider  the  appeals  herein  is  to  be  found  in  Sections 
402  (b)  and  (c)  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934. 
Section  402  (c)  of  that  act  sets  forth  the  limit  of  time 
within  which  an  appeal  must  be  filed  and,  in  so  far  as 
is  pertinent,  reads  as  follows : 

“(c)  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  filing  with 
said  court  within  twenty  days  after  the  decision 
complained  of  is  effective,  notice  in  writing  of  said 
appeal  and  a  statement  of  the  reasons  therefore, 
together  with  proof  of  service  of  a  true  copy  of 
said  notice  and  statement  upon  the  Commission. 
Unless  a  later  date  is  specified  by  the  Commission 
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as  part  of  its  decision,  the  decision  complained  of 
shall  be  considered  to  be  effective  as  of  the  date 
on  which  public  announcement  of  the  decision  is 
made  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  city  of 
Washington.  *  *  *” 

“The  decision  complained  of”  is  the  decision  “ren¬ 
dered  May  1,  1936”  (R.  1 ;  11).  In  so  far  as  it  is  appli¬ 
cable  to  these  appeals,  it  reads  as  follows :

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It  will  be  noted  that  4 4 the  decision  herein  reached” 
in  the  foregoing  order  “shall  be  effective  at  3  A.M. 
Eastern  Standard  Time,  September  8,  1936.” 

Subsequently,  the  Commission  did  issue  an  opinion 
setting  forth  a  statement  of  the  facts  of  record  and 
the  grounds  for  the  decision  reached  May  1,  1936. 
This  statement  of  facts  and  grounds  for  decision  con¬ 
cludes  with  a  statement  as  follows: 

Accordingly,  on  May  1,  1936,  the  Commission 
issued  its  Order,  effective  at  3:00  A.M.  E.  S.  T., 
September  8,  1936.  The  effective  date  was  Tater 
advanced  to  3 :00  A.M.  E.  S  T.,  September  11, 1936. 
(R.  716) 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  Record  herein  just  how, 
or  bv  what  means  the  effective  date  of  the  Commission’s 

9/ 

decision  “was  later  advanced  to  3:00  A.M.,  E.  S.  T., 
September  11,  1936.” 

It  does  appear,  however,  that  the  appeals  herein  con¬ 
sidered  were  filed  with  this  Court  on  October  1,  1936 
(R.  6;  14).  Clearly,  said  appeals  were  filed  too  late 
if,  as  its  Order  stated,  the  decision  reached  by  the 
Commission  on  May  1,  1936,  was  effective  at  3  A.M. 
Eastern  Standard  Time,  September  8,  1936. 

If,  however,  it  be  considered  that  by  some  means  or 
other  the  effective  date  was  later  extended  to,  and  was, 
3  A.M.  Eastern  Standard  Time,  September  11,  1936, 
a  closer  question  is  presented.  That  question  is:  Was 
October  1,  1936,  4  4  within  twenty  days  after  the  de¬ 
cision  COMPLAINED  OF  IS  EFFECTIVE,”  SAID  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

being  3  a.m.  Eastern  Standard  Time,  September  11, 
1936?  Your  interveners  suggest  that  it  was  not. 

In  1815,  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  oft-cited  case  of 
Arnold ,  et  ad.  v.  United  States ,  13  U.  S.  103,  after  re- 
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viewing  elaborate  argument  of  counsel,  laid  down  tbe 
rule  that  where  the  computation  of  time  is  to  be  made 
from  an  act  done,  the  dav  on  which  the  act  is  done  is  to 
be  included  in  the  computation.  Shortly  thereafter,  in 
1818,  the  question  of  computation  of  time  again  arose 
in  the  Federal  courts  and  Mr.  Justice  Washington,  in 
P ear point ,  et  al.  v.  Graham,  19  Fed.  Cases,  No.  10877, 
said: 

*  *  *  After  a  very  laborious  examination  of  all  the 

•> 

cases,  I  think  the  following  principles  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  settled.  Where  the  computation  of  time 
is  to  be  made  from  an  act  done,  the  dav  on  which 
the  act  is  performed  is  included;  because  the  act  is 
the  terminus  a  quo  the  computation  is  to  be  made ; 
and  there  being  in  contemplation  of  law  no  fraction 
of  a  day,  (unless  when  an  inquiry  as  to  a  priority 
of  acts  done  on  the  same  day  becomes  necessary) 
the  terminus  is  considered  as  commencing  at  the 
first  moment  of  that  day.  Thus  is  the  rule  laid 
down  in  Clayton  ?s  Case,  5  Coke  1,  and  recognized 
in  the  cases  of  Castle  v.  Burditt,  3  Term.  R.  623; 
Rex  v.  Adderley,  Doug.  463;  Bellasis  v.  Hester,  1 
Ld.  Raym.  280;  Norris  v.  Hundred  of  Gaustris,  2 
Rolle,  Abr.  520,  pi.  8.  The  only  exception  to  this 
rule,  which  is  recollected,  is  established  by  the  law 
merchant,  which  considers  the  day  on  which  a  bill 
of  exchange,  made  payable  at  so  many  days  sight 
is  accepted,  as  excluded.  Where  the  expressions 
are  “from  the  date,”  I  understand  the  rule  to  be, 
that  if  a  present  interest  is  to  commence  from  the 
date,  the  day  of  the  date  is  included ;  but  if  they  are 
used  merely  to  fix  a  terminus  from  which  to  com¬ 
pute  time,  the  day  is  in  all  cases  excluded.  *  *  * 

Arnold,  et  al .  v.  United  States,  supra,  was  cited  in 
In  re  Welman ,  29  Fed.  Cases,  No.  17407,  wherein  the 
court,  after  a  strong  opinion  relative  to  the  no  fraction 
of  a  day  rule,  which  opinion  was  cited  with  approval  in 
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Lapeyre  v.  United  States,  infra ,  held  that  a  statute  goes 
into  effect  from  the  beginning  of  the  day  of  its  date.  In 
1855,  the  question  was  again  before  the  Supreme  Court 
in  Griffith,  et  at.  v.  Bogert,  et  al.,  59  U.  S.  158.  There 
the  court  had  for  its  consideration  a  case  where  letters 
of  administration  were  dated  on  the  first  of  November, 
1819,  and  a  sale,  on  execution,  of  certain  lands  com¬ 
prised  within  the  estate  took  place  on  the  first  day  of 
May,  1821,  under  a  law  of  Missouri  which  allowed  the 
lands  of  a  deceased  debtor  to  be  sold  under  execution 
but  which  prohibited  it  from  being  done  until  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  the  letters 
of  administration  upon  his  estate.  It  was  argued  by 
counsel  that  it  had  been  laid  down  in  many  cases  as  a 
general  rule  that  where  time  is  to  be  computed  from  an 
event  or  an  act,  the  day  of  the  event  or  the  performance 
of  the  act  is  to  be  included,  Arnold ,  et  al.  v.  United 
States,  supra,  and  Pear  point,  et  al.  v.  Graham,  supra. 
Counsel  also  pointed  out,  however,  that  in  some  cases 
the  rule  had  been  held  to  be  to  exclude  the  day  of  the 
act  or  event  and  that  in  other  cases  one  dav  had  been 
excluded  without  regard  to  any  general  rule  for  the 
computation  of  time. 

The  court  held  that  the  sale  was  valid  and  that  the 
terminus  a  quo  should  be  included,  saying  in  part : 

It  is  contended  that  the  term  of  eighteen  months 
from  the  1st  of  November,  1819,  had  not  expired  on 
the  1st  of  May,  1821,  and  consequently  the  sale  was 
without  authority  of  law,  and  void. 

But  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  assumption  on 
which  this  inference  is  based  is  not  correct;  nor 
the  inference  correct,  if  the  assumption  were 
granted. 

If  the  day  on  which  the  letters  of  administration 
be  counted  in  the  calculation,  the  term  of  eighteen 
months  had  4 * expired’ ’  on  the  1st  of  May,  1821. 
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Whether  the  terminus  a  quo  should  be  so  in¬ 
cluded,  it  must  be  admitted,  has  been  a  vexed  ques¬ 
tion  for  many  centuries,  both  among  learned  doc¬ 
tors  of  the  civil  law  and  the  courts  of  England  and 
this  country.  It  has  been  termed  by  a  writer  on 
civil  law  (Tiraqueau)  the  controversia  contro- 
versissima. 

In  common  and  popular  usage,  the  day  a  quo  has 
always  been  included,  and  such  lias  been  the  gen¬ 
eral  rule  both  of  the  Roman  and  common  law.  The 
latter  admits  no  fractions  of  a  day;  the  former,  in 
some  instances,  as  in  cases  of  minority  calculated 
de  momento  en  'momentum.  The  result  of  this  sub¬ 
division  was  to  comprehend  a  part  of  the  terminus 
a  quo.  But  in  cases  where  fractions  of  a  day  were 
not  admitted,  as  in  those  of  usucaption  or  prescrip¬ 
tion,  a  possession  commencing  on  the  1st  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  and  ending  on  the  31st  of  December,  was 
counted  a  full  year.  It  was  in  consequence  of  the 
uncertainty  introduced  on  this  subject  by  the  dis¬ 
quisitions  and  disputes  of  learned  professors,  that 
Gregory  IX.,  in  his  discretals,  introduced  the 
phrase  of  “a  year  and  a  day,”  in  order  to  remove 
the  doubts  thus  created,  as  to  whether  the  dies  a 
quo  should  be  included  in  the  term.  It  thus  main¬ 
tained  the  correctness  of  the  common  usage,  while 
it  satisfied  the  doubts  of  the  doctors. 

The  earlier  cases  at  common  law  show  the  adop¬ 
tions  of  the  popular  usage  as  the  general  rule,  but 
many  exceptions  were  introduced  in  its  application 
to  leases,  limitations,  &c.,  where  a  forfeiture 
would  ensue.  *  *  * 

*  *  #  *  *  * 

In  the  present  case  there  is  no  reason  for  de¬ 
parting  from  the  general  rule  and  popular  usage 
of  treating  the  day  from  which  the  term  is  to  be 
calculated,  or  “terminus  a  quo/'  as  inclusive.  *  *  * 

In  1872,  the  Supreme  Court  in  Lapeyre  v.  United 
States ,  84  U.  S.  191,  held  that  where  the  language  em- 
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ployed  is  ‘‘from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act/’  the 
act  becomes  effectual  upon  the  day  of  its  date.  In  such 
cases  it  is  operative  from  the  first  moment  of  that  day. 
Fractions  of  the  day  are  not  recognized,  and  an  in¬ 
quiry  involving  that  subject  is  inadmissible,  citing 
In  re  Welmcm,  supra ,  “ where  the  subject  is  examined 
with  learning  and  ability.  ’  ’ 

An  officer  commissioned  to  hold  office  during  the 
term  of  four  years  from  the  second  of  March,  1845, 
was  held  in  Best  v.  Polk ,  85  U.  S.  112,  decided  in  1873, 
to  have  been  in  office  on  the  second  of  March,  1849,  the 
court  holding  that  the  word  “from”  excluded  the  day 
of  date  in  computing  the  term  of  the  office.  Shortly 
thereafter,  in  1876,  the  question  was  again  before  the 
Supreme  Court  in  Butcher  v.  Wright ,  94  U.  S.  553. 
The  court  held  that  in  computing  the  four  months  be¬ 
fore  filing  the  petition  in  bankruptcy,  within  which 
time  the  assignment  of  his  property  by  an  insolvent 
debtor  with  a  view  to  giving  a  preference  to  any  cred¬ 
itor  is  void,  the  day  upon  which  the  petition  is  filed 
must  be  excluded  and  stated  that  search  had  been  made 
in  vain  for  a  decided  case  in  which  it  had  been  held 
that  both  the  day  of  the  act  and  the  day  of  the  event 
shall  be  included  in  the  computation  in  order  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  specified  period  of  time,  but  that  cases  had 
been  found  in  which  it  had  been  held  that  the  day  on 
which  the  act  was  done  is  to  be  included  where  the 
computation  is  to  be  made  from  an  act  done*  citing 
Arnold,  et  al.  v.  United  States,  supra.  Cf.  In  re  Stev¬ 
enson,  94  Fed.  110,  decided  in  1899. 

The  question  was  again  before  the  Supreme  Court 
in  1885  in  Polleys  v.  Black  River  Improvement  Co., 
113  U.  S.  81.  In  that  case  the  court  had  before  it  for 
construction  a  statute  providing  for  the  filing  of  a 
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petition  for  a  writ  of  error  within  two  years  after  the 
entry  of  judgment  and  the  court,  after  referring  to  the 
day  on  which  the  judgment  was  entered,  said  that  on 
that  day  the  plaintiff  in  error  had  a  right  to  his  writ 
and  on  that  day  the  two  years  began  to  run. 

The  general  rule  that  the  words  “from  the  date” 
exclude  the  day  of  date  in  the  computation  of  time  was 
before  the  Supreme  Court  in  Taylor  v.  Brown ,  147 
U.  S.  640,  decided  in  1893,  and  again  in  Lanham ,  et  al. 
v.  McKeel,  244  U.  S.  582,  decided  in  1917.  In  Taylor 
v.  Brown  the  court  had  for  its  consideration  a  Federal 
statute  providing  that  title  to  certain  lands  patented 
to  Indians  should  be  and  remain  inalienable  for  a 
period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  patent  issued 
therefor.  Irrespective  of  the  general  rule  the  court 
held  that  the  day  on  which  the  patent  was  issued 
should  be  included  in  the  computation  and  stated  that 
if  when  the  patent  issued  June  15,  1880,  the  patentee 
could  have  conveyed  but  for  a  specific  restriction  tak¬ 
ing  effect  at  the  same  moment,  then  that  date  should 
be  included  in  the  period  of  five  years  prescribed.  In 
Lanham ,  et  al.  v.  McKeel ,  the  court  construed  an  order 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dated  March  26  ap¬ 
proving  an  Indian  agent’s  recommendation  that  re¬ 
striction  on  alienation  be  removed  from  an  Indian’s 
allotments  and  providing  that  the  order  was  to  be  ef¬ 
fective  30  davs  from  date.  The  court  held  that  the 
conveyance  made  by  an  allottee  on  April  25  was  valid 
and  stated  that  if  either  the  day  of  the  approval 
(March  26)  or  the  day  of  the  conveyance  (April  25)  be 
included  30  days  had  expired  on  the  day  the  deed  was 
executed,  following  its  previous  reasoning  in  Taylor 
v.  Brown. 
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The  only  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  contra  to 
the  rule  which  includes  the  dav  on  which  an  event  oc- 
curs,  or  an  act  is  done,  is  that  in  the  case  of  Smith  v. 
Gale,  137  U.  S.  577,  decided  in  1891,  although 
prior  to  that  time,  in  1864,  the  court  indicated 
that  the  rule  might  be  otherwise.  Sheets  v.  Selden’s 
Lessee ,  69  U.  S.  177.  In  the  latter  case,  however,  the 
question  was  not  squarely  before  the  court  and  its  de¬ 
cision  can  be  supported  and  reconciled  on  other 
grounds. 

In  Smith  v.  Gale ,  supra,  the  court  held  in  an  opinion 
of  two  sentences  that  the  first  day  was  to  be  excluded 
and  the  last  day  included.  It  had  the  benefit  of  argu¬ 
ment  of  counsel  to  the  effect  that  in  computing  time  a 
distinction  existed  between  cases  involving  an  act  or 
an  event  and  those  involving  a  particular  day,  but  the 
opinion  does  not  indicate  the  reason  on  which  it  was 
based  and  only  one  case  was  cited,  viz.,  Credit  Com¬ 
pany  Limited  v.  Arkansas  Central  Railway  Co.,  128 
U.  S.  258,  which  may  not  have  been  in  point  since  the 
court  in  that  case  assumed  in  passing  that  January  22, 
1885,  was  within  two  years  after  an  entry  made  on 
January  22,  1883.  It  does  not  seem,  therefore,  that 
the  opinion  is  in  any  sense  a  leading  one  or  that  it  is 
entitled  to  any  considerable  weight  as  a  precedent. 

In  Sheets  v.  Selden’s  Lessee  the  court  had  for  its 
consideration  a  lease  which  provided  that  all  rights 
and  privileges  thereunder  should  cease  and  determine 
if  any  installment  of  rent  remained  unpaid  for  one 
month  from  the  time  it  should  become  due.  The  lease 
also  provided  for  the  payment  of  an  installment  of  rent 
on  the  first  days  of  May  and  November.  The  court 
held  with  respect  to  the  rent  becoming  due  on  the  first 
day  of  May  that  the  one  month  from  that  time  within 
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which  the  payment  was  required  to  be  made  to  prevent 
a  forfeiture  expired  on  the  first  day  of  June  following, 
and  that  in  the  computation  of  time  the  day  upon 
which  the  rent  became  due  was  to  be  excluded.  The 
court  said  that  the  general  current  of  the  modern  au¬ 
thorities  on  the  interpretation  of  contracts  and  also 
statutes  where  time  is  to  be  computed  from  a  particu¬ 
lar  day  or  a  particular  event  is  to  exclude  the  day  thus 
designated  and  to  include  the  last  day  of  the  specified 
period,  citing  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Bronson  who  said  that 
when  the  period  allowed  for  doing  an  act  is  to  be  reck¬ 
oned  from  the  making  of  a  contract  or  the  happening 
of  any  other  event,  the  day  on  which  the  event  hap¬ 
pened  may  be  regarded  as  an  entirety  or  a  point  of 
time  and  so  be  excluded  from  the  computation. 

The  case  decided  bv  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Bronson  was 

% 

Cornell  v.  Moulton ,  3  Denio.  (X.  Y.)  16,  and  as  pre¬ 
viously  stated  it  is  conceded  that  the  great  weight  of 
authoritv  as  far  as  state  decisions  are  concerned  is  to 

exclude  the  first  dav  and  include  the  last.  Further- 

* 

more,  the  statement  of  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Bronson  is 
apparently  contra  to  the  opinion  in  the  Welman  and 
Lapeyre  cases,  supra ,  relative  to  the  effect  to  be  given 
to  the  rule  that  the  law  does  not  recognize  fractions  of 
a  day.  However,  on  the  merits  of  Sheets  v.  Selden’s 
Lessee ,  it  is  apparent  that  with  respect  to  rent  be¬ 
coming  due  on  Mav  1  the  lessee  had  the  whole  of  that 
day  in  which  to  pay  it.  This  being  true  the  lessor 
could  not  have  taken  action  on  that  day  and  the  day 
was  properly  excluded  irrespective  of  any  rule  for  the 
computation  of  time.  Consequently,  it  is  apparent 
that  Sheets  v.  Selden’s  Lessee  should  not  be  accepted 
as  authority  for  excluding  the  first  day  and  including 
the  last,  although  it  was  cited  in  Siegelschiffer  v.  Penn

Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.,  et  al.,  248  Fed.  226.  Hicks, 
et  al.  v.  National  Life  Insurance  Co.,  60  Fed.  690;  Su¬ 
preme  Council  American  Legion  of  Honor  v.  Gootee, 
89  Fed.  941;  Hess-Bright  Manufacturing  Co.  et  al.  v. 
Siandard  Roller  Bearing  Co.,  171  Fed.  114;  Eliot  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  v.  Gill,  210  Fed.  933,  and  Owensboro  v. 
Owensboro  Water  Works  Co.,  243  U.  S.  166.  In  tlie 
latter  case  the  Supreme  Court  said  that  while; in  the 
computation  of  time  that  begins  to  run  “from  and 
after  a  day  named  it  is  usual  to  exclude  that  day  and 
begin  with  the  next  (Sheets  v.  Seldenfs  Lessee,  2  Wall. 
177,  190 )”  this  is  not  done  where  it  will  obviously  de¬ 
feat  the  purpose  of  those  whose  words  are  being  con¬ 
strued  or  applied.  This  case  was  decided  in  1917. 

Decisions  of  the  lower  Federal  courts  apparently 
are  more  in  conflict  on  this  question  than  those  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  As  has  been  shown  previously,  cer¬ 
tain  of  them  have  cited  Sheets  v.  Selden’s  Lessee, 
supra ;  however,  an  examination  of  those  cases  shows 
that  the  question  before  us  was  not  before  the  courts, 
the  majority  of  which  had  for  construction  either  state 
statutes  or  contracts  which  involved  the  application  of 
state  law. 

In  naturalization  cases  the  rule  for  computing  time 
has  been  applied  both  ways,  that  is,  some  of  the  cases 
have  included  the  first  day  while  the  others  have  ex¬ 
cluded  it.  Cf.  In  re  Babjak,  211  Fed.  551  (1914) ;  In  re 
Puglisi,  230  Fed.  188  (1916) ;  United  States  v.  Mueller , 
246  Fed.  679  (1917) ;  Ex  parte  Eberliardt,  270  Fed.  334 
(1921) ;  and  In  re  Anttonen ,  293  Fed.  473  (1923).  The 
reason  for  the  different  rulings  in  these  naturalization 
cases  is  to  enable  the  court  to  take  jurisdiction  of  the 
petition  as  set  forth  in  United  States  v.  Mueller,  supra, 
and  in  In  re  Puglisi,  supra,  wherein  the  court  had  for 
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its  consideration  the  construction  of  that  section  of  the 
naturalization  laws  providing  for  the  filing  of  a  peti¬ 
tion  “not  less  than  two  vears  nor  more  than  seven 
years  after  he  has  made  such  declaration.”  The  court 
said : 

*  *  *  The  act  of  Congress  requires  the  application 
to  be  made  within  the  limits  of  two  and  seven 
years  from  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  inten¬ 
tion  is  made.  The  point  is  of  little  real  value  to 
the  parties  concerned  and  of  no  value  as  a  prece¬ 
dent  as,  however  the  computation  is  made,  it  would 
be  nothing  more  than  a  construction  of  the  act  of 
Congress.  No  cases  would  arise  of  like  kind  un¬ 
less  the  petitions  were  (as  this  was)  filed  without 
the  date  having  been  noticed.  The  real  fact  is  that 
the  time  limit  expired  with  the  last  instant  of  the 
loth  of  the  month.  *  *  *  If  this  is  the  principle 
to  be  applied,  the  petition  is  not  ahead  of  time.  If 
the  same  principle  were  applied  at  the  close  of 
the  period,  the  time  is  extended  one  day.  The  real 
inquiry  here  is,  of  course,  into  the  declared  will 
of  Congress.  The  words  used  in  the  act  can  be 
given  a  construction  which  woidd  call  for  the  six¬ 
teenth  as  the  earliest  date  of  application.  The 
plain  truth  doubtless  is  that  such  is  the  literal 
meaning.  Congress,  however,  is  presumed  to  have 
chosen  its  words  with  the  legal  rule  of  the  compu¬ 
tation  of  time  in  mind.  It  therefore  is  presumed  to 
have  intended  the  act  to  be  so  construed  unless  it 
has  been  made  clear,  not  that  the  application 
might  be  made  at  the  expiration  of  the  two-year 
period,  but  that  it  could  not  be  made  until  a  day 
two  years  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  if,  indeed,  even  this  phraseology  would  make 
the  intention  clear. 

On  the  whole  the  computation  to  be  adopted  is 
that  applied  by  Judge  Orr  in  the  case  of  the  James 
Babjak  (D.  C.),  211  Fed.  551,  application.  It  is 
that  the  date  of  filing  is  to  be  included  or  rejected 
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in  the  count  with  a  view  to  the  entertaining  of  jur¬ 
isdiction  by  the  court.  He,  therefore ,  admitted  as 
in  time  an  application  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  a  day  late .  By  the  same  rule  we  a/re  con¬ 
strained  to  admit  an  application  which  otherwise 
would  be  a  day  too  soon.  (Italics  ours) 

Also,  in  United  States  v.  Mueller ,  supra,  cited  in  Ex 

parte  Eberhardt,  supra,  the  court  points  out  that  not 

onlv  did  the  naturalization  law  under  consideration 
•> 

provide  “not  less  than  two  years  nor  more  than  seven 
years  after  he  has  made  such  declaration’ ’  but  also 
that  it  prescribed  the  form  of  declaration  of  intention 
including  the  heading  “Invalid  for  all  Purposes  Seven 
Years  after  the  Date  hereof.”  The  court  also  pointed 
out  that  each  alien  received  a  copy  of  such  form  of 
declaration,  and  in  the  course  of  its  opinion  cited  with 
approval  the  decision  in  the  Babjak  case,  supra.  In 
that  case  the  court’s  language  would  indicate  that  the 
decision  was  an  exception  to  the  rule  referred  to  in 
Griffith,  et  al.  v.  Bogert,  et  al.,  supra,  based  upon  the 
particular  facts  of  the  case  before  it  and  upon  the 
court’s  desire  to  do  substantial  justice.  These  bases 
were  also  the  ones  upon  which  the  decision  in  Louis 
Neurath  v.  The  District  of  Columbia ,  17  Ct.  Cls.  225 
(1S81)  was  predicated.  > 

In  Hess-Bright  Manufacturing  Co.  et  al.  v.  Standard 
Roller  Bearing  Co.,  supra ,  (1909),  the  court  had  for  its 
construction  a  Federal  statute  which  permitted  the  fil¬ 
ing  of  an  application  for  a  patent  within  this  country 
within  12  months  after  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
a  patent  for  the  same  invention  in  a  foreign 
country.  It  held  that  where  a  foreign  application 
was  filed  on  February  23rd  and  an  application 
filed  in  this  country  on  February  23rd  of  the 
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following  year  that  the  day  of  the  application  in  the 
foreign  country  should  be  excluded  and  that  the  appli¬ 
cation  filed  in  this  country  was  in  time.  The  court 
relied  upon  language  used  by  Baron  Parke  in  Russell 
v.  Ledsam ,  14  M.  &  W.  574,  wherein  he  set  forth  the 
English  rule  under  which  the  first  day  is  excluded 
whenever  anything  was  to  be  done  in  a  certain  time 
after  a  given  event  or  date.  The  court  also  cited  Riclzs, 
et  al.  v.  National  Life  Insurance  Co,,  supra,  and  Sheets 
v.  Selden’s  Lessee,  supra.  However,  if  the  applicant 
was  entitled  to  file  an  application  in  this  country  on 
the  same  day  in  which  he  filed  an  application  in  a  for¬ 
eign  country,  it  is  not  clear  just  how  the  court  arrives 
at  its  conclusion  that  that  day  should  be  excluded. 

With  the  foregoing  exceptions  the  lower  courts  in 
Board  of  Co?n’rs.  of  Kearny  County,  Kansas,  v.  Van- 
driss,  115  Fed.  866  (1902) ;  Macfarland  v.  Moore,  32 
App.  D.  C.  213  (1908) ;  Ambrose  v.  Brown ,  42  App. 
D.  C.  25  (1914) ;  Baxter  v.  Bevil  Phillips  &  Co.  et  al., 
219  Fed.  309  (1914) ;  Alaska  Pacific  Fisheries  v.  Terri¬ 
tory  of  Alaska,  236  Fed.  52  (1916),  certiorari  denied 
242  U.  S.  648,  writ  of  error  dismissed  249  U.  S.  53; 
United  Timber  Co.  v.  Bivens,  253  Fed.  968  (1918), 
affirmed  C.  C.  A.  264  Fed.  308,  certiorari  denied  253 
U.  S.  495;  Zimmerman  v.  United  States,  277  Fed.  965 
(1921) ;  and  New  York  Life  Insurance  Co.  v.  Bullock , 
et  al.,  26  Fed.  (2d)  676,  have  indicated,  generally,  that 
time  should  be  computed  from  commencement  of  the 
right  to  act. 

In  Zimmerman  v.  United  States,  supra,  the  court 
had  for  construction  section  21,  title  3  of  the  Volstead 
Act  which  provides  that  certain  sections  thereof  4  ‘  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  day  when 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
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United  States  goes  into  effect.”  The  Eighteenth 
Amendment  went  into  effect  on  the  16th  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1920,  and  the  court  said  that  if  the  computation 
of  time  is  to  be  made  from  and  after  a  specified  day 
and  not  from  and  after  the  occurrence  of  an  event  on 
that  day,  then  the  day  must  be  excluded,  citing  Arnold , 
et  al.  v.  United  States ,  supra ,  and  United  Timber  Co, 
v.  Bivens ,  supra.  In  the  latter  case  the  language  used 
by  the  District  Judge  in  reviewing  the  authorities  re¬ 
lating  to  the  computation  of  time  and  his  opinion  as 
to  the  manner  in  which  the  time  should  be  computed 
were  adopted  by  the  Circuit  Couft  of  Appeals.  The 
contract  under  consideration  provided  for  a  “period 
of  10  years,  beginning  from  the  date  hereof,  in  which 
to  cut  and  remove  the  said  timber  from  the  said  land.  ’  ’ 
The  court  held  that  the  10-year  period  should  be  com¬ 
puted  by  excluding  the  day  of  the  deed  and  including 
the  last  day.  After  reviewing  several  state  decisions 
and  several  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  South 
Carolina,  under  whose  laws  the  contract  was  evidently 
made,  the  court  also  reviewed  Griffith ,  et  al.  v.  Bogert , 
et  al.,  supra.  It  appears  that  the  court  based  its  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  words  “from  the  date  hereof”  served 
to  exclude  the  day  of  date  and  is  in  accordance  with  all 
jurisdictions  largely  upon  the  note  to  Halbert  v.  Land 
<&  Live  Stock  Association,  49  L.  R.  A.  193  (247)  since 
the  court  quoted  from  that  note  at  length  to  the  effect 
that  in  the  computation  of  time  one  of  the  first  and  last 
days  of  the  period  shall  be  included  and  the  other  ex¬ 
cluded.  The  question  as  to  which  shall  be  included  and 
which  excluded,  however,  has  been  differently  decided 
in  different  jurisdictions,  and  has  given  rise  to  much 
conflict  of  opinion.  The  general  common  law  rule,  as  • 
it  originally  existed,  was  that  the  first  day  was  to  be 
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counted  when  the  computation  was  to  be  from  an  act 
or  event,  but  that  it  was  not  to  be  counted  when  the 
reckoning  was  to  be  from  a  day  or  from  the  day  of  an 
act  of  event. 

To  like  effect  is  the  decision  in  Leeper  et  al.  v.  Lemon 
G.  Neely  Co.,  293  Fed.  967  (1923),  certiorari  denied  264 
U.  S.  586,  in  which  case  the  time  provision  of  the  con¬ 
tract  under  consideration  was  44 within  one  year  from 
the  date  hereof”  and  the  court  held  that  4 4 the  general 
rule  is  that,  where  the  computation  of  time  is  to  be 
made  from  a  particular  date,  that  day  is  excluded.” 

It  is  stated  in  Cyc.  Vol.  38,  page  319,  that  although  a 
distinction  was  made  in  early  cases  and  is  still  followed 
in  some  jurisdictions  between  computation  from  an  act 
done  and  the  day  on  which  the  act  is  done,  it  being  held 
in  the  former  instance  that  the  day  of  the  doing  of  the 
act  is  to  be  included,  (citing  Arnold ,  et  al.  v.  United 
States ,  supra ;  P ear point ,  et  al.  v.  Graham ,  supra ,  and 
decisions  from  several  state  jurisdictions)  this  distinc¬ 
tion  is  at  present  disregarded  in  most  jurisdictions,  cit¬ 
ing  decisions  from  numerous  state  jurisdictions  but  no 
Federal  decisions. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  earnestly  suggested  that  un¬ 
der  Federal  decisions  the  rule  to  be  applied  in  these 
cases  is  the  one  applied  by  this  court  in  Macfarland  v. 
Moore ,  32  App.  D.  C.  213.  There,  it  will  be  recollected, 
this  court  considered  a  Federal  act  providing  that  con¬ 
demnation  proceedings  were  to  be  brought  4  4  within  30 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act.”  Relying  upon 
Arnold  v.  United  States ,  Griffith  v.  Bogert ,  and  Taylor 
v.  Brown ,  all  supra ,  it  was  held  that,  in  computing  the 
30-day  period,  the  day  the  act  was  approved  by  the 
President  was  to  be  included.  Ground  for  the  decision 
is  contained  in  the  language  of  the  court  that  (timme- 
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diately  after  the  approval  of  the  act  of  January  9, 1907, 
this  proceeding  might  have  been  instituted.”  (Italics 
supplied.)  In  harmony  with  this  rule  is  the  further 
opinion  of  this  court  in  Ambrose  v.  Brown,  42  App. 
D.  C.  25. 

It  is  clear  that,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
Hess-Bright  Manufacturing  Co.  case,  supra,  Federal 
decisions  are  harmonious  in  holding  that  where  the 
right  to  act  is  granted  the  day  upon  which  such  right  to 
act  begins  constitutes  the  terminus  a  quo  which  should 
be  included  in  computing  the  time  within  which  the  act 
is  to  be  performed. 

Certainly,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  appellants 
herein  could  have  filed  their  appeals  on  September  11, 
1936,  for  at  3  A.  M.  Eastern  Standard  Time  on  that  day 
the  right  to  act  became  absolute.  How  then  can  that 
day  be  excluded  in  computing  the  time  within  which  it 
was  mandatory  that  they  act?  Could  it  be  held,  had 
the  appeals  been  filed  on  September  11,  1936,  that  they 
were  prematurely  filed?  The  answer  must  be,  “No,” 
and  for  the  same  reason  the  day  should  be  included  in 


the  computation  of  time. 

The  question  is  one  of  some  moment,  influenced  as  it 
is  by  the  practice  of  the  Commission  in  making  its  de¬ 
cisions  effective,  generally,  at  3  A.  M.  Eastern  Stand¬ 
ard  Time.  Nor  is  counsel  able  to  find  that  previous 


answer  to  the  question  has  been  made  by  this  Court. 
Accordingly,  for  these  reasons,  as  well  as  for  the  views 
expressed  elsewhere  herein,  counsel  suggests  to  the 
Court  that  the  appeals  were  filed  one  day  too  late.  Not 


having  been  filed  4  4  within  twenty  days  after  the  deci¬ 
sion  complained  of  is  effective,’ ’  the  appeals  should  be 
dismissed  for  lack  of  jurisdiction. 
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CONCLUSION. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  Commission’s 
findings  are  supported  by  substantial  evidence;  that 
the  findings  of  the  Commission  support  its  decision; 
that  the  decision  of  the  Commission  was  within  the 
scope  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  law;  and 
that  the  Order  and  decision  of  the  Commission  in  the 
cases  herein  should  be  affirmed.
